WANT    OF    CONFIDENCE. 

It  is  a  common  complaint  that  there  is  no  mutual  co-opera- 
tion among  wholesale  dry  goods  houses  in  the  same  city.  They 
distrust  one  another.  They  are  hard  to  unite  on  any  plan  for 
the  general  interest  of  the  trade.  Even  in  small  details  one  is 
not  ready  to  help  the  other.  There  is,  if  report  speaks  truly, 
no  inclination  to  show  confidence  or  a  candid  spirit  in  the 
thousand  and  one  transactions  and  incidents  of  business  life . 
It  is  not,  in  some  (happily  rare)  cases,  thought  necessary  even 
to  keep  agreements  made  in  good  faith.  An  illustration  of  this 
occurred  just  the  other  day.  Certain  firms  had  agreed  with  the 
manufacturer  of  a  line  of  goods  not  to  cut  below  a  fixed  price. 
All  went  well  for  a  time  until  the  other  firms  found  that  the 
orders  were  all  going  to  one  particular  party  to  the  agreement. 
"Oh,  Mr.  So-and-So  does  better  for  me  than  that,"  was  the  ex- 
planation made  by  the  customers  to  the  travelers.  The  manu- 
facturer was  appealed  to,  and  an  inquiry  was  made,  as  provided 
in  the  agreement.  The  invoices  were  examined,  and  seemed 
all  right.  The  stipulated  price  was  apparently  being  adhered 
to.  But  an  accident  revealed  the  truth.  The  house  suspected 
had  adopted  the  expedient  of  booking  the  order  at  the  price 
agreed  upon,  but  shipped  a  larger  quantity  of  goods.  In  this 
way,  of  course,  they  got  the  business  at  the  expense  of  their 
confiding  competitors.  This,  let  us  suppose,  is  an  exceptional 
case.  But,  even  so,  the  fact  remains  that  a  better  spirit  is  sadly 
needed.  It  is  not  so  with  the  wholesale  grocery  trade,  as  a 
rule,  where  far  more  amicable  relations  and  a  franker  policy 
prevail.  There  is  no  reason  for  the  opposite  state  of  things  in 
dry  goods,  and  we  mention  it  in  the  hope  that  1896  will  evolve 
a  distinct  reform  in  this  matter. 
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FRAMING    A    TARIFF. 

BY  THE  Constitution  a  general  election  must  take  place  in 
Canada  within  the  next  four  or  five  months.  There  is 
no  escaping  it,  and  we  business  men,  whether  we  like  it  or  not, 
must  face  it. 

Although  the  politicians  are  talking  a  good  deal  of  humbug, 
as  they  usually  do,  the  great  question  of  prime  importance  to 
every  business  interest  is  the  tariff.     That  is  the  real  issue. 

Now,  The  Dry  Goods  Review  is  not  a  party  paper,  and 
has  no  interest  whatever  in  the  success  of  one  party  more  than 
another,  except  as  tariff  policy  affects  Canadian  commerce. 
We  want  to  see  the  manufacturing,  wholesale  and  retail  trades 
of  Canada  in  1896  get  the  full  benefit  of  the  world's  revival  in 
business.  The  past  year  was  better  than  the  previous  one,  but 
unquestionably  it  did  not  come  up  to  expectations.  This  year 
promises  to  be  far  more  prosperous,  and  nothing  but  bungling 
on  the  part  of  our  national  legislators  can  prevent  its  being  so. 

The  weak  spot  in  the  tariff  policy  of  both  parties  is  that  it 
emanates  from  men  who  are  either  lawyers  or  professional  poli- 
ticians. There  are  some  good  business  men  on  both  sides,  but 
they  are  not  the  controlling  influence.  The  tariff  cannot  be 
raised  or  lowered  without  vitally  affecting  the  trade  of  the 
country.  But  what  provision  is  there  in  our  political  system 
(as  it  works  out  in  practice)  for  the  men  who  control  that  trade 
to  have  also  a  controlling  voice  in  framing  the  legislation  that 
affects  commerce? 

Each  party  assure  us  that  they  alone  understand  what  is 
wanted  and  will  provide  the  necessary  article.  But,  as  everyone 
knows  very  w  11,  the  result  is  that  Cabinets  of  Lawyers  and 
Politicians  settle  the  whole  thing.  Deputations  go  to  Ottawa, 
and  if  they  have  "  a  pull  "  duties  are  arranged  to  suit  them.  If 
they  only  represent  the  public  interest  and  the  national  welfare 
they  get  no  sort  of  serious  attention. 

What  is  needed  is  a  feeling  of  absolute  confidence  amongst 
our  merchants  and  manufacturers  that  tariff  policy  will  in  future 
be  regulated  by  business  interests  and  public  requirements.  A 
tariff  to  raise  a  revenue  is  necessary.  How  shall  it  be  framed 
so  as  to  produce  revenue,  and  at  the  same  time  promote  the 
common  prosperity?  That  is  the  whole  question,  and  we  sub- 
mit that  either  set  of  politicians  cannot,  unaided,  satisfactorily 
solve  the  problem. 

Before  the  general  election  both  parties  should  be  made  to 
give  a  pledge,  through  their  recognized  leaders,  that  future  tariff 
policy  shall  be  regulated,  in  the  main,  by  the  recommendations 
of  the  business  community.  The  Ministers  need  not  be 
divested  of  their  responsibility.  But  an  Advisory  Body  com- 
posed of  representatives  of  the  retail,  wholesale  and  manufac- 
turing departments  of  trade  should  be  constituted.  If  this 
Advisory  Body  gave  bad  advice,  its  errors  could  be  publicly 
dealt  with.  But  secret  conferences,  deputations  with  "a  pull," 
and  the  advice  of  political  wire-pullers  should  be  utterly  done 
away   with. 

And  when  the  rates  of  duty  are  decided  on  they  should  re- 


main in  force  for  a  term   of  years,   thus   avoiding  the  continual 
tinkering  which  is  the  bane  of  business. 


IT'S     ALL    WRONG. 

The  politicians  are  talking  about  the  school  question. 

The  real  school  question  is  the  way  in  which  too  much  know- 
ledge is  being  crammed  into  young  people's  heads  so  as  to  unfit 
them  for  trades,  the  farm,  and  business.  Instead  of  teaching 
them  to  cipher  quickly  and  accurately,  to  read  well,  be  able  to 
write  a  good  business  hand,  or  to  farm  according  to  modern 
methods,  pupils  are  filled  with  sciences  and  arts  and  'ologies  so 
that  they  are  ashamed  of  honest  toil. 

It  has  come  to  this  :  That  after  spending  several  years  at  a 
public  school  a  !ad  has  to  take  a  special  course  somewhere  to 
fit  him  for  business.  The  most  skilled  workmen  don't  come 
from  our  schools.  The  best  clerks  are  not  high  school  gradu- 
ates. The  shrewdest  business  men  didn't  loaf  four  years  in  a 
university. 

It  is  a  practical  education,  a  knowledge  of  men,  an  honor- 
able character,  and  an  industrious  disposition  that  produce 
most  of  our  successful  men.  The  schools  are  "  not  in  it  "  with 
these  factors  in  life.  When  our  politicians  get  down  to  business 
and  stop  talking  clap-trap  The  Dry  Goods  Review  will  be 
with  them  every  time  ;  will  print  their  names  in  big  letters  ;  and 
surround  each  name  with  a  gilt  border. 


SHOPLIFTING. 

Thieving  has  been  pretty  common  in  the  stores  of  several 
large  cities  this  season.  In  Montreal  some  flagrant  cases  were 
reported.  In  Toronto  the  offence  has  not  been  so  prevalent. 
The  Review  learns  that  the  severe  sentences  of  the  Police 
Magistrate  there  have  acted  as  a  deterrent.  A  recent  case  shows 
how  boldly  and  systematically  the  offenders  go  about  their  crime. 
A  woman  and  her  daughters,  hailing  from  Markham,  came  into 
Toronto  with  the  evident  purpose  of  making  a  big  haul.  They 
had  large  pockets  under  their  skirts,  and  were  prepared  to  do  an 
extensive  business  in  free  goods.  Sentences  ranging  from  six  to 
eighteen  months  put  a  period  temporarily  to  their  energies.  It 
is  said  that  one  of  the  largest  stores  in  Toronto  kept  closed 
during  the  evenings  of  Christmas  week,  partly  because  the  cost 
of  light  and  the  amount  of  goods  stolen  outweighed  extra  sales. 
It  is  good  policy  for  merchants  to  take  trouble  in  prosecuting 
the  thieves.  No  doubt  it  is  often  an  unpleasant  duty.  One 
would  think  from  the  outcry  raised  by  female  thieves  when  de- 
tected that  their  sex  should  protect  them  from  punishment. 
But  the  public  interest  must  come  first,  and  the  law  should 
always  be  made  a  terror  to  evil-doers. 


TWO    GOOD     EFFECTS. 

We  hope  President  Cleveland's  angry  and  uncalled-for 
threat  of  war  against  Great  Britain  and  Canada  will  have  two 
effects  : 

First,  to  make  British  capitalists  see  the  wisdom  of  investing 
in  Canada  and  other  British  countries  where  threats  of  war 
won't  ruin  their  investments,  where  debts  due  in  Britain  will 
never  be  repudiated,  and  where  the  individual  citizen  already 
buys  more  British  goods  per  head  than  the  foreigner  does. 

Second,  that  business  men  will  learn  (for  the  seventy-seventh 
time)  how  completely  politicians  defy  commercial  interests  in 
playing  their  own  games. 
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THE    SAMSON,     KENNEDY    &    CO.     FAILURE. 

NOT  for  years  has  so  much  discussion  taken  place  over  a 
business  collapse  in  Canada  as  has  resulted  from  the 
tailure  of  Samson,  Kennedy  &  Co.  in  Toronto  last  month.  This 
is  due  to  several  causes  :  First,  the  failure  was  one  of  consider- 
able magnitude;  secondly,  the  head  of  the  firm  is  well-known 
throughout  the  country  both  from  his  high  official  position  and 
his  career  as  a  merchant ;  and,  lastly,  from  the  business  methods 
which  brought  the  house  to  its  end. 

The  Review  shares  in  the  sympathy  which  is  undoubtedly 
felt  for  Mayor  Kennedy  personally  in  the  trying  circumstances 
through  which,  at  his  age  after  achieving  success  in  life,  he  is 
now  compelled  to  pass.  But  The  Review  would  be  wanting  in 
its  duty  to  the  trade  if  it  were  too  cowardly  to  say  what  the  situa- 
tion demands,  namely,  that  Samson,  Kennedy  &  Co.  collapsed 
largely  on  account  of  their  own  mistaken  methods,  not  through 
any  sudden  financial  stringency  (such  as  might  overtake  any 
firm),  and  not  from  general  depression  in  trade.  Goods  were 
being  sold  at  prices  too  low  to  ensure  reasonable  profit,  so  that 
the  failure  was  bound  to  come,  and  ought  to  have  been  foreseen 
by  the  firm.  Such  a  basis  on  which  to  do  business  is  utterly 
unsound.  Large  capital,  exceptional  nerve,  and  an  immense 
turnover  might  stave  off  disaster  for  long,  perhaps  forever.  But, 
speaking,  generally  an  adequate  profit  is  necessary  to  do  a 
straight  sound,  business,  and  whenever  a  firm  departs  from  the 
healthy  principles  that  prevail  in  the  best  commercial  quarters, 
failure  inevitably  results.  The  career  of  a  house  like  this  is  bad 
for  trade  all  round.  It  is  not  fair  to  other  houses  which  try  to 
do  business  on  legitimate  lines,  and  which  suffer  heavy  losses  by 
reckless  trading.  A  bad  example  is  offered  both  to  the  retail 
and  wholesale  trade  by  any  organized  attempt  to  set  the  plain 
rules  of  sound  business  at  defiance.  The  firm's  failure,  there- 
fore, must  be  taken  as  a  solemn  warning  to  all  who  think  they 
can  evade  shipwreck  by  neglecting  the  elementary  principle  of 
adequate  profit. 

Sympathy  will  be  felt  for  the  English  creditors,  who  sold 
largely  in  the  knowledge  that  the  head  of  the  firm  enjoyed  a  high 
reputation,  and  who  were  not  so  well  posted  about  conditions  as 
those  nearer  home.  For  the  largest  Canadian  creditors,  especially 
the  agents  of  the  mills,  we  cannot  find  that  sympathy  is  expressed. 
In  fact,  the  trade  seems  rather  pleased  at  the  losses  made.  It  has 
transpired  since  the  failure  that  the  mills  were  warned  that  Can- 
adian goods  were  being  sold  at  too  low  figures,  and  that  it  would 
be  better  for  trade  all  round  if  encouragement  to  continue  this 
were  stopped.  It  was  distinctly  pointed  out  to  the  agents  that 
other  houses,  large  patrons  of  the  mills,  were  injuriously  affected 
by  the  firm's  course.  The  mills  turned  a  deaf  ear.  It  is  said 
on  their  behalf  that  Samson,  Kennedy  &  Co.  were  believed  to 
be  a  safe  risk,  that  they  bought  largely,  and  were  not  the  only 
people  who  dealt  on  too  narrow  a  margin  of  profit.  Be  this  as 
it  may,  The  Review  believes  that  the  profit  on  Canadian 
goods  would  be  better  maintained  if  the  agents  of  the  mills 
avoided  bolstering  up  any  firm  which  sold  too  low.  It  is  im- 
possible to  help  Canadian  goods  if  the  makers  of  these  goods 
are  at  no  trouble  to  maintain  fair  prices. 


medied  by  trades  refusing  to  accept  the  currency  ;  the  merchant 
is  too  glad  to  get  money  of  any  kind.  But  the  banks  and  the 
Dominion  officials  might  do  more  in  the  way  of  the  speedy  de- 
struction of  worn  notes.  The  appearance  of  some  of  the  Dom- 
inion notes  in  circulation  would  indicate  a  belief  that  the  bit  of 
paper  possessed  some  intrinsic  value,  and  that  its  destruction 
would  be  a  national  loss,  a  calamity  to  be  averted  as  long  as 
possible.  We  don't  know  exactly  how  much  it  costs  the  country 
to  manufacture  a  note,  but  it  is  not  enough  to  offset  the  danger 
of  allowing  filthy  and  diseased  bills  to  circulate." 


THE     DIRTY     BILL      NUISANCE. 

The  remarks  of  The  Review,  in  its  last  issue,  about  the 
dirty  bank  bills  and  defaced  silver  coins  of  our  currency,  has 
drawn  forth  a  number  of  comments.  Says  The  Toronto  Globe  :

MYOPIA    OR    SHORT-SIGHTEDNESS. 

Dr.  G.  Sterling  Ryerson,  the  well-known  eye  specialist  and 
professor  in  Trinity  Medical  Coliege,  had  an  article  in  The 
Lancet,  which  has  been  reproduced  in  the  leading  papers  and 
magazines  in  the  States.  It  is  specially  interesting  to  business 
men  and  commercial  travelers.      He  says  : 

"  Myopia  being  essentially  a  condition  due  to  abuse  of  the 
eye,  one  is  constantly  obliged  to  say  '  don't '  to  patients.  It 
occurs  to  me  that  it  might  be  useful  to  put  these  prohibitory 
rules  in  aphoristic  form  : 

"(i)  Don't  read  in  railway  trains  or  in  vehicles  in  motion. 
(2)  Don't  read  lying  down  or  in  a  constrained  position.  (3) 
Don't  read  by  firelight,  moonlight  or  twilight.  (4)  Don't  read 
by  a  flickering  gaslight  or  candlelight.  (5)  Don't  read  books 
printed  on  thin  paper.  (6)  Don't  read  books  which  have  no 
space  between  the  lines.  (7)  Don't  read  for  more  than  fifty 
minutes  without  stopping,  whether  the  eyes  are  tired  or  not. 
(8)  Don't  hold  the  reading  close  to  the  eyes. 

"  It  would  almost  seem  as  though  some  of  these  rules  were 
too  obvious  to  require  mention,  but  practical  experience  shows 
that  myopes  abuse  their  eyes  just  in  the  ways  stated.  Reading  by 
firelight  or  by  moonlight  are  favorite  sins.  Reading  lying  down 
tends  to  increase  the  strain  on  the  accommodation,  and  reading 
while  traveling  tires  the  ciliary  muscle  because  of  the  too  fre- 
quent adjustment  of  focus.  In  short,  anything  which  tends  to 
increase  the  quantity  of  blood  in  the  organ  favors  the  increase 
of  the  defect,  leading  in  extreme  cases  to  detachment  of  the 
retina  and  blindness." 

WAR    PRICES. 

A  highly  interesting  document  was  shown  to  The  Review 
the  other  day,  giving  the  prices  of  manufactured  cottons  in  the 
United  States  thirty  years  ago.  The  difference  in  the  quotations 
of  that  date  compared  with  those  of  to-day  is  striking.  The 
document  was  a  printed  sheet  of  Claflin's  prices,  dated  August 
27,  1864,  and  of  course  two  causes  have  been  at  work  to  dimin- 
ish prices  since.  The  first  is  that  1864  was  a  war  year,  when 
values  were  inflated.  The  second  is  the  fall  of  prices  of  manu- 
factured cottons  all  over  the  world  owing  to  improved  methods 
of  manufacture  and  increased  competition.  Still  the  difference 
is  remarkable.  Selecting  a  few  lines  and  comparing  them  with 
Canadian  prices  to-day,  the  drop  will  be  seen.  For  instance  : 
ticks  in  August,  1864,  were  quoted  at  30  to  62^  cents,  against 
7^£  to  16  cents  now;  canton  flannel  ranged  from  44  to  75  cents, 
against  5^2  to  12}^  to-day;  denims  were  from  40  to  70  cents, 
compared  with  8  to  16  now  ;  brown  sheetings  ranged  from  45 
to  72^  cents,  against  3^2  to  8  now;  bleached  cottons  were 
quoted  at  43%  to  74  cents,  against  4^  to  1 1^  at  present,  and 
bleached  sheetings  from  65  cents  to  $1.60,  against  15  to  25  cents 
now.  It  is  not  likely  the  United  States  will  ever  see  such  prices 
again 
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TOPICS    OF    THE     MONTH.

Peter  Robinson,  the  great  London  retailer,  left  an  estate  of 
nearly  $4,700,000.  The  death  duties  took  enough  of  it  to  pay 
half  the  cost  of  the  Ashantee  expedition. 


Justice  North,  in  the  English  courts,  has  decided  that  the 
word  Trilby  cannot  be  registered  as  a  trade  mark.  Under  the 
English  Act  the  name  doesn't  even  belong  to  its  author,  Mr. 
DuMaurier,  who  wrote  the  famous  novel. 

Not  only  in  Canadian  centres  has  the  mild  winter  affected 
trade.  In  Paris  summer  costumes  were  figuring  in  December, 
and  dressmakers  were  seriously  deprived  of  business. 


John  Redfern,  who  founded  the  well-known  tailoring  house 
of  Redfern  &  Sons,  died  last  month  in  England,  near  Cowes.

Garneau,  Fils  &  Cie,  Quebec ;  J.  M.  Garland,  Ottawa  ;  Henry 
Morgan  &  Co.,  Montreal,  and  others.  Last  winter  these  ship- 
ments would  have  been  coming  in  by  Boston,  Portland  or  New 
York.  This  year  Canada  gets  the  handling,  freight,  etc.,  and 
strengthens  the  movement  to  bring  winter  shipments  via  our 
own  ports.      It  is  a  good  tendency.     Let  it  go  on. 


THE     DUTY    ON    COTTON    WAISTS.

Imitation  is  the  order  of  the  day. 

Imitators  are  everywhere. 

The  real  and  the  unreal  live  side  by  side. 

The  good  and  the  bad  are  neighbors. 

There  are  trade  papers  which  are  trade  papers. 

There  are  trade  papers  which  trade   on  the  trade,  and  have 
nothing  to  trade  with. 

The  profitable  trade  paper  is  very  profitable. 

First-class  trade  papers  make  money. 

All  first-class  men  are  successful. 

All  honest  men  succeed. 

Dishonest  men  try  to,  and  some- 
times do. 

There  are  papers  masquerading 
under  the  names  of  legitimate  pub- 
lications which  are  nothing  more 
nor  less  than  advertisements  bound 
together  in  pamphlet  form. 

There  are  so-called  trade  papers 
which  have  no  circulation, and  which 
cannot  get  any  circulation. 

There  are  trade  papers  run  by 
men  who  know  nothing  about  the 
trade  they  represent. 

The  popular  impression  that  all 
trade  papers  are  successful,  has 
thrown  upon  the  market  numerous 
illegitimate  publications  which  at- 
tempt to  float  on  the  water  which 
has  passed,  and  to  sail  by  the  wind 
of  others. 

A  trade  paper  can  be  three- 
quarters  advertising,  and  yet  be  a 
good  trade  paper. 

A  trade  paper  can  be  half  clip- 
pings, and  yet  be  a  real  trade  paper. 

The  trade  paper  which  is  a  trade 
paper,  is  the  paper  which  contains 
part  advertising,  part  original  mat- 
ter, part  clippings,  and  is  of  interest 
and  benefit  to  its  readers,  and  such 
a  trade  paper  is  obliged  to  have 
circulation. 

The  trade  paper  which  is  all  sample  copies  is  illegitimate — 
it  has  no  right  of  existence. 

The  trade  paper  which  is  all  clippings  is  not  a  real  publica- 
tion. 

The  trade  paper  which  is  all  advertising  cannot  be  classed 
in  the  first  class. 

The  trade  paper  which  contains  nothing  but  puffs  is  not 
worthy  of  consideration. 

The  trade  paper  which  has  all  of  its  reading  columns  for 
sale,  and  which  sells  nearly  all  of  its  reading  matter  space,  is 
worthless  as  an  advertising  medium,

There  are  trade  papers  in  the  country  which  are  nothing 
more  or  less  than  blackmailing  sheets,  which  the  Government 
ought  not  to  transmit  through  the  mails,  and  which  are  a  detri- 
ment to  the  trade  they  represent,  and  to  the  honesty  of  the 
craft. 

The  legitimate  trade  paper,  the  trade  paper  of  character,  and   k 
the    trade    paper   which   pays    the 

advertiser,  is  the  trade  paper  which 

carries  a  large  amount  of  advertis- 
ing, for  such  advertising  is  as  valu- 
able to  the  reader  as  the  reading 
columns  themselves,  for  these  pages 
of  advertisements  present  pictures 
of  progress,  and  tell  the  buyers  what 
to  buy  as  well  as  where  to  buy. 

The  legitimate  trade  paper  con- 
tains a  reasonable  amount  of  read- 
ing matter,  part  of  it  original  and 
part  of  it  copied. 

The  legitimate  trade  paper  bal- 
ances its  advertising  with  its  reading 
matter,  and  its  reading  matter  with 
its  advertising. 

It  prints  legitimate  reading  no- 
tices. 

It  speaks  well  of  its  advertisers, 
but  it  is  not  a  paper  of  puffs — it  is 
a  paper  of  news  and  comment, 
simply  the  right  combination  of  all 
that  which  makes  up  a  first-class 
publication. 

Beware  of  the  trade  paper  which 
has  a  different  rate  for  every  adver- 
tiser. 

Look  out  for  the  trade  paper 
which  has  a  "  Seeing-it's-you  "  con- 
cession for  everybody. 

Look  out   for   the  trade   paper 

which  does  not   stand  on  its    own 

dignity  and   say  to  the   advertiser, 

"  My  space  is  merchandise.     If  you 

want   it,  you   must   buy  it  as   you  buy  your  clothes    or    your 

shoes." 

Look  out  for  the  trade  paper  that  puffs  everybody  indis- 
criminately. 

The  trade  paper  can  be  known  by  the  quality  of  its  repre- 
sentatives. 

First-class  advertising  men  work  for  first-class  papers. 

Second-class  advertising  men  work  for  second-class  papers. 

The  representative  of  the  legitimate  trade  paper  is  a  gentle 
man — a  man  worthy  of  your  confidence — when  he  calls  he  is 
entitled  to  your  consideration,  and  should  be  given  an  audience. 
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It  is  your  business  to  discourage  the  illegitimate  trade  paper. 
It  is  >our  business  to  encourage,  with  your  money  and  your 
interest,  the  trade  paper  of  character,  for  such  a  paper  is  as 
much  a  part  of  your  business,  and  is  as  necessary  to  your  busi- 
ness, as  your  desks  and  your  counters. 


THE  JANUARY  TRADE. 

JANUARY  is  the  judgment   month  of  the  year.     It  is  the 
month  that  shows  strength  or  weakness  of  a  concern. 

In  January  stocks  are  inventoried,  accounts  settled  and  the 
business  of  the  year  is  weighed  in  the  balances. 

Don't  listen  to  doleful  ditties.  Look  for  the  brighter  times 
that  are  crowding  the  already  prosperous  present. 

Remember  that  "  no  wound  did  ever  heal  except  by 
time." 

Dou't  expect  too  much  in  a  few  months'  improvement. 

And  if  your  business  has  no  bright  side  it  must  be  because 
it  sadly  nends  polishing. 

Please  remember,  says  The  Dry  Goods  Economist,  that  al- 
though January  is  the  great  month  of  the  year  for  clearing  sales, 
the  merchant  who  uses  no  other  means  to  make  business  will 
have  but  a  sorry  month's  trade. 

Wide-awake  merchants  all  over  the  country  have  rescued 
the  month  from  the  old-time  quietness  in  which  it  was  once 
enshrouded,  but  it  has  been  done  by  timely  offering  of  new  and 
desirable  goods,  and  these  methods  have  also  enabled  them  to 
work  off  the  balance  of  their  winter  stock  with  greater  ease  and 
to  much  better  advantage. 

They  have  also  made  January  a  very  strong  and  important 
advertising  month,  not  merely  as  regards  newspaper  work,  but 
in  the  superlative  values  which  are  offered  to  their  customers 
and  which — like  actions — speak  louder  than  newspaper  talk. 

January  is  the  month  in  which  to  thoroughly  advertise  the 
business,  and  to  lay  a  good  foundation  for  spring  and  summer 
work,  by  methods  which  will  convince  old  customers  that  their 
confidence  is  well  placed,  and  by  winning  new  ones  and  enlist- 
ing them  heartily  in  the  cause. 

January  is  seed  time,  and  neglect  now  will  mean  useless 
regrets  when  a  bountiful  harvest  is  looked  for.  The  merchant 
who  says  that  it  is  a  no-account  month  makes  a  mistake.  Work 
as  earnestly  as  you  did  for  the  Christmas  trade,  and  you  will 
make  no  mistake. 

The  remnant  counter  maybe  in  charge  of  a  young  beginner. 
That  is  all  the  more  reason  why  habits  of  good  stock-keeping 
should  be  early  instilled  into  him.  That  boy  if  properly  trained 
may  some  day  be  your  right-hand  man,  and  "just  as  the  twig  is 
bent  the  tree's  inclined." 

Besides,  those  remnants  will  sell  far  more  readily,  and  with 
smaller  loss,  if  they  have  the  appearance  of  being  useful  and 
usable  pieces  of  dry  goods,  instead  of  looking  like  a  pile  of 
dust  rags.

BRITISH    DISCONTENT    WITH    OUR    INSOLVENCY    LAW. 

A  MEETING  of  the  British  Empire  League  was  held  in 
London,  Eng.,  last  month  to  promote  the  enactment  of  a 
Canadian  insolvency  law.  Mr.  Houss,  of  Cook,  Sons  &  Co., 
moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Tanner,  of  S.  Hanson,  Sons  & 
Barter : 

"  Thai  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  the  fact  that  no  legislation  exists  applicable  to  all 
provinces  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  providing  for  the  realization,  administration,  and 
distribution  of  insolvent  estates  tends  to  seriously  restrict  trade  between  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  and  Great  Britain,  and  that  the  confidence  of  British  traders  in  the  export  of  goods 
to  the  Dominion  would  be  increased  if  there  existed  in  the  Dominion  legislation  as  to 
insolvent  estates  providing  for  a  pro  rata  distribution  jf  the  proceeds  amongst  all  credi- 
tors, the  avoidance  of  preferential  payments  and  voluntary  settlements,  the  filing  of 
adequate  accounts  by  the  debtor  showing  his  assets  and  liabilities,  and  explaining  the 
deficiency  shown  by  such  accounts,  and  the  punishment  of  traders  who  trade  recklessly, 
fraudulently,  and  with  a  knowledge  of  insolvency.  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
League  be  requested  to  take  such  steps  as  it  may  deem  desirable  to  bring  the  resolution 
under  the  notice  of  the  Canadian  Government." 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Commenting  upon  this  The  London  Drapery  World  says  : 
"  Each  of  the  provinces  which  constitute  the  Dominion  of  Can- 
ada has  some  sort  of  bankruptcy  laws  of  its  own.  This  would 
not  matter  so  very  much,  perhaps,  if  they  provided  for  the  pro- 
per realization,  administration  and  distribution  of  insolvent  es- 
tates, but  they  do  not,  according  to  our  ideas,  for  the  one  thing 
that  our  laws  guard  most  jealously  against  is  the  giving  of  any 
kind  of  preference  to  one  creditor  over  another.  In  the  various 
provinces  of  Canada  the  reverse  is  the  case,  and  the  smartest 
creditor  can  save  himself  at  the  expense  of  the  others  if  he  will. 
Unfortunately,  this  too  often  happens,  and,  of  course,  creditors 
on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  have  to  come  in  at  the  finish  and 
take  what  is  left  for  them.  Naturally,  they  are  dissatisfied,  and 
rather  than  run  the  risks  that  the  existing  legislation  forces  upon 
them,  they  let  considerable  business  pass  by  ;  and  hence  it  is 
that  it  is  only  firms  who  can  afford  the  risk  that  do  the  trade." 

Our  English  contemporary  is  right  in  contending  that  Cana- 
dian legislators  are  dilatory  in  this  matter,  and  that  the  best 
business  sense  of  the  country  favors  a  reform  in  the  law.  There 
may  be  differences  of  opinion  as  to  the  nature  of  the  changes  to 
be  made,  but  this  need  not  lead  to  the  whole  measure  being 
"  hung  up "  indefinitely.  Yet  that  seems  to  be  the  present 
position  of  affairs. 

GOOD    MATERIALS    FOR    TAILOR-MADE    GOWNS. 

Tailor-made  costumes  are  becoming  almost  as  fashionable 
here,  says  The  New  York  Dry  Goods  Chronicle,  as  they  are  in 
England,  and  they  are  worn  by  our  own  elegantes  with  as  much 
grace  and  becomingness  as  our  English  sisters.  Some  of  the 
most  aopropriate  fabrics  used  are  Irish  friezes  and  Donegal 
homespuns,  the  stoutness  of  which  betokens  endless  durability. 
Then  there  are  the  Caledon  tweeds,  somewhat  softer  in  texture, 
made  in  plain  shades  or  mixtures  ;  some  of  the  latter  are  beau- 
tiful blendings  of  color — for  example,  a  gown  made  in  tweed 
shows  a  small  check  of  brown  or  electric-blue,  a  heather  or  rich 
brown,  just  speckled  with  electric-blue,  and  another  mingled 
with  purple,  green  or  brown.  Serges  plain  and  diagonal  and 
warm  materials  of  every  description,  zebelines,  and  most  styles 
of  boucles  are  adaptable  to  the  tailor-made  costume.

A    DRY    GOODS    ACTION     IN     HALIFAX. 

A  SUIT  brought  by  Murdoch's  Nephews,  a  wholesale  house 
in  Halifax,  against  Kane,  Flett  &  Co.,  retailers  in  the  same 
city,  for  15  cents  has  created  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  the  dry 
goods  trade.  Judgment  was  delivered  in  favor  of  defendants. 
Writing  to  The  Review  they  say  :  "When  the  trouble  over 
the  early  closing  movement  arose,  we  owed  Murdoch's  Nephews 
considerably  more  than  a  discount  of  35  cents  would  lead  one  to 
suppose,  but  on  account  of  having  been  refused  the  regular  dis- 
count, and  to  avoid  trouble,  we  paid  only  the  due  portion  of  the 
account. 

"  On  the  first  of  the  following  month  we  were  furnished  with  a 
statement  of  balance  due,  which  was  also  subject  to  discount, 
but  we  only  took  off  the  discount  on  $7.06,  which  was  for  goods: 
bought  two  weeks  previously,  or,  in  other  words,  a  day  or  two 
before  the  unpleasantness  referred  to. 

"  In  answer  to  this  we  received  word  that  they  would  not  allow 
us  any  discount  and  a  memo  to  the  effect  that  they  retained 
cheque,  but  afterwards  claimed  the  word  was  intended  for  return 
cheque,  but  not  finding  the  cheque  in  the  envelope  we  thought 
we  read  aright  and  so  dismissed  the  matter  from  our  minds  for 
the  moment.  You  can  imagine  our  surprise  on  being  served  in 
the  County  Court  only  a  day  or  two  afterwards  and  without  the 
least  warning  or  notice  of  any  kind. 

"  We  immediately  wrote  their  lawyers,  Borden,  Parker  &  Co., 
stating  the  case  and  telling  them  we  had  no  desire  to  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  their  clients,  especially  over  so  small  a  matter 
as  35  cents  and  enclosed  them  the  amount  in  full. 

"  In  reply  to  this  we  were  told  that  the  writ  would  only  be 
stopped  on  the  payment  of  costs,  but  thinking  this  just  a  little 
too  much  for  human  nature  to  stand,  we  took  legal  advice  and 
defended  the  suit. 

"The  plaintiffs  admitted  in  their  evidence  that  we  were 
entitled  to  20  cents  discount  at  least,  and  so  this  writ  was  issued 
against  us  on  a  claim  of  15  cents,  for  purchases  of  two  weeks' 
standing,  and  without  any  warning."

PRETTY    GIRLS     IN     BUSINESS    OFFICES. 

Here  is  a  little  story  which  seems  to  indicate  that  the  pretty 
girl's  business  prospects  are  hampered  by  her  prettiness. 

The  secretary  of  a  large  eastern  insurance  company  decided 
a  short  time  since  that  it  would  be  better  for  his  office  work  to 
introduce  half  a  dozen  or  more  women  as  typewriters,  operators 
and  assistant  bookkeepers.  He  had  noted  that  of  the  feminine 
employes  in  his  office  the  pretty  ones  were  the  least  effective 
and  attracted  the  most  attention,  to  the  detriment  of  the  work 
of  other  clerks.  So  he  decided  to  engage  only  women  who 
were  of  mature  years  and  experienced  in  office  work.  First  he 
advertised,  stating  that  applicants  should  give  age  and  number 
of  years'  experience.  He  did  not  succeed  in  getting  a  single 
satisfactory  reply.  Then  he  went  to  a  well-known  business 
college  and  told  the  manager  that  he  did  not  suppose  he  would 
have  any  trouble  in  aiding  him,  as  he  did  not  want  a  young  or 
attractive-looking  woman. 

The  manager  listened  to  him  while  he  explained  his  wants, 
and  then,  going  to  a  desk,  took  out  a  file  of  letters  with  a 
smile  and  laid  them  before  his  visitor.  There  were  upward  of 
half  a  hundred  applications  from  banks  and  commercial  insti- 
tutions, and  every  one  of  them,  without  a  single  exception, 
asked  for  a  woman  of  mature  age.  The  manager  said  that  it 
was  absolutely  impossible  to  supply  the  demand  for  employes 
of  the  description  that  business  men  now  demanded,  but  he 
had  rafts  of  pretty  girls  at  all  times  who  were  applicants. — N.Y. 
Herald.

BRADSTREET'S  lias  prepared  the  statement  of  failures  in 
Canada  and  the  United  States  for  the  year  1895.  This 
year  Bradstreet's  has  very  wisely  separated  the  Newfoundland 
statement  from  that  of  Canada,  which  is  only  fair  to  the  I  Jo- 
minion.

The  total  number  of  business  failures  reported  from  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada  and  from  Newfoundland  for  the  calendar 
year  just  closed  is  1,923,  or  50  more  than  in  1894,  while  the 
aggregate  liabilities  are  $15,793,559,  as  compared  with  $23,- 
985,283,  a  decrease  of  60  per  cent.,  which  can  only  be  con- 
strued as  a  remarkably  favorable  exhibit.  The  corresponding 
falling  off  in  assets  of  failing  traders  in  the  Canadian  Dominion 
and  in  Newfoundland  is  a  little  more  than  50  per  cent. 

The  usual  annual  report  of  business  failures  throughout  the 
United  States  for  the  calendar  year  just  closed,  it  will  be  under- 
stood, covers  a  complete  year,  beginning  a  few  days  prior  to  the 
close  of  1894,  and  ending  with  the  final  returns  by  wire.  While 
the  year  covered,  therefore,  does  not  coincide  exactly  with  the 
calendar  year  1895,  the  report  includes  business  failures 
throughout  the  country  for  a  completed  year.  It  should  also 
be  explained  that  the  only  business  embarrassments  included  as 
failures  are  those  in  which  total  liabilities  are  in  excess  of  actual 
assets,  except  in  cases  of  banks,  in  which  instances  a  suspension 
of  payment  during  business  hours,  for  however  brief  an  interval, 
is  regarded  as  a  failure. 

The  total  number  of  failures  in  the  United  States  in  1895, 
as  reported  in  Bradstreet's,  is  13,013,  contrasted  with  12,721  in 
1894,  an  increase  of  2.2  per  cent.  This  is  the  largest  number 
of  failures  ever  reported  since  the  record  was  begun,  with  the 
single  exception  of  1893,  two  years  ago,  when  the  aggregate  was 
15,560,  compared  with  which  year  the  falling  off  in  1895  is  16 
per  cent.  An  increase  in  the  second  year  following  one  of  panic 
is  exceptional.  In  the  panic  year  1884  the  total  number  of 
failures  was  11,620;  in  the  following  year  the  aggregate  was 
11,116,  and  in  the  year  succeeding  it  was  10,568,  nearly  5  per 
cent,  less  than  in  the  first  year  after  the  panic  of  1884.  The 
year  1891  was  conspicuous  during  the  greater  portion  thereof  for 
marked  depression  in  trade,  following  the  reflection  here  of  the 
Baring  panic,  and  may,  therefore,  be  regaided  as  having  followed 
a  panic  year.  The  total  number  of  business  failures  in  that 
year  was  12,394,  an  increase  of  16  per  cent.,  but  in  the  year 
following  there  was  a  sharp  falling  off  in  the  number  of  failures, 
amounting  to  more  than  17  per  cent. 

The  year  1892,  therefore,  the  second  after  the  Baring  crash, 

corresponded  to  the  year  1886,  the  second  year  after  a  year  of 

panic.

■  in    he  number  of  failures  over  the  year  before,  and  the 


year  itself  is  conspicuous  as  one  of  financial  complications  for  a 
brief  period  at  the  close. 

The  total  amount  of  liabilities  of  failing  firms,  corporations 
and  individuals  in  the  United  States  during  1895  amounted  to 
$158,842,445,  more  than  $9,000,000  in  excess  of  the  total  in 
1894,  an  increase  of  less  than  6  per  cent.,  or  three  times  the  rate 
of  increase  in  the  total  number  of  failures.  The  grand  total  of 
assets  of  failing  firms,  corporations  and  individuals  during  the 
year  amounted  to  $88,115,530,  or  more  than  $8,000,000  in 
excess  of  the  like  total  one  year  ago,  an  increase  of  more  than 
10  per  cent.,  showing  a  relatively  greater  degree  of  solvency  of 
those  embarrassed  than  in  the  preceding  year.  This  record  of 
the  total  number  of  failures,  together  with  gross  liabilities  and 
assets  for  1895,  makes  it  plain  that  the  after-effects  of  the  panic 
of  1893  were  more  far-reaching  than  anticipated  one  year  ago. 
During  the  past  four  or  five  months,  reaching  back  to  a  period 
when  business  generally  was  more  active  than  at  present,  and 
when  prices  generally  were  higher,  serious  embarrassments  in 
commercial  and  industrial  lines  have  been  showing  a  previously 
unsuspected  increase. 

The  annual  report  of  the  number  of  individuals,  firms  and 
corporations  in  business  shows  a  marked  but  not  unexpected 
increase  in  what  may  be  called  the  commercial  death  rate  dur- 
ing the  past  year : 
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COMMERCIAL    TRAVELERS      IN    THE    WEST. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Northwest  Commercial  Travel- 
ers' Association  at  Winnipeg,  a  motion  was  presented  by  A.  L. 
Johnston,  seconded  by  S.  S.  Cummins,  to  elect  a  committee  to 
secure  lower  passenger  rates  on  all  lines  west  of  Sudbury. 

Mr.  Johnston,  in  moving  the  above  resolution,  showed  that  a 
traveler  from  Montreal  or  Toronto  in  buying  a  through  ticket  to 
Vancouver  or  Pacific  Coast  points  paid  about  2^  cents  a  mile, 
while  a  ticket  from  Winnipeg  to  the  same  point  would  cost  over 
3  cents  a  mile,  and  from  the  views  of  the  different  travelers  they 
feel  that  the  association  should  have  a  rate  of  at  least  2%  cents 
a  mile,  or  a  1,000  mile  ticket  for  $25. 

Mr.  Johnston's  motion  was  carried  unanimously.

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THE    NEWEST    IN    LONDON    HATS. 

Looking  at  the  new  models  in  millinery  this  week,  says  the 
correspondent  of  a  London  paper,  I  am  struck  with  the  prom- 
inence given  to  peacock  shades  in  ribbon  and  velvet.  An  original 
toque  is  composed  entirely  of  small  peacock  eyes,  mounted 
and  forming  upstanding  and  outspreading  wings.  The  brim  of 
the  toque  resembles  the  peacock's  breast,  while  on  the  centre  of 
the  crown  reposes  the  bird's  head  and  neck,  with  the  plumage 
arranged  fan-fashion.  Toques  are  becoming  gradually  smaller. 
A  Dretty  but  modest  one  is  of  peacock-green  velvet,  with  peacock- 
hued  ribbon,  arranged  in  two  fans  across  the  front,  and  com- 
pleted with  a  steel  buckle.  Two  dark  sable  veils  trim  either  side, 
but  on  the  left  side,  in  addition,  is  a  tall  black  and  white  aigrette. 
In  large  hats,  a  new  model  in  green  velvet,  rather  a  bright  shade,  has 
three  rouleaux  of  satin,  a  little  distance  apart,  round  the  jam-pot 
crown.  A  bright  crimson  rose  lies  on  the  outside  edge  of  the 
brim,  and  black  plumes  mount  guard  behind.  Myrtle  green 
velvet  is  becoming  popular  for  covering  large  hats,  which  have 
puffed  brims.  Blue  and  green  pleated  rosettes  trim  blue  chenille 
and  felt  hats,  with  blue,  green,  and  white  wings  artistically 
arranged  at  the  sides,  accompanied  by  an  aigrette  or  marabout 
and  buckle.  Pink  and  turquoise  blue,  as  fashionable  colors  in 
millinery,  have  lost  ground,  violet,  blues  and  greens  being  with- 
out doubt  la  mode  now. 


THE     RECOVERY    OF     DEBT. 

Some  curious  features  deserving  the  careful  attention  of 
traders  appear  in  a  case  for  the  recovery  of  debt  recently  heard 
in  the  Manchester  County  Court,  says  an  English  exchange. 
Mr.  Hale  is  a  draper  at  Preston,  and  to  his  establishment  came 


Miss  Russel,  the  eldest  daughter  of  a  gentleman  of  apparent 
position,  living  in  that  town.  An  order  for  various  articles  was 
given  by  Miss  Russel,  but  before  the  bill  was  paid  Mr.  Russel 
became  bankrupt.  Mr.  Hale  claimed  against  the  estate ;  but, 
at  the  same  time,  he  also  claimed  payment  from  Miss  Russel 
personally.  In  acting  thus  he  made  a  mistake,  for,  on  hearing 
of  the  latter  claim  the  trustees  to  the  bankrupt's  estate  rejected 
the  proof  of  Mr.  Hale's  debt,  as  he  was  doubtless  entitled  to  do 
under  the  circumstances.  And  when  the  creditor  carried  his 
claim  against  Miss  Russel  into  the  County  Court  he  lost  the 
case,  as  the  judge  rightly  held  that  there  was  no  liability.  It 
can  hardly  be  doubted  that  in  the  first  instance  Mr.  Hale  con- 
sidered that  he  was  giving  credit  to  Mr.  Russel  ;  and  as  after 
her  father's  insolvency  Miss  Russel  was  compelled  to  earn  her 
living  as  a  governess,  it  was  scarcely  the  right  thing  to  endeavor 
to  make  her  responsible  for  the  debt  she  had  incurred  on  her 
father's  behalf.  It  is  always  disagreeable  to  lose  money,  but  in 
the  legal  recovery  of  debts  traders  cannot  be  too  careful  to  take 
proceedings  only  against  the  right  persons.

The  sale  of  Manitoba  lands  held  by  the  Samson,  Kennedy 
estate  takes  place  early  this  year,  the  assignee  being  authorized 
to  sell  them.  The  next  meeting  of  the  inspectors  appointed  at 
the  Montreal  meeting  takes  place  in  Toronto  on  Friday  morn- 
ing next,  January  3rd,  at  n  o'clock.

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A    WOMAN     WHO    STOLE     FROM     STORES. 

SOMK  of  the  Boston  retail  men  are  still  wondering  how  it 
wis  that  a  kleptomaniac  named  Rebecca  Llewellyn 
managed  to  steal  $1,500  worth  of  the  finest  kind  of  goods 
from  their  stores  without  being  detected  in  the  first  instance. 
The  woman  will  never  tell.  She  died  in  the  gaol  while  awaiting 
trial.  And  nobody  else  can  tell,  for  the  very  good  reason  that 
nobody  else  knows.  The  business  houses  are  deriving  some 
benefit  from  the  study  of  the  situation  which  has  been  brought 
about  by  the  revelation  of  the  woman's  thefts,  and  if  the  reforms 
which  have  been  instituted  are  enforced,  the  probabilities  are 
that  at  the  end  of  the  year  they  will  find  their  profit  account 
materially  increased.  The  woman  was  no  ordinary  shoplifter, 
says  The  Cloak  and  Suit  Review,  tempted  by  a  lace  hand- 
kerchief or  a  card  of  buttons.  Nor  was  she  a  professional 
who  made  it  a  business.  She  was  doubtless  a  kleptomaniac 
and  was  probably  induced  to  commit  the  acts  of  which  she  was 
accused  by  the  influence  of  morphine,  to  which  she  was  a  slave. 
Nevertheless,  she  was  a  dangerous  customer.  Instead  of  a 
handkerchief  or  a  few  buttons,  she  was  in  the  habit  of  helping 
herself  to  Paris  dresses,  sealskin  capes,  fancy  silk  waists,  and  the 
most  costly  lingerie.  She  obtained  four  dresses,  worth  over 
$500,  from  Jordan,  Marsh  &  Co.,  a  valuable  cape  from  C.  F. 
Hovey  &  Co.,  a  sealskin  cape  worth  $175  from  Otto  Piehler, 
hats  from  two  or  three  millinery  houses,  and  various  kinds  of 
fine  underclothing  from  different  houses.  How?  Nobody 
knows  exactly.  When  detected  at  Jordan's  she  was  walking  off 
with  a  cape  and  was  carrying  it  under  her  arm.  It  was  pro- 
bably   in    the    same   manner    that    she    obtained    the    dresses. 


Some  will  say  "Impossible,"  but  nothing  is  impossible  to  a 
clever  woman.  She  could  not  have  worn  them  from  the 
store,  they  say.  There  was  no  opportunity  for  her  to 
wear  them  from  the  store,  and  she  carried  no  valise,  or 
parcel,  and  was  innocent  of  the  usual  big  lining  pocket  of  the 
professional  shoplifter.  The  moral  of  this  sermon  is  that,  in 
spite  of  what  appear  to  be  strict  regulations,  most  of  the  big 
stores  are  careless  in  the  way  they  display  goods,  and  ought  to 
institute  a  reform  at  this  the  harvest  time  of  the  year  for  the 
shoplifter.  Apart  from  this  view  of  the  case,  the  story  of  this 
woman's  life  is  a  sad  and  interesting  one.  By  birth  a  Maine 
girl,  she  came  to  Boston  and  graduated  as  a  nurse  at  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Hospital.  It  was  probably  while  on  duty  there 
that  she  began  to  experiment  with  the  drug  which  caused  her 
ruin.  It  injured  her  in  many  ways.  Her  sister,  a  wealthy  Pitts- 
burg woman,  could  not  put  up  with  her  oddities,  and  exiled  her 
on  a  weekly  portion  large  enough  to  pay  her  expenses.  There 
was  no  necessity  for  thieving,  but  steal  she  did.  Most  of  the 
articles  taken  were  recovered  by  the  police,  so  that  the  loss  on 
her  account  is  very  small,  and  if  the  merchants  profit  by  the 
experience  which  they  have  gained  it  will  be  purchased  cheaply 
enough.

Tl  I  E  wholesale  dry  goods  house  of  Samson,  Kennedy  &  Co., 
Toronto,  suspended  payment  early  last  month,  and  sub 
sequently  an  assignment  of  the  estate  was  made  to  E.  R.  C. 
Clarkson  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors.  The  partners  were 
Warring  Kennedy  (Mayor  of  Toronto)  and  his  son  Frederick 
Kennedy.  The  firm  was  formed  in  1869,  the  principals  having 
been  employed  by  John  Macdonald  &  Co.,  where  Alexander 
(iemmel  was  office  man,  Andrew  G.  Samson  the  home  buyer, 
and  Wai  »  Kennedy  the  warehouse  manager.  These  three 
formed  the  original  firm.  Mr.  Gemmel  retired  in  1879,  and 
Mr.  Samson  died  in  1891.  The  firm  did  a  large  business,  but 
were  crippled  by  lack  of  capital  and  by  the  conditions  under 
which  business  was  done.  From  the  statement  drawn  up  by 
the  assignee  it  appears  that  the  firm's  direct  liabilities  amount 
to  $444,474.39;  the  indirect  to  $15,477.69;  the  preferred, 
covering  wages,  etc.,  to  $6,186.66  ;  and  the  secured,  consisting 
of  customers'  paper  discounted  in  the  Hank  of  Commerce,  to 
$310,407.  The  bank  is  secured  by  the  notes,  which,  except  a 
small  proportion,  are  considered  good,  and  by  a  mortgage  on 
the  warehouse,  which  cost  $20,858.38.  The  following  statement 
shows  the  position  of  affairs  :

MEETING    OF    CREDITORS. 

There  was  a  largely  attended  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  the 
firm  at  the  Windsor  Hotel,  Montreal,  on  Monday  morning, 
Dec.  30.,  all  the  principal  firms  being  represented. 

D.  Morrice  occupied  the  chair,  and  the  assignee's  statement 
of  affairs  was  submitted  to  the  meeting  by  E.  R.  C.  Clarkson, 
F.C.A.  There  was  some  discussion  of  the  situation,  the  out- 
come of  which  was  the  appointment  of  D.  Morrice,  Alex.  Ewan, 
J.  Stevenson,  A.  T.  Robertson,  H.  L.  Smythe  and  Jos.  Simpson 
as  inspectors.  The  stock  will  be  offered  en  bloc  for  sale  in 
Toronto  on  the  3rd.  of  January,  and  it  is  estimated  that  the 
estate  will  realize  35c.  on  the  dollar  for  the  creditors. 

No  proposition  of  settlement  was  made  by  the  firm.  D.  E. 
Thomson,  Q.C.,  of  Toronto,  was  present  to  look  after  the  in- 
terests of  the  English  creditors,  who,  as  above  noted,  are  in  for 
$102,000  odd. 

Portion  of  a  private  letter  from  Mayor  Kennedy  was  read 
to  the  meeting,  in  which  lie  said  :  "  I  cannot  tell  you  how 
much  I  feel  pained  for  the  creditors  of  my  firm,  who  will  sus- 
tain an  almost  total  loss.  The  assignment  should  have  been 
made  not  now,  but  twelve  years  ago,  when  Mr.  Gemroel  with- 
drew from  the  firm,  but  Mr.  Samson  and  I  decided  that  we 
would  try  to  place  the  business  on  a  paying  basis,  with  what 
poor  result  you  know." 

Mr.  Clarkson  announced  that  in  appraising  the  estate  every- 
thing had  been  valued  at  cost  price  ;  the  tour  trust  stocks  and 
Manitoba  lands  possessed  no  present  market  value.  The  Scott 
street  warehouse  had  been  valued  at  its  cost,  but  it  would  no 
bring  that  sum  now. 

A  somewhat  heated  discussion  took  place  as  to  the  pro- 
priety of  one  of  the  gentlemen  present  taking  notes,  presumably 
with  a  view,  to  a  newspaper  report.  The  chairman  was  against 
u.  Mr.  R.  1..  Smythe  was  strongly  in  favor  of  publicity,  and 
contended  firmly  that  no  friend  of  the  business  interests  of  Can

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ada  favored  concealment.  Mr.  Robert  Henderson  also  thought 
the  public  should  not  be  kept  in  the  dark. 

Mr.  Thomson  enquired  if  any  stock  had  been  delivered 
back  to  any  creditors. 

Mr.  Clarkson  replied  that  "  on  the  night  of  Monday,  De- 
cember 2,  and  the  morning  of  Tuesday,  December  3,  eighty- 
two  packages  of  merchandise  were  delivered  by  the  Dominion 
Cotton  Mills  Company.  On  Thursday,  December,  5,  they  were 
returned  to  the  company.  I  am  informed  by  a  member  of  the 
firm  that  Mr.  Warring  Kennedy  gave  instructions  that  there 
should  be  no  more  goods  received.  If  any  were  delivered  after 
December  4  they  were  to  be  refused  and  sent  back." 

Mr.  Smythe  said  that  if  those  had  been  English  goods  they 
would  not  have  been  given  back. 

"  Had  he  found  forty  cases  of  English  goods  he  would  have 
returned  them,"  said  Mr.  Clarkson.  "We  have  the  assurance 
of  both  members  of  the  firm  that  they  declined  to  accept  any 
spring  goods,  except  some  from  the  Merchants'  Manufacturing 
Company,  which  went  off  immediately." 

Said  Mr.  Thomson  :  "  They  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  they 
sent  back  goods  that  were  brought  to  the  door  of  their  ware- 
house. I  think  the  members  of  the  firm  treated  all  the  creditors 
alike.  They  say  they  did  not  know  those  82  cases  were  there, 
and  that  they  sent  them  back  to  the  consignors.  Under  the  Act 
the  Cotton  Company  would  have  had  trouble  in  getting  them 
back.  Therefore  I  don't  think  this  is  a  preference.  There  was 
no  attempt  to  cover  up  any  facts,  and  if  it  is  a  preference  I  think 
the  Cotton  Company  is  perfectly  good  for  it." 

"That's  all  right,  so  far  as  your  opinion  goes,"  objected  Mr. 
Smythe.  "The  point  is  this:  my  clients  and  other  European 
creditors  will  hear  that  goods  have  been  returned,  and  will  want 
to  know  why." 

"  There's  quite  a  lot  of  English  goods  in  bond,"  explained 
Mr.  Clarkson. 

"  Well,  the  inspectors  will  give  us  full  information,"  said  Mr. 
Morrice.     "  I  think  we  had  better  elect  them." 

The  inspectors  having  been  elected,  Mr.  Clarkson  was 
authorized  to  take  legal  advice  as  to  the  returned  goods. 

THE    COMING    SALE. 

Much  interest  attaches  to  the  public  auction  of  the  stock  on 
January  3.  It  is  quite  likely  the  bidding  will  be  brisk,  as  the 
trade  do  not  desire  the  goods  to  be  sacrificed,  and  will  doubt- 
less take  care  that  a  fair  price  is  paid.  Representatives  of 
many  leading  houses  in  Toronto  and  Montreal  have  inspected 
the  stock  during  the  past  fortnight,  and  are  well  posted  as  to 
its  value.  There  was  a  rumor  current  that  the  trade  in  Toronto 
would  take  united  action  to  get  hold  of  the  stock,  but  a  leading 
merchant  said  to  The  Review  :  "I  don't  think  there  is  any- 
thing in  such  a  report.  What  the  trade  would  have  liked  would 
be  to  have  the  stock  disposed  of  in  twelve  or  fifteen  lots,  so 
that  it  could  be  dispersed  throughout  the  province  without  any 
injurious  effect  upon  retailers.  Now  that  it  goes  en  bloc  the 
highest  bidder  will  get  it.  This,  no  doubt,  suits  the  owner  of 
the  building,  who  wants  a  tenant,  and  the  agents  of  the  mills 
who  don't  want  to  be  deprived  of  a  customer.  The  policy  of 
continuing  the  business,  so  to  speak,  in  this  shape  enables  the 
house  to  fill  the  orders  already  taken  for  spring  by  Samson, 
Kennedy  &  Co.'s  travelers.  The  goods  may  have  been  sold  at 
close  figures,  but  the  expense  of  taking  the  orders  has  already 
been  incurred,  and  goes  against  the  estate." 


AS    TO    THE    FUTURE. 

There  have  been  several  rumors  as  to  the  future  intentions 
of  the  Messrs.  Kennedy.  They  have  many  friends  who  would 
be  glad  to  see  them  in  business  again.  Mr.  Frederick  Kennedy 
is  a  young  man  of  activity  and  ability.  The  Review  asked  Mr. 
Kennedy,  sr.,  if  there  was  any  basis  for  the  rumors  regarding 
himself  and  son.  "  We  have  made  no  plans,  and  ha%-e  not  con- 
sidered the  future.  Until  the  estate  is  disposed  of  it  is  impos 
sible  to  make  any  plans.      I  do  not  know  what  we  will  do." 


FASHION     HINTS     FOR    WINTER    AND    SPRING. 

White  cloth,  leather  and  moleskin  girdles  will  in  all  proba- 
bility be  quite  fashionable  next  spring.  They  are  shown  in 
Paris  in  various  colors,  and  large  orders  have  been  placed  by 
American  buyers.  Paillette  girdles  and  narrow  india  rubber 
girdles  in  all  colors  appear  to  have  equally  good  prospects. 

Linen  collars,  trimmed  with  Valenciennes  insertions  and  laces, 
will  again  be  an  important  article  next  season. 

There  is  still  a  large  demand  for  crepon,  and  there  are  indi- 
cations that  point  to  a  run  on  it  for  '96. 

From  Paris  comes  the  intelligence  that  the  demand  for  fur 
is  inordinately  large.  It  is  used  wherever  there  is  the 
least  excuse  for  it.  Many  dresses  entirely  of  fur,  astrakhan,  or 
breitschwanz  are  seen.  Waists  of  mink,  sealskin,  persianer, 
etc.,  are  also  to  be  seen  in  the  shops  and  on  the  streets.  Some 
are  content  with  a  pair  of  fur  sleeves.  In  one  word,  never,  per- 
haps, has  so  much  fur  been  worn,  or  rather  is  to  be  worn,  as  will 
be  the  case  this  winter. 

The  little  animal  heads  are  no  longer  liked.  Tails  look 
more  effective  as  trimming. 

Some  Paris  costumiers  are  of  the  opinion  that  covert-coat- 
ings will  soon  be  neglected,  but  this  is  contradicted  by  the  fact 
that  England  ordered  largely  at  the  end  of  last  season,  and  there- 
fore it  may  fully  be  expected  that  they  will  also  sell  next  spring. 

We  learn  that  the  Plauen  mills  are  very  busy  on  embroid- 
ered gowns  and  cambric  and  madapolane  embroideries. 

Great  things  are  expected  of  the  perforated  stuffs.  They 
have  been  brought  out  in  really  charming  patterns.  There  are 
*two  kinds  :  one  is  worked  into  the  open  mull,  batiste  and  nain- 
sook ground,  which  is  better  adapted  for  blouses  than  the  closer 
satin  for  ground. — Exchange.

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ON   December  17   the    Dominion  Cotton  Co.  announced  an 
advance   of  ic.   per  lb.   on   certain   lines  of  yarns,   and 
about  10  per  cent,  on  hosiery  yarns. 


A  leading  feature  of  the  month  has  been  a  move  to  confine 
the  sale  of  Canadian  prints,  by  the  mills,  to  the  jobbing  trade, 
instead  of  the  present  system  by  which  a  few  department  stores 
and  large  retailers  are  given  similar  privileges  to  the  wholesalers. 
A  conference  took  place  early  in  the  month  between  the  trade 
and  D.  Morrice,  Sons  &  Co.,  the  selling  agents  for  the  Canadian 
Colored  Cotton  Mills,  and  an  answer  at  an  early  date  was 
agreed  upon.  Up  to  the  present  writing  no  definite  reply  had 
been  given,  but  the  belief  is  that  the  selling  agents  will  agree. 
The  English  system  is  a  refusal  to  sell  less  than  ten  pieces  of 
any  one  pattern  to  a  house,  and  this  prevents  even  large  retailers 
from  buying  direct.  The  retail  trade  of  the  country  as  a  whole 
are  thus  placed  on  the  same  basis  with  their  retail  competitors. 
An  announcement  of  the  plan  to  be  followed  in  Canada  is 
expected  shortly. 


Mr.  R.  R.  Stevenson,  of  Stevenson,  Blackader  &  Co.  has 
been  elected  a  director  of  the  Merchants'  Cotton  Co.,  in  place 
of  the  late  Mr.  R.  L.  Gault. 


The  failure  of  Samson,    Kennedy  &  Co.  will  not  throw  any 
more  cottons  into  the  market.     The  mills  are  sold  ahead. 


Mr.  Wm.  Wilson,  lately  manager  of  the  Kingston  branch  of 
the  Dominion  Cotton  Mills  Co.'s  business,  died  near  Nelson, 
Lancashire,  England,  recently.  Mr.  Wilson,  after  his  service  of 
more  than  30  years,  resigned  as  manager  of  the  Kingston  Cot- 
ton Mills  a  few  months  ago,  and  went  on  a  visit  to  the  Old 
Land.  He  was  making  preparations  to  return  to  Kingston 
when  he  was  attacked  by  bronchitis,  to  which  he  succumbed. 


A  new  fire  pump  has  been  put  into  the  Canada  Cotton  Co.'s 
mill  at  Cornwall.  It  throws  a  stream  of  water  higher  than  the 
tower  on  the  building.  The  mill  has  also  a  smaller  pump  in 
the  weave  shed,  and  with  its  hydrant  system  has  excellent  fire 
protection. 

A  large  retailer  in  Western  Ontario  says  he  favors  an  agree- 
ment like  that  regarding  prints,  to  put  prices  on  a  firm  basis,  as 
he  never  found  any  advantage  from  the  extreme  cutting  of  the 
wholesalers.  For  one  reason,  the  retailer  could  never  ask  ac- 
commodation from  a  house  he  knew  was  selling  at  the  lowest 
price. 


The  recent  trade  edition  of  The  St.  John  Globe  contains  a 
very  interesting  sketch  of  the  great  cotton  manufacturing  firm  of 
William  Parks  &  Son,  Ltd.  The  enterprise  was  founded  in 
1861  by  the  late  William  Parks,  father  of  the  president  of  the 
company  to-day,  and  who  built  the  New  Brunswick  Cotton 
Mills.  In  1882  the  St.  John  Cotton  Mills  were  built.  The 
original  mill  is  175  x  200  feet  in  size,  and  four  storeys  in  height. 
The  new  mill  is  90  x  200  feet  in  size,  and  also  four  storeys  high. 
The  mills  are  fitted  with  the  most  expensive  and  improved  ma- 
chinery, and  the  finest  grades  of  grey  cottons,  colored  shirtings, 


cottons  yarns,  knitting  cottons  and  twines,  ducks,  drills  and 
cottonades  are  turned  out.  The  products  of  these  mills  have  r<- 
ceived  the  highest  awards  and  medals.  The  Parks  cottons  sell 
all  over  Canada,  and  bear  a  high  reputation  for  excellence  of 
make  and  finish.  The  president,  Mr.  John  A.  Parks,  is  a 
thoroughly  experienced  business  man,  and  knows  the  cotton 
trade  well  ;  the  secretary,  Mr.  William  Parks,  is  trained,  like  his 
father,  to  understand  cotton  manufacture,  and  Mr.  A.  P.  Mac- 
intyre,  the  accountant,  is  the  other  chief  official  of  a  well- 
officered  concern. 


Advices  to  Canadian  buyers  of  raw  cotton  speak  of  higher 
prices  in  January,  but  the  New  York  quotations  merely  show 
that  it  is  holding  its  own. 

THE    AUTOMATIC    SKIRT     HOLDER. 

This  device  holds  a  lady's  belt  in  position.  It  is  sold  in  a 
variety  of  patterns  and  finishes,  and  retails  at  a  popular  price. 
The  belt  is  inserted  into  the  movable  back  piece,  which  is 
then  closed,  fastening  between  two  spring  hooks  at  the  top, 
so  that  the  belt  is  held  nicely.  At  the  bottom  two  hooks 
catch  the  skirt  and  hold  it  exactly  in  position.  D.  McCall  & 
Co.  handle  the  device,  which  is  well  suited  to  a  belt-wearing 
season  like  the  present.

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RETURNED    GOODS. 

THE  case  of  Wootton  &  Co.  vs.  Coke,  recently  decided  in 
the  Ramsgate  County  Court,  may  be  said  to  settle  the  law 
regarding  the  return  of  goods  by  retailers.  Mrs.  Coke  gave  an 
order  to  the  plaintiffs'  traveler,  but  a  week  or  two  afterwards,  hav- 
ing in  the  meantime  sold  her  business,  she  returned  a  portion  of 
the  goods,  on  the  ground  that  her  stock  was  too  heavy  for  the 
new  proprietor.  Wootton  &  Co.  declined  to  take  back  the  goods, 
and  the  question  accordingly  arose  whether  they  were  entitled  to 
take  this  course,  or  whether  they  were  bound  by  the  custom  of 
the  trade  to  accept  goods  returned  within  a  month  of  purchase. 
To  give  a  custom  of  trade  the  force  of  law  it  must  be  certain, 
general  and  reasonable.  It  cannot  be  contended  that  the 
custom  of  returning  goods  within  a  month  of  purchase  possesses 
those  three  attributes.  Doubtless,  goods  returned  in  bulk,  and 
on  reasonable  grounds,  are  accepted  as  a  matter  of  course  ;  but 
this  is  not  the  case  with  goods  broken  in  bulk.  In  the  latter 
instance,  when  the  return  of  the  goods  is  allowed,  it  is  as  a 
favor  to  the  customer,  and  not  as  a  matter  of  right.  This  was 
the  view  taken  by  Judge  Selfe,  and  in  our  opinion  it  is  the 
only  sound  view.  The  retail  trade  as  a  whole  have  no  ground  of 
complaint  regarding  the  treatment  they  receive  from  wholesale 
houses  in  this  matter.  We  believe  we  are  right  in  saying  that 
the  latter  are  always  willing  to  take  back  goods  on  reasonable 
grounds,  though  naturally  objecting  to  do  so  under  compulsion. 
The  action  taken  by  Messrs.  Wootton  &  Co.  has  had  the  result 
of  placing  the  respective  rights  of  the  wholesale  and  retail  trades 
in  clear  relief.  The  former  are  not  bound  to  take  back  goods 
broken  in  bulk — that  is  the  law.  That  they  frequently  do  so  is 
quite  another  matter. — London  Drapers'  Record. 


NOVEL     FRENCH    WRAPS, 

Exceedingly  handsome  models  are  seen  in  combination  fur 
and  cloth  garments.  A  pinkish  terra-cotta  cloth  cape  has  a 
pelerine  of  chinchilla.  The  cape  is  very  full,  and  is  caught  into 
the  waist  at  the  back,  giving  the  effect  of  a  mantle.  The  high 
collar  is  of  fur.  Very  many  full-length  wraps  are  among  the 
lately  imported  models.  Green  in  brocade,  mixed  with  black 
velvet,  is  seen  in  one  extremely  handsome  garment.  In  style 
it  is  half-fitting,  with  a  broad  box  plait  at  the  back  and  front. 
The  wide  sleeves  are  in  keeping  with  the  rest  of  the  garment, 
which  seems  as  much  of  a  dress  as  a  wrap.  These  long  cloaks 
are  intended  for  the  most  dressy  occasions. 


LEEDS    AND     BRADFORD    REPORTS- 

In  Leeds  the  clothing  trade  keeps  up  well,  and  the  recent 
colder  weather  has  helped  the  retailers  with  their  stocks  of  heavy 
goods,  which  were  in  some  instances  beginning  to  hang  fire  to 
some  extent. 

Serge  suitings  have  not  been  in  quite  as  much  favor,  but 
there  has  been  a  run  on  fancy  tweeds,  which  has  made  up  for 
any  quietness  in  the  former  class  of  goods. 

In  dress  meltons  and  serges  the  stocks  are  very  low  indeed, 
and  the  shipping  orders  for  Australia,  which  should  be  got  off 
at  this  time  of  the  year,  are,  in  many  cases,  still  unfulfilled  on 
account  of  the  recent  extra  business  in  these  goods  for  the 
United  States. 

For  this  market  there  is  a  promise  of  more  business  at  an 
early  date  in  worsted  coatings  for  winter  goods,  and  the  issue  of 
the  returns  for  the  last  month    shows  that  in  these  goods'  no 


less  a  value  than  ,£151,000  was  sent  out  of  the  Bradford  Con- 
sular district. 

The  amount  for  stuff  goods  sent  out  to  the  States  last  month 
from  Bradford  wis  ,£170,000,  but  this  item  includes  linings 
and  a  good  deal  of  bright  dress  goods  which  have  been  des- 
patched much  earlier  this  year,  so  as  to  be  ready  for  the  spring 
season.

The  Review  has  to  thank  several  of  its  readers  for  kindly 
answering  the  inquiry  of  Mr.  E.  Beattie,  of  Highgate,  Ont.,  in 
the  last  issue  regarding  corsets.  Thompson  &  Co.,  Sault  Ste. 
Marie,  Mr.  E.  J.  Vincent,  of  Parry  Sound,  Mrs.  S.  E.  Mulhol- 
land,  Niagara,  state  that  the  Watchspring  corsets  are  made  by 
the  E.  T.  Corset  Co.,  St.  Hyacinthe,  and  the  P.  N.  by  I.  New- 
man &  Sons,  New  York.  Mr.  D.  H.  McGillivray,  of  A.  Kirk  & 
Co.,  Antigonish,  N.S.,  also  writes  : 

In  reference  to  Mr.  Beanie's  communication  re  corsets  in  the  December  number  of 
The  Dkv  Goods  Review,  I  would  say  that  the  P.  N.  corset  is  manufactured  by  I.  New- 
man, New  Haven,  Conn.,  with  offices  at  450  Broadway,  N.Y.,  and  the  Watchspring  is 
manufactured  by  the  E.  T.  Corset  Co.,  St.  Hyacinthe,  Que.  The  E.  T.  Corset  Co.  don't 
advertise  in  Canada  ;  hence  the  reason  why  the  Watchspring  is  not  better  known. 


TRIMMINGS. 

The  character  of  trimmings  brought  out  this  season  repre- 
sents a  higher  standard  of  workmanship  than  is  usually  pre- 
sented to  buyers,  as  the  demand  for  finer  and  still  finer  goods 
shows  rapid  development.  The  consumer  has  not  been  slow  to 
appreciate  the  fact  that  the  possibilities  for  producing  rich  and 
extreme  effects  in  trimming  are  more  satisfactorily  obtained  by 
the  employment  of  a  smaller  quantity  of  the  more  costly  styles 
of  laces  than  by  lavishly  utilising  cheaper  but  less  effective  pat- 
terns and  grades. 

The  assortments  of  fine  goods  in  the  hands  of  importers 
are  becoming  greatly  depleted.  Buyers  have  purchased  many  of 
the  more  desirable  lots,  and  from  present  appearances  there  is 
not  the  slightest  possibility  that  either  the  wholesale  or  retail 
dealer  will  be  overstocked  at  the  end  of  the  season. — Exchange.

John  Fisher,  Son  &  Co.  report  a  good  trade  in  worsted 
coatings.  The  firm's  returns  from  Manitoba  are  better  than 
usual,  and  they  report  a  good  business  in  New  Brunswick.  The 
outlook  in  woolens  is  good.

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OUTING     APPAREL. 

IN  scanning  the  announcements  for  spring,  it  will  be  found 
that  many  wholesale  manufacturers  of  clothing  have  added 
a  department  for  the  production  of  outing  apparel.  The  retailer, 
whether  he  be  a  clothier  or  an  exclusive  furnisher,  cannot  afford 
to  miss  giving  due  consideration  to  this  line,  which  is  evidently 
to  be  so  strong  an  element  in  next  season's  business.  The 
irresistible  demand  for  golf  and  bicycle  suits,  which  was  apparent 
last  summer,  will  be  made  with  greater  emphasis  next  year. 
The  dealer  who  is  alive  to  his  opportnnity  will  be  ready  to  cater 
for  this  class  of  trade  at  the  proper  time,  knowing  full  well  that 
the  investment  will  be  amply  repaid. 

The  time  to  sell  goods  at  a  profitable  price  is  when  the 
public  wants  them.  We  are  approaching  the  time  when  the 
followers  of  manly  sports  are  in  the  majority,  and  a  clear-eyed, 
stout-limbed  youth,  striding  along  the  street  in  "knickers  "is 
no  longer  stared  out  of  countenance  by  rubber-necked  specta- 
tors. The  trade  in  outing  clothes  and  accessories  is  not  a  fad — 
it  is  a  necessity. 

Many  retailers  have  already  shown  commendable  spirit  and 
nerve  ;  one  prominent  firm  in  Denver  has  followed  the  matter 
to  its  logical  conclusion,  and  actually  supplies  the  paraphernalia 
of  the  sport  itself,  besides  the  proper  attire.  It  is  but  a  degree 
in  evolution  to  go  from  selling  bicycle  suits  to  supplying  the 
wheels  also.  Substantial  results  have  followed  in  every  instance 
where  a  man  has  had  the  confidence  of  his  conviction  and  put 
his  department  of  outing  supplies  on  a  fixed  basis.  Up-to-date 
merchants  know  this  and  the  conservatives  should  note  now  the 
signs  of  the  times. 

Merchants    will    find    in    a    properly    equipped    department 


devoted  to  the  sale  of  bicycle,  golf  and  outing  apparel  generally, 
a  means  of  drawing  trade  for  his  regular  lines,  as  well  as  a  profit- 
able business  in  itself.  The  goods  will  bear  a  good  profit  to  the 
one  who  establishes  a  reputation  for  having  the  correct  articles. 
Dealers  should  make  preparations  in  due  season  to  make  a  pro- 
per display  before  the  actual  date,  when  warmer  weather  ushers 
in  the  demand,  and  establish  at  once  a  reputation  for  being 
headquarters.  — American  Exchange. 


EFFICIENCY. 

The  intense  competition,  which  is  one  of  the  factors  of  busi- 
ness as  conducted  in  this  fast-moving  age,  has  its  redeeming 
features,  for  it  brings  out  of  necessity  the  best  there  is  in  a  man. 
There  is  no  longer  a  chance  for  success  for  the  slow-going,  the 
careless  or  the  inattentive.  They  are  not  even  in  demand  for 
the  most  subordinate  positions.  The  young  employes  who  are 
to  be  the  trade  magnates  of  the  future  are  not  the  ones  who 
think  that  any  kind  of  service  will  do,  so  long  as  idleness  and 
inattention  and  half-hearted  work  remain  undetected.  Employ- 
ers are  more  observant  than  this  class  of  employes  seem  to 
think.  The  fact  that  they  could  tell  a  good  thing  when  they 
saw  it,  and  knew  how  to  take  advantage  of  it,  is  what  made 
them  employers,  and  it  is  folly  to  suppose  that  they  do  not  know 
when  they  are  well  served.  As  a  rule,  they  do,  and  are  glad  to 
utilize  the  services  of  the  faithful,  the  intelligent  and  energetic 
in  higher  positions.  Hence  the  subordinate  who  wishes  to  rise 
will  give  his  whole  thought  to  business,  which  will  surely  be  re- 
cognized by  his  employer,  or  by  some  other,  as  well  as  by  that 
portion  of  the  world  at  large  with  which  he  is  brought  in  busi- 
ness contact. — Exchange.

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W3ND0W    DRESSING. 
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THE  Christmas  windows  this  year  showed  quite  an  improve- 
ment over  previous  displays  and  indicate  that  our  leading 
retailers  realize  the  benefit  to  them  of  carefully  arranged 
windows.  A  Christmas  tree  and  a  living  Santa  Claus  were 
tried  wherever  possible  and  proved  a  great  attraction.  Both  in 
Montreal  and  Toronto  stores  of  the  largest  class  there  was  a 
plain  effort  to  do  better  in  the  way  of  trimming  than  in  previous 
years. 

There  have,  been  some  good  handkerchief  windows  this  month. 
By  far  the  best  was  one  at  R.  Walker's  &  Sons',  Toronto.  The 
window  was  large,  and  Swiss  and  embroidered  handkerchiefs 
were  arranged  with  care  and  taste  on  all  sides.  A  few  articles 
were  put  in  at  the  bottom  to  heighten  the  effect,  but  the  central 
idea  was  handkerchiefs.  And  it  was  well  carried  out.  The 
dresser  of  that  window  has  The  Review's  congratulations. 

A  doll  window  seen  in  a  Chicago  store  the  other  day  is 
thus  described  by  The  Bulletin  :  "  In  the  centre  of  the 
window  was  a  perpendicular  post  about  five  or  six  inches  square. 
Projecting  from  this  post  were  steel  arms  about  18  inches  long, 
and  one  row  at  two  feet  high  and  another  two  feet  above  these. 
From  the  steel  arms  hung  yellow  ribbons,  like  a  swing,  and  in 
each  of  the  swings  were  dolls.  Also  from  the  post  to  the  side 
of  the  window  was  a  swing  with  a  doll.  Dolls  were  fastened  to 
the  post  and  to  the  sides  and  back  of  window.  It  was  a  pretty 
effect." 


January  being  often  regarded  as  a  sort  of  time  of  reaction 
after  the  holiday  trade,  is  the  very  best  month  for  careful  dis- 
plays. If  you  are  clearing  out  some  lines  to  make  room  for 
spring  goods  let  the  public  know  it.  Dress  the  window  with  the 
most  attractive  of  these  lots.  Put  in  tickets  showing  the  reduced 
prices,  and  see  if  business  does  not  result. 

One  of  the  essential  points  for  a  window  trimmer  to  bear  in 
mind  is  that  of  timeliness,  and  to  avoid  standing  displays  as  the 
merchant  does  accumulating  dead  stock. 

Frosted  windows  are  a  nuisance.  Two  methods  of  keeping 
them  clean,  even  in  the  coldest  weather,  are  mentioned.  One 
is  to  rub  the  inside  of  the  glass  with  a  soft  cloth  which  has  been 
dipped  in  alcohol  or  glycerine.  Do  this  frequently.  Another 
method  is  to  keep  the  temperature  inside  the  window  at  the 
same  degree  as  the  outside.  The  window  must  be  close  enough 
to  prevent  the  hot  air  in  the  store  from  getting  in  the  enclosed 
space.  The  frost  forms  from  hot  air  on  one  side  of  glass  which 
is  next  a  low  temperature  on  the  other.  In  climates  not  too 
severe  small  holes  may  be  bored  in  the  sash,  both  at  the  top 
and  at  the  bottom,  to  allow  cold  air  from  the  street  inside  the 
window. 


An  exchange  gives  the  following  directions  for  a  severed  yet 
living  head,  such  as  is  sometimes  seen  in  a  fair  or  museum  : 
Mirrors  are  placed  in  an  upright  position,  forming  a  right  angle 
with  the  point  toward  the  spectator,  leaving  behind  them  the 
intervening  space  of  convenient  dimensions  to  mask  the  body 


of  the  actor.  A  thin  glass  is  placed  on  top  through  which  the 
head  is  placed  and  surrounded  with  a  section  of  table,  the  reflec- 
tions of  which  provide  the  completed  pedestal.  By  using  a  floor 
cloth  covered  with  geometrical  patterns  the  mirrors  are  so  ad- 
justed in  relation  to  each  other  as  to  reflect  the  pattern  and  give 
the  idea  that  nothing  but  space  exists  between  the  head  and 
floor.     Judicious  drapery  completes  the  illusion. 

Get  a  bicycle  goods  display  ready.  Some  ingenuity  can 
make  a  wheel.  It  can  be  draped  with  stockings  and  other  acces- 
sories, and  a  figure  astride  the  wheel  may  wear  a  serge  or  Oxford 
suit.  In  the  window  gather  handkerchiefs  (the  new  silks  in  black 
and  grey  effects  are  good),  and  other  articles  of  apparel  likely  to 
figure  in  a  bicyclist  outfit. 


JOHN     MACDONALD    &    CO.     IN     1896. 

In  greeting  their  customers  at  the  beginning  of  1896,  John 
Macdonald  &  Co.  are.  as  usual,  prepared  to  maintain  the  record 
of  the  house,  and  their  great  warehouse  is  now  in  a  state  of 
readiness  for  the  season's  trade.  The  spring  orders  already 
placed  are  larger  than  for  a  number  of  years,  and  having  been 
in  the  market  early  and  secured  most  of  their  purchases  at  the 
old  prices,  the  firm  naturally  attribute  to  this  the  large  trade 
already  done,  and  expect  to  do  a  bigger  business  in  1896  than 
ever  before. 

A  large  shipment  of  Victoria  lawns,  India  linens,  nainsook 
muslins,  dimity,  piques,  apron  lawns  and  prints  have  just  been 
received,  and  shortly  the  stock  will  be  complete.  The  first 
shipments  of  dress  goods  and  hosiery  are  already  in,  and  in  a 
few  days  larger  ones  are  expected.  In  men's  furnishings  the 
house  is  fully  assorted,  and  the  shipments  of  the  next 
fortnight  will  make  this  department  complete.  The  same  is 
true  of  the  woolen,  tailors'  trimmings,  carpets  and  housefumish- 
ings'  departments. 

In  prints  the  house  is  pre-eminent,  and  equal  to  any  in  the 
market.  The  new  prints  are  opening  up  in  every  way  equal  to 
sample.  The  firm's  trade  in  linens  has  grown  rapidly,  and  in 
the  range  and  character  of  goods  shown  they  feel  able  to  chal- 
lenge comparison.  In  towelings  alone  over  70  different  num- 
bers are  shown.  The  range  of  loom  and  bleached  damask 
tablings  surpasses  that  of  former  years,  and  a  special  study  has 
been  made  of  the  different  makes  required  for  the  different  sec- 
tions of  Canada. 

It  is  a  strong  point  with  John  Macdonald  &  Co.  that, 
though  their  warehouse  is  under  one  roof,  each  department  is 
complete  in  itself,  and  being  under  an  expert  who  knows  the 
goods  he  buys,  the  firm  feel  that  they  are  specialists  in  these 
departments — carpets  and  house  furnishings,  men's  furnishings 
and  haberdashery,  silks  and  dress  goods,  woolens  and  tailors' 
trimmings,  linens  and  staples — -equally  as  much  as  if  the  various 
lines  were  shown  in  different  parts  of  the  city.  By  this  arrange- 
ment the  firm  contend  that  they  can  buy  on  better  terms  and  sell 
at  less  expense,  and  the  trade  reap  the  advantage  of  immense 
range  at  a  minimum  cost. 


Notwithstanding  the  advance  in  raw  silk  and  cotton,  XV.  R. 
Brock  &  Co.  have  placed  in  their  travelers'  hands  all  their  lead- 
ing lines  of  gloves  and  mits  at  last  season's  prices.  This  cannot 
be  repeated  when  the  present  purchase  is  exhausted.  A  novelty 
that  this  firm  is  showing  is  "The  Melba  "  to  retail  at  25c.  per 
pair,  neatly  gotten  up  with  white  and  colored  points  and  welt.

The  Wholesale  Dry  Goods  Association  of  the  Montreal 
Board  of  Trade  held  its  annual  meeting  last  month,  the  presi- 
dent, Mr.  A.  A.  Thibaudeau,  in  the  chair.  The  president 
submitted  a  resume  of  the  year's  work,  which  was  adopted.  The 
following  were  elected  the  officers  of  the  association  for  the  en- 
suing year :  President,  Mr.  A  A.  Thibaudeau  ;  vice-president, 
Mr.  E.  B.  Greenshields  ;  treasurer,  Mr.  Wm.  Reid ;  directors, 
Messrs.  A.  W.  D.  Howell,  P.  P.  Martin,  E.  A.  Small  and  R.  N. 
Smyth  ;  secretary,  Mr.  G.  A.  Irwin. 

The  following  resolution,  regarding  the  late  Mr.  R.  L.  Gault, 
was  unanimously  concurred  in  : 

That  the  members  of  the  Wholesale  Dry  Goods  Association, 
at  their  annual  meeting  on  the  nth  December,  1895,  desire  to 
put  on  record  their  great  regret  at  the  loss  they  have  sustained 
in  the  death  of  Mr.  R.  L.  Gault,  who  was  the  president  of  this 
association  for  three  years.  Mr.  Gault's  long  experience  in 
business  affairs  was  always  at  the  disposal  of  the  association, 
and  he  gave  his  time  ungrudgingly,  and  spared  no  trouble  in 
furthering  the  interests  of  the  wholesale  dry  goods  merchants  of 
Montreal  and  of  Canada.     His  genial   disposition  and  kindly

manner  endeared  him  to  all,  and,  in  his  death,  the  members  of 
this  association  feel  that  they  have  lost  a  personal  friend.  They 
wish  to  express  their  deep  sympathy  with  Mrs.  Gault  and  the 
family,  and  with  Mr.  A.  F.  Gault  and  the  other  members  of  the 
firm  of  Messrs.  Gault  Bros.  &  Co. 


BIG    LINE    OF     FURNITURE    TWILLS. 

Thibaudeau  Bros.  &  Co.  report  a  good  demand  and  are 
doing  well  for  the  holiday  trade.  There  is  a  large  trade  in 
flannelettes,  and  spring  goods  are  going  well.  Sealettes  for 
cloakings  are  in  request  and  scarce.  The  firm  have  received  a 
full  range  of  furniture  twills,  draperies,  etc. 


THE    TRILBY     BLOUSE. 

A  blouse  bodice  made  of  Trilby  velvet,  an  illustration  of 
which  appears  above,  is  pretty  sure  to  be  fashionable  this 
season.  The  blouse  in  the  illustration  is  made  with  a  double 
box-pleat  down  the  centre  of  the  front,  with  none  at  all  behind. 
Round  the  waist  is  a  band  of  material,  fastening  with  a  buckle 
in  front.     On  each  side  of  the  box-pleat  the  material  is  pleated 


into  the  waist.  Round  the  collar  is  draped  a  band  of  pompa- 
dour ribbon,  which  is  made  into  a  bow  at  the  back.  The 
sleeves  are  very  full  to  the  elbows,  below  which  they  are  tight- 
fitting  and  made  with  turned-back  cuffs.  This  blouse  requires 
six  yards  of  velvet  and  one  and  a  half  of  ribbon. 


THE     GROWTH     OF    SILKS. 

In  England  a  rapidly  increasing  demand  for  silks  in  dresses 
and  trimmings  is  noted.  English  jobbers  placed  orders  for 
spring  of  1896  several  months  earlier  this  autumn  than  usual,  so 
as  to  ensure  early  delivery.  The  glace  and  chine  silks  made  in 
France,  Switzerland  and  Italy,  are  most  in  favor,  but  English 
silks  also  show  a  distinct  revival.  The  growth  of  the  trade  in 
Japanese  silks  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  exports  from  Japan 
for  the  first  six  months  of  1895  were  433,090  pieces,  valued  at 
$6,456,000,  compared  with  199,885  pieces,  valued  at  $3,166,000, 
for  the  same  period  the  year  before. 


SPECIALTIES     FOR     BLOUSES    AND     DRESSES. 

Some  of  the  handsomest  goods  in  the  market  are  those 
shown  by  James  Johnson  &  Co.  The  Trilby  velveteen  prints 
for  blouses  and  the  Trilby  silks  for  the  same  purpose  are  likely 
to  be  very  popular.  They  are  shown  in  all  the  fashionable 
colors.  The  Doris  velveteens,  with  the  steel  printed  patterns, 
are  also  very  fetching.  The  Trilby  pattern,  a  sort  of  pine- 
apple Cashmere  pattern,  gives  a  unique  picturesque  blouse,  an 
idea  of  which  is  conveyed  by  an  illustration  in  this  issue  of  The 
Review. 

THE     HEART-SHAPED    CUSHION. 

A  season  specialty  which  takes  well  is  the  heart-shaped 
cushion,  sateen  covered,  and  trimmed  with  satin  ribbons. 
There  are  loops  for  fastening  it  to  the  chair.  The  Alaska 
Feather  &  Down  Co.  have  made  large  sales. 


BLOUSE    AND    SHIRT    WAISTS. 

The  Review  asked  Brophy,  Cains  &  Co.  :  "  Will  blouse 
waists  be  worn  in  1896?  "  The  answer  came  instanter  :  "Blouse 
waists  never  were  as  popular  as  they  will  be  then."  Many  new 
and  beautiful  lines  of  goods  have  been  made  specially  for  blouse 
and  shirt  waists.  In  silks  alone  they  will  show  nearly  300  new 
patterns  and  colorings  for  blouses.  The  firm  are  showing  some 
very  pretty  English  striped  flannelettes  for  blouses,  for  morning 
wear,  to  be  worn  with  white  linen  collars  and  cuffs. 


JAPANESE     HANDKERCHIEFS. 

The  trade  in  handkerchiefs,  says  a  Japanese  correspondent, 
is  growing  considerably,  but  probably  the  most  pleasant  feature 
is  the  improvement  in  the  quality.  Some  years  ago  the  trade 
suffered  a  check  because  of  the  trash  which  was  being  turned 
out.  This  setback  has  proved  beneficial,  and  the  great  deside- 
ratum now  is,  good  goods  in  preference  to  cheap  ones.  There 
are,  however,  a  few  firms  who  lay  themselves  out  specially  for 
cheap  goods,  and  even  buy  the  rejected  goods  from  other 
houses.  It  was  thought  that  this  trade  was  confined  to  the 
Chinese  and  Hindoos,  but  some  of  the  European  firms  are 
found. dabbling  in  it  occasionally.

THK  laundered  waist  season  has  opened  in  earnest,  and  in 
more  salesrooms  than  ever  before  are  shown  lines  that 
excel  in  variety  those  of  any  previous  season.  In  fact,  the  indi- 
cations are  that  the  sales  of  the  spring  of  1895  will  have  been 
vastly  exceeded  before  the  vernal  season  of  1896  shall  have 
given  way  to  the  succeeding  fall.  Both  laundered  and  soft 
waists  are  now  shown  in  profusion,  and  an  attempt  to  enumerate 
even  the  shapes,  the  patterns  of  the  materials  or  the  materials 
themselves  would  be  a  useless  task,  so  wide  is  the  latitude 
within  which  the  manufacturers  have  labored  in  the  production 
of  their  lines.

What 
the  ultimate  demand  will  be  is,  of  course,  problematical,  as  it  is 
yet  too  early  to  accurately  forecast  the  preferences  of  the  buyers 
for  retail  departments,  with  whom,  of  course,  largely  rests  the 
fate  of  any  special  class  of  fabrics  or  designs. — Crerand's  Cloak 
Journal.

THE    COMMERCIAL    TRAVELER    AS  A  FACTOR    IN 
BUSINESS. 

Bv    K.    H.    Cliuie. 

THERE  are  a  few  silver-haired  men  yet  in  the  retail  ranks 
travelers  meet  on  their  rounds  of  duty,  who  relate  with 
/est  early  experiences  while  making  biennial  purchases  at  Mont- 
real, Toronto  or  Hamilton,  as  the  case  may  be.  They  also  re- 
tain a  vivid  remembrance  of  the  change  brought  about  with  the 
introduction  of  the  system  of  buying  from  sample  at  their  own 
door.  In  those  days  competition  was  less  keen,  calls  less  fre- 
quent, and  travelers  received  a  warm  welcome,  largely  growing 
out  of  the  length  and  importance  of  the  merchants'  wants  list. 

BYGONE    CONDITIONS. 

Personal  excellence  and  aptitude  for  the  road,  while  always 
of  value,  was  not  then  so  much  a  necessity.  A  quarter  of  a 
century  ago,  in  Ontario  at  least,  travelers  generally  had  what 
they  termed  "  a  good  time,"  barring  the  discomforts  incidental 
to  pioneer  rural  life.  They  did  not  require  to  "  move  fast,"  and 
if  orders  were  few  the  volume  of  business  in  the  aggregate  was 
large.  Merchants  were  in  the  habit  of  filling  up  twice  a  year, 
leaving  little,  for  the  sorting  time.  Four  trips  a  year  answered 
the  demands  of  the  trade,  while  now  eight  to  twelve  is  a  com- 
mon experience,  and  in  some  lines  calls  are  repeated  every 
three  weeks. 

THE    MAN    IN    DEMAND. 

The  startling  progress  of  these  later  times  has  increased  the 
demand  for  high-class  men,  and  no  department  of  life's  activi- 
ties is  making  a  louder  call  for  the  best  than  this  commercial 
avenue  of  labor,  yet  many  ordinary  men,  if  faithful  and  indus- 
trious, hold  their  positions  well,  not  because  the  results  are 
entirely  satisfactory  to  their  employers,  but  by  virtue  of 
the  fact  that  better  men  are  difficult  to  find,  and  wholesale 
firms  arc  averse  to  making  changes. 

A  striking  success  is  seldom  attained  without  complete  con- 
ditions, or,  in  other  words,  a  high-grade  house  and  representa- 
tives. A  good  traveler  can  largely  overcome  indifferent  house 
management,  but  an  otherwise  smartly  managed  wholesale  es- 
tablishment will  fail  with  weak  travelers. 

When  the  system  of  supply  accounts  was  in  vogue,  customers 
belonged  to  the  house,  and  special  ability  on  the  part  of  the 
traveler  was  of  small  moment.  Fortunately,  in  Canadian  experi- 
ence that  practice  is  almost  a  relic  of  the  past.  In  the  business 
race    a  burdensome  handicap  will  bring   to   grief    the    laden 


victim,  and  men  doing  business  as  a  supply  account  are  always 
short  on  cash  and  long  on  cost  of  purchases.  Independent 
buyers  crowd  them  to  the  wall,  which  disaster,  in  turn,  affects 
the  wholesaler. 

DIFFICULTIES    TO    CONTEND    WITH. 

Some  years  ago  the  writer  remembers  with  what  glee  a 
traveler  started  out  for  a  wide-awake  firm,  having  just  severed  a 
connection  of  many  years'  standing  with  a  house  carrying  weak 
accounts.  But  one  trip  was  sufficient.  His  new  employers 
would  not  fill  orders  taken  from  those  he  had  been  selling,  and 
he  neither  possessed  the  nerve  nor  the  training  which  enabled 
the  interesting  of  independent  buyers.  Another  experience  is 
on  record  where  for  six  years  a  traveler  held  solid  every  customer 
once  made  (except  the  undesirable  purposely  dropped)  during 
which  time  sales  were  large  and  losses  few.  The  latter  case 
illustrates  what  may  be  accomplished  under  complete  conditions, 
and  the  former  shows  how  easily  a  strong  house  may  make  a 
mistake  in  selecting  a  traveler. 

Many  merchants  trade  for  years  with  a  firm  without  having 
met  the  principals,  and  in  such  cases  the  responsibilities  of  the 
traveler  are  increased.  If  the  head  of  a  jobbing  house  is  capable 
of  leaving  a  good  impression  he  should  meet  his  customers  at 
least  once  in  two  years;  it  would  prevent  the  dictation  of  an  un- 
wise letter,  and  save  the  traveler  that  difficult  task  of  patching  a 
rift  in  what  has  been  to  him  a  judiciously  woven  commercial 
web. 

THE    TRAVELER'S     POSITION. 

Impropriety,  if  not  imposition,  is  sometimes  practised  be- 
tween the  wholesaler  and  retailer,  and  both  in  degree  are  guilty  ; 
neither  is  the  traveler  free  from  wrong  doing,  striking  both  ways. 
His  position  naturally  elects  him  arbiter  as  between  two  clients. 
True,  the  employers  often  expect  their  brief  wisely  argued 
against  the  customers'  particular  interest.  They  say:  "We  pay  the 
fee."  But  the  traveler  must  be  faithful  to  justice  if  he  would  keep 
up  sales,  and  customers  are  part  of  his  capital,  in  fact  the  basis 
of  his  salary. 

It  is  results  which  tell  rather  than  special  methods.  A  man 
cannot  long  draw  more  than  his  earnings  warrant,  and  if  his  pay 
is  less  than  justice  demands,  that  is  his  own  fault.  No  doubt 
a  well-defined  method  must  be  the  daily  practice  if  permanent 
success  is  the  goal  aimed  at.  Some  travelers  are  granted  larger 
latitude  than  others,  but  the  wholesaler  allowing  his  representa- 
tives almost  unlimited  powers  is  apt  to  regret  it.  In  the  heat 
of  the  battle  on  the  road,  where  their  pockets  are  not  directly 
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affected,  few  men  are  strong  enough  to  always  keep  within  safe 
lines,  and  the  office  check  is  a  safeguard.  A  man  sitting  in  his 
office  can  lay  down  the  law  with  better  effect  than  even  his  own 
performance  would  be  if  on  the  field  of  action. 

MUSI     DECIDE    Ills    OWN    COURSE. 

No  one  set  of  rules  could  be  written  out  as  a  commercial 
traveler's  guide.  Just  as  a  multiform  of  church  creeds  make 
suitable  homes  for  the  variety  of  mankind,  so  the  aptitudes 
peculiar  to  different  travelers  will  find  expression  in  different 
ways.  But  we  must  be  true  to  correct  fundamental  principles 
no  less  in  business  than  in  religion. 

Many  a  retail  merchant  has  been  able  to  avert  disaster  by 
following  the  counsel  of  a  level-headed  commercial  traveler 
supported  by  his  house.  The  majority  of  the  men  on  the  road 
are,  however,  simply  good  salesmen  possessing  a  holding  power 
by  straightforward  dealing  and  a  magnetism  born  of  an  agree- 
able, hearty  manner,  which  ensure  a  kindly  welcome  from  all 
but  soulless  men.  A  few  succeed  for  many  years  by  force  of 
energy  without  those  qualifications  which  make  a  man  popular. 
They  usually  talk  value  and  extol  the  merits  of  their  house 
beyond  compare,  but  being  somewhat  economical  with  the 
truth,  the  old  saying  about  not  being  able  to  fool  all  the  people 
all  the  time,  forges  their  chain  of  limitation  none  too  soon. 

The  ideal  traveler  will  make  large  yearly  sales,  has  the 
ability  of  anticipating,  and  in  some  cases  correcting  mercantile 
agency  reports,  will  not  try  to  overload  his  regular  customers, 
can  successfully  advise  inexperienced  merchants,  and  possesses 
nerve  and  tact  sufficient  to  secure  the  approval,  even  sometimes 
control  the  actions,  of  his  employers. 

ARE    TRAVELERS    UNNECESSARY  f 

People  not  in  touch  with  business  methods  fancy  commer- 
mercial  travelers  are  detrimental  to  healthy  trade.  Farmers 
and  consumers  in  general  imagine  the  cost  of  goods  is  in- 
creased, also  that  merchants  are  coerced  into  over-buying 
through  this  medium  of  sale  ;  but  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the 
facts  will  destroy  the  hallucination.  I  am  not  referring  to  the 
special  agents  who  sell  direct  to  consumers.  These  people 
usually  get  a  commission  equal  to  merchants'  profit  and  ex- 
pense of  selling  by  travelers  combined.  It  costs  from  3  to  7 
per  cent,  by  the  traveling  system  now  in  vogue  to  secure  orders, 
varying  according  to  the  class  of  goods.  In  a  few  lines  of  lux- 
uries or  specialties  the  estimate  is  10  per  cent. 

For  the  sake  of  illustration,  suppose  every  traveler  was 
"  called  home."  Merchants  would  require  to  visit  the  trade 
centres  at  regular  intervals,  and  depend  on  letter  orders  for 
sorting.  The  expense  incurred  by  such  trips  must  be  added  to 
the  cost  of  purchases,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  the  wholesaler  would 
be  able  to  reduce  prices  sufficient  to  create  a  balance  in  favor 
of  house  buying.  Their  home  expense  would  at  once  increase, 
good  salesmanship  would  be  in  demand,  while  now  it  is  a  well- 
known  fact  mechanical  effort  is  largely  all  that  is  required  out- 
side of  the  heads  of  the  departments. 

A    DEFENCE    OK    THE    PROFESSION. 

A  shrewd  buyer  can  make  a  better  selection  of  dry  goods 
from  sample  than  out  of  stock.  He  has  the  whole  range  be- 
fore his  eyes  at  once,  even  if  the  sample  is  comparatively  small, 
but  at  the  house  only  a  few  designs  of  each  line  are  in  sight. 
Besides,  every  traveler  knows  the  leading  lines  and  is  not  back- 
ward in  calling  attention   to  them.      In  buying  from  sample  he 


deals  with  one  man  whom  he  respects  and  trusts.  At  the  house 
he  meets  a  different  salesman  on  every  flat,  and  seldom  the  same 
man  on  returning  trips.  They  may  be  good  fellows,  but  un- 
desirable lines  will  find  their  way  in  through  the  doors  of  every 
warehouse,  even  if  fortified  with  the  best  buyers  the  country 
produces.  These  piles  are  eyesores  to  house-men,  and  it  is 
their  daily  effort  to  close  them  out.  The  mistake  of  the 
European  buyer  is  repeated  by  the  retailer,  although  less  liable 
to  occur  in  sample  buying. 

These  off  lines  may  be  all  right  at  a  price,  but  are  seldom  so 
offered  until  sorting  season.  Large  buyers  usually  get  them, 
because  they  can  clear  the  lot,  and  for  such  men  at  such  times 
alone  is  house  buying  an  advantage. 

History  teaches  us  that  all  systems  change,  and  it  may  be 
that  the  future  will  close  this  door  of  useful  employment,  but  at 
the  present  there  is  no  evidence  of  its  waning  influence  as  a 
factor  in  business  life.  To  my  mind  it  is  nearer  the  morning 
than  the  evening  of  its  day  of  grace. 


LONG    SERVICE     RECORDS     IN     THE    TRADE. 

Some  time  ago  an  English  paper  offered  a  prize  to  the  per 
son  who  could  show  that  he  had  been  longest  in  one  employ  in 
the  dry  goods  trade.  The  winner  of  the  prize  is  Mr.  Nathan 
Meadows,  who  has  been  in  the  service  of  Messrs.  Ryland  & 
Sons,  Manchester,  since  July,  1834,  making  a  total  of  over 
sixty-one  years  in  the  one  concern. 

Mr.  Jonas  Snowden  has  a  record  of  fifty-four  years'  service 
in  one  firm.  He  writes  :  "  I  have  been  in  the  employ  of  my 
present  firm,  Brown,  Muff  &  Co.,  drapers  and  silk  mercers. 
Market  street,  Bradford,  Yorkshire,  since  early  in  1841,  so  that 
I  have  completed  fifty-four  years'  service.  I  am  in  my  seventy- 
second  year,  and  am  still  doing  active  duty." 

Mr.  George  F.  Davey,  121  Gipsy  road,  West  Norwood,  who

Co.'s,  St.  Paul's  Churchyard,  E.C." 

Mr.  William  Bushell  has  been  fifty-one  years  at  Waterloo 
House,  Northampton.  He  began  his  duties  there  on  the  3rd 
August,  1844. 

Mr.  Thomas  Harris  has  been  in  the  service  of  Messrs. 
Atkinson  &  Co.,  Westminster  bridge  road,  Lambeth,  for  a  little 
over  fifty-one  years. 

Messrs.  A.  de  Gruchy,  Jersey,  send  the  following  note  : 
"  This  is  to  certify  that  Miss  Rebecca  Hannah  Shore,  whose 
signature  is  subscribed  below,  is  and  has  been  in  our  employ 
for  an  uninterrupted  period  of  fifty-one  years.'" 

Mr.  Thomas  Spencer,  15  Beacon  Hill,  Blue  Hell  Hill,  Not- 
tingham, entered  the  service  of  Mr.  Robert  Dickinson,  Long 
Row,  in  1845.  He  has  remained  in  the  same  house  till  now. 
He  is  in  his  sixty-second  year. 

Mr.  Marshall,  of  Messrs.  Brady  &  Co.,  drapers,  Barnsley, 
has  just  completed  his  fifty  years  in  the  employment  of  that 
firm.

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TORONTO    WHOLESALERS'    ANNUAL    MEETING. 

REPORT      OF      MR.      IVEY,      CHAIRMAN      OF      1  895,      AND      ELECTION 
OK   OFFICERS. 

THE  Dry  Goods  Section  of  the  Toronto  Board  of  Trade 
met  Jan.  13,  when  Mr.  John  D.  Ivey,  the  chairman,  pre- 
sented the  annual  report  of  the  Section.  There  was  a  good 
attendance  of  members,  who  endorsed  the  report  of  the  chair- 
man as  a  fitting  expression  of  the  association's  views.  The 
report  in  full  is  as  follows  : 

"  In  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the  Dry  Goods  Whole- 
sale Section  of  the  Board  of  Tiade,  I  beg  to  draw  attention  to 
some  of  the  more  important  matters  that  engaged  the  attention 
of  the  Section  during  the  year  just  closed. 

THE  vicar's   kirks. 

"  The  year  was  ushered  in  by  three  disastrous  fires  in  our 
city,  resulting  in  the  destruction  of  a  large  amount  of  property 
before  the  fire  brigade  could  succeed  in  getting  the  flames 
under  control.  In  connection  with  this  unfortunate  conflagra- 
tion two  circumstances  are  worthy  of  special  note:  First,  to  find 
that  those  who  suffered  had  exercised  forethought  in  the  matter 
of  insurance  ;  second,  the  prompt  and  liberal  manner  in  which 
interested  insurance  companies  adjusted  and  settled  claims. 

"  It  is  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  the  insurance  com- 
panies thought  that  the  condition  of  the  fire  department,  at  that 
time,  rendered  it  necessary  to  increase  premium  rates  very  sub- 
stantially. Recently  the  rates  have  been  lowered  somewhat, 
but  with  the  improved  facilities  now  at  the  disposal  of  our  fire 
department,  it  seems  to  me  there  is  still  ample  room  for  a  much 
further  reduction — lower  even  than  that  of  1894 — and  I  trust 
that  the  companies  will  see  their  way  clear  to  grant  it.  The 
lesson  of  the  fires  emphatically  teaches  the  absolute  necessity  of 
keeping  well  insured,  and,  as  a  means  of  encouraging  business 
men  to  do  so.  insurance  companies  should  bring  rates  to  the 
lowest  point  consistent  with  sound  business  principles. 

"  While  the  wholesale  dry  goods  trade  for  the  past  year  has 
not  been  all  one  could  wish  for,  yet,  in  comparison  with  1894, 
it  can  be  safely  said  there  has  been  improvement  and  that  the 
corner  to  prosperity  has  been  turned. 

THE    RISE    IN    PRICES. 

"The  principal  feature  of  the  year  has  been  a  general 
advance  in  price  of  almost  all  classes  of  fabrics,  ranging  from 
live  to  thirty  per  cent.  This  is  surely  a  healthy  sign,  and  we 
should  congratulate  ourselves  that  stocks  on  hand  are  thereby 
enhanced  materially  in  values,  instead  of  depreciating,  as  they 
have  been  for  the  last  few  years.  This  should  do  away  with  the 
necessity  of  slaughtering  goods  to  keep  pace  with  a  falling 
market  and  be  an  impetus  to  secure  adequate  profits. 

"  The  year  had  almost  been  rounded  out  without  any  serious 
casualty  occurring  in  the  wholesale  ranks,  when  the  recent 
failure  of  a  prominent  house  occurred.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  estate  promises  to  turn  out  very  badly  for  the  creditors. 
This  failure  should  be  a  warning  to  all  not  to  depart  too  far 
from  old-fashioned  trade  principles,  as  no  business  can  succeed 
without  legitimate  profit  being  realized  upon  sales  in  all  and 
every  department,  and  it  is  hoped  that  wild  and  indiscriminate 
cutting  of  prices,  extreme  datings  and  unreasonable  discounts 
are  at  an  end.  I  may  remark  while  on  this  subject  that  now  is 
a  favorable  time  for  the  trade  to  meet  for  the  purpose  of  arrang- 
ing datings  and  cash  discounts. 


Canada's  good  position. 

"A  pleasing  feature  in  connection  with  the  general  trade  in 
Canada  is  the  admiration  which  has  emanated  from  the  business 
men  of  Europe  at  the  way  in  which  our  country  has  stood  the 
financial  strain  of  the  past  few  years.  While  our  neighbors  to 
the  south  have  been  passing  through  disastrous  financial  panics, 
our  financial  institutions  have  nobly  weathered  the  storm.  Our 
bankers  and  merchants  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  wise 
and  liberal  policy  which  has  enabled  Canada  to  take  so  sound  a 
stand. 

"  Several  matters  in  connection  with  Customs  duties,  and 
reforms  in  Custom  House  routine,  have  been  brought  before  the 
Controller  of  Customs,  Hon.  N.  Clarke  Wallace,  during  the  past 
year,  who  always  received  representatives  of  this  Board  court 
eously,  and  showed  in  the  discussion  of  Custom  House  matters 
that  he  had  made  an  intelligent  study  of  his  important  duties, 
and  in  every  case  either  rectified  or  explained  away  the  diffi- 
culties. 

COMMITTEE    WORK. 

"A  committee  of  this  Board  was  appointed  at  a  recent  meet 
ing  to  take  up  the  matter  of  private  agreements,  chattel  mort- 
gages and  re  arrearage  of  rent,  in  case  of  insolvents,  and  I  would 
strongly  recommend  this  Section  to  re-appoint  this  committee, 
or  a  new  committee,  to  bring  this  serious  matter  before  the  Legis- 
lature at  the  earliest  possible  date.  Also  that  the  matter  of 
insurance  rates  and  trade  excursions  be  dealt  with. 

"It  only  remains  for  me,  as  chairman  for  the  year  1895,  to 
thank  the  members  of  the  Section,  who  have  been  uniformly 
courteous  and  have  taken  a  deep  interest  in  all  matters  coming 
to  our  notice,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  usefulness  of  the 
Dry  Goods  Section  of  the  Toronto  Board  of  Trade  will  grow 
and  increase,  so  that  individual  experience  and  judgment  may 
be  concentrated  in  united  action  to  bring  about  the  healthiest 
condition  of  the  wholesale  dry  goods  trade  of  the  City  of 
Toronto."

A    WHOLESALE    FIRM'S    STOCK    AT    AUCTION. 

THERE  was  a  big  attendance  at  the  auction  sale  of  Samson. 
Kennedy  &  ( "o.'s  stock  in  Toronto,  January  3.  Repre- 
sentatives of  leading  firms  were  present  from  Montreal,  Hamil- 
ton and  other  places,  and  bidding  was  brisk.  It  was  expected 
that  the  stock  would  bring  at  least  65c.  on  the  dollar,  and  more 
than  one  wholesale  firm  were  willing  to  bid  as  high  as  thai 
figure,  and  perhaps  a  little  higher.  The  large  Toronto  retail 
firms,  like  W.  A.  Murray  &  Co.,  the  T.  Katon  Co.,  the  John 
Eaton  Co.,  McKendry  &  Co.,  etc.,  were  all  represented  by 
bidders,  and  when  the  price  got  high  the  wholesalers  seemed  to 
drop  out,  and  left  the  situation  to  the  retailers.  Among  those 
present  in  the  auction  rooms  were  Messrs.  David  Morrice,  W. 
R.  Brock,  J.  S.  McMaster,  P.  H.  Burton,  R.  W.  Spence,  Messrs. 
Thibaudeau  &  Nadeau,  of  Montreal  ;  John  K.  Macdonald, 
Fraser  Macdonald,  R.  R.  Stevenson,  Montreal ;  Geo.  Cains,  of 
(heenshields  &  Co.,  Montreal  :  John  Knox,  of  Knox,  Morgan 
&  Co.,  Hamilton  ;  W.  C.  Towers,  of  Matthews,  Towers  &  Co., 
Montreal  ;  B.  B.  Cronyn,  Charles  Cockshutt,  J.  Drynan,  of  W.  A. 
Murray  &  Co.;  R.  Simpson,  Thomas  Long,  F.  X.  Cousineau, 
Alex.  Ewan,  Montreal;  P.  Hughes,  Jas.  Lockhart,  S.  Brush, 
Frederick  Wyld,  and  many  others.  The  auctioneer  announced 
the  value  of  the  stock  at  $184,000  odd,  and  assured  the  audience 
there  was  no  reserve  bid.  The  stock  was  absolutely  in  their 
hands.  Bidding  began  at  55c.  Then  it  went  to  57^,  then 
quickly  to  60,  62^2  and  65.  There  was  a  pause,  and  assurances 
were  again  given  of  no  reserve.  In  five  more  bids  the  figure 
went  up  to  70,  when  small  bids  began  to  be  taken,  and  as  71, 
7 iX'  lllA,  l^yi  were  given,  it  was  seen  that  the  wholesalers 
were  dropping  out  and  the  retailers  staying  in.  Mr.  Peter 
Ryan,  who  was  understood  to  be  bidding  for  W.  A.  Murray  & 
Co.,  went  as  high  as  72^,  but  declined  to  go  more,  declaring 
that  the  figure  was  too  high.  The  next  bid,  that  of  7  2  3/£c,  was 
the  last,  and  though  the  auctioneer  pleaded  for  an  even  73c, 
no  one  responded,  and  the  stock  went  at  72 ^c.  to  the  John 
Eaton  Co.,  Ltd.,  Toronto. 

The  keenest  interest  beforehand  was  taken  as  to  the  sum 
the  stock  would  bring,  and  among  some  of  the  onlookers  a  pool 
of  guesses  was  made  up,  each  member  of  it  selecting  the  figure 
he  thought  the  highest  bid  likely.  Mr.  Towers  came  nearest  to 
the  correct  figure,  and  won. 

'l'he  auctioneer  then  put  up  Samson,  Kennedy  &  Co.'s 
warehouse  on  Scott  street,  but  as  there  were  no  bidders  it  was 
withdrawn. 

TRAVELERS    AND    HOTEL    ACCOMMODATION. 

Mr.  Thomas  Swalwell  has  had  some  correspondence  with 
Hon.  Richard  Harcourt,  Ontario  Treasurer,  regarding  the  hotel 
accommodation  for  commercial  travelers  throughout  the  pro- 
vince. Mr.  Swalwell  pointed  out  that  in  the  towns,  owing  to 
keen  competition,  the  accommodation  was  improving,  but  in  out- 
lying places  it  was  very  bad,  and  in  some  cases  a  deplorable 
condition  existed.  He  suggested  that  the  license  commission- 
ers, who  have  the  power  to  grant  licenses,  should  take  these 
cases  in  hand  and  impose  the  necessary  reforms.  Mr.  Harcourt 
replied  that  the  hotel  men  were  satisfied  that  the  travelers' 
deputation  to  the  Government  had  spoken  moderately  in  the 
matter.  Therexan  be  no  doubt  that  the  proper  solution  of  the 
difficulty  lies  in  instructing  the  license  commissioners,  who  are 
the  appointees  of  the  Provincial  Government  and    responsible 


to  the  Provincial  License  Department,  to  carefully  scrutinize  the 
accommodation  of  rural  hotels,  just  as  they  do  the  record  of  the 
applicant  and  his  past  observance  of  the  law  regarding  selling 
liquor. 


A    SILKY    GLOSS    TO    WOOLENS. 

VARIOUS  revelations  have  found  their  way  into  the  textile 
press  as  to  processes  of  imparting  a  silky  gloss  and  feel  to 
woolen  yarn,  which  up  to  recently  have  been  kept  secret.  That 
a  similar  appearance  and  handle  are  characteristic  for  woolen 
prints  is  well  known,  and  it  might  accordingly  have  been  sur 
mised  that  in  either  case  the  effect  was  due  to  the  one  peculiar 
and  essential  manipulation  practised  by  woolen  printers,  viz.,  to 
"  coloring."  With  a  reaction,  not  yet  scientifically  defined,  it 
is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that,  as  regards  proportions,  time  and 
temperature,  and  the  entire  manipulation,  the  reports  from  dif 
ferent  sources  are  somewhat  at  variance  :  the  quality  of  the  fibre 
dealt  with  alone  may  be  the  cause  of  much  uncertainty.  A 
lengthy  process,  calculated  to  impart  the  maximum  of  silky  feel 
and  gloss,  is  thus  described  by  The  Wollengewerbe  :  Loose 
wool,  yarn,  or  piece  goods,  are  first  worked  for  half  an  hour  in 
cold  1  per  cent,  hydrochloric  acid,  then  squeezed,  or  centrifuged, 
without  rinsing.  The  next  bath,  which  must  be  most  carefully 
prepared,  contains  per  150  litres  (20  gallons)  the  clearly  soluble 
portion  of  2  kilos  (4^2  pounds)  of  chloride  of  lime.  Manipu- 
late in  this  bath  for  three-quarters  of  an  hour,  drain  well,  and 
again  work  for  the  same  length  of  time  in  cold  1%  per  cent, 
hydrochloric  acid.  Finally,  rinse  well  in  cold  water.  Now 
follows  a  bath  of  500  grams  (1  pound)  of  Marseilles  soap,  per 
100  litres  (10 y2  gallons),  temperature  75  deg  C.  Centrifuge, 
again  work  for  half  hour  in  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  and  rinse 
well.  Wool  thus  prepared  (no  doubt  owing  to  the  presence  of 
free,  fatty  acid,  which  may  also  in  other  respects  play  an  im- 
portant part)  unless  the  water  be  very  calcareous,  absorbs  acid 
dyestuffs  without  any  addition  of  free  acid.  The  usual  saving 
of  dyestuff,  well  known  to  printers,  is  also  noticeable,  and  may 
amount  to  as  much  as  20  per  cent. 

With  low-class  goods  the  whole  process  may  even  be  carried 
out  in  a  single  bath  :  First  work  in  the  acid  ;  then  add  the  chlo- 
ride of  lime  gradually,  raise  to  the  boil,  and  add  the  dyestuff. 

As  far  as  white  yarns  or  light  colors  are  concerned,  the  pro 
cess  has  the  great  drawback  that,  unless  it  is  pushed  far  enough 
to  turn  the  wool  yellow,  the  result  aimed  at  is  but  partially  at- 
tained. Moreover,  it  is  stated  that  goods  finished  in  this  man 
ner  have  again  on  storing  gradually  lost  the  crisp,  silky  feel  so 
laboriously  attained.  Finally,  the  treatment  deprives  the  fibre 
of  felting  properties,  and  can  therefore  be  applied  in  certain 
cases  only.

COLORS    AND    SHADES     IN     1896. 

THE  new  Paris  syndicate  color  card  for  the  spring  of  1896, 
just  out,  shows  a  dearth  of  really  novel  shades  and  a 
large  adherence  to  primal  colorings.  Deep,  rich  yellow  tones, 
including  the  brilliant  nasturtium,  are  prominent. 

The  greens  are  in  great  strength,  and  embrace  some  good 
tones,  including  three  tender  leaf  greens,  suggesting  the  early 
spring.  The  magenta  family  is  well  represented,  the  range  in- 
cluding every  shade,  from  the  lightest  to  the  darkest.  Two  new 
shades  of  pink  are  shown.  In  greys  there  is  nothing  really  new, 
except  in  name.  The  violet  shades  include  three  of  a  bluish 
tone  and  two  of  a  reddish  tone. 

Oyster  white  is  a  new  tint  that  needs  no  further  description. 
It  has  been  remarked  that  the  wit  of  the  French  is  nowhere 
more  clearly  shown,  nor  their  discriminating  use  of  language, 
than  the  nomenclature  of  their  color  card  discloses  :  Clair  de 
lune,  smoke,  enraged  rat  and  subdued  mouse  ;  eminence,  a 
bishop  purple  ;  vesuve,  a  flame-colored  yellow  ;  lettuce,  Nile 
green,  reseda,  are  instances  of  nice  perspicacity  in  words,  to 
which  is  added  a  sense  of  the  gay  and  amusing.  Take,  for 
example,  a  gamut  of  blues,  ranging  from  ciel,  a  sky-blue,  through 
azurine,  lumineux,  Alpine,  saphirine,  electrique,  none  of  which 
could  possibly  be  confounded  with  the  other  by  anyone  of 
average  intelligence. 

There  are  about  18  shades  on  the  spring  card  which  found 
no  place  in  the  fall  and  winter  lists.  The  new  orange-red 
shades  are  already  being  used  in  fine  millinery  and  silken  goods. 
The  list  begins  with  these  shades,  of  which  Giroflee  was  called 
Van  Dyck  before.  The  golden  yellow  Regent  is  followed  by 
Duguesclin,  Capucine,  Giroflee,  Uiavolo  and  Dante.  The  last 
three  shades  are  decidedly  reddish,  somewhat  on  the  brick 
order  of  shades,  and  very  rich  in  effect. 

Xext  in  order  come  the  china  greens,  as  they  are  of  the 
bluish-green  tints  often  seen  in  fine  chinaware. 

A  pale  water  green  heads  the  list  as  Benvenuto,  then  Palissy, 
Ceramique  and  Saxe.  The  two  darker  tones  lose  much  of  the 
blue  tint,  and  are  known  as  Palmyre  and  Delphes.  In  the  card 
issued  they  were  Chine  and  Japon. 

Pale  yellow  or  stem-green  shades  are  returned  to  the  card, 
after  an  absence  of  a  year,  under  the  titles  of  Printanier,  Peu- 
plier  and  Ormeau. 

The  strong  shades  of  the  winter,  Moskowa  and  Russe,  are 
found  in  this  list,  with  a  shade  between,  Ozof. 

The  vivid  cherry-pink  tints  repeat  the  Bengale,  Flox  and 
Reine  of  last  season,  with  a  deeper  tone,  Roi,  which  is  a  bright 
cerise.  Rose  and  corall  are  here  and  a  deep  coral  shade  called 
I. ilium. 

Coquelicot,  cardinal  and  grenat  are  back  again,  like  old 
friends.  So  are  the  familiar  greys — -argent,  nickel  and 
platine. 


Two  beige  shades  appear— beige  and  caille — but  golden 
browns  have  spoiled  their  whilom  favor. 

The  same  brown  shades  are  for  spring  as  we  have  seen  this 
fall,  beginning  at  the  golden  tan,  Coree,  and  following  down, 
Formose,  Kola,  tabac,  marron  and  loutre. 

Blue  is  a  neglected  color  for  1896,  to  judge  from  this  new 
card.  The  ever-worn  matelot  and  marine  are  represented,  also 
ciel  and  turquoise  shade,  recheur. 

Sauge  reminds  one  of  jacinthe,  and  is  the  only  reminder  of 
bleuet  in  the  list  of  blues. 

A  new  bright  blue  is  clochette,  of  a  little  purplish  cast. 

Ivoire,  creme,  mais,  genet  and  ebenier  are  kept,  from  the 
fact  that  they  are  as  handsome  as  cream  and  yellow  shades 
can  be. 

The  violet  or  purple  tints  are  repeated  from  the  present  sea 
son — clematite,  iris,  petunia  and  parme,  the  latter  being  more 
bluish  than  the  others. 

The  reddish-purple  Duchesse  is  used  again,  and  a  lighter 
shade,  Ophelia,  that  might  be  styled  a  mauve. 

Brown,  green,  orange-red,  cherry  pinks,  also  coral  pink  and 
violet,  are  pronounced  perfectly  safe  colors  for  the  spring. 


THE  VALUE  OF  CASH  DISCOUNTS. 

TOO  little  attention  is  paid  by  retailers,  and  even  jobbers,  to 
the  points  there  are  in  discounts,"  says  a  recent  mercan- 
tile writer.  "One  or  two  per  cent,  off  for  cash  looks  small,  but 
in  reality  it  is  considerable.  If  a  man  buys  $10,000  worth  of 
goods  and  gets  2  per  cent,  off  for  cash,  he  saves  $200.  Would  he 
like  to  go  out  and  pay  $200  for  $10,000  for  twenty  days,  or  $20 
for  $1,000  the  same  time?  No,  he  would  say  it  was  bad  finan- 
ciering, and  yet  that's  just  what  hundreds  of  business  men  are 
doing  every  day  all  over  the  country.  Nine  dollars,  1  percent.; 
ten  days  ;  thirty  days  net.  Does  it  pay  to  discount  such  a  bill  ? 
At  first  glance  you  would  be  inclined  to  say  no,  but  did  you 
ever  stop  to  figure  ?  Of  course,  it's  only  9  cents.  Suppose  I 
come  to  you  and  say  :  '  Brother  merchant,  will  you  oblige  me 
with  a  loan  of  $9  for  twenty  days,  providing  I  pay  you  interest 
at  18  per  cent.?'  You  would  not  hesitate  to  comply  with  my 
request,  that  is,  if  my  credit  was  good. 

"  Well,  this  is  exactly  what  a  jobber  offers  you  when  he  says: 
'  One  per  cent.,  ten  days  ;  thirty  days  net.'  Yes,  he  offers  you 
18  per  cent,  for  the  use  of  $9  for  twenty  days,  and  what's  queer 
about  it,  you  ignore  his  offer,  preferring  to  pay  him  18  percent, 
for  the  use  of  that  amount  for  twenty  days.  You  may  say  : 
'  Had  I  the  money  I  would  discount  all  my  bills.'  Why,  you 
don't  need  the  ready  cash  to  do  so.  Now,  let  me  ask  you 
another  question.  Suppose  I  sell  you  a  bill  of  goods  with  terms 
1  per  cent,  ten  days,  thirty  days  net,  and  you  were  prepared  to 
pay  at  the  end  of  thirty  days.  Now,  suppose  I  offered  you  a 
discount  when  the  bill  became  due,  would  you  take  it?  Yes  ? 
Then,  why  don't  you? 

"To  be  brief,  why  don't  you,  on  the  tenth  day,  go  to  your 
banker  and  get  the  required  amount  for  twenty  days  at  ten  pet- 
cent.,  so  that  in  reality  you  profit  8  per  cent.,  as  pou  pay  the 
banker  10  per  cent.,  and  the  jobber  pays  you  18  per  cent. 

These  little  things  are  well  worth  your  attention.  Do  not 
pass  them  by  as  trifles,  light  as  air,  but  remember,  discounting 
little  bills  makes  it  easier  to  discount  the  big  bills." 
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A    WORD    TO    GIRLS    IN    STORES. 

IT  is  tiresome  to  stand  behind  the  counter  the  whole  day  long 
and  wait  upon  women  whom  you  think  more  fortunate  than 
yourself.  Hut  does  this  excuse  your  being  indifferent  to  them  ? 
Does  this  excuse  your  unwillingness  to  show  the  goods  you  are 
put  there  to  sell?  Of  course,  your  behavior  explains  why  you 
seldom  get  beyond  being  the  girl  behind  the  counter,  writes 
Ruth  Ashmore  in  Crerand's  Cloak  |oumal.  In  shops  where 
men  are  employed  as  salesmen  it  is  a  fact  that  in  nine  times  out 
of  ten  the  new  man  starts  in  to  learn  all  about  the  stock.  Then 
he  is  able  to  tell  his  customers  which  is  best  and  which  is 
newest.  And  Mrs.  Millionaire,  who  spends  many  hundred 
dollars  at  that  one  place,  says,  "  I'll  wait  until  that  dark  young 
man  is  disengaged  ;  I  prefer  to  have  him  attend  to  me."  This 
is  reported  to  the  superintendent,  and  in  time  the  dark  young 
man  is  promoted,  and  his  promotions  go  on  and  on  and  on, 
until  he  occupies  a  position  of  importance — and  all  because 
he  was  willing  to  take  a  little  trouble.  Why  don't  you  do 
this  ? 

How  many  special  customers  have  you.  I  deal  at  one  store 
where  when  I  wish  either  a  yard  of  ribbon  or  a  bolt  of  it  I 
invariably  wait  for  one  young  girl.  She  has  taken  the  trouble 
to  understand  her  business,  and  within  two  years  she  has  been 
promoted  twice,  and  now  she  is  hoping  to  be  made  the  ribbon 
buyer.  But  in  my  entire  acquaintance  among  girls  behind  the 
counter,  I  regret  to  say  that  she  is  the  only  one  I  know  who  has 
thought  it  worth  while  to  look  into  the  future. 

You  say  you  expect  to  get  married.  That  is  right,  and  I 
hope  you  will  ;  but  you  will  be  just  so  much  more  desirable  as 
a  wife  if  you  are  good  as  a  worker.  And  a  thoughtless,  flippant 
employe  is  going  to  make  a  very  bad  mistress  for  a  house.       I 


respect  the  working  girl  very  much,  because  in  nine  cases  out  of 
ten  she  is  not  working  only  for  herself. 

There  is  nothing  finer  than  a  noble  woman,  and  the  girl  who 
is  giving  a  helping  hand  to  those  whose  years  are  many,  whose 
working  days  are  almost  over,  deserves,  not  only  your  and  my 
approbation,  but  she  also  deserves  to  be  told  of  her  small  mis 
takes  -for  they  are  small — so  that  she  may  be  a  better  woman 
every  day  of  her  life. 

What  care  do  you  take  of  your  health  ?  It  ought  to  be  good 
if  you  wish  to  be  honest.  You  owe  it  to  your  employer  that,  as 
far  as  possible,  you  should  be  in  condition  to  work  when  you  are 
in  the  store.  Now,  if  you  danced  in  an  over-heated  room 
until  four  o'clock  in  the  morning,  do  you  think  you  will  be  able 
to  work  with  a  clear  head  at  eight?  Your  head  will  be  aching 
until  you  feel  as  if  it  would  split  ;  and  in  your  heart  you  will  be 
envying  every  girl  who  does  not  have  to  work  as  you  do,  and 
never  once  will  you  dream  of  confessing  that  you  took  your 
pleasure  improperly.  To  do  your  work  honestly,  you  must 
arrange  your  pleasures  so  that  they  will  at  least  end  before 
twelve  o'clock.  You  tell  one  of  the  other  clerks  very  confiden- 
tially that  your  nerves  are  all  broken  to  pieces,  and  you  start 
with  fright  if  anybody  speaks  to  you  suddenly.  And  the  cause  ? 
Well,  it  is  not  often  over-work.

A    BRITISH    MERCHANT'S    GRIEVANCE. 

A  Canadian  merchant  was  crossing  the  ocean  a  few  weeks 
ago,  and  got  into  conversation  with  a  British  dry  goods  man 
who  talked  about  his  country's  policy  towards  foreigners. 
Said  he  :  "  Why,  look  here,  I  am  paying  heavy  taxes  helping  to 
maintain  an  army  and  navy  which  opens  up  new  markets  and 
new  centres  of  trade,  and  yet  when  we  get  possession  of  them 
and  the  Union  Jack  is  flying  over  them,  Britain  admits  the 
merchants  of  every  other  country  to  enter  under  the  same  con- 
ditions she  does  her  own  traders,  while  the  foreigner  hasn't  paid 
a  shilling  of  the  cost.  There  is  the  opening  up  of  the  Burmah 
and  other  districts  of  India,  the  cost  of  which  has  compelled  the 
Indian  Government  to  put  on  those  cotton  duties  which  Man- 
chester men  are  feeling  so  keenly.  Well,  we  are  paying  the 
piper,  but  the  foreigner  is  allowed  to  dance  without  a  fee."  The 
Textile  Mercury  brings  out  this  point  very  clearly  in  a  recent 
issue,  when  it  says  :  "  Do  the  newspaper  writers  and  anti- British 
politicians  of  the  United  States,  who  are  so  ready  to  denounce 
the  '  rapacity  '  of  this  country,  understand  the  one  plain  (act 
that  on  every  spot  of  earth  that  we  bring  under  the  influence  of 
our  civilization  we  welcome  all  nations  on  the  same  terms  as  we 
go  there  ourselves  ?  At  an  immense  cost  of  blood  and  money 
we  acquired  and  hold  India.  It  has  a  population  of  about  300,- 
000,000,  constituting  a  vast  commercial  market.  If  we  reserved 
that  market  to  ourselves  by  a  differential  tariff,  as  do  the  Conti- 
nental powers  with  their  colonies,  Oreat  Britain  would  be  many 
millions  sterling  richer  every  year.  But  France,  Germany, 
Holland,  the  United  States,  and  every  other  nation,  trade  with 
India  upon  the  same  terms  as  we  do  ourselves  ;  and  the  same 
remark  applies  to  all  our  colonies.  And  yet  American  poli- 
ticians and  newspaper  writers  can  hardly  find  words  bad  enough 
to  call  us  by."

Mean- 
time comparatively  little  demand  exists  for  immediate  use,  the

tone    exists 

in  this  market  regarding  the  quality  in  demand.  Few  buyers 
of  any  importance  were  this  season  interested  in  German  or 
Italian  goods,  the  almost  universal  demand  being  for  French 
skins,  and  of  a  guaranteed  quality.  While  a  certain  surplus  is 
invariably  provided  by  agencies  of  leading  makers,  they  have 
not  to  any  extent  anticipated  a  sorting  up  stock  of  inferior 
goods.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  because  the  difference  between 
a  good  and  a  poor  glove  is  very  little,  and  the  latter  sooner  or 
later  proves  an  injury  to  the  reputation  of  both  parties.  Al 
ready  the  New  York  market  is  getting  sick  of  the  cheap  trash 
with  which  it  was  flooded  a  year  or  two  ago,  and  a  reaction  is 
now  taking  place  in  favor  of  standard  French  goods,  so  much 
so,  that  according  to  the  most  reliable  sources  of  information, 
high  prices  are  not  only  likely  to  continue  in  the  French  skin 
market,  but  must  advance. 

Buyers,  say  these  authorities,  who  have  not  yet  completed 
their  requirements,  should  not  delay  doing  so.  The  margin 
retained  by  jobbers  is  so  very  small  that  any  further  advance 


must  be  placed  upon  the  present  quotations,  as  no  good  glove 
house  will  be  willing  to  reduce  quality  of  established  brands  in 
order  to  meet  new  figures. 

(irenoble  advices  remark  upon  the  unusually  large  quantity 
of  black  gloves  turned  out  this  year ;  we  take  *it  that  people 
are  tired  of  cheap  blacks,  which  have  always  resulted  in  trouble 
and  loss  for  all  concerned.  It  can  never  be  otherwise,  owing  to 
the  strong  acids  used  in  dyeing  and  which  inferior  skins 
cannot  stand. 

Regarding  spring  styles  and  colors  it  seems  likely  that  no 
special  novelties  will  appear,  but  certainly  contrast  colored 
stitching  on  blacks  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  Self-stitch  with 
colored  points,  especially  white  and  butter  shades,  will  have  a 
run.

ALL  the  leading  Canadian  manufacturers'  products  are  equal 
to  anything  made  abroad.  Yet  the  bulk  of  them  have  to 
i lied  imported  goods  to  sell  them.  It  is  not  unusual  for  a 
manufacturer  to  see  a  salesman  showing  his  goods  and  calling 
them  imported.  The  salesman  is  particular  to  explain,  and  he 
believes  that  they  are  made  in  Europe  ;  and  he  often  adds  that 
nothing  so  fine  is  made  in  Canada.  Naturally  the  manufacturer 
feels  hurt.  He  has  spent  time  and  money  in  perfecting  his 
plant.  He  uses  the  finest  raw  materials.  He  sees  that  every 
piece  which  leaves  his  factory  is  perfect.  He  comes  from  the 
salesman  to  The  Dry  Goods  Review  and  wants  the  injustice 
of  the  thing  pointed  out. 

We  are  always  glad  to  do  this,  but  the  real  remedy  lies  with 
the  manufacturer  himself.  He  should  let  the  trade,  and,  through 
them,  the  public,  know  that  he  makes  superior  goods.  He 
should  put  his  name,  trade  mark  or  brand  on  every  piece  he 
turns  out.  He  should  see  that  every  piece  is  the  best  in  quality, 
that  it  is  finished  and  packed  better,  if  possible,  than  anything 
imported.  If  goods  are  not  right,  let  him  offer  to  take  them 
back.  He  should  not  have  many  returned,  and  these  will 
enable  him  to  locate  his  weak  spots. 

Have  manufacturers  considered  that  by  using  their  name  or 
brand  as  a  guarantee  of  superior  quality  they  are  building  a 
reputation  that  will  be  invaluable  in  years  to  come  when  competi- 
tion will  be  keen,  when  others  will  have  to  spend  thousands  of 
dollars  in  advertising  to  gain  a  foothold?  It  costs  a  trifle  to 
print  a  name  on  goods  or  on  tickets  attached  to  goods,  yet  a 
brand  established  in  the  early  years  of  a  clever,  but  struggling, 
manufacturer,  has  often  made  his  own  and  his  sons'  fortunes 
later  in  life. 

One  after  another  the  Canadian  manufacturers  are  realizing 
the  importance  of  thus  associating  their  names  with  the  best 
goods  they  produce.  The  latest  is  the  Gait  Knitting  Co.,  who 
write  us  that  they  will  brand  all  their  goods  in  future.  At  this 
mill  is  being  manufactured  for  high-class  trade  a  superior  qual- 
ity of  lamb's  wool  and  merino  underwear,  which  is  up  to  date  in 
make,  shades  and  finish.  No  garment  adds  more  to  the  com- 
fort of  the  wearer  than  a  well-fitting  shirt  or  drawer.  But  unless 
underwear  is  known  by  a  name,  which  by  its  excellence 
wins  trade,  half  the  work  of  the  maker  is  lost.  To  meet 
this  the  Gait  Knitting  Co.  have  adopted  and  registered  a 
trade  mark,  so  that  their  make  of  goods  may  always  be  known 
as  "  The  Tiger  Brand."  Being  confident  that  the  quality,  finish, 
etc.,  will  command  trade,  the  Gait  Co.  are  challenging  scrutiny 
of  their  goods  by  adopting  the    "  Tiger  "  as  a  permanent  brand. 

The  company  advertises  that  in  order  to  get  this  high-class 
make  of  underwear  into  close  touch  with  retailers  who  are 
always  on  the  look-out  for  novelties  and  specialties,  they  intend 
to  sell  direct  to  the  retail  trade  in  Ontario  and  Quebec,  and 
intend  to  do  so  at  the  lowest  possible  price. 


MELTON    SHIRTS. 

That  too  cheap  a  grade  can  do  much  to  demoralize  the 
whole  trade  in  any  class  of  goods  is  shown  by  a  complaint  made 
to  The  Review  this  month.  Some  years  ago  melton  shirts 
were  introduced  into  Canada  to  offset  the  thriving  trade  in  Can- 
adian flannel  shirts.  The  meltons  were  bright  goods,  and  had 
an  attractive  look,  but  they  were  shoddy.  At  first  they  sold 
well,  and  cut  out  the  home-made  flannels  to  some  extent,  but  as 


their  wearing  qualities  did  not  come  up  to  the  standard  they 
dropped  out  of  the  race,  and  in  the  past  two  years  they  have  not 
been  much  in  evidence.  But  the  effect  in  competition  is  still 
felt,  in  that  many  who  bought  mistook  them  for  Canadian  flan- 
nels, and  the  native  article  has  had  to  rehabilitate  itself  with 
these  people  since.  "  There  are  signs,"  said  the  man  who  made 
this  complaint  to  The  Review,  "that  meltons  may  be  intro- 
duced again,  but  I  don't  think  it  a  desirable  trade  for  seller  or 
buyer." 

ENLARGING    IN    SMALLWARES. 

S.  Greenshields,  Son  &  Co.  have  made  a  new  departure  in 
the  small  wares  business.  They  have  engaged  the  entire  staff  of 
this  department  from  the  late  firm  of  Samson,  Kennedy  &  Co. 
This  department  will  be  found  complete  with  a  full  assortment 
of  fancy  smallwares,  notions,  etc,  both  in  American  and  Euro- 
pean novelties,  in  a  short  time. 


STYLES    IN    CLOTHING. 

"  There  are  not  many  radical  changes  in  styles  of  clothing 
now,"  said  one  of  the  most  experienced  men  in  the  trade  to 
The  Dry  Goods  Review  the  other  day,  "  compared  to  the 
fashions  formerly.  When  styles  change  now  they  do  so  gradu- 
ally and  extremes  are  not  found.  There  is  more  good  taste 
shown  to-day  among  all  classes  in  the  demand  for  clothing,  and 
the  manufacturers  bear  this  in  mind.  A  flashy  article,  an 
extreme  novelty,  is  not  much  in  demand,  and  the  few  who  go  in 
for  them  are  not  the  best  buyers  of  clothing.  That  is  one 
reason  why  ready-made  suits  are  in  favor.  They  are  made  in 
accordance  with  good  taste  and  on  the  right  model. 

"  So  far  as  prevailing  tendencies  are  concerned,  one  notices 
a  few  changes,  such  as  the  use  of  more  bindings  on  coats,  which 
is  quite  marked.  Then  the  pants  continue  to  grow  smaller  at 
the  feet,  and  are  being  made  well  hollowed  up  at  the  instep. 
The  favor  in  which  mohair  goods  are  held  is  not  confined  to 
the  women  by  any  means,  and  in  men's  clothing  mohair  mixtures 
are  much  in  demand.  The  rough  surface  of  such  goods  fits 
them  more  particularly  for  cold  weather,  but  they  are  called  for 
even  in  spring,  because  though  warm  they  are  not  heavy,  and 
their  appearance  is  attractive.  One  large  house  has  had 
several  repeats  this  season  for  mohair  mixture  suits.  In  coats, 
the  four-button  sack  continues  to  hold  its  own,  but  the  straight 
front  single-breasted  is  doing  very  well." 

EXTRA    VALUES    IN    LINENS. 

In  linens  S.  Greenshields,  Son  &  Co.  are  showing  some  extra 
values  in  towelings,  with  both  plain  and  fancy  borders,  in  16, 
18,  20  and  22  inches.  Bleached  damasks,  with  napkins  to 
match,  are  a  special  feature  this  season. 


A    BUSINESS    TARIFF. 

SINCE  the  remarks  in  the  last  issue  of  The  Review  upon 
the  absolute  necessity  of  having  the  tariff  regulated  by 
business  considerations  only,  we  have  received  some  communi- 
cations upon  the  subject.  The  consensus  of  opinion  favors  the 
idea,  and  though  some  objections  are  raised  as  to  the  practic- 
ability of  the  method  proposed,  its  principle  is  generally 
approved  of. 

It  will   not   matter  a  whit  to  the  business  men  of  Canada 
what  party  is  in  power  it  the  old  system  of  tinkering  at  the  tariff 
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every  session  is  going  to  prevail  ;  if  deputations  with  a  "  pull  " 
are  allowed  to  work  the  strings  while  the  Government  dance  at 
the  pleasure  of  those  who  manipulate  the  ropes.  The  system  is 
bad  and  wants  reform. 

But  supposing  one  of  the  political  parties  promises  to  eschew 
wire-pulling,  and  special  privileges  in  connection  with  the  framing 
of  the  tariff  and  to  regulate  it  on  an  honest  independent  basis. 
Well,  what  of  that  ?  Who,  in  that  event,  would  be  the  arbiters 
of  our  business  interests  ?  Simply  a  Government  of  lawyers  and 
politicians.  Who  endowed  lawyers  and  professional  politicians 
with  the  special  knowledge  required  to  frame  a  tariff  for  business 
men  ?  They  might  be  better  or  worse  than  their  predecessors, 
but  they  would  not  be  any  better  qualified  to  decide  purely 
business  questions,  and  we  would  have  a  repetition  of  the  same 
old  methods  that  have  disgusted  business  men  the  last  twenty — 
yes,  thirty — years. 

Both  political  Darties  have  officially  announced  that  some 
kind  of  a  tariff  is  required  to  raise  a  revenue.  That  much  is 
settled  and  definite.  And  what  The  Dry  Goods  Review 
contends  for  is  that  the  kind  of  tariff  we  are  to  have  should 
emanate,  not  from  the  politicians  but  the  business  men.  That 
can  only  be  done  by  some  open,  above-board  method  of  getting 
at  the  opinions  and  wishes  of  the  commercial  interests — im- 
porter, manufacturer,  merchant  and  consumer. 

The  Montreal  Board  of  Trade  has  asked  for  a  commission, 
or  board  of  customs  experts,  to  decide  disputes  arising  under 
the  tariff.  That  is  good —as  far  as  it  goes.  But  why  shouldn't 
we  begin  at  the  beginning  and  have  the  tariff  itself  settled  by 
persons  who  know  something  about  the  matter  ?  Why  should 
we  be  at  the  mercy  of  the  professional  politicians — of  either 
party — who  are  not  specially  endowed  with  the  experience  or 
the  capacity  required  in  the  circumstances? 

If  a  man  is  sick  he  does  not  send  for  a  veterinary  surgeon  ; 
if  he  has  a  lawsuit  he  doesn't  call  in  the  carpenter;  if  he  is 
going  to  enlarge  his  barn  he  never  thinks  of  consulting  a 
Cabinet  Minister.  Why,  then,  should  a  business  question  be 
entrusted  to  lawyers  and  politicians  ? 

Now  is  the  time — when  we  are  on  the  eve  of  an   election - 
to  extort   from   both   parties    a    definite    promise    that    future 
changes  shall  be  recommended  by  our  commercial  men. 


A     GOOD     SIGN. 

It  seems  probable  that  this  year  will  be  a  good  one  for  wheat 
exports.  War  in  Europe  has  not  broken  out,  but  the  demand 
promises  to  be  good.  Shipments  via  the  St.  Lawrence  route 
are  already  being  contracted  for,  and  the  arrangements  for 
spring  shipments  are  earlier  than  last  year.  It  is  reported  that 
space  for  750,000  bushels  of  wheat  and  corn  has  been  contracted 
for,  and  inquiries  for  more  are  recorded.  This  is  an  early  move- 
ment and  does  not  indicate  lower  prices.  No  one  wants  a  war, 
but  if  one  is  bound  to  come — and  the  European  situation  is 
more  menacing  than  it  has  been  any  time  in  the  last  ten  years — 
the  effect  on  prices  would  be  marked.  The  Canadian  merchant 
knows  what  it  means  when  prices  for  wheat  are  good,  and  there 
is  plenty  on  hand  to  sell  abroad.  It  is  also  gratifying  to  note 
that  the  leading  dairy  authorities  believe  that  1896  is  going  to 
be  a  satisfactory  one.  Prices  are  higher,  and  the  British 
demand  is  fully  expected  to  improve.  Cheese  is  now  so  im- 
portant a  factor  in  all  the  provinces  that  countrv  storekeepers 
may  well  be  glad  to  hear  of  these  indications  of  better  times. 

The  representative  of  a  large  loan  company  doing  business 
in  Manitoba  and  the  Territories  told  the  Dry  Goods  Review 
the  other  day  that  western  farmers  were  in  far  better  shape  after 
the  1895  crop.  The  transactions  of  this  concern  alone  showed 
that  over  $100,000  had  been  paid  off  since  the  crop  was  gath- 
ered, mostly.by  owners  of  small  farms.  The  larger  proprietors 
are  holding  for  better  prices,  and  there  must  be  pretty  near  75 
percent,  of  the  wheat  still  to  be  sold,  with  good  prospect  of  dis 
posing  of  it  later  on.  Another  such  season  would  make  Mam 
toba  trade  gilt-edged. 

BRITISH    PRICES    KEEP    UP. 

It  is  a  remarkable  feature  of  the  war  scare  in  Britain  that 
prices,  as  far  as  dry  goods  are  concerned,  have  not  been  de- 
pressed. There  was  an  instant  flurry  in  financial  stocks,  and  a 
good  deal  of  money  lost  by  speculators  in  these  lines,  but  in 
staple  dry  goods  there  has  been  no  such  slump.  The  reports 
from  the  woolen,  cotton  and  silk  manufacturing  centres  all  indi- 
cate continued  firmness  and  sustained  activity.  Of  course,  in 
some  lines  the  war  scare  has  actually  tended  to  keep  prices  up, 
because  the  heads  of  the  war  and  naval  departments  of  Govern- 
ment have  had  occasion  to  go  over  their  stores,  note  what  short- 
ages there  are,  and  authorize  replenishment.  Take  the  case  of 
woolens,  for  example  ;  large  orders  have  been  placed  for  blank- 
ets and  clothing,  which  tends  to  keep  the  mills  busy,  and  acts 
directly  on  the  foreign  markets.

Among  the  front  rank  men  connected  with  the  Bradford 
trade,  says  the  Bradford,  England,  correspondent  of  an  Ameri-

hand  to  one  of  great  commercial  importance,  of  personal  afflu- 
ence, and  also  of  social  and  political  eminence.  Although 
primarily  and  pre-eminently  a  maker  of  ladies'  wear,  yet  the 
entire  business  has  become  one  of  the  largest  and  most   impor 
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tant  in  the  worsted  industry,  the  firm  having  one  large  mill  of 
their  own,  and  occupying  room  and  power  at  two  villages 
outside  Bradford,  employing  in  all  about  1,000  hands.  While 
the  firm  has  good  offices  and  warehouses  in  Bradford,  yet  they 
have  warehouses  in  London,  Manchester,  and  on  your  side  in 
Montreal  and  New  York.  The  house  was  the  first  in  Yorkshire 
to  recognize  the  importance  of  making  all-wool  fabrics  similar 
to  the  French  and  Germans,  and  many  years  before  mule  spun 
yarn  was  made  in  England  they  imported  large  quantities  from 
the  continent.  A  good  many  years  ago  this  firm  made  an 
enormous  quantity  of  this  class  of  manufacture  for  your  side,  and 
no  small  degree  of  their  pre-eminence  and  greatness  is  attributed 
to  the  long  continued  trade  they  have  been  doing  with  your  large 
importing  houses." 

Messrs.  Briggs  Priestley  &  Sons  are  represented  in  Canada 
by  the  firm  of  S.  Greenshields,  Son  &  Co.,  Montreal,  who  carry 
a  large  stock  of  their  serges,  eudoras,  cravenettes,  etc. 


BACK    FROM    EUROPE. 

J.  H.  Sherard,  of  the  Alaska  Feather  &  Down  Co.,  has 
returned  from  an  extended  trip  to  Europe.  He  attended  the 
sales  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Co.  early  in  December  and  bought  a 
considerable  quantity  of  wild  goose  feathers  for  the  manufactur- 
ing purposes  of  the  company.  Arrangements  were  also  made 
with  a  Manchester  printing  house  to  print  a  large  quantity  of  cloth 
in  special  designs,  which  were  selected  with  an  eye  to  tasty 
down  quilts.  The  trade  will  appreciate  the  exclusive  designs 
which  have  been  secured  by  this  arrangement,  because  quilts  and 
cushions  are  essentially  articles  that  depend  a  good  deal  for  suc- 
cess on  the  style,  design  and  coloring  of  the  coverings.  Mr. 
Sherard  also  visited  Hamburg,  Prague,  etc.,  and  in  one  place 
went  through  the  feather  factory  of  a  concern  which  has  a  branch 
in  Shanghai,  China,  and  employs  3,000  hands  in  cleaning  and 
coloring  feathers. 

STRONG    IN    STAPLES. 

Stewart  &  McDonald,  represented  in  Canada  by  Mr. 
Harrower,  are  showing  complete  ranges  in  linens,  dress  goods, 
flannelettes  and  cotton  goods.  In  tablings,  towellings,  etc., 
some  special  lines  are  being  offered.

SOUND    ADVICE    ON    PRACTICAL    LOYALTY. 

A  SOCIETY  was  formed  in  Montreal  a  few  months  ago 
called  the  "  United  Empire  Loyalist  Association."  There 
are  various  kinds  of  loyalty,  and  one  of  the  very  best  kind  is 
practical  loyalty.  This  was  the  subject  of  a  highly  interesting 
paper  read  before  the  society,  Jan.  6,  by  Mr.  Robt.  C.  Wilkins, 
who  delivered  a  stirring  and  eloquent  address  on  the  position 
of  Canada  and  the  duties  which  devolve  upon  its  citizens  to 
contribute  to  the  wealth  and  industry  of  the  country.  Mr. 
Wilkins  dwelt  first  upon  the  difficulties  which  the  country  had 
had  to  overcome  before  reaching  its  present  status.  For  instance, 
it  was  a  common  thing  fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago  to  hear  people 
in  the  Maritime  Provinces  speaking  of  Canada  as  a  different 
country  from  their  own,  and  complaining  of  the  west  as  if  the 
various  sections  had  nothing  in  common.  Mr.  Wilkins  con- 
tinued earnestly  to  appeal  for  an  exhibition  of  practical  loyalty, 
which  would  be  an  evidence  that  professed  loyalty  had  some 
life  in  it,  and  said  : 

"  To-day  the  great  west  is  producing  enormous  quantities  of 
cereals,  which  find  their  way  eastward  over  our  great  rail  and 
water  ways,  and  our  manufactures  are  going  westward  to  be 
consumed  by  those  sturdy  agriculturists  that  raise  the  best 
wheat  in  the  world.  Enormous  quantities  of  coal,  much  fish 
and  considerable  home  manufactured  goods  are  being  sold 
to  the  Upper  Provinces,  and  do  we  not  already  see  some  of 
our  product  being  exported  in  winter  from  our  Atlantic  sea- 
board, with  every  indication  of  the  trade  expanding,  as  the 
people  become  accustomed  to  use  their  own  instead  of  Am- 
erican ports  ;  and  let  us  hope  that,  through  the  assistance  of 
our  own  and  the  Imperial  Governments,  and  particularly 
through  the  efforts  of  that  eminent  Canadian  '  of  good  old 
loyalist  stock,'  Sir  Charles  Tupper,  we  may,  in  the  near  future, 
see  a  fast  Atlantic  steamship  service  established  between  Great 
Britain  and  Canada,  via  Halifax  or  St.  John  in  winter,  and  up 
the  noble  St.  Lawrence  to  Montreal  in  summer.  And  to  be 
practically  loyal,  every  importer  and  exporter  should,  as  much 
as  possible,  in  consistency  with  business  requirements,  encourage 
the  Canadian  route. 

"  Let  us  be  practically  loyal  to  the  manufacturers  of  our 
country.      Do  not  despise  an  article  because  it  is  made  in  Can- 


ada and  is  the  handiwork  of  a  Canadian  workman,  but  rather 
purchase  it  in  preference  to  foreign  makes,  if  you  can  make  it 
suit  your  purpose.  And  here  let  me  say  that  Canada  is  to-day 
producing  goods  in  many  branches  of  manufacture  such  as  no 
country  need  be  ashamed  of. 

"And  now  a  word  to  the  ladies  :  Be  practically  loyal  in  that 
most  important  function  in  women's  life,  viz.,  shopping.  You 
never  ask  at  your  grocer's  for  imported  soap,  or  imported  sugar. 
Why,  then,  look  for  imported  goods  when  you  want  an  ordinary 
piece  of  textile?  Allow  me  to  say  that,  in  my  humble  opinion, 
at  least  one-half  of  the  dry  goods  and  house  furnishings  you 
require  in  your  homes  can  be,  and  are,  produced  in  Canada, 
and  by  using  these  instead  of  foreign  makes  you  are  a  practical 
loyalist  by  giving  work  to  the  people  in  the  country,  and  thereby 
helping  to  keep  them  at  home  and  give  Canada  the  benefit  of 
their  citizenship.  Remember,  as  one  hand  assists  the  other,  so 
every  dollar  saved  to  our  country  by  being  spent  here  on  our 
own  products  is  sure  in  one  way  or  another  to  benefit  the  pur- 
chaser of  that  Canadian  article. 

"  I  will  here  call  your  attention  to  an  expression  often  used 
in  this  province  by  the  English-Canadians,  viz.:  'We  Old 
Country  people,'  when  speaking  of  themselves,  in  contra-distinc- 
tion  to  the  French-Canadians  ;  and  perhaps  these  people,  nor 
even  their  parents,  have  ever  seen  the  Old  Country  they  refer 
to.  This  is  an  expression  entirely  out  of  touch  with  the  spirit 
of  the  age.  It  is  certainly  correct  enough  when  used  by  people 
actually  from  the  Old  Country,  but  for  a  Canadian  it  is  absurd 
and  wanting  in  loyalty  to  their  native  land.  English-speaking 
people  are  too  apt  to  claim  the  nationality  of  their  ancestors,  in- 
stead of  at  once  claiming  that  of  their  adoption.  Go  to  one  of 
our  country  parishes  and  ask  the  first  sturdy  habitant  you  meet, 
'What  countryman  are  you  ?'  and  the  answer  will  come,  with- 
out hesitation,  '  Je  suis  un  Canadien  '  ('I  am  a  Canadian.') 
He  does  not  say,  I  am  a  Frenchman,  or  a  French-Canadian. 
No,  he  at  once  claims  the  proud  title  of  Canadian,  thereby 
giving  us  an  example  of  practical  loyalty,  and  here  let  me  add 
my  testimony  to  that  of  many  others  :  that  our  French-Canadian 
fellow-citizens  are  as  loyal  to  Canada  and  her  institutions  as  any 
other  persons  living  in  this  Dominion." 

Mr.  Wilkins  concluded  these  vigorous  sentences  by  an 
appeal  for  loyalty  in  the  press,  which  would  encourage  young 
Canadians  to  remain  tn  Canada  instead  of  emigrating  to  a 
foreign  land,  where  the  lot  would  not  be  as  happy  as  here,  and 
not  attended  by  any  greater  success  than  if  they  remained  at 
home.  The  youth  of  Canada,  he  urged,  should  be  trained  to 
know  the  greatness  of  their  own  country,  to  be  proud  of  it,  to  be 
taught  love  of  their  flag,  and  to  cultivate  national  sports,  so  that 
home  would  be  a  pleasant  place  which  Canadians  would  be 
loath  to  leave.

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CANADIAN     WOOLENS     ABROAD. 

HE  favorable  reports  current  during  the  last  few  months  of 
Canadian  woolens  being  in  demand  abroad  are  borne  out 
by  the  official  returns.  The  value  of  these  goods  sent  abroad  is 
not  so  very  large,  but  it  is  the  fact  that  goods  of  Canadian  make 
are  wanted  elsewhere,  which  is  satisfactory.  It  shows  that  if  our 
manufacturers  turn  out  good  stuff  and  get  a  name  for  it  they 
can  look  for  purchasers  outside  the  local  market.  Take  the 
case  of  the  United  States  for  instance.  The  fact  that  the  tariff 
is  hostile  need  not  prevent  a  steady  demand  for  such  novelties 
and  qualities  that  they  may  not  have  on  hand  themselves. 
Other  countries  have  to  climb  over  hostile  tariffs  as  well  as 
Canadians,  and  the  imports  of  foreign  woolens  into  the  States 
are  annually  very  large.  It  is  well  known  that  mills  like  that  of 
the  Patons,  and  the  Oxford  in  Nova  Scotia  get  profitable  orders 
from  abroad,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  sound  reason  why  the 
business  should  not  steadily  augment.  The  Dry  Goods  Re- 
view has  looked  into  the  figures  of  our  exported  woolens  for 
the  past  six  years.  An  examination  shows  that  1895  produced 
a  brisk  little  business,  the  best  for  three  years  past.  The  value 
of  woolens  sold  abroad  last  year  was  $71,942;  in  1894,  $30,- 
262  ;  in  1893,  $35,993;  in  1892,  $80,644;  in  1891,  $38,528; 
and  in  1890,  $19,990.  The  best  outside  demand  for  Canadian 
made    woolens   comes   from  three  quarters,    as    the    following 

shows :

This  does  not  include  Canadian  ready-made  clothing,  of 
which  we  exported,  in  addition,  last  year  about  $40,000  worth, 
but  covers  tweeds,  coatings,  etc.  In  some  of  these  lines  Can- 
ada is  producing  first-class  material,  and  with  more  enterprise 
and  push  would  do  a  larger  business. 


ABSENCE    OF    SNOW. 

The  lack  of  hard  wintry  weather  in  December  and  the  first 
part  of  January  affected  trade  a  good  deal  in  the  district  of 
Montreal.  The  small  supply  of  snow  retarded  the  trade  in 
country  produce,  while  the  ice  bridge  across  the  St.  Lawrence, 
which  enables  the  traffic  with  the  south  shore  to  be  carried  on  all 
winter,  did  not  take  till  the  second  week  in  January.  Some 
merchants  complained  that  money  was  scarce,  though  trade  was 
better,  on  the  whole,  than  last  year. 


NEW    FACTORY. 

The  warehouse  and  factory  of  the  Alaska  Feather  &  Down 
Co.,  Montreal,  are  to  be  moved  next  month  from  the  present 
premises  on  St.  Sacrament  street.  The  company  are  negotia- 
ing  to  rent  the  warehouse  of  R.  Forsythe  on  the  Canal  Bank, 
which  would  be  a  suitable  place.  In  the  new  factory  a  plant 
for  the  manufacture  of  cotton  comforts  and  flock  mattrasses  will 
be  set  up. 

MR.     BAILEY    ACQUIRES    THE    SCHNEIDER     BUSINESS 

With  January  1st,  a  change  in  connection  with  the  firm  of 
Feter  Schneider's  Sons  &  Co.,  Montreal,  went  into  effect.  Mr. 
Wm.  Taylor  Bailey  has  become  proprietor  of  the  business 
which  he  has  successfully  managed  since  he  established  the 
Canadian  branch  for  this  noted  New  York  firm  several  years 
ago.  Owing  to  the  recent  death  of  Mr.  Otto  Schneider  in  New 
York  it    was  necessary  to  make  a  change,   and  the  Canadian 


branch  of  this  successful  business  has  been  acquired  by  Mr. 
Bailey.  The  Canadian  firm  continues  to  enjoy  the  same  facili- 
ties in  securing  a'l  the  new  and  latest  designs  in  drapery  and 
upholstery  goods  possessed  by  the  American  firm,  and  the  ar- 
rangement is  therefore  a  most  satisfactory  one  for  the  Canadian 
business.  Mr.  Bailey  will  have  the  cordial  good-will  of  the 
trade,  who  have  known  him  for  years  as  the  representative  of  the 
Schneider  firm,  and  who  will  be  glad  to  extend  to  him  person- 
ally the  support  given  to  his  house  in  the  past. 


THE    TORONTO    DRY    GOODS    TRADE. 

There  are  several  features  in  Mr.  Ivey's  report  to  the  Dry 
Goods  Section  of  the  Board  of  Trade  for  1895  which  are  of 
much  interest  to  the  retail,  as  to  the  wholesale,  trade.  The 
report  lakes  a  hopeful  view  of  the  outlook  for  1896,  which  is 
justified  by  the  current  opinion  of  the  trade,  and  by  conditions 
and  prices  at  home  and  abroad.  It  is,  therefore,  satisfactory  to 
know  that,  comparing  last  year  with  the  previous  one,  liit  can 
safely  be  said  there  has  been  improvement,  and  that  the  corner 
to  prosperity  has  been  turned." 

Another  point  which  contains  a  large  moral  for  retailers  is 
the  reference  to  the  Toronto  fires  of  1895.  These  fires 
destroyed  much  fine  property,  dry  goods  among  the  lot,  but 
the  premises  and  stocks  were  well  insured,  and  the  burden  of 
the  loss  fell  chiefly  on  the  insurance  companies.  The  wisdom 
of  keeping  well-insured  is  thus  brought  home  to  the  merchant, 
who  profits  in  more  ways  than  one  by  maintaining  policies  for 
adequate  amounts  and  by  carefully  seeing  that  they  do  not  run 
out  The  merchant  whose  insurance  is  all  right  will  find  him- 
self in  a  better  position  when  buying,  because  those  who  sell 
feel  themselves  protected  and  put  him  on  the  basis  of  a  safe 
customer. 

Mr.  Ivey  also  makes  an  allusion  to  cutting  prices  which 
applies  all  round.  The  large  firm  which  went  to  the  wall 
in  Toronto  recently  was  the  peg  on  which  the  remarks  are  hung, 
but  the  principle  laid  down  is  sound,  that  "  no  business  can 
succeed  without  legitimate  profit  being  realized  upon  sales  in 
all  and  every  department."  This  is  just  as  true  in  one  class  of 
trade  as  another.  A  bad  example  spreads.  The  merchant 
who  congratulates  himself  on  getting  goods  from  a  house  weak 
and  foolish  enough  to  sell  below  the  market  price  need  not 
expect  that  the  funeral,  when  it  comes,  will  not  be  his.  He  will 
find  that  his  retail  competitor  will  begin  the  same  game  to  his 
own  discomfiture  as  well  as  all  those  around  him.  It  may 
safely  be  accepted  as  true  that  in  the  long  run  indiscriminate 
cutting  will  be  as  injurious  to  the  retail  as  it  has  been  to  the 
wholesale  trade.

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THE  USES  OF  A  BOARD  OF  TRADE. 

THE  Ottawa  Board  of  Trade  is  four  years  old,  and  has  just 
elected  its  officers  for  the  year  1896.  We  observe  that  a 
leading  dry  goods  man,  Mr.  C.  Ross,  is  first  vice-president,  and 
that  a  favorable  report  on  the  progress  of  the  Board  was  made  by 
the  efficient  secretary,  Mr.  Garland,  who  shows  that  sixteen 
questions  of  great  public  interest  and  importance  were  dealt 
with  during  the  year.  The  success  of  an  organization  of  this 
kind  depends  greatly  upon  the  zeal  and  devotion  of  its  officers, 
and  special  reference  was  made  at  the  meeting  to  the  satisfac- 
tory and  faithful  services  of  the  secretary,  Mr.  Garland.  Ottawa 
is  a  good  trade  centre.  It  enjoys  an  active  business  all  the 
year  round,  and  its  retail  merchants  are  well  up-to-date.  The 
Board  of  Trade  is,  therefore,  a  useful  body,  and  when  it  speaks 
is  listened  to  as  the  voice  of  a  sound  commercial  community. 
No  better  or  more  convenient  medium  for  airing  the  grievances 
of  trade,  or  investigating  questions  of  commercial  interest,  or 
making  representations  to  Government,  can  be  proposed  than  an 
organization  of  this  kind.  In  the  present  unsatisfactory  con- 
dition of  politics,  when  business  men  don't  get  their  fair  share 
of  representation  in  Parliament,  or  due  attention  from  govern- 
ments run  by  politicians,  a  Board  of  Trade  is  a  necessity.  In 
places  where  a  Board  of  Trade  sounds  too  ambitious  an  organi- 
zation for  merchants  to  form,  some  body  uniting  the  business 
men  of  the  place  should  be  attempted.  It  ought  to  be  more 
than  a  paper  organization,  in  any  event,  and  do  real  work.  The 
other  day  the  present  Government  met  with  a  bad  defeat  in 
Montreal  Centre,  largely  because  the  well-founded  grievances  of 
the  business  men  were  systematically  neglected.  This  is  a 
good  sign.     We    hope  to  see  the   day  when  every  Government 


will  dread  offending  the  business  vote.  Every  "  vote  "  seems 
to  have  a  potent  influence  in  politics  except  the  business  vote, 
which  is  really  the  most  important,  because  by  the  enterprise, 
the  capital  and  the  courage  of  our  commercial  men  the  country 
is  made  what  it  is.

FINGERING    WOOL    OF    FULL    VALUE. 

Fingering  wool  in  all  shades  is  being  offered  by  Wm. 

The  wools 
are  put  up  16  oz.  to  the  pound,  the  firm  not  having  fallen  into 
the  bad  practice  of  putting  up  short  weights,  which,  at  appa- 
rently lower  prices,  are  not  bargains  at  all. 


BUSIER     FACTORIES     IN     1896. 

THE  activity  of  business  in  Canada  is  always  reflected  by  the 
factories  being  at  work,  and  as  no  regular  record  of  their 
condition  all  the  year  round  is  accessible  to  the  general  public 
it  is  largely  a  matter  of  guess-work,  or  of  daily  newspaper  re- 
port. The  reports  in  the  daily  press  generally  relate  to  a  tem- 
porary state  of  things.  So-ajid-So's  factory  is  working  full  time 
just  now,  or  is  shut  down  for  a  fortnight,  or  on  half-time.  These 
reports  are  of  no  particular  value  as  an  indication  of  general 
business.  A  far  better  indication,  though  not  conclusive,  is 
the  quantity  of  raw  material  imported.  Just  as  a  merchant 
does  not  buy  goods  when  he  thinks  there   is    small  prospect  of 


selling  them,    neither   does   a    manufacturer  buy  raw  material 
without  intending  to  make  it  up  into  the  manufactured  article. 

The  imports  of  raw  material  are,  therefore,  worth  keeping  an 
eye  upon  as  one  sign  of  the  general  business  outlook.  To  judge 
by  the  imports  of  raw  material  into  Canada  in  1895  tn's 
year  promises  well  in  Canadian  goods,  and  the  following  state- 
ment, compiled  from  the  recently  issued  official  returns,  con- 
cerns those  lines  which  dry  goods  merchants  as  a  rule  handle.

From  the  above  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  imports  for  the 
cotton  and  woolen  mills  show  a  large  increase,  quite  in  keeping 
with  the  revived  business  conditions  of  1896.  The  jute,  hemp 
and  rubber  manufacturers  seem  also  to  have  laid  in  supplies  for 
a  larger  business,  and  with  busier  factories  the  storekeepers  may 
reasonably  expect  to  augment  their  sales.  In  the  statement 
just  quoted  the  quantities  of  material  are  given  rather  than  the 
value  in  dollars,  because  the  enhanced  cost  of  staple  products 
last  year  might  not  necessarily  mean  an  increase  of  quantity 
imported.  However,  there  are  a  few  items  which  the  official 
figures  only  record  in  dollars,  such  as  the  following  :

Here,  too,  the  prospects  of  active  work  in  the  mills  and 
other  establishments  using  these  materials  are  good.  Alto- 
gether, we  may  conclude  that  1896  will  be  a  busier  year  than 
its  predecessor. 

In  the  returns  for  1895  we  notice  for  the  first  time  a  line  of 
goods,  classified  separately,  which  points  to  the  initiation  of  an 
industry  which  may  ultimately  be  very  important — that  is,  the 
dyeing  of  the  finest  cloths  for  dress  goods.  An  item  of  woolen 
fabrics  in  the  grey  imported  for  dyeing  in  Canada  amounts  to 
191,443  square  yards.  Cloth  is  now  being  dyed  and  finished 
in  Toronto  of  the  highest  grade,  and  the  results  are  satis- 
factory.

The  business  paper  is  all  business,  for  it  can  contain  nothing 
excepting  that  directly  pertaining  to  the  business  it  represents. 

The  business  paper  is  the  distributer  of  hard  business  litera- 
ture. 

The  business  paper  is  the  periodical  clearing  house  in  which 
is  made  the  balance  of  trade. 

The  business  paper  increases  trade  ;  regulates  competition  ; 
protects  industries.

[that  position  it  will  be  read  conscientiously  and  intelligently  by 
[every  business  man  who  has  proven  his  right  to  do  business.

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LACE:     A    CHARMING    VANITY. 

Written  for  The  Dry  Goods  Review. 

LACE  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  things  in  this  world,  ad- 
mired by  all,  and  dating  from  the  earliest  times.  It  is  as 
old  as  the  Assyrians  and  Egyptians,  and  traces  of  this  can  still 
be  found  on  their  imperishable  monuments. 

The  origin  of  lace-making  is  unknown,  and  does  not  appear 
as  a  complete  invention  before  the  sixteenth  century,  when,  for 
the  first  time,  we  hear  ot  the  Puntodi  Venizia,  Punto  di  Spagua, 
Point  d'Alencon,  Point  de  Flandre,  and  the  early  thread  laces 
of  the  south  of  England  started  by  Flemish  emigrants.  The 
cruel  Queen  Catherine  de  Medici  seems  to  have  devoted  con- 
siderable time  to  lace-making  and  teaching  the  young  princesses, 
among  them  Marguerite,  the  future  Queen  of  Henri  IV.,  who 
left  her  name  to  a  make  long  known  as  "  Reine  Margot."  Mary 
Queen  of  Scots  was  also  a  skilful  worker,  and  made  with  her 
own  hands  the  veil  that  shielded  her  beautiful  face  on  the  scaffold. 

Valenciennes  is  perhaps  the  best  known  of  laces,  and  was 
made  of  the  finest  thread  spun  in  Europe,  valued  at  $4,000  per 
yard.  To-day  this  same  lace  is  made  by  machinery.  In  fact, 
the  white  and  black  thread  laces  made  twenty  years  ago  in 
Buckingham  and  Oxfordshire,  the  Chantillies  of  Normandy,  the 
Valenciennes  of  Valenciennes,  Point  d'Alencon  of  Alencon, 
and  the  Guipures  of  Saxony,  have  all  ceased  to  be  made  by  hand, 
and  the  two  great  centres,  Nottingham  and  Calais,  turn  out  all 
these  goods  now  to  such  a  high  degree  of  perfection  by  ma- 
chinery that  the  lace  workers  of  a  generation  back  have  long 
since  devoted  their  spare  time  to  other  pursuits. 

Brussels  point  lace  is  practically  the  only  expensive  hand- 
made lace  in  the  market  to-day.     The  flax  is  especially  grown  in 


Brabant,  and  the  thread  spun  therefrom  is  of  extreme  fineness, 
the  finest  quality  being  spun  in  dark  underground  rooms  to 
avoid  the  dry  air,  which  may  cause  the  thread  to  break,  and  to 
secure  the  best  light,  which  is  done  by  admitting  a  single  beam 
at  a  time  upon  the  work. 

In  the  seventies  Torchon  lace  made  its  appearance  in 
Europe,  and,  strange  to  say,  is  still  selling  to-day,  and  better  than 
ever.  Several  million  dollars  of  this  lace  alone  are  consumed  in 
the  United  States  yearly  and  a  proportionate  quantity  in  Can- 
ada, it  being  the  cheapest  and  only  selling  real  lace  on  the 
market. 

Small  attempts  have  already  been  made  to  introduce  the 
manufacture  of  lace  into  the  United  States,  but  as  labor  is  so 
much  cheaper  in  Europe,  in  spite  of  a  protective  duty  of  50  per 
cent,  in  the  United  States,  it  has  so  far  amounted  to  very  little. 
And,  speaking  of  this,  when  is  such  an  enterprise  going  to  be 
started  here,  right  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  where  our  habitant 
wives  and  girls  are  just  as  thrifty  and  able  as  their  ancestors  to 
produce  lace  ? 

We  now  manufacture  and  compete  easily  with  nearly  all 
Europe  produces.  Why  not  also  evolve  our  own  dreams  in 
woven  thread,  from  our  own  grown  flax  and  the  deft  fingers  of  our 
own  fair  women  ?  J.  D.  W.  MacBurnie.

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SPECIFIC    OR    AD    VALOREM    ON    WOOLENS. 

Written  for  The  Drv  Goods  Review. 

IT  IS  unfortunate  for  the  business  interests  of  Canada  that  the 
tariff  is  treated  as  a  party  question  solely.  Every  change  or 
modification  of  the  slightest  detail  either  in  the  rates  of  duties 
or  the  method  of  administration  is  viewed  primarily  from  the 
standpoint  of  its  probable  effect  on  the  votes  of  the  electorate, 
and  all  this  to  the  great  loss  and  detriment  of  the  country  and 
its  business  interests.  Take,  for  example,  the  outcry  that  has 
been  raised  against  the  mixed  specific  and  ad  valorem  duty  on 
woolen  goods.  The  effect  of  the  specific  duties  is,  so  it  is 
alleged,  to  increase  the  cost  of  the  poor  man's  fulled  cloth  or 
coarse  tweed  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  rich  man's  broad  cloth 
or  fine  worsted.  In  hall  and  on  hustings  this  "  argument  "  has 
been  used  for  the  purpose  of  discrediting  the  specific  duty  on 
woolens  as  pernicious  class  legislation,  and  the  cry  has  had  its 
influence ;  yet  it  is  the  veriest  appealing  to  mob  prejudice. 
The  assumption  that  coarse  goods  are,  by  reason  of  the  tariff, 
proportionately  higher  in  price  than  fine  goods  is  entirely  un- 
warranted. But,  even  if  it  were  the  case,  it  would  not  by  any 
means  furnish  a  sufficient  reason  for  the  abandonment  of  the 
specific  system.  Under  the  tariff  in  existence  prior  to  1879 
enormous  quantities  of  shoddy  goods  were  imported  into  Can- 
ada and  were  sold  to  working  men  and  farmers,  frequently  being 
represented  as  "  home-made."  It  was  to  protect  the  manufac- 
turer of  honest  goods  against  the  competition  of  this  spurious 
and  often  worthless  stuff  that  the  specific  duty  was  imposed. 
No  ad  valorem  duty  which  would  be  at  all  reasonable,  if  appended 
to  woolens  in  general,  would  have  afforded  protection  against  the 
shoddy  importer.     How  stands  the  case  viewed  from  the  stand- 


point of  "the  poor  man's  interests,"  which  is  the  pet  phrase  of  the 
opponents  of  specific  duties  ?  Is  it  so  great  a  hardship  to  pre- 
vent him  from  being  swindled  by  an  army  of  shoddy  pedlars, 
such  as  in  ad  valorem  duty  times  infested  the  country  ?  Abolish 
the  specific  duty,  and  even  if  the  ad  valorem  duty  were  in- 
creased by  twenty  or  twenty-five  per  cent.,  the  shoddy  swindlers 
would  begin  business  at  the  old  stand.  It  will  not  do  to  say 
that  the  public  can  protect  themselves  by  being  careful  to 
examine  the  goods,  for  it  is  all  an  expert  can  do  sometimes  to 
detect  the  shoddy  imitation. 

Apart  altogether  from  the  many  arguments  that  might  with 
justice  be  advanced  in  favor  of  substituting  specific  for  ad 
valorem  duties  in  very  many  other  instances,  the  protection 
against  fraud  which  they  afford  is  ample  justification  for  their 
retention  in  the  case  of  woolens.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
Government  will  not  be  influenced  by  the  clamor  of  the  pre- 
tended friends  of  the  "  poor  man."  "  Cheap  and  nasty  "  applies 
to  woolens  perhaps  more  than  to  any  other  kind  of  manufac- 
tures, and  if  the  specific  duties  were  removed  a  deluge  of  the 
cheapest  and  nastiest  would  be  our  reward.

The  various  laundries 
try  to  obviate  this  by  a  system  of  marking  peculiarly  their  own, 
and  which  is  anything  but  attractive  when  indelibly  and  often 
too  legibly  written  on  the  surface  of  every  garment.  The  Ger- 
man Artistic  Weaving  Co.'s  new  move  is  to  furnish  to  the  con- 
sumer his  full  name  or  autograph,  as  preferred,  handsomely 
woven  on  a  label  of  cotton  or  silk.  These  are  sewn  on  shirts, 
night  shirts  or  pajamas,  underwear,  hosiery,  household  linen, 
etc.,  rendering  it  impossible  for  any  mistakes  to  be  made  in  the 
laundry.  In  case  of  accident  to  the  wearer  it  also  serves  as  an 
absolute  and  instant  means  of  identification. 

Orders  will  now  be  taken  through  the  trade  for  these  labels 
in  single  gross  lots.  They  are  sold  to  the  consumer  at  $3  for 
144  labels,  and  cost  the  retailei  $2,  delivered  duty  paid,  thus 
giving  a  profit  of  50  per  cent.

THE     NEWS    FROM    NOVA    SCOTIA. 

Halifax,  Jan.  31. 

THE  oldest  inhabitant  does  not  remember,  and  the  oldest 
copy  of  any  newspaper  extant  does  not  point  to,  the  time 
when  Halifax  was  not  a  commercial  city.  The  city,  in  fact, 
was  cradled  in  commerce,  but  it  had  to  wait  until  the  year 
1895  before  it  secured  a  dry  goods  association  The  grocers  at 
one  time  had  an  association,  but  it 
went  out  like  a  spent  candle.  The 
hardwaremen  have  a  flourishing  as- 
sociation, and  now  the  dry  goods 
people  have  theirs.  There  was  a 
time,  perhaps,  when  Halifax  felt  that 
it  did  not  need  a  dry  goods  associa- 
tion. That  time,  however,  was  before 
the  completion  of  the  I.  C.  R.  and 
before  the  advent  of  Montreal  and 
Toronto  commercial  men. 

There  are,  doubtless,  dry  goods 
men  in  Halifax  to-day  who  do  not  be- 
lieve in  the  necessity  for  a  dry  goods 
association.  When  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that  there  are 
53  retail  and  11  wholesale  dry  goods  firms,  37  millinery  firms,  16 
dealers  in  hats  and  caps  and  29  gent's  furnishers,  besides  dealers 
in  ready-made  clothing,  and  that  the  Halifax  association  has 
only  35  members,  it  dawns  upon  one  that  there  are  still  many 
unbelievers.  The  Halifax  association  was  formed  in  April, 
1895.     The  officers  are  as  follows  : 

President— E.  T.  Mahon. 

Vice-Presidents— C.  S.  Lane  and  A.  WT.  Redden. 

Secretary — L.  W.  Kane. 

Directors— W.  L.  Barnstead,  W.  B.  Free. nan,   F.  A.  Marr,  James  Halliday. 

At  the  regular  monthly  meeting,  held  on  December  21,  the 
subject  of  early  closing  was  discussed.  Last  year  the  associa- 
tion attempted  to  secure  the  passing  of  an  Act  by  the  Local 
Legislature  on  the  lines  of  the  Ontario  Act,  but  the  attempt  had 
to  be  abandoned.  At  the  last  meeting  there  was  a  unanimous 
feeling  on  the  subject,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  draft 
an  Act  and  submit  it  to  the  Local  Legislature  now  in  session. 
This  Act  will  also  be  on  the  lines  of  the  Ontario  Act,  except 
that  it  will  be  introduced  as  a  local  and  private  bill,  and  will 
only  apply  to  the  city  of  Halifax.  It  will  call  for  closing  on 
three  nights  each  week — Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday — and 
thus  do  away  with  the  objection  advanced  last  year :  that  the 
poor  man  and  his  poor  wife  would  have  no  time  to  do  their 
shopping.  There  will  be  a  clause  in  the  bill  stipulating  that  the 
City  Council  cannot  change  the  three-nights-a-week  feature  un- 
less on  the  recommendation  of  three-quarters  of  the  trade.  The 
committee  looking  after  the  bill  is  composed  of  A.  L.  Wood, 
M.  Scanlan,  C  S.  Lane,  G.  M.  Smith,  W.  J.  Power,  J.  I). 
O'Connor,  W.  E.  Smith,  A.  W.  Redden,  James  Halliday,  [as. 
McPherson,  M.  Conroy  and  W.  L.  Kane.  The  grocery  trade 
have  been  asked  to  come  into  the  arrangement,  and  a  number 
have  signified  their  intention  to  do  so. 

The  photos  accompanying  this  letter  are  those  of  the  pre- 
sident and  secretary  of  the  Halifax  Dry  Goods  Association. 
Mr.  E.  T.  Mahon,  the  president,  is  a  member  of  the  old  and 
reliable  firm  of  Mahon  Bros.  He  needs  no  introduction  to  the 
trade.  Mr.  Kane,  the  secretary,  is  a  member  of  the  firm  of 
Kane  &  Flett,  a  young  but  very  prosperous  firm.  He  is  a 
veteran,  having  served  in  the  Northwest  rebellion  as  captain  in 
the  'Halifax  artillery.      After  returning  from  the  Northwest  he 


affiliated  with  the  63rd   Rifles,  holding  the  rank  of  lieutenant. 
He  \i  known  to  the  trade  as  a  hustler. 

Clayton  &  Sons'  clothing  factory  is  a  busy  place  at  the  pre- 
sent time.  The  hum  of  the  machinery  is  truly  refreshing  at  this 
dull  season.  They  tell  me  they  never  fail  to  test  any  new 
machinery  introduced  for  the  manufacture  of  clothing,  and  find 
it  pays  to  immediately  discard  anything  superseded.  They  have 
recently  put  in  a  new  cutting  machine,  which  will  cut  five  inches 
thickness  of  cloth.  They  also  have  the  best  American  cutting 
machine.  These  two  machines  are  capable  of  cutting  600  suits 
or  1,500  pairs  of  pants  per  day.  They  have  five  button-hole 
machines,  a  tacking  machine,  machines  for  felling,  machines  for 
putting  on  patent  buttons,  and  a  machine  that  will  sew  2,000 
buttons  per  day.  In  fact,  almost  everything  seems  to  be  done 
by  machinety,  which  they  contend  is  better  and  more  uniform 
than  hand  work.     They  are  right  up  to  the  times. 

GENERAL    NOTES. 

A.  M.  Payne,  one  of  the  newly  elected  vice-presidents  of  the 
Halifax  Board  of  Trade,  is  a  member  of  the  well-known  dry 
goods  firm  of  John  Silver  &  Co.  He  is  one  of  our  most  pro- 
gressive business  men. 

Richard  Richards,  with  C.  S.  Lane,  has  leased  premises  on 
George  street,  and  will  open  a  hat  and  fur  business  on  May  1. 

Wm.  Cummings,  of  Cummings  &  Son,  dry  goods,  Truro, 
left  on  Saturday,  the  18th  January,  for  London.  This  is  his 
twenty-fifth  trip  across.  A.  B.  Boak,  of  Murdoch's  Nephews, 
has  crossed  the  Altantic  106  times,  and  holds  the  record.  W. 
B.  Freeman,  of  McPherson  &  Freeman ;  S.  R.  Cossey,  of 
Cossey  &  Northup,  and  A.  P.  Silver,  of  W.  &  C.  Silver,  also  left 
for  England  on  the  same  date.

Scovil  &  Page  have  closed  up 
their  North-End  branch,  and  will  de- 
vote all  their  energies  to  their  Bar- 
rington street  store,  where  they  have 
been  doing  a  heavy  business  lately.

MUST    USE    CANADIAN    PORTS. 

THE  points  made  by  the  correspondent  signing  "  St.  John  " 
are  not  altogether  new  to  the  readers  of  this  paper, 
have  always 
been  strong 
advocates  of 
compelling 
all  subsidized 
steams  hip 
lines  to  make 
some  port  in 
Canada  their 
terminal 
point,  and  we 
are  happy  to 
be  able  to 
say  that  at 
least  one 
member  of 
the  Govern- 
ment was  in- 
duced to  vote 
in  favor  of  the 
subsidy  to  the 
Beaver  Line 
in  order  to 
makeSt.John 
the  terminal 
point   from 

some  of  the  arguments  brought  to  his  attention  in  these 
columns. 

It  is  a  little  more  than  a  year  since  we  published  several 
articles  showing  how  much  money  was  actually  distributed  by 
some  local  steamship  lines  in  Halifax  for  wages  and  supplies  each 
trip.  Many  were  surprised  when  they  read  them,  and  became 
as  strong  advocates  of  a  Canadian  port  as  we  are. 

We  have  discussed  the  question  with  many  of  the  leading 
business  men  in  Montreal  and  west,  and  when  they  understood 
the  matter  they  thoroughly  agreed  that  the  Government  must 
compel  all  subsidized  lines  to  make  Canadian  ports  their 
terminal  points.  It  is  for  the  Maritime  Provinces  to  interest 
the  merchants  and  manufacturers  in  Quebec,  Ontario  and  west. 
When  they  do  they  will  have  no  difficulty  in  securing  their 
active  support.     The  Government  are  now  in  a  better  humor  to 


listen  than  ever  before.  For  years  the  business  men  in  differ- 
ent localities  have  submitted  meekly  to  unfair — to  unjust — 
treatment  at  the  hands  of  the  Ministry  at  Ottawa.  Strange, 
however,  they  did  not  blame  the  Government,  but  the  business 
men  in  other  cities  who  they  supposed  had  a  "  pull." 

The  MacLeans'  Trade  Journals  took  the  matter  up,  and  for 
months  they  have  been  exposing  grievance  after  grievance — 
first  in  one  city  then  another,  now  in  this  section  of  trade,  then 
in  that.  These  papers,  with  their  principal  offices  in  Toronto 
and  Montreal,  and  staff  correspondents  in  the  leading  centres, 
brought  business  men  in  every  part  of  Canada  closer  together. 
It  was  found  that  the  most  urgent  representations  of  business 
men  everywhere  were  treated  with  indifference  by  a  Govern- 
ment whose  chief  object  should  be  to  promote  the  interests  of 
trade.  Montreal  and  Toronto  Boards  were  positively  snubbed 
for  bringing  up  matters  that  were  of  vital  importance  to  their 
members. 

Thus,  learning  that  the  complaints  were  not  confined  to  any 
trade  or  to  any  locality,  but  that  all  suffered  alike,  the  tempers  of 

business  men 
began  to  rise 
above  party 
co  n  s  i  dera- 
tions. The 
Government 
was  told  that 
unless  more 
attention  was 
paid  to  the 
requirements 
of  business 
men  they 
would  no 
longer  receive 
their  support. 
Even  that  had 
no  effect. 
Their  opport- 
unity came,  as 
we  pointed 
out  at  the 
time,  with  the 
election  in 
M  o  n  t  r  e  a  1 
Centre,  when 

the  business  men — to  use  a  sporting  term — simply  wiped 
the  floor  with  the  Government  candidate.  They  repeated  the 
dose  a  few  days  later  in  Jacques  Cartier,  a  suburb  of  Montreal 
with  a  large  business  vote. 

These  were  the  arguments  needed  to  bring  the  Government 
to  its  senses.  They  did.  As  we  have  said,  now  is  the  time 
for  those  who  will  directly  benefit — -and  the  remainder  of 
Canada  will  benefit  indirectly — to  interest  business  men  every- 
where. They  are  in  no  temper  to  be  trifled  with  by  poli- 
ticians.

CIVIC    GOOD    GOVERNMENT. 

Competent  men  are  needed  more  and  more  in  the  manage- 
ment of  public  affairs.  Nowhere  more  so  than  in  municipal 
government,  which  is  often  a  great  source  of  loss  and  taxation  to 
a  town  through  slipshod  methods  and  unbusinesslike  bungling. 
Montreal  needed  a  capable  business  man  this  year  to  straighten 
out  its  financial  tangles,  and  the  election  by  acclamation  of  Mr. 
Wilson  Smith  as  Mayor  on  January  20  was  to  meet  this  want. 
Mr.  Smith  is  a  shrewd  financier,  who  is  a  good  man  for  the 
place.  His  selection  without  opposition  is  a  remarkable  in- 
stance of  the  strength  of  the  popular  demand  for  business  men 
in  public  affairs.  Any  claptrap  talk  about  race  or  religion  would 
probably  have  defeated  him,  because  he  is  a  Protestant,  who 
speaks  English  only,  and  a  majority  of  Montreal's  ratepayers  are 
French  and  Catholic.  But  the  question  at  issue  was  a  business 
one,  and,  like  sensible  people,  they  kept  all  this  humbug  about 
creed  and  race  out  of  sight. 
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IMPORTS    OF    DRY    GOODS,    1895. 

THE  imports  of  dry  goods  during  the  fiscal  year  of  1895  are 
shown  by  the  official  returns  just  published  to  be  some- 
what less  than  in  the  previous  year.  On  the  whole,  considering 
the  state  of  trade  from  June,  1894,  to  June,  1895 — the  period 
covered  by  the  return  from  which  we  are   quoting — the  results 

are  not  unsatisfactory.  As  every 
merchant  knows,  business  dur- 
ing the  last  six  months  of  1895 
was  much  more  active  than  in 
the  previous  half  of  that  year. 
For  example,  the  total  imports 
into  Canada  during  November 
/."'.  and  December  1895  were  valued 
at  $17,284,948,  whereas  the  im 
ports  for  the  same  two  months 
of  1894  were  only  $15,275,256 — 
an  increase  of  $2,000,000  in  the  two  months.  Reviving  trade 
is  so  apparent  in  the  later  figures  that  the  ones  contained  in 
the  official  report  seem  rather  stale.  Still,  it  is  important  to 
compare  one  period  with  another,  and  the  following  table  will 
show  the  import  trade  in  the  classes  of  goods  named  :

fault  of  his,  should  be  entitled  to  make  him  pay  for  its  own 
delays  and  mishaps.

A    QUEER    LAW. 

The  steamship  St.  Paul,  which  went  ashore  off  New  York 
harbor,  carried  some  freight  for  Canada.  Amongst  this  was  a 
lot  of  stuff  for  the  Irving  Umbrella  Co.,  of  Toronto.  The 
freight  had  to  be  taken  ashore  at  the  expense  of  time  and  cash. 
The  experience,  we  imagine,  will  not  encourage  shipping  via 
the  New  York  lines.  But  that  is  not  what  we  started  out  to 
say.  The  firms  which  ship  goods  by  a  steamer  that  gets  dis- 
abled have  to  pay  the  extra  cost  of  removing  the  freight  on 
shore.  In  the  case  referred  to  Mr.  Irving  showed  The  Review 
a  bill  for  $158  charged  up  against  the  importer.  Of  course  in 
this  case,  and  perhaps  most  others,  the  insurance  companies 
have  to  "  whack  up  "  the  money.  But  it  does  seem  a  queer 
law  that  an  ocean  liner  which  delays  a  man's  goods,  through  no 


THE     BOARDS    OF    TRADE. 

MR.  CALDECOTT,  the  retiring  president  of  the  Toronto 
Board  of  Trade,  delivered  an  excellent  address,  in  which 
he  dealt  with  live  questions  like  the  need  of  a  bankruptcy  law, 
insurance  rates,  etc.  Regarding  the  trade  outlook,  Mr.  Calde- 
cott  said  : 

"  The  year  1895  has  been  for  the  most  part  a  year  of  quiet  recovery  from  the  depres- 
sion of  1893  and  1894.  The  restoration  of  trade  has  not  been  quick,  but  it  has  evidently 
been  gradually  getting  better.  Raw  materials,  which  had  fallen  during  1894  to  the  lowest 
point  known  for  many  years,  have  risen  considerably.  Manufacturers  in  most  branches  of 
trade  are  fairly  well  occupied  with  orders,  and  bank  returns  indicate  that  the  country  is 
slowly,  yet  surely,  getting  over  the  long  depression  that  for  the  last  few  years  has  over- 
shadowed every  commercial  interest.  What  is  particularly  wanted  now  is  confidence  in 
the  future  of  our  country,  a  belief  in  its  naturally  great  resources,  and  a  determination  to 
develop  every  legitimate  industry  to  the  fullest  extent."

BRINGING     MERCHANTS    TOGETHER. 

That  was  a  capital  idea  with  which  the  new  officers  of  the 
Toronto  Board  of  Trade  began  their  year.  On  the  evening  of 
February  3rd  the  executive  officers  gave  a  dinner  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  council.  The  gathering  was  an  informal  six  o'clock 
dinner,  which  suited  the  time  and  convenience  of  the  business 
men,  and  possessed  the  advantage  of  bringing  them  together  in 
a  social,  friendly  way.  After  dinner  they  were  able  to  give  two 
or  three  hours'  discussion  to  the  principal  trade  questions  with- 
out interruption  and  under  favorable  circumstances.  The  result 
must  be  a  closer  and  better  understanding  amongst  the  mem- 
bers. This  is  a  point  which  The  Dry  Goods  Review  is  always 
urging  upon  dry  goods  men  as  a  body,  and  we  note  with  satis- 
faction the  course  adopted  by  the  Toronto  Board.  We  hope 
gatherings  like  this  will  become  a  settled  institution. 

Note  also,  when  we  are  on  this  subject,  the  way  in  which 
our  boards  of  trade  are  able  each  year  to  choose  the  best  men 
to  act  as  officers.  Take  the  Toronto  example  as  a  good  illus- 
tration. This  year  an  able  financier  like  Mr.  J.  Herbert  Mason 
is  added  ;  a  progressive  dry  goods  merchant  like  Mr.  John 
Macdonald  is  elected,  and  a  strong  president  like  Mr.  E.  B. 
Osier  is  secured.  If  the  municipal  and  political  bodies  in  Can- 
ada could  be  recruited  in  the  same  way — no  claptrap,  no  wire- 
pullers, no  election  funds — this  country  would  be  well  governed, 
and  the  business  interests  given  a  fair  chance.

The  steadiness  with  which  their  business  has  increased, 
and  the  avidity  with  which  their  productions  have  everywhere 
been  used,  are  satisfactory  proofs,  if  such  were  needed,  that  the 
open  hand  is  as  supreme  (in  the  trade  it  represents)  to-day  as 
ever  it  was  in  the  palmy  days  and  high  fortunes  of  the  kingly 
O'Neills.

Sir. — Behind  the  retail  counter  there  are  times  when  it  is 
difficult  for  the  saleswoman  to  advise  her  lady  customer  just 
how  the  garment  she  is  about  purchasing  material  for  should  be 
made  up,  and  the  saleswoman's  advice  is  of  °;reat  value  in  this 
respect,  and  is  asked  for  many  times  daily.  Some  of  our  cus- 
tomers tell  us  that  they  keep  The  Review  an  open  book  upon 
their  dress  goods  counter,  and  find  it  a  help  at  all  times  in  ad- 
vising their  lady  customers  as  to  new  goods,  trimmings,  etc. 

Our  earnest  desire  is  to  help  the  trade  generally,  and  our 
own  customers  particularly,  (hundreds  of  whom  we  know  are 
subscribers  to  The  Review)  by  placing  before  them  matters  of 
detail  that  will  be  of  value  in  their  business. 

During  the  past  few  months  we  have  made  frequent  allusions 
to  alpacas,  mohairs,  Sicilians,  etc.  ;  to-day  our  attention  was 
called  to  an  article  from  the  pen  of  that  able  writer,  Isabel  A. 
Mallon,  which  is  so  apropos  that  we  shall  be  glad  if  you  can  find 
space  to  repeat  it  in  your  Spring  Number.

The  article  referred  to  above  is  as  follows  : 

fashionable  alpaca  petticoats. 
Alpaca  in  white,  cream,  gray,  silver-blue,  Nile  green,  and,  of 
course,  black,  is  liked  for  general  wear  and  is  developed  in  many 
pretty  ways.  The  moreen  or  watered  alpaca  is  also  fancied  in 
these  colors,  but  for  long  service  the  plain  alpaca  is  more  desir- 
able. Three-inch-wide  ribbons  scantily  gathered  are  put  on  as 
ruffles,  and  sometimes  a  single  ruffle  of  the  alpaca  bordered  at 


the  top  and  bottom  with  narrow  satin  ribbon  is  fancied.  When 
the  three-inch  ribbon  is  used  three  small  ruffles  form  the  de- 
coration. On  a  petticoat  of  pale  green  the  ruffles  are  a  light 
golden-brown  satin  ;  the  bottom  one  has  a  wire  braid  under  the 
lower  edge  that  starts  from  each  side  of  the  front,  but  does  not 
cross  it.  Another  alpaca  petticoat  is  a  black  one  with  a  deep 
single  ruffle  of  the  material,  finished  at  the  top  and  bottom 
with  half-inch  satin  ribbon,  also  black,  which  is  sewed  on  by 
hand.  Casings  and  silk  strings  are  the  finish  at  the  waist.  So 
many  women  now  wear  their  stays  after  the  French  fashion,  just 
outside  the  skirt,  in  reality  being  the  last  garment  assumed,  that 
skirts  with  casings  and  strings  are  in  greater  favor  than  those 
mounted  on  yokes,  for  by  wearing  the  stays  over  the  petticoat 
the  fullness  is  pressed  down.  If,  however,  one  should  be  very 
stout,  the  yoke  is  commended,  but  good-sized  hooks  and  rings 
should  fasten  it  at  the  back. 

Silk  skirts  are  in    almost    every  instance  made   of  the  light 
changeable  taffeta,  and  many  contrasts  in  color  are  shown.

year   to   year  as 

garniture   for   hats  and   dresses.     The   color  scale  of  the  Pai  is 

syndical  chamber  glitters  in  all  the  glaring  colors  of  the  rainbow, 

and  a  number  of  changeable  tones  were  incorporated  likewise. 

Vienna  and  Berlin  strive  with 
each  other  for  the  control  of  the  os- 
trich feather  market.  The  Vienna 
manufacturers  are  adepts  in  the  art 
of  imparting  an  excellent  appearance 
to  even  the  worst  raw  material. 
Even  the  so-called  spadonnas,  the 
hairy  tips  of  the  tail  feathers  of  the 
young  ostrich,  which  are  of  an  in- 
ferior value,  they  understand  how  to 
beautify  by  dyeing  and  plating  as  if 
they  were  prime  No.  1.  By  plating 
is  meant  the  patching  together  of 
single  pieces  to  obtain  a  full  first- 
class  feather,  and  almost  every  feather, 
even  the  costliest,  is  plated.  This 
applies  principally  to  the  feathers  of 
Vienna  "  manufacture." 

The  Berlin  ware,  however,  is  still 
honest,  and  for  this  reason  its  manu- 
facturers have  a  difficult  strife  with 
those  of  Vienna.  The  Berlin  manu 
facturers  thoroughly  understand  the 
bleaching,  dyeing,  steaming  and  curl- 
ling  of  the  feathers,  and,  besides  this, 
they  use  a  superior  raw  material. 
In  1894  398,774  pounds,  at  a  value  of  ,£584,000,  or  about 
$2,920,000,  were  disposed  of  by  auction.

A     OLOS8ABY    OF    TERMS    IN    EVBBYDAY    USE    AMONG     DRY 
GOODS    HEN. 

ACCORDION  PLAITING— Fine  single  plaits  done  on  a 
machine  and  steamed  and  dried  into  shape.  Used  on 
fine  soft  silk  and  woolen  goods  for  vests,  waists,  sleeves  and 
skirts ;  a  recently  revived  fashion. 

A  Jour — Open-work  effect.  An  effect  in  embroidery,  in 
which  the  tissue  is  left  open  and  transparent. 

Antique — Applied  to  some  fabrics  made  in  imitation  of 
styles  used  in  former  centuries,  or  supposed  to  be  so,  such  as 
satin  antiques.  Moire  antique  is  sometimes  called  by  its  second 
name  alone. 

Armure — Any  fancy  weave   may   be  called  an  armure,  the 
effect   being  one  of  weave 
and  not  of  color. 

Armure  laine  —  A 
corded  silk  resembling  ar- 
mure, and  wool-filled. 

Barre — Stripes  in  the 
direction  of  the  filling  same 
as  travers. 

Bayadere  —  Stripes 
running  in  the  direction  of 
the  filling,  so  that  when 
the  skirt  is  made  the  stripes 
run  around  the  skirt,  in- 
stead of  from  top  to  bot- 
tom. Color  combinations, 
each  stripe  being  of  a  color 
different  from  that  next  fol- 
lowing, are  a  peculiarity  of 
the  bayadere,  although  the 
color  effect  is  not  indis- 
pensable. 

Bengaline — A  com- 
mon name  for  fabrics 
made  with  a  silk  warp  and 
wool  filling.  When  cheap- 
ened by  the  use  of  cotton 
in  place  of  wool  they  are 
sometimes  called  cotton 
Bengalines,  although  cot- 
ton is  in  the  filling  only. 
The  same  weave  is  also 
found  in  all-silk  goods, 
designated  as  all-silk  Ben- 
galines. The  Bengaline  weave  is  a  plain,  round,  corded  weave, 
small  in  size,  of  the  poplin  family ;  but  wool-filled  fabrics  are 
seen  in  all  kinds  of  cords,  plain  and  fancy,  and  form  the  family 
of  crystal  weaves,  crystals  or  crystallines. 

Bolero — A  tiny  sleeveless  jacket,  adopted  from  the  Spanish 
nation. 

Boucle  (from  the  French  boucle,  a  lock  of  hair),  imply- 
ing similar  effects  on  a  fabric's  surface. 

Bouii.lonnk— Having  the  effect  of  small  shirs  or  gathers. 

Bourette — Rough  threads  appearing  in  lines,  straight  or 
broken. 

Bournous  is  the  outside  garment  worn  by  Arabs,  the  fine- 
ness of  the  woolen  cloth  used  in  which  has  found  an  imita-

tion  in  civilized  life  in  a  fabric    that    resembles    camel's  hair 
goods. 

Broche  is  a  swivel  effect.     It  looks  like  an  embroidery  on 
the  goods,   but  is  done  on  the  loom. 
Brode — Embroidered. 

Cabochon — Large  jet,  steel,  etc.,  nailheads  or  brooches,  as 
they  are  sometimes  called ;  also  applied  to  dress  goods  having 
a  figure  like  a  nailhead. 

Cachemire  style — Oriental  colorings  something  like  the 
Persian  effects. 

Canille — Literally,  jointed.  Applied  to  fancy  stripes  in 
which  a  knot  or  small  square  appears  at  intervals  after  the 
manner   of  the  joints   in  cane    or   bamboo. 

Canotier — Applied  to 
dress  goods  suitable  for 
boating  wear. 

Caracule — A  smooth- 
faced or  Panama  -  weave 
fabric,  having  mohair  locks 
or  tufts  woven  to  the 
ground. 

Carreau  —  Check — 
square. 

Changeant —  Changes 
in  effects,  obtained  by 
weaving  two  colors  to- 
gether in  a  plain  weave. 

Chappe  velvet  —  Vel- 
vet in  which  the  pile  is 
made  of  spun  silk,  to  dis- 
tinguish it  from  the  raw 
silk  article. 

Chiffon  —  The  softest 
thin  silk  material  known. 

Chine  means  that  the 
warp  is  printed  before 
weaving,  being  then  wo- 
ven with  a  plain  filling. 

Choux — A  large  rosette, 
full,  like  a  cabbage-head. 

Collet — A  small  shoul- 
der-cape or  collar. 

Coqcille — A    term  de- 
rived   from    the   markings 
on  scallop  and  other  shells. 
Fluted. 
Cotele— A  ribbon  fabric,  somewhat  similar  to  the  woolen 
poplin  once  much  in  favor. 

Crepe  lisse  is  a  plain  silk  fabric,  being  a  very  light  muslin, 
and  one  of  the  lightest  silks  produced.       Very  transparent,  but 
rather  hard  and  crepy  to  the  touch. 
Crepele — A  small  crepe  effect. 

Croise — Crossed  ;    applied  to  velvet,  croise  back  velvet,  as 
distinguished    from  straight    back   velvet.     The    threads   cross 
each  other  at  the  back  and  form  a  kind  of  twill. 
Crystals — See  Bengaline. 

Damasse — A  fabric  having  a  dull  ground  and  lustrous 
figure,  or  vice  versa,  similar  to  damask  except  in  the  way  the 
figure  is  produced. 
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Damier  —Checked  pattern,  the  name  coming  from  the 
checker-board,  of  which  it  is  the  equivalent  in  French. 

Deux  tons — Two  colors  or  tones. 

DRAP  CUIR — Leather  cloth.  A  cloth  having  a  glossy  sur- 
face and  closely  woven. 

Drap  de  soie — Literally  silk  cloth.  A  heavy  silk  fabric  of 
corded  weave. 

Drap  livree — Livery  cloth. 

Drap  satin — A  wool  dress  material  finished  so  as  to  have  a 
satin-like  sheen. 

Drap  soleil — A  wool  Ottoman  with  flat  wide  rib. 

Dresden  china — Chine  effects  in  imitation  of  styles  and 
colorings  of  Dresden  china. 

Duchesse — A  satin  fabric  of  good  quality,  and  one  of  the 
best  makes  of  satin. 

Ecru — Tissue  in  the  natural  state — in  the  gray — the  color 
of  such  goods. 

En  Carreau — In  a  square  pattern. 

Faconne  is  the  French  name  for  fancy. 

Faille  de  Paris — A  gros  grain  with  very  fine  rib. 

Galloon  and  passementerie  are  applied  to  silk,  jet  and 
metal  dress  trimmings. 

Gauffre — By  the  operation  of  gauffrage  the  silk  fabric  is 
pressed  into  forms  in  relief,  which  it  retains  for  a  long  time. 
The  process  is  applicable  principally  to  the  lighter  fabrics — 
pongees,  gauzes,  muslins,  etc.  By  this  effect  satins  are  made  to 
imitate  moire.  In  this  class  belong  also  the  fluted  and  accor- 
dion-plaited goods. 


Gigot — Sleeves  that  are  an  immense  puff  at  the  top  and 
close-fitting  below  the  elbow. 

Glace — See  changeant. 

Granite — An  armure  effect  common  to  silk  and  woolen 
fabrics. 

Godet — Rounded  or  organ  plaits,  now  worn  on  the  back  of 
skirts,  capes,  etc. 

Gros  de  Londres,  Gros  de  Paris,  Gros  dAfrique,  Gros 
de  Columbia,  etc. — Are  all  one  and  the  same  thing.  They 
belong  to  the  gros  grain  variety,  and  may  be  classed  as  epingles, 
a  small  rib  alternating  with  a  still  smaller  rib ;  seen  in  all-plain, 
in  all-black  with  figures,  and  in  colors. 

Harlequin  checks — Those  of  three  or  more  distinct 
colors. 

Imprime — Printed. 

Iridescent — Rainbow  and  shot  color  effects. 

Jardiniere — Garden  effects ;  effects  in  which  many  colors 
are  employed,  the  patterns  being  chiefly  of  flowers  and  leaves. 

Jaspe — Mottled. 

Lance — Tiny  dots  or  specks  ;  also  known  as  petits  pois. 

Liberty  satin — A  soft-finished  satin  of  extreme  lustre,  that 
is  named  after  the  English  importer  who  first  used  the  fabric. 

Louisine — A  soft-finished  silk  of  thin  texture  suitable  for 
summer  wear,  with  a  very  slight  grain. 

Louis  XIV.,  Louis  XV.,  Regence,  Directoire,  Empire, 
etc. — Styles  that  prevailed  at  certain  periods  in  the  political 
history  of  France,  and  designated  either  by  the  name  of  the 
ruler  or  the  form  of  government  then  existing.

I. uxor — A  fabric  belonging  to  the  family  of  the  satins. 

Marcei.line — A  light,  semi-transparent  fabric. 

M  ITELASSE — A  weave  by  which  an  effect  resembling  quilt- 
ing is  produced,  of  course  on  a  greatly  reduced  scale. 

Melange  Mixed.  Applied  to  woolen  goods  woven  in  two 
colors,  such  as  the  "  pepper  and  salt  "  effect. 

Merveii.i.eux  belongs  to  the  satin  family;  has  a  light 
twill. 

Miroir;  Miroitk — Looking-glass  effects. 

Moire  poplin — Wool-filled  cords  having  a  crinkly  effect, 
and  watered  or  moired. 

Moire  scintillante — Applicable  to  moire  in  shiny  effect. 
In  satin  it  is  a  moired  material  in  which  the  tram  threads  form 
a  sort  of  changeable  and  produce  the  bright  effect. 

Nacre— Shaded  like  mother-of-pearl. 

Natte — Tressed  or  basket  weave.     Goods  woven  into  small 
checks  in  the  same  or  in  different 
colors,  giving    the    goods    the  ap- 
pearance of  being  braided. 

Nid  d'Abeille— Beehive  effects. 

Ottoman  —  All-silk,  silk  and 
wool,  or  all-wool  fabric,  weave  of 
the  family  of  faille,  but  wider  rib. 

Paillette — Spangles  of  jet  or 
gelatine. 

Panache — Clusters  of  short  or 
half-long  feathers. 

PassEMENTERiE  —  See  under 
galloon. 

Pealt  de  Soie — See  poult  de 
soie. 

Pelerine — A  cape  with  long 
ends  coming  down  in  front. 

Persian  effects — Also  called 
oriental  and  cashmere  from  the 
mixture  of  colors  and  designs  com- 
mon to  cashmere  shawls. 

Petits  Pois — See  lance. 

Plastron — A  full  vest  or  cor- 
sage trimming. 

Plumeties  —  Printed  dotted 
Swisses. 

POINTILLE — dotted. 

£ompadour — Madame  de  Pompadour,  as  the  mistress  of 
Louis  XV.,  created  an  epoch  in  fashion  in  the  last  century. 
Pompadour  effects  are  very  rich  in  colorings. 

Poult  de  soie,  of  which  peau  de  soie  is  a  corruption,  be- 
longs to  the  family  of  satins.  It  is  a  cross  between  a  luxor 
and  a  duchesse  satin. 

Quadrille — Checked,  in  squares.  The  term  is  applied 
principally  to  small  checks.  Shepherd  checks  may  be  classified 
among  the  quadrilles. 

Rain  fringe — A  fringe  of  single  strands  of  beads  fastened 
close  together  to  a  wide  or  narrow  heading  or  bead  ornament. 

Rave — Striped. 

Royal — Rich  styles  and  effects  of  the  last  century. 

Scintillante — A  changeable  effectt 


Seed  effects — Tiny  dots,  looking  as  if  small  seeds  had 
been  strewn  over  the  tissue. 

Soleil — -A  name  given  to  shiny  materials.  Satin  soleil  is 
used  for  milinery  purposes  and  looks  very  nappy. 

Spachtel  work — -A  rich,  raised  embroidery  produced  by  a 
certain  stitch  ;  made  in  Germany.  Worked  by  hand  on  a 
special  frame.     Employed  on  linen  and  cotton. 

Tete  de  Negre — Niggerhead. 

Trame — Filled  ;  from  tram  ;  filling,  weft.  For  example  : 
trame  coton  means  that  the  weft,  or  filling,  is  of  cotton. 

Travers — Stripes  similar  to  those  in  bayaderes,  running  in 
the  direction  of  the  filling. 

Tussah,  or  wild  silk,  is  silk  obtained  from  a  species  of 
worms  that  feed  on  oak  leaves.  It  comes  from  India,  is 
darker  in  color  than  ordinary  raw  silk,  contains  more  gum  and 
is  more  difficult  to  use. 

Uni— Plain. 

Vandyke — Pointed  effects  seen 
in  laces,  jet  and  silk  trimmings,  etc. 

Velour — Velvet.  Used  also  for 
a  quality  of  woolen  goods. 

Velour  albigeois  —  A  fancy 
striped  velvet  in  two  tones,  the 
stripes  running  seven  or  eight  to 
the  inch. 

Velours  ecrase — Same  as  mir- 
oir velvet. 

Wool  moire — A  fabric  of  silk 
and  wool  similar  to  Bengahne,  and 
watered. 

Zibeline — A  wool  material  in 
imitation  of  sable  fur.  Has  on  the 
face  long  unshorn  hairs  that  give  it 
a  fur  appearance.

THE    SAMSON,    KENNEDY    ESTATE. 

Legal  opinion  has  been  given  in  favor  of  the  removal  of  82 
cases  of  goods  of  D.  Morrice,  Sons  &  Co.  from  the  Samson, 
Kennedy  &  Co.  warehouse  the  day  of  suspension  being  regular.

Another  dividend  of  5c.  to  the  credi- 
tors was  authorized  at  the  Montreal  meeting  of  the  inspectors. 
The  Manitoba  lands  will  be  offered  for  sale  en  bloc  shortly.

THE   LATEST    FASHION    FOR    LADIES. 

THE  old  lady  who  insisted  that  she  wanted  no  safer  bank  for 
her  money  than  her  own  stocking  is  apparently  vindicated 
by  the  latest  novelty  in  hosiery.  It  has  just  been  placed  on  the 
counter  where  a  reporter  of  a  West  of  England  journal  saw  it. 
It  was  a  pair  of  black  stockings.  Right  on  the  outside  of  each 
stocking  leg  near  the  top  was  the  'cutest  little  pocket,  woven  on 
to  the  stocking.  Now,  very  few  women  have  pockets  in  their 
dresses  ;  at  least,  none  in  their  Paris  dresses.  Only  women 
with  tailor  made  gowns  and  black  silk  stripes  down  tne  outside 
seams  of  their  skirts  ever  have  enough  pockets.  But  the  minute 
the  woman  laid  eyes  on  those  stockings  with  pockets  she  knew 
the  reason  why,  and  all  about  it.  It  didn't  take  a  diagram  to 
explain  to  her  that  those  pockets  were  made  for  valuables.  One 
woman  promptly  explained  that  they  were  intended  for  women 
to  keep  stray  diamonds  in.     She  asked  : 

"What  highwayman  would  ever  think  of  looking  therefor 
money,  or  what  pickpocket,  even  the  most  experienced,  would 
expect  to  have  to  pick  a  pocket  in  a  stocking  ?  " 

Some  of  the  prettiest  of  designs  are  in  evening  colors — pale 
pink,  cream,  lavender  and  blue.  The  pockets  on  these  are 
always  of  a  contrasting  color,  and  are  elaborately  embroidered 
with  silk  in  floral  and  vine  designs.  Around  the  pocket  is  an- 
other inch-deep  row  of  embroidery.  When  a  woman  wears  a 
pair  of  these  and  puts  on  gold  garter  clasps  and  fills  the  two 
little  pockets  with  rolls  of  bills,  she  is  altogether  too  valuable 
to  lose  a  limb  in  a  railway  catastrophe.  Naturally  the  woman 
who  is  accustomed  to  carrying  her  hidden  wealth  in  her  stock- 
ings will  at  once  take  to  pockets  in  her  stockings,  and  the  only 
marvel  is  that    nobody  has   ever   thought  of  the  idea   before. 


Although  it  is  too  neat  an  idea  to  have  been  born  anywhere  but 
in  the  brain  of  a  Yankee,  at  the  same  time  the  stockings  are 
stamped  "  Made  in  Germany,"  but  the  knowing  saleswomen 
say,  "They  are  from  Paris."  There  is  a  belief  that  only  elderly 
women  and  emigrants  are  given  to  secreting  ready  cash  where 
they  can't  get  at  it  without  retiring  to  some  secluded 
corner.  A  woman  who  had  been  traveling  continually 
declares  that  she  got  over  being  astonished  at  the 
number  of  cultivated  women  who  are  never  sure  their 
money  or  bills  of  exchange  are  safe,  except  when  stuffed 
down  into  their  stocking.  A  very  clever  business  woman,  the 
financial  head  and  manager  of  a  publishing  business  that  clears 
for  its  two  partners  ,£2,000  each  a  year,  never  thinks  of  trusting 
all  her  traveling  cash  to  even  the  inside  pocket  in  her  vest,  but 
makes  sure  she  has  a  reserve  fund  pinned  inside  her  stocking. 
In  all  the  women's  parlors  in  railroad  stations  and  in  the  large 
shops  such  numbers  of  women  are  seen  daily  taking  rolls  of  bills 
from  their  hosiery  hiding  places  that  this  pocket  on  the  stock- 
ing manifestly  fills  an  ancient  want.  The  pocket  comes  above 
and  on  the  outside  of  the  knee.  It  is  just  wide  enough  to  hold 
a  good  roll  of  bills  or  a  watch,  or  any  small  valuables  the  wearer 
may  want  to  protect  especially.  Some  of  the  pockets  are  five  or 
six  inches  in  depth  ;  others  a  little  less.  The  black  stockings  for 
street  wear  have  deeper  pockets  and  less  elaborate  decorations, 
and  would  easily  hold  a  few  thousand  dollars,  and  a  couple  of 
moderate  sized  diamond  necklaces.  The  pockets  are  orna- 
mented with  some  droll  designs.  The  favorites  are  a  primitive 
likeness  of  the  man  in  the  moon,  a  very  lean-looking  heart 
pierced  with  a  sky-blue  dart,  and  the  third  and  most  catchy  is 
woven  in  imitation  of  a  watch  face,  on  which  the  hours  are  in- 
dicated by  black  numbers. — London  Drapery  World.

IN  a  short  time  spring  novelties  in  every  department  that  ap- 
pertains to  feminine  adornment  will  be  with  us.  Many 
houses  are  prepared  with  their  first  instalment.  I  can  only  say 
that  the  samples  shown  me  in  trimmed  hats  and  bonnets 
are  the  perfection  of  good  taste,  says  a  correspondent  of  The 
Drapers'  Record.  A  black  silk  straw  hat  of  the  round  shape, 
with  a  mauve  straw  crown,  is  trimmed  on  the  brim  with  ivy 
leaves  and  violets,  and  has  a  black  tulle  flounce  softening  it 
round  the  edge.  Two  black  wings  and  an  osprey  trim  it  on 
the  left  side,  and  there  is  one  of  the  new  ribbon  aigrettes  on  the 
right.  The  ribbon  chosen  for  this  latter  accessory  is  an  ex- 
quisite pansy-patterned  one  on  a  biscuit  ground.  Foliage  is  the 
distinctive  feature  on  the  spring  headgear.  It  is  in  various 
shades  of  green  and  dead-leaf  tones.  Beech  leaves  are  seen  on 
the  brim  of  another  exquisite  model.  The  crown  is  draped 
with  a  chine  reddish  ribbon,  which,  with  loops  of  the  straw, 
forms  the  principal  trimming  on  either  side. 

Feuille  mort,  or  dead  leaf,  is  the  novelty  in  straws  for  the 
coming  season,  and  very  lovely  it  is,  trimmed  becomingly  with 
leaves,  roses  and  lace. 

In  toques,  the  popularity  of  which  appears  to  be  assured,  a 
stylish  model  is  shown  in  stem  brown  silk  straw  in  an  original 
and  indescribable  shape,  with  high  coronal  front,  softened  with 
a  fold  of  chine  ribbon,  which  is  carried  round  the  back,  form- 
ing at  the  sides  two  large  bows.

It  is  evident  that  green  is  to  be  a  leading  color,  not  only  in 
millinery,  but  in  fabrics.  A  very  smart  cape  costume  in  a  green 
mixture  tweed  has  a  plain  skirt  with  two  folds  at  the  edge,  and 
a  three-quarter  cape,  which  is  of  quite  a  novel  shape,  the 
rounded  fronts  wrapping  over  each  other,  and  the  right 
fastening  on  the  left  shoulder  with  a  huge  pearl  button.

The  authority  mentioned  says  :  "  In 
fitting  yourself  to  become  a  proficient  advisor  on  fashions,  let 
me  caution  you  to  let  the  newspapers  alone.  Look  carefully 
over  the  advertisements  of  the  leading  houses  in  your  trade 
paper,  read  the  notes  on  shirts,  collars,  cuffs,  neckwear  and 
fashions.  A  great  deal  of  information  can  be  gathered  from 
the  notices  of  goods.  These,  if  intelligently  written,  give  you  a 
truthful  insight  of  the  market's  offerings,  and  if  you  know  the 
standing  of  the  houses  that  offer  the  innovations,  you  can  readily 
decide  as  to  the  merit  ot  the  article  offered,  and  its  probable 
place  in  the  estimation  of  well-dressed  men."  In  other  words 
read  your  trade  paper.

Paton  remarked  to  a  Dry  Goods  Review  representative  that 
where  he  had  come  from  they  had  had  no  winter  to  speak  of, 
consequently  the  dry  goods  business  had  suffered  considerably, 
especially  in  heavy  goods.  He  had  also  remarked  that  the 
farmers  had  plenty  of  produce  in  hand,  and  if  the  spring  opened 
out  well,  and  a  good  market  for  that  produce,  Mr.  Paton  had  no 
doubt  but  what  that  would  retrieve  the  loss  sustained  during  the 
winter. 


HATS    AND    CAPS. 

This  season  the  stiff  hat  will  share  popularity  with  the 
fedora,  and  the  new  styles  are  moderate  and  acceptable,  as 
nearly  every  shape  is  at  the  outset  of  a  revival.  Colors  for  the 
coming  season  are  bay  brown,  monlow,  bronze,  pearl  and  slate. 
The  two  latter  are  seen  in  fedoras,  which  still  have  a  large  call, 
owing  to  their  popularity  and  comfort. 

In  caps  there  is  a  great  demand  for  all  outing  purposes. 
The  golf  holds  its  own,  and  a  new  style  is  the  links  cap.  A. 
A.  Allan  have  a  full  range  of  the  latter,  which  promises  to  be  a 
great  seller.  This  house  has  also  a  large  range  of  wool  tarns  in 
fancies  and  solid  colors. 
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PROFIT    OR     BANKRUPTCY. 

To  the  Edilor  Dry  Goods  Review  : 

Sir, — In  these  days  of  new  methods,  leaders,  bargain  days, 
clearing  sales,  etc.,  etc.,  it  is  necessary  for  the  merchant  to 
remember  that  with  all  these  modern  devices,  profit  or  bankruptcy 
will  always  stare  him  in  the  face.  As  capital  is  the  surplus  of  ex- 
penditure over  income,  so  must  the  profit  exceed  the  expenses 
or  the  end  is  bankruptcy. 

Now  is  the  time  that  the  merchant  has  taken  stock  and  be- 
gins another  year.  Let  him  put  up  before  him  our  motto  "  Pro- 
fit or  Bankruptcy "  and  it  may  often  deter  him  from  foolish 
actions.  In  counting  profit  let  him  remember  it  must  be  profit 
off  the  selling  price — not  profit  on  the  cost  price.  An  article 
costing  $i  and  sold  for  $1.25  does  not  yield  25%  profit,  but  only 
20  on  his  sales.  If  he  wants  25%  profit  he  must  add  2>iVi  to 
the  cost, and  if  he  wants  2>2>lA  profit  he  must  add  50%  to  the  cost. 
The  want  of  proper  calculation  of  profits,  losses  in  measuring 
out  goods,  remnants,  pilferings,  etc.,  etc.,  has  brought  many  a 
good  man  to  bankruptcy.  Further,  many  who  import  goods 
don't  calculate  properly  the  cost  laid  down.  The  traveler  from 
an  European  house  naturally  makes  out  the  best  case  for 
himself  to  get  an  order,  and  will  say  an  article  costs  60  or  65% 
to  lay  down  when  it  really  costs  65  or  70^/.  In  making  com- 
parisons between  these  apparent  costs  and  the  prices  asked  by 
the  wholesale  trade  here  some  things  are  left  out  of  sight.  For 
instance,  the  British  house  will  only  give  2^%  discount  for  cash, 
and  that  is  only  on  the  cost  of  the  goods.  Duty,  freight,  insur- 
ance, shipping  charges,  etc.,  must  be  paid  net  cash  and  before 
delivery,  while,  in  the  case  of  goods  bought  here,  5  and  6%  for 
prompt  cash  is  allowed.  And  this  comes  off  not  only  the  cost 
of  the  goods  but  duty,  freight  charges,  etc.,  so  that  in  comparing 
prices  the  merchant  should  deduct  the  cash  discounts,  bringing 
both  to  a  net  basis,  and  then  compare.  We  have  been  informed 
by  a  party  who  has  had  careful  calculations  made  on  various 
departments  that  laying  down  costs  are  as  follows  :  Heavy 
linens,  65  per  cent.;  tablings,  towels,  etc.,  57^  ;  prints,  72^  ; 
cheap  dress  goods,  72^;  better  goods,  70;  silks,  70  ;  cheap 
hosiery,  85  ;  medium,  80  ;  best  goods,  75  ;  gloves,  75  to  80  ; 
umbrellas,  etc.,  75;  cloakings,  cheap,  80;  medium,  75;  fine 
goods,  70;  frillings,  and  such  goods,  75  to  80;  cheap  muslins, 
75  ;  medium,  70;  fine,  65  and  so  on.  These  calculations  are 
made  on  actual  shipments  and  are  calculated  on  the  basis  of  the 
"Importer's  Guide,"  and  they  mean  that  if  an  article  costs  5s. 
sterling,  at  60%  advance  it  costs  $1.60  laid  down,  and  at  70% 
advance  $1.70  and  so  on.  Now  an  article  costing  70%  laid  down 
means,  with  2^%  cash  discount  on  thegoods  only,  about  $1.67 
net  cash,  whereas  an  article  at  $1.77  offered  by  a  wholesale 
house  here,  with  6%  for  prompt  cash,  would  cost  the  same,  $1.67. 
The  cost  of  cases  on  cheap  goods  often  amounts  from  5  to  7  J^% 
of  the  value,  and  other  charges  are  also  in  proportion.  These 
things  are  much  more  closely  calculated  in  the  States  than  here, 
and  the  number  of  direct  importers  is  very  much  smaller  there 
than  here,  as  it  is  realized  that  the  big  cash  discounts  given  on 
the  spot  and  the  advantage  of  being  open  to  pick  up  what  is 
wanted  at  the  time,  often  more  than  counterbalances  the  appar- 
ent advantages  of  direct  importing.  And  we  are  sure  that  more 
money  is  made  by  the  cash  discounts  than  most  people  suppose. 
Fuither,  profit  is  not  so  much  dependent  on  value  as  on  having 
the  article  needed  at  the  time.  We  trust  that  our  friends  will 
benefit  by  the  rising    prices  that  have  held  sway  the  past  six 


months,  and  with  the  motto  "  Profit  or  Bankruptcy  "  before  them 
will  find  1896  the  best  year  they  have  had  for  some  time.

It  contains  all  supplies  that  a  dry  goods  mer- 
chant, dressmaker  or  tailor  can  require,  besides  an  abundance 
of  notions  and  fancy  goods  that  legitimately  belong  to  the  dry 
goods  business.  A  large  shipment  of  novelties  in  ladies'  belts, 
buckles,  etc.,  etc.,  have  just  been  passed  into  stock. 


TITLES    AND     BUSINESS     MEN. 

In  England  the  other  day  a  number  of  titles  were  conferred 
on  business  men.  Mr.  John  Arnott,  head  of  one  of  the  largest 
dry  goods  houses  in  Ireland,  Arnott  &  Co.,  was  made  a 
baronet.  Mr.  William  Coddington,  head  of  the  cotton  firm  of 
W.  D.  Coddington  &  Sons,  Blackburn,  also  received  a  baronetcy. 
These  honors  are  generally  thought  to  have  been  well  bestowed. 
In  this  country  titles  are  not  so  popular,  partly  because  we  are 
a  democratic  people,  and  partly  because  they  have  mostly  been 
conferred  on  politicians,  and  thus  become  a  matter  for  party 
controversy.  We  could  indicate  some  men  in  the  dry  goods 
business  in  Canada  who  are  better  entitled  to  the  Queen's 
honors  than  some  of  those  who  secured  them.  In  Great 
Britain  they  understand  these  things  better.  Eminence  in  life 
is  now  the  ruling  factor  there  in  the  bestowal  of  titles,  as  witness, 
in  addition  to  those  above  mentioned,  the  peerage  just  conferred 
on  Mr.  Henry  H.  Gibbs,  head  of  the  firm  of  Anthony  Gibbs  & 
Sons,  merchants  and  shippers  of  dry  goods.  Mr.  Gibb>  earned 
the  reward  by  his  activity  in  business,  his  services  as  a  financial 
authority,  and  his  all-round  standing  in  the  commercial  world. 
We  don't  find  these  qualities  reveiving  much  attention  from  our 
politicians,  who  usually  divide  all  the  honors  of  public  life 
amongst  themselves.

ST.  JOHN  wholesale  dry  goods  mei  chants  are  quite  hopeful 
of  a  good  trade  this  year.  There  seems  to  be  a  better 
understanding  and  more  confidence  between  wholesalers  and 
country  merchants.  Spring  trade  has  already  started,  and 
prices  are  well  maintained.  When  asked  as  to  failures,  credits, 
return  drafts,  etc.,  the  answer  generally  was  that  credits  and 
return  drafts  were  about  as  usual.  Loss  by  failure  was  not  as 
meat,  but  one  or  two  concerns  thought  that  country  merchants 
required  a  little  more  accommodation,  but  that  the  wholesaler 
had  more  confidence,  as  it  was  thought  that  the  country  mer- 
chant was  more  careful  in  the  matter  of  giving  credit. 

Cottons  are  10  per  cent.,  and  woolens,  including  mohairs, 
etc.,  are  from  10  to  25  per  cent,  higher  than  they  were  a  year 
ago. 

Some  attribute  the  strength  on  woolens  to  the  reduction  of 
American  duty  on  these  goods,  causing  increased  consumption 
m  the  United  States.   One  manufacturer's  agent  told  a  St.  John 
wholesale    buyer    that 
he   sold    more    goods 
of    the    mohair,    etc., 
kinds  on  hislastUnited 
States  trip  than  he  had 
sold  all  the  time  while 
the     McKinley     tariff 
was  in  force. 

Messrs.  Manches- 
ter, Robertson  &  Alli- 
son have  added  largely 
to  their  premises  lately, 
and  have  now  one 
hundred  thousand  feet 
of  floor  space,  or  equal 
to  a  building  four 
storeys  high,  twenty- 
five  deep,  the  whole 
length  of  the  busi- 
ness part  of  King  street 
(one  thousand  feet). 

W.  C.    Pitfield    & 
Co.'s  turn-over  of  Can- 
ad.an  staples  was  much 
larger  than  the  previous  year,  but  owing  to  sharp   competition 
margins  of  profit  were  smaller. 

Molhson  Bros,  report  a  large  increase  of  trade.       Constantly 
adding  new  lines. 

A.  Miller  &  Co.  also  report  satisfactory  tra  le. 
In  the  millinery  line  last  year's  trade  was  an  improvement, 
though  not  as  good  as  was  expected.  Trade  is  always  about 
three  or  four  weeks  later  than  at  Montreal,  but  travelers  are  now 
out  and  are  doing  well,  though  retailers  are  buying  carefully. 
Openings  in  this  line  are  not  on  until  the  last  of  March.

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THE    NEED    OF    INSOLVENCY    LEGISLATION. 

To  the  Editor  Dky  Goods  Review: 

Sir, — I  have  been  pleased  to  note  from  time  to  time  in  the 
editorial  columns  of  The  Dry  Goods  Review,  your  earnest 
advocacy  to  secure  a  stringent  national  insolvency  law,  which 
would  regulate  assignments  and  bankruptcies  according  to  one 
law  for  the  whole  Dominion.  Tis  true  we  have  provincial  in- 
solvency Acts.  But  they  appear  to  be  either  a  farce  or  are  not 
properly  enforced.  Under  the  law  now  in  force  in  Ontario  it  is 
possible  for  unscrupulous  dealers  in  bankrupt  and  other  stocks 
to  have  their  periodical  failures  as  regularly  as  the  seasons  roll 
around.  Their  modus  operandi  is  to  rent  a  tenement  house  in 
a  town,  get  put  on  the  assessment  roll  for  a  small  amount  and 
become  an  insignificant  ratepayer  and  resident  for  three  months 
in  order  to  escape  the  transient  traders'  license.  After  such 
period  they  float  into  town  with  a  bankrupt  stock  to  begin  with, 
and  keep  replenishing  it  from  the  jobbers  and  houses  where 
they  are  the  least  known  and  can  get  credit.  Then  begins  the 
price  cutting,  slashing  and  demoralizing  of  trade  generally,  much 
to  the  detriment  of  the  legitimate  merchants  who  have  a  stake 
in  the  town  and  who  pay  an  honest  one  hundred  cents  on  the 
dollar  to  their  creditors.  The  above  mentioned  class  of  traders 
usually  do  business  in  the  names  of  their  wives.  Having  failed 
and  compromised  before,  they  dare  not  use  their  own  name  to 
carry  on  the  business.  The  bankrupt  laws  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec  seem  to  me  to  be  superior  to  Ontario,  and  to  afford 
better  protection  to  creditors  against  such  dealers.  In  Quebec, 
when  an  assignment  is  made  by  a  trader  who  makes  a  business 
of  failing  on  a  wholesale  scale,  and  where  there  is  crooked  deal- 


ing and  fraud  suspected,  they  at  once  slap  him  in  gaol  pending 
an  investigation  of  his  affairs.  But  in  Ontario  they  are  allowed 
all  the  freedom  of  an  honest  man.  What  surprises  me  most  is 
the  fact  that  wholesale  houses  and  jobbers,  after  having  been 
repeatedly  bitten  by  this  class  of  traders,  will  sell  them  again  on 
time  and  take  chances  of  getting  40,  50  or  60c.  on  the  dollar  as 
the  case  may  be.  One  would  naturally  think  that  the  old 
adage,  "  A  child  once  burned  dreads  the  fire,"  would  apply  here. 
Then,  again,  the  almost  unlimited  credit  system  of  both  manu- 
facturers and  jobbers  prevailing  to-day  is  a  great  evil  to  the  re- 
tail trade.  It  enables  would-be  merchants  without  ample 
capital,  experience  or  business  capacity  to  enter  business  and 
accumulate  a  stock,  with  the  result  that  in  less  than  a  year  it  is 
thrown  on  the  market  and  slaughtered,  to  the  injury  of  regular 
trade,  and  the  too-confiding  creditors  get  about  35  or  40c.  on 
the  dollar  for  their  claims. 

To  illustrate  the  above  assertion  I  might  cite  the  dry  goods 
terms  :  Spring  goods,  and  even  sorting,  are  delivered  in  Decem- 
ber, January  and  February,  and  dated  as  1st  April,  four  months 
net,  which  means  they  are  not  due  until  the  1st  of  August.  In 
the  meantime  the  reckless  dealer  can  slaughter  this  stock  re- 
gardless of  cost  in  order  to  convert  it  into  cash,  and  at  the  ex- 
piration of  the  time  fail  with  a  full  pocket,  and  the  creditors 
have  to  compromise  at  what  he  chooses  to  offer,  or  realize  on  the 
assets  as  best  they  can.  Is  it  not  time,  I  ask,  that  manufacturers 
and  jobbers  should  limit  the  terms  of  credit  to  thirty  days,  and 
thereby  place  the  retail  trade  on  a  healthy  basis?  The  same 
quantity  of  goods  would  be  handled  and  the  same  volume  of 
business  done,  as  consumers  must  be  supplied,  and  goods  would

HE    WRITES    CLEVER    ADS. 

Ottawa  Valley  readers  are  well  acquainted  with  the  clever 
and  amusing  advertisements  which  Mr.  R.  J.  Devlin,  the  noted 
hat  and  fur  merchants,  writes  in  the  local  papers.  Mr.  Devlin, 
gets  off  as  good  things  in  verse  as  in  prose.  At  the  general 
election  of  1891  an  amusing  skit  on  "Jimmy  Blaine,"  the 
American  politician,  was  widely  quoted  by  the  Canadian  press. 
Some  years  ago  it  was  said  that  Mr.  Devlin  received  a  very 
handsome  offer  to  go  to  New  York  and  devote  his  time  entirely 
to  literary  work  for  one  of  the  big  American  dry  goods  houses. 
But  Mr.  Devlin  preferred  to  remain  in  Canada  at  the  head  of  his 
own  prosperous  business.  We  quote  from  the  Ottawa  papers 
one  of  his  recent  advertisements  as  a  sample  of  his  work.  It  is 
headed  "Natural  History": 

"The  Musk  Ox  is  a  native  of  the  northern  part  of  North 
America,  and  comes  within  the  purview,  presumably,  of  the 
Monroe  Doctrine. 

"  His  Southern  Boundary  has  never  been  clearly  defined,  but 


the  Field  Naturalists' Club,  and  the  Venezuela  Commission  will 
probably  agree  upon  the  Arctic  Circle  as  the  limit. 

"The  presence  of  the  Musk  Ox  south  of  that  line  renders 
him  liable,  under  the  Alien  Act,  and  he  is  shot  forthwith  and 
transformed  into  warm  and  glossy  sleigh  robes  for  luxurious 
Canadians  who  possess  the  requisite  amount  of  cash. 

"  His  chief  amusement,  when  at  home,  consists  in  bounding 
from  iceberg  to  iceberg  and  butting  unwary  explorers,  in  search 
of  the  North  Pole,  over  slippery  precipices  to  the  great  detriment 
of  their  trousers. 

"This    propensity,  coupled  with  the  value  of  his  skin,  in 
duces  the  Arctic  hunter  to  '  lay  for  him,' as  Senator  Lodge  would 
say,  so  persistently  that  the  chances  are  he  will    be  as  extinct  as 
the  buffalo  before  the  end  of  the  century. 

"In  fact,  the  catch  of  last  season  (477)  is  less  than  half  of 
that  of  the  preceding  year,  and  a  very  small  fraction  of  the  catch 
of  former  years. 

"Consequently,  those  people  who  neglect  my  great  Musk  Ox 
sale  this  week,  will  regret  it  when  it  is  too  late.

The  demand  for  woolens  shows  no  particular 
feature  so  far  this  season,  and  trade  is  of  a  sorting  character. 


The  ready-made  clothing  trade  is  active  at  present.  E.  A. 
Small  &  Co.'s  new  factory  is  working  overtime,  and  there  is  a 
demand  for  extra  hands.  Orders  are  brisk  from  Ontario  and 
Quebec. 


In  children's  clothing  business  continues  to  grow  steadily  in 
Canada.  This  has  been  one  of  the  most  profitable  and  success- 
ful in  the  ready-made  line.  E.  A.  Small  &  Co.  have  for  years 
made  a  specialty  of  it,  and  their  report  agrees  with  that  of 
others.  The  make,  style  and  finish  of  children's  clothing  are 
all  up  to  high  standard,  and  dealers  find  it  easy  to  replace  the 
home-made  article.  Once  very  young  children  were  either  fitted 
out  by  the  mother  or  through  a  sewing  girl.  But  the  ready- 
made  garments,  which  comprise  novelties  and  fancy  suits,  and 
are  low  in  price,  have  done  away  with  this.  Neatly  dressed 
juveniles  are  now  the  rule  instead  of  the  exception. 


It  is  to  be  hoped  the  Canadian  mills  will  keep  up  the 
record  they  are  making  this  year  in  turning  out  high-class 
stuffs.  The  Globe  mills  are  showing  a  melton  this  season, 
which  the  trade  say  is  the  best  yet  shown,  and  fully  equal  to 
imported. 


Brodie  &  Co.,  woolen  manufacturers,  Hespeler,  have  dis- 
solved partnership,  Robert  T.  Brodie  retiring.  The  business  is 
being  carried  on  by  A.  W.  Brodie  alone  in  his  own  name. 


W.  R.  Brock  &  Co.  keep  their  stock  of  tailors'  trimmings 
and  linings  thoroughly  assorted  all  the  year  round,  and  their 
well-known  makes  of  Italians,  serges,  canvases,  etc.,  have  an  es- 
tablished reputation  throughout  the  trade.  Most  of  the  lines  in 
this  department  have  advanced  very  appreciably,  particularly 
Italians  and  serges. 


Cable  advices  from  Australia  say  that  the  shearing  there  is 
finished.  According  to  these  advices  it  is  estimated  that  the 
total  yield  will  be  170,000  bales  less  than  that  of  1895.

An  English  paper  hears  of  a  new  patent  underclothing. 
The  patentee  claims  by  his  process  to  produce  a  wool, 
odorless,  possessing  an  unsurpassable  suppleness  and  softness, 
as  well  as  a  peculiar  absorptive  activity  on  the  humors  and 
perspiration  of  the  body,  which  are  therefore  drawn  to  the  out- 
side of  the  texture,  causing  the  body  to  keep  dry.  He  claims 
that  wool  loses  its  natural  harshness,  and  the  prepared  material 
does  not  irritate  the  body,  that  each  individual  fibre  becomes 
exceedingly  elastic,  porous,  more  capable  of  absorption,  and  will 
not  shrink  ;  that  the  properties  beneficial  to  the  human  body 
are  never  lost,  even  by  washing,  cleaning  and  thorough  airing  of 
the  material.  All  this  is  produced  by  the  bark  and  root  of  a 
tree  growing  in  the  northern  regions  of  Europe,  known  as  the 
Daphne  mezerium.

NORTH  GREY  is  the  latest  district  to  come  into  line  with 
our  policy.  It  proposes  to  send  a  successful  business 
man  to  represent  it  in  Parliament,  instead  of  a  lawyer  or  a 
professional  politician,  or  someone  of  that  sort — useful  possibly 
in  their  place,  but  not  in  Parliament.  James  McLauchlan, 
wholesale  and  retail  grocer,  biscuit  and  confectionery  manufac- 
turer, of  Owen  Sound,  has  received  the  Conservative  nomination 
for  the  House  of  Commons.  The  constituency  is  now,  and  has 
been  for  years,  represented  by  a  lawyer,  and  a  very  reputable 
man  he  is. 

The  time  of  Parliament  is  almost  entirely  taken  up  with  the 
discussion  of  business  questions.  Laws  are  made  to  regulate, 
and  action  is  taken  to  develope,  local  and  foreign  trade.  To 
deal  with  these  questions  intelligently  it  is  necessary  to  have  a 
House  composed  of  experienced  business  men.  This  is  com- 
mon sense.  When  we  are  ill  we  consult  doctors,  not  lawyers 
or  blacksmiths  or  anyone  else.  It  is  true  some  people  do  not. 
They  take  every  old  woman's  advice  and  try  patent  medicines 
by  the  score.  They  are  ill  for  months  and  spend  a  hundred  or 
more  dollars  in  various  remedies.  Finally  they  consult  an  able 
doctor,  who  charges  them  five  dollars,  and  they  are  well  in  a 
week.  A  case  was  discussed  in  Parliament  this  week  that 
proves  the  necessity  of  having  experienced  men  in  everything. 
The  warden's  residence,  Stoney  Mountain  Penitentiary,  Mani- 
toba, had  to  be  removed.  The  authorities  spent  much  time 
and  prepared  elaborate  plans,  and  it  was  found  that  it  would 
cost  $3,500  to  do  the  work.  The  Government  authorized  this 
expenditure.  Among  the  convicts  was  a  man  whose  previous 
life  had  been  devoted  to  building  and  contracting.  He  heard 
what  they  were  about.  He  offered  to  do  the  work  in  the  way 
any  ordinary  every-day  builder  would  for  a  cash  outlay  of  $15. 
He  did  the  work  and  the  country  was  saved  $3,485. 

Those  nominated  for  Parliament  should  also  be  successful 
business  men  with  more  than  average  ability.  If  they  have  not 
made  a  success  of  their  own  affairs  it  is  hardly  possible  for  them 
to  deal  with  the  large  affairs  of  the  entire  country.  They  should 
be  enterprising  and  in  touch  with  the  times.  They  should  have 
means  enough  to  enable  them  to  be  independent  of  parties  or 
governments  instead  of  voting  against  the  interests  of  their  con- 
stituents on  promises  of  Civil  Service  appointments.  It  is  said 
thirty-three  members  of  the  present  House  are  after  positions  : 
they  jump  when  the  Government  pulls  the  string.  Their  busi- 
ness must  be  in  such  a  position  that  their  prolonged  absence 
and  constant  neglect  will  not  seriously  affect  its  earnings.  To 
let  their  business  suffer  is  unfair  to  themselves  and  their  families 
and  unjust  to  their  creditors.  They  should  be  men  of  unim- 
peachable reputation. 

Mr.  McLauchlan  has  all  the  elements  of  a  capable  repre 
sentative.  He  is  well  off.  He  has  a  good  business,  which  is 
now  largely  controlled  by  his  sons,  who  have  been  trained  under 
him.  He  has  been  for  years  in  municipal  politics,  presiding 
over  town  affairs  or  occupying  a  seat  in  the  County  Council. 
So  high  does  his  personal  reputation  stand  that  no  one  dare 
attack  it. 

Another  biscuit  and  confectionery  manufacturer  to  whom 
everything  that  has  been  said  of  Mr.  McLauchlan  applies,  is 
Wm.  Paterson,  of  Brantford,  now  a  member  of  the  House  and 
high  in  the  councils  of  the  Liberals. 

May  they  both,  and  many  others  like  them,  sign  "  M.P."  to 
their  names  after  the  coming  Dominion  elections. 


THE     IRISH     INDUSTRIES    ASSOCIATION. 

It  will  be  remembered  that,  on  the  occasion  of  Lady 
Aberdeen's  visit  to  Toronto  in  the  early  summer  of  last  year, 
she  interested  Mr.  R.  Simpson  in  the  work  of  the  Irish  Indus- 
tries Association,  with  headquarters  at  Dublin,  Ireland,  and 
arranged  that  he  should  become  the  representative  of  this 
society  in  Canada.  Lady  Aberdeen  has  been  very  active  in  her 
efforts  to  help  in  this  practical  way  the  industries  of  Ireland. 
The  placing  of  these  goods  on  sale  has  been  delayed  through 
Mr.  Simpson  not  taking  occupation  of  his  new  store  until  after 
the  new  year,  but  all  arrangements  are  now  being  completed  to 
keep  on  hand  a  very  select  stock  of  these  beautiful  goods.  The 
department  will  be  directly  under  the  patronage  of  Her  Ex- 
cellency.

IT  Front  St.  West,  Toronto 
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A    GRIEVANCE    TO    CANADA. 

To  the  Editor  Dry  GOODS  Khview  : 

Sir, — The  following  extract  from  The  St.  John  Sun  of  27th 
inst.,  if  republished  in  your  paper,  which  is  probably  read  by 
more  business  men  than  any  other  paper  published  in  the  Do- 
minion, will  doubtless  have  a  good  effect  in  impressing  on  the 
minds  of  our  fellow  countrymen  the  great  injustice  which  we, 
as  residents  of  St.  John,  the  natural  winter  port  of  Canada,  are 
suffering  at  the  hands  of  the  Canadian  Government. 

When  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  was  being  constructed 
our  people  were  promised  that  in  return  for  the  taxation  which 
was  being  put  on  us  we  would  be  doubly  repaid  by  having  the 
winter  exports  of  the  great  country  which  was  being  developed 
pass  through  our  port.  In  anticipation  of  the  fulfilment  of  these 
promises,  our  people  uncomplainingly  bore  the  burden,  and  in 
order  to  be  capable  of  handling  the  trade,  spent  a  sum  of  over 
$300,000  in  building  a  grain  elevator  and  freight  sheds  and 
otherwise  improving  our  facilities. 

Now  that  we  are  in  a  position  to  handle  the  trade,  what  do 
we  find  ?  Simply  this  :  that  the  Government,  instead  of  re- 
warding us,  compels  us,  in  common  with  the  other  residents  of 
Canada,  to  pay  for  heavy  subsidies  granted  to  the  Dominion 
and  Allan  companies  to  deliver  the  export  and  import  trade  of 
Canada  via  a  United  States  port,  viz.,  Portland,  Maine. 

We  are  actually  compelled  to  bear  taxation,  the  result  of 
which  is  to  build  up  a  rival  port  in  the  United  States  at  the  ex- 
pense of  our  own  city. 

To  give  an  idea  of  the  large  sums  of  money  which  are  left 
with  the  citizens  of  Portland  by  means  of  these  steamers,  a  Port- 
land paper  is  authority  for  the  statement  that  the  Scotsman  dis- 
tributed $12,000  on  her  last  visit. 

How  long  would  the  citizens  of  any  United  States  city  sub- 
mit to  being  taxed  in  order  to  build  up  with  United  States  trade 
a  rival  city  in  Canada? 

There  is  a  growing  trade  between  the  Upper  and  Lower 
Provinces,  the  balance  of  which  is  largely  in  favor  of  the 
former. 

If  these  steamship  companies  were  subsidized  to  make  St. 
John  their  terminus,  the  money  distributed  would  be  of  immense 
service  to  our  merchants,  and  by  bettering  them  financially 
react  to  the  good  of  the  Upper  Province  manufacturers. 

This  is  not  the  case  with  Portland,  Maine.  The  Americans 
take  all  they  can  get,  but  give  nothing  in  return  save  insults  to 
the  Mother  Country.  With  a  tariff  wall  surrounding  Maine, 
trade  is  out  of  the  question.  If  every  exporter  and  every  im- 
porter would  make  it  a  point  to  order  their  shipments  via  St. 
John  great  results  would  be  accomplished. 

Yours,  etc.,  St.  John.

The  Canadian  portion  of 
her  car^o  consisted  of  17,230  bushels  of  peas,  5,171  maple 
blocks,  986  wooden  doors,  78  crates  of  road  carts,  58  organs, 
13  cases  of  sewing  machines,  12  cases  of  poultry,  8  cases  and 
29  bales  of  leather,  1,680  bales  of  cut  hay,  228  cases  of  apples, 
710  boxes  of  ham  and  bacon,  43  tierces  of  pork,  92  cases  of 
canned  meats,  1 3  boxes  of  butter,  1 20  packages  of  agricultural  im- 
plements, 63  crates  of  pulleys,  36  packages  of  emery  stones,  25 
boxes  of  tobacco,  10  crates  of  bicycle  rims,  125  boxes  of 
beans,  no  boxes  of  peas,  250  bags  of  oatmeal,  120  bales  of  oil 
cake,  19  packages  of  sundries."]

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COTTON     NEWS. 

THE  Canadian  Cotton  Mills  are  very  busy  at  present,  and 
the  agents  report  an  extensive  business.  In  cotton 
blankets,  which  are  being  put  on  the  market  for  the  first  time 
in  Canadian  makes,  the  Dominion  Co.'s  mills  will  have  them 
ready  for  the  fall  trade  in  all  grades. 


It  is  the  intention  this  year  to  keep  Canadian  cottons  fully 
abreast  of  the  times  in  make,  style  and  finish.  A  representa- 
tive of  D.  Morrice,  Sons  &  Co.  has  just  returned  from  Europe 
after  an  extended  trip  to  examine  the  newest  designs  and  pat- 
terns. He  visited  Manchester,  Paris  and  other  places  with  this 
end  in  view.  It  is  intended  to  show  the  latest  designs  in 
prints  next  season. 


A  circular  from  the  Montmorency  Cotton  Co.,  dated  Jan. 
18,  announced  advances  in  their  different  lines  of  grey  cottons 
of  from  )'l  to  3 8  cent  per  yard. 


Advices  go  to  show  that  the  demand  for  cottons  throughout 
Ontario  and  Quebec  this  season  has  been  somewhat  limited  as 
compared  with  the  past  season.  This  is  being  accounted  for  on 
the  ground  that  the  country  retailers  bought  ahead,  to  a  certain 
extent  anticipating  spring  sales,  before  the  recent  advances  in 
price.

THE  TRADE  OUTLOOK. 

THE  conditions  affecting  the  dry  goods  trade  this  year  have 
been  rather  exceptional.  Up  to  Tanuary  retail  business 
was  retarded  by  wet  weather  and  almost  entire  absence  of 
winter.  Since  then  the  severe  cold  and  tremendous  quantities 
of  snow  have,  in  some  districts,  especially  in  Ontario,  dimin- 
ished country  trade.  The  merchants  in  these  districts  report 
(and  the  information  is  amply  confirmed  by  our  country 
exchanges  just  to  hand)  that  the  roads  in  many  directions  have 
been  blocked.  Country  stores  have  been  affected  in  this  way, 
and  even  some  travelers  for  wholesale  houses  have  had  to 
curtail  their  trips. 

The  paper  of  retailers  maturing  March  4th  has  been  fairly 
well  met.  The  record  for  February  was  a  little  better,  and,  as 
compared  with  last  year,  the  March  returns  were,  at  this  writing, 
rather  under  the  average.  But  in  general  the  outlook  is  exceed- 
ingly good.  The  wholesalers  report  a  good  all  round  demand, 
and  their  best  customers  are  feeling  well.  The  general  expecta- 
tion is  for  a  good  trade  in  April  and  May,  better  than  in  the 
same  months  last  year.  There  has  been  some  weeding  out  of 
weak  concerns  since  the  first  of  the  year,  but  the  failures  indicate 
no  general  depression,  and,  though  vexatious  to  the  firms  involved, 
are  not  regarded  with  anything  like  alarm.  In  some  cases 
March   renewals  were  due   to   the   priority  given    to  Samson, 


Kennedy  &  Co.  paper  held  by  the  banks,  and  therefore  it  had 
to  be  met  first.  All  our  advices  point  to  a  good  retail  trade 
whenever  spring  really  opens.  The  millinery  openings  were 
well  attended  and  customers  came  to  Montreal  and  Toronto  from 
points  as  far  distant  as  British  Columbia  and  Nova  Scotia. 


SOMETHING    PRACTICAL. 

THE  immigration  convention  at  Winnipeg  last  month  and 
the  formation  of  an  association  to  promote  the  movement 
of  population  toward  Canada  are  practical  steps  in  the  proper 
direction.  This  country  needs  a  larger  population.  There  is 
plenty  of  the  finest  farm  land  ready  in  Canada  for  new  settlers. 
A  man  may  not  only  make  a  comfortable  living,  but  he  be- 
comes the  owner  of  his  land.  He  leads  a  healthy  life  and 
acquires  property  quicker  than  in  any  other  branch  of  industry. 
Instead  of  so  many  people  going  into  business  more  should 
take  to  the  land.  Our  own  young  people,  instead  of  going  off 
to  the  larger  centres  of  population  on  this  continent,  should  be 
encouraged  in  larger  numbers  to  take  up  farms.  The  effect  on 
business  would  be  good.  It  would  enlarge  the  proportion  of 
consumers  of  goods,  and  put  home  trade  on  a  sounder  basis. 
The  immigration  convention  was  a  commendable  move,  and 
we  wish  it  well.  Far  too  much  time  is  taken  up  in  this 
country  with  projects  that  have  little  to  justify  them.  A 
speaker  at  the  meeting,  Aid.  Andrews,  of  Winnipeg,  hit  one  of 
our  national  follies  hard  when  he  said  . 

"  We  spend,  I  believe,  far  too  much  time  and  energy  in  this 
country  in  fighting  one  another.  The  race  our  country  is 
entered  in  is  one  in  which  the  pace  is  getting  hotter  and  hotter. 
If  we  are  to  have  any  show  of  winning,  we  must  deny  ourselves 
the  luxury  of  the  political  scraps  we  so  continually  indulge  in, 
or  we  will  see  our  neighbors,  as  usual,  in  the  lead,  for  we  cannot 
but  admire  the  manner  in  which  they  stand,  shoulder  to 
shoulder,  in  any  movement  for  the  advancement  of  the  busi- 
ness interests  of  their  communities,  no  matter  how  hard  they 
strive  for  victory  when  a  political  fight  is  on." 

This  is  quite  true.  The  attention  of  legislators  and  public 
bodies  is  devoted  mainly  to  subjects  of  party  interest,  and  ques- 
tions of  prime  business  importance  are  passed  over  or  simply 
fill  in  the  pauses  of  the  political  wind. 
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A   GOOD    MOVE. 

THE  series  of  evening  meetings  announced  to  be  held  by 
the  Toronto  Board  of  Trade  is  a  practical  effort  to  pro- 
mote the  interests  of  the  mercantile  community  and  to  facilitate 
discussion  of  commercial  questions.  At  these  meetings  topics 
of  trade  importance  will  be  considered.  The  first  meeting,  to 
be  held  on  the  26th  inst.,  will  consider  the  appointment  and  in- 
struction of  delegates  to  the  great  meeting  of  Chambers  of 
Commerce  of  the  Empire  in  London  next  June. 

This  convention  is  one  of  marked  significance.  Every  Board 
of  Trade  in  the  British  Empire  has  a  right  to  be  represented. 
The  issues  to  be  discussed  cover  every  present  question  agitat- 
ing the  commercial  world,  from  the  system  of  measurement  to 
fiscal  policy.  A  matter  of  prime  consequence  to  Canada  to  be 
dealt  with  is  the  future  commercial  relations  of  the  Colonies  and 
the  Mother  Country.  It  is  right  that  the  voice  of  Canada 
should  be  strongly  heard  on  such  a  question  as  this. 
The  total  trade  of  Canada  in  1895  was  $222,420,000.  Of 
this  $100,234,000,  or  nearly  50  per  cent.,  was  done  with  the 
British  Empire.  We  sold  abroad  in  1895  altogether  $172,439,- 
000  worth  of  goods,  and  $66,426,000  worth  found  a  market  in 
countries  under  the  British  flag.  It  \z  no  light  matter,  therefore, 
what  the  future  commercial  policy,  that  may  expand  or  contract 
this  immense  trade,  is  to  be. 

The  Review  earnestly  trusts  that  every  Canadian  Board  of 
Trade  will  see  that  it  has  a  delegate  at  the  convention,  with  in- 
structions, if  possible,  as  to  how  he  shall  vote.  It  may  not  be 
convenient  for  every  board  to  despatch  a  member  from  this  side. 
But  someone  resident  in  Britain  can  be  selected  who  may  be 
given  a  proxy  and  authorized  to  cast  a  vote  on  behalf  of  the 
commercial  body  he  represents. 


BUY    AND    SELL    FOR    CASH. 

IN  THESE  columns  lately  reference  was  made  to  a  circular 
issued  by  Mr.  Brand,  of  Embro,  an  enterprising  merchant, 
who  announced  his  intention  of  going  in  for  the  cash  system  in 
his  business  and  abandoning  credit.  Mr.  Brand  was  in  town 
a  few  days  ago,  and,  while  calling  at  The  Review  office,  gave 
some  interesting  information  regarding  this  important  question 
of  cash  vs.  credit. 

It  appears  that  after  The  Dry  Goods  Review  had  pub- 
lished the  article  about  his  adoption  of  the  cash  system,  Mr. 
Brand  got  a  large  number  of  letters  from  readers  of  the  paper 
in  all  parts  of  Canada,  asking  questions  with  regard  to  the  matter 
and  desiring  to  know  the  results  of  his  experience.  Owing  to 
this,  he  believes  that  there  are  many  Canadian  merchants 
deeply  concerned  in  this  question,  and  anxious  to  adopt 
the  cash  system  when  its  benefits  are  fully  understood. 
Mr.  Brand  is  well  satisfied  with  his  own  experience, 
and  has  no  hesitation  in  stating  a  marked  preference 
for  a  cash  basis.  But,  he  says,  a  merchant  must  not 
only  sell  for  cash.  He  must  buy  for  cash  as  well.  This  is  ex- 
actly in  line  with  The  Review's  argument  that  you  should  take 


your  cash  discounts  and  save  yearly  an  amount  equal  to  a  man's 
living  expenses.  He  further  declares  that  in  these  days,  when 
the  country  trade  has  to  meet  the  keen  competition  of  the  large 
city  departmental  stores,  the  only  way  for  the  merchant  to  meet 
this  new  condition  is  to  buy  and  sell  for  cash. 


THE     STRENGTH     OF    WOOL. 

THE  cost  of  raw  material  is  not  always  a  reliable  criterion 
on  which  to  calculate  values.  Still,  logically  it  is  bound  to 
have  some  influence  on  the  ruling  price  for  the  finished  article, 
and  all  the  more  so  if  the  increased  cost  of  the  crude  material  is 
pronounced.  At  present  most  dealers  are  figuring  on  firm 
values  on  woolen  fabrics  of  all  kinds,  advices  from  manufactur- 
ing centres  in  Great  Britain  being  very  strong.  This  disposi- 
tion was  accentuated  by  the  keen  competition  and  high  prices 
paid  at  the  last  series  of  wool  sales  in  London,  values  being  fully 
five  per  cent,  higher  owing  to  keen  competition  between  Eng- 
lish, American,  French  and  German  buyers.  The  March  series, 
which  opened  on  the  3rd  of  the  month,  exhibited  increased 
strength,  merino  wools  on  the  first  day,  for  instance,  recording 
an  advance  of  5  per  cent,  and  short  breds  the  same.  On 
the  second  day  the  competition  from  both  German  and 
French  buyers  caused  another  advance  of  5  per  cent.,  making 
10  per  cent,  in  two  days,  and  at  this  writing  the  demand  from 
Yorkshire,  French  and  German  buyers  has  been  fully  main- 
tained. On  the  other  hand,  American  buyers  have  not  made 
their  influence  felt  at  all  as  yet,  holding  off  so  far.  The  pre- 
sumption is,  however,  that  they  will  do  some  operating  sooner 
or  later,  and  in  this  event  the  competition  will  be  still  keener, 
unless  the  English  and  continental  buyers  have  in  the  mean- 
time filled  all  their  wants. 


A    CAUTIOUS     DISPOSITION. 

"  There  are  lots  of  orders,  but  we  are  scared  to  ship  some 
of  the  goods,"  said  the  member  of  a  leading  Montreal  firm  to 
The  Dry  Goods  Review  this  week.  This  sums  up  the  situ- 
ation in  a  nutshell.  It  is  not  lack  of  demand  that  is  bothering 
the  trade,  but  a  feeling  that  caution  is  necessary  with  the  con- 
ditions as  they  are  at  present.  On  the  whole,  therefore,  though 
the  volume  of  trade  this  spring  may  not  be  equal  to  that  of  last, 
the  cautious  spirit  referred  to  will  be  apt  to  check  the  tendency 
to  unhealthy  expansion.  In  a  word,  there  will  be  no  retailers 
overstocked  this  spring  and  none  of  the  evils  that  the  fact  entails. 


ON    THE    RIGHT    TRACK. 

The  Shareholder,  Montreal,  which  is  an  excellent  financial 
paper,  is  doing  good  work  in  exposing  the  loose  system  on 
which  many  houses  and  institutions  are  doing  business.  Their 
articles  on  the  insolvency  question  have  been  among  the  most 
valuable  contributions  to  the  discussion  on  the  necessity  for 
early  legislation.  We  are  glad  to  observe  that  they  are  support- 
ing The  Review  in  its  efforts  to  have  good  business  men  sent 
to  Parliament  instead  of  poor  lawyers,  ward  politicians  and 
other  office  seekers. 
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AS    MANUFACTURERS'    AGENTS. 

THE  new  departure  announced  in  this  issue,  whereby  a  lead- 
ing Canadian  wholesale  house  becomes  the  sole  agent  in 
Canada  of  several  of  the  largest  European  manufacturers,  is  des- 
tined to  mark  a  new  era  in  the  Canadian  jobbing  trade.  Readers 
of  The  Review  will  probably  recollect  that  on  several  occasions 
we  have  pointed  out  that  to  secure  such  agencies  would  be  the 
future  policy  of  the  best  jobbing  houses.  It  is  true  that  many 
houses  have  agencies,  but  they  have  not  made  the  securing  of 
sole  agencies  a  feature  of  their  business  as  has  been  done  in 
this  instance. 

The  wholesale  houses  of  to-day  will,  we  believe,  gradually 
become  manufacturers'  agents,  controlling  many  lines,  in  some 
of  which  they  may  themselves  be  financially  interested.  This 
will  mean  fewer  large  jobbing  houses  and  a  more  profitable 
business,  for  there  will  be  less  cutting. 

The  new  move  will  have  its  effect  on  direct  importing — in 
fact,  it  would  seem  to  be  the  result  of  the  rapid  growth  of 
direct  importing  by  retail  houses.  In  future,  Canadians  can  buy 
Priestley's  fabrics  and  several  other  brands  through  the  Canadian 
agency  only.  They  will  see  the  samples  and  place  their  orders 
for  import  several  months  later.  Buyers  may  visit  the  mills 
and  orders  may  be  given  in  Europe,  but  they  will  eventually 
pass  through  the  Canadian  agents'  hands.  Shipments  may,  if 
desired,  be  made  direct  from  the  mills  in  Europe  to  the  buyer, 
or  they  may  be  re-shipped  from  Montreal. 

It  is  just  a  question  whether  it  is  a  good  policy  for  a  manufac- 
turer to  give  a  sole  agency  to  any  one  firm.  In  this  instance  it 
is  doubtful  if  the  European  manufacturers  could  have  done  bet- 
ter, for  the  travelers  cover  every  corner  of  the  Dominion 
thoroughly  and  at  frequent  intervals,  but  there  are  not  half  a 
dozen  houses  that  do  so.  The  others  look  after  the  trade  in 
their  own  province  or  district  well,  and  make  annual  or  semi- 
annual trips  to  the  more  distant  parts. 


THE    FOURTH    IN    MONTREAL. 

THE  fourth  of  March  in  Montreal,  while  it  did  not  satisfy 
all  traders  as  to  the  way  paper  was  met,  was  not  entirely 
unsatisfactory.  Reports  from  the  different  houses  called  on 
by  The  Dry  Goods  Review  varied  the  percentage  of  paper 
met,  ranging  from  55  to  6^  per  cent.  As  from  70  to  75  per 
cent,  is  generally  the  rule  at  this  period,  the  day,  though  in  a 
sense  disappointing,  was  not  so  bad  as  it  might  be.  Managers 
of  the  different  banks  summed  up  as  follows  : 

The  Bank  of  Montreal — The  day  has  been  a  quiet  one  com- 
paratively. The  payments  have  been  fairly  well  met,  especially 
in  the  West,  and  we  do  not  hear  many  complaints  from  the 
wholesale  men. 

The  Quebec  Bank — We  had  more  bills  falling  due  yesterday 
than  to-day,  but  all  have  been  well  provided  for.  We  have 
heard  few  complaints  from  outside. 

Merchants  Bank  of  Canada — Payments  have  not  been  too 
good,  yet  we  look  forward  to  better  times.      We,  however,  have 


heard  of  very  few  failures,  and,  as  they  generally  take  place 
three  or  four  days  in  advance,  the  sign  is  not  a  bad  one. 

Bank  of  Commerce — -We  have  heard  of  no  trouble  what- 
ever. Although  a  few  bills  have  been  returned,  the  day  has 
passed  off  satisfactorily  enough. 

Molsons — We  have  heard  of  no  serious  trouble,  although 
the  indications  are  that  collections  are  prettv  difficult. 

The  Bank  of  Toronto — Paper  has  been  well  met  here.  Al- 
though we  have  not  heard  from  our  foreign  paper,  the  indica- 
tions are  that  payments  have  been  made  quite  as  well  as  can  be 
expected. 

Jacques  Cartier  Bank — It  has  been  a  pretty  heavy  day,  and 
the  paper  has  been  fairly  well  met. 

Ville  Marie  Bank — Our  notes  have  been  well  attended  to. 


SELLING    WITHOUT    A    PROFIT. 

It  is  quite  usual  for  manufacturers  and  wholesale  merchants 
to  ask  The  Review  to  "go  for  "  those  retailers  who  cut  prices  ; 
who  do  not  get  a  fair  profit  on  their  sales.  They  should  apply 
the  lessons  they  propose  teaching  the  retail  trade  to  themselves. 
Many  of  them  need  them  more.  In  proportion  to  the  number 
in  business  there  is  much  greater  senseless  cutting  among  them 
than  there  is  among  retailers. 

Recently  a  Toronto  house  began  offering  a  line  of  under- 
wear for  fall  at  50c.  a  dozen  advance  on  the  mill  cost,  delivered 
case  and  freight  free  in  Montreal.  This  was  not  a  fair  profit. 
They  were  a  bit  early  in  the  season,  too,  in  showing  the  goods. 
Not  to  be  outdone,  and  to  protect  their  trade,  a  Montreal  house 
told  their  customers  they  would  take  orders  at  10c.  less  than 
the  Toronto  quotation.  To  make  matters  worse,  a  Quebec  firm, 
which  will  never  allow  itself  to  be  outdone  by  either  Toronto  or 
Montreal,  dropped  prices  another  10c,  and  are  to-day  offering 
these  goods  at  30c.  on  mill  cost. 

These  firms  are  among  the  best  in  the  country,  but  they  are 
setting  a  very  bad  example  to  the  smaller  dealers  and  to  the 
retail  trade.     Let  us  have  no  more  of  it. 


IN    THE    MARITIME    PROVINCES. 

From  The  Halifax  Chronicle.

The  fine  new  store  of  McPherson  &  Freeman,  on  Gottingen 
street,  Halifax,  is  now  practically  completed  and  will  probably 
be  opened  this  month.  Like  the  Bon  Marche  in  Paris,  the  new 
store  is  all  on  one  immense  floor,  with  a  balcony  around  the 
sides.     It  reflects  credit  on  the  enterprise  of  the  firm. 
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SELF-SEEKING    M.P'S. 

READERS  of  these  columns  are  familiar  with  the  fact  that 
one  of  the  worst  features  in  Canadian  politics  is  the  large 
number  of  impecunious  lawyers,  ward  politicians  and  schemers 
who  are  in  Parliament  now,  or  who  are  pulling  the  wires  to  get 
there.  Their  aim  in  going  there  is  not  for  the  love  of  political 
life  or  from  a  desire  to  serve  their  country.  They  want  appoint- 
ments for  themselves  or  their  friends.  Little  do  they  care  for 
the  business  and  other  interests  of  the  country.  They  do  as 
they  are  told  by  the  leaders  of  their  party,  regardless  of  the 
public  interests.  As  a  reward  they  expect  to  be  made  judges, 
Customs  officials,  registrars,  sheriffs,  etc. 

If  the  prospects  of  members  of  Parliament  being  appointed 
to  such  vacancies  were  slender  there  would  be  fewer  such  use- 
less men  in  politics.  Mr.  Mulock,  M.P.  for  North  York,  recog- 
nized this  and  he  introduced  a  bill  in  the  House  of  Commons 
last  week  which  prevented  any  member  from  receiving  an  ap- 
pointment in  the  gift  of  the  Dominion  Government  within  one 
year  after  the  expiration  of  the  Parliament  of  which  he  was  a 
member. 

Mr.  Mulock  has  the  support  of  the  best  element  on  both 
sides  of  the  House,  as  well  as  of  every  good  citizen,  but,  we  are 
sorry  to  say,  the  Government  defeated  the  bill.  The  opponents 
made  no  attempt  to  justify  their  position.  They  simply  retorted 
that  the  Liberals  in  Ontario  "  gave  jobs  to  their  friends  in  the 
House,"  and  voted  the  measure  down.  The  course  of  the  On- 
tario Government  is  quite  as  disgraceful  as  that  of  the  Dominion 
in  this  respect,  but  Mr.  Mulock  seems  to  be  a  stamp  of  man 
who  does  what  is  right,  regardless  of  his  party. 

It  is  given  on  the  authority  of  a  Conservative  member  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  who  agrees  with  Mr.  Mulock,  that  33  mem- 
bers of  the  present  House  have  been  promised  "jobs." 

Let  both  sides  nominate  men  who  do  not  want  positions. 


to's  ditto  are  at  par;  Quebec's  4  per  cents  are  at  104;  and 
Vancouver's  4's  are  at  107.  This  is  a  very  creditable  showing, 
and  we  doubt  if  any  community  can  show  a  better. 


GOOD    CREDIT. 

IT  is  a  fortunate  thing  for  the  country  that  Canada's  reputation 
abroad  is  good.  During  periods  of  depression,  or  a  succes- 
sion of  failures,  there  might  be  a  tendency  to  draw  a  wrong 
general  conclusion  from  a  few  facts.  The  opinion  held  by  the 
investor  abroad  of  Canadian  securities  is  always  a  good  bar- 
ometer, as  well  as  a  corrective  of  domestic  pessimism.  The 
prices  just  now  in  London  of  Canadian  securities  form  a  striking 
proof  that  the  Dominion  is  well  thought  of,  and  believed  to  be 
in  a  sound  condition.  The  Canada  4  per  cent,  bonds  are  now 
quoted  at  a  premium  of  112;  the  3^  per  cents  are  at  107; 
while  the  3  per  cents  stand  at  102^.  This  is  a  very  fine  show- 
ing. We  need  not  draw  any  unfair  inferences  from  these  facts  ; 
they  indicate,  principally,  the  British  opinion  that  Canadian 
bonds  are  worth  buying  at  figures  above  their  face  value.  The 
provincial  and  municipal  bonds  also  command  premium  prices. 
Manitoba  4  per  cents  are  at  106;  Nova  Scotia  3^  per  cents 
are  quoted  at  102  ;  Montreal's  3^  per  cents  are  at  102  ;  Toron-

CARPETS    AND    OIL    CLOTHS    ACTIVE. 

There  has  been  a  good  carpet  season,  better  than  last  year, 
in  Canada,  and  the  new  goods  in  medium  dark  shades  have 
gone  very  well.  In  oil  cloths  the  trade  are  speaking  highly  of 
the  Canadian  goods,  which  find  ready  sale  and  appreciation. 
Stocks  have  been  low  in  retailers'  hands,  and  they  evidently  ex- 
pect a  good  season,  since  ordering  is  freer.  A  leading  buyer, 
who  has  just  returned  from  the  European  markets,  says  that 
prices  there  are  on  the  up  grade,  and  that  one  English  manu- 
facturer of  Brussels  carpets  advanced  prices  2d.  a  yard  on  the 
best  goods.  The  English  factories  have,  he  reports,  been  busy 
with  orders.  In  one  case  the  manufacturer  took  orders  which 
involved  a  good  deal  of  overtime,  and  his  men  consented  to  do 
it.  But  the  powers  of  the  union  were  invoked  and  the  over- 
time was  restricted. 


TRAVELERS     IN     P.  E.  I.

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PUT  GOODS    UP   WELL. 

THE  new  goods  which  Canadian  manufacturers  are  showing 
for  this  fall  are  a  sure  indication  of  the  industrial  progress 
which  we  are  making  in  Canada.  While  some  of  us  perhaps 
may  not  have  much  sympathy  with  the  quality,  which,  its  oppo- 
nents say,  makes  a  few  people  rich  at  the  expense  of  the  con- 
sumer, yet  we  must  all  feel  gratified  at  the  excellent  showing  of 
our  own  makers.  In  many  lines  we  can  ask  for  nothing  better 
in  quality  or  appearance.  There  is  a  greater  variety  of  styles 
being  shown.  We  should  be  particularly  proud  of  our  own 
makes  of  tweeds  and  of  costume  cloths.  The  weakest  point 
which  many  manufacturers  display  is  in  the  packing  of  their 
goods.  In  this  respect  you  see  some  improvement,  but  there 
are  too  many  evidences  of  carelessness.  No  matter  how  good 
the  quality,  if  the  goods  are  not  put  up  in  an  attractive  form  a 
buyer  will  pass  them  and  take  an  inferior  quality,  but  which  has 
a  more  attractive  appearance.  It  would  pay  the  manufacturers 
to  visit  some  of  the  importing  houses  who  deal  in  the  finer 
grades  of  goods  and  note  how  they  are  put  up.  Within  the  last 
few  months  The  Review  has  taken  two  Canadian  manufactur- 
ers into  wholesale  houses  to  make  comparisons,  and  they  have 
benefited  very  much  by  doing  so.  The  other  day  a  line  of 
excellent  underwear  was  being  shown  in  a  retail  store.  It 
looked  well  from  the  outside,  but  the  customer,  on  opening  the 
breast,  found  the  strip  of  cotton  lining  to  be  of  the  cheapest 
quality  of  cotton  and  very  roughly  sewn.  This  gave  the  article 
itself  a  cheap  appearance,  and  he  tossed  it  to  one  side  and 
selected  a  poorer  quality  imported  undershirt,  but  which  was  very 
nicely  finished  in  every  particular. 


A    SPECIAL    CASE. 

It  wouldn't  do  for  everyone,  but  there  is  one  merchant  in 
Canada  who  holds  a  successful  trade  after  his  own  fashion.  He 
is  in  a  thriving  centre  of  a  good  country  district,  and  has  several 
competitors  in  the  same  town.  He  conducts  the  entire  business 
himself  and  has  no  help  of  any  kind.  When  he  goes  home  to 
dinner  he  locks  the  store.  If  business  calls  him  out  of  town, 
which  perhaps  once  a  year  it  does,  the  store  is  necessarily 
closed  till  he  gets  back.  But  he  doesn't  lose  a  customer,  be- 
cause they  like  him  and  his  ways  of  doing  business,  and  stick  to 
him  well.  Besides,  he  buys  and  sells  carefully,  and  the  store  is 
run  on  the  most  economical  basis,  he  being  his  own  staff. 


DEATH    OF    MR.    JAMES    SCOTT. 

The  death  of  Mr.  James  Scott,  the  well-known  dry  goods 
merchant  of  Toronto,  last  month,  was  learned  with  regret  by 
many  friends.  Mr.  Scott  had  been  in  business  on  King  street 
east  for  half  a  century,  and  his  store  was  one  of  the  best  known 
in  the  trade.  Lately,  owing  to  failing  health,  he  had  retired, 
and  the  stock  was  purchased  by  W.  A.  Murray  &  Co.,  who  have 
been  clearing  it  out  during  the  past  few  months  in  the  old  pre- 
mises. Mr.  Scott  was  a  gentleman  of  the  old  school,  a  man  of 
perfect  integrity  and  of  exemplary  life  and  character.  He 
amassed  a  fortune  by  dint  of  close  application  to  business,  by 
honorable  dealing  and  shrewd  intelligence — the  model  of  what 
a  merchant   should  be  in   his    business    career   and  private  life. 


Mr.  Scott  had  made  some  losses  in  investments,  and  the  change 
of  habit  involved  in  giving  up  active  mercantile  existence  ad- 
versely affected  his  health  so  that  he  became  depressed.  In 
one  of  these  moments  of  mental  aberration  he  ended  his  life  by 
jumping  from  one  of  the  bridges  over  the  Rosedale  ravine  in 
North  Toronto. 

COTTON     PRINT    PRICES     FOR     FALL. 

The  fall  ranges  of  "  Magog  "  prints  are  now  being  shown, 
and  they  contain  a  larger  and  better  assortment  of  novelties 
and  are  likely  to  sell  better  than  anything  they  have  shown  in 
the  past.  They  have  been  keeping  up  pretty  close  in  most 
lines  to  the  foreign  maker.

Alfred  Hood  has  purchased  the  interest  of  James  A.  Mc- 
intosh in  the  business  of  W.  N.  Carmichael  &  Co.,  gents'  furnish- 
ings, Victoria.  The  new  firm  will  be  carried  on  under  the  style 
of  Carmichael  &  Hood. — B.C.  Commercial  Journal. 


TRUSTEES    SHOULD    GIVE    SECURITY. 

W.  Alex.  Caldwell  was  the  trustee  of  the  insolvent  firm  of 
Mclntyre  &  Co.,  wholesale  dry  goods,  which  failed  some  time 
ago.  The  assets  were  realized  upon  and  some  of  the  creditors 
received  their  full  share.  Caldwell  has  disappeared  and  the  re- 
maining creditors  will  get  nothing.  It  is  said  the  British  credi- 
tors were  more  fortunate  than  the  Canadian,  very  few  of  the 
latter  having  received  a  single  cent. 

This  is  another  instance  which  shows  the  necessity  of  re- 
quiring accountants  and  others  who  undertake  to  handle  insolvent 
estates  to  give  ample  security.  It  is  the  creditors'  own  fault  if 
they  make  a  loss  such  as  this. 
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DRESS    GOODS- 

PLAIN  black  lustres  and  brocade  lustres  are  still  very  scarce, 
with  an  active  demand  for  them.  One  house  in  Montreal 
gave  an  order  last  September  and  have  not  yet  received  the 
goods,  so  great  has  been  the  demand  from  both  the  States  and 
France. 


The  demand  for  black  crepons  in  special  designs  has  been 
away  beyond  the  expectations  of  all  the  importers  here.  In  the 
States  it  has  been  the  same.  A  letter  from  Great  Britain  says 
American  buyers  have  been  on  the  Lnglish  market  and  have 
picked  up  everything  they  could  get  regardless  of  price.  Many 
Canadian  houses  are  unable  to  fill  orders.  One  Montreal  im- 
porter has  sent  six  repeats  more  than  he  had  any  anticipation  of. 


One  of  quite  the  loveliest  things  in  blouse  material  this 
month  is  damask  silks  in  shot  effects  and 
subdued  colors  shown  by  John  Mac- 
donald  &  Co.  This  is  a  very  handsome 
line  and  suited  to  the  best  trade. 


Japanese  silks  for  blouse  waists  are 
selling  well.  There  is  a  large  range  of 
them  at  Caldecott,  Burton  &  Spence's. 
They  are  low  priced  goods,  and  the  color- 
ings very  fashionable. 

Dimity  lawns  and  zephyrs,  very  taking 
for  blouses,  are  in  large  range  at  John 
Macdonald  &:  Co.'s. 


There  is  an  immense  demand  for 
German  fancy  dress  goods,  both  in  the 
United  States  and  in  this  market,  so  that 
some  delay  has  taken  place  in  deliveries. 
In  serges,  lustres,  Sicilans,  alpacas  and 
brocaded  goods  the  demand  is  also  good. 
Caldecott,  Burton  &  Spence  expect  to 
have  their  stock  of  dress  goods  complete, 
except  in  a  few  lines  of  Sicilians,  which 
are  scarce,  and  orders  will,  therefore,  be 
promptly  filled.  In  German  fancy  wear 
the  house  has  many  beautiful  patterns, 
and  a  special  line  of  German  tweeds  at 
popular  figures. 


This  being  black  goods  season,  Wyld, 
Grasett  &  Darling  find  the  standard  black 
cashmeres  popular,  as  well  as  the  lustres, 
alpacas,  etc.  Fancy  muslins,  dimities, 
black  and  white  and  persian  effects  in 
Scotch  zephyrs  are  in  favor.  Sun  spot 
muslins  for  blouses  are  doing  well.  Even- 
ing shades  jn  crepons,  pink,  sky  and 
salmon  continue  popular.

New  lines  do  not  displace  old  favor- 
ites. A  steady  demand  is  reported  by 
Caldecott,  Burton  &  Spence  for  the  stan-

Cre- 
pons, too,  continue  in  favor,  and  the  house  has  lately  bought 
in  Europe  another  shipment  of  black  crepons  in  fancy  weaves, 
to  retail  at  popular  prices.

CREDIT  SYSTEM    AND    FAILURES. 

From  The  Canadian  Grocer,  March  6,  1896. 

THE  London  Financial  Times  recently  made  the  astound- 
ing statement  that  "  half  the  failures  in  Canada  are 
caused  by  excessively  long  credits,"  and  it  has  gone  the 
rounds  of  the  trade  papers  in  the  United  States. 

The  credit  system  undoubtedly  has  freer  course  in  Canada 
than  it  should  have  ;  but  there  is  no  use  giving  a  dog  a  worse 
name  than  it  really  has.  And  this  is  what  The  London 
Financial  Times  has  been  giving  the  credit  system  of  Canada. 

Half  the  failures  in  Canada  are  not  caused  by  excessively 
long  credits,  and  had  the  press  of  the  United  States  only  taken 
the  pains  to  refer  to  the  statistics  compiled  by  the  statisticians  of 
their  own  country  they  would  not  have  fallen  into  the  same 
error  as  their  London  contemporary. 

The  pamphlet,  "A  Record,  Not  a  Prospectus,"  issued  by 
the  Bradstreets'    Company,  of  New  York,  shows  that  the  total 


failures  in  Canada  and  Newfoundland  combined  in  1895  were 
1,916,  and  that  those  due  to  unwise  credits  were  22,  1.2  per  cent, 
of  the  whole,  or  48.8  per  cent,  less  than  The  Financial  Times 
asserts.  Taking  incompetence,  inexperience,  neglect  of  busi- 
ness and  unwise  credits  altogether  the  percentage  is  scarcely  15 
per  cent.  In  the  United  States  last  year  unwise  credits  were 
the  cause  of  5. 1  per  cent.,  or  nearly  4  per  cent,  greater  than  in 
Canada. 

The  chief  cause  of  failures  in  both  Canada  and  the  United 
States  is  lack  of  capital.  The  Canadian  Grocer  regrets  to 
say  that  the  former  is  a  greater  sinner  than  the  latter  in  this 
respect.  This  imparts  a  lesson  which  all  who  contemplate  going 
into  business  should  "read,  mark,  learn  and  inwardly  digest." 
No  less  than  71  percent,  of  the  failures  in  Canada  last  year 
were  due  to  this  cause. 

Obviously,  a  large  source  of  failure 
supplies  would  be  cut  off  if  men  with  large 
ambition  and  inadequate  capital  would 
desist  from  going  into  business  until  the 
two  essentials  were  more  evenly  balanced. 

The  statement  made  by  The  Financial 
Times  brings  to  mind  another  fallacious 
statement  which  has  found  credence  for 
some  years  in  a  wide  constituency.  We 
refer  to  the  percentage  of  unsuccessful  to 
successful  business  men.  -This  statement 
was  to  the  effect  that  "  95  out  of  every 
100  concerns  or  firms  in  business  fail." 
Anyone  who  would  roll  this  over  on  his 
tongue  for  a  few  minutes  would  scarcely 
afterwards  swallow  it.  But  the  honor  of 
disproving  the  fallacy  lies  with  the  Brad- 
streets'  Company,  which  has  taken  parti- 
cular pains  to  investigate  this  particular 
matter. 

The  research  covered  both  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  and  we  take  this 
clause  from  Bradstreets'  report  thereon  : 
"  An  examination  of  the  records  of  the 
number  of  firms,  individuals  and  corpor- 
ations in  business,  together  with  the  total 
number  of  failures  in  years  preceding 
1893,  indicates  that  the  total  failures  in 
business  of  both  kinds— that  is,  those  fail- 
ing to  pay  what  they  owe  and  those  which 
merely  failed  to  succeed — amounted  to 
about  11  per  cent,  annually  of  the  total 
number  of  concerns  recorded  as  having 
an  established  place  in  business,  while  the 
total  number  of  those  failing  owing  more 
than  they  could  pay  was  only  a  fraction 
more  than  1  per  cent,  annually." 

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  in  this 
connection  that  there  were  80,666  places 
of  business  in  Canada  last  year.  As  the 
total  number  of  failures  were  1,916  it  will 
be  observed  that  the  percentage  of 
failures  to  the  number  of  firms  in 
business  was  1.25.  In  the  United  States 
the  percentage  was  slightly  less.  .,  Wellj ,  did  ■• 
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MAY     NOW     BE     HAD     IN    CANADA.

Mr.  Stuffmann  is  now  in  Montreal, 
while  Mr.  Koenig  will  arrive  in  British  Columbia  from  New 
Zealand  in  April  and  will  visit  the  principal  centres  on  his  way 
east.  There  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  excellence  of  the  "P.  D." 
corsets.  They  are  the  leading  French  make  and  are  noted  for 
their  perfection  of  shape,  finish,  style  and  durability.  They  are 
now  being  sold  in  all  civilized  countries,  and  the  manufacturers 
claim  that  their  total  output  is  the  largest  in  the  world. 

Messrs.  Koenig  and  Stuff- 
mann will  also  represent  W. 
Paashaus,  Barmen,  Germany, 
who  are  large  makers  of  Italian 
cloths.  A  stock  of  these  will  be 
carried  in  Montreal,  and  whole- 
sale houses  can  have  orders 
filled  promptly  instead  of  wait- 
ing until  they  come  from  Eu- 
rope.

The  new  woolen  firm  of 
Montreal,  notice  of  whose  com- 
mencement appeared  in  our  last 
issue,  have  purchased  the  spring 
goods  manufactured  for  Messrs. 
Jas.  McDougall  &  Co.,  both  in 
Great  Britain  and  Canada,  and 
are  now  filling  the  orders  taken 
by  the  latter  firm,  who  have  gone 
out  of  business. 

Mr.  Finley  is  now  in  Eng- 
land buying  goods  for  next  fall, 
and  travelers  will  soon  be  on  the 
road  with  a  large  range  of 
samples  of  all  classes  of  tailori  ng 
goods,  costume  cloths  and  high 
class  dress  goods,  most  of  which 
are.  controlled  by  them  for  the 
Dominion.

BUSINESS    AT    RAT    PORTAGE. 

Mr.  Baker,  of  Baker  &  Co.,  Rat  Portage,  favored  The 
Review  with  a  call  this  week.  He  reports  prospects  excep- 
tionally good  for  the  coming  season.  Mining,  lumbering  and 
fishing  are  their  principal  industries.  Mining,  now  in  its  third 
year,  is  moving  slowly,  but  on  a  very  firm  basis.  Lumber  has 
been  quiet  for  some  time,  but  is  taking  a  sudden  move  for  the 
better.  The  fishing  is  carried  on  on  such  a  large  scale  in  the 
Lake  of  the  Woods  that  they  will  soon  run  them  out  if  some 
check  is  not  put  on  the  business.  Mr.  Baker  claims  there  is 
not  a  town  in  the  Dominion  of  twice  the  size  of  Rat   Portage 


where  there  is  as  much  money  handled.  Building  is  moving 
slowly,  but  all  that  are  in  the  fire  limit  must  be  made  of  brick 
or  stone. 

There  is  very  little  farming  carried  on  in  that  section,  but  in 
the  Rainy  River  district  they  go  into  it  far  more  extensively.

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SILK     MAKING    IN     CANADA. 

IN  the  course  of  an  interesting  article  on  silk  making,  which 
dates  back  1,700  years  before  the  Christian  era,  the  St.  John's, 
Quebec,  News  refers  to  the  establishment  in  that  town  of  the 
Corticelli  mills. 

This  occurred  early  in  1887,  when  Mr.  Ira  Dimock,  president 
of  the  Nonotuck  Silk  Co.,  of  Florence,  Mass.,  came  to  St. 
John's,  bought  a  modest  property  from  Mr.  J.  E.  Mollour,  put 
in  the  necessary  machinery  and  inaugurated  the  Corticelli  es- 
tablishment. A  few  months  later  Mr.  W.  H.  Wyman  was  des- 
patched thither  to  take  charge  of  the  business,  and  under  his 
skilful  administration  the  company  has  steadily  developed  and 
prospered,  and  the  good  fortunes  of  the  parent  corporation  have 
followed  its  offspring  in  this   Dominion. 

The  Corticelli  Silk  Company  is  incorporated  in  Canada  with 
a  capital  of  $60,000.  Its  directorate  consists  of  Ira  Dimock, 
of  Hartford,  president  ;  W.  H.  Wyman,  treasurer  and  general 
manager  ;  W.  R.  Milligan,  Toronto  ;  C.  J.  Brown,  St.  John's, 
and  B.  A.  Armstrong,  New  London.  Its  headquarters  are  in 
St.  John's,  and  it  has  branch  offices  in  Montreal,  Toronto, 
Winnipeg,  Quebec  and  Halifax.  To  give  an  idea  of  the  growth 
of  the  local  industry  it  is  only  necessary  to  state  that  the  original 
mill  was  a  three-storey  building,  40  feet  square,  while  to-day  the 
company  are  working  a  factory  in  which  there  are  44,000  square 
feet — say  about  an  acre — of  floor  space.  Employment  is  given 
to  75  hands,  besides  n  travellers  and  other  outside  assistants.

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THE    SAMSON,    KENNEDY    ESTATE. 

THE  inspectors  appointed  to  superintend  the  winding  up  of 
the  Samson,  Kennedy  &  Co.  estate,  have  issued  a  circular 
to  the  creditors.  The  circular  states  that  legal  advice  was 
sought  as  to  the  question  of  the  goods  returned  to  D.  Morrice 
&  Co.  after  the  suspension,  and  it  has  been  decided  that  Mr. 
Morrice  is  entitled  to  retain  the  goods. 

A  statement  of  receipts  is  given  showing  that  the  total  to 
date  aggregate  $160,000.  A  dividend  of  25  cents  so  far  has 
been  paid.  Mrs.  Samson  put  in  a  claim  for  $2,050,  asking  full 
payment  on  the  ground  that  when  the  present  partnership  was 
formed  the  firm  took  over  the  liabilities  as  well  as  assets  of  the 
previous  firm.  Under  the  circumstances  the  inspectors  recom- 
mended payment  of  the  claim. 

The  Manitoba  lands,  which  rank  as  an  asset  of  the  estate, 
have  not  yet  been  sold,  no  purchaser  offering.  It  is  intended 
to  sell  them  at  auction  in  April.  This  circular  was  issued  on 
the  9th  inst. 

It  is  now  believed  that  when  matters  are  entirely  closed  up, 
and  all  assets  realized,  the  estate  will  pay  barely  30  cents  on 
the  dollar.  There  is  still  about  $100,000  worth  of  paper  in  the 
bank,  and,  it  is  said,  an  effort  will  be  made  to  get  this  ranked, 
so  that  the  affairs  of  the  defunct  firm  may  be  wound  up  by  May 
1.  Mr.  Fred.  Kennedy,  who  has  been  absent  since  shortly  after 
the  failure,  is  still  in  Buffalo,  and  is  not  expected  to  return.

The  crowd  of  buyers  was  large, 
and  purchases  were  freely  made.  In  hats  an  immense  trade 
was  done.  The  sailors  are  having  a  better  run  than  could  have 
been  expeeted,  in  Tarn  O'Shanter  shapes,  and  this  season  will 
evidently  show  no  reaction.  Trimmings  have,  of  course,  played 
an  important  part  in  the  season's  business.  Flowers,  especially 
roses  and  violets,  have  been  in  great  demand,  and  ribbons  were 
very  successful.  Persian  effects,  while  expensive,  have  been 
largely  called  for  D.  McCall  &  Co.  are  in  receipt  of  fresh 
novelties  every  week,  and  are  prepared  for  the  millinery  trade 
right  along. 

ENGLISH     FANCY    STRAWS. 

A  successful  trade  has  been  done  this  season  in  English 
fancy  straw  hats.  The  hats  shown  are  in  great  variety  and 
taste,  and  have  successfully  competed  with  American  makes  in 
the  same  class.  A  feature  of  the  case,  both  instructive  and  in- 
teresting, is  told.

He  was  informed  by 
an  experienced  man  in  the  wholesale  millinery  business  that  the 
Canadian  trade  wanted  to  be  catered  to,  and  did  not  like  the 
English  styles  in  straws  which  were  then  being  offered.  He 
then  visited  American  centres,  and  took  note  of  the  styles  which 
were  found  to  be  in  favor  in  Canada  and  the  States.  Returning 
to  England,  models  of  these  styles  were  consulted,  and  the  result 
has  been  that  English  straws  are  doing  far  better  than  before 
here. 

A    SATISFACTORY    TESTIMONY. 

That  our  Canadian  millinery  centres  thoroughly  supply  the 
wants  of  the  best  trade  is  becoming  every  season  more  manifest. 
An  experienced  buyer  for  one  of  the  most  extensive  retail 
millinery  establishments  in  Canada  took  in  the  Canadian  open- 
ings lately,  and  also  went  down  to  New  York  to  see  the  displays 
there.

In  looking  over  the  trimming 
stock  we  find  that  fancy  ribbons,  flowers  and  ostrich  effects  have 
all  been  strong  sellers.  Add  to  these  long  ospreys,  which  are 
particularly  good,  fancy  laces,  chiffons,  horse-hair  laces,  jet  and 
sequin  effects,  and  you  have  the  leading  hat  beautifiers  for  the 
season.  Of  course,  the  plain  satin  and  faille  ribbons  will  take 
their  usual  place  in  trimming  of  all  kinds  ;  in  all  kinds  of  millin- 
ery novelties  nacre  and  ombre  effects  are  in  demand. 

"  We  have  done  a  very  large  trade,"  they  say,  "  in  jackets 
and  capes  during  the  spring  season.  Our  stock  of  these  goods 
is  thoroughly  assorted  with  the  very  latest  German  novelties 
and  should  be  seen  by  every  jacket  buyer." 

FLOWER     HATS    IN     NEW    YORK. 

Among  the  later  importations  to  arrive  in  market  this  week 
are  the  flower  hats,  says  The  New  York  Chronicle.  If  taste, 
novelty,  lightness,  and  attractive  color-blending  are  to  be 
desired,  the  flower  hat  will  be  a  great  favorite  during  the  later 
spting  months.  Roses  are,  perhaps,  the  leaders  in  this  class  of 
head-dress,  for  it  seems  scarcely  more. 

A  striking  salmon  rose  hat  is  shown  with  foliage  trimming 
and  an  aigrette  of  hard  buds.  Another  is  of  blown  roses,  foliage 
and  rhinestones  in  clusters.  Violet  hats  are  shown  with  foliage 
and  palm  leaf  aigrettes. 

For  tasty  variety  and  novelty  in  color  effects  and  blendings 
few  seasons  have  reached,  and  probably  none  surpassed,  the 
present  one  and  the  results  will  doubtless  prove  satisfactory  to 
all  who  take  advantage  of  the  excellent  opportunity  to  give  their 
individual  tastes  full  sway,  bearing  also  in  mind  the  requirements 
of  the  trade  to  which  they  cater.

The  report  of  the  first  auction  sale  of  ostrich  feathers  held 
at  London  this  year  states  that  the  quantity  of  feathers  which 
were  offered  was  much  smaller,  having  been  55,200  pounds, 
against  65,700  pounds  in  December  and  66,100  pounds  in 
January,  1895.  Competition  was  brisk  throughout  the  series, 
and  on  an  average  an  advance  of  from  5  to  7  per  cent,  on  last 
December's  prices  was  obtained.  American  buyers  again  took 
a  very  large  proportion,  the  home  trade  and  France  have 
bought  moderately,  while  Germany  was  a  very  small  buyer. 
The  second  and  third  qualities  of  whites  and  feminas  were  again 
eagerly  competed  for  at  a  further  advance.  Boos  sold  very 
firmly.  Spadones  were  dearer.  Black— The  large  sizes  sold  at 
about  last  sales'  rates,  but  short  medium  and  short  were  dearer.

Foliage  is  shown  in  large  quantity  and 
seems  of  superior  quality,  for  the  most  part,  to  last 
season's  offerings  in  this  line.  It  will  be  largely  in  de- 
mand during  the  spring  months  for  use  in  effective 
combination.  Capuchine  effects  are  noted  in  several  of 
the  larger  stocks.  These  are  practically  nasturtium  color- 
ings, and  are  doubtless  to  be  later-season  favorites.  There 
seems  to  be  absolutely  no  limit  to  the  ombre  shadings  and  the 
blendings  in  chine  effects.  One  sees  them  everywhere  in  every 
possible  (and  impossible)  combination.  Some  are  daintily 
pretty  ;  others  startling,  without  particular  beauty  in  themselves, 
yet  effective  in  combination  under  the  magic  touch  of  the  skilled 
millinery  artist.

Mr.  Seeton  was  in 
business  at  19,  and  for  15  years  had  no  holidays. 

"Go  into  business  when  young,"  he  said,  "  and  when  you 
choose  a  line  of  work  slick  to  it.  Do  not  be  an  office  tramp, 
changing  with  every  adverse  wind.  Success  is  to  be  had  in 
every  line.  Never  mind  the  profits ;  money  is  not  to  be  had  by 
the  handful.  Do  not  throw  up  your  position  because  your 
margin  is  not  much.  Cultivate  sobriety  and  frugality  and  suc- 
cess is  ensured.  Extravagance  is  one  of  the  greatest  bars  to  a 
successful  career.  Have  few  companions  and  good  ones.  Do 
not  make  friends  with  every  fellow.  Be  wary  of  the  fellow  with 
the  oily  tongue;  it  may  be  the  $5  bill  you  have  in  your  pocket 
that  he  wants  to  help  to  spend,  not  to  cultivate  your  acquain 
tance.  Attend  to  your  church  regularly;  its  commands  re- 
spect. Do  not  loaf  around  the  hotels  or  places  of  evil  resort  on 
Sundays." 

Mr.  George  Mitchell,  of  G.  P.  Mitchell  &  Sons,  said  : 
"  Work  !  Work  !  Work  !  You  cannot  accomplish  anything  un- 
less you  work.  The  whole  secret  is  in  working.  My  success  is 
due  to  it.  Without  it  nothing  could  be  accomplished  ;  with  it 
almost  everything.  What  is  to  prevent  success  if  you  labor 
constantly?  Everything  follows.  You  cannot  dissipate.  If 
you  are  steady  at  business  you  must  be  going  ahead  ;  you  will 
not  be  luxurious  and  wasteful.  Dress,  the  great  evil  of  the  pre- 
sent day,  will  shrink  into  insignificance  if  one  attends  to  work.

EVERYONE  has  or  wants  a  black  gown  nowadays,  and  such 
goods  as  serge,  cheviot,  cashmere,  hennetta,  etc.,  are 
cleaned  easily.  First  remove  the  grease  spots  with  naphtha, 
and  remember  that  this  fluid  is  very  explosive  when  exposed  to 
either  light  or  fire.  Make  a  lather  of  warm  soapsuds,  using 
a  good,  not  strong,  soap,  and  a  teaspoonful  of  borax  to 
every  two  quarts  of  water.  Into  this  dip  the  goods  up  and 
down  and  wash  between  the  hands;  then  wring  gently 
and  pat  partly  dry  ;  hang  in  the  shade,  and  when  nearly 
dry,  iron  on  the  wrong  side  with  a  moderately  warm 
iron.  Always  rinse  once  in  lukewarm  water,  and  iron  until  the 
material  is  perfectly  dry.  Never  rub  a  fabric  that  is  being 
renovated  on  the  washboard,  nor  wring  it  tightly,  and  in  using 
naphtha  remember  that  it  roughens  the  hands,  and  that  after 
using  it,  it  is  well  to  put  vaseline  upon  them  and  to  wear  old 
gloves.  Wash  alpaca  in  the  same  manner  as  cashmere,  adding 
a  little  gum-arabic  to  the  rinsing  water.  If  the  black  goods 
are  of  a  rusty  color  restore  them  by  sponging  with  ammonia 
and  alcohol.  Always  use  a  piece  of  the  same  material  or  one 
near  to  it  to  sponge  with. — Ladies'  Home  Journal.

We  note  in  The  Dry  Goods  Chronicle  the  description  of  a 
wooden  fixture  which  our  Canadian  artistic  dressers  may  find 
useful  in  showing  dress  goods.  Figure  i  represents  the  wooden 
fixture.  It  consists  largely  of  a  wooden  upright 
with  a  round  top  piece.  Grouped  around  the  base 
of  this  wooden  upright  can  be  placed  three  or 
more  semi-circles,  as  desired.  By  lightly  fastening 
one  end  of  the  goods  around  the  round  edges  of 
these  semi-circles  and  bringing  them  together  at 
the  top  of  the  upright  with  a  rosette  for  a  crown 
piece  a  very  handsome  display  may  be  made.      In  this  case  the

goods  must  be  fastened  at  the  bottom  suffici- 
ently strong  to  enable  you  to  draw  them  tight 
enough  to  have  it  stand  out  in  a  curved  shape.

WINDOW    DRESSING    IDEAS. 

It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  note  that  all  the  large  city  dry  goods 
stores  in  Canada  are  devoting  marked  attention  to  the  windows. 
Murphy's,  on  St.  Catherine  street,  Montreal,  makes  a  specialty 
of  well-dressed  displays.  Carsley's,  in  the  same  city,  does  so 
also.  In  Toronto  a  feature  of  the  fine  new  block  of  R.  Simp- 
son is  the  frequent  changes  in  the  make-up  of  the  windows.     In 


In  dressing  a  window  it  is  something  to  arrest  the  attention. 
But  you  must  aim  at  a  display  artistic  and  striking  enough  to 
hold  attention  when  once  you  have  secured  it.  For  example, 
we  notice  in  an  English  contemporary  the  illustration  of  a  win- 
dow intended  to  show  shirtings.  The  shirtings  were  all  in  the 
piece  and  were  placed  in  three  rows,  one  above  the  other,  close 
to  the  glass.  This,  of  course,  completely  blocked  the  light  from 
the  store  inside  and  during  the  day  each  alternate  piece  had  to

Short  length  spools  and  imitation  of  labels  and 
trade  marks  is  a  most  serious  crime,  and  manufacturers 
who  are  sufficiently  unscrupulous  to  become  parties  to  a 
fraud  on  the  public  by  putting  up  short  length  goods 
are  quite  as  likely  to  extend  their  operations  to  produc- 
ing imitations  of  the  names  and  labels  of  makers  whose 
goods  are  standard. 

Quite  recently  the  well-known  brand  of  Barbour's 
Linen  Thread  was  imitated  by  a  firm  in  the  United 
.States,  but  Messrs.  Barbour  did  not  take  long  to  obtain 
an  injunction  against  the  firm  in  question,  restraining 
that  concern  from  imitating  their  labels,  packaging, 
marking,  or  boxing,  etc.,  of  thread  in  imitation  of  the 
celebrated  Barbour's  Linen  Thread,  which  is  world- 
wide known  for  its  general  superior  quality  and  warranted 
lengths.  Manufacturers  and  dealers  will  highly  com- 
mend the  action  of  Messrs.  Barbour  in  this  instance. 
Barbour's  Linen  Thread  carries  the  well-known 
trade  mark  of  the  open  hand  with  the  word  "FLAX" 
on  palm  of  the  hand.  Dealers  should  always  see  they 
get  same — It  is  reliable. 
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be  removed  to  let  in  the  light.  At  night  the  blockade  was  com- 
plete, and  the  window  illuminated  by  electric  lamps  suspended 
in  front  of  the  store.  Now,  what  was  the  merit  of  this  window  ? 
It  simply  showed  a  great  range  of  shirtings.  There  was  no 
attempt  at  artistic  arrangement.  It  was  not,  only  in  a  limited 
degree,  a  selling  window.  If  a  purchaser  was  out  looking  for 
shirtings  she  would  probably  have  gone  in  to  examine  the 
goods,  and  possibly  have  bought.  But  to  inspire  a  purchaser 
with  the  idea  of  buying  shirtings  the  window  would  probably 
have  failed.  It  would  not  win  a  prize,  according  to  the  best 
judges  of  what  modern  window  dressing  ought  to  be. 


WHY    MERCHANTS    FAIL. 

AT  THE  Birmingham  Accountant  Students'  Society  the 
other  day  Mr.  L.  J.  Sharp,  official  receiver  in  bankruptcy, 
read  a  paper  on  this  subject,  which  was  rewarded  with  a  cordial 
vote  of  thanks.  Dealing  with  the  moral  aspect  of  bankruptcy, 
Mr.  Sharp  pointed  out  that  while  some  men  had  a  horrid  dread 
of  being  placed  in  the  court,  others  regarded  a  passage  through 
its  formulae  as  a  matter  of  course,  and  frequently  sought  to 
make  such  a  proceeding  beneficial  to  their  own  interests. 

The  success  which  oft-times  attended  a  commencement  in 
business  was  one  of  the  principal  causes  of  the  failure  of  the 
trader,  who,  when  bad  times  came,  had  not  sufficient  moral 
courage  to  place  a  limitation  on  his  rate  of  living.  Reasonable 
ambition  should  be  in  all  minds,  and  it  was  the  duty  of  man 
to  improve  his  condition,  but  not  at  the  expense  of  his  creditors. 

Another  cause  of  failure  was  starting  in  business  without 
capital,  and  as  showing  to  what  a  large  extent  this  was  done, 
Mr.  Sharp  stated  that  out  of  400  cases  of  bankruptcy  he  had 
taken  haphazard  he  had  found  that  in  207  cases  the  debtors 
started  without  capital,  63  with  capital  under  ^20,  78  with 
capital  under  ^50,  and  67  with  capital  under  ^100.  He  cited 
some  of  the  evils  which  accrue  to  the  reckless  granting  of  credit, 
and  condemned  the  method  adopted  by  some  creditors  of  having 
further  dealings  with  a  man  from  whom  they  had  accepted  a 
composition,  and  thus  placing  him  in  the  hopeless  position  of  not 
having  the  least  prospect  of  retrieving  his  position.  Although  anti- 
cipating that  there  would  always  be  need  for  a  Bankruptcy 
Court,  as  there  were  cases  governed  by  uncontrollable  circum- 
stances, Mr.  Sharp  thought  many  failures  might  be  prevented 
by  the  trader  periodically  ascertaining  his  true  position — a  pre- 
caution which,  he  remarked  with  regret,  was  all  too  rarely  taken. 
He  summed  up  the  chief  causes  of  failure  under  the  heads, 
"Beginning  without  capital,"  "Living  beyond  means,"  "Gam- 
bling," "  Drunkenness,"  and  "  Wilful  carelessness  or  incom- 
petency." Many  instances  were  related  in  which  debtors  had 
succeeded  in  preventing  their  assets  falling  into  the  creditors' 
hands,  one  method  which  had  come  into  practice  during  the 
past  few  years  being  the  converting  of  an  insolvent  business  into 
a  joint-stock  company.  He  incidentally  referred  to  the  blame- 
worthy practice  of  traders  pledging  their  goods  or  borrowing 
money  at  exorbitant  interest  to  tide  over  present  difficulties 
without  thought  of  the  future. 


THE    CLERK    CAUGHT. 

A  Peterboro'  girl  went  into  a  store  in  that  town  and  asked 
the  price  of  a  piece  of  cloth.  "  Four  kisses  a  yard,"  replied  the 
smart  clerk.  "  I'll  take  four  yards  and  you  can  send  the  bill 
to  my  grandmother ;  she  will  settle  it,"  said  the  young  lady. 


GOOD    TRADE    IN    ENGLAND. 

The  following  article  in  the  last  issue  of  The  Drapery 
World  will  be  read  with  interest  in  Canada  : 

"  An  unprecedented  state  of  things  is  being  recorded  in  con- 
nection with  several  departments  of  trade,  all  of  which  go  to 
show  that  the  unmistakable  revival  in  trade  which  we  have 
noted  during  the  past  few  months  is  becoming  more  pro- 
nounced. A  Bradford  correspondent,  writing  a  few  days  ago 
upon  the  present  condition  of  trade  in  that  centre,  had  occasion 
to  remark  that  in  many  establishments  there  was  more  work  on 
hand  than  could  possibly  be  turned  out  to  time,  and  that  the 
demand  for  operatives  had  exceeded  the  supply.  There  is 
reason  to  believe  that  in  other  centres  of  the  textile  trade  a 
similar  story  is  to  be  told,  though  possibly  not  in  the  same  ac- 
centuated form.  Nor  is  the  revival  confined  to  our  own  trade, 
for  from  Birmingham  comes  the  information  that  in  the  tin- 
plate  trade  there  is  not  a  single  member  of  the  trade  society 
now  unemployed,  and  the  demand  for  men  cannot  be  met.  The 
announcement  that  a  strike  for  advance  of  wages  at  Stockport 
among  the  cotton  weavers  has  just  taken  place  may  also  be 
taken  as  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  tide  of  revival  has,  at 
all  events,  reached  the  centre  of  the  cotton  industry.  The 
general  prospects  for  the  year,  good  as  they  were  at  the  com- 
mencement, seem  to  be  rapidly  improving.  "

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COTTON     NEWS. 

NO    SELLING     n>    RETAILERS    THIS    SEASON, 

IT  has  not  yet  been  officially  announced,  but  it  is  generally 
understood,  that  the  manufacturers  of  prints  in  Canada  will 
not  sell  to  retailers  this  fall.  It  will  be  remembered  tbat  while 
the  proposition  to  sell  at  fixed  prices  was  generally  approved  of, 
there  was  a  decided  objection  to  a  number  of  retailers  being 
permitted  to  buy,  subject  to  the  same  discounts  as  the  whole- 
sale houses.  This  fall  there  will  be  no  retailers  on  the  list.  In 
some  cities  there  are  firms  which  do  a  wholesale  and  retail  busi- 
ness. For  the  protection  of  the  other  retail  houses  in  the  town 
who  have  to  compete  with  them,  the  mills  should  make  such  an 
arrangement  that  these  houses  shall  not  take  advantage  of  their 
extra  discounts  by  cutting  the  retail  prices.  The  experiment 
has  been  a  success.  The  wholesale  houses  have  made  a  better 
profit  on  prints  and  they  have  sold  more  of  them.  The  mills 
say  the  output  has  been  20  per  cent,  ahead  of  last  year,  and 
they  are  runuing  on  full  time. 

It  is  among  the  probabilities  that  the  same  system  of  fixing 
prices  will  be  applied  to  cottons  and  several  other  lines  in  the 
near  future. 

AMERICAN    PRINTS    DECLINE. 

The  recent  reductions  in  the  prices  of  cotton  prints  in  the 
States  have  led  to  some  fair  sized  Canadian  orders  being  placed 
at  New  York.  The  sales  in  question  :  certain  lines  which  cost 
7c.  formerly,  were  closed  out  at  5^  to  5^c,  while  finer  goods 
which  before  fetched  roc.  were  sold  at  7^c.  In  this  market, 
though  no  actual  general  change  is  yet  noted,  the  feeling  is 
easier  and  lower  prices  are  expected. 

MEETING    OF    STOCKHOLDERS. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  Wm.  Parks  & 
Son,  Ltd.,  at  St.  John,  N.B.,  on  February  18,  the  report  of  the 
directors  was  presented  and  considered  quite  satisfactory. 

As  the  Parks  mills  are  known  to  their  patrons  all  over  Can- 
ada to  be  one  of  the  most  enterprising  and  well-managed  con- 
cerns in  the  country,  it  will  not  be  surprising  to  know  that  the 
following  resolution,  looking  to  the  manufacture  of  printed 
cottons,  was  passed  : 

That  the  stockholders  commend  the  desire  of  the  directors  to  make  a  greater  variety  of 
goods  and  approve  of  their  getting'  machinery  for  that  purpose  as  soon  as  possible,  so  as  to 
be  able  to  manufacture  any  class  of  goods  used  in  Canada,  which  they  may  think  would 
be  more  profitable  to  make  than  the  lines  on  which  the  mills  have  been  hitherto  running  ; 
that 

Whereas    tin    production  of  printed  cottons   in  Canada   amounts  to  only  one-third  of  the 

quantity  consumed,  being  two  thirds  to  be  imported  from  abroad  ;  and 

Whereas    an   establishment    for   printing  cotton    goods   requires  the  product    of   many 

cotton  mills  to  supply  it  with  materia]  to  or  1  a  I  ile  it  to  work  to  advantage  ;  anil 

Whereas  the  only  print  works  in  Canada  are  owned   by  the  corporation   that  control 

nearly  all  the  cotton  mills,  and  it    being  impossible  at  the  present  time  to  establish  other 

print  works  with  any  pros), eel  of  success  :  therefore 

Resolved:    That  the.  directors  of  this  company  make  application  to  the  Government  for 

permission    to   reimport    tin    cotton    cloth    made  in   the   mills  of   the  company  after  having 
exported  it  for  the  purposes  of  being  finished  on  paying  duty  only  on  the  cost  of  finishing. 

This  privilege  to  be  granted  only  until  suoh  time  as  facilities  tor  finishing  the  goods  are 
available  in  Canada  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  country. 

The  old  Board  of  Directors  were  reelected,  viz.,  Messrs. 
John  H.  Parks,  Thos.  McAvity,  A.  C.  Blair,  T.  B.  Robinson 
and  Hon.  Wm.  Pugsley.  At  a  meeting  of  the  directors,  held 
afterwards,  John  H.  Parks  was  elected  president ;  Thos.  Mc- 
Avity, vice-president;  Wm.  Parks,  secretary;  Adam  P.  Mac- 
intyre,  accountant  ;  John  McAllister,  auditor. 

HOME-MADE   COTTON    BLANKETS. 

Canadian  manufacturers  are  now  going  to  try  to  control  the 
trade  in  cotton  blankets.  United  States  manufacturers  have 
supplied  the  bulk  of  the   demand  in   the  past,  but  one  of  the 


syndicate   mills    has    been    enlarged    and   a   plant    for  making 
blankets  has  been  put  in. 

The  American  makers  are  now  showing  samples  and  quot- 
ing prices  tor  next  fall's  trade,  but  our  own  makers  will  not  be 
on  the  market  for  a  few  days  yet.  They  announce  their  inten- 
tion of  underselling  any  imported  goods. 

NOTES. 

Those  who  have  seen  the  new  Canadian  cotton  blankets 
pronounce  them  superior  in  make  and  finish  to  the  American 
article.     They  are  a  trifle  more  costly,  at  prices  now  quoted. 

A  crumb  of  comfort  has  been  given  the  Lancashire  cotton 
interests  who  have  agitated  for  a  repeal  of  the  import  duties  on 
manufactured  cottons  going  into  India.  Both  the  Salisbury  and 
Rosebery  Governments  in  England  declined  to  interfere  with 
these  duties.  But  action  has  been  taken  by  the  India  authori- 
ties themselves  to  partially  meet  the  Lancashire  grievance.  Sir 
Tames  Westland  introduced  a  bill  into  the  Legislative  Council 
of  India  exempting  cotton  yarn  from  both  import  and  excise 
duty  ;  reducing  the  import  duty  on  woven  cottons  from  5  to 
3^-2  per  cent.,  and  putting  an  excise  duty  of  3^  per  cent,  on 
cottons  woven  in  Indian  mills.  This  will  mean  a  loss  to  the 
revenue  of  about  $35,000,000,  but  it  is  thought  the  improved 
financial  conditions  will  stand  it.  The  hand-loom  weaver  is  to 
be  exempted  from  the  excise  duty,  and  a  strong  protest  against 
this  and  other  features  of  the  measure  is  expected  from  the 
Bombay  mill  owners,  while  Lancashire  will  not  like  the  exemp- 
tion to  the  hand-looms.  The  bill  has  passed,  according  to 
cable  advices.

In  plain  cashmere  there  is  a 
complete  range  of  sizes  in  18,  21  and  22  at  the  old  prices.

Irving's  quote  a  special  number,  with  a  gloria  silk  mixture 
cloth  and  silver  trimmed  Congo  handle,  at  $1.60  each,  which 
would  make  a  good  $3  retail  line.

Few  commercial  travelers  were  better 
known  in  the  Ottawa  Valley  and  the  Province  of  Quebec  than 
Mr.  McGuire,  who  had  many  friends  who  will  hear  of  his  death 
with  regret.  He  had  suffered  for  years  from  a  heart  trouble, 
which  was  the  cause  of  his  sudden  demise.  Mr.  McGuire  was 
63  years  old.  Early  in  life  he  was  in  the  grocery  business,  but 
latterly  represented  wholesale  firms  in  Montreal  and  Toronto  in 
men's  furnishings.

The  merchants  of  Uxbridge,  says  an  Uxbridge  contempor- 
ary, like  the  Simpsons  and  Murrays  and  Sutcliffes,  of  Toronto, 
occasionally  have  to  leave  their  new  arrivals  of  goods  on  the 
sidewalks  for  a  day  or  two  until  they  can  make  room  in  their 
stores,  and  pass  them  into  stock.

DON'T    BUY    TOO    EARLY. 

THE  visits  of  salesmen  from  Great  Britain  and  France,  as 
well  as  of  representatives  of  Canadian  manufacturing  con- 
cerns, have  commenced.  They  have  been  showing  jobbers 
samples  of  fall  goods,  demonstrating  forcibly  that  in  these  days 
of  keen  competition  little  breathing  spell  is  allowed  to  the  trade 
generally.  Here  they  are  not  yet  through  with  their  sorting 
trips  on  spring  account,  and  already  the  foreign  and  domestic 
manufacturers  are  asking  them  what  they  are  going  to  buy  in 
the  shape  of  next  fall's  supplies.  To  the  lay  mind  it  would  ap- 
pear as  if  this  was  cutting  matters  pretty  fine,  and  if  the  sentiments 
expressed  to  The  Dry  Goods  Review  by  several  leading  Mont- 
real importers  is  a  fair  criterion  many  in  the  trade  think  the 
same  way.  No  one  wants  to  deny  the  manufacturer  the  necessary 
time  to  get  his  orders  carried  out,  but  at  the  same  time  it  is 
undeniable  that  it  is  difficult  for  the  jobber  and  importer  to 
operate  intelligently  so  far  ahead.  It  means  that  the  essence  of 
speculation  must  enter  into  business  more  than  it  should  do.  It 
is  worthy  of  note  in  this  connection  this  spring  that  there  is  a 
growing  and  general  disposition  to  buy  carefully.  This  is  a 
wise  resolve  and  may  mean  that  the  retailers  will  be  offered  a 
nicer  selection  to  buy  from  than  they  otherwise  would  if  import- 
ers started  in  too  early. 


BIG     PROFITS     NOT     BIG    SALES. 


HOW  many  wholesale  merchants  can  honestly  say  they 
made  a  profit  in  every  department  of  their  business  during 
1895  ?  Very  few,  it  is  certain.  The  head  of  one  of  the  largest 
houses  in  Toronto  said  to  The  Review  only  one  of  their  de- 
partments showed  a  profit  for  the  year.  Toronto  houses  owing 
to  certain  things  got  the  reputation  of  being  worse  price-cutters 
than  those  of  any  other  centre  in  Canada.  Remember  it  does 
not  take  much  for  a  report  of  this  kind  to  get  about. 

The  failure  of  Samson,  Kennedy  &  Co.  has  cleared  the  field 
of  the  disturbing  element.  There  are  now  no  houses  who 
have  anything  to  gain  by  cutting  simply  for  the  purpose  of  un- 
derselling competitors.  Let  us  therefore  have  no  more  of  it. 
Let  the  policy  of  each  house  be  to  show  the  greatest  net  profit. 
The  Review  knows  of  one  commercial  traveler — a  quiet  plod- 
ding fellow,  popular  with  his  customers — who  hardly  ever  cuts  a 
price.  His  total  sales  are  less  than  some  other  travelers,  but  he 
never  writes  his  house  that  he  cannot  sell  goods  because  his 
competitors  are  cutting.  If  he  cannot  get  his  price  he  will  not 
sell.  The  net  profits  on  his  sales  in  one  year  were  over  ^ 
more  than  those  of  any  other  traveler,  and  in  seven  years  his 
firm  did  not  lose  25c.  through  anyone  to  whom  he  sold. 


TRAVELERS    AND    SORTING. 

All  the  houses  in  Montreal  have  been  busy  during  the 
month  pushing  forward  orders,  and  are  now  through  with  busi- 
ness on  this  account.  In  fact,  though  the  majority  have  not 
got  as  far,  some  firms  already  have  their  travelers  out  sorting 
up  on  spring  account.  Others  are  not  pushing  trade  in  this 
respect,  for  taking  all  in  all  it  has  been  a  backward  spring.  The 
stotmy  weather  of  the  past  three  weeks  or  so  accentuated  the 
dulness,  and  for  this  reason  those  whose  travelers  are  not  yet 
out  don't  consider  that  they  have  lost  much.  They  are  all  busy 
getting  ready,  however,  and  the  staffs  of  all  the  houses  will  be 
out  by  the  beginning  of  April  at  the  very  latest. 
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STEALING     FROM     STORES. 

THE  pardon  extended  to  Mrs.  Sutton,  of  Woodbridge,  who 
was  sent  to  prison  by  the  Toronto  Magistrate  for  shop- 
lifting, is  not  a  very  satisfactory  incident  to  reflect  upon.  If 
persons  who  steal  from  our  stores  are  to  be  let  off  after  being 
convicted  by  the  magistrate,  a  premium  is  put  upon  this  evil 
practice.  Merchants  are  peculiarly  defenceless  against  systematic 
thieving.  On  a  busy  day  the  store  will  be  crowded,  and  it  is 
impossible  to  keep  an  eye  on  every  person  who  comes  in.  City 
merchants  tell  The  Review  that  they  lose  a  great  deal  the  year 
round  by  dishonest  persons  who  pass  themselves  off  as  custom- 
ers, examine  goods,  and  when  the  clerk's  back  is  turned  for  a 
moment  deftly  slip  something  into  their  pocket  or  some  re- 
ceptacle specially  made  to  receive  stolen  goods. 

It  is  fair  to  say  that  in  the  Sutton  case  an  explanation  has 
been  made  of  why  the  Governor-General  issued  a  pardon.  It 
appears  that  His  Excellency's  action  was  based  on  the  report  of 
Police  Magistrate  Denison,  of  Toronto,  that  the  sentence  of  18 
months'  imprisonment  was  imposed  on  the  supposition  that  be- 
ing the  mother  of  three  girls,  who  were  implicated  with  her,  she 
was  the  prime  instigator  of  the  robbery,  and,  therefore,  entitled 
to  the  heaviest  punishment.  Subsequent  enquiry,  the  authori- 
ties state,  has  shown  that  the  woman  is  a  half-witted  creature, 
who  was  induced  by  her  daughters  to  come  in  from  the  country 
and  carry  out  their  grogramme  of  robbery. 

This,  on  the  face  of  it,  seems  reasonable,  and  as  the  Toronto 
Magistrate  is  noted  for  a  firm  administration  of  justice  and  is 
not  given  to  sentimental  weakness  in  criminal  cases,  the  short- 
ening of  the  sentence  may  have  no  general  bad  effect.  But  the 
greatest  care  must  be  taken  to  protect  merchants  against  thieves, 
and  the  best  deterrent  effect  is  severe  sentences  upon  women 
who  take  advantage  of  their  sex  and  a  respectable  appearance 
to  rob. 


class  and  moderate  trade  with  Canadian  merchants  the  demand, 
it  seems,  has  been  quite  up  to  expectations. 


THE    TRADE    IN    SILKS. 

THERE  seems  little  doubt  that  the  silk  trade  will  be  as 
good  for  the  coming  season  as  it  has  been  for  spring.  The 
reports  from  the  centres  of  fashion,  like  Paris,  London  and  New 
York,  indicate  no  diminution  in  the  demand,  and  no  startling 
change  in  style  which  would  cause  a  falling  off  in  the  use  of 
blouse  and  costume  silks.  The  blouse  continues  its  sway,  and 
for  the  present  there  is  no  talk  of  anything  replacing  it.  "  You 
can  easily  see,"  said  an  experienced  buyer  to  The  Review  a 
few  days  ago,  "  why  the  blouse  remains  in  favor.  The  present 
style  of  sleeve  tends  to  prolong  its  existence.  The  elaborate 
puff  has  the  effect  of  building  up  a  figure  inclined  to  be  too 
slight.  Then  in  the  case  of  a  stout  figure  the  large  sleeve  con- 
ceals heaviness,  and  the  blouse  is  therefore  popular  with  all 
kinds  of  women.  Then  there  is  the  further  fact  that  the  com- 
bination of  a  handsome  blouse  silk  and  skirt  of  another  material 
produces:  a  result  which  is  hard  to  get  by  more  expensive  dress- 
ing. I  should  say  that  the  use  of  silk  and  the  wearing  of 
blouses  would  be  in  vogue  for  a   long  time  yet."     Both  in  high- 


SELL    AND     BUY     FOR    CASH. 

ANOTHER  merchant  gets  into  line.  J.  W.  Robinson,  of 
Moose  Jaw,  Assiniboia,  announces  his  adoption  of  the 
cash  system,  and  in  his  circular  to  the  public  says  :  "  During 
the  last  thirteen  years  we  have  made  many  announcements 
through  the  public  press,  but  this  is  the  most  important  one  of 
all  to  our  customers,  the  public  generally  and  ourselves.  After 
those  years  of  experience  we  have  decided  to  do  what  should 
have  been  done  from  the  start — sell  for  cash  only.  On  April 
ist,  1896,  we  will  adopt  the  cash  system,  and  hope  our  custom- 
ers and  the  public  will  approve  of  our  doing  so,  and  will  con- 
tinue giving  us  a  fair  share  of  their  patronage.  The  saving  in 
office  expenses,  clerks,  stationery,  stamps,  etc.,  etc.,  is  a  profit 
alone,  even  without  the  saving  of  losses  on  accounts.  Everyone 
knows  a  merchant  doing  a  credit  business  cannot  sell  as  cheap 
as  one  who  sells  for  cash  only.  In  order  to  buy  for  cash,  which 
is  the  only  way  for  customers  and  merchants  to  buy  right,  we 
must  sell  for  cash." 

It  is  quite  evident  that  Mr.  Robinson  has  figured  the  thing 
out.  His  is  not  a  haphazard  conclusion,  but  is  arrived  at  after 
carefully  looking  into  the  net  results  that  follow  from  taking 
cash  discounts,  and  thus  getting  the  goods  that  much  cheaper. 
This  gives  a  merchant  a  wider  margin  to  profit  on,  enables  him 
to  keep  prices  down  to  a  tempting  level,  and  thus  secures  more 
trade.  To  get  cash  for  goods  you  must  offer  bargains  ;  to  offer 
bargains  and  still  do  business  on  a  sound  basis,  and  not  at  a 
bankrupt  pace,  you  must  buy  for  the  lowest  prices.  Thus  in 
the  cash  system  buying  and  selling  for  cash  travel  together. 


RETURNING    GOODS. 

YOU  sell  a  customer  a  few  yards  of  cloth,  tie  it  up  and  send 
it.  The  customer  receives  it,  shows  it  to  all  her  friends, 
who  handle  it  and  examine  it  carefully.  Some  of  them  tell  her 
they  do  not  like  the  style,  and  she  brings  it  back  to  you.  Per- 
haps she  has  other  reasons.  At  any  rate,  it  is  brought  back. 
Do  you  accept  it  ?  Seldom,  if  ever,  you  tell  her  you  think  it 
is  very  unfair  to  ask  you  to  take  back  the  cloth,  or  whatever 
it  is. 

There  are  a  few  retailers  who  treat  the  wholesale  dealer  or 
manufacturer  in  this  way,  and  they  think  there  is  nothing  un- 
businesslike about  it.  Some  do  even  worse  ;  they  display  the 
goods  for  a  week  or  more,  then  pack  them  up,  and  ship  back 
without  a  word  of  explanation,  and  even  expect  the  wholesale 
house  to  pay  freight  both  ways. 

Sometimes  there  are  good  reasons  why  the  jobber  may  be 
asked  to  relieve  the  buyer  of  a  part  of  his  purchases.  Let  him 
act  honorably.  Write  explaining  the  circumstances,  and  ask 
the  jobber  to  be  kind  enough  to  help  you  by  taking  them  back. 
Most  houses  will  do  it. 

In  the  first  case,  a  buyer  antagonizes  his  wholesale  dealer, 
and  will  never  be  offered  the  snaps  that  the  one  on  which  he  is 
on  good  terms  sometimes  gets. 


THE  -:-  DRY  -:-  GOODS  -:-  REVIEW 


WOOL    CONTINUES     FIRM. 

THE  firm  feeling  on  all  kinds  of  woolen  fabrics,  to  which 
reference  was  made  last  month,  has  been  fully  main- 
tained. Not  only  has  this  been  the  case,  but  the  advance 
in  the  raw  material  has  continued,  and  further  gains  scored 
on  those  noted  last  month.  The  competition  for  raw  wool 
throughout  the  entire  March  series  of  sales  at  London  was 
keen,  and  before  the  close  values  in  many  instances  were  10  to 
15  per  cent,  higher  than  the  figures  for  the  corresponding 
period  in  1895.  It  may  be  remarked,  however,  that  American 
buyers  continued  backward  all  along  and  did  not  figure  con- 
spicuously at  any  time  during  the  sales.  Naturally,  the  manu- 
factured article  is  influenced  by  this  strength  in  raw  material, 
and  we  have  as  a  result  a  very  strong  market. 


them   were   offered  to  Canadian    houses  and   some   bids   were 
wired,  but  we  have  not  heard  of  any  purchases. 


THE  QUARTERLY  EXCURSIONS. 

It  was  thought  that  the  advent  of  Mr.  Hays  to  the  man- 
agement of  the  Grand  Trunk  would  mean  a  more  liberal 
policy  towards  the  business  interests  of  the  country,  but  judging 
from  the  reception  he  gave  to  the  proposal  from  Montreal  dry 
goods  merchants  there  is  not  much  to  be  hoped  for.  He  was 
approached  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  assist  in  the  scheme  of 
holding  four  excursions  during  the  year  to  enable  business  men 
to  make  trips  to  Montreal  to  look  over  stocks  and  buy  goods. 
He  gave  no  encouragement,  and  the  promoters  of  the  plan  are 
rather  disappointed  at  his  short-sighted  policy. 

They  have  not  given  up,  however,  and  if  they  cannot  eventu- 
ally succeed  in  convincing  the  railways  that  it  is  advisable  to 
grant  special  rates  four  times  a  year  they  feel  certain  of  being 
able  to  arrange  for  two  excursions  each  year. 


THE  ADVANTAGE  OF  BRANDS. 

McDougall,  Barrett  &  Co.,  Montreal,  who  were  among  the 
first  to  see  the  force  of  The  Dry  Goods  Review's  contention 
that  every  firm  or  manufacturer  should  adopt  a  brand  or  name 
for  their  best  goods  and  always  see  that  the  quality  is  not  only 
maintained,  but  if  possible  improved,  are  now  so  well  satisfied 
with  the  experiment  that  they  are  putting  another  brand  on  the 
market.  The  first  was  "  Tyke "  serge.  They  talked  up  and 
advertised  this  brand  until  buyers  in  every  part  of  Canada 
asked  for  it.  They  even  found  imitators  or  sellers  who  said 
they  had  something  just  as  good  as  "Tyke."  This  they  followed 
by  the  "  Blenheim."  This  season  they  are  introducing  a  genuine 
Irish  serge  "Roughedy."  On  all  three  cloths  the  brand  is 
stamped  on  every  2^  yards  of  the  web  so  that  buyers  may  not 
be  imposed  upon. 

BREAK    IN    GINGHAMS. 

The  sale  of  a  big  line  of  fancy  ginghams — Amoskeag  Three 
Star  ginghams— at  auction  at  low  prices  in  New  York,  is  not 
due  to  a  break  in  the  market,  but  to  the  fact  that  they  were  not 
popular.  This,  at  any  rate,  is  the  explanation  that  comes  by 
mail  from  the  trade  there.  Qualities  that  always  brought  io^c. 
were  sold  at  s^c.  by  the  case,  and  6c.  by  the  piece.     Many  of 


SORTING    TRIPS. 

The  late  season  has  affected  the  trade  in  general  dry  goods, 
but  the  warm,  short  spring  which  is  expected  to  follow  will 
more  than  make  up  for  the  present  quietness.  A  few  men  have 
gone  out  on  the  sorting  trips  and  the  majority  will  be  on  the 
road  within  the  next  few  days.  Those  out  say  spring  stocks 
are  not  much  broken  into,  but  they  find  a  fairly  confident 
feeling  everywhere. 

WHAT    CUSTOMERS     DON'T    LIKE. 

No  merchant  should  forget  that  there  is  a  good  deal  in  per- 
sonal appearance.  Customers  do  not  like  to  be  waited  on  by 
a  clerk  in  his  shirt  sleeves,  or  who  may  be  without  a  collar. 
Your  object  should  be  to  have  your  store  in  a  condition  as  near 
neatness  as  possible,  and  this  cannot  be  done  unless  the  per- 
sonal appearance  of  those  in  charge  of  it  is  what  it  should  be. 
Another  matter  worthy  of  consideration  is  the  musical  talent  of 
some  clerks.  It  should  be  looked  after,  and  when  one  of  your 
young  men  indulges  in  whistling  or  humming,  he  should  be 
called  down. 

A    QUESTION     OF     DUTY. 

The  strength  of  the  glove  market  abroad  has  not  only  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  the  trade,  but  has  also  dawned  upon 
the  Customs  officers.  One  firm  of  wholesalers  have  reason  to 
remember  and  testify  to  this  fact.  Their  spring  importations 
came  to  hand  some  time  ago.  They  were  entered  at  the  Cus- 
toms at  a  certain  value,  but  that  was  all,  for  the  authorities  re- 
plied that  the  market  value  abroad  was  much  higher  than  re- 
presented. Their  basis  for  this  assertion  was  the  invoices  of 
other  importing  firms.  Accordingly  they  refused  to  release  the 
goods  except  the  duty  was  paid  on  the  advanced  valuation — 
and  more,  not  only  on  the  lot  detained,  but  on  importations  for 
a  year  back.  In  the  aggregate  the  amount  of  duty  involved  in 
the  dispute  was  over  $4,000.  There  were  negotiations,  but 
eventually  the  importers  paid  up  the  amount  and  the  goods 
were  released. 

CHINA    MATTING    IN    FAVOR. 

Quite  a  trade  in  China  matting  is  reported  this  month.  It 
is  getting  into  use  for  summer  cottages,  summer  hotels,  and 
similar  places,  where  carpets  or  oilcloths  are  not  wanted.  It  is 
tasteful  in  appearance,  and  keeps  off  dirt  and  dust  which  a 
bare  floor  is  sure  to  accumulate.  Some  people  employ  matting 
for  covering  a  dining-room,  with  a  carpet  square  in  the  centre 
of  the  room.     They  retail  from  15c.  a  yard  up. 


ENGLISH    TALK    OF   DUTIES. 

The  Chesterfield  Tariff  Reform  Association,  at  the  instance 
of  Col.  Sir  Howard  Vincent,  M.P.,  have  passed  the  annexed 
resolution  :  "  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  association  the  time 
has  arrived  when,  with  a  view  to  assisting  the  great  number  of 
the  unemployed  persons  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  import 
duties  on  articles  of  consumption  like  tea,  coffee,  and  cocoa 
should  be  repealed,  and  instead  thereof  import  duties  should  be 
placed  for  the  purposes  of  revenue  on  manufactured  articles, 
and  particularly  on  manufactured  gloves,  lace,  and  silk,  which 
are  articles  of  luxury."  A  copy  of  this  resolution  has  been  sent 
to  the  members  of  the  Government. 
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SUGGESTIONS    FROM    A    RETAIL    HOUSE. 

Editoi    I  >l<\    I  iOODS    K  l  VMEH  : 

DEAR  Sir, — I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  wholesale 
trade  to  the  necessity  and  advisability  of  having  prints  and  dress 
goods  put  up  in  smaller  lengths  than  at  present.  It  would 
enable  the  small  retailer  to  buy  more  goods  and  get  a  much 
better  assortment  than  the  present  system  allows  him.  For 
instance,  take  a  small  place  of  say  200  to  300  people.  The 
retailer  buys  a  piece  of  dress  goods,  40  to  50  yards,  as  at 
present ;  sells  a  dress  of  8  yards  to  Mrs.  A.  Mrs.  B  comes  along, 
looks  at  your  goods,  says  "they  are  very  nice,  indeed,  and  I 
would  take  a  dress  of  that  only  Mrs.  A  has  one  exactly  like  it, 
therefore  I  won't  have  one."  After  a  time  this  40  to  50  yard 
piece  of  goods  gets  old.  The  people  see  it  in  the  store  and  say 
''old  stock."  Now,  I  claim  that  if  the  goods  were  put  up  in 
25-yard  ends  we  would  be  enabled  to  get  a  much  better  assort- 
ment, and  although  it  might  cost  a  little  more  to  put  goods  up 
this  way  to  start,  in  the  end  it  would  be  mutually  advantageous 
to  both  the  wholesale  and  retail  trade. 

Another  thing  that  is  wanted  is  underwear  for  slender  men. 
In  the  clothing  trade  we  have  now  suits  made  for  young  men 
which  fill  a  long  felt  want.  Why  should  we  not  have  under- 
wear made  to  fit  the  same  class  ?  Take  a  young  man,  say  six 
feet  tall,  who  measures  35  or  36  inches  chest ;  in  order  to  get  a 
proper  length  of  underwear  he  has  to  buy  38  to  40-inch,  which 
puts  it  all  out  of  proportion.  I  think  what  is  wanted  is  under- 
wear in  36,  37,  38  shirts,  33,  34,  35  pants,  longer  than  is  ordi- 
narily made. 

By  calling   the  attention   of  the  trade  to  the  above  facts  I 
think  you  will  confer  a  favor  on  the  retail  trade  at  large.

AN    ARGUMENT    TO    PROVE    THE    ADVANTAGE    OF    CONTINUOUS 

ADVERTISING. 

By  Nathaniel  C.  Fowler,  Jr.,  Doctor  ok  Publicity. 

In  continuity  is  strength. 

In  disconnection  is  failure. 

The  builder  of  the  Universe  did  not  build  something,  Mon- 
day ;  and  build  nothing,  Tuesday  ;  and  rebuild,  Wednesday  ; 
and  rest,  Thursday. 

He  built  something  every  day  of  the  week,  and  only  rested 
when  He  was  through. 

The  forces  of  nature  are  continuous. 

The  fundamental  principle  of  motion  is  everlasting. 

The  brook  which  runs  on  forever  is  the  brook  the  fish  live 
in. 

The  brook  which  dries  up  this  month,  and  is  a  torrent  next 
month,  is  the  brook  folks  try  to  get  rid  of. 

The  man  who  feeds  his  horse  on  Monday,  and  gives  him 
nothing  to  eat  on  Tuesday,  has  a  weak  horse  on  Wednesday, 
and  a  dead  horse  on  Thursday. 

The  child  who  goes  to  school  on  Monday,  and  skips  Tues- 
day, and  attempts  to  connect  the  end  of  Monday's  lesson  with 
the  beginning  of  Wednesday's  lesson,  is  handicapped  by  condi- 
tions diametrically  opposed  to  progressive  education. 

All  things  being  equal,  the  store  which  has  been  the  longest 
time  in  some  one  place  is  the  store  which  does  the  greatest 
business. 

Change  of  base,  and  especially  change  of  business  base,  is 
only  allowable  excepting  under  conditions  which  make  moving 
essential. 

Money  is  made  in  specialties  and  bargains,  but  the  fortunes 
of  trade  have  been  made,  along  the  regular  line  of  regularity  ; 
by  handling  business  to-day  as  it  was  yesterday,  and  by  hand- 
ling business  to-morrow  as  it  was  handled  to-day,  subject  to  the 
changes  of  the  times,  and  to  the  recognition  of  the  conditions 
of  progress. 

Continuous  good  is  far  better,  and  more  negotiable,  than 
transient  good,  however  good  transient  good  may  be. 

The  most  progressive  advertisers  of  the  world  have  adver- 
tised continuously. 

They  advertised  not  for  the  fun  of  it. 

They  figure  business  on  the  hardest  slate  with  the  hardest 
pencil. 

All  that  they  do,  they  do  for  profit  only. 

Ninety-nine  per  cent,  of  successful  advertisers  are  continuous 
advertisers. 

The  man  who  advertises  in  January,  and  discontinues  his 
advertising  in  February,  must  advertise  more  extensively  in 
March,  in  order  to  cover  the  gap  his  foolishness  has  created. 

It  takes  more  advertising  in  March  to  bridge  the  break  of 
February  than  it  does  to  advertise  in  January,  February  and 
March  altogether. 

There  are  lines  of  goods  which  can't  be  advantageously  ex- 
tensively advertised  during  certain  months  of  the  year,  but  ad- 
vertising of  those  goods  should  never  be  completely  annihilated. 
It  can  be  reduced  in  size  for  any  object,  but  it  should  be 
continuous,  that  there  may  be  no  need  when  extensive  adver- 
tising again  begins  of  connecting  the  two  advertising  periods. 


The  continuity  which  regulates  all  good  business  should  be 
used  in  the  regulation  of  advertising. 

Advertising  is  no  longer  a  luxury  or  a  side  issue. 

It  is  a  commodity. 

It  never  will  be  successful  unless  it  is  handled  the  same 
way  as  are  handled  other  commodities. 

In  the  continuity  of  advertising  is  the  good  of  it. 

To  break  the  advertising  connection  is  to  break  trade  con- 
nection. 

Trade  connection  can  be  broken,  advertising  connection  can 
be  broken,  and  the  house  still  remain  successful,  but  the  shrewd 
business  man  is  not  satisfied  with  the  minimum  of  success.  He 
is  everlastingly  striving  for  the  maximum  of  success. 

When  he  cuts  expenses  he  cuts  proportionately  everywhere. 

He  does  not  stop  advertising. 

He  advertises  a  little  less,  perhaps,  but  he  advertises. 

He  never  allows  the  medium  he  uses  to  go  to  press  without 
the  mention  of  his  name  and  of  his  business. 

He  advertises  in  oft'-seasons,  in  order  that  the  people  may 
be  better  prepared  to  appreciate  his  efforts  in  season. 

He  keeps  everlastingly  at  advertising,  and  wins. 
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MONTREAL    TRADE    NOTES. 

There  is  a  considerable  inquiry  and  demand  for  32-inch 
velveteens  for  capes.  These  goods  were  all  the  rage  in  London 
last  season  and  likely  to  continue  this  year,  so  that  we  can 
expect  a  fair  demand  for  this  country. 

Messrs.  Greene,  Sons  &  Co.,  St.  Paul  street,  Montreal,  have 
decided  to  close  out  their  men's  furnishing  department.  They 
are  now  liquidating  the  stock.  This  is  one  of  the  oldest  estab- 
lished and  most  respected  houses  in  Canada,  and  this  depart- 
ment was  opened  about  fourteen  years  ago. 

There  is  a  very  strong  impression  amongst  the  trade  that 
St.  Catherine  street  is  likely  to  be  a  long  way  overdone  in  dry 
goods,  and  those  who  have  remained  at  their  old  stands  down 
in  the  city  are  benefitting  by  the  St.  Catherine  street  craze. 

Mr.  Robert  Smythe,  of  H.  L.  Smythe  &  Co.,  has  gone  to 
Europe  on  his  usual  spring  trip. 


THE     M'DOUGALL    STOCK    SOLD. 

The  stock  of  James  McDougall  &  Co.,  Montreal,  was  sold 
at  auction  in  Montreal.  It  consisted  of  imported  woolens, 
amounting,  as  per  inventory,  to  about  $9,548.06  ;  Canadian 
woolens,  amounting,  as  per  inventory,  to  about  $5,594.83  ; 
tailors'  trimmings,  amounting,  as  per  inventory,  to  about 
$8,671.99.  This  lot,  amounting  to  $23,814.93,  was  sold  at  the 
rate  of  75^  cents  on  the  dollar  to  Cyrille  Laurin.  The  other 
lot,  consisting  of  fixtures,  safe,  office  furniture,  etc.,  amounting, 
as  per  inventory,  to  about  $500,  was  sold  to  F.  Moseley,  at  36 
cents  on  the  dollar. 

BIG    TRADE    SALE    OF    GINGHAMS. 

Wilmerding,  Morris  &  Mitchell,  auctioneers,  sold  in  New 
York,  March  25,  under  orders  from  the  West  Brook  Manufac- 
turing Co.,  nearly  4,000,000  yards  of  dress  ginghams.  There 
were  1,800  cases,  2,200  yards  to  the  case,  divided  into  194  lots. 
According  to  the  auctioneers,  prices  ruled  low.  An  average 
rate  of  4c.  per  yard  was  realized.  Competent  judges,  however, 
consider  the  prices  liberal  as  compared  with  the  quoted  figures 
of  the  manufacturers. 
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INCONSISTENT    HUMANITY.. 

E  have  of  late  beard  a  good  deal  of  the  crusade  against 
the  slaughter  of  birds  for  millinery  purposes,  says  The 
1  >rapery  World,  and  to  vary  the  thing  a  little,  we  are  now  as- 
sailed with  an  outcry  against  the  killing  of  fur-bearing  animals. 
Of  course,  we  knew  all  along  this  was  coming.  Here  is  a 
sample  of  the  opening  cry.  It  comes  from  Manchester :  "  One 
of  the  most  barbarous  fashions  that  have  been  thrust  upon  our 
women  of  to-day  is,  I  think,  the  wearing  for  ornament,  more  so 
than  for  warmth,  the  ermine  or  sable  seen  fastened  round  their 
necks  by  the  animal  holding  on  to  its  tail  by  its  teeth.  Unless 
the  present  desire  for  skins  (almost  as  bad  as  for  feathers)  is 
counteracted  by  some  agitation,  every  fur-clad  creature  we  can 
now  boast  of  will  very  soon  be  exterminated.  Had  Jefferies 
been  alive  to-day  I  feel  sure  he  would  have  raised  his  voice 
against  this  barbarous  wantonness,  as  he  did  against  the  mur- 
derous sport  of  '  otter-hunting.'  As  the  Wild  Birds  Protection 
Society  is  now  extending  its  operations  so  splendidly  through- 
out the  country,  could  it  not  be  possible  for  wild  animals  (of  a 
class)  to  have  a  society  for  their  protection  ?  If  there  are  any 
of  the  people  desirous  of  forming  such  a  society  in  Manchester, 
which  would  certainly  do  much  good,  then  let  it  be  formed  ere 
it  is  too  late.  These  protection  societies  are  not  needed  in  the 
country  so  much  as  amongst  the  thoughtless  people  in  towns, 
whose  desire  is  to  dress  up,  as  the  Red  Indian,  in  skins  and 
feathers."  Presumably  this  is  written  by  a  man,  and  his  outcry 
is  all  very  silly.  If  he  goes  to  lengths  such  as  these,  we  might 
easily  defeat  him  on  his  own  ground.  For  instance,  it  is  pretty 
safe  to  assume  that  this  earnest  gentleman  wears  both  boots 
and  gloves,  and  we  might  quite  properly  retort  that  he  has  no 
business  to  wear  either  on  his  hands  or  feet  the  hide  of  any 
animal,  if  he  intends  to  carry  out  his  crusade  on  consistent  lines. 
But,  then,  one  does  not  look  for  consistency  in  the  people  who 
preach  for  ever  on  "  Murderous  Millinery,"  and  similar  texts.

I  have  seen  repeats  from  all  over  Canada,  especially  from  To- 
ronto, and  they  cannot  be  had.  Business  was  never  better  in 
the  Home  trade,  and  prices  of  all  kinds  of  dress  goods,  etc.,  are 
much  dearer  than  six  months  ago. 

"  Tartans  are  to  be  one  of  the  leading  features  of  next  fall's 
business.  Makers  in  Germany  and  France  are  now  full  of 
orders  till  the  end  of  August. 

"  Boucle  effects  in  black,  colors  and  shots  are  the  proper 
things,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  England  and  Scotland  (Bradford 
and  Glasgow  makes)  can  beat  Germany.  The  Germans  are 
having  a  hard  time  of  it  with  lots  of  buyers — if  the  British  goods 
come  any  way  near  the  price  Mr.  Germany  gets  the  go-by." 


BLACK    CREPONS    ALL    RIGHT. 

Regarding  black  crepons,  a  London  correspondent  writes  : 
"  The  fresh  start  taken  by  crepons  is  another  example  of  the 
distracting  caprices  of  trade.  Two  months  ago  this  article  was 
regarded  with  general  distrust,  and  certain  holders  were  scared 
enough  to  sacrifice  their  stock.  To-day  there  is  a  universal 
scramble  for  deliveries  to  replenish  a  depleted  market,  and 
prices  have  advanced  accordingly."

The  one  which  the  artist  illustrates  in  the  accompanying  pic- 
ture is  the  haberdashery  department  of  John  Macdonald  &  Co., 
Wellington  street  east,  Toronto,  which  is  deservedly  praised  for 
its  completeness,  range  of  goods,  and  general  arrangement.  The 
artist  has  taken  the  view  looking  north  toward  the  Wellington 
street  entrance,  the  warehouse  being  on  two  streets,  and  shows 
very  well  the  size  and  plan  of  the  department.  In  the  fore- 
ground the  eye  notes  the  large  stock  of  buttons,  belts,  belt 
buckles,  belt  pins,  etc.,  which  are  a  feature  of  the  stock.  Further

IDEAS    IN    EVENING    WEAR. 

That  the  frock  overcoat  has  grown  up  out  of  the  popularity 
of  the  frock  coat  proper  is  easy  to  see.  This  is  the  sort  of 
development  that  makes  fashion.  Of  course,  incidental  circum- 
stances may  at  any  time  exercise  an  influence  on  the  movements 
of  the  mode.  Just  at  this  moment,  says  the  London  corres- 
pondent of  The  Haberdasher,  we  are  being  influenced  here  in 
every  department  of  wearing  apparel  by  the  fact  that  the  Court 
is  in  mourning  for  the  late  Prince  Henry  of  Battenberg.  Hence, 
every  self-respecting  neckwear  shop  is  showing  black  ties 
and  mourning  goods  of  all  kinds.

The  effect  is  strongly  suggestive  of  mourning 
note-paper,  of  the  width  called  "  complimentary,"  or  in 
the  stationery  trade  "  Italian  width."  The  effect  is  bad,  but 
it   could    be    worse.

As  a  matter 
of  fact,  I  know  of  only  one  man  in  all  this  monstrous  London 
who  ties  his  own  evening  dress  bows.  The  made-up  bow  holds 
the  field,  but  it  makes  no  difference  in  the  principle  of  the 
thing.

left  unsaid.  We  do  not  presume  to  recommend  to  the  use  of 
any  cyclist  one  style  of  costume  more  highly  than  any  other — 
that  is  entirely  a  matter  of  taste  with  the  wearer,  but  we  do 
venture  to  say  :  "  Above  all  other  considerations  be  comfort- 
able." 

The  material  of  which  the  costume  is  made  is  a  very  impor- 
tant factor  in  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  lady  cyclist.  Unlike 
her  masculine  companion,  she  cannot  go  for  a  ride  in  the 
country  or  city  attired  in  garments  as  cool  and  attenuated  as 
his  ;  she  must  bow  to  the  dictates  of  society,  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent,  and  will  probably  adopt  a  costume  in  keeping  with  that 
of  other  lady  cyclists  in  the  locality  in  which  she  resides.  There 
can  be  no  difference  of  opinion,  however,  as  to  the   material  to 


be  used  in  the  costume ;  it  is  necessary  that  it  should  be  made 
of  a  light-weight  all-wool  fabric  that  will  readily  reject  the 
minute  clinging  particles  of  dust,  and  which  will  also  not  spot 
with  the  rain  or  fade  with  the  scorching  summer's  sun.  A 
cloth  for  the  purpose  in  navy  and  black  dust-proof  serge  and  in 
dark  grey  vigoureux  has  been  specially  imported  by  Wm. 
Agnew  &  Co.,  of  Montreal,  in  anticipation  of  the  demand  for 
cycling  costumes  for  the  coming  season.  The  lady  in  the  cut 
is  attired  in  an  up-to-date  bloomer  costume  of  dust  proof  grey 
vigoureux. 

FOR    THE    DRESS    GOODS    TRADE. 

Some  noteworthy  lines  in  dress  goods,  seen  at  Wyld,  Grasett 
&  Darling's  this  month,  include  fancy  German  tweed  effects,  neat 
checks  and  mixtures,  to  retail  at  50c;  in  finer  stuff,  silk  mixed 
effects,  lines  to  retail  at  75c.  and  $1.  The  run  on  black  lustres  and 
Sicilians  continues.

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A  DISPUTE  ABOUT  STRAW  PLAITS. 

The  millinery  importing  firms  have  a  grievance  against  the 
Customs  which  is  creating  talk  in  the  trade.  When  Mr.  Wallace 
was  Controller  a  decision  was  reached  that  straw  plaits,  used  for 
constructing,  as  much  as  trimming,  a  hat,  should  come  in  free 
as  a  raw  material.  Trimmings  like  braids,  etc.,  remained  duti- 
able at  30  per  cent.  Some  time  ago  the  trade  were  astonished 
to  learn  that  a  ruling  had  been  made  reversing  this  decision  and 
classing  straw  plaits  with  braids  at  30  per  cent.  A  protest  went 
down  to  Ottawa,  and  the  Department  modified  their  order  and 
restored  some  straw  plaits  to  the  free  list.  But  a  distinction  was 
drawn  between  plain  straw  plaits  and  those  with  an  ornamented 
pattern  (all  straw),  which  in  some  cases  required  a  thread  to 
hold  them  firmly  together,  and  are  made  in  the  States.  The 
material  is  exactly  the  same,  used  for  a  similar  purpose,  and  en- 
titled, according  to  the  view  of  practical  men,  to  similar  classifi- 
cation. But  right  in  the  middle  of  the  season,  when  contracts 
have  been  made  and  orders  placed,  a  new  ruling  seriously  in- 
conveniencing business  goes  into  force  without  warning  to  the 
trade.  They  naturally  feel  that  the  business  interest  is  not 
being  considerately  treated  in  the  matter.  The  new  Controller, 
Mr.  Wood,  has  not  had  many  opportunities  of  meeting  the 
trade  since  assuming  the  office  and  hearing  any  grievances  they 
may  have  to  lay  before  him.  He  ought,  in  the  opinion  of  The 
Review,  to  keep  closely  in  touch  with  all  classes  of  merchants,  to 
be  guided  largely  by  the  practical  advice  of  his  appraisers,  who 
know  what  they  are  talking  about.  One  reason  why  the  tariff 
is  so  unpopular  with  merchants  is  because  disputes  like  this, 
easily  disposed  of  by  a  little  intelligent  attention,  are  allowed  to 
drag  on  to  the  detriment  of  legitimate  trade. 


THE     REVIVAL    OF    THE    TURBAN. 

A  correspondent  of  The  London  Millinery  Record  writes 
regarding  the  Turban  revival :  The  Turk,  though  unspeakable, 
seems  nevertheless  to  have  made  an  impression  on  La  Mode, 
and  the  latest  thing  in  headgear  is  the  "  Turban  "  toque.  This 
consists  of  a  small  round  frame,  the  crown  of  which  is  encrusted 
with  jewels  and  surrounded  with  tulle,  plain  or  spangled  accord- 
ing to  taste,  and  if  of  gold  or  silver  striped  gauze,  a  gold  or 
silver  cord  may  be  entwined  with  it.  A  jewelled  or  brush 
aigrette  is  placed  upright  on  the  left  side,  and  the  turban  is 
secured  with  ornamental  pins. 

These  "Turban"  toques  are  intended  to  be  worn  with 
low-necked  dresses  and  a  cloud  of  tulle  or  spangled  net  to  corre- 
spond with  the  same  material  of  which  the  toque  is  made. 

The  Empire  bodice,  bordered  with  gold  or  silver  cord,  is 
appropriate,  being  somewhat  "  Odalisque "  in  effect,  and  a 
rather  modified  plain,  clinging  skirt,  ras  de  terre.  The  "  method 
in  this  madness "  will  be  recognised  when  one  thinks  of  the 
dreadful  draughts  one  is  exposed  to  in  leaving  the  theatre,  as 
it  protects  that  part  of  the  head  which  is  most  exposed  and 
is   the    favorite  point  of   attack    of    the    demon    "Neuralgia." 


MR.    ALLAN    RETURNS. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Allan,  of  A.  A.  Allan  &  Co.,  has  returned  from 
Europe  attending  the  fur  sales  in  England  and  the  continent.

IMPORTANT    THREAD    CASE. 

JUDGE  BURBIDGE  at  a  session  of  the  Exchequer  Court 
held  in  Montreal,  heard  evidence  in  an  important  Customs 
case  of  Robert  Stewart  &  Sons  vs.  the  Queen,  which  is  a  claim 
for  alleged  overcharges  in  Customs  duties  on  certain  shipments 
o'  thread  between  1889  and  1892.  Messrs.  Stewart  &  Sons, 
who  are  manufacturers  of  linen  and  shoe  threads,  carry  on  busi-

ness  at  Lisburn,  Ireland,  and,  on  October  31,  1892,  the  Customs 
authorities  seized  eight  cases  of  threads,  which  had  been  entered 
at  the  port  of  Montreal  on  October  25th  and  28th,  on  a  charge 
of  having  been  entered  at  an  undervaluation.  The  value  of 
these  cases,  as  shown  on  the  invoices  presented  at  Customs, 
was  ,£49  10s.  6d.,  equivalent  to  $1,214.35.  The  Customs  claim 
that  the  correct  value  for  duty  was  $1,304.08.  On  November 
5,  1892,  a  second  seizure  was  made,  the  importer's  entire  stock, 
which  the  Customs  valued  at  $52,030,  being  seized.  After  the 
seizure  had  been  made,  Messrs.  Wm.  Clapperton  &  Co.,  the 
Canadian  agents  for  the  importers,  made  a  deposit  with  the  Col- 
lector of  Customs  of  $1,661,  which  sum  still  remains  in  the 
custody  of  the  Customs,  and  obtained  the  release  of  the 
eight  cases  of  thread  first  seized,  as  well  as  those  taken 
under  the  second  seizure.  Between  January  1,  1889,  and 
October  31,  1892,  the  value  of  the  threads  entered  at  Customs 
amounted,  according  to  the  invoices,  to  $61,443.31,  but, 
according  to  the  value  claimed  by  the  Customs,  they  were  $75,- 
1J46.23.  About  one-third  of  those  were  linen  threads,  and  two- 
thirds  were  shoe  threads.  The  threads  were  invoiced  at  list 
prices,  less  a  discount  of  25  per  cent.  With  the  exception  of 
Goodyear  thread,  which  did  not  appear  on  the  printed  list, 
there  was  no  dispute  with  the  Customs    Department  in  respect 


to  list  prices ;  the  dispute  was  in  respect  of  the  discount  off  the 
lists.  The  Goodyear  is  a  special  shoe  thread,  and  there  are 
disputes  about  both  its  price  and  the  discount  off  that  price. 
Before  the  importations  in  question,  some  of  the  thread  manu- 
facturers of  Ireland  attempted  to  form  two  combinations  for  the 
purpose  of  regulating  the  discounts  on  threads.  One  was 
called  the  Shoe  Thread  Association  and  the  other  the  Linen 
Thread  Association.  The  wholesale  discount  fixed  by  the 
Shoe  Thread  Association  was  15  per  cent.,  with  an  additional 
bonus,  or  discount,  of  4  per  cent,  to  purchasers  whose  accounts 
amounted  to  ,£1,000  and  upwards  per  annum.  There  was, 
also,  a  prompt  cash  discount  of  \]/^  per  cent,  on  shoe  threads. 
The  wholesale  discount  fixed  by  the  Linen  Thread  Asso- 
ciation was  20  per  cent,  off  list  prices,  and  an  additional 
cash  discount  of  2^  per  cent.  In  January,  1891,  these  dis- 
counts were  increased  to  22^  percent. and  2)^  percent.  Messrs. 
Stewart  &  Sons  never  signed  the  rules  or  agreements  of  either 
of  the  associations,  although  they  attended  some  of  the  meetings 
of  the  Linen  Thread  Association.  They  were  willing  to  adopt 
the  discounts  of  the  associations,  provided  that  those  who 
signed  the  agreements  adhered  to  them.  The  discounts,  how- 
ever, were  not  adhered  to,  and  they  did  not  regulate  the  market 
prices.  Messrs.  Stewart  &  Sons,  therefore,  did  not  feel  them- 
selves bound  to  adopt  these  discounts,  and  they  did  not  adopt 
them.  The  Customs  authorities  assumed  that  the  Shoe  Thread 
Association  discounts  fixed  the  values  for  duty  on  the  whole 
importations,  and,  on  March  5,  1894,  the  Customs  Department 
at  Ottawa  rendered  a  decision  on  both  seizures  ;  but  Messrs. 
Stewart  &  Sons  declined  to  accept  that  decision.  On  March  27, 
1894,  Mr.  J.  H.  Douglas,  appraiser,  prepared  a  statement  of  the 
importations  onthe  basis  of  the  values  established  by  this  decision, 
showing  that  the  Customs  claimed  $2,900.60  additional  duty, 
and  a  penalty  of  $2,900.60.  This  additional  duty  and  penalty 
was  claimed  from  January  i,  1889,  to  October  28,  1892. 
It  is  contended  that  the  decision  of  the  Customs  De- 
partment should  not  and  cannot  be  maintained,  and  for  the 
following  among  other  reasons  :  Because  there  was  no  under- 
valuation ;  because  the  discount  of  25  per  cent,  was  a  fair  aver- 
age discount  to  take  off  the  shoe  and  linen  threads,  and  the 
acquiescence  of  the  Customs  authorities  in  the  values  for  duty 
of  the  threads  as  entered,  in  good  faith  and  in  law,  was  binding 
on  the  Crown  ;  because,  even  assuming  that  the  association  dis- 
counts fixed  the  value  for  duty,  the  decision  applied  the  shoe 
thread  discounts  to  linen  thread,  which  formed  about  one-third 
of  the  whole  importations  ;  because  the  importers  acted  in  good 
faith,  and  they  should  not  be  subject  to  any  penalties  ;  because, 
even  assuming  that  penalties  could  have  been  legally  imposed, 
the  Customs  had  imposed  $1,143.19  of  penalties  for  importa- 
tions made  more  than  three  years  before  the  proceedings  were 
commenced  against  Messrs.  Stewart  &  Sons.  The  Court  has 
not  yet  given  its  decision,  but  is  expected  to  do  so  this  month. 
Judge  Burbidge  heard  some  further  evidence  on  Friday  last, 
but  the  judgment  is  still  pending.

It  is  now  a  month  since  the  millinery  opening  took  place, 
and  the  harvest  has  not  begun  in  the  country  yet.  The  big 
snow-banks  and  the  cold  weather  of  March  have  kept  the  sea- 
son back,  but  don't  be  alarmed,  hats  will  be  wanted  all  the 
same.  All  that  is  now  wanted  is  fine  weather,  and  the  millinery 
artists  will  have  time  for  nothing  but  work,  but  as  they  are  just 
the  class  of  workers  who  can  put  two  months'  work  into  one 
when  necessity  demands  it,  although  the  April  millinery  trade 
is  likely  to  be  a  heavy  one,  they  are  equal  to  the  occasion. 

S.  F.  McKinnon  &  Co.  claim  to  see  a  big  April  trade  loom- 
ing up,  and  have  had  their  buyers  in  the  foreign  and  American 
markets  during  March,  making  sure  that  nothing  will  be  wanting 
that  is  worthy  of  being  brought  before  buyers  for  the  April 
assorting  trade.  They  hold  fast  to  flowers,  bunch  and  single 
tips,  fancy  ribbons,  ospreys,  sequins  and  chiffon  effects  as  being 
the  leading  millinery  trimmings,  and  also  advise  buyers  to  keep 
their  eye  on  plain  ribbons  and  laces  as  the  season  advances. 
Silk  velvets,  particularly  in  the  light  shades,  are  being  much 
asked  for.  Like  all  their  other  departments,  the  jacket  and  cape 
one  is  thoroughly  prepared  for  the  April  demand. 


WOMEN'S     HIGH     HATS. 

In  Ohio  they  are  trying  to  slice  down  the  high  hats  worn  by 
women  at  the  theatres.  The  bill  prohibiting  high  hats  in 
theatres  has  passed  the  House  of  Assembly,  and  is  now  before 
the  State  Senate.

SCTKilte 
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THE  ART  OF  SALESMANSHIP. 


BV    A    SUCCESSFUL    5ALESMAN. 


SINCE  the  writer  commenced  his  career  as  a  salesman  some 
few  years  ago  the  requirements  for  such  service  were  not 
nearly  as  important  as  they  are  to-day.  The  evolution  in  mer- 
chandising has  been  so  great  that  the  merchant  who  apparently 
did  a  successful  business  is  unsuccessful,  unless  he  has  kept 
pace  with  these  progressive  times. 

THE    FLOW   OF    NEW    IDEAS. 

The  public,  particularly  during  the  past  decade,  have  been 
awakened  and  educated  by  means  of  the  public  press,  and  also 
by  the  many  excellent  trade  journals  that  are  produced,  which 
show  the  styles  and  value  of  all  classes  of  fabrics  that  are  thrown 
on  the  market,  so  that  they  demand  and  appreciate  the  most 
artistic  fabrics  attainable;  all  this  goes  to  show  the  necessity  and 
value  of  the  clerk  who  will  avail  himself  of  the  progressive  con- 
dition of  the  trade.  The  position  of  the  clerk  is  sometimes 
undervalued;  the  general  impression  is  that  it  is  the  easiest  thing 
in  the  world  to  clerk  in  a  dry  goods  store,  possibly  it  is 
through  the  large  numbers  of  inexperienced  salespeople  who  oc- 
cupy positions  in  our  large  retail  establishments.  It  is  true, 
there  are  all  kinds  of  people  selling  merchandise,  but  the  suc- 
cessful salesmen  are  few  and  far  between.  Salesmanship  is  an 
art  and  a  gift  that  few  possess. 

EARLY   TRAINING    TELLS. 

The  success  of  the  clerk  is  largely  due  to  his  early  training 
— his  apprenticeship  life.  The  business  training  is  just  as  im- 
portant as  his  home  one,  and  will  soon  show  the  result  in  a  de- 
gree of  either  success  or  failure  in  life.  What  then  constitutes 
the  successful  clerk  ?  First  of  all,  a  comprehensive  knowledge 
of  human  nature  is  necessary,  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
merchandise,  combined  with  good  taste,  gentlemanly  deportment, 
and  strictly  honest  in  all  your  dealings  with  the  public.  To 
understand  and  study  human  nature  is  probably  one  of  the 
most  difficult  of  all  the  requisites  of  "the  successful  salesman." 
No  two  people  can  be  treated  alike.  Tact  and  judgment  are 
also  necessary  immediately  the  customers  enter  a  department. 
In  this  place  the  gifted  man  knows  what  to  do  by  intuition  and 
>vith  the  knowledge  of  the  fitness  of  things  is  able  to  win  the 
buyer.  For  example,  how  often  do  customers  call  for  certain 
clerks  to  show  them  silks  or  dress  goods,  and  make  the  remark 
that  "  Mr.  So-and-So"  can  always  suit  them  best,  and  knows 
exactly  their  taste.  This,  of  course,  is  the  result  of  time  and 
study  on  the  part  of  the  clerk  of  this  particular  individual. 

CHARACTER    A    FACTOR. 

Success  to-day  depends  largely  on  a  good  character  ;  if  the 
alesman  is  not  trustworthy  and  makes  careless  statements 
ibout  goods  in  order  to  make  sales,  he  will  have  but  little 
weight  with  his  customers. 

Be  honest ;  it  pays  in  the  long  run.  If  a  house  once  ob- 
tains the  confidence  of  the  buying  public,  their  success  is 
assured,  and,  in  order  to  attain  this,  all  their  dealings  must  be 
fair  and  square.  When  they  advertise  a  bargain  it  must  be  a 
genuine  one  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  When  a  statement  is 
made  in  reference  to  a  particular  line  of  goods  being  all  wool,  it 
should  be  all  wool.  Otherwise,  advertising  will  not  pay.  You 
cannot  fool  the  public  nowadays. 

Patience  and  perseverance  are  also  required,  and  are  very 
often  put  to  a  severe  test,  although  hard-pushed  sales  are  not 
desirable  in  the  up-to-date  business  house.     A  good  salesman 


will  use  his  best  powers  of  persuasion  to  induce  a  lady  to  buy, 
but  the  goods  had  better  remain  upon  your  shelves  than  be 
forced  upon  an  unwilling  customer.  You  can't  "  bulldoze  " 
people  to-day.  This  style  of  doing  business  is  a  thing  of  the 
past.  What  is  the  result  of  a  hard-pushed  sale  ?  It  is  just  this  : 
that  the  customer  will  not  like  the  goods  when  she  gets  them 
home,  and,  consequently,  will  avoid  the  salesman,  and,  perhaps, 
the  store,  in  future. 

HANDLE    THE    GOODS    WELL. 

Good  taste  and  the  art  of  displaying  goods,  and  the  knack 
of  producing  original  combinations,  are  essential.  Many  a  sale 
is  lost  through  improper  methods  of  introducing  fabrics  ;  for 
instance,  dress  goods  are  thrown  over  the  counter  like  piles  of 
wood,  with  no  artistic  arrangement  whatever.  How  many  clerks 
in  any  department  know  how  to  show  novelties  before  a  cus- 
tomer to  the  best  advantage  ? 

In  selling  goods  everything  depends  upon  making  a  good 
impression.  If  any  attempt  is  made  at  draping  it  is  often  more 
detrimental  than  helpful  to  the  sale. 

Don't  allow  the  customer  to  grab  a  piece  of  goods  and  pull 
it  all  over  the  store  in  her  efforts  to  see  the  finest  effects. 
People  are  unconscious  of  the  harm  that  they  are  doing,  let 
alone  the  amount  of  unnecessary  work  that  they  are  putting  the 
clerk  to.  Also  keep  your  counter  clear  and  give  your  neighbor 
a  show.  A  crowded  counter  means  a  lack  of  system  on  the 
part  of  those  in  charge. 

WRONG    METHODS. 

It  is  not  always  the  man  with  the  "  big  book  "  that  is  the 
most  successful  one,  as  it  is  very  often  the  "  game  of  grab  "  on 
his  part  that  increases  his  sales.  Besides,  he  is  rarely  anything 
of  a  stock -keeper,  while  the  hard  work  of  the  department  is  left 
to  others. 

Good  stock-keeping  is  absolutely  necessary,  or  a  department 
will  certainly  go  back.  His  chief  aim  is  to  make  quick  and 
large  sales,  and,  in  order  to  save  time,  he  shows  only  the  ma- 
terials that  are  the  easiest  to  sell ;  consequently  the  interests  of 
the  department  are  sacrificed.  If  convenient,  he  avoids  the  so- 
called  "  shopper,"  or  the  lady  who  is  merely  looking  around  to- 
day, overlooking  the  amount  of  caution  necessary  in  the  hand- 
ling of  this  class  of  the  trade.  This  is  not  real  salesmanship, 
but  is  simply  exchanging  merchandise  for  money,  as  anyone 
can  hand  out  goods  that  are  asked  tor. 

The  interested  clerk  and  "  an  all  around  department  man," 
who  would  succeed  in  pleasing  his  customers  and  watch  for 
the  department  interests  as  well,  will  show  those  goods  the 
profits  of  which  depend  upon  their  early  sale,  and  any  material 
that  is  necessary  to  have  immediately  out. 

DON'T    MIND    THE    CRITICS. 

Salespeople,  provided  they  do  what  they  consider  their  duty, 
should  never  be  discouraged  if  they  have  enemies  in  their  trade, 
or  if  they  hear  of  customers  who  do  not  care  to  be  served  by 
them,  as  this  is  only  another  freak  of  human  nature.  Every 
person  occupying  a  public  position  is  a  subject  to  criticism 
and  comment.  It  is  utterly  impossible  to  please  everybody,  for 
we  all  have  our  likes  and  dislikes,  even  in  our  social  life,  and  in 
the  church  or  in  any  other  place  where  people  have  intercourse 
with  one  another.  True,  there  are  clerks  whose  manners  or 
style  may  be  somewhat  against  them,  but  this  will  be  over- 
looked if  they  are  polite,  obliging,  and  at  all  times  ready  to 
please.     It  will  be  instantly  recognized  that  the  importance  and 
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value  of  the  clerk  to-day  lies  in  his  knowledge  of  every  detail  of 
his  trade,  consequently  employers  should  be  careful  in  their 
selection  of  recruits  to  join  their  staff.  None  but  bright  intelli- 
gent people,  who  will  tend  to  elevate  rather  than  degrade  the 
position  of  the  clerk  in  the  business  world,  should  be  chosen. 
The  impression  of  a  bright  staff  often  tells.  They  should  be 
neatly  dressed  with  nice  clean  linen  and  properly  shaved  at  ail 
times.  This  may  seem  a  small  matter,  but  it  is  of  greater  im- 
portance than  you  may  think. 

It  is  in  Hilton,  Hughes  &  Co.'s,  New  York,  where  they  pride 
themselves  on  having  the  finest  looking  staff  of  employes  in 
the  city,  inferring  the  importance  of  this. 

A    WORD    TO    THE    MERCHANT. 

Some  merchants  never  seem  to  place  any  confidence  what- 
ever in  the  ability  of  their  staff.  They  watch  them  closely- 
when  making  a  sale,  and  always  stand  around  them  and  act  like 
interpreters,  making  the  clerk  feel  as  though  a  sword  would 
pierce  him  if  the  sale  was  not  made.  It's  a  wonder  that  they 
continue  to  pay  for  services  which  they  value  so  lightly.  Give 
your  hands  a  show,  Mr.  Merchant,  and  perhaps  they  will  not  be 
so  nervous,  and  may  succeed  under  less  stringent  circum- 
stances. Gentle  persuasion  and  a  polite  deference  to  a  custom- 
er's wishes  will  do  far  more  than  a  heated  contest,  whose  aim  is 
to  see  which  will  tire  first. 

The  merchant  who  expects  heart  service  and  increasing  in- 
terest from  his  employes,  and  gives  nothing  in  return  but  sour 
looks  and  sullen  words,  is  sowing  for  a  huge  crop  of  sorrows 
and  disappointments. 

A  few  kind  words  now  and  then  and  pleasant  actions  cost 
little,  but  produce  much  good. 


The  position  of  a  clerk  is  not  free  from  grievances  and  sor- 
rows, as  some  people  are  apt  to  think,  so  that  every  assistance 
and  encouragement  given  him  by  his  employer  will  be  undoubt- 
edly the  best  investment  he  can  make.

SUMMER     BODICES     AND     BLOUSES. 

"Fashionable  dressmakers  are  now  making  the  English  dis- 
tinction between  the  blouse  (which  we  usually  call  the  shirt

Home  Journal.  "  Both  are  supposed  to  be  worn  with  skirts 
that  differ  from  them  in  color  and  material,  but  the  blouse  is 
full,  is  draped,  has  a  tucked  or  fancy  front,  with  stiff  collar  and 
cuffs,  and  always  suggests  a  rather  undress  get-up.  The  bodice 
fits  the  figure,  and  though  it  may  be  made  of  cotton,  silk  or 
velvet,  it  must  never  suggest,  by  its  trimming  or  style  of  collar, 
the  tailor  made  or  shirt  effect.  Unlike  the  blouse  it  is  very 
often  sufficiently  elaborate  to  be  worn  with  the  richest  skirt,  and 
the  trimming  upon  it  may  be  ribbons,  spangles,  laces,  feathers 
or  fur  pipings,  and  all  the  very  open  embroidery  that  imitates 
Irish  crochet.  However,  it  is  the  blouse  that  will  be  given  the 
greatest  popularity  during  the  coming  season.

Spotted  Valenciennes  and  straight  laces  of  every  kind, 
imitation  Brussels,  applique,  Chantilly— all  are  treated  in  the 
same  way  ;  and  as  it  is  found  that  all  light  laces  look  far  better 
in  the  butter  tint  than  white,  this  is  more  in  demand.  Tarn 
bour  laces  have  come  back  again,  and  in  every  kind  of 
dress  for  the  spring  there  is  evidence  of  a  light  and  pretty 
phase,  ready  for  coming  sunshine.  Etruscan  patterns  and  pat- 
terns which  recall  the  old  pricked  muslin  work  of  years  ago-  — 
Swiss  embroideries  of  many  kinds — all  these  are  revived.  There 
are  many  new  foundations  to  lace,  the  large  wire  grounds  and 
Cluny  grounds  among  them  ;  and  some  of  the  latest  novelties 
are  the  dentelles  Astrakan,  with  discs  in  the  pattern  representing 
the  fur.     These  are  mostly  of  geometrical  design. 

In  veilings,  the  novelty  is  that  they  have  been  brought  out 
much  wider,  18  and  27  inches,  to  suit  the  large  hats,  and  the 
black  nets  have  white  spots.

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THE    USE    OF    BRAIDS. 

On  looking  at  the  spring  styles  of  capes,  jackets,  and  tailor- 
mades,  I  find,  writes  a  London  correspondent,  that  the  distinc- 
tive feature  is  the  liberality  with  which  braid  is  used.  On  an 
exceedingly  smart  short  and  loose-fronted  blue-green  cloth 
jacket,  the  edges  are  bound  with  a  plain  black  fine  mohair  braid 
and  outlined  with  a  narrow  Russian  gold  and  black  braid.  In 
addition  there  are  three  braid  ornaments  down  the  front  with 
elongated  buttons  and  cord,  and  the  seams  and  cuffs  are  similarly 
trimmed  with  broad  and  narrow  braid.  Several  biscuit  and 
fawn  box-cloth  capes  with  turn-down  and  Stuart  collars  are 
covered  with  conventional  braided  designs,  with  and  without  the 
introduction  of  cloth.

SOME  good  practical  advice  re  Easter  trade  is  given  by  a 
writer  in  The  Dry  Goods  Chronicle  :  Do  it  differently.  If 
you  have  made  a  practice  of  spring  openings  put  a  different 
spirit  into  it  now.  Outdo  every  other  effort  of  your  life.  As 
few  features  as  possible  should  be  copies  of  other  years  ;  all  the 
prominent  features  should  be  new  and  unique. 

Trim  an  Easter  window — an  example  for  all  time — a  window 
that  will  be  talked  about  for  a  generation,  in  white,  with  doves, 
immortelles,  palms  and  potted  greenery,  lilies,  a  large,  pure 
white  cross  draped  diagonally  with  a  pure  white  silk  drape — as 
I  said,  a  unique  example  that  will  create  comment  and  fairly 
compel  your  community  to  discuss  your  window.  For  interior 
decoration  use  unlimited  greenery,  calla  lilies,  etc. 

Where  are  you  going  to  get  them  ?  If  you  have  a  good 
greenhouse  in  your  town  the  owner  should  be  glad  to  furnish 
you  cheaply  for  the  sake  of  the  advertising  he  might  get  and  the 
privilege  of  selling,  or  having  you  sell,  much  of  the  plants  on 
exhibition. 

Buy  plenty  of  potted  roses  in  bloom,  well  flowered  out ; 
carnations  or  whatever  hardy  blossoms  you  can.  Make  an 
Easter  bower  of  your  place,  and  have  a  girl  or  girls  to  clip  the 
buds  or  blossoms,  and  give  or  sell  them — either  or  both — to  the 
visitors  at  your  store.  Anybody  will  buy  a  flower  for  a  few 
cents.     The  same  people  would  appreciate  a  blossom   as  a  gift. 

Imagine  a  handsomely  trimmed  store,  freely  interspersed 
with  hanging  draperies,  and  the  whole  garnished  with  an  abund- 
ance of  plants,  palms  and  flowers,  the  whole  finished  with  music 
of  a  character  to  soften  the  hearts  of   promenading  crowds  and 


open  the  way  to  favorable  impressions.  It  can  be  done  each 
by  each  after  his  own  fashion.  It  should  be  done  by  those 
who  wish  to  make  a  running  start  in  the  race  for  spring  busi- 
ness. It  must  be  done  by  those  who  are  determined  to  go 
ahead  this  year  at  any  cost. 


PATENTED    CORSET    CLASP. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Belcher  has  invented  a  neat  and  novel  corset 
clasp,  which  he  calls  the  "Good  Grip."  In  design  it  is  much 
more  effective  and  simple  that  the  old  style  of  clasp.  The 
fastening  consists  of  a  strong  sliding  spring  and  slot  which  is 
very  easy  to  arrange.

THE  Mulhouse  Industrial  Society  has  received  from  Victor 
Schlumberger  a  sample  of  what  he  claims  to  be  a  new 
tissue,  composed  of  a  weft  mixture  of  spun  glass  and  silk, 
traversing  a  silk  warp.  M.  Schlumberger  states,  says  The  Textile 
Mercury,  that  about  twenty  workpeople  are  engaged  in  this  in- 
dustry in  Paris,  and  that  the  idea  is  patented.  The  glass  is 
originally  in  rods,  and  is  held  by  supports  over  a  blow-pipe 
frame,  which  heats  them  to  1,200  deg.  C.     An  excessively  fine 

thread  is  then  drawn  out,  which 
is  thrown  over  a  wooden  wheel 
four  metres  in  diameter,  turn- 
ing at  the  rate  of  400  revolu- 
tions a  minute.  A  yarn,  round, 
perfectly  equal,  very  supple, 
and  brilliant,  is  spun  at  the 
rate  of  i^oo  metres  a  minute 
— if  M.  Schlumberger's  arith- 
metic has  not  gone  a  little 
wrong.  The  weaving  is  done 
in  a  jacquard  loom,  the  warps 
being  silk  or  cotton,  a  weft 
shuttle  of  silk  alternating  with 
a  weft  shuttle  of  glass.  Such 
things  as  lamp  shades,  satchets, 
cushions,  curtains,  and  even 
more  useful  things,  such  as 
dresses,  hats,  cravats,  etc.,  are 
made  out  of  this  mixed  tissue. 
These  articles  can  be  washed, 
and  they   have  the  advantage   of   being   incombustible.     The 


curtains  imitate  Aubusson  and  Gobelins  tapestry.  The  weak 
point  in  the  industry,  however,  is  the  price  of  the  product  : 
it  costs  about  $20  a  yard.  Some  evening  dresses  have  been 
made  costing  nearly  a  thousand  pounds.  A  lamp  shade  runs  to 
$10  or  $15,  and  other  articles  in  proportion.  M.  Schlumberger 
admits  that  the  industry  hardly  seems  to  have  a  serious  future 
before  it.  This  is  true  enough,  for  there  is  no  novelty  in 
it.  Glass  has  often  been  spun  in  the  manner  he  describes,  and 
small  articles  of  wear,  such  as  cravats,  were  woven  from  it  at 
least  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  and  the  industry  had  not  then 
the  air  of  being  in  its  first  infancy.  The  mixture  of  silk  is  only 
a  trifling  innovation.

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A    RETAILER    ON    RETURNING    GOODS. 

With  reference  to  our  remarks  on  this  subject  on  another 
page  of  The  Review  the  following  letter,  written  to  The  Chi- 
cago Reporter  by  an  Illinois  merchant,  is  apropos  :  "  Having 
been  in  the  retail  trade  for  nearly  thirty  years,  I  can  speak  from 
experience.  The  retailer  like  the  jobber  is  desirous  to  please 
and  hold  his  trade,  but  they  both  are  asked  to  do  things  that 
their  customers  would  not  think  of  doing.  I  rarely  return 
goods  ;  never  when  I  have  bought  them,  unless  damaged  or  not 
what  I  bought,  and  not  then  until  I  have  written  the  house 
about  it.  I  try  to  buy  such  goods  and  in  such  quantities  as  I 
think  I  can  use,  buying  often,  thereby  running  no  risk  of  over- 
stocking. I  have  no  trouble  with  the  jobbers  in  that  direction, 
and  feel  confident  that  they  consider  it  a  pleasure  to  do  business 
with  me,  and  am  quite  sure  if  the  retailers  would  follow  my 
plan  the  jobbers  would  have  less  cause  for  complaint  along  that 
line.     I  sympathise  with  the  jobber  in  this  unnecessary  evil." 

INDIA'S  PROTEST  AGAINST  REVISED  COTTON  DUTIES. 

THE  members  of  the  Bombay  Mill-owners'  Association  have 
raised  an  objection  to  the  revised  Indian  cotton  duties, 
claiming  that  an  exemption  of  all  yarns  from  taxation  will  afford 
protection  to  the  hand-loom  weavers.  The  Government  of 
India  appears  to  attach  little  importance  to  this  objection,  being 
evidently  under  the  impression  that  hand-loom  weaving  is  a 
struggling  and  decaying  industry.  In  a  recent  communication 
to  the  Government  the  association  explains  that  while  the  in- 
dustry may  be  in  decadence  in   parts  of  Bengal,  it  is  not  so  in 


that  portion  of  the  country  with  which  the  mill-owners  are  more 
familiar.  There  the  trade  is  followed  as  a  special  calling,  and, 
as  entire  families  are 
devoted  to  it  and  work 
under  no  factory  laws 
or  other  restrictive 
measures,  many  of 
them  are  prosperous 
and  deserve  no  espe- 
cial protective  care 
against  the  rest  of  the 
poor  or  laboring  clas- 
ses. Even  if  they  did, 
mills  are  not  philan- 
thropic institutions, 
run  on  sentimental 
grounds,  and  the  mag- 
nitude of  the  industry 
is  too  great  to  permit 
of  it  being  considered 
otherwise  than  as  a 
most  important  factor 
in  the  entire  question. 
According  to  the  census"  returns  there  are  no  less  than  seven 
millions  of  people  working  as  weavers  in  India,  and  the  associa- 
tion has  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  information 
which  goes  to  show  that  hand-looms  produce  two-thirds  of  all 
the  cloth  woven  in  India,  as  compared  with  one-third  by  power- 
looms.

THE    U,  S.    WOOL    MARKET. 

The  wool  sales  during  the  last  week  in  March  at  the  three 
chief  wool  cities  of  the  United  States  were  only  2,926,750  lbs., 
against  5,229,800  last  year,  and  in  four  weeks  of  March  only 
12,824,150  lbs.,  of  which  6,596,800  were  foreign,  against 
18,946,200  lbs.  in  1895,  of  which  11,397,300  were  foreign,  and 
21,984,576  in  1892,  of  which  14,978,526  were  foreign.  The 
experts  say  that  at  Boston  it  is  now  a  buyers'  market,  if  there 
were  any  buyers,  but  general  stagnation  prevails  at  New  York, 
and  the  market  at  Philadelphia  is  strictly  limited  to  manufac- 
turers' needs.  Prices  abroad  are  steadily  held  at  about  ten  per 
cent,  higher  than  at  the  opening  of  the  London  sales,  and  are 
so   far  above   American   prices   that   sales  of  350,000   lbs.  for 


delivery  in  England  have  been  reported,  and  there  is  said  to  be 
no  reason  why  the  English  market  cannot  use  up  American 
wool  more  cheaply,  with  lower  cost  of  labor,  than  the  market  in 
this  country.

PENNY     LETTER     RATE     FOR    THE     EMPIRE. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Cambers  of  Commerce, 
held  in  London  recently,  a  resolution  was  passed  in  favor  of 
the  establishment  of  a  system  of  penny  postage  throughout  the 
empire.  The  Duke  of  Norfolk,  Postmaster-General,  who  was 
present  at  the  meeting,  said  he  thought  the  moment  premature 
for  any  such  change  in  the  postal  system  as  the  resolution  de- 
manded. When  the  colonies  joined  the  Universal  Postal  Union, 
he  said,  it  was  agreed  that  the  then  existing  rate  of  postage 
should  not  be  cheapened  until  after  1897. 

THOSE    WHO    READ    THE    PAPERS. 

A  manufacturer  recently  explained  his  liberal  patronage  of 
trade  papers,  remarks  an  exchange,  by  saying  :  "  Men  who  do 
not  read  their  trade  papers  and  keep  posted  in  their  business  are 
usually  poor  customers."

AN  INCREASED  VOLUME  OK  NEW  BUSINESS  WRITTEN — A  VERY 
FAVORABLE  DEATH  RATE — A  REDUCED  EXPENSE  RATE — 
INCREASES  IN  ASSETS,  INCOME  AND  SURPLUS. 


THE  annual  meeting  of  the  Confederation  Life  Association 
was  held  at  the  Head  Office  of  the  Company,  Yonge, 
Richmond  and  Victoria  streets,  Toronto,  on  Tuesday,  March 
17th,  at  the  hour  of  3  p.  m.  There  was  a  good  attendance  of 
policyholders,  shareholders  and  members  of  the  agency  staff. 

On  motion,  the  Hon.  Sir.  W.  P.  Howland,  C.B.,  K.C.M.G., 
was  called  to  the  chair,  and  Mr.  J.  K.  Macdonald,  Managing 
Director,  appointed  secretary  of  the  meeting. 

The  Report  and  Financial  Statements  relating  to  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Company  for  the  year  1895  were  submitted  as 
follows  : 

REPORT. 

During  the  past  year  the  Directors  have  had  under  con- 
sideration 2,540  applications  for  insurance  to  the  amount  of 
$3,736,150.  This  includes  five  applications  for  $8,000,  which 
were  deferred  at  the  close  of  1894,  2,389  for  $3,474,150  were 
approved,  while  134  for  $230,000  were  declined,  not  being  up 
to  the  standard  ;  and  17  for  $32,000  were  incomplete  at  the 
close  of  the  register  and  were  deferred.  Adding  to  the  above 
issue  the  revived  policies  of  previous  years,  which  had  been 
written  off,  and  the  bonus  additions,  the  total  issue  for  1895 
was  2,421  policies  for  $3,544,920.  The  total  business  on  the 
books  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  $26,611,718,  under  17,590 
policies  on  15,413  lives.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that,  though 
the  year  was  quite  unfavorable  for  the  life  insurance  business 
and  many  companies  fell  behind  in  the  volume  of  new  business 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  while  the  total  insur- 
ance written  by  all  the  companies  for  the  year  is  a  good  deal 
less,  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  an  equal  volume  with  a 
lesser  expenditure  by  several  thousand  dollars  than  in  1894. 

The  claims  by  death  were  108,  calling  for  $171,847  under 
iai  policies.  In  view  of  the  amount  at  risk,  it  will  be  observed 
that  the  death-rate  was  very  favorable,  a  fact  which  bears  con- 
tinued strong  testimony  to  the  care  exercised  in  the  admission 
of  only  good,  healthy  lives. 

The  Financial  Statements  which  form  part  of  the  report 
will  be  found  to  furnish  full  information  regarding  the  position 
of  the  Association. 

The  past  year,  on  account  of  the  continued  and  intensified 
commercial  depression,  called  for  more  than  usual  care  in  con- 
ducting a  business  such  as  ours,  combining  insurance  and  in- 
vestment ;  it  cannot,  therefore,  fail  to  be  a  source  of  gratifica- 
tion to  our  policy-holders  and  shareholders  to  observe  the  very 
substantial  advances  made  in  all  those  features  which  indicate 
real  progress  and  careful  management.     Some  of  these  are  : 

1st — Maintaining  an  equal  volume  of  new  business  and 
carrying  on  the  old  with  a  total  expenditure  over  four  thousand 
dollars  less  than  in   1894. 

2nd — Increased  income. 

3rd— Increased  assets. 

4th — Increased  surplus,  notwithstanding  the  payment  to 
policy-holders  during  the  year  of  over  $87,000  in  profits. 

These  facts  will  prove  the  wisdom  of  the  policy  pursued  by 


your  Directors  and  Management  to  secure  a  fair  volume  of  busi- 
ness at  a  fair  cost.  The  business  has  been  sought  for  on  strictly 
business  principles,  and  means  unfortunately  too  frequently 
used  to  procure  applications,  such  as  rebates,  are  strictly  pro- 
hibited. 

The  report  of  the  Auditors,  who  have  continued  to  give 
regular  and  careful  attention  to  their  duties,  will  be  found  ap- 
pended to  the  report. 

It  is  a  source  of  deep  regret  that  we  have  to  announce  the 
death,  since  the  completion  of  the  audit  for  the  past  year,  of 
Mr.  William  E.  Watson,  F.C.A.,  who  has  intelligently  and 
faithfully  discharged  the  duties  of  joint  auditor  for  a  period  of 
six  years. 

Your  Directors  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  office  and  field 
staff  continue  to  discharge  their  respective  duties  in  a  zealous 
and  efficient  manner. 

All  the  Directors  retire,  but  are  eligible  for  re-election.

DRY  goods  dealers,  like  everybody  else,  have  trials  and 
temptations.  Any  one  engaged  in  business  must  come 
in  contact  with  all  sorts  of  humanity,  owing  to  which  fact  it  is 
plain  that  every  successful  business  man  must  have  great  need 
of  patience,  courage  and  experience. 

For  this  reason  many  young  dealers  starting  in  business  fail 
before  they  become  well  enough  acquainted  with  the  intricacies 
of  store  management  to  avoid  the  things  which  lead  to  bank- 
ruptcy. In  managing  a  store,  says  The  St.  Louis  Dry  Goods 
Reporter,  as  indeed,  in  managing  anything,  there  are  a  thousand 
details  with  which  only  those  having  skill  and  years  of  experi- 
ence in  handling  can  be  acquainted. 

It  is  not  putting  it  too  strongly  to  say  that  many  retail  deal- 
ers are  in  the  dry  goods  business  through  a  case  of  mistaken 
identity — they  launched  their  frail  crafts  fondly  believing  that 
prosperous  trade 
win  d  s  would 
quickly  fill  their 
sailsandwaftthem 
over  calm  seas  to 
the  beautiful  con- 
tinent of  Success, 
little  dreaming  of 
the  shoals,  adverse 
winds,  narrow 
channels  and 
storms  encounter- 
ed by  almost  every 
ship  that  plies  be- 
tween  distant 
points.  Outward 
appearances  are 
often  misleading, 
and  in  nothing  is 
this  more  true 
than  the  retail  dry 
goods  business. 

Before  one  can 
become  a  doctor, 
a  lawyer,  or  presi- 
dent of  a  bank  he 
must  show  a  cer- 
tain fitness  for  the 
work — he  must  go  through  years  of  preparation  and  careful 
study  and  pass  certain  rigid  examinations — but  any  farmer 
can  quit  his  plow,  any  blacksmith  can  forsake  his  anvil  and 
engage  in  the  retail  dry  goods  business  with  no  other  pre- 
requisite than  a  few  hundred  dollars  to  be  used  as  a  nucleus 
,  around  which  to  form  a  basis  for  credit. 

The  time  has  come  when  it  would  be  well  for  every  man 
contemplating  entering  the  retail  business  to  count  the  cost 
before  making  a  fatal  plunge.  There  is  quite  as  much  to  know 
and  quite  as  high  an  order  of  business  ability  is  required  to 
make  headway  in  the  retail  business  as  in  any  other  field  of 
effort — and  the  sooner  some  people  find  this  out  the  better  it 
will  be  for  the  retail  trade  in  general  and  the  successful  dealers 
in  particular. 

Referring  to  the  matter  of  trials  and  difficulties  of  the 
retailer  one  writer  says  :  "  A  statement  of  the  demands  made 
of  him  every  day,  if  told  to  one  not  engaged  in  the  trade,  would 


not  be  believed  were  there  not  facts  to  prove  its  truth.  His 
complaisance  and  good  nature  are  daily  taxed  by  requests  that 
are  often  staggering.  As  every  retailer  knows,  however,  no 
matter  how  hard  he  tries  to  please  one  customer,  and  to  what 
lengths  he  goes  in  order  to  do  so,  the  chances  are  that  it  will 
not  be  long  before  some  other  one  wants  still  greater  favors." 
When  it  becomes  more  generally  known  that  careful  study  and 
preparation  are  essential  to  success  in  the  retail  dry  goods  busi- 
ness no  less  than  in  other  lines  of  endeavor,  the  trade  will  be 
more  profitable  and  greater  inducements  will  be  held  out  to 
capable  men  looking  for  an  opportunity  to  invest  their  brains 
and  capital.

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KID    GLOVE     NOTES. 

rrHE  continued  wintry  weather  has  seriously  affected  the 
1  demand  for  kid  gloves,  and  mail  orders  are  much  fewer 
than  at  corresponding  dates  of  former  seasons.  But  the  import 
trade  in  good  goods  has  been  larger  than  at  any  previous  date 
in  French  goods,  and  alone  firms  here  appear  satisfied  with  the 
turnover,  although  the  increased  business  has  not  fully  compen- 
sated for  the  continued  increased  cost  of  production.  Indeed, 
it  seems  as  though  there  must  come  a  time  shortly  when  a 
general  advance  is  made  in  local  prices.  So  well  is  this  known 
by  Customs  appraisers  that,  we  hear,  they  have  lately  insisted  on 
the  invoices  of  a  certain  glove  firm  being  adjusted  to  meet 
the  foreign  market  value  of  the  goods  entered. 


There  is  an  apparent  shortage  of  good  French  gloves  in 
fancy  effects,  and  one  very  well  known  firm  has  sold  out  a  large 
surplus  already.  This  will  be  a  warning  to  procrastinating  buyers 
which  they  would  do  well  to  remember.  It  has  been  difficult 
to  provide  stock  in  full  for  delivery  before  Easter,  which  comes 
unusually  early  this  year,  but  it  is  expected  that  most  people 
will  have  their  stuff  in  time. 

Styles  are  much  as  we  predicted  in  a  recent  edition  ;  the 
large  pearl  button  is  reduced  in  size  and  not  so  much  in 
demand.  Suedes,  in  6-button  length,  of  good  quality,  are 
bound  to  sell.  White  castor,  4-button,  will  also  have  a  moderate 
run,  but  the  safest  line  is  a  guaranteed  kid,  7-stud  laced,  in 
light  shades,  the  dark  assortments  being  unseasonable.  Modes 
and  tans  are  in  good  demand. 


Some  pretty  effects  are  noted  in  Eugene  Jammet's  7  silver 
stud  lacing  in  colors  and  blacks,  with  white  points,  which,  with 
large  stocks  of  staple  laced,  they  carry  for  immediate  delivery. 


A  full  range  of  sizes  in  all  leading  lines,  Godiva,  Marguerite, 
Katrine,  Ferrand  Josephine,  etc.,  are  reported  by  Caldecott, 
Burton  &  Spence.  The  house  carries  exclusively  the  seamless 
Josephine.

This  width  and  weight  are 
scarce,  and  their  shipment,  which  is  a  fairly  liberal  one,  is  just 
to  hand  in  time. 

A  new  thing  in  curtains  is  being  shown  by  this  house.  It  is 
the  ordinary  scrim  material  in  white  and  cream  ground,  with 
art  printing  upon  it,  which  produces  a  very  pleasing  effect. 
They  can  be  profitably  retailed  at  $2  a  pair. 


THE    DRESS    GOODS    TRADE. 

Caldecott,  Burton  &  Spence  do  not  anticipate  any  collapse 
in  prices  this  year  as  a  reaction  from  the  advances  of  the  past 
twelve  months.  In  their  circular  to  {the  trade  relating  to 
autumn  the  firm  say  that  in  all  woolen  and  dress  goods  es- 
pecially, prices  are  likely  to  be  maintained.  The  reasons  for 
this  are  clearly  pointed  out  :  the  immense  expenditures  on  the 
navy  are  going  to  make  business  in  Great  Britain  brisk  ;  trade 
is  good  in  Europe  and  the  East,  and  in  Australia  and  South 
America  it  is  improving  ;  the  price  of  raw  wool  continues  to  rise  ; 
British  woolen  manufacturers  are  busy  with  orders  and  are 
not  very  anxious  about  new  ones. 

The  firm  make  a  specialty  of  dress  goods,  and  their  opinion 
is  worth  listening  to.  Their  stock  this  season  is  varied  and 
complete.  The  balance  of  their  imports  of  German  fancies  are 
expected  this  week,  which  will  complete  them  in  this  line.  There 
has  been  an  active  demand  for  plaids.  Black  crepons,  in  good 
quality,  have  sold  well,  and  a  fresh  shipment  will  be  in  shortly. 
Black  and  colored  Sicilians  have  been  strong,  and  new  supplies 
are  on  the  way.  There  has  also  been  a  marked  demand  for 
serges,  especially  those  with  bright  finish — a  taste  connected 
with  the  present  fashion  for  bright  fabrics.  That  this  fashion  is 
not  universal  is  seen  in  the  good  selling  features  of  low  lines  of 
German  fancy  tweeds  retailing  at  50c,  which  in  certain  sections 
continue  popular.  A  very  handsome  fancy  German  crepon  for 
waists  was  noted  in  this  department. 

S.  Greenshields,  Son  &  Co.  report  an  active  demand  for 
crepons.  They  have  been  getting  the  latest  styles  every  week, 
and  they  have  sold  them  as  fast  as  received ;  more  are  on  the 
way  out,  new  designs,  and  first-rate  value  from  65c.  to  $1.25. 


THE    BUTTON    HOUSE. 

Thomas  Carlyle,  the  big  button  and  buckle  manufacturer, 
Birmingham,  Eng.,  is  now  represented  in  Canada  by  Walker 
Bros.,  Victoria  square,  Montreal.  Full  lines  of  all  staple  but- 
tons are  carried  in  stock,  and  orders  can  be  filled  at  once  in- 
stead of  waiting  for  importation.  They  sell  to  the  wholesale 
trade  and  the  larger  clothing  manufacturers  only. 

They  make  a  feature  of  special  designs  for  buttons  for  uni- 
formed societies,  military  men,  clubs,  livery,  etc.  They  already 
supply  all  the  buttons  used  by  militia  contractors  for  military 
uniforms,  but  recently  they  have  been  making  a  number  of 
special  designs  bearing  the  crest  or  coat-of-arms  of  individual 
corps.  Retailers  may  sometimes  be  able  to  make  a  commission 
on  such  an  order  by  communicating  with  Walker  Bros.,  who 
will  fill  it  through  the  wholesale  trade.

A  line  of  sofa  pillows,  useful  also  for  garden  chairs,  ham- 
mocks, etc.,  at  remarkable  figures,  are  being  offered  at  John 
Macdonald  &  Co.'s.

LECTURE    AT    THE    TEMPLE    HALL    BY    MRS.    JEAN 
MORRIS    ELLIS. 


MRS.  ELLIS,  who  has  been  enlertaining  large 
and  appreciative  audiences  during  the  week  at 
Masonic  Temple  Hall,  by  her  clever  exposition 
of  Physiognomy  and  Phrenology,  turned  her  attention 
yesterday  (Thursday  afternoon)  to  the  subject  of  Dress 
Reform  in  a  lecture  to  ladies  only,  and  was  greeted  by 
an  audience  which  filled  the  hall,  amongst  which  were 
many  ladies  known  in  the  social  world.

OUR    FALL    TRADE    EDITION. 

AT  the  request  of  several  wholesalers  and  manufacturers  the 
Fall  Trade  Edition  of  The  Dry  Goods  Review  will  this 
year  be  issued  on  July  ist.,  instead  of  the  end  of  August,  as  in 
previous  years. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  this  special  number  will  surpass  all 
previous  attempts.  To  stand  still  is  to  go  back.  As  good  as 
last  year  or  last  month  won't  do  us  ;  each  month  and  each  year 
must  show  some  improvement  on  the  past.  If  last  fall's  edition 
drew  forth  favorable  criticism  and  paid  advertisers,  something 
good  must  be  expected  from  our  efforts  of  this  year.  Several  ad- 
vertisers have  already  filed  their,  orders  for  special  advertising. 


THE    FOURTH    OF    MAY. 

It  is  somewhat  early  to  speak  of  the  4th  of  May  payments. 
The  Dry  Goods  Review's  representatives  found  in  their 
travels,  however,  that  the  trade  generally  looked  for  satisfac- 
tory returns  from  the  4th.  They  based  their  belief  on  reports 
from  their  travelers  regarding  the  appearance  of  the  country 
and  the  sentiments  expressed  by  country  dealers  in  all  sections, 
with  the  sole  exception  of  certain  portions  of  the  province  of 
Quebec,  which  had  been  so  severely  damaged  by  the  floods. 


RAW   WOOL    CHEAPER. 

The  wool  sales  which  opened  in  London  on  the  28th  April 
have  not  retained  the  strength  displayed  by  the  last  series. 
Values  averaged  about  5  per  cent,  lower  than  the  preceding 
sales,  but  have  ruled  about  steady  since. 


CUTTING    PRICES    ON    WOOLENS. 

There  has  been  a  lot  of  cutting  going  on  in  domestic 
woolen  goods  during  April,  especially  in  certain  lines  of 
coatings,  which  are  being  cut  to  that  extent  by  the  manufacturers 
that  wholesale  houses  find  there  is  no  money  in  handling  them. 
Houses  who  procured  supplies  from  the  mills  early  in  the  year, 
found  when  their  travelers  tried  to  sell  the  goods  that  cuts  of  as 
much  as  5  to  8  percent,  were  being  offered  by  the  makers.  It 
has  resulted  in  many  jobbers  deciding  to  leave  the  goods  which 
are  being  cut  severely  alone,  these  cut  lines  being  sold  direct 
from  the  mills  to  the  retail  dealer. 


THE  MONTH'S  TRADE  AT  MONTREAL. 

The  past  four  weeks  have  witnessed  quite  an  improvement  in 
the  volume  of  trade  in  all  seasonable  lines  of  dry  goods,  a 
notable  fact  being  the  personal  visits  of  quite  a  number  of  coun- 
try merchants.  They  left  a  good  many  nice  orders,  along  with 
more  cash  than  many  of  the  houses  expected.  A  good  enquiry 
for  silks  and  satins,  as  well  as  summer  woolens,  prints,  serges,  and 
other  dress  goods,  has  been  experienced.  Staple  cottons  have 
been  asked  for  quite  freely  also,  especially  standard  white  sheet- 
ings. Denims,  ducks  and  coarse  colored  goods  sell  fairly  well, 
and  a  good  demand  is  experienced  for  linings.  There  is  not  the 
usual  demand  for  ginghams  noted  in  former  seasons  at  this 
time.  An  encouraging  fact  during  the  past  eight  days  or  so 
also  has  been  a  brisk  sorting  demand  for  all  staple  lines.  Re- 
mittances have  shown  some  improvement,  and,  as  noted  else- 
where, the  4th  of  May  is  expected  to  result  in  good  returns  in 
this  connection. 
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THE     BUSINESS    OUTLOOK. 

THE  present  year  did  not  begin  particularly  well  with 
domestic  trade,  partly,  at  first,  owing  to  severe  weather, 
with  bad  roads,  and  latterly  from  a  cold  spring.  So  far,  how 
ever,  as  our  export  and  import  commerce  is  concerned,  for  the 
first  three  months  of  1896  the  record  is  distinctly  good. 

Trade  in  Europe  being  satisfactory,  it  is  not  strange  that 
Canada  shares  in  the  brisk  business  now  prevailing  abroad. 
Our  exports  are  chiefly  food  products,  and  while  prices  of  these 
are  low,  it  is  well  to  note  that  the  Canadian  output  finds  ready 
market.  This  is  the  more  gratifying  when  we  remember  that 
one  of  our  best  customers — the  United  States — is  suffering 
somewhat  from  trade  depression,  and  is  recovering  slowly  from 
the  disastrous  collapse  of  three  years  ago.  What  we  have  lost 
there  we  have  more  than  gained  in  our  trade  with  Britain.  It 
appears,  from  the  Imperial  official  returns  just  issued,  that  for 
the  first  three  months  of  1896  Canadian  products  to  the  value 
of  $3,640,000  compared  with  $1,920,000  in  the  first  quarter  of 

1895.  What  this  must  mean,  either  immediately  or  later  on,  to 
our  farmers  and  country  stores  is  considerable,  for  heavy 
increases  are  reported  in  such  lines  as  cattle,  sheep,  wheat, 
flour,  bacon,  hams,  butter,  cheese,  etc.,  which  are  the  staples  of 
the  country  population.  From  the  reports  of  merchants  who 
have  lately  returned  from  Britain,  The  Review  learns  that  brisk 
trade  is  expected  to  be  maintained  there  for  a  long  time  to 
come.  With  good  crops  in  Canada,  therefore,  the  coming 
summer  we  may  expect  an  enormous  export,  and  a  healthy 
domestic  trade. 

Taking  the  Canadian  official  figures  for  the  first  quarter  of 

1896,  it  is  evident  that  the  business  outlook  is  encouraging. 
The  imports  of  free  raw  materials  continue  as  large  as  last  year. 
This  indicates  that  the  factories  and  industrial  establishments 
of  the  country  will  be  at  least  as  busy  as  before.  The  returns 
also  show  that  the  prices  of  raw  materials  continue  to  be  main- 
tained—-a  fair  reflection  of  the  general  business  situation.  The 
details  for  January,  February  and  March,  1896,  compared  with 
those  for  the  same  months  of  1895,  are  as  follows  :

Our  readers  will  observe  in  the  above  statement  the  in- 
creased imports  of  duty-free  materials  used  in  the  cotton, 
rubber,  tobacco  and  other  industrial  establishments.  Turning 
to  exports,  we  find  a  marked  increase  for  the  period.  Canada 
has  sold,  during  the  first  three  months  of  1896,  more  than

This  is  a  good  beginning  for  1896.  May  it  continue.  We 
see  no  reason  why  it  should  not.  The  figures  given  will  inspire 
confidence  among  our  merchants,  as  a  proof  that  their  customers, 
the  farmers,  are  in  a  better  position  than  last  year. 

The  dry  goods  trade  has  in  particular  opened  well  for  1896. 
The  imports,  as  to  values  (the  quantities  are  not  yet  given  in  the 
official  statistics),  indicate  a  larger  consumption  and  maintained 
prices.  The  details  show  increased  imports  for  the  first  quarter 
of  1896  in  nearly  every  department,  as  follows  :

We  observe  increases  in  carpets,  cotton  goods,  fancy  goods, 
hats,  silk  goods  (a  marked  advance)  and  woolens.  Our  whole- 
sale houses  are  not  given  to  buying  wildly,  and  would  hardly 
lay  in  stocks  unless  the  demand  promised  to  be  good.  On  the 
whole,  therefore,  there  is  reason  for  satisfaction  and  confidence 
in  the  outlook  generally. 


RECIPROCITY. 

Something  strictly  essential  in  a  dry  goods  store.  If  you 
are  the  dress  goods  or  silk  buyer  and  the  lace  man  wants  some 
goods  over  which  to  display  his  wares,  let  him  have  them  and 
see  that  they  are  what  will  be  rpost  effective.  It  is  the  same  in 
regard  to  room.  I  know  it  is  almost  like  pulling  teeth  to  give 
up  space,  but  it  is  sometimes  absolutely  essential  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  house. 

Let  the  flannel  and  blanket  man  condense  his  stock  and 
make  room  for  the  wash  goods,  says  The  Dry  Goods  Chronicle. 
This  is  their  season,  and  when  your  time  comes  again  get  it 
back.  This  is  the  spirit  that  should  prevail  throughout  the 
store.  I  remember  speaking  to  a  buyer  about  this  matter  one 
holiday  time,  and  asked  him  if  he  didn't  think  he  lost  sales  by 
condensing  his  stock,  and  he  said  :  "Yes,  it  makes  about  $500 
difference  to  me,  but  the  other  department  will  do  $4,000,  and 
that  makes  the  firm  feel  better,  and  I  am  satisfied." 
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THE     USE    OF    SHORTWEIGHTS. 

REFERENCE  has  been  made  in  The  Review  before  to 
the  practice  of  shortweights  in  yarns  and  wools.  It  is  a 
system  which  ought  to  be  abolished  for  the  good  of  the  trade 
all  round.  Take  the  case  of  Canadian  fingering  yarn  which  is 
put  up  in  spindles.  The  spindle  is  6  lbs.,  and  anything  short 
of  that  is  light  weight.  Yet  there  are  makers  of  repute  who 
consent  to  put  up  4  lb.,  5  lb.,  and  even  as  low  as  3  lb.  weights 
which  are  made  to  resemble,  as  far  as  possible,  the  standard  6 
lb.  spindle.  This  kind  of  thing  must  be  intended  to  deceive 
someone."  When  the  plain  intention  of  any  scheme  is  to  take 
someone  in  we  cannot  call  it  other  than  dishonest. 

The  German  wools  are  subject  to  the  same  principle  of 
short  weight.  Instead  of  showing  16  ounces  to  the  pound,  we 
find  them  sometimes  in  weights  ranging  from  10  ounce 
"  pounds  "  up.  The  light  weights  are  made  up  more  loosely,  so 
that  detection  is  not  easy.  To  the  ordinary  observer  they 
would  appear  identical,  and  even  a  skilled  eye  would  have  to 
put  them  on  the  scales  to  be  perfectly  sure. 

Now,  who  benefits  from  a  system  of  this  sort  ?  We  do  not 
believe  that  ultimately  anyone  benefits.  The  consumer  suffers 
in  not  getting  the  quantity  he  thinks  he  is  paying  for.  The 
retail  and  wholesale  merchants  suffer  because  they  are  liable  to 
be  deceived  in  buying.  The  manufacturer  suffers  because  his 
make  gets  a  bad  name  in  the  end.  Already  the  practice  is  so 
illy  thought  of  with  the  best  trade  that  leading  wholesale  houses 
have  their  goods  stamped  full  weight  and  take  care  that  when 
sold  as  such  it  is  full  weight.  How  much  better  it  is — as  is  the 
case  with  well-known  English  yarns — to  be  known  far  and  wide 
for  quality  and  fall  weight  combined.  This  helps  to  build  up 
reputation,  without  which  no  goods  can  hope  to  enjoy  lasting 
popularity.  We  hope  to  see  all  branches  of  trade  set  their  faces 
steadily  against  this  system  of  shortweights  until  it  is  pushed  out 
of  the  range  of  possibilities. 


BUY    FOR    CASH    AND    THEN    ADVERTISE. 

The  retailer  who  is  doing  business  in  a  section  where  there 
is  a  live  local  paper  usually  finds  it  pay  to  bring  his  goods  before 
the  people  by  advertisements.  The  Brantford  Expositor  has 
been  asking  leading  merchants  there  what  they  think  of  adver- 
tising, and  among  the  replies  is  one  from  Mr.  George  Caud- 
well,  as  follows  :  "  I  have  been  an  extensive  advertiser  for  the 
past  eighteen  years,  and  have  liberally  patronized  the  columns 
of  The  Expositor,  with*  splendid  results.  East  Saturday,  as  re- 
ported in  the  advertisement,  we  served  1,362  spot  cash 
customers.  No  doubt  the  success  is  attributed  to  buying  and 
selling  for  cash,  and  letting  the  people  know  through  these 
columns  the  snaps  that  cash  had  secured."  It  will  be  obvious 
that  Mr.  Caudwell  puts  buying  and  selling  for  cash  as  the  neces- 
sary programme  before  advertising.  The  successful  merchant 
finds  that  by  taking  cash  discounts  he  possesses  the  double  ad- 
vantage of  getting  his  goods  cheaper,  so  that  they  advertise 
hemselves. 


BICYCLING    AND    CITY    TRADE. 

EVERY  new  departure  in  trade  brings  into  play  new  condi- 
tions and  modifications.  The  present  craze  for  bicycling 
is  a  case  in  point.  So  far  as  the  city  trade  is  concerned,  the 
immediate  effects  of  so  many  men,  women  and  children  going  in 
for  bicycles  are  startling  and  in  some  respects  injurious.  It  is 
well-known  that  in  our  large  centres  the  use  of  wheels  is  affect- 
ing the  receipts  of  the  street  railways.  The  tailors  also  com- 
plain. They  assert  that  the  demand  is  for  bicycle  suits,  which 
cost  less  than  a  tasteful  tweed,  and  are  often  now  purchased 
ready-made,  owing  to  the  superior  grades  in  ready-made  cloth- 
ing being  turned  out  in  Canada.  This,  in  turn,  affects  the 
wholesale  house,  which  sees  a  lessened  demand  for  the  finer 
qualities  of  woolens.  In  hats,  too,  there  is  a  certain  diversion 
of  trade,  for  wheelsmen,  and  wheelswomen  also,  favor  cloth  caps, 
turbans,  etc.,  instead  of  the  regular  headgear.  The  laundries 
declare  that  the  use  of  sweaters  by  bicyclists  is  responsible  for  a 
considerable  falling  off  in  the  quantity  of  linen  sent  out  to  be 
cleaned.  These  complaints  are  in  widely  different  lines  of  busi- 
ness, and  yet  they  all  claim  to  be  suffering  from  the  same  cause. 
The  complaints  may  be  overdrawn,  yet  they  go  to  prove  the 
inter-dependence  of  one  business  upon  another,  and  the  evident 
fact  that  no  widespread  fashion,  like  bicycling,  can  be  taken  up 
by  the  people  at  large  without  the  effect  being  felt. 


WHAT    CUTTING    COSTS. 

THE  head  of  a  Toronto  wholesale  house  admitted  the  other 
day  in  conversation  with  the  member  of  another  firm 
that  the  five  or  six  years'  cutting  of  prices  started  by  Samson, 
Kennedy  &  Co.  had  cost  him  $100,000  in  profits  he  did  not 
get.  From  the  business  they  do  we  think  this  is  rather  below 
than  over  the  mark.  This  is  only  one  house.  The  total  loss  of 
profits  to  all  the  wholesale  dealers  must  figure  up  to  an  enormous 
sum. 

That  one  firm  should  be  able  to  inflict  such  damage  upon 
their  competitors  is  aggravating,  and  there  should  be  some  way  of 
preventing  a  recurrence.  Samson,  Kennedy  &  Co.  figured  on  a 
five  per  cent,  profit,  which  would  not  pay  expenses,  and  boasted 
of  it.  Wholesale  houses  should  have  at  least  12^  to  15  per  cent, 
and  be  proud  of  it.  It  is  the  house  that  makes  the  biggest  profit 
that  is  thought  most  of  in  the  long  run  and  that  can  often  buy 
to  best  advantage. 

The  firms  who  should  be  made  to  suffer  are  those  who 
supply  price  cutters  with  goods.  If  they  were  given  to  under- 
stand that  other  firms  would  not  buy  from  them  if  they  con- 
tinued to  supply  the  cutters  there  would  be  less  cutting. 


A    FEATURE    ABROAD. 

Buyers  in  the  European  markets  this  spring  report  one 
feature  which  has  struck  them  with  some  surprise.  This  is  the 
fact  that  bad  business  in  the  United  States  has  not  affected  the 
foreign  markets  as  might  have  been  expected.  In  woolens,  for 
instance,  it  is  found  that  the  poor  outlook  in  the  States  has  been 
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more  than  offset  by  brisker  business  elsewhere.  Trade  is  excel- 
lent in  Great  Britain,  where  the  large  navy  expenditures  are 
likely  to  keep  things  booming  for  a  long  time  ;  the  same  reports 
are  given  of  France  and  Germany,  and  the  outlying  parts  of  the 
world  also  contribute  their  share  to  the  volume  of  trade.  It 
was  expected  by  the  Americans  themselves,  and  by  others  too, 
that  a  lessened  American  demand  would  injuriously  affect 
foreign  manufacturing  centres.  But  this  has  not  proved  so. 
Prices  are  being  maintained  and  while  no  one  looks  for  the 
enormous  advances  of  1895  there  is  no  talk  anywhere  of 
demoralization.  "  You  needn't  expect,"  said  a  buyer  to  The 
Review  on  his  return  April  25th,  "to  see  the  starvation  prices 
of  1894  for  a  long  time,  if  ever."

It  was  a 
light  shot  silk  Nile  green  affair,  ordered  specially  for  a  swell 
party,  invitations  for  which  were  already  out. 

Mary  was  so  infatuated  with  her  mistress'  blouse  that  she 
did  a  very  foolish  thing.  She  sent  her  last  two  months'  wages 
down  to  a  sister  in  Toronto  and  requested  her  to  buy  her  a 
blouse  identically  the  same  as  her  mistress  had  got.

THE    QUESTION     OF     RETURNING    GOODS. 

To  the  Editor  liny  GOODS  Kkv  ikw  : 

Dear  Sir, — Readers  of  your  excellent  paper  who  are  in  the 
retail  dry  goods  business  must  be  somewhat  wearied  with  your 
oft-repeated  admonitions  on  the  subject  of  returning  goods, 
without  giving  us  a  word  on  the  other  side  of  the  question,  viz., 
wholesale  houses  substituting  and  duplicating.  We  do  not 
claim  that  the  latter  is  a  very  prevalent  practice,  but  there  is 
enough  of  it  to  cause  a  great  deal  of  annoyance  to  those  in  the 
retail  trade.  A  case  in  point  we  were  adjusting  when  we  picked 
up  the  last  edition  of  your  paper,  and,  as  the  quickest  way  to 
prove  our  contention,  we  will  give  a  synopsis  of  the  case  in 
point.     The  invoice  had  eighteen  entries,  as  follows  : 

No.  1 — Correct. 

"  2 — Goods  substituted. 

"  3 — Goods  sent  before. 

"  4 — Correct. 

"  5— Ditto. 

"  6 — Goods  sent  before. 

"  7,  8,  o,  10,  it,  12 — Goods  sent  in  wrong  sues. 

"  13 — Price  not  correct. 

"  14  — Ditto    ditto 

"  15 — Goods  sent  before. 

"  16 —  Prices  wrong. 

41  17 — ''orrect. 

"  18 -Ditto. 

Thus,  out  ot  the  18  items  on  the  invoice  five  were  correct, 
and  the  others  either  wrong  in  price  or  sizes — or  the  goods  had 
been  previously  sent.  The  total  amount  of  invoice  was  $150, 
and  goods  to  the  amount  of  some  $15  only  was  in  accordance 
wish  the  order  given.  This  is  by  no  means  an  isolated  case, 
though  extreme  in  the  number  of  errors  ;  and  you  will  be  quite 
willing  I  am  sure  to  admit  that  it  called  for  doing,  what  you 
have  so  often  decried,  viz.,  return  goods.  The  matter  of  decid- 
ing as  to  whether  goods  are  according  to  order  or  not  cannot 
be  left  to  memory,  and  the  only  safeguard  is  for  merchants  to 
take  their  own  "  copy  "  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
give  a  sufficiently  minute  description  of  the  goods  as  they  are 
ordered  to  prevent  any  possibility  of  doubt  when  they  come 
in  as  to  whether  they  are  correct  or  not. 

There  is  another  subject  that  urgently  demands  the  atten- 
tion of  both  the  wholesale  and  retail  trade,  which  we  will  merely 
mention  and  leave  for  some  one  else  to  enlarge  upon  ;  that  is, 
indiscriminate  compromises.  By  all  means  give  everyone  who 
is  trying  to  do  a  legitimate  business  every  chance,  but  we 
question  very  seriously  if  it  is  legitimate  for  merchants  to  sell 
goods  at  50  or  75c.  on  the  dollar  for  a  year  or  two,  then  com- 
promise with  their  creditors  at  say  50c.  on  the  dollar,  and 
celebrate  the  event  by  slaughtering  goods  at  ridiculous  prices, 
interfering  to  a  large  extent  with  ordinary  trade.  We  can  call 
to  mind  at  least  four  large  dry  goods  concerns  within  a  radius 
of  25  miles,  which  could  almost  be  termed  annual  compromisers, 
and  they  come  up  smiling  after  each  one,  and  flood  the  sur- 
rounding communities  with  their  circulars  of  cheap  goods, 
secured  by  favor  of  their  wholesale  friends  at  not  usually  more 
than  50c.  on  the  dollar.

Mr.  Kaley, 
who  is  a  typical  up-to-date  American  business  man,  speaks 
hopefully  of  the  trade  outlook  in  the  States.  Mr.  Kaley  was 
accompanied  to  Toronto  by  Mr.  R.  Henderson,  the  Canadian 
representative  of  the  company. 
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AN     INTERESTING    TRIP    ABROAD. 

I  HAVE  heard  a  good  many  who  have  traveled  abroad  des- 
cribe their  journeyings  ;  and  I  have  traveled  considerable 
myself  (in  the  street  cars),  but  few  can  relate  their  experiences 
in  such  a  vivid  and  amusing  way  as  Mr.  J.  1).  Allan,  of  Toronto. 

Mr.  Allan  crosses  the  ocean  every  year  for  his  firm,  A.  A. 
Allan  &  Co.,  to  buy  in  the  fur  markets.  He  has  just  returned 
from  his  usual  trip  to  England  and  the  Continent,  and  answers 
to  the  questions  of  The  Dry  Goods  Review  elicited  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  trip  which  is  well  worth  retelling.  Mr.  Allan  this 
season  crossed  the  ocean  early  in  the  stormy  days  of  January  so 
as  to  be  in  London  in  time  for  the  fur  sales  there.  The  lot  of 
a  buyer  in  the  great  fur  centres  is,  I  judge,  like  the  policeman's 
in  the  opera — not  altogether  a  happy  one.  You  require,  of 
course,  a  thorough  practical  knowledge  of  furs  or  you  wouldn't 
be  there.  You  have  to  be  an  adept  at  sizing  up  the  values  of 
the  skins  offered  at  the  particular  sales  taking  place.  And  finally 
you  must  have  patience,  nerve  and  a  good  slice  of  physical 
endurance  to  take  your  place  among  the  bidders  and  see  the 
whole  thing  through.  This  is  what  I  infer  from  Mr.  Allan's  ac- 
count, although,  no  doubt,  it  is  to  him  a  perfectly  simple  matter. 
When  the  fur  sales  are  "  on  "  in  London  the  firms  conducting 
them  issue  immensely  long  printed  catalogues  containing  the 
various  lots  to  be  sold.  Each  lot  is  numbered.  The  buyer 
will,  a  day  or  so  before  the  sale,  obtain,  like  the  critics  at  the 
picture  galleries,  a  "  private  view  "  of  the  furs  numbered  in  the 
catalogue.  He  will  look  into  their  value,  and  privately  note 
down  as  a  guide  at  the  bidding  what  his  personal  estimate  of 
their  worth  may  be.  The  magnitude  of  these  sales  is  realized 
when  we  remember  that  the  offerings  of  a  large  firm  will  take 
four  days  to  dispose  of,  and  aggregate  perhaps  $1,500,000  worth, 
comprising  every  class  of  stuff. 

Then  comes  the  sale.  At  a  well-attended  sale  there  will  be 
from  100  to  300  buyers  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  The  con- 
tinental buyers  like  to  smoke  tobacco,  and  after  1  p.  m.  in  the 
day  they  are  permitted  to  do  so.  In  this  crowd  you  wait  hour 
after  hour,  day  after  day,  till  the  numbered  lots  you  have  selected 
as  good  stuff  are  put  up.  You  must  not  get  excited,  and  you 
must  not  allow  yourself  to  bid  higher  than  the  figures  you  put 
down  when  quietly  looking  over  the  furs  before  the  sale.  After 
three  weeks  of  a  reeking  atmosphere,  a  constant  strain  on  the 
nervous  system,  and  a  daily  attendance  at  the  sales  a  buyer  be- 
gins to  feel  that  life  is  somewhat  burdensome,  and  London  is 
connected  in  his  mind  with  a  term  at  hard  labor. 

After  London  you  cross  to  the  Continent  and  visit  Germany 
and  Russia.  This  season  the  buyers  did  not  as  a  rule  go  to 
Russia.  This  being  Coronation  Year  the  price  of  ermine  and 
sable  is  above  the  usual  market  value,  and  until  that  event  is 
over  prices  will  not  be  at  the  normal  level.  Mr.  Allan  visited 
Leipsic,  and  on  a  smaller  scale  and  in  another  language,  the 
London  operation  is  repeated.  The  Canadian  buyer  found  him- 
self well-treated  in  Leipsic  this  year.  The  Canadian  demand 
is  always  so  much  smaller  than  that  from  the  United  States  that 
purchases  from  the  latter  country  are  of  more  importance.  But 
trade  with  the  States  was  bad  last  year.  Canada  is  a  safe  if  a 
small  market,  and  the  Leipsic  dealers  were  glad  to  have  Cana- 
dian orders.  Mr.  Allan  says  owing  to  this  and  other  circum- 
stances the  patrons  of  A.  A.  Allan  &  Co.  will  see  the  nicest  range 
of  stuff  this  season  shown  for  some  time,  and  while  prices  have 
not  broken  the  values  are  really  excellent. 

Having  completed  his    labors  for  the   buying   season,   Mr. 


Allan,  on  the  advice  of  his  London  doctor,  took  a  trip  to  the 
south  before  attempting  the  ocean  voyage  again.  From  Leipsic 
he  went  to  Regensburg,  on  the  Danube,  an  interesting  place, 
and  then  to  Munich,  with  its  fine  art  galleries.  On  the  way 
south,  at  Innsbruck,  there  was  deep  snow  to  the  foot  of  the 
Alps,  but  after  getting  through  the  Brenner  pass  and  down  to 
Verona  the  traveler  began  to  experience  the  balmy  air  of  Italy. 
The  old  walled  city  of  Verona  brings  home  to  one's  mind  what 
Italian  unity  really  means,  since  the  separation  of  these  fortified 
places  from  each  other  and  from  their  surrounding  districts  is 
complete.  Verona  is  as  old  as  Rome,  and  to  visit  it  is  like 
stepping  out  of  the  present  into  the  early  centuries  of  the 
Christian  era.  The  city  walls  have  a  financial  as  well  as  historic 
interest.  When  the  Canadian  visitor  reached  the  city  gates  at 
midnight  he  was  the  only  occupant  of  the  conveyance,  and  the 
Customs  officer  climbed  in  to  see  if  he  had  anything  dutiable 
for  contribution  to  the  octroi  tax.  "  Parlez  vous  Francais  ?  " 
murmured  the  drowsy  traveler.  No,  he  didn't  speak  French. 
"  Sprechen  sie  Deutsch  ?  "  He  didn't  do  that  either.  "  Well, 
do  you  speak  English?"  After  hearing  three  languages  he 
couldn't  understand  the  officer  retreated  in  a  huff  and  allowed 
the  solitary  traveler  to  enter  unmolested.  Verona's  fine  cathe- 
dral and  its  gorgeous  palm  garden  are  sights  a  traveler  loves  to 
look  upon.  The  city  is  the  only  Italian  town  with  a  Coliseum 
similar  to  that  at  Rome.  The  seats  held  25,000  people,  and 
the  outer  wall  was  78  feet  high  and  20  feet  thick.  When  you 
meet  a  tall,  dignified  personage  with  an  imposing  black  hat  and 
a  frock  coat,  remember  he  is  not  a  magistrate,  but  a  policeman. 
Having  seen  Venice  before,  Mr.  Allan  stopped  at  Padua  instead. 
Here  the  clock  is  at  least  2,000  years  behind.  An  old,  old 
walled  town  of  52,000  people,  with  the  houses  in  rows  of  regular 
arcades,  the  people  wearing  the  toga  and  everything  bearing 
the  impress  of  the  days  of  Caesar.  The  visitor  observed  the 
washing  hung  out  on  the  trees  of  the  public  streets  and  every- 
one satisfied  with  the  arrangement.  Then  on  to  Bologna,  to 
Pistoja,  and  to  beautiful  Florence.  Florence  is  instinct  with 
the  genius  of  Michael  Angelo,  and  there  you  realize  the  many- 
sided  talent  of  the  man.  The  exterior  of  the  cathedral  im- 
presses one  as  particularly  fine,  in  a  land  of  great  cathedrals. 
The  doors  of  the  baptistery,  cast  in  bronze  over  400  years  ago, 
and  with  relief  figures  representing  ten  subjects  from  the  Old 
and  ten  from  the  New  Testament,  the  work  of  Giberti,  are  mar- 
vels of  skill  and  beauty.  It  was  June  weather  when  the  traveler 
was  in  Florence,  and  a  view  from  the  hill,  on  the  city's  outskirts, 
of  the  sun  going  down  behind  the  Appenines  is  something  not 
readily  forgotten. 

Mr.  Allan  visited  Rome,  and  the  historic  neighborhood  of 
the  City  of  the  Seven  Hills  ;  then  to  Naples,  ascending  Vesu- 
vius, and  inspecting  the  excavated  Pompeii,  and  on  to  the  ex- 
treme south  of  the  Italian  Peninsula,  where  Canadian  travelers 
seldom  go.  The  Review  took  up  an  hour  of  Mr.  Allan's  busy 
day  in  hearing  the  account  of  a  portion  of  his  travels,  and  with- 
drew reluctantly,  so  interesting  was  the  subject,  and  so  keen  and 
observant  an  eye  for  passing  events  as  well  as  historic  recollec- 
tions has  the  Canadian  traveler.  I  asked  :  "  Were  you  distin- 
guished as  a  Canadian  by  people  you  met,  or  do  they  as  usual 
class  us  in  amongst  the  Americans  ?  " 

"  Well,  judge  for  yourself.  On  arriving  at  Rome  I  registered 
at  the  Hotel  Bristol.  This  is  an  important  hotel.  Travelers 
from  all  parts  of  the  world  stay  there.  Prince  Henry  of  Ger- 
many was   a  guest  at   that  time,  and  the    King   and   Queen  of 
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Italy  called  upon  him  at  the  Bristol.  I  registered  from  'To- 
ronto, Canada.'  Next  day  I  noticed  in  the  papers  in  the  printed 
list  of  hotel  arrivals,  J.  1).  Allan,  Canada,  U.S.A.  Peeling 
rather  curious  to  know  how  this  had  come  about,  I  asked  the  office 
manager  at  the  hotel  why  the  name  was  put  in  in  this  way. 
'  Well,  isn't  Canada  an  American  city  ?' he  asked,  astonished. 
I  explained,  and  pointed  out  that  the  clerk  might  have  noticed 
that  Toronto  was  given  as  the  name  of  the  city.  '  We  thought 
Toronto  was  the  name  of  the  street  you  lived  on  ! '"

A    SURPRISE. 


{T  IS  surprising  to  notice  a  Canadian  house  boldly  advertis- 
ing that  they  are  making  a  specialty  of  Canadian  tweeds.  It 
strikes  us  as  a  courageous  move.  One  looks  in  vain,  as  a  rule, 
for  a  square  announcement  from  our  Canadian  firms  on  the 
subject.  Yet,  as  will  be  seen  elsewhere  in  The  Review,  this 
is  what  John  Muldrew  &  Co.,  Toronto,  are  now  doing.  They 
believe  that  Canadian  woolens  are  not  second  to  any  manufac- 
tured abroad,  and  that  even  experienced  buyers  find  it  difficult 
— in  some  lines  impossible — to  distinguish  between  the  im- 
ported and  the  home  manufactured  article.  This  being  so  (and 
we  don't  find  competent  judges  denying  it),  why  is  there  any 
hesitation  in  pushing  the  Canadian  goods  with  the  same  zeal 
and  enterprise  which  are  bestowed  upon  those  made  abroad  ? 
Surely,  there  is  something  in  national  sentiment  as  applied  to 
trade.  If  our  own  makes  are  equal  in  value  and  appearance,  is 
it  not  reasonable  that  Canadians  should  give  them  the  prefer- 
ence? No  one  wants  an  inferior  home-made  article  preferred 
before  one  better  manufactured  abroad.  That  would  not  be 
national  sentiment,  but  merely  national  prejudice.  But  in  the 
case  of  Canadian  tweeds  no  such  argument  can  be  advanced. 
In  such  lines  as  Oxford  and  other  makes  of  homespuns  Can- 
ada is  beating  the  world.  Our  goods  are  exported  to  the  States, 
to  England  itself  and  to  the  Continent.  That  is  a  conclusive 
answer  to  any  idle  charge  of  inferiority.  The  output  from  mills 
like  those  of  Rosamond,  Paton,  Forbes  and  Brodie  are  not 
surpassed  anywhere.  At  present  prices  they  are  far  better  value 
than  their  imported  competitors.  Why  not  say  so,  then,  and 
go  to  the  trade  on  the  real  merits  of  the  goods,  instead  of  dodg- 
ing the  real  facts  and  seeking  trade  on  a  pretended  superiority 
for  imported  goods?  An  experienced  buyer  lately  pointed  out 
another  feature  which  tells  in  favor  of  Canadian  makes.  This 
is  the  fact,  that  in  the  middle  of  the  season,  when  the  taste  for 
certain  lines  is  fixed,  the  merchant  can  order  the  styles  that  he 
has  found  by  experiment  are  going  well  with  the  certainty  of 
prompt  delivery  for  present  needs.  With  imported  goods  this 
is  seldom  practicable.  Our  mills  can  cater  to  this  phase  of  trade 
with  advantage. 

The  Review  is  in  full  sympathy  with  Mr.  Muldrew's  policy. 
It  is  entirely  creditable,  and  must  succeed.  We  look  to  see 
others  fall  into  line  when  this  house  has  established  forever  the 
fact  that  Canadian  tweeds  are  as  good  property  as  any  in  the 
market. 


EUROPEAN    NOTES. 

S  one  travels  about  one  is  naturally  curious  to  see  how 
business  methods  compare  with  ours  in  Canada.  Stroll- 
ing through  the  Bon  Marche,  in  Paris,  one  of  the  biggest  and 
best-known  departmental  stores  in  the  world,  which  proclaims 
"  Le  systeme  de  vendre  tout  a  petit  benefice  et  entierement  de 
confiance  est  absolu,"  i.e.,  the  system  of  selling  everything  at  a 
small  profit  and  entire  confidence  or  guarantee  is  absolute,  one 
is  struck  with  the  fact  that  things  of  small  value  are  sold  per- 
haps at  cost,  but  as  the  value  of  the  article  increases  the  profit 
is  piled  on.  This  is  the  modern  system,  which  means  :  sell 
cheap  well-known  and  low-priced  articles,  but  put  it  on  thick 
when  you  can.  I  chanced  to  see  on  one  of  the  tables  marked 
"Occasion,"  or  bargain  opportunity,  that  the  reduced  price  of 
an  article  I  could  absolutely  identify  was  55  per  cent,  advance 
on  the  cost,  so  the  words  "  small  profits"  become  very  much  a 
matter  of  opinion.  Further,  as  they  claim  a  capital  of  $4,000,- 
000,  not  including  the  reserves,  which  are  not  stated,  the  system 
of  small  profits  evidently  made  large  profits — humbug  ! 

In  Berlin  I  could  notice  the  same  thing.  Here  I  could  see 
many  articles  in  the  windows  with  the  Dutchman's  modest  1 
per  cent.,  i.e.,  as  he  explained  :  "  You  see,  vot  I  puys  for  one 
tollar  I  sells  for  two  ;  dat  is  only  1  per  cent."  In  England  I 
saw  an  article  ticketed  in  the  window  at  2s.  ud.,  which  cost 
only  is.  5d.,  so  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  in  Europe  any- 
way the  department  stores  understood  very  well  how  large  a 
small  profit  ought  to  be.  Peter  Robinson,  who  died  not  long 
ago,  left  over  $5,000,000.  D.  H.  Evans,  of  Oxford  street, 
London,  is  reported  to  have  made  $400,000  in  less  than  20  years. 
Rylands  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  shares  are  worth  2^  times  the  original 
price,  and  they  are  paying  12  per  cent.  We  think  we  are  very 
smart  on  this  continent  and  that  the  old  world  is  slow,  but  we 
have  a  great  deal  to  learn.  They  get  better  profits,  don't  work 
so  incessantly,  don't  worry  so  much,  have  better  digestion,  and 
enjoy  life  better.  We  destroy  our  health  and  happiness  very 
often,  trying  to  cut  our  neighbors'  throats  and  make  a  little 
money  ;  and  if  we  don't  fail  in  that  we  either  die  or  get  dis- 
abled from  nervous  prostration,  and  soend  our  money  trying  to 
get  back  our  health.  A  little  more  "live  and  let  live  "would 
make  business  sounder  and  more  profitable. 

Considering  the  great  deman  d  for  fancy  dress  goods,  one  is 
puzzled  to  know  where  they  all  go  if  you  sit  down  on  one  of 
the  boulevards,  and  count  how  large  a  pioportion  of  the  dresses 
are  either  black  or  plain  colors.  Sicilians,  alpacas,  bright  finish 
serges  and  henriettas  are  all  popular,  with  a  decided  tendency 
to  black  figures,  small  to  medium.  Blouses  and  waists  dif- 
ferent from  the  skirts,  and  of  almost  every  conceivable  material, 
are  in  vogue.     These  are  usually  fancy  designs. 

Buttons  are  and  will  be  much  worn,  either  very  small 
or  very  large,  i.e.,  14  to  18  then  40  to  70.  Velvets  and 
velveteens  are  popular,  and  in  mantle  cloths  as  well  as  dress 
goods,  curls,  boucles,  loops,  etc.,  will  be  quite  a  prevailing 
feature  for  autumn.  Elastic  belts  will  be  very  much  worn  for 
summer,  and  broader  than  last  year,  while  capes  seem  as  popu- 
lar as  ever. 

Long  gloves,  extending  to  the  elbows,  with  short,  full 
slevees,  will  be  quite  the  proper  thing  for  warm  weather.  And 
ribbons  continue  to  be  very  largely  used  for  dresses.  Hats  are 
still  large,  in  all  sorts  of  shapes,  and  fancy  chene  ribbons,  with 
plenty  of  feathers  or  flowers,  complete  the  get-up.

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THERE'S    PROFIT    IN    A    CASH    SYSTEM. 

"  Can  a  strictly  cash  business  be  successfully  carried  on  ?  " 
That  was  the  question  put  to  Lester  H.  Kane,  of  L.  H.  Kane 
&  Co.,  dry  goods  merchants,  Halifax,  by  The  Dry  Goods 
Review.  "  Of  course  it  can,"  replied  Mr.  Kane.  "  We  conduct 
a  strictly  cash  business.  When  we  started  business  we  had 
lots  of  experience,  but  little  cash.  We  had  to  compete  with 
houses  of  long  standing  ;  houses  with  established  trade,  and 
which  had  lots  of  money.  More  than  that,  they  were  doing  a 
large  credit  business.  But  we  have  succeeded  in  building  up  a 
good  business  on  strictly  cash  principles.  I  think  our  case  is 
an  illustration  of  the  success  of  such  a  system.  I  also  believe 
in  buying  for  cash.  Of  course  we  cannot  always  do  that,  but  it 
is  the  correct  way  nevertheless.  There  is  money  in  it  for  the 
merchant  who  does  so." 


BETTER    PREMISES    AND    A    CASH    BASIS. 

The  firm  of  Geo.  Craig  &  Co.,  Winnipeg,  have  recently 
moved  into  a  much  larger  and  better  store,  specially  built  for 
them  with  up-to-date  improvements,  including  basement,  first 
and  second  flats.  They  handle  dry  goods,  millinery,  clothing, 
boots  and  shoes  and  groceries,  and  conduct  their  business  on 
strictly  cash  principles.

GB.  FRASER,  of  S.  Greenshields,  Son  &  Co.,  is  back  at 
.  his  desk  again  in  the  big  warehouse  on  the  corner  of 
Craig  street  and  Victoria  square,  Montreal.  As  he  had  been 
buying  goods  The  Dry  Goods  Review  knew  he  had  some 
pointers,  and  called  the  other  day  to  get  them. 

When  buying  dress  goods  he  was  particularly  struck  by 
the  run  on  mohair  crepons  and  Sicilian  lustres.  At  the  time  of  his 
arrival  in  England  crepons  had  the  run.  To  test  it  a  brother 
buyer  and  himself  took  a  stroll  through  the  fashionable  west 
end  of  London.  Every  ten  ladies  they  met  out  of  twelve  were 
wearing  a  mohair  crepon.  Just  previous  to  his  sailing  he  re 
peated  the  stroll,  and  found  that  the  lustres  had  greatly  in- 
creased in  favor  also.  The  goods  were  50  inches  double 
width,  which  was  an  exceptional  advantage  in  draping  the 
skirt,  as  it  only  necessitated  a  simple  single  seam.  As  an 
evidence  of  the  demand  for  these  goods,  he  mentioned  the 
fact  that  one  buyer  alone  had  given  an  order  for  1,500  pieces. 
The  quick  turnover  they  were  having  here  fully  coincided 
with  the  above.  A  shipment  of  them  was  hardly  two  days 
in  the  warehouse  before  it  was  all  gone. 

A  line  that  was  generally  considered  good  for  the  fall  trade 
was  velvets  and  velveteens.  The  cape  promised  to  be  as 
fashionable  as  ever,  and  the  fashion  records  indicated  that  they 
would  be  made  up  largely  out  of  the  two  above  lines. 

Tartan  patterns  were  another  good  line  of  stock.  Most  of 
the  manufacturers  were  sold  a  long  way  ahead  on  them.  One 
leading  firm  at  the  time  he  sailed  were  refusing  to  book  orders 
for  these  goods  until  October  and  November.     They  claimed  to 


have  plenty  of  work  to  keep  them  going  in  the  meantime  with- 
out assuming  obligations  that  they  might  not  be  able  to  fulfil.

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CELLULOID    PRODUCTS.

Originally  the  manufac- 
turers devoted  most  of  their  attention  to  collars  and  cuffs  ;  that 
is,  they  took  linen  collars  and  cuffs  and  covered  both  sides  with 
a  thin  sheet  of  celluloid.  Being  waterproof,  every  wearer  be- 
comes his  own  laundryman  by  simply  wiping  them  off  with  a 
wet  cloth  or  sponge.  Besides  these,  the  company  is  now  mak- 
ing almost  every  conceivable  article  of  this  material,  including 
brushes,  combs,  mirrors,  fancy  goods  in  all  shades  and  colors, 
in  imitation  of  ivory,  tortoise  shell,  agate,  onyx,  amber,  etc.,  and 
other  valuable  things. 

The  collars  and  cuffs  became  so  popular  that  hundreds  of 
imitators  sprung  up,  who  often  made  very  inferior  goods,  and 
actually  labelled  them  "  celluloid."  Many  of  these  makes  soon 
soiled  or  broke,  and  wearers  condemned  the  material.  Finding 
their  reputation  suffering  from  these  numerous  imitations,  they 
began  the  prosecution  of  imitators,  good,  bad  and  indifferent,  in 
the  United  States,  and  one  after  another   they  were  suppressed 


by  the  courts.  Having  accomplished  this  much  in  the  United 
States  the  company  are  now  turning  their  attention  to  Canada, 
where  the  name  "celluloid  "  has  been  imitated.  In  fact,  one 
concern  seems  to  have  actually  adopted  the  Celluloid  Co.'s 
brands,  and  to  have  made  a  fair  imitation  of  the  trade  mark. 
At  the  same  time,  another  Canadian  firm,  when  their  attention 
was  drawn  to  the  matter,  very  honorably  promptly  withdrew 
goods  that  might  be  mistaken  for  those  made  by  the  Celluloid 
Co.

Fortnightly  shipments  of  cotton  are  to  be  made  from  Wind- 
sor, N.S.,  to  Shanghai,  China,  via  Halifax  and  England. 

The  death  of  John  Lockett  at  Bridgetown,  April  5,  removed 
a  well-known  Nova  Scotian  merchant.  The  firm  of  John 
Lockett  &  Sons  consisted  of  .himself  and  Mr.  William   Lockett. 

The  marriage  of  Mr.  Leslie  Hamilton  Gault,  of  the  Gault 
Bros.  Co.,  Ltd.,  to  Miss  Marion  Davidson  took  place  at  Griff- 
nock,  near  Glasgow,  last  month,  and  was  a  fashionable  event. 
Among  the  Montreal  guests  present  was  Mr.  Belcher,  of  the  firm. 

At  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Dominion  Cotton  Mills 
Co.  held  in  Montreal  in  April,  the  following  Board  of  Manage- 
ment were  elected  :  Messrs.  A.  F.  Gault,  president  ;  Jacques 
Grenier,  vice-president ;  David  Morrice,  S.  H.  Ewing,  Hon.  J. 
O.  Villeneuve,  C.  E.  Gault  and  D.  Morrice,  Jr.  The  reports 
presented  showed  a  satisfactory  year's  business  had  been  done. 

Aid.  Marshall,  of  London,  died  April  22nd,  and  his  death 
was  sincerely  mourned  in  that  city.  Aid.  Marshall  was  born  in 
Edinburgh,  Scotland,  58  years  ago.  When  he  was  15  years  of 
age,  he  came  to  London,  and  entered  the  wholesale  establish- 
ment of  Adam  Hope  &  Co.  In  the  early  sixties  he  went  to 
Hamilton,  where  he  was  steadily  advanced  in  the  employ  of  the 
same  firm.  After  a  few  years  he  returned  to  London,  as  head 
bookkeeper  in  the  firm  of  John  Birrell  &  Co.  In  1872  he 
severed  his  connection  with  that  firm,  and  commenced  business 
with  Messrs.  Lind  &  Macfie,  the  firm  styling  itself    Marshall, 


I.ind  &  Macfie.  Four  years  afterwards  the  partnership  was 
dissolved,  and  he  continued  to  carry  on  the  wholesale  hat,  cap 
and  fur  business  with  which  he  was  connected  at  the  time  of 
his  death.  For  the  past  16  years  Mr.  Samuel  Munro  has  been 
a  partner  in  the  business.  Mr.  Marshall's  general  disposition 
and  integrity  of  character  were  widely  appreciated. 

Some  of  the  Massachusetts  cotton  mills  have  announced  that 
they  will  produce  no  more  coarse  goods.  They  will  surrender 
this  line  to  the  south. 

The  Frank  E.  Walker  Co.,  Ltd.,  with  a  capital  of  $15,000, 
has  been  incorporated  to  take  over  the  business  known  as  Frank 
E.  Walker  &  Co.,  in  Hamilton.  The  company  consists  of 
Frank  E.  Walker,  Mrs.  F.  E.  Walker,  Miss  Annie  Sophia  Walker, 
Alfred  Tory,  (accountant),  F.  W.  Mills,  (collector),  and  J.  R. 
Hesse,  all  of  Hamilton. 

St.  Thomas  has  increased  the  tax  on  transient  traders  from 
$75  to  $200  per  year. 

Messrs.  W.  H.  Dinsmore,  of  Clarksburg,  and  Garbett,  of 
Thornbury,  have  bought  out  the  tailoring  business  of  Mr.  John 
Grieves,  Meaford. 

Mr.  John  Stephen,  who  died  in  Guelph,  Ont.,  was  buried  at 
Montreal  from  the  residence  of  Mr.  Robert  Meighen.  The  late 
Mr.  Stephen  was  a  younger  brother  of  Lord  Mountstephen,  and 
a  number  of  years  ago  was  in  the  dry  goods  and  woolen  trade  in 
Montreal.  For  some  time,  however,  Mr.  Stephen  was  in  poor 
health,  and  had  retired  from  the  business  world. 

Mr.  H.  G.  Marr,  of  Moncton,  had  a  guessing  competition 
last  month.  He  offered  $5  in  gold  to  the  person  guessing  near- 
est to  the  number  of  straw  hats  imported  from  England  from 
January  1  to  March  20,  1896.  The  competition  closed  and  a 
committee  totaled  the  different  invoices  and  found  the  exact 
number  to  be  2,454.

Many  transparent  woolen  stuffs  of  a  thick 
uneven  aspect,  resembling  sack-cloth,  will  be  worn  in  the  ensu- 
ing season.     It  is  soft  and  supple,  and  is  shown  in  every  shade 


empiecement  of  antique  guipure,  over  white  with  two  large  loop 
bows  of  white  ribbon,  is  placed  on  the  chest.  Ribbons  of  the 
same  material  are  placed  at  the  neck,  and  the  very  long  sleeves 
are  tight-fitting  to  the  arm.  and  moderately  large  ori  the  shoul- 
der, without  any  stiffness.

The  sorting  orders 
for  regular  lines  are  good,  especially  in  fine  trouserings,  bel- 
warp  serges  and  worsteds,  etc. 


A    GOOD    MANITOBA    REPORT. 

A  Brandon,  Man.,  correspondent,  writing  the  end   of  April, 

says  : 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  in  the  city  and  surrounding  district 
that  a  feeling  of  confidence  is  found,  and  particularly  noticeable 
is  such  feeling  in  commercial  places.  Business  appears  to  be 
doing  a  great  stroke  for  this  time  of  the  year,  and  no  bankrupt 
stocks  are  being  thrown  on  the  market  to  ruin  prices.  The 
agents  of  the  C.P.R.  and  N.P.R.  say  that  importation  of  mer- 
chandise never  was  so  heavy  this  time  of  the  year,  and  as  there 
is  no  evidence  of  the  trade  being  overstocked,  the  goods  are 
finding  their  way  to  the  people  and  the  market  is  its  pay  for 
same.

VERY  lew  buyers  can  judge  of  the  quality  of  a  shirt,  collar  or 
cuff  by  an  ordinary  examination  as  it  lies  on  the  dealer's 
sample  counter.  They  desciibe  the  style  and  name  the  size  they 
want.  Some  buyers  have  learned  from  experience  that  certain 
makers  goods  can  always  be  depended  upon,  and  they  will  give 
these  the  preference,  or  perhaps  will  have  no  other.  The  great 
majority  of  buyers  will  select  the  styles  first,  then  compare  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  different  makes  of  that  style,  and  the  goods  that 
are  most  attractively  finished  are  the  ones  they  most  invariably 
buy. 

The  leading  German  makers  seem  to  have  been  the  first  to 
recognize  this  fact.  During  the  last  few  years  they  have  been 
sending  some  very  fine  goods  to  both  the  States  and  Canada—- 
and  some  very  chesp  stuff,  too — and  have  replaced  many  of  the 
nicely  but  less  carefully  finished  British  goods.  Reference  was 
made  some  months  ago  in  these  columns  to  a  line  handled  by 
Clover  &  Brais,  for  a  German  maker,  and  on  which  they  were 
having  an  active  demand  because,  as  we  pointed  out,  the  goods 
were  so  beautifully  finished. 

Some  Canadian  makers  have  improved  very  much,  but  there 
are  others  who  are  turning  out  wretched  work,  and  a  retailer 
who  handles  these  products  cannot  successfully  compete  with 
the  more  attractive  makes.  One  Montreal  manufacturer,  Mr. 
Tooke,  of  Tooke  Bros.,  told  The  Review  that  it  was  a  ques- 
tion which  at  one  time  worried  him  very  much.  He  used  a 
specially  good  linen,  and  it  gave  satisfaction,  for  once  he  got  a 
customer,  invariably  afterwards  that  buyer  asked  for  the  same 
brand  because  of  its  wearing  qualities.  His  business  did  not 
increase  as  it  should,  and  he  saw  that  much  depended  upon  the 


ironing,  finishing  and  packing.  He  got  his  son  to  take  up 
chemistry.  After  studying  here  he  went  abroad  to  take  a  special 
course,  chiefly  in  chemicals  used  in  laundrying  and  their  effects 
on  fabrics.  He  followed  this  by  a  visit  to  the  principal  laundries 
in  Europe.  Returning,  he  introduced  some  new  machinery, 
and  made  radical  changes  in  their  processes,  and  they  are  now 
ironing  and  finishing  their  goods  the  same  as  the  best  imported, 
and  the  result  has  been  that  they  have  nearly  doubled  their 
production  this  year. 

Retailers  in  placing  orders  should  look  to  the  finish  as  well 
as  to  the  reputation  of  the  maker.

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FRAUDULENT    AUCTIONS. 

THE  association  organized  in  New  York,  to  which  reference 
was  made  some  time  ago,  for  the  suppression  of  fraudulent 
auctions,  has  been  doing  good  work  in  different  parts  of  the  United 
States.  That  country  seems  to  be  overrun  with  fakers  selling 
Eastern  rugs.  They  are  alleged  to  be  part  of  the  stock  of  the 
Persian,  Turkish  or  other  eastern  Government,  exhibited  at  the 
World's  Fair,  but  which,  having  paid  the  duty,  the  Government 
have  instructed  their  High  Commissioner  to  dispose  of  at  any 
price.  It  has  been  found  that  there  has  not  been  a  word  of 
truth  in  these  statements.  They  were  the  commonest  sort  of 
rugs  bought  from  a  New  York  dealer.  They  employed  men 
or  women  to  bid  up  the  prices.  Buyers  paid  fancy  prices, 
found  they  did  not  wear  well,  and  at  once  condemned  East- 
ern rugs  of  all  kinds.  Neither  they  nor  their  friends  to 
whom  they  spoke  could  be  induced  to  invest  in  them  again. 
This  injured  legitimate  business,  and  reputable  dealers  like 
Vantine  &  Co.,  W.  &  J.  Sloane,  Arnold  Constable  &  Co.,  etc., 
are  very  properly  following  them  up. 

We  have  had  them  in  Canada,  but  there  has  been  no 
organized  effort  to  suppress  them.  Only  the  other  day  a  lead- 
ing house  decorator  in  Montreal  told  The  Review  that  he 
advised  a  lady  who  was  having  her  house  refurnished  to  get 
some  Turkish  rugs.  She  surprised  him  by  saying  she  had  pur- 
chased a  couple  at  auction,  and  they  turned  out  so  badly  that 
she  would  never  have  them  again.  She  got  better  value  in  or- 
dinary carpets. 

We  observe  that  a  foreigner  is  advertising  sales  to  take  place 
in  Canadian  cities  during  the   present   month.        If  he  is  doing 


an  honorable  business  let  him   be  welcomed.      If  he   is  a  faker 
The  Review  will  help  the  trade  to  drive  him  out    of  the  place.

DRESS    REFORM. 


LbXTURE    AT    THE    TEMPLE    HALL    BY    MRS.    JEAN 
MORRIS    ELLIS. 


MRS.  ELLIS,  who  has  been  entertaining  large 
and  appreciative  audiences  during  the  week  at 
Masonic  Temple  Hall,  by  her  clever  exposition 
of  Physiognomy  and  Phrenology,  turned  her  attention 
yesterday  (Thursday  afternoon)  to  the  subject  of  Dress 
Reform  in  a  lecture  to  ladies  only,  and  was  greeted  by 
an  audience  which  filled  the  hall,  amongst  which  were 
many  ladies  known  in  the  social  world.  Without  going 
too  fully  into  details  which  the  nature  of  the  lecture  in

THE  way  you  say  a  thing,  is  as  important  as  what  you  say. 
You'll  waste  your  milk  if  you  try  to  put  a  gallon  into  a 
quart  measure. 

You'll  waste  the  good  of  advertising  if  you  over-fill  your 
space,  or  don't  use  space  enough. 

If  advertising  is  any  good,  and  all  good  business  men  say  it 
is,  the  good  of  it  is  in  a  good  deal  of  it. 

Half  the  business-paper  advertisements  occupy  half  enough 
space. 

Folks  are  not  obliged  to  read  advertisements  any  more  than 
they  are  to  eat  hash  at  a  restaurant. 

The  successful  hash-seller  makes  good  hash,  and  serves  it 
well. 

The  successful  advertiser  has  something  to  say,  says  it  well, 
and  serves  it  well. 

You  must  make  people  read  your  advertisements.  That's 
your  part  of  the  business. 

If  you  don't  use  space  enough  for  folks  to  see  that  you're 
advertising,  you  might  just  as  well  not  advertise. 

I  don't  own  any  trade  paper.  It  doesn't  make  any  difference 
to  me  whether  you  use  much  space,  or  little  space.  I  am  only 
telling  you  what  experience  has  proven  to  be  the  correct  method 
of  publicity. 

When  advertising  pays,  it  is  made  to  pay. 

Nothing  will  do  anything  unless  made  to  do  it. 

Your  name  and  address,  with  what  you  do  for  a  living,  in 
the  trade  paper,  may  bring  some  return,  but  there  is  no  part- 
icular reason  why  it  should. 

The  law  of  averages  is  safer  to  follow  than  the  rule  of  excep- 
tions. 

What  you  think  individually  may  not  be  right. 

What  the  majority  think  stands  some  chance  of  being 
correct. 

The  fact  that  nearly  all  successful  advertisers  use  plenty  of 
space  indicates  that  plenty  of  space  pays  proportionately  better 
than  not  enough  space. 

You  have  something  to  sell,  it  is  your  desire  that  somebody 
takes  it  away  from  you  at  your  price.  That's  what  you're  in 
business  for. 

It's  pretty  hard  to  sell  a  dollar's  worth  of  goods  by  using  a 
cent's  worth  of  telling  space. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  nearly  every  advertiser  of  small 
space  will  make  his  advertising  pay  more  than  twice  as  well  by 
doubling  his  space. 

Experience  says  so,  and  experience  doesn't  lie. 

If  folks  don't  see  your  advertisement,  what's  your  advertise- 
ment good  for  ? 

How  do  you  expect  them  to  see  it  if  it's  so  small  you  have 
to  hunt  for  it  yourself? 

Treat  your  advertising  space  as  you  do  the  sign  on  your 
building.  Have  it  large  enough  for  folks  to  know  you're 
there. 

Perhaps  it  will  not  pay  you  to  use  a  full  page,  although  the 
full  page  advertisers  are  the  most  prosperous. 

I  don't  think  less  than  quarter  of  a  page  is  worth  more  than 
quarter  as  much  proportionately. 

Of  course  the  advertising  solicitor  wants  you  to  increase  your 
space.     He  wouldn't  be  much  of  a  solicitor  if  he  didn't.     Be- 


cause it  pays  him  to  have  you  increase  your  space,  is  no  reason 
why  it  shouldn't  pay  you. 

Too  much  of  a  good  thing  isn't  profitable,  that  is,  if  too 
much  of  a  good  thing  is  possible,  but  there's  no  business  sense 
of  having  too  little  of  a  good  thing. 

When  you  economize,  it  isn't  good  business  to  tell  everybody 
about  it. 

Appearance  of  success  means  success. 

When  you  cut  your  advertising  space,  you  tell  outsiders  that 
something  is  the  matter  with  the  inside  of  your  business. 

Liberal  advertising  space  is  a  sign  of  prosperity.

PRODUCING    PATTERNS    ON    VELVETS. 

A  recent  French  invention  for  producing  patterns  in  velvet 
by  the  removal  of  the  pile,  is  as  follows  :  The  inventors  em- 
ploy chemical  means,  which  consist  of  polish  or  caustic  soda 
when  applied  to  silk  or  wool,  or  a  mixture  of  oxalic  and  sul- 
phuric acids  if  used  for  cotton.  The  exact  quantity  of  each 
ingredient  required  depends  on  the  character  of  the  thickening 
used,  as  well  as  upon  that  of  the  material,  these  factors  having 
necessarily  a  great  influence  upon  the  action.  For  wool  and 
silk,  30  grammes  of  oxalic  acid  for  each  100  grammes  of  thick- 
ening is  about  an  average  quantity,  while  for  cotton  40  grammes 
of  sulphuric  acid  for  each  100  grammes  of  thickening  is  suffi- 
cient. Discretion  must,  however,  be  exercised,  as  it  is  evident 
that  the  kind  of  stiffening  used  and  many  other  circumstances 
will  affect  the  result.  To  carry  out  the  process,  rollers  or  plates 
cut  in  relief  are  used,  by  means  of  which  the  agent  is  applied  to 
destroy,  and  thus  remove,  the  pile  threads,  without,  however, 
penetrating  to  the  ground  fabric.  The  goods  may  also  be 
printed  or  impressed  with  a  second  pattern  either  on  the  ground 
or  relief.

ONE  of  the  most  important  points  in  store  discipline  is  that 
the  clerks  should  be  posted  in  their  stocks.  The  ignor- 
ance of  the  stock  which  is  common  in  some  stores  leads  to 
loss  of  sales  in  many  instances. 

A  lady  who  was  in  search  of  a  certain  color  of  trimming  for 
a  hat,  entered  a  city  store  the  other  day  and  asked  the  girl  at 
the  counter  for  the  desired  color,  which  was  green.  The  girl 
said  it  was  not  in  stock.  The  lady  then  asked  to  see  the  same 
thing  in  pink,  and  it  was  shown  to  her.  She  left  the  counter 
saying  that  if  she  could  not  find  the  color  .wanted  she  would 
return.  She  did  so,  and  was  waited  on  by  a  different  girl.  The 
second  girl  on  being  asked  for  the  pink  trimming  said  there  was 
none  in  stock.  The  lady  explained  that  she  had  just  seen  it, 
and  had  decided  to  take  the  pink  as  she  could  not  get  green. 

Then  girl  number  two  said,  "  Why,  we  have  this  in  green," 
and  produced  just  the  color  desired. 

This  little  incident  showed  that  both  girls  were  ignorant  of 
the  stock  and  would  lose  sales  unless  their  customers  were  as 
persistent  in  finding  out  what  was  really  in  stock  as  this  lady 
was. — Dry  Goods  Reporter. 


CHINESE   AND    JAPANESE    MATTINGS. 

McMaster  &  Co.  are  having  a  large  sale  for  plain  and 
figured  Chinese  mattings  and  Japanese  cotton  warp  mattings, 
the  demand  during  the  last  two  weeks  of  fine  weather  being 
exceptionally  good.

TOO  MANY  WHOLESALE  HOUSES. 

ONE  cause  of  the  small  profits  of  wholesale  houses  is  the 
number  of  firms  there  are  competing  for  the  trade.  New 
ones  are  constantly  coming  into  existence.  The  promoters  do 
not  consider  whether  there  is  room  for  them.  They  know  that 
there  are  enough  now  in  business  to  do  all  there  is  to  he  done, 
but  they  hope  to  take  away  a  share  of  it.  This  leads  to  price 
cutting — the  worst  feature  in  Canadian  trade  to-day. 

We  have  far  too  many  importing  houses.  You  can  count 
the  number  of  tnose  in  New  York  on  the  fingers  of  two  hands, 
and  they  supply  60,000,000  people.  In  Canada  we  have  nearly 
a  hundred  falling  over  each  other,  trying  to  supply  6,000,000. 
It  must  be  quite  evident  to  any  clear-headed  business  man  that 
the  limit  as  to  number  has  been  about  reached.  There  are 
some  people  who  advocate,  in  Toronto  for  instance,  some  form 
of  consolidation  between  a  few  of  the  existing  houses  which 
would  at  once  reduce  operating  expenses  and  prevent  over- 
crowding. The  firms  themselves  are  the  best  judges  of  the 
practicability  of  such  a  system  of  syndicating.  If  it  imparted 
a  healthier  tone  to  trade,  gave  cheaper  goods  to  the  retailer, 
promoted  the  cash  system,  and  relieved  the  retailer  from  some 
of  the  worry  now  occasioned  by  ceaseless  solicitation  for  orders, 


it  ought  to  be  good  policy.  The  main  principle,  in  The 
Review's  opinion,  is  that  business  should  be  done  on  a  sound 
basis,  and  that  cutting  should  cease.  Any  other  line  of 
action  means  depression,  sometimes  disaster.  If  some  of 
us  think  we  have  unusual  ability,  and  feel  we  must  be 
in  business  on  our  own  account,  let  us  take  up  an  unoccupied 
field — a  field  in  which  there  is  no  danger  of  competition  and 
price  cutting.  The  latter  means  no  profits.  Above  every- 
thing, let  us  ask  ourselves  if  the  field  promises  large  profits 
before  we  take  a  fatal  step.  Many  of  the  men  now  in  business 
would  have  been  much  better  off  had  they  remained  in  employ- 
ment instead  of  embarking  on  their  own  account. 

Our  aim  rather  should  be  to  make  ourselves  so  useful  that 
we  may  become  partners  in  our  employers'  business,  or  in  some 
other  way  secure  a  share  of  profits. 


COLORED    ADVERTISEMENTS. 

ONE  of  the  features  of  special  editions  of  The  Review 
which  attract  attention  are  the  advertisements  printed  in 
colors.

RETURNING    GOODS. 

IN  the  last  Review  the  question  of  returning  goods  was  dealt 
with  by  Mr.  Cressman,  of  Norwich,  from  the  retailer's  stand- 
point. He  makes  out  a  good  strong  case  by  pointing  out  that 
the  fault  is  by  no  means  all  on  the  one  side.  No  doubt  it  is 
annoying  to  a  well-conducted  wholesale  house  to  have  goods 
returned  without  reason,  and  that  many  firms  have  ground  of 
complaint  is  shown  by  the  matter  being  discussed  in  the  dry 
goods'  associations.  But  Mr.  Cressman  gives  his  own  experi- 
ence. One  invoice  with  eighteen  entries  was  analysed  as  fol- 
lows :  No.  i — Correct.  No.  2 — Goods  substituted.  No.  3 — 
Goods  sent  before.  No.  4 — Correct.  No.  5 — Ditto.  No.  6 — 
Goods  sent  before.  Nos.  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12 — Goods  sent  in 
wrong  sizes.  No.  13 — Price  not  correct.  No.  14 — Ditto  ditto. 
No.  15- — Goods  sent  before.  No.  16— Prices  wrong.  No.  17 — 
Correct.  No.  18— Ditto.  This,  let  us  hope,  is  a  glaring  case, 
and  that  merchants  are  not  often   troubled  with  such  an  un- 


satisfactory delivery.  The  retailer,  to  avoid  such  errors,  should 
in  all  cases  insist  on  getting  a  duplicate  of  the  order  from  the 
salesmen,  and  then  see  that  the  goods  ordered  are  the  ones 
sent  and  no  others. 

NOT     ENCOURAGING. 

THE  reports  we  get  of  the  dry  goods  trade  in  the  States  are 
not  satisfactory.  Doubtless  it  will  soon  pick  up,  but,  for 
the  present,  trade  is  languid.  A  prominent  Canadian,  who 
lately  passed  through  New  York  on  his  way  from  England,  tells 
The  Review  that  he  took  a  run  through  some  of  the  leading 
retail  stores  there,  and  they  were  not  so  busy  as  the  Toronto 
stores. 

It  is  not  easy  to  account  for  continued  dull  trade  in  the 
States.  The  wish  in  Canada  is  for  business  in  the  Republic  to 
be  good.  Situated  beside  an  immense  country  like  that,  par- 
ticipating more  or  less  in  the  fluctuation  of  prices  and  volume 
of  commerce,  Canada  must  necessarily  be  involved  in  some 
degree  with  the  commercial  conditions  across  the  boundary 
line.  The  Dominion's  aggregate  foreign  trade  last  year  was 
nearly  $219,000,000;  of  this  we  did  nearly  $96,000,000  worth, 
or  over  43  per  cent,  with  the  United  States.  Our  exports 
across  the  border  last  year  were  over  $40,000,000,  so  that, 
whether  we  like  it  or  not,  we  must  consider  carefully  at  all 
times  the  state  of  trade  with  so  large  a  customer  and  near 
neighbor. 

One  of  our  American  contemporaries  has  been  attempting 
to  analyse  the  situation  and  to  account  for  the  dulness.  It  de- 
clares that  early  in  1893,  when  the  retail  dry  goods  men  began 
to  feel  the  depression,  they  put  forth  special  efforts  to  stimulate 
trade. 

"The  tariff  changes  which  reduced  the  cost  of  many  lines 
of  dry  goods  were  most  opportune,  and  the  change  in  values 
which  immediately  followed  the  lower  tariff  placed  a  whip  in  the 
hand  of  every  merchant  which  he  proceeded  to  use  with  more 
vigor  than  discretion.  Bargain  sales  and  phenomenal  price  re- 
ductions lit  up  the  lurid  advertisements  of  the  dry  goods  trade 
throughout  the  land.  The  individual  merchant  hugged  himself 
for  his  good  fortune  and  hammered  away.  The  public  at  large, 
yielding  to  the  influence  of  lower  prices,  specious  advertising 
and  the  alluring  fascinations  of  the  bargain  sale,  bought  and 
bought  again." 

Cheap  sales  thus  flourished,  and  the  consumer,  finding 
prices  really  low,  over-bought.  Many  goods,  our  contemporary 
argues,  have  just  changed  hands — that  is,  while  merchandise  no 
longer,  they  are  still  in  consumers'  hands,  unconsumed.  The 
accumulation  is  not  worked  off,  and  until  it  is,  revival  in  the 
retail  trade  cannot  be  counted  upon. 

Whether  this  is  the  true  solution  of  the  dulness  in  the  States 
or  not,  or  whether  it  is  due  to  a  combination  of  tariff  uncertainty, 
presidential  election,  and  currency  muddle,  Canadians  naturally 
hope  to  see  a  speedy  end  to  the  trouble. 


It  is  related  to  The  Review  that  one  Toronto  firm  which 
makes  a  specialty  of  ladies'  tailor-made  costumes  has  had  orders 
during  the  racing  season  for  $11,000  worth  of  ladies'  dresses. 
So  much  for  the  value  of  the  races  to  trade. 
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BETTER  THAN    LAST  YEAR. 

CANADIAN  trade  abroad  continues  brisk.  Compared 
with  the  same  period  last  year  a  distinct  improvement  is 
shown.  The  official  figures  for  the  month  of  April  have  just 
been  issued,  and  this  completes  the  first  four  months,  or  one 
third,  of  the  calendar  year  1896.  Both  in  imports  and  exports 
increases  are  shown.  In  imported  goods,  free  and  dutiable,  the 
expansion  is  over  two  million  dollars  worth,  and  in  exports  the 
increase  is  nearly  six  millions.     The  details  of  imports  are  :

In  exports  a  creditable  advance  is  recorded,  all  the  more 
satisfactory  since  it  covers  so  many  products  of  the  farmer, 
who  is,  ultimately,  the  customer  of  so  many  of  our  wholesale 
and  retail  firms.  Animal  products  and  grains  have  all  been 
sold  abroad  in  larger  quantities  than  during  the  first  four 
months  of  1895,  the  increase  in  value  exceeding  $=500,000.  This 
year,  so  far,  the  expansion  in  the  lumber  trade  is  also  good, 
our  forest  products  exported  up  to  May  1st  being  valued  at 
$3,289,608  compared  with  $2,649,809  for  the  first  four  months 
of  1895,  a  gain  of  another  half  million  or  so.  Good  times 
abroad  seems  to  account  for  this  increased  demand  for  our 
lumber,  and  if  it  keeps  up  during  the  year  the  districts  affected 
by  the  lumber  business  will  feel  it.  In  fisheries,  too,  an  increase 
is  recorded,  being  for  1896  valued  at  $1,965,826,  against  $1,- 
535,657  in  1895.  In  analysing  these  details  of  exports  we  have 
taken  only  the  volume  of  Canadian  products  and  omitted  the 
figures  of  foreign  stuff  shipped  via  Canadian  ports,  but  of  United 
States  origin.  The  latter  is  valuable  as  carrying  trade,  and  helps 
the  railways  and  steamships,  and  Canada  is  always  glad  to  do  a 
carrying  trade.  But  we  are  dealing  with  the  stuff  sold  by  the 
actual  customers  of  our  merchants,  and  consider  it  fairer  in  dis- 
cussing details  not  to  include  foreign  stuff.  If  we  took  total 
imports  the  showing  is  :

The  imports  of  dry  goods  for  the  four  months  contain  some 
interesting  facts.  Increases  are  noted  in  carpets,  dyed  cottons, 
cotton  clothing,  cotton  threads,  etc.,  not  on  the  spool,  manu- 
factured cottons  generally,  fringes  and  braids,  silk  goods, 
woolen  dress  goods,  knitted  woolens,  and  woolens  goods  that 
the  figures  do  not  classify.  Decreases  are  recorded  in  undyed 
cottons,  spool  cottons,  laces  and  nettings,  furs,  and  silk  and 
felt  hats.  On  the  whole,  the  imports  of  dry  goods  show  some 
increase  over  the  same  period  last  year,  the  details  being  :

Raw  materials  come  in  rather  slowly,  the  imports  being  un- 
der those  of  the  period  of  1895.  As  prices  of  such  articles  as 
wool,  cotton,  etc.,  are  rather  higher  than  last  year,  the  figures 
would  indicate  a  slight  falling  off  in  demand  for  factory  and 
mill  materials.  The  uncertainty  of  tariff  legislation  may  have 
something  to  do  with  it,  or  the  foreign  markets  may  be  in- 
fluencing our  manufacturers.  The  period  covered  by  the  re- 
turns is  too  brief  to  enable  one  to  draw  any  general  decisive 
conclusion.

A    COMPLAINT    ABOUT    CITY     BUYING. 

From  the  Mitchell,  Out.,  Advocate. 

TheOwen  Sound  Times  is  waging  a  "righteous  war"  against 
city  departmental  stores,  or  rather  the  country  patrons  of  them. 
The  facts  stated  by  The  Times  are  just  as  true  of  Mitchell  and 
neighborhood  as  of  Owen  Sound.  It  is  well  known  also  that 
the  thing  complained  of  is  sapping  the  life-blood  of  all  the 
towns  and  villages  of  the  Dominion.  If  people  will  only  give 
Mitchell  merchants  the  opportunity,  the  merchants  will  prove 
conclusively  that  not  only  can  there  be  found  in  this  town  as 
wide  a  selection  as  all  of  the  departmental  stores  will  show,  but 
as  a  matter  of  values  Mitchell  merchants  can  at  least  save  the 
purchaser  the  expense  of  writing  to  Toronto,  getting  samples 
and  then  sending  for  the  goods  and  paying  the  carriage  on 
their  Toronto  departmental  store  purchases.  And,  we  might 
add,  customers  can  avoid  the  almost  inevitable  disappointment 
which  comes  from  buying  by  sample. 


BLACK    CARD. 

The  black  card  darning  cotton,  mentioned  in  our  last  issue, 
is  put  up  in  one  gross  handsome  wooden  cabinets.  Every  re- 
tailer should  have  one  or  more  in  stock. 
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WHERE    QUALITY    TELLS. 

THE  wool  grown  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  is  much  softer 
and  richer  in  appearance  than  that  from  sheep  bred  inland. 
This  is  probably  due  to  the  action  of  the  salt  sea  air.  The  finer 
qualities  of  Maritime  Province  wool  are  not  unlike  the  good 
wools  we  get  from  abroad.  It  has  thus  been  an  easy  matter 
for  some  of  the  mills  to  make  a  reputation  for  their  product. 
They  followed  The  Review's  advice.  They  worked  away  until 
they  were  satisfied  their  goods  were  as  near  perfection  as  pos- 
sible. Then  they  put  their  name  or  mark  on  them.  They  saw 
that  nothing  imperfect  bearing  that  name  went  out.  If  they  had 
a  second  quality  it  went  to  the  trade  under  a  different  name. 
Retailers  and  consumers  in  time  recognized  the  brand  as  one 
which  had  given  satisfaction,  and  enquired  for  it  specially  when 
they  were  again  buying. 

At  Eureka,  a  place  just  outside  New  Glasgow,  N.  S.,  a 
woolen  company  has  made  a  hit  with  blankets  in  this  way. 
They  had  a  very  fine  soft  wool  to  begin  with.  They  took  great 
care  in  selecting  and  preparing  it,  then  in  weaving  it  into 
blankets,  and  finally  in  finishing  and  putting  the  blankets  on 
the  market  in  the  most  attractive  style.  People  who  bought 
one  or  two  always  asked  for  the  blankets  made  at  Eureka.  The 
makers  kept  up  the  quality  and,  where  possible,  improved  it. 
They  now  have  the  most  popular  blanket  in  the  provinces. 
Salesmen  and  dealers  in  quoting  another  blanket  frequently 
say  "as  good  as  Eureka" — the  highest  compliment  that  could 
be  paid  to  the  Eureka  Woolen  Mfg.  Co.  The  Eureka  blankets 
command  a  better  price  owing  to  their  high  reputation.  More 
than  a  year  ago  The  Review  pointed  out  that  when  prices 
were  being  cut  this  brand  more  than  held  its  own. 


TWO    WAYS    OF    DOING    BUSINESS. 

The  difference  between  the  old  established  business  houses 
of  Great  Britain  and  many  Canadian  wholesale  houses  is  that 
the  former  endeavor  to  show  big  profits  while  in  Canada  we 
are  too  much  inclined  to  show  a  big  turn-over.  The  firms  at 
home  last  for  generations.  In  Canada,  but  few  concerns  live 
beyond  the  men  who  established  them.  We  laugh  because 
some  British  houses  refuse  to  sell  goods  to  an  unknown  custom- 
er, though  he  offers  to  pay  cash.  In  Canada  we  are  so  anxious 
to  get  a  new  customer  that  we  often  let  him  have  all  the  goods 
he  wants,  though  he  has  neither  cash  nor  financial  standing. 
It  does  not  occur  that  the  laugh  is  really  on  us.  A  British 
dealer  will  tell  you  he  is  making  25  per  cent,  profit  on  the  goods 
he  is  selling  you,  and  is  proud  of  it.  The  cry  of  a  Canadian 
dealer  is  that  he  is  letting  you  have  the  goods  for  actual  cost, 
and  he  seems  proud  of  it.  The  British  dealer  becomes  rich — 
retires  from  active  business  early  in  life.  He  devotes  his  later 
years  to  enjoyment,  travel  or  politics.  He  sees  that  his  sons 
are  thoroughly  trained  in  the  business,  so  that  they  can  take  the 
helm  when  he  passes  away.  He  often  goes  into  Parliament 
and  works  for  the  good  of  the  nation.     On  the  other  hand, 


look  at  the  Canadian :  He  does  an  enormous  business,  wears 
himself  out,  but  makes  no  money.  If  he  does  not  fail  he 
slaves  until  the  end  of  his  days,  which  are  generally  shortened, 
and  he  dies  poor.  His  sons,  seeing  no  future  in  the  business 
but  hard  work  and  little  profit,  seldom  get  beyond  small  clerk- 
ships, one-horse  lawyers,  or  something  of  that  sort.  The  man 
has  done  nothing  for  himself,  his  family  or  his  country. 
Let  us  cultivate  the  British  system. 


AMALGAMATION    IN    COTTON    THREAD. 

THE  announcement  that  an  amalgamation,  to  come  into 
operation  on  June  30,  of  the  business  of  Messrs.  J.  &  P. 
Coats,  Ltd.,  and  Messrs.  Clark  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  has  taken  place 
is  the  subject  of  considerable  discussion  in  business  circles,  and 
by  no  one,  we  fancy,  will  it  be  received  with  closer  interest 
than  by  the  shareholders  of  Messrs.  James  Chadwick  &  Brother, 
Ltd.  On  the  news  of  the  amalgamation  Coats'  ordinary  shares 
advanced  to  40^  on  the  Glasgow  Exchange,  and  in  Man- 
chester on  Tuesday  they  advanced  to  40^5  x.d.,  London  being 
a  shade  lower  than  these  figures.  These  rates  mark  a  striking 
advance  since  last  week,  when  the  quotation  was  only  35. 
Whether  the  price  is  not  too  inflated  is  a  matter  for  investors 
to  consider.  One  thing  is  certain.  The  amalgamation  will 
practically  bring  about  a  monopoly  of  the  cotton  thread  trade, 
and  as  such  the  change  is  not  likely  to  be  regarded  with  any 
favor  with  English  lovers  of  freedom  in  trade.  Trusts,  rings, 
monopolies,  syndicates,  combinations — call  them  what  you  will 
— have  never  flourished  in  the  free  commercial  atmosphere  of 
this  country,  and  if  we  are  to  regard  the  new  Paisley  move  as  a 
step  nearer  the  perfection  of  a  vast  thread  ring,  it  is  not  likely 
to  have  the  good  wishes  of  business  men  at  large. 

Those  who  have  followed  the  working  of  the  Paisley  thread 
trade  ever  since  the  foundation  of  the  Central  Agency  will  find 
it  difficult  to  look  upon  the  latest  development  without  suspicion. 
The  paid-up  share  and  debenture  capital  of  Messrs.  J.  &  P. 
Coats  amounts  to  five  and  three-quarter  millions,  and  if  new 
shares  are  issued  to  cover  the  purchase  of  Messrs.  Clark's  busi- 
ness, we  have  at  once  a  company  with  a  capital  not  far  short  of 
eight  millions  sterling,  if  it  does  not  exceed  that  amount. 
Messrs.  James  Chadwick  &  Bro.  have  a  paid-up  share  and 
debenture  capital  of  ,£750,000,  which,  though  a  respectable 
figure  enough,  is  small  in  comparison  with  the  vast  totals  given. 
The  question  is  naturally  asked,  in  view  of  this  amalgamation, 
whether  Messrs.  Jonas  Brook  &  Bros.,  of  Huddersfield,  who 
are  members  of  the  Central  Agency,  are  likely  to  be  absorbed. 
As  to  this  no  information  is  at  present  obtainable.  Messrs. 
Brook  have  two  mills,  one  at  Meltham,  the  other  at  Holmforth. 
There  are  other  thread  manufacturers  at  Leicester,  Skipton  and 
in  Lancashire,  but  the  Coats-Clark  combination  far  surpasses  *■ 
them  in  magnitude. — The  Warehouseman  and  Draper. 

The  Review  saw  Messrs.  R.  Henderson  &  Co.,  Canadian 
agents  for  Chadwick  &  Bro.,  Ltd.,  but  Mr.  Henderson  said  he 
had  no  information  on  the  matter.  His  firm  had  never  gone 
into  the  combination,  on  principle,  and  he  thought  the  dry 
goods  trade  of  Canada  should  encourage  those  firms  not  in  the 
monopoly  to  hold  out  by  giving  them  increased  orders  for  their 
spools. 
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IS  JOHN  BULL  A  BETTER  PARTNER  THAN  JONATHAN? 
To  the  Editor  l»nv  Qoods  Review  : 

Dear  Sir, — We  naturally  think  that  biggest  which  looms  up 
most  to  our  own  vision,  and  we  are  so  near  to  "Statia  "  and  see 
so  much  of  her  people  that  we  easily  follow  her  lead  more  than 
those  who  are  far  removed  from  us.  Braggadocio  has  one  ad- 
vantage, it  sets  people  talking  ;  and  though  we  may  know  it  is 
brag,  yet  some  of  it  is  sure  to  stick.  Jonathan  teaches  his 
children  from  the  time  they  leave  the  cradle  right  on  to  their 
graves,  that  theirs  is  the  biggest  country  on  earth — the  biggest 
rivers,  the  biggest  lakes,  the  biggest  mountains,  the  biggest 
everything,  and  the  tarnation  smartest  people  in  the  world  ;  in 
fact,  that  smartness  would  atone  for  everything,  and  enable  you 
to  get  along  without  honesty  and  humanity  when  these  were  not 
convenient.  Now,  we  may  admire  a  smart  fellow,  as  one  some- 
times admires  a  smart  girl.  But  to  take  one  as  a  partner  is 
another  matter.  There  is  always  the  fear  that  in  a  short  time 
your  partner  may  have  your  money  and  you  will  have  the  ex- 
perience. One  would  naturally  prefer  a  partner  who  was  willing 
to  let  you  have  some  of  the  money  as  well  as  the  experience — -to 
live  and  let  live. 

It  was  not  many  years  since  people  across  the  line  thought 
they  would  soon  transfer  the  money  centre  of  the  world  from 
London  to  New  York.  But  they  forgot  they  were  living  largely 
on  borrowed  money.  Britain  is  the  creditor  nation  of  the 
world.  The  published  trade  returns  of  countries  give  usually 
only  the  exports  and  imports.  Home  consumption  is  lost  sight 
of  and  the  movements  of  money  also  It  is  estimated  that 
Britain  receives  annually  from  abroad  $400,000,000  in  interest 
alone,  not  to  speak  of  those  investments  which  pay  nothing. 
Britain  does  nearly  half  of  the  cairying  trade  of  the  world,  and 
it  is  estimated  that  this  in  freight  and  passengers  brings  her  in 
about  $600,000,000  a  year.  So  she  gets  about  $1,000,000,000 
a  year  which  does  not  appear  in  the  usual  trade  returns,  and 
thus  can  afford  to  import  a  few  hundred  millions  a  year  more 
than  she  exports  and  still  have  a  nice  pile  to  the  good.  Now, 
just  here  note  the  difference  between  her  position  and  our  own. 
We  are  a  debtor  nation.  Our  debt  is  owned  abroad  and  not  at 
home.  Like  all  young  countries,  we  had  to  borrow  money  to 
build  our  canals,  railways  and  other  public  works,  and  also  to 
carry  on  many  of  our  other  concerns.  Therefore  we  must  be 
careful  that  the  value  of  our  exports  exceeds  the  value  of  our 
imports  at  least  enough  to  pay  the  interest  we  owe  abroad — and, 
therefore,  every  dollar's  worth  of  goods  that  we  can  manufacture 
here  instead  of  importing  helps  to  reduce  our  foreign  indebted- 
ness and  hasten  the  time  when  we  can  own  our  own  debt.  So 
it  is  impossible  and  impracticable  to  have  free  trade  as  they 
have  in  England,  and  necessary  for  us  to  protect  our  own  in- 
dustries, whether  of  the  field,  the  farm,  the  forest  or  the  factory. 

Jonathan  also  is  a  debtor.  It  is  estimated  that  "  Statia " 
has  to  send  to  Europe  $120,000,000  a  year  for  interest,  as 
much  more  for  the  carrying  trade,  nearly  all  done  on  foreign 
ships,  and  as  much  more  for  her  folks  who  go  abroad,  and  live 
abroad  and  spend  abroad,  or  say  $350,000,000  to  $400,000,000. 
For,  while  no  one  would  question  the  intense  conviction  dwel- 
ling in  the  breast  of  every  American  that  one  man  is  as  good 
as  another  and  better — still  they  really  do  like  a  handle  to  their 
name  and  the  attention  which  servants  who  don't  live  in  the 
land  of  freedom  are  in  the  habit  of  giving.  And  as  they  have 
lots  of  professors,  colonels,  generals,  etc.,  at  home,  no  wonder 
they  go  abroad  for  other  titles.      Thus  it  comes  that  all  their 


surplus  products  and  their  gold  are  swallowed  up  by  the  needs 
of  their  outside  indebtedness. 

Now,  while  we  should  avoid  their  follies,  we  can  learn  from 
their  mistakes.  A  drop  in  their  tariff  on  woolens  of  one-half 
stagnated  that  business  for  1894,  improved  it  in  1895  (when 
they  plunged  heavily),  and  1896  has  brought  the  reaction. 
Thus,  1894  starvation,  1895  gorging,  1896  digestion.  Now,  it 
is  better  to  have  a  moderate  feed  all  the  time,  and  the  best 
thing  for  business  all  round  is  steady,  regular  diet,  neither  dis- 
turbed by  tariff  changes  nor  speculation. 

Clearly,  then,  our  best  partner  for  money  is  Britain. 

Now,  then,  for  commercial  character  as  a  nation.  Britain's 
boast  is  that  her  word  is  as  good  as  her  bond.  The  best  people 
in  "  Statia  "  are  of  the  same  sort,  but  politically  and  nationally 
they  are  not  so  considered  in  Europe.  There  is  a  strong  mis- 
trust, and  not  without  cause,  that  they  will  always  consider 
themselves  first  and  their  creditors  afterwards,  if  convenient. 
This  is  why  their  securities  fell  so  sharply  when  Cleveland  gave 
his  Venezuelan  message.  Their  buying  is  often  purely  specula- 
tive, everyone  trying  to  squeeze  the  other  fellow.  They  will 
put  down  enormous  orders  and  crowd  other  people  out  if  they 
think  the  market  will  advance,  and  then,  if  things  don't  turn 
out  as  expected,  cancel  without  compunction.  This  is,  of  course, 
having  its  effect  in  this  way :  that  they  will  not  always  get  the 
first  chance,  and  manufacturers  will  not  put  themselves  out  of 
the  way  to  cater  for  their  market.  All  the  same,  they  make  it 
very  awkward  for  other  people,  and  unsettle  markets  and  hurt 
legitimate  trade.  So  there  is  no  getting  over  the  fact  that  if  we 
want  a  partner  who  has  money,  who  is  willing  to  lend  it  to  de- 
cent people  on  decent  terms,  who  can  be  trusted  to  do  the  fair 
thing  and  not  squeeze  you  out  of  all  you  have,  John  Bull  is  the 
man  every  time.  Yours  very  truly,

I    SAID    IN    MY    HASTE,    ALL    MEN    ARE    LIARS  !  " 
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PRACTICAL   HINTS   ON  [BUSINESS   SUCCESS. 

WHY  are  some  men  more  successful  in  business  than 
others  ?  writes  W.  P.  M.  in  N.  Y.  Journal  of  Com 
merce.  This  fact  in  human  experience  has  been  variously 
accounted  for,  the  subject  being  a  wide  one.  Thus  gifts  or  ac- 
complishments which  lead  to  success  in  one  direction  may  act 
as  hindrances  in  another.  To  be  successful  in  some  lines  it 
will  be  to  one's  advantage  to  be  born  a  fighter.  That  is 
to  say,  he  must  be  aggressive,  always  on  the  alert  to  stand 
up  for  his  interests  rather  than  literally  to  love  his  neigh- 
bor as  himself.  The  question  under  review  is  not  considered 
on  its  merits  from  a  moral  standpoint,  but  strictly  in  its  practical 
bearings. 

Many  successful  men  who  have  amassed  wealth  have  done 
so  because  every  other  consideration  was  made  to  yield  to  the 
one  of  making  money.  It  may  be  that  they  have  become  more 
grasping  and  unscrupulous  in  proportion  as  the>  felt  the  sense 
of  power  which  large  possessions  are  apt  to  give.  It  is  con- 
sidered that  A.  T.  Stewart,  John  Jacob  Astor,  Cornelius  Van- 
derbilt  of  a  past  generation,  and  Jay  Gould  of  the  present,  de- 
veloped a  genius  for  money-making,  from  better  or  meaner 
motives.  We  know  of  some  men  whose  fortunes  have  been 
amassed  by  money-lending  on  real  estate,  which  property  be- 
came theirs  through  foreclosure,  because  the  borrower  could 
neither  pay  principal  nor  interest ;  others  we  know  who  dis- 
claimed the  right,  although  legally  warranted  to  put  it  in  exe- 
cution. This,  however,  does  not  bear  directly  on  our  main 
question 

Some  men  are  excellent  salesmen,  either  because  they  have 
a  glib  tongue  to  throw  a  glamor  over  the  desirability  of  their 
wares,  or  because  of  personal  magnetism  in  making  the  custo- 
mer like  to  deal  with  such  a  man  in  spite  of  himself.  A  degree 
of  this  faculty  often  makes  up  for  deficiencies,  intellectual  or 
otherwise,  on  the  part  of  the  salesman.  Many  are  successful 
because  their  goods  are  desirable,  as  low  in  price  as  those  of 
competitors  and  popular  in  those  times.  Some  men  have  a 
trick  of  holding  certain  customers  against  all  competition  from 
the  feeling  of  obligation,  either  by  occasionally  getting  them 
bargains  or  in  some  way  or  other  creating  the  impression  that  it 
is  the  buyer's  interest  to  keep  in  with  this  seller. 

Many  a  salesman  loses  his  trade  by  changing  to  an  inferior 
house  on  the  temptation  of  larger  salary ;  as  if  the  traveler 
necessarily  owned  his  connection  and  could  take  it  with  him  to 
the  new  house  represented.  Some  men  are  popular  because 
they  have  imparted  useful  ideas  to  their  customers,  thereby 
helping  them  to  some  extent  to  make  sales.  Habitual  cheer- 
fulness and  a  habit  of  telling  one  good  anecdote  each  time  they 
meet  have  had  a  wonderful  influence  in  drawing  an  order  out  of 
a  buyer  after  his  protestations  of  being  unable  to  grant  a  single 
line.  Croakers,  or  those  who  habitually  look  on  the  gloomy 
side  of  things,  are  likely  to  give  up  in  despair  because  nowhere 
made  welcome. 

No  merchant  needs  to  be  told  too  often  about  hard  times  or 
commercial  stagnation.  Some  men  succeed  because  they  are 
known  to  adhere  to  the  truth  always ;  they  never  represent  a 
thing  different  from  what  it  is ;  at  the  same  time  they  secure 
confidence  by  anticipating  the  wants  of  the  buyer,  making  it 
appear  that  this  is  the  prime  object.  Some  men  become  failures 
because  they  treat  a  buyer  as  if  he  did  not  know  anything,  or,  as 
if  he  had  no  rights  of  choice.  A  customer  may  be  lost  by 
allowing  him  to  find  out  the  merchant  does  not  know  enough 


about  his  business.  While  some  buyers  are  wide-awake  enough 
to  make  their  own  selection  every  time,  more  are  willing  to  be 
set  right  if  the  seller  is  able  to  present  an  alternative.  In  the 
latter  case  the  buyer  is  helped  toward  the  selection,  although 
ostensibly  it  was  conceded  he  had  used  the  right  of  choice. 
Knowledge  of  human  nature  is  a  most  important  factor  in  the 
art  of  selling  goods.  Respectful  attention  and  promptitude  will 
often  make  up  for  the  lack  of  other  faculties,  in  any  calling.  To 
be  always  on  time  at  one's  post  is  a  good  reputation  for  anyone 
serving  the  public.  The  boy  never  late  at  school  bids  fair  to 
win  favor  by  promptness  in  after  life. 

Some  young  merchants  have  scored  a  success  by  sending  an 
immediate  reply  to  an  order  they  were  unable  to  fill,  suggesting 
where  it  might  be  filled.  This  kind  of  alertness  (especially  in 
wholesale)  is  sure  to  be  appreciated,  implying  a  sense  of  obliga- 
tion. Owning  a  useful  patent  has  created  many  a  fortune. 
Certain  houses  get  a  large  share  of  business  by  making  reason- 
able concessions  in  cases  of  emergency  or  distress.  The  man 
who  acts  a  dishonest  part  is  soon  found  out ;  the  strain  to  reputa- 
tion may  outlive  him.  A  clean  record  is  the  best  recommenda- 
tion to  a  renewal  of  credit  after  it  has  once  been  lost. 

Heavy  expenses  cause  many  a  merchant  to  lose  credit  and 
the  confidence  of  friends.  It  may  have  come  from  extravagant 
habits  of  living,  or  from  an  over-ambitious  spirit,  as  if  to  aston- 
ish the  world  by  this  semblance  of  success.  Some  men  can 
work  well  in  a  subordinate  position,  but  could  never  succeed  as 
the  responsible  head.  Over-sensitive  natures  often  break  down, 
and  such  persons  die  before  their  time  because  unequal  to  the 
strain  of  responsibility,  involving  much  care  and  worry.  Stolid 
indifference  has  sometimes  been  utilized  to  good  purpose,  since 
it  often  passes  for  stability  of  character,  inspiring  a  degree  of 
confidence  on  the  part  of  creditor  and  customer.  Verily  "  the 
race  is  not  to  the  swift  nor  the  battle  to  the  strong." 

The  man  may  count  himself  fortunate,  in  any  sphere  in  life, 
who  has  found  his  proper  niche.  Many  a  good  man  never  finds 
it,  but  becomes  a  waif  as  it  were  on  the  billows  of  so-called  fate. 
In  not  a  few  instances  this  is  the  result  of  parental  preference 
misplaced.  Many  a  boy  has  been  obliged  to  learn  a  profession 
who  would  have  shone  as  a  business  man  and  vice  versa.  A 
more  prudent  course  would  have  been  to  test  the  boyish  pre- 
ference for  trade  or  profession  ;  also  to  watch  the  bent  of 
aptitude.  The  origin  of  most  commercial  failures  may  be  set 
down  either  as  insufficient  capital  or  the  giving  of  too  much 
credit. 

While  in  places  remote  from  business  centres  it  may  be  easy 
to  net  a  handsome  profit,  the  crying  evil  of  our  time  is  that  so 
many  fall  into  the  temptation  to  sell  without  adequate  profit. 
This  touches  on  another  topic — one  of  supreme  importance — 
viz.,  commercial  demoralization,  its  cause,  and  dire  results. 
We  are  assured  "  There  is  a  tide  in  the  affairs  of  men,  which 
when  taken  at  its  fiood  will  lead  to  fortune."  "  There  is  no 
royal  road  to  learning  "  ;  neither  can  any  one  path  be  outlined 
which  leads  to  inevitable  success.

THE    MOVEMENT    IN    MONTREAL. 

Montreal  houses  report  a  good  demand  for  dress  goods  of 
all  kinds  suitable  for  quick  consumption.  Checks  have  been 
prominent  in  the  enquiry,  all  kinds  of  designs  of  this  nature 
going  with  a  celerity  that  has  kept  the  market  well  sold  up. 
Fabrics  such  as  covert  cloths  and  homespun  effects  for  suitings 
have  gone  well ;  also  mohair,  alpaca  and  the  like  in  plain  and 
fancy  goods.  Business  for  fall  has  not  opened  out  yet,  but 
rough  effects  of  a  mild  character  in  all  lines  promise  well. 
Plaids  and  tartans  promise  to  be  good  selling  lines  in  plain- 
faced  fancy  worsteds,  silk  and  woolen  goods.  Staple  goods, 
such  as  flannel  suitings,  broadcloths,  henriettas,  cashmeres, 
serges  and  sackings  have  only  moved  as  yet  in  an  indifferent 
sort  of  way. 

Wm.  Agnew  &  Co.  note  a  revival  in  velour  henriettas,  as 
evidenced  by  the  increased  demand  which  they  are  experiencing 
for  these  goods.  They  have  in  stock  a  complete  list  of  all 
numbers,  widths  and  prices  of  these  goods.  They  have  found 
good  demand  for  peau  de  soie  and  black  broche  silks  ;  also 
cheviot  and  estamene  serges. 


NEW    SILK     FABRICS. 

The  preference  shown  for  strongly  lustrous  fabrics,  and  es- 
pecially for  silk  goods  and  silk  and  mohair  mixtures,  brings  into 
use  quantities  of  silk.  In  the  new  combinations  of  alpaca  and 
silk,  we  find  the  latter  generally  preponderating,  and  manufac 
turers  are  all  the  more  readily  inclined  to  cater  to  this  tendency 
because  alpaca,  mohair,  and  other  glossy  wools  have  become 
dear.  Several  of  these  silk  and  mohair  fabrics  are  indeed 
beautiful.  For  instance,  "  Sweet  Marie,"  a  light  summer  stuff 
with  the  texture  very  much  like  mousseline  de  laine,  has  colored 
flower  bouquets  in  silk,  through  which  run  narrow  silk  stripes 
upon  a  delicate  cream  ground.  The  fabric  is  peculiarly  well 
suited  for  blouses.  Most  of  swivelled  silk  alpacas  have  close 
delicate  flower  or  fancy  patterns,  occasionally  in  attractive  color 
combinations,  upon  the  most  glossy  grounds  that  can  be  pro- 
duced. One  of  these  fabrics  has  flowers  of  lettuce  green,  willow 
green,  tan  and  medium  blue,  another  pale  brick-red,  rose  and 
marine  green  ;  again,  others,  heliotrope  and  willow  green,  pale 
blue  and  lettuce  green  or  red,  heliotrope  and  serpent  green. 
The  designs  are  frequently  diversified  by  interrupted  length  or 
diagonal  stripes  of  contrasting  tones. 
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WINDOW    DRESSING. 

A  WELL-ARRANGED  window  without  price  tickets  is  like 
a  well-dressed  man  who  cannot  talk.  Give  him  a  tongue, 
and  his  thoughts  speak.  Give  a  mute  window  the  tongue  of 
tickets  and  you  have  a  salesman  who  never  tires  of  talking  in 
your  interests.  All  that  is  necessary  is  to  give  him  a  new  theme 
— that  is,  change  your  windows  often. 


A  contemporary  describes  a  handy  and  easily  made  de- 
vice for  window  displays  which  will  interest  merchants  not 
desiring  to  go  to  any  great  expense  in  dressing  the  window, 
but  are  awake  to  the  value  of  showing  new 
goods  well.  From  the  accompanying 
illustrations  it  will  be  seen  that  the  con- 
trivance is  very  simple  mechanically,  and 
when  draped  is  calculated  to  show  off 
dress  stuffs,  silks,  laces,  wash  goods  or  any 
soft  material. 

The  cut  here  given  represents  a  silk 
drapery.  To  drape  with  silk,  fold  the  silk 
in  middle,  lengthways  of  the  piece,  so  that 
the  two  selvage  edges  come  together,  then 
drape  in  graceful  folds  with  the  double- 
fold  or  centre  of  the  silk  out  or  towards 
you.  Go  around  the  form,  throwing  a 
fold  over  each  arm  of  the  cross  ;  the  first  fold  hanging  low  just 
so  as  not  to  touch.  Go  around  after  this 
fashion  shortening  each  succeeding  fold, 
making  in  all  four  or  five  folds.  The 
effect  is  decidedly  handsome,  especially 
with  soft  silks  that  it  is  difficult  to  dis- 
play well,  ordinarily.  No  pins  are  neces- 
sary and  the  stuff  is  not  mussed. 

The  height  of  the  form  should  be 
about  twenty-seven  inches  and  the  length 
of  arms  nine  or  ten  inches. 

In  trimming  with  lace  a  background 
of  some  pretty  color  may  be  draped  or 
hung  from  each  arm.  A  lace  window 
with  a  color  scheme  of  a  single  tone  is 
very  attractive  when  properly  carried  out.

One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  attached  to  photographing  a 
window  display  is  the  reflection  in  the  plate  glass  front  of  the 
buildings  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street  and  of  the  passing 
throng.  Many  trimmers  will  thank  us  for  indicating  a  success- 
ful way  in  which  their  efforts  may  be  taken  by  the  camera  with- 
out this  annoying  feature.  If  the  artist  will  provide  himself  with 
a  black  curtain,  mounted  at  each  end  on  wooden  poles,  nothing 
more  will  be  needed  ;  it  must  be  of  sufficient  size  to  screen  the 
largest  window,  and  a  centre  aperture  must  be  cut  in  order  to 
insert  the  camera.  This  curtain,  when  held  in  place  by  assis- 
tants, will  cut  off  the  undesirable  reflection  and  still  admit  light 
sufficient  for  all  purposes  from  the  top  and  sides.  An  additional 
advantage  will  be  that  the  sensitized  plate  may  be  given  as  long 
an  exposure  as  desired.  When  not  in  use  the  curtain  can  be 
rolled  on  the  standards  and  thus  be  easily  carried  about  from 
place  to  place. 

A  great  many  merchants  and  window  trimmers  who  are  fully 
alive  to  the  importance  and  advertising  value  of  show  windows 
lack  an  appreciation  of  the  necessity  of  keeping  the  displays  of 


goods  in  the  interior  of  the  store  attractive  and  up-to-date.  They 
devote  time  and  expense  in  arranging  goods  in  their  front 
windows  in  a  manner  that  will  attract  trade,  but  leave  the  goods 
inside  the  store  practically  unchanged  from  month  to  month. 
Window  displays,  says  The  Dry  Goods  Reporter,  are  excellent 
things,  but  they  will  not  make  sales  if  the  goods  about  the  store 
are  slovenly  arranged.  It  is  a  great  thing  to  arouse  the  interest 
of  a  probable  buyer,  and  to  get  him  inside  the  store.  This  the 
show  window  does.  But  when  once  inside  everything  depends 
upon  what  he  sees  and  hears  there.  Be  sure  that  he  sees  an 
interior  that  is  neat,  and  an  arrangement  of  goods  that  is  con- 
sistent with  what  he  saw  in  the  window.  It  is  in  the  province 
of  the  window  trimmer  to  make  a  tasty  display  of  goods  above 
the  shelving  or  at  other  places  in  the  interior  of  the  store. 


A    NOVEL   GLOVE    DISPLAY. 

An  exchange  gives  a  suggestion  for  a  glove  display  which  is 
a  sufficient  departure  from  stereotyped  ways  of  handling  hand 
wear  to  assure  an  attractive  window. 

Comparatively  few  gloves  are  needed,  and  these  are  stretched 
upon  dummy  hands  and  projected  through  a  sheet  of  paper  or 
of  cloth,  placed  about  two  feet  from  the  front  of  the  window 
and  extending  to  the  top.  The  gloved  hands  present  a  very 
natural  appearance.  These  are  enough  in  themselves  for  a  very 
creditable  display,  but  the  trim  can  take  in  other  goods,  the 
sheet  through  which  the  hands  project  being  utilized  on  which 
to  pin  handkerchiefs  or  laces,  and  the  space  in  front  affords 
room  for  anything  which  will  not  be  out  of  harmony.

THE  DBY  GOODS  ANTHEM. 
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IMPORTS    DECLINING    AT  NEW  YORK.

THE  imports  of  dry  goods  continue  to  show  a  remarkable 
decline.  In  the  first  five  months  of  the  calendar  year  the 
total  entries  at  this  port  were  valued  at  $53,300,000,  against 
$66,200,000  the  same  time  last  year,  a  decrease  of  almost  $13,- 
000,000,  or  about  20  per  cent.  The  heaviest  declines  were  in 
woolens  and  silks.  Nearly  half  of  the  shrinkage  was  in  woolens 
alone.  Three  causes  can  be  given  for  this  sudden  fluctuation. 
First,  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  business  in  the  home  mar- 
ket, which  checks  importations  ;  second,  the  better  state  of 
foreign  markets,  which  lessened  the  inducements  here  ;  and, 
third,  a  spirit  of  caution  in  importing  circles  caused  by  the  over- 
importations  of  1895.  As  a  result,  domestic  manufacturers 
complain  less  of  foreign  competition,  and  less  gold  has  gone 
abroad  in  payment  for  imports  ;  but  the  national  revenue  has 
suffered  considerably.  If  a  further  advance  in  the  tariff  is  to  be 
expected,  we  may  look  for  another  spasmodic  rush  of  imports 
beforehand  and  a  fresh  derangement  in  certain  textile  markets, 
to  say  nothing  of  a  possible  fresh  stimulus  to  gold  shipments. 
The  desirability  of  a  stable  tariff  was  never  more  apparent  than 
to-day.

time,  there  is  no  possibility  of  the  snap  becoming  unfastened.

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DISHONORING     DRAFTS. 

THOSE  wholesale  houses  who  have  been  subjected  to  a 
great  deal  of  annoyance  in  the  treatment  of  drafts  by  out- 
of-town  customers,  will  fully  endorse  the  sentiments  expressed 
by  The  Chicago  Apparel  Gazette.  That  journal  says  :  "  There 
are  too  many  who  are  injuring  themselves  irreparably  by  refus- 
ing to  honor  drafts  that  are  drawn  upon  them  for  bills  that  are 
due.  There  are  few  things  that  will  arouse  a  man  to  a  state  of 
greater  disgust  towards  a  customer  than  to  have  a  draft  that  has 
been  honestly  drawn  returned  unpaid.  An  account  is  overdue, 
and  a  statement  is  sent  which  says  that  unless  a  remittance 
is  made  before  a  certain  date  a  draft  will  be  drawn  for  the 
amount.  No  attention  is  paid  to  this,  which  the  seller  takes  as 
meaning  that  the  draft  will  be  honored,  and,  consequently,  when 
the  time  allowed  has  elapsed,  a  draft  is  made,  only  to  be 
returned  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  without  comment.  It  is  not 
only  an  unbusinesslike  transaction,  but  it  is  a  positive  insult 
to  the  wholesaler  to  treat  his  request  in  such  a  manner.  Fre- 
quently the  most  trivial  and  absurd  excuses  are  given  for  dis- 
honoring drafts.  A  claim  of  50  or  75c.  for  freight,  if  the  goods 
were  to  be  delivered,  or  a  similar  amount  tor  damaged  goods  or 
something  of  the  kind.  But  even  allowing  that  the  claim  may 
be  a  just  one,  is  it  not  a  thousand  times  better  and  more  honor- 
able to  pay  the  full  amount  of  the  draft,  notify  the  house  of  the 
slight  discrepancy  or  overlooked  rebate  and  politely  request  an 
adjustment  ?  There  is  not  a  respectable  house  in  the  country 
that  would  not  see  that  the  claim  met  with  an  immediate  recog- 
nition. Buyers  fail  to  appreciate  the  annoyance  that  it  gives 
sellers  as  well  as  banks  by  having  drafts  returned  when  they  are 
rightfully  due,  and   should  meet  with  prompt  acceptance  and 


payment.  To  say  that  you  'have  written  '  or  'will  settle  with 
their  traveling  representative  '  are  paltry  and  lame  excuses,  will 
only  hurt  you  in  many  ways,  and  will  put  you  under  suspicion 
as  being  a  man  who  desires  to  be  unfair  and  tricky  in  business 
affairs.  Endeavor  to  err  on  the  side  of  right  and  you  will  always 
be  fairly  dealt  with."

HAMILTON,  Out, 
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SHORTER    TERMS    OF   CREDIT. 

DURING  the  past  month  the  Montreal  wholesale  branch  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  have  sent  out  a  circular  to  the  trade 
generally  in  Montreal  and  Quebec  urging  that  credits  should  be 
shortened.  It  was  pointed  out  that  already  in  many  lines, 
notably  carpets,  men's  furnishings  and  millinery,  many  of  the 
houses  had  adopted  the  four  months  basis. 

The  evils  consequent  upon  long  dating  were  fully  exposed 
and  dwelt  upon  by  The  Dry  Goods  Review  over  two  years 
ago.  In  interviews  that  it  had  with  leading  members  of  the 
trade  in  Montreal  and  Toronto,  it  was  elicited  that  without 
exception  they  were  in  favor  of  shortening  the  terms  of  credit 
on  many  lines.  Since  then  a  certain  amount  of  reform  has 
been  effected,  but  there  is  yet  room  for  more,  and  it  would 
appear  that  matters  are  in  fair  shape  to  effect  it.  All 
the  replies  that  have  been  received  by  Secretary  Irwin, 
at  Montreal,  are  favorable  to  shorter  terms  of  credit, 
with  the  single  exception  of  English  woolens.  On  these  the 
representatives  of  English  houses  allow  a  long  term,  and  for 
this  reason  there  is  a  reluctance  to  sell  these  four  months. 
When  the  conditions  which  govern  sales  made  by  English 
houses  are  analysed,  however,  the  real  difference  is  not  so  great. 
For  instance,  an  importer  buys  goods  from  an  English  agent. 
They  are  dated  six  months  from  the  first  of  September.  The 
goods  are  shipped  to  the  importer  in  August,  and  when  the 
goods  arrive  the  duty  and  freight  have  to  be  paid  promptly  be- 
fore delivery.  This  means  from  37^  to  40  per  cent,  of  their 
value  that  has  to  be  paid  down  on  the  nail,  net  cash.  With  the 
same  goods  bought  from  a  Canadian  jobber  the  case  is  different. 


The  buyer  gets  the  goods  in  July,  and  if  the  reform  is  effected 
they  will  be  dated  four  months  from  the  1st  of  October.  He 
has  no  duty  to  pay,  however,  and  the  cost  of  the  package, 
which,  in  the  original  English  one,  is  from  15s.  to  20s.,  is 
much  lighter  in  the  Canadian  one.  Whereas,  therefore,  the 
dealer  gets  an  extra  month  by  purchasing  from  the  English 
agent,  it  is  open  to  argument  whether  this  is  not  more  than 
offset  by  the  fact  of  the  extra  cost  of  package  and  the  payment 
°f  37/^  to  4°  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  the  goods  net  cash. 

The  Montreal  association  have  held  several  meetings  during 
the  month,  and  finally  decided  that  as  an  association  they 
would  take  no  action,  but  that  the  members  individually  would 
use  every  effort  to  have  the  terms  on  all  goods  shortened.

The  same  shipment  included  dimities  and 
crepons  in  the  latest  effects,  also  Persian  muslins.  The  patterns 
in  all  these  goods  are  new  and  original  with  this  firm  alone  in 
this  market.  The  shipment  is  now  in  stock  and  orders  will  be 
promptly  attended  to. 

COMMENCING    STOCK-TAKING. 

All  the  big  general  houses  in  Montreal  commenced  stock- 
taking on  the  26th.  They  will  be  through  in  the  course  of  a 
day  or  so,  and  their  different  traveling  staffs  will  start  out  in  real 
earnest  on  their  campaign  of  hunting  for  fall  orders.

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AN    ANECDOTE    OF    THE    TRADE. 

THE  trade  jubilee  of  Mr.  Robert  Maule,  of  Robert  Maule 
&  Son,  Edinburgh,  was  lately  celebrated,  and,  in  reply  to 
an  address  from  his  assistants,  told  the  following  story  of  his 
earl)  career  : 

"  I  went  direct  to  Glasgow,  called  only  at  one  warehouse — 
Stewart  &  McDonald's — and  was  engaged  by  Mr.  McDonald,  in 
my  eyes  to  this  day  a  Napoleon  in  the  drapery  trade.  (Ap- 
plause.) I  will  give  you  an  incident  that  occurred  on  the  first 
afternoon  I  entered.  I  was  placed  in  the  French  merino  de- 
partment. A  customer  was  brought  who  wanted  to  see  a  cer- 
tain merino.  The  assistant  next  me  showed  me  where  the 
goods  were  ;  they  were  high  up  beyond  my  reach.  I  looked 
round  the  department  for  steps,  but  could  see  none.  I  went 
round  to  the  next  department,  being  the  linen,  and  was  helping 
myself  to  a  pair  of  steps,  when  the  head  of  the  department 
rushed  forward,  clutched  the  steps,  shouting  to  me  :  '  You  dare 
not  take  these ;  it  is  against  the  rule.'  (Laughter.)  I  looked 
at  him  for  a  moment.  'Are  you  trying  to  see  what  is  in 
the  young  man  from  the  country  ?  '  rushed  through  my  mind 
(laughter) — and  being  anxious  about  the  customer,  with  an 
almost  superhuman  power  I  took  the  steps  from  the  head  of  the 
department,  and  served  my  customer,  after  which  I  replaced 
them.  (Laughter  and  applause.)  Shortly  he  came  to  me,  and  said, 
'You  did  wrong,  and  don't  try  it  again.'  I  said,  defiantly,  'If 
the  same  circumstances  arise  to-morrow,  I  shall  do  the  same 
thing  ' — (applause) — feeling  that  if  every  department  should 
have  a  pair  of  steps,  that  someone  had  broken  the  rules,  and 
taken  away  the  merino  steps.  Before  the  close  of  the  day  I  got 
to  know  that  I  had  had  a  stand-up  fight  with  the  oldest  hand  in 
the  retail — (laughter) — a  great  favorite  with  Mr.  Stewart,  and 
fellow  elder  in  a  free  church.  Well,  this  made  me  think  there 
would  be  at  least  a  courtmartial — (laughter) — but  no.  He,  Mr. 
Mason  by  name,  and  there  are  some  here  to-night  who  knew  him 
for  many  years — (applause) — came  around  to  me  next  day  very 
bland  and  pleasant,  and  asked  me  where  1  came  from  ;  I  told 
him  I  came  from  Kincardine.  When  he  heard  the  place  named, 
Kincardine,  he  appeared  as  if  an  electric  shock  had  passed  up 
and  down  his  spine.  You  quite  understand  I  am  putting  it  in 
a  little  strong  here — (laughter  and  applause) — but  he  shortly 
came  to  himself.  From  that  day  onward  we  were  great  friends. 
(Applause.)" 


CYCLING    FOR    WOMEN. 

IN  the  current  issue  of  The  Nineteenth  Century  Dr.  W.  H. 
Kenton,  M.A.,  M.D.,  has  an  article  on  cycling  for  ladies,  in 
which  he  states  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  exercise  is  very  healthy 
and  beneficial.  We  are  pleased  to  think  that  the  learned  doctor 
approves  of  it,  though  we  are  inclined  to  believe  that,  did  he 
not  do  so,  his  opinion  would  have  had  but  little  effect  upon  the 
present  violent  boom  in  cycling  among  ladies.  Dr.  Fenton  also 
indulges  in  a  few  observations  upon  the  question  of  dress,  which, 
he  declares,  heavily  handicaps  the  female  rider,  and  it  is  with 
this  portion  of  his  article  that  we  disagree  ;  because  one  has 
only  to  make  a  tour  of  inspection  of  the  leading  wholesale 
drapery  houses,  to  find  not  one  but  dozens  of  cleverly  designed 
cycling  costumes,  in  which  absolute  comfort  in  riding  is  com- 
bined with  a  due  respect  to  the  susceptibilities  of  that  egregious 
old  fogey,  Mrs.  Grundy.  The  subject  of  dress,  however,  is  but 
a  secondary  one  with  Dr.  Fenton,  though,  as  far  as  he  is  con- 
cerned  with  costumes,  he  advocates  high  collars  and  tight-fitting 


sleeves  ;  while  as  to  under-clothing  he  advises  lady  riders  to 
wear  warm  absorbent  garments,  and  to  avoid  those  made  of  cot- 
ton. It  is  when  he  studies  cycling  as  a  remedy  for  the  ills  that 
young  lady  shop  assistants  are  heir  to  that  the  learned  medico 
gets  enthusiastic  ;  for  he  declares  that  a  girl  who  has  to  stand 
for  hours  and  hours  behind  a  counter  gets  relief  untold  from  an 
evening  spin  on  her  "  bike.''  It  improves  her  circulation,  re- 
moves the  aches  and  pains  that  tend  to  make  her  prematurely 
old,  and  generally  exhilarates  her. — Drapery  World. 


ENGLISH  TRAVELERS  AND  THE  RAILWAYS. 

The  leading  railway  companies  in  England  have  come  to  an 
important  decision  with  reference  to  commercial  travelers.  On 
and  after  July  i  commercial  travelers  will  be  granted  tickets, 
ist,  2nd  and  3rd  class,  for  return  to  their  homes  from  Friday  to 
Monday  at  single  fare  for  the  double  journey,  to  all  places 
over  thirty  miles  distant.  In  order  to  prevent  fraud, 
travelers  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  this  privilege  must 
be  members  of  the  Commercial  Travelers'  Association  or 
kindred  bodies,  who  furnish  them  with  a  ticket  of  mem- 
bership and  a  form  to  be  filled  up  when  applying  for  railway 
tickets.  The  association  ticket  of  membership  will  bear  on  it  a 
photograph  of  the  member,  and  the  presentation  of  this  unques- 
tionable testimony  will  secure  him  the  advantages  of  the  new 
regulation. 

PARASOLS    ACTIVE. 

June  with  the  retailers  is  always  a  busy  month  in  this  de- 
partment, probably  the  most  active  one  of  the  year.  Just  at 
present,  the  few  drops  of  rain  we  have  had  have  made  umbrella 
counters  in  the  big  retail  stores  as  busy  as  a  beehive.  The 
holiday  season  just  commencing  makes  it  necessary  for  those 
going  out  of  town  to  prepare  themselves  for  every  emergency, 
and  to  make  the  less  fortunate,  who  remain  at  home,  carry 
some  protection  for  one's  self  against  old  Sol's  rays.  The  sea- 
son, although  dry,  has  been  a  good  one,  and,  at  present,  that  as- 
sorting is  active  is  demonstrated  by  the  Irving  Umbrella  Co. 
working  overtime.  The  feeling  for  steel  rods  is  strong,  and 
orders  on  this  style  reported  better  than  on  wood  sticks,  es- 
pecially so  in  the  better  grades. 

Navies,  to  some  extent,  are  seen  in  the  store  windows  at 
$1.50  with  natural  wood  handles,  and  $2.25  for  steel  rods  with 
Dresden  knobs. 

Cream  parasols,  for  the  hot  weather,  are  good  property,  in 
frills,  and  also  without,  the  latter  being  entirely  plain,  and  have 
white  ribs  and  handles. 

A    HANDSOME    STORE. 

The  Hudson  Bay  Co.  have  lately  moved  into  their  new 
premises  erected  by  them  at  Portage  la  Prairie,  Man. 

Their  store  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  and  is  a 
handsome  white  brick,  fitted  with  all  modern  improvements,  and 
contains  basement,  first  and  second  flats.  The  windows  are 
large,  and  fitted  with  plate  glass  mirrors;  and  a  new  feature  in 
the  dry  goods  department,  which  has  a  good  effect,  is  mirrors  at 
intervals  the  full  length  of  the  store.  The  grocery  department 
is,  perhaps,  one  of  the  most  attractive  in  the  Dominion.

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SOMETHING    ABOUT   THE    METRIC    SYSTEM. 

THERE  is  a  good  deal  of  talk  about  the  metric  system  com- 
ing into  vogue  in  the  United  States,  and  in  Great  Britain 
too.  There  are  strong  agitations  in  both  countries,  and  a  bill 
is  actually  before  Congress,  but  in  the  meantime  a  compulsory 
change  is  not  likely.  That  its  adoption  may  come  soon  is  not 
improbable,  and  then  Canada  would  have  to  fall  into  line  with 
the  Mother  Country  and  the  States,  her  two  biggest  customers. 

A  Boston  reporter  has  been  asking  various  authorities  how 
the  metric  system  would  work.  Dr.  Gould,  of  Cambridge, 
stated :  "  To-day  the  metric  system  is  generally  understood 
in  the  Uuited  States.  Everybody  who  has  had  a  grammar 
school  training  should  know  it  by  heart,  because  no  intelligent 
person  has  dared  to  say  that  it  is  difficult  to  learn.  Of  course, 
it  is  not  common  in  every-day  life ;  that  is,  a  housewife  would 
be  looked  upon  as  an  ignorant  foreigner  or  a  person  of  unsound 
mind  if  she  should  ask  her  grocer  for  a  kilogram  of  tea  or  a  litre 
of  milk,  or  inquire  at  a  dry  goods  store  for  the  price  of  two 
metres  of  blue  ribbon,  a  decimetre  wide  and  all  silk. 

"  The  decimal  system,  you  know,  originated  from  the  fact 
that  there  are  ten  figures,  ten  digits,  in  a  man's  hands.  The 
United  States  used  the  decimal  system  first,  as  the  basis  for  its 
coinage  formula.  Then  France  took  the  hint,  and  put  it  into 
tables  of  weights  and  measurement.  But  the  metric  system  is 
not,  as  some  encyclopedias  say,  the  'modern  French  system.' 
It  was  never  exclusively  French,  but  an  international  system. 
It  belongs  to  the  whole  world. 

"  Its  use  is  now  obligatory  all  over  the  world,  excepting  in 
Russia,  England  and  the  United  States.  Russia  is  ready  to 
adopt  it  whenever  we  do.  And  England,  usually  conservative, 
is  agitating  the  subject  with  considerable  liveliness.  I  should 
be  exceedingly  mortified,"  said  the  doctor,  smiling,  "  if  England 
should  get  in  ahead  of  us.  But  I  think  there  is  no  likelihood 
that  the  British  will  take  up  the  metric  unit  before  we  do.  The 
Hurley  bill  will  pass ;  it  must  pass.  Then  we  should  have  but 
one  legal  system  of  weights  and  measures.  We  shall  no  longer 
have  thirty  or  forty  different  kinds  of  pounds  and  miles,  but 
one  universal  pound  and  one  universal  mile. 

"  The  people  of  this  country  should  take  to  the  system 
easily.  It  is  now  understood  so  well  throughout  the  country 
that  it  will  come  into  use  without  serious  trouble.  We  have  had 
thirty  years'  training,  with  no  serious  opposition.  Ten  or  fifteen 
years  ago  the  people  knew  the  system  better,  but  because  it  has 
been  slow  in  coming  they  have  inclined  to  forget  it.  It  is  per- 
fectly clear  in  all  its  simplicity  to-day  to  all  reputable  scientific 
men,  to  persons  who  have  traveled  in  Europe,  to  druggists  and 
many  Government  employes,  and  to  European  immigrants— not 
to  speak  of  people  in  general  who  are  well  educated. 

"  The  changes,  you  see,  will  be  in  favor  of  the  people  every 
time.  A  kilogram  is  more  than  two  pounds,  and  thirty  grams 
is  more  than  one  ounce  ;  and  the  labor  and  liability  to  error  in 
calculating  are  unspeakably  less.  The  only  thing  worth  con- 
sidering in  the  way  is  the  long  names  ;  but  we  shall  have  Eng- 
lish equivalents  of  them  in  spelling  and  pronunciation,  and 
with  our  high  rate  of  intelligence,  higher  than  that  of  Europe, 
we  should  take  to  the  metric  system  easily. 

"  I  won't  take  to  it  at  all,"  said  a  butcher.  "  I  was  brought 
up  to  talk  hundredweight,  pounds  and  quarters.  You  might 
as  well  try  to  make  me  leave  off  English  and  talk  Dutch." 

"  The  Hurley  bill's  a  joke  ;  that's  what  it  is,"  observed  a  dry 
goods  dealer.      "  But  I'm  not  running  the  Government.       [f  it 


wants  to  adopt  this  new-fangled  system,  why,  let  it  go  ahead. 
Only  there's  no  Government  on  earth  that  can  compel  me  to 
measure  cloth  and  such  stuff  by  any  other  system  than  that 
which  my  customers  use.  And  I  think  it  will  be  a  long  time 
before  the  people  stop  talking  as  they  do  now." 

Another  person  was  logical  and  to  the  point  in  his  answer  : 
"  Nations  are  very  careful  and  slow  in  radical  reforms,"  said  he. 
"  People  are  not  evenly  enough  educated  to  adopt  new  systems 
for  everyday  use,  to  think  in  metres  and  litres  and  kilograms, 
as  if  those  terms  were  second  nature  to  them.  Consider  the 
case  with  the  French.  They  abolished  their  money  piece,  the 
sou,  a  hundred  years  ago,  and  substituted  the  5  centimes  piece. 
But  the  sou  is  as  common  to-day  in  France  as  it  ever  was.  So 
if  the  metric  system  were  introduced  here,  we  should  keep  right 
on  talking  in  quarts  and  feet  and  inches."

"  There  is  another  point,"  said  a  man  to  The  Review,

but  they  don't  guarantee  6  lbs.  to  the  spindle,  and  when  you 
weigh  them  you  will  find  about  5^  lbs."

Darling.  The  sale  for  all  the  fine  makes  in  valenciennes,  etc., 
in  white  and  butter  is  very  good.  Lines  of  ladies'  ribbed  under- 
wear, bleached  and  unbleached,  the  latter  retailing  at  10c,  are 
reported.  Fast  black  cotton  hosiery,  which  is  a  specialty  with 
the  house,  is  in  demand.  A  2-inch  black  belt  ribbon,  retailing 
1 5c.  per  yard,  is  a  feature. 


REDUCTION     IN     AMERICAN     PRINTS. 

The  chief  feature  in  the  United  States  market  for  prints  last 
week  was  the  reduction  in  price  of  the  American  indigo  blues 
to  4c.  per  yard,  a  lower  price  than  these  goods  have  ever 
touched  before.  The  general  effect  upon  the  market  has  not 
been  important.  It  will  allow  jobbers  to  sell  these  prints  ^c. 
per  yard  lower  than  before.

NEW  YORK 
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REPORTS    FROM    THE    WEST. 

SATISFACTORY  reports  of  the  Northwest  were  given  to 
THE  Review  this  week  by  Mr.  J.  I).  Allan,  of  A.  A.  Allan 
&  Co.,  who  has  just  returned  from  an  extended  trip  there.  Mr. 
Allan  has  gone  west  once  a  year  for  about  13  years,  and  notes 
a  steady  and  marked  improvement  in  the  material  prosperity  of 
the  country.  The  cattle  trade  has  grown  to  respectable  dimen- 
sions, and  while  the  present  rainy  season  has  interfered  some- 
what with  the  Manitoba  wheat  crop,  further  west  on  the  prairies 
the  moist  spring  has  resulted  in  fine  pasturage,  from  which 
stockmen  will  sensibly  benefit.  The  people  of  the  west,  Mr. 
Allan  says,  are  evidently  getting  better  off  as  a  whole,  farm 
buildings  show  improved  appearance,  and  there  is  far  less  tend- 
ency to  discount  future  crops.  Merchants  adhere  to  a  cash 
business  with  much  persistence,  and  the  trade  outlook  is,  on  the 
whole,  distinctly  favorable.  Both  in  the  rich  Kootenay  district 
of  British  Columbia  and  about  Rat  Portage,  in  northwest  On- 
tario, the  country  is  evidently  on  the  eve  of  a  mining  expansion 
of  no  speculative  character,  but  based  on  actual  results  and  on 
the  proved  resources  of  these  rich  territories.  Some  of  the  Jo- 
hannesberg  people,  who  are  feeling  the  set-back  to  mining  there 
due  to  the  South  African  troubles,  are  going  into  the  Kootenay, 
and  the  future  development  is  very  promising.  Mr.  Allan,  who 
is  a  stalwart  Canadian  and  an  admirer  of  British  institutions, 
notes  with  satisfaction  that  in  our  mining  districts  law  and  order 
prevail  and  authority  is  respected.  The  rough  types  who  come 
over  the  border  from  the  States  from  lawless  mining  camps  re 
cognize  the  difference  in  our  laws  and  act  accordingly. 


MODERN    NAME    ABSURDITIES. 

nHE  modern  vernacular  as  applied  to  textile  fabrics  is  one

of  the  surprises  of  this  fertile  day  and  age.  Men  who  from 
boyhood  beginnings  have  grown  grey  in  the  dry  goods  business 
are  daily  confronted  with  words,  trade  terms  and  phrases  so  new 
and  startling  as  to  cause  them  to  look  for  a  modern  Babel  to 
keep  company  with  the  apparent  confusion  of  tongues. 

The  modern  dry  goods  neologist  (says  The  Dry  Goods  Eco- 
nomist) gropes  not  in  the  ancient  classics  nor  in  a  modern 
Thesaurus  for  his  vocabulary,  but  boldly  plucks  from  any  source 
a  name  for  the  article  which  is  to  be  brought  into  notice.  An 
ordinary  storm  serge  woven  to  produce  a  seeded  effect  is  classed 
by  some  departments  as  "  sharkhide."     This  term  is  readily  un- 


derstood by  barbers  as  applied  to  razor  strops,  but  no  lady 
would  care  to  boast  of  being  attired  in  sharkhide,  and  the  aver- 
age country  merchant  would  be  groping  in  Egyptian  darkness 
so  far  as  knowing  what  was  being  quoted. 

A  manufacturer,  long  in  the  embroidery  business,  who  ought 
to  know  the  technical  terms  for  embroidery  of  all  kinds,  was 
asked  by  a  dress  goods  man  if  he  had  a  "  pompadour."  Being 
a  bald-headed  man  he  disclaimed  any  pretensions,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  display  his  types.  Imagine  his  surprise  to  see  the 
dress  goods  man  take  up  a  piece  of  embroidery  with  a  very 
coarse  round  thread  prominently  thrown  to  the  surface,  and 
call  it  a  "pompadour."' 

Fine  silk  and  linen  batiste  comes  to  us  this  season  under 
the  gauzy  name  of  chiffon.  India  linen  is  brought  out  by  one 
house  as  linen  de  India;  and  another,  not  to  be  outdone, 
classes  this  fabric  as  India  linon.  Common  4c.  lawn,  starched 
stiff  enough  to  stand  alone,  masquerades  under  the  sobriquet  of 
batiste.  Ordinary  cheviots  are  termed  piccadillies,  a  name  also 
applied  to  shoes,  hats,  and  collars.  Domestic  dress  goods, 
woven  on  looms  old  enough  to  vote,  are  termed  printed  warps. 
New  and  appropriate  names  for  old  favorities  may  be  all  right 
to  arrest  attention  and  bring  them  into  notice,  but  modern  mis- 
applications frequently  indicate  flashes  of  incipient  insanity.  It 
has  been  well  said  that  "  the  greatest  thoughts  are  the  simplest, 
and  so  are  the  greatest  men."  Let  us  have  a  little  more  sim- 
plicity in  trade  terms  for  staple  articles.

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SHERBROOKE  TO  HAVE  A  CARPET  FACTORY. 

IT  is  learned  that  the  location  of  the  new  Brussels  Carpet  Co. 
will  be  at  Sherbrooke.  Mr.  Talbot,  the  promoter,  has 
favored  that  city  as  a  suitable  point  on  account  of  the  splendid 
water  power,  shipping  and  other  facilities  available.  The  new 
company's  will  be  the  only  Brussels  carpet  plant  in  Canada,  and 
the  market  for  the  article  is  very  large.  Mr.  Talbot,  who  is 
looking  after  the  organization  of  the  company,  is  a  practical 
man,  having  commenced  the  trade  of  carpet  weaving  in  England 
at  the  early  age  of  eight,  and  since  that  time  has  been  constantly 
employed  in  the  different  branches  of  the  carpet  industry.  He 
brought  the  first  plant  of  English  carpet  machinery  to  the 
U.S.  in  1870,  and  since  that  date  has  established  and  managed 
several  of  the  large  concerns  now  in  successful  operation  in 
that  country.  About  a  year  ago  he  and  his  brother  came  over 
to  Canada,  bringing  with  them  a  complete  Brussels  carpet  plant, 
and  located  in  Ontario,  where,  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  E. 
Cockroft,  they  operated  a  successful  business,  and  have  in  that 
short  time  succeeded  in  placing  their  goods  in  the  hands  of  the 
leading  trade  throughout  the  Dominion.  Owing  to  the  growth 
of  their  trade  they  now  find  their  present  premises  too  small 
and  the  location  unsuitable.  They  decided  that  Sherbrooke 
was  most  suitable  for  their  purpose,  and  it  is  now  almost  a  cer- 
tainty that  the  new  industry  will  be  in  successful  operation  there 
by  the  1st  of  January  next.  The  new  company  will  be  organ- 
ized under  the  name  of  the  Talbot  Brussels  Carpet  Co.  of  Sher- 
brooke. It  is  expected  to  employ  about  three  hundred  hands, 
and  to  pay  out  in  wages  over  $75,000  annually. 


FAST    BLACK. 

The  permanent  value  of  fast  black  goods  depends  upon 
their  being  what  they  claim  to  be.  This  is  a  case  where  a  name 
comes  in.  The  name  of  Louis  Hermsdorf  is  now  synonymous 
with  perfect  black  dyeing,  and  the  hosiery  and  gloves  with  that 
brand  upon  them  sell  owing  to  that  very  fact.  There  is,  of 
course,  something  due  to  the  scientific  skill  and  knowledge 
which  invented  the  processes  that  produce  perfect  results.  But 
the  genius  of  keeping  the  product  ever  up  to  the  standard  is 
also  a  vital  element,  and  this  is  one  of  the  secrets  of  the  Herms- 
dorf popularity — an  unchanging  hue,  and  a  never-varying  ex- 
cellence. 


THE    SEALSKIN     HARVEST. 

The  sealing  vessels  which  have  so  far  arrived  at  Victoria, 
B.C.,  report  only  fair  catches  for  this  season.  The  Labrador, 
Capt.  Haan,  reports  a  total  of  94  skins  :  she  is  one  of  the  small 
schooners  of  the  fleet,  and  her  catch,  therefore,  is  not  so  unsatis- 
factory as  would  seem.  The  luck  of  Capt.  Gould,  of  the  Carrie 
C.  W.,  is  also  poor,  he  having  secured  only  169  skins  ;  but 
these  are  fine  large  pelts  and  should  bring  good  prices.  The 
schooner  Sapphire  has  returned  to  Clayoquot  to  fit  out  for  her 
Behring  sea  cruise.  Her  skipper,  Capt.  William  Cox,  returned 
home  recently  and  reports  a  catch  of  418  skins. 


Aubrey  Larke,  for  1 1  years  salesman  in  the  staple  depart- 
ment of  John  White  &  Co.,  Woodstock,  Ont.,  was  presented 
before  leaving,  by  his  fellow  employes,  with  a  pair  of  opera 
glasses  and  a  fountain  pen.

In  art 
goods  a  range  of  silks,  Moorish  patterns,  are  very  striking. 

Another  novelty  is  the  Rob  Roy  design  in  tinted  cloth.  The 
design  is  thrown  up  on  a  delicate  tartan  ground,  and  as  table 
coverings  and  cushions  the  material  looks  handsome. 

For  two  seasons  there  has  been  a  run  in  cut  out  work,  but 
cheap  materials  and  the  labor  necessary  are  causing  it  to  decline. 
It  will  be  replaced  by  hem-stitched  linen,  especially  wide  hems, 
which  give  it  weight  and  stylish  appearance.  These  will  retail 
at  $2. 

Yet  another  idea  seen  at  F.  Robertson  &  Co.'s  is  a  range  in 
linen  of  table  covers,  doyleys  and  pillow  shams,  the  centre  being 
done  in  fancy  design,  while  the  border  is  left  in  the  rough,  the 
idea  being  to  embroider  the  edge  in  art  scalloped  design. 

A  new  frame  on  colored  linen  was  seen  in  sample  at  F. 
Robertson  &  Co.'s,  the  linen  in  this  case  being  green  and  the 
design  being  carried  out  with  green  ivory  rings,  in  the  middle  of 
each  ring  being  placed  a  colored  jewel.     The  effect  is  brilliant. 


There  have  been  some  renewals  and  some  compositions,  and  in 
about  two  months  the  affairs  of  the  firm  will,  it  is  expected,  be 
wound  up.  The  total  net  dividend  will  be  about  27^  to  28c. 
The  Manitoba  lands  sold  for  1$/^°-  an  acrei  a  large  tract  being 
low  lands  east  of  Winnipeg  and  of  no  market  value. 


A   STRIKE    IN    BLOUSES. 

The  announcement  elsewhere  of  Caldecott,  Burton  &Spence 
of  their  new  line  of  blouses  refers  to  a  very  fine  range  in  fine 
Scotch  zephyrs  and  novelties  made  in  the  newest  imported 
styles.  These  goods  are  of  fine  appearance  and  superior  grade, 
and  yet  retail  from  $1  to  $1.25.  They  are  likely  to  meet  the 
popular  taste  for  a  dressy  article  at  a  moderate  price. 

GOES    IN    FOR    CASH. 

One  of  the  latest  live  merchants  to  adopt  the  cash  system  is 
John  Hall,  of  Exeter,  who  does  a  thriving  business.  His  store 
is  25  x  135  feet,  he  keeps  a  good  stock,  with  carpets,  etc.,  and 
upstairs  he  has  a  well-fitted  department.  Mr.  Hall  adopted  the 
cash  basis  April  1,  and  so  far  is  well  satisfied  with  its  working. 

TO    KILL    COMPETITORS. 

The  cotton  syndicate  has  been  selling  shirtings  and  other 
colored  lines  to  the  wholesale  trade  at  10  per  cent,  off  the  list. 
These  are  announced  as  job  lots,  but  the  talk  in  the  trade  is  that 
they  are  regular  lines.  In  this  connection  it  is  said  that  the 
cutting  is  done  to  suppress  competition. 


THE    SAMSON,    KENNEDY    ESTATE. 

The  Samson,  Kennedy  &  Co.   estate  is  still  in   process   of 
liquidation.      The  paper  in  the  bank  is  nearly  all  run  out  now. 


Parks  &  Son,  cottons, 
St.  John,  N.B.,  spent  a  few  days  looking  over  the  factory  last 
week  and  getting  ready  for  next  spring's  trade.

PARISIAN    —l^l  ES    Of     I  III.    SEASON. 

AT  the  opening  of  the  Paris  salons  this  season  the  millinery 
display  was  varied  and   attractive.      Mir.e.  B.,  the   corres- 
pondent of  The  Dry  Ooods  Economist,  gives  some  particulars. 

The  most  stunning  hat  there  was  extremely  simple.  It  was 
a  wide-brim  Leghorn,  fluted  slightly  and  tilted  back  by  a  half 
wreath  of  rich  red  roses  under  the  left  side  and  a  lot  under  the 
back.  The  crown  was  a  huge  puff  of  black  velvet  of  the  Tarn 
o'  Shanter  order,  but  fluted  upward  like  an  umbrella  turned  in- 
side out.  It  was  set  lightly  around  the  crown  by  several  rows 
of  shirring  and  finished  at  the  headline  by  a  band  of  narrow 
black  velvet  ribbon  tied  in  a  simple  bow  in  front.  One  hand- 
some tall  black  ostrich  feather,  curled  Prince  of  Wales  style, 
was  fastened  on  the  right  side  by  a  rich  rhinestone  brooch. 

IN    VKI  \  FT     AND    LACE. 

Another  hat  with  a  big  puff  of  black  velvet,  the  flutes  set  up- 
ward, the  base  banded  around  the  head  by  a  coronet  of  rhine- 
stones  and  pearls,  was  set  into  a  wide  brim  of  old  point  de 
Venise,  cream  in  color.  The  supporting  wires  were  bound 
over  with  black  velvet.  The  back  was  turned  right  up  and 
trimmed  with  a  profusion  of  mixed  sweet-pea  blossoms,  and 
from  the  left  a  very  large  bunch  of  black  crosse  aigrette. 

OF    WHITE    TULLE. 

A  round  hat  of  medium  width  was  of  shirred  white  tulle 
over  gold  wires. 

On  the  low  crown  was  a  huge  bow  of  white  mousseline  de 
soie  spangled  with  green  and  gold,  while  several  very  real  look- 
ing dragon  flies  in  all  their  natural  gorgeousness  nestled  among 
the  folds  of  gauze,  their  silvery  wings  glistening  in  the  sunshine. 
The  loops  were  supported  on  gold  wires  and  some  fell  softly 
over  the  upturned  back. 

A  full  wreath  of  the  new  gauze  roses  in  every  shade  of  pink 
and  red,  with  plenty  of  bright  green  foliage,  was  set  around  the 
brim  and  carried  over  the  edge  across  the  back. 

WITH     FERN'    TRIMMINGS. 

Another  hat  was  of  yellow  tulle,  also  shirred,  but  with  a  big 
double  fulling  of  the  tulle  at  the  edge.  The  crown  was  a  large 
irregular  puff  of  white  mousseline  de  soie  with  a  tiny  white  silk 
dot.  It  was  trimmed  with  orchids  of  various  colors  and  delicate 
ferns.  The  brim  was  bent  in  eccentric  waves  that  were  becom- 
ing to  the  yellow-haired  girl  who  wore  the  hat,  and  would  pro- 
bably not  have  become  any  one  else. 

Her  frock  was  of  the  dotted  mousseline,  over  yellow  silk, 
with  Empire  waist  having  a  double  or  ceinture  sash  of  yellow 
satin  ribbon. 

IN    WREATH    EFFECT. 

There  was  another  girl  with  yellow  hair  who  wore  what,  at  a 
little  distance,  looked  simply  like  a  wreath  of  white  star  daisies, 
with  some  wild  rose  sprays  rising  out  of  it  on  either  side.  When 
close  to  her  one  saw  a  little  crown  of  green  straw  in  the  centre. 
The  hair  was  worn  in  large,  loose  waves,  low  on  to  the  collar 
quite,  hiding  the  ears. 

( 'urls  over  the  forehead  are  coming  in  again,  but  they  must 
be  large  and  natural  looking. 

COSTUME    AND    HAT    F.N    SUITE. 

With  a  costume  of  pale  bleuet  gray  mohair,  trimmed  with  a 
lace  of  gold  thread  and  white  silk  raised  flowers  over  white  satin, 
was  a  full  vest  of  yellow  mousseline  de  soie.       This  matched  a 


hat  of  rough  but  transparent  yellow  straw,  with  flat  brim  tilted 
over  the  face.  The  back  turned  up,  and  against  it  was  a  wide 
bow  of  ribbon  velvet  matching  the  gray  blue. 

All  round  on  the  brim  was  a  full  wreath  of  immense  green 
rose  leaves,  with  two  very  large  crimson  roses  on  each  side,  a  tall 
spray  of  the  same  with  half  open  buds  rising  from  the  left  back. 
On  the  back  were  white  lilacs.

A  beautiful  picture  hat  was  of  heliotrope  rough  straw  edge 
with  a  broad  band  of  purple  chip.  The  wide  brim  was  bent 
up  away  from  the  face,  with  a  knotted  bow  of  dark  green  velvet 
just  over  the  fair  hair,  the  end  twisted  over  the  brim,  holding  it 
back  to  the  crown.  High  up  over  the  brim  was  piled  a  perfect 
garden  of  flowers,  lilacs,  roses  and  lots  of  foliage. 

The  back  was  also  turned  up  and  trimmed  with  a  bow  of 
heliotrope  and  purple  tulle,  secured  by  two  green  beetles  with 
diamond  eyes.     A  similar  insect  was  in  the  velvet  bow  in  front. 


MILLINERY    IN    LONDON. 

THIS  is  the  height  of  the  season  in  London,  and  new  millin- 
ery styles  are  in  great  demand.  Many  of  the  West  End 
houses,  says  The  Millinery  Record,  are  more  like  fancy  fairs 
than  anything  else  at  certain  hours  of  the  day. 

A  decidedly  original  and  most  tasteful  model,  shown  ii> 
Bond  street,  was  a  capote,  the  front  formed  of  a  fine  black  lace 
ruche,  the  crown  covered  with  delicate  crinkled  leaves  in  palest 
green,  with  an  upstanding  aigrette  formed  of  two  similar  leaves. 
Strings  were  added  in  narrow  black  velvet,  with  an  under  ribbon 
in  pale  green  satin. 

Another  exquisite  model  was  a  small  bonnet  of  black  tulle, 
with  rosettes  of  tulle,  and  on  the  left  side  a  piquet  of  black 
and  yellow  orchids.  In  front  rose  a  stylish  combination  bow  of 
pink,  pale  reseda  and  biscuit-colored  ribbon,  with  wide  black 
net  wings  outspreading  across  the  crown,  these  appliqued  with 
iridiscent  sequins,  turquoise  pailletes,  and  narrow  point  inser- 
tion edging  them. 

A  model  toque,  which  in  a  measure  indicates  the  mode  we 
are  to  expect  a  little  later,  had  a  very  stylish  bow  of  wide 
cherry  and  damask  red  velvet  ribbon,  standing  erect  from  a 
crown  of  damask  and  pink  roses,  on  a  close  toque  shape,  the 
further  ornament  being  a  wide  fan  bow  outspread  across  the 
back  of  black  Russian  net,  edged  with  three  rows  of  Tuscan 
fancy  plait. 

Black  Russian  net  takes  the  place  in  many  instances  of 
black  tulle,  and  we  have  noted  that  black-ring  net  and  black 
net  with  white  rings  looks  remarkably  well  when  used  to  veil 
brightly-colored  or  flowered  ribbons. 

High  crowns  to  broad,  round  brimmed  lace,  and  lace-straw 
hats  are  covered  with  roses  closely  laid  on,  and  a  stylish  mode 
is  to  wreath  the.  extreme  edge  of  the  crown  with  a  chaplet  of 
roses. 

A  large  black  chip  hat,  with  wide  leaf,  was  encircled  around 
the  top  of  the  crown  in  this  fashion,  while  loose  petals  of  pink 
roses  were  scattered  over  the  wide  brim,  and  were  sewn  on  with 
dewdrop  paillettes,  which  also  glittered  on  the  deep  black  velvet 
headband. 


HATS   FOR    LADY    CYCLISTS. 

The  fashion  abroad  is  to  have  more  stylish  hats  for  lady  bi- 
cyclists than  seems  the  rule  in  Canada  just  now.

PRICES    OF    WOOLENS. 

An  experienced  buyer  for  a  large  Canadian  house  wrote  his 
firm  from  England  a  few  weeks  ago  that  wool  prices  were  still 
improving  and  promised  to  remain  firm.  Since  returning  to 
Canada  he  has  seen  no  reason  to  alter  his  opinion,  as  prices  in 
all  classes,  from  raw  material  to  cloths  have  in  England,  given  no 
sign  of  declining. 

IMPORTS    FROM    THE    STATES. 

It  is  probable  that  the  Customs  Department  will  issue  in- 
structions to  collectors  throughout  Canada  to  carry  out  long  ex- 
isting rules,  which  have  been  neglected,  regarding  the  duties  to 
be  paid  on  imports  of  all  goods  coming  from  the  United  States. 
The  imports  from  abroad  into  the  States  have,  in  some  lines, 
glutted  the  market  there.  Goods  are  bonded  at  New  York,  if 
no  immediate  trade  demand  necessitates  their  withdrawal  and 
the  payment  of  the  duty  thereon.     Any  attempt  to  sell  these  in 


Canada,  as  direct  imports  from  Europe,  thus  escaping  all  United 
States  duty  and  market  values,  will  not  be  allowed.  It  is  said 
the  Customs  authorities  in  Canada  will  insist  on  goods  so  im- 
ported paying  duty  on  the  basis  of  the  American  selling  price, 
as  the  law  directs,  as  they  were  imported  for  that  market  and 
must  be  governed  by  its  prices.  Any  other  course  would  be 
simply  making  Canada  a  dumping  ground  for  the  over-importa- 
tions of  the  United  States.  This,  of  course,  does  not  apply  to 
goods  imported  directly  for  Canada  via  the  United  States. 


SPECIALS    IN    SUMMER    GOODS. 

SEVERAL  special  lines  are  noted  by  H.  J.  Caulfeild  &  Co. 
this  month.  A  line  of  white  duck  coats  and  pants  for 
yachting  and  other  summer  pursuits  will  readily  retail  for  $2.50 
to  $3.50  per  suit. 

A  line  of  white  unshrinkable  flannel  in  shirts  and  trousers 
for  cricket,  tennis,  etc.,  will  retail  at  $2.50  for  the  set  of  shirt 
and  trousers. 

They  have  secured  a  clearance  from  the  mill  of  some  sample 
lines  of  black  and  white  and  brown  and  white  hopsack  tweeds, 
which  are  made  up  into  bicycling  and  outing  suits  of  prime 
value  to  retail  at  $6. 

Among  other  seasonable  goods  this  month  are  mentioned  : 
A  large  range  of  summer  neckwear  in  hopsack  ties  ;  bathing 
suits  to  retail  from  10c.  to  $2  per  suit;  neglige  shirts,  a  fine  range 
in  fancy  silk  mixtures  to  retail  from  75c.  to  $2  apiece  ;  a  full 
line  of  sweaters  retailing  at  50c.  to  $2.50  apiece,  with  a  full 
range  of  colors  in  the  popular  lines  that  retail  at  50c.  and  $1  ;  a 
line  of  belts  and  sashes  retailing  from  10c.  to  $2  apiece.  A 
very  cheap  line  of  fancy  and  white  washable  vests,  to  retail  at 
75c,  is  being  rapidly  disposed  of,  as  the  run  upon  it  is  marked.

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UNDERVALUATION    OF    GLOVES. 

TH  E  report  in  the  April  issue  of  the  fine  of  $4,000  being 
imposed  on  an  importing  house  for  the  Customs  under- 
valuation of  gloves,  it  is  explained,  does  not  refer  to  a  firm 
engaged  exclusively  in  that  business.  Several  houses  in  fact 
had  goods  detained  until  comparisons  were  made  with  similar 
lines  imported  by  other  Canadian  houses.  Detectives  of  the 
Department  also  went  to  New  York  for  this  purpose.  Several 
importers  were  compelled  to  change  their  valuations  as  a  result 
of  these  enquiries.  The  Customs  Department  now  seems  to  be 
thoroughly  aroused,  and  there  is  every  probability  that  the  dis- 
graceful practices  of  the  past  few  years  will  not  be  repeated. 
Few  in  the  trade  know  how  far  reaching  they  were,  for  more 
than  one  wholesale  house  lost  almost  their  entire  kid  glove  busi- 
ness through  these  undervaluations. 


GOING    TO    EXTREMES. 

The  New  York  Recorder  tells  a  story  of  two  rival  dry  goods 
stores  in  Port  Jervis,  located  directly  opposite  one  another  on 
the  same  street.  A  lively  competition  began  between  the  two 
in  the  sale  of  women's  underwear.  Several  cuts  in  price  were 
made  by  each  in  turn  until  one  bulletin  announced  a  complete 
suit  of  underwear  for  one  cent.  Not  to  be  outdone,  the  com- 
petitor offered  a  premium  of  one  cent  to  each  person  accepting 
a  suit.  Several  raises  in  the  premium  were  made  by  each  until 
as  high  as  ten  cents  was  paid  to  the  person  taking  a  suit  of 
underwear  from  the  store.  There  was  a  panic  at  both  stores, 
and  women  fought  to  see  who  would  get  the  most  underwear. 
Normal  prices  were  resumed  when  the  underwear  stocks  were 
exhausted.  Just  what  was  gained  by  such  rank  tomfoolery, 
unless  it  be  a  reputation  as  a  lunatic,  is  hard  to  understand  ;  it 
certainly  is  not  healthy  advertising.  I  can  understand  a  mer- 
chant meeting  the  price  after  a  sensible  business  fashion,  but  I 
can  see  nothing  reasonable  in  such  a  reckless  disregard  of  com- 
mon horse  sense. 


KEEP    YOUR    TRADE    AT    HOME. 

It's  a  well-known  fact,  says  a  contemporary,  that  there  is  all 
over  the  country  an  ever-increasing  demand  for  fine  dress  goods 
and  auxiliary  stuff  in  the  early  season,  which  the  "  left-overs  " 
from  last  year  will  not  satisfy. 

There  are  few  towns  that  cannot  boast  of  a  fair  number  of 
"dressy"  people  who  demand  fine  goods  and  want  them  early, 
and  who  are  satisfied  to  pay  full  value  for  new  and  fashionable 
raiment,  who  are  forced  to  go  away  from  home  for  their  first 
supplies  on  account  of  the  procrastinating  policy  of  home  mer- 
chants who,  blind  to  the  value  of  this  early  trade,  refuse  to 
satisfy  it,  and  wait  until  the  season  is  well  advanced  before 
bringing  on  their  new  goods. 


THE    MURRAY   STORE    AT    HAMILTON. 

It  is  now  certain  that  the  long  established  dry  goods  busi- 
ness of  A.  Murray  &  Co.,  one  of  the  oldest  in  this  part  of  the 
country,  will  not  be  continued,  says  a  Hamilton  report. 
Several  firms  have  been  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  the 
business  with  a  view  to  carrying  it  on  ;  but  all  of  these  negotia- 
tions have  fallen  through.  The  whole  of  the  stock  has  been 
sold  to  Thomas  C.  Watkins  at  alow  figure,  and  for  the  next  two 
or  three  months  it  will  be  disposed  of  at  special  clearing  sales. 
The  amount  paid  for  the  stock  is  said  to  have  been  over  $100,000.

ADVERTISING  pays.  Some  advertising  pays  better  than 
some  other  advertising.  The  good  of  an  advertisement 
is  in  how  it  looks  and  in  what  it  says. 

Don't  make  your  firm  name  too  prominent. 

Advertise  what  you  have  for  sale. 

If  you're  for  sale,  advertise  yourself. 

If  you  have  something  to  sell,  advertise  that  something. 

Have  your  name  in  type  large  enough  for  folks  to  see  it,  but 
not  so  large  that  they  can't  see  anything  else. 

Don't  put  your  name  at  top  and  bottom  of  the  advertise- 
ment.    Once  is  enough. 

If  you  can,  advertise  specifically,  not  generally. 

An  advertisement  shouldn't  be  like  a  business  card.  It 
should  say  something  in  particular. 

Conventional  advertisement  writing  pays. 

Progressive  advertisement  writing  pays  better. 

The  advertising  pages  of  a  trade  paper  are  departments  of 
information.     They  rise  above  mere  advertising  space. 

The  trade  paper  advertisement  is  as  much  in  the  interest 
of  the  reader  as  for  the  advertiser. 

Write  your  advertisements  as  you  would  a  letter  of  solici- 
tation, with  more  display  to  it,  and  with  more  brevity,  your 
strong  points  being  brought  out  in  large  type. 

Don't  ask  people  to  send  for  orders.  That's  unnecessary. 
That's  understood. 

Tell  people  what  you  have.     Use  argument. 

If  your  goods  and  your  argument  are  not  strong,  then  your 
advertisement  isn't  any  good.

advertisement  increased  value,  for  in  display,  almost  as  much 
as  in  words,  is  effectiveness. 

In  sending  advertising  copy  to  a  trade  paper,  always  specify 
the  words,  or  lines,  you  desire  to  have  prominent.  A  good  way 
is  to  underline  the  words  or  paragraphs,  the  very  unimportant 
words  not  to  be  underlined,  and  one,  two  and  three  or  four  un- 
derlines to  represent,  respectively,  the  degrees  of  type  sizes. 
The  meaning  of  this  underlining  will  be  understood  by  all  com- 
positors. Whenever  it  is  necessary  to  bring  out  one  word,  or 
line,  in  unusually  large  type,  it  is  well  to  specify  it  with  a  note 
to  that  effect. 

Plate  No.  2  is  so  arranged  that  the  two  strong  words  stand 
in  bold  relief,  and  will  be  seen  by  even  the  casual  reader. 

It  is  always  advisable  to  bring  out  some  word,  or  illustration, 
as  a  sort  of  eye-arrester,  in  order  that  the  skimming-over  reader 
will  absorb  it  if  he  gives  only  a  glance  at  the  advertising  pages. 
An  advertisement  must  contain  argument,  and  be  of  a  typo- 
graphical, or  illustrative,  character  that  will  focus  attention.

IN  prints  some  heavy  cutting  is  reported  from  New  York, 
prices  being  from  4c.  lower  on  American  indigo  blue  prints  to 
4}( c.  on  American  blacks.  These  prices  are  the  lowest  on 
record  on  these  particular  fabrics,  and  report  has  it  that  a  con- 
siderable quantity  has  been  purchased  on  Canadian  account. 
Some  such  developments  have  been  anticipated  in  these  goods 
for  some  time.  In  other  directions  the  print  market  discloses 
no  change  of  any  moment  in  regular  prints.  In  ginghams, 
business  is  quiet,  with  moderate  call  for  staple  ginghams  and  a 
fair  enquiry  for  napped  fabrics. 


BUSINESS    INCREASING. 

The  demand  for  Barbour's  linen  thread  has  increased  so 
much  in  the  last  six  months  through  all  Canada  that  every 
wholesale  house  can  now  supply  this  thread.

&  Sons,  $5,878;  Lawley,  Everett  &  Sons,  $5,107;  Rocha, 
Daniels  &  Co.,  $4,217  ;  M.  Vineberg  &  Co.,  $4,008;  Canadian 
Rubber  Co.,  $6,089  >  Ferguson,  Sheirs  &  Co.,  $3,369  ;  Ames, 
Holden  &  Co.,  $813  ;  Northern  Rubber  Co.,  $460  ;  Gault  Bros. 
&  Co.,  $448  ;  Gladman  &  Jones,  $342  ;  J.  Y.  Shantz  &  Co., 
$332,  and  James  Cranshaw,  $300.  Indirect  creditor,  Bank  of 
Nova  Scotia,  $16,201.  The  assets  are  the  stock-in-trade,  ma- 
chinery and  book  debts.

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SORTING    BUSINESS. 

ENERAL  reports  made  to   The   Dry  Goods    Review 
Montreal  agree   that   the  aggregate  sorting   business 


in 


during  the  past  month  has  been  satisfactory.  In  fact  one  or 
two  leading  houses  class  their  April  and  May  sorting  trade  as 
equal  to,  if  not  better  than,  that  for  the  same  period  in  any  pre- 
vious year  in  the  history  of  their  business.  These,  however,  are 
the  exceptions. 

A     DROP    IN    COTTONS. 

A  circular  dated  May  27,  from  the  Merchants  Manufactur- 
ing Co.  reduced  prices  of  grey  cottons,  drills,  and  pillow  cotton 
5  per  cent.  Certain  lines  of  bleached  sheetings  were  dropped  7  }4 
per  cent.  The  other  mills  have  not  yet  met  the  cut.  Some  of  the 
trade,  seen  as  The  Review  went  to  press,  expressed  surprise  at 
the  drop  and  could  see  no  reason  for  it  at  this  juncture.  Said 
one  staple  buyer  :  "  Even  with  this  new  drop  cotton  prices  are 
still  10  per  cent,  higher  than  when  purchases  were  made  last 
August  for  the  spring  trade."  In  the  United  States  the  prices 
both  of  raw  cotton  and  manufactured  goods  are  tending  down- 
ward.

ONE  of  the  handsomest  new  buildings  in  Toronto  is  that 
on  the  corner  of  Melinda  and  Jordan  streets,  in  the  heart 
of  the  city,  beside  the  banks,  and  just  off  King  street.  It  is  due 
to  the  enterprise  of  Mr.  S.  F.  McKinnon,  of  S.  F.  McKinnon 
&  Co.  The  fire  which  wiped  out  The  Globe  last  year  also 
practically  destroyed  the  new  McKinnon  building  then  about 
completed,  but  Mr.  McKinnon  wasted  no  time  in  vain  regrets. 
With  the  energy  and  enterprise  which  have  always  characterised 
his  business  career  he  set  to  work  to  repair  the  destructive  work 
of  the  flames,  and  the  result  is  a  structure  creditable  to  its 
owner  and  to  Toronto.  In  preparing  the  plans  of  the  original 
building  provision  was  made  for  the  occupation  of  the  upper 
storeys  by  S.  F.  McKinnon  &  Co.'s  millinery  business,  but 
when  the  fire  had  destroyed  the  building  it  became  necessary 
for  the  firm  to  seek  new  quarters.  These  were  found  in  the 
substantial  warehouse  now  occupied  by  McKinnon  &  Co.  at  61 
Bay  street.  Before  the  plans  for  the  second  building  were  pre- 
pared Mr.  McKinnon  decided  that  the  structure  should  be  ex- 
clusively devoted  to  office  and  light  commercial  purposes,  and 
on  that  basis  the  architect  proceeded  with  his  arrangements.  S. 
F.  McKinnon  &  Co.  will  remain  where  they  are  for  the  present, 
and  the  whole  of  the  new  building  will  be  available  for  tenants. 
It  is  finished  in  the  finest  style,  modern  decorations,  quick  ele- 
vators, well  lighted,  and  in  all  respects  up  to  date.  In  the  base- 
ment is  a  new  feature — a  storage  room  for  50  bicycles — so  that 
the  staffs  of  the  various  companies  in  the  building  may  store 
their  wheels  during  business  hours.  The  third  floor  is  luxuri- 
ously fitted  up  for  the  Manufacturers'  Insurance  Co. 


BICYCLES    AND     LACES. 

Complaints  are  heard  that  the  rage  for  bicycling  is  adversely 
affecting  the  home  demands  for  lace.  Veils,  indeed,  are  in 
request  for  the  riders,  but  the  severity  of  costume  appropriate 
to  the  exercise  forbids  the  frivolity  of  lace  trimmings.  On  the 
other  hand,  cycling  hosiery  for  men  is  keeping  many  workers 
busy,  and  woolen  vests  are  in  demand  much  more  since  cycling 
became  a  craze.  There  is  also  an  increased  sale  for  woolen 
and  merino  stockings  in  black  and  tan  color,  as  firmness  of 
texture  is  required  for  pedalling.  Undyed  black  stockings, 
made  from  the  wool  of  black  sheep,  and  consequently  not 
needing  dye,  are  being  put  forward  as  excellent  from  a  hygienic 
point  of  view. — Textile  Mercury. 

A    PERFECT    IMITATION. 

THE  Celluloid  Co.,  New  York,  are  now  making  what  may  be 
called  a  perfect  imitation  in  celluloid  of  the  English  finish 
on  linen  shirt  fronts,  collars,  and  cuffs.  The  result  is  that 
gentlemen  who  hitherto  refused  to  wear  these  goods  are  now 
adopting  them.  They  have  made  quite  a  hit  among  military 
men.  They  have  got  out  a  special  design,  following  one  of  the 
most  popular  English  patterns  worn  by  officers  of  the  staff.  It 
is  impossible  to  distinguish  it  from  real  linen,  when  worn.  For 
all  officers  in  mess,  these  warm  nights,  at  dances  and  after 
entertainments,  they  are  much  to  be  preferred,  because  they  will 
not  wilt  when  on,  if  the  wearer  should  perspire  freely.  There 
should  be  a  good  sale  for  them  at  this  time  of  the  year  for  tour- 
ists, campers,  and  residents  at  summer  resorts,  who  cannot  con- 
veniently carry  much  baggage.

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ALLOW  THE   HELP  TO  SIT   DOWN. 

THERE  seems  no  good  reason  why  saleswomen  who  are  em- 
ployed in  a  cloak  department  should  not  be  permitted  to 
sit  down  when  not  showing  goods.  It  is  noted  that  in  many 
departments  there  is  a  strong  objection  to  their  taking  this  form 
of  rest  ;  rather  they  are  expected  to  stand  about  the  room  or  at 
certain  spots  designated  as  their  section  while  awaiting  a  call. 

If  a  saleswoman  were  allowed  to  sit  during  the  interval  after 
each  customer  she  would  be  much  refreshed  and  better  enabled 
to  handle  the  following  one.  "  What  a  worn  look  that  sales- 
woman has  !"  and  again,  "  I'm  sure  I  can't  ask  her  to  serve  me 
when  I'm  only  looking,"  are  the  frequent  thoughts  of  refined 
and  considerate  customers.  Often  a  possible  purchaser  is  turned 
aside  by  the  sight  of  a  saleswoman's  jaded  look. 

There  are  women  in  the  large  cities  who  have  banded  them- 
selves into  clubs  for  the  express  purpose  of  working  in  unison 
against  this  heartless  rule,  which  is  prevalent  in  so  many  of  the 
stores,  positively  refusing  to  trade  there  and  using  their  influence 
to  bear  upon  their  friends  to  the  same  end. 

Let  the  stock  be  put  into  order  early  in  the  morning,  and  if 
there  be  garments  in  need  of  repair  let  the  saleswomen  sit  and 
do  this  work,  which  will  consume  a  part  of  the  morning ;  the 
latter  part  and  the  afternoon  are  sure  to  furnish  sufficient  em- 
ployment.

If  there 
be  any  of  the  latter  let  it  be  upon  business.  Place  the  chairs 
sufficiently  apart  to  avoid   this.     But  don't,  on  that   account, 


refuse  them  the  moments  of  rest  which  their  physical  natures 
imperatively  demand.  The  milk  of  human  kindness  wins 
every  time. — D.  G.  Economist.

THE  FUTURE  OF   THE    CANADIAN    DRY    GOODS  TRADE. 

ONE  thing  has  been  accomplished  by  Mr.  Chamberlain's 
advocacy  of  an  Imperial  preferential  tariff  at  the  Cham- 
bers of  Commerce  gathering  in  London,  England,  last  month. 
The  question,  hitherto  hazy  and  theoretical,  is  now  in  the  realm 
of  practical  discussion. 

The  new  policy  will  not  be  adopted  to-morrow,  or  the  day 
after.  If  finally  resolved  on,  its  effects  on  business  in  a  country 
like  Canada  will  not  be  so  startling  as  in  Great  Britain  itself, 
where  free  trade  has  prevailed  for  half  a  century.  But  the 
change  in  Canada  would  involve  sufficient  alteration  in  the 
present  channels  of  commerce  to  necessitate  a  careful  weighing 
of  the  subject  by  all  our  commercial  men  before  any  new  system 
should  be  inaugurated. 

In  general,  Canada  would  benefit  largely  by  being  able  to 
send  her  products  into  the  British  market  free,  while  the  same 
products  from  rival  foreign  countries  would  be  taxed  at  the 
British  ports  of  entry.  This  would  mean  that  farming  in  Can- 
ada would  pay  better  than  elsewhere.  The  country  stores  would 
profit  by  the  better  prices  farmers  would  get  and  by  the  larger 
population  which  the  policy  would  attract.  The  wholesalers 
would  share  in  this  advantage. 

The  dry  goods  trade,  like  others,  would  be  affected.  At 
present  the  trade  is  done  in  goods  from  four  sources  :  Can- 
adian goods,  British  goods,  American  goods,  and  goods  from 
other  foreign  countries.  How  far  Canadian  dry  goods  would  be 
influenced  by  a  new  tariff  system,  would,  of  course,  depend  on 
the  kind  of  tariff  adopted.  The  system  most  likely  to  be  favored 
by  the  Canadian  factories  would  give  a  preference  to  British 
goods  so  that  they  could  displace  foreign  products  rather  than 
Canadian. 

This  would  at  once  make  the  subject  interesting  to  a  foreign 
country  like  the  United  States,  which  exports  considerable  dry 
goods  to  Canada.  This  market  is  rather  a  profitable  one  for 
our  neighbors.  It  suits  both  parties  to  trade  together,  in  fact. 
The  prospect  of  an  Imperial  preferential  system  might  lead  the 
Americans  to  make  overtures  for  freer  trade  with  Canada.  They 
produce  goods  we  like  to  buy,  and  there  is  a  reciprocal  buying 
from  us  by  them. 

In  dry  goods  our  purchases  from  the  Americans  fluctuate  a 
good  deal.  Raw  material  comes  in  largely,  and,  as  a  rule,  tends 
to  increase  every  year.  So  do  manufactured  goods.  Take 
cottons,   for  example  :    In  dyed,  undyed  and  printed  cottons, 


our  imports  have  grown  in  five  years  from  about  $300,000  to 
about  $500,000,  and  in  woolens  from  about  $116,000  to 
$165,000.  In  many  lines  the  imports  either  remain  stationary 
or  fall  off.  The  Canadian  market,  on  the  whole,  could  be  made 
to  expand  or  contract  to  our  neighbors,  just  as  the  tariff  was 
framed. 

As  to  dry  goods  from  Great  Britain,  the  total  imports  have 
remained  about  stationary  in  the  last  five  years.  Speaking  very 
generally,  and  without  going  into  particulars,  the  imports  of  dry 
goods  from  Britain  show  no  marked  relative  increase  or  decrease 
as  compared  with  similar  lines  from  the  States. 

Probably  the  products  of  Canadian  factories  make  more 
headway  in  this  market  than  those  from  any  outside  country, 
and  a  preferential  tariff,  if  it  lowered  the  existing  Canadian  duties, 
would  give  British  goods  a  better  chance  here. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  conditions  now  existing,  and  a 
few  of  the  possibilities  that  might  arise  under  a  preferential 
tariff.  It  is  too  early  yet  to  form  any  definite  opinion.  An 
exhaustive  enquiry  would  have  to  be  made  into  every  branch  of 
trade  before  one  could  reach  settled  conclusions.  Such  enquiry 
must  be  made  sooner  or  later,  and  this  leads  The  Dry  Goods 
Review  to  a  point  which  is,  indeed,  preliminary,  but  which 
must  receive  full  consideration  before  anything  practical  can  be 
done. 

This  question  has  not  as  yet  fallen  wholly  into  the  hands  of 
party  politicians.  They  have  referred  to  it  several  times,  but 
principally  to  bandy  words  about  their  respective  fitness  to  deal 
with  it.  Up  to  the  present  the  real  propelling  force  behind  the 
discussion  has  been  the  Boards  of  Trade  and  business  men 
generally.  They  are  better  qualified  to  deal  with  it  than  poli- 
ticians who  have  to  consider  political  chances  and  other 
elements  which  are,  from  the  business  point  of  view,  secondary 
in  importance. 

Preferential  trade,  such  as  Mr.  Chamberlain  proposes,  means 
nothing  less  than  a  great  international  transformation.  In- 
tended first  to  apply  to  the  British  Empire,  it  may  end  in  a 
bond  of  nations  carrying  in  its  train  international  peace,  good- 
will and  liberal  commercial  intercourse.  It  would  be  a  pity  to 
drop  it  into  the  hands  of  partisans,  who,  in  a  strife  to  keep  or 
obtain  office,  regard  nothing  as  sacred. 

So  far  as  Canada  is  concerned  none  are  so  poorly  qualified 

to  work  out  the  details  of  such  a  vast  scheme  as  the  politicians. 

What  The  Review  would  like   to  see  would  be  a  public 
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court  of  enquiry  erected,  composed  of  business  men  represent 
in^  all  classes — consumer,  manufacturer,  merchant — who  could 
deal  with  preferential  trade  from  every  standpoint,  without  wire- 
pulling, without  truckling  to  this  faction  or  that,  without,  in 
short,  any  other  consideration  in  view  than  the  commercial 
interests  involved.  They  could  report  and  the  country  pro- 
nounce its  verdict. 

Approach  it  in  a  different  spirit,  get  it  mixed  up  with  party 
politics,  and  preferential  trade  in  Canada  will  only  be  the  fad  of 
an  hour. 

THE  TALE  OF  A  CIRCULAR. 

From  Crekand's. 

THERE  comes  a  time  in  the  life  of  every  business  man 
when  he  wants  to  get  up  a  circular.  He  has  been  adver- 
tising, maybe,  in  various  publications  suited  to  his  needs — and 
has  received  some  returns,  notwithstanding  that  his  advertising 
generally  has  been  done  in  a  slipshod,  indiscriminate  manner. 

The  circular  craze,  however,  seizes  him.  It  holds  him,  too, 
like  a  vise,  until  he  has  brought  to  life  and  distributed  a  circu- 
lar or  set  of  circulars.     I  know,  because  I've  been  there. 

Eike  all  diseases,  this  circular  craze  is  contagious.  I  caught 
it  from  a  Man  with  an  Idea.  He  approached  me  one  day,  and 
opened  in  this  way  : 

"  Bully  ad.  you  had  last  month  in  The  Skirt  Gazette,  Louis  ! 
Looked  out  o'  sight !  but  I  doubt  whether  that  kind  of  advertis- 
ing pays  you." 

"  I've  always  thought  it  did,"  I  answered.  "  Anyhow,  I  get 
replies.  You  know,  I  don't  take  much  interest  in  the  thing. 
George  gets  most  of  'em  up." 

"  Say,  Louis,  I'll  tell  you  what  I'd  do  if  I  were  you— get  out 
a  circular.  That's  the  only  way  to  reach  the  buyer  direct. 
What  does  all  this  advertising  amount  to  in  The  Skirt  Gazette? 
I'm  going  to  quit  putting  my  ad.  in  with  a  hundred  others,  and 
intend  to  mail  a  lot  of  circulars  to  those  buyers  whom  I  want  to 
interest.  You  can  strike  just  the  people  you  want  to,  and 
there's  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  it  will  be  more  effective." 

Well,  he  talked  me  into  it  ;  and  it  was  easy  for  him  to  do, 
too,  because,  as  I  said  before,  the  circular  craze  comes  eventu- 
ally to  every  man,  and  I  must  have  been  just  a  few  minutes 
ahead  of  the  fit.  I  went  to  the  office  after  lunch,  and  immedi- 
ately called  up  George,  my  bookkeeper,  and  told  him  about  my 
scheme. 

"  Now,  rake  out  some  of  these  cuts,"  I  said,  "  and  let's  see 
what  we  can  do  to  boom  this  business  a  little." 

He  got  out  about  two  dozen  cuts,  and  we  picked  out  four  of 
the  best — a  jacket,  a  cape,  and  two  suits,  one  a  decided  novelty. 
We  spent  the.  best  part  of  the  afternoon  writing  up  an  attractive 
introduction  to  the  little  booklet,  building  up  tempting  descrip- 
tions of  the  garments,  and  framing  a  strong  peroration,  which 
concluded  with  a  cordial  invitation  to  write  for  samples  of  "these 
or  any  other  of  our  best  sellers." 

The  copy  went  to  the  printer,  with  orders  to  rush  it  through. 
I  dreamed  that  night  that  four  postmen  were  required  to  de- 
liver the  answers  and  orders  we  had  received  as  a  result  of  our 
experiment.  Next  day  we  got  the  proof.  Then  the  question 
arose,  how  many  shall  we  send  out  ? 

"  Four  thousand,"  suggested  George,  cautiouly. 

"Why,  great  Scctt,  man,"  I  exclaimed,  "you  haven't  room 
on  your  ledger  for  that  many  accounts,  nor  half  that  many  !  " 

"  You  don't  expect  an  order  from  each  circular,  do  you  ?" 


"  Well,  the  percentage  will  be  large.  Why,  you  can  figure 
it  out  yourself.  Here  we've  picked  out  four  rip-roaring  values, 
and  every  circular  that  we  send  out  is  going  directly  into  the 
hands  of  a  prospective  buyer.  He  can't  help  seeing  and  read 
ing  it.  We're  going  to  address  it  to  him  personally,  you  know. 
Why,  man  alive,  two  thousand  will  swamp  us  with  business  !  " 

George  discreetly  abstained  from  further  argument,  and  after 
asking  him  if  he  thought  two  thousand  would  do,  and  not  wait- 
ing for  an  answer,  I  decided  to  issue  that  many  anyhow.  I  so 
instructed  my  printer,  and  ordered  them  printed  on  glazed  paper 
and  in  a  light  blue  ink. 

The  completed  circulars  were  beauties,  and  I  was  only  sorry 
I  hadn't  ordered  more. 

"  Here,  George,"  I  said,  "go  out  and  get  two  thousand  one- 
cent  stamps.     And,  say,  are  the  envelopes  all  addressed  yet  ?  " 

Well,  to  make  a  long  story  short,  we  mailed  them,  and  I 
figured  up  that  the  total  expense  of  distributing  the  2,000  was 
within  a  few  cents  of  $50.  That  included  the  cost  of  the  cir- 
culars, the  envelopes,  the  stamps,  and  the  time  of  the  boy  and 
George  in  addressing  them.  Of  course,  I  was  particular  to  send 
them  to  the  larger  buyers,  and  many  went  to  my  friends  in  the 
trade.  The  following  day  after  they  had  been  mailed  the  can- 
vasser for  The  Skirt  Gazette  came  around,  and  I  nearly  paral- 
yzed him  by  saying  that  I  had  decided  to  stay  out  that  month. 
I  was  too  busy  to  tell  him  why,  but  I  intended  to  show  him 
afterward  the  vast  difference  between  circular  advertising  and 
regular  trade  paper  advertising.     I  am  glad  now  I  didn't. 

A  week  passed.  I  didn't  hear  anything  by  mail  from  my 
little  booklet,  but  I  was  still  hopeful.  About  ten  days  after  it 
had  gone  out,  Jim  Beaverberg,  of  Kansas  City,  arrived  in  town. 
Jim's  a  good  friend  of  mine,  although  I  hadn't  done  much  with 
him  for  the  past  two  seasons.  I  had  sent  Jim  one  of  the  cir- 
culars, and  when  he  astonished  us  by  coming  in  and  asking  to 
look  through  the  line  I  immediately  attributed  his  visit  to  the 
potency  of  our  little  printed  messenger. 

Jim  bought  a  good-sized  bill ;  he  liked  the  line.  He  chose, 
of  course,  the  four  garments  we  had  included  in  the  circular. 
After  he  had  finished,  and  as  he  was  about  to  leave,  I  said, 
"  Well,  Jamesy,  old  boy,  what'd  you  think  of  that  little  booklet, 
anyhow  ?  " 

"  What  booklet?     What  are  you  talking  about?  " 

"  Why,  that  circular  I  sent  you !" 

"  Didn't  know  you  sent  one." 

"  You  didn't?" 

"  No,  I  get  so  many  of  those  circulars  I  never  pay  any  at- 
tention to  them.  You  can't  depend  on  getting  the  goods,  and 
it  don't  pay  to  notice  them.  Say,  though,  I  missed  your  ad.  in 
The  Skirt  Gazette  this  month.  That  was  a  good  announcement 
you  had  in  January.  I  thought  I'd  come  around  and  see  how 
much  truth  there  was  in  it." 

"  Yes,  we  get  up  some  hot  stuff  occasionally.  Couldn't  get 
my  cuts  ready  for  February;  but  I  believe  in  advertising.  And 
The  Skirt  Gazette  is  a  bright  book,  too." 

"  Yes,"  Jim  replied.  "  A  buyer  likes  to  look  over  it  ;  he 
always  finds  something  interesting,  and  oftentimes  gets  a  valu- 
able pointer  here  and  there." 

Jim  left.  A  few  days  later  Harry  Cheviotte,  from  Pittsburg 
one  of  the  closest  figurers  in  the  business,  and  yet  a  man  who 
likes  stylish  goods,  dropped  in.  Now,  Harry  is  another  good 
friend  of  mine,  and  always  gives  me  a  nice  share  of  his  business. 
He  makes  me  meet  others'  prices,  though.     I  showed  Harry, 
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among  other  things,  the  four  garments,  illustrations  of  which  I 
had  sent  out,  and,  after  passing  three,  he  exclaimed  :  "  That's  a 
go,  that  suit  there  ;  but  from  whom  did  you  copy  it  ?  " 

"  Nobody,"  I  said,  very  much  surprised  at  the  question.  "  It 
is  my  own  idea.     Why  do  you  ask  ?  " 

"  I  saw  it  this  morning.     What  do  you  ask  for  it  ?  " 

"It  is  worth  $7.50,"  I  said,  naming  the  price  in  the  cir- 
cular. 

"  If  you  want  to  sell  it  to  me  you'll  have  to  shave  off  exactly 
50c.     I  can  get  the  same  thing  for  $7." 

I  sold  Harry  a  few  at  that  price,  and  after  he  had  gone  I 
spent  a  half  hour  wondering  how  my  circular  got  into  the  hands 
of  a  rival  manufacturer. 

During  the  ensuing  week  I  had  more  experiences  similar  to 
that  with  Jim  Beaverberg.  They  were  rather  disheartening  ; 
but  I  did  not  relinquish  all  hope  of  receiving  some  replies  to 
my  circular.  About  three  weeks  after  I  had  sent  it  out 
there  came  in  my  mail  one  morning  the  following  letter, 
written  in  an  almost  illegible  hand,  and  dated  at  Indianapolis, 
Ind.: 

Here  seeks.  Yure  serkilar  resived,  and  as  i  nede  a  new  cote  fur  spring  I  thot  I 
wood  wright  fur  won  if  you  wood  bee  so  kind  as  To  sind  mee  a  sampei  of  NO.  2945.  I 
wurk  fur  the  bosTon  store  uv  this  plas  i  like  yure  cote  best  Of  eny  i  doo  work  fur  tHe 
boston  store  and  so  sind  the  cote  in  there  keer  obligin  mary  Dobson.

AN  EXPENSIVE  PLAN  TO  GET  TRADE. 

A  Michigan  advertising  agent  says:  "An  experience  which 
one  of  my  clients,  a  dry  goods  merchant,  had  some  two  years 
ago  his  convinced  me  that  people  who  are  eternally  looking  for 
something  for  nothing  are  not  so  numerous  as  is  generally  sup- 
posed. This  merchant,  through  the  influence  of  a  manufacturer 
of  kid  gloves,  purchased  a  gross  of  ladies'  gloves,  '  assorted 
sizes  and  colors,'  of  a  specially  good  quality — gloves  that  would 
retail  at  $1.25  per  pair.  He  took  the  right  hand  glove  of  each 
pair,  and  packaged  it.  together  with  a  neatly-printed  little 
folder,  which  explained  that  if  the  receiver  of  the  package  would 

bring  the  enclosed  glove  to   the  store  of she  would  be 

given  the  mate  to  the  one  she  had,  free  of  charge.  These  pack- 
ages we-e  given  to  a  clerk,  who,  with  a  horse  and  buggy,  drove 
over  the  best  section  of  country  tributary  to  the  merchant's 
counters,  and  gave  them  to  the  ladies  of  the  different  houses 
visited,  with  a  full  verbal  explanation,  selecting  the  right  size  as 
near  as  possible.  During  the  fifth  and  sixth  weeks  after  the 
packages  were  put  out,  four  of  the  gloves  were  returned  and  the 
mates  obtained.  These  four  were  the  only  ones  out  of  the  144 
that  were  ever  heard  from.  It  cost  the  merchant  something 
over  $75,  and  perhaps  it  paid,  but  I  don't  believe  it  did." 


AUSTRALIAN    TRADE. 

The  satisfactory  development  of  the  trade  between  Canada 
and  Australia,  which  has  been  made  possible  by  the  establish 
ment  of  the  Vancouver  and  Sydney  steamship  line,  is  becoming 
very  apparent.  The  steamship  Warrimoo,  of  that  line,  which 
left  Vancouver  lately,  says  The  News-Advertiser,  had  a  full  out- 
ward cargo,  similar  to  the  case  with  several  other  outward-bound 
sailings  during  the  last  few  months. 

Among  the  cargo  were  800  tons  of  Manitoba  wheat  and 
about  150  tons  of  flour,  the  latter  the  product  of  the  Ogilvie 
mills  at  Winnipeg.  The  balance  of  the  cargo  consisted  of  ma- 
chinery, beer,  lumber  and  other  Canadian  productions. 

The  line  also  appears  to  be  becoming  a  favorite  one  with 
passengers,  judging  from  the  inward  list  of  the  Warrimoo.  With 
faster  and  larger  boats  in  the  service  the  passenger  traffic  would 
assume  important  proportions  and  this  improvement  in  the 
character  of  the  vessels  employed  is  likely  to  take  place  with  the 
commencement  of  the  fast  Atlantic  Canadian  service  to  which 
the  Pacific  service  will  be  a  necessary  complement  in  the  Im- 
perial mail  route  through  Canada. 


A    FIRE    AT    PETROLIA. 

A  fire  took  place  in  McMillan's  London  cash  store  at 
Petrolia  recently,  and  damaged  the  stock  somewhat  by  smoke 
and  water.  The  fire  itself  was  speedily  extinguished.  Its 
origin  is  a  mystery,  as  no  light  was  left  in  the  store,  and  it  is  sup- 
posed that  some  spark  from  a  stray  cigar  smouldered  near  a  pile 
of  cottons  all  night  and  in  the  morning  broke  out  into  flame. 
Mr.  McMillan,  with  characteristic  enterprise,  as  soon  as  the 
insurance  losses  were  adjusted,  advertised  a  cheap  sale  of  fall 
damaged  goods,  engaged  an  extra  staff  of  clerks,  and  turned  to 
profit  what,  in  less  energetic  hands,  might  have  been  a  set-back 
to  business.

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BUSINESS    PAPER    CIRCULATION.

FEW  trade  papers  have  large  circulation.  There  is  little 
reason  why  they  should.  A  trade  paper  cannot  have  a 
circulation  larger  than  the  number  of  stores,  offices,  or  factories 
representing  the  business. 

A  few  trade  papers  have  circulations  exceeding  10,000. 

Most  trade  papers  do  not  print  over  5,000. 

Some  trade  papers  print  less  than  2,00c. 

The  reading  circulation  of  a  trade  paper  is  from  twice  to  ten 
times  as  much  as  the  reading  circulation  of  any  other  class  of 
advertising  medium. 

The  good  trade  paper  is  read  by  from  one  to  fifty  people. 

The  trade  paper  is  only  read  by  those  directly  interested  in 
the  business. 

There  is  no  waste  to  trade  paper  circulation. 

Every  copy  goes  into  the  store,  office  or  factory  of  a  probable 
buyer. 

The  reader  of  a  general  magazine  or  paper  may  be  only  a 
possible  buyer,  but  every  reader  of  a  trade  paper  must  be  dir- 
ectly interested  in  the  goods  of  his  trade,  or  he  would  not  be  in 
that  trade. 

Trade  paper  circulation  is  limited  to  probable  buyers. 

The  circulation  of  all  other  mediums  is  limited  to  possible 
buyers. 

The  advertising  columns  of  a  good  trade  paper  contain  as 
interesting  matter  as  the  reading  pages. 

A  trade  paper  is  a  mirror  of  its  trade,  a  sort  of  reflecting 
hopper  into  which  is  poured  suggestions,  ideas  and  fact. 

The  advertising  columns  of  the  trade  paper  are  not  director- 
ies, are  not  dictionaries,  but  they  are  encyclopedias  of  salable 
goods  and  profitable  things. 

All  trade  paper  readers  are  not  successful,  but  no  successful 
man  is  without  his  trade  paper. 

The  daily  paper  may  be  skipped.  The  magazines  may  be 
thrown  away,  but  the  business  man  of  brains,  sense  and  profit, 
reads  his  trade  paper,  and  turns  it  over  to  his  partners,  his 
clerks  and  his  workmen. 

The  trade  paper  circulates  into  the  inside  of  the  business 
pocket  book. 

It  is  studied  from  cover  to  cover,  and  read  and  re-read,  for 
every  business  man  knows  that  a  single  paragraph,  or  a  single 
advertisement,  may  give  him  information  absolutely  necessary 
in  the  conduct  of  his  business. 

The  circulation  of  a  thousand  copies,  among  a  thousand 
actual  and  constant  buyers,  will  sell  more  goods,  or  will  assist  in 
the  sale  of  more  goods,  than  will  five  times  the  circulation  of  a 
general  medium. 

Trade  paper  advertising  does  not  take  the  place  of  general 
advertising,  nor  does  general  advertising  take  the  place  of  trade 
paper  advertising.  They  are  different  lines,  but  not  opposed  to 
each  other. 

The  maker  or  seller  of  something  must  have  a  line  of  trade 
customers,  and  these  customers  are  as  much  interested  in  his 
trade  paper  as  he  is  himself. 

Circulation  counts,  even  with  trade  papers,  but  the  circula- 
tion of  a  trade  paper  cannot  be  compared  with  that  of  one  of 
general  circulation,  and   its  value  for  advertising,  inch  for  inch, 


is  from  ten  to  twenty  times  greater,  because   it  goes   just  where 
you  want  it  to  go,  simply  because  it  cannot  go  anywhere  else. 

A  daily  paper  or  magazine  reader  buys  to  supply  his  own 
personal  wants.  The  reader  of  a  trade  paper  buys  to  supply 
hundreds  or  thousands  of  customers. 


AIM     TO     GET     PARTNERSHIPS. 

LAST  month  reference  was  made  in  The  Review  to  the  fact 
that  we  have  too  many  wholesale  houses  in  Canada,  and 
we  urged  employes  to  aim  in  business  to  secure  partnerships  or 
a  share  in  the  profits  of  their  employers  rather  than  to  look  for- 
ward to  the  day  when  they  will  have  enough  money  to  start 
business  on  their  own  account. 

That  there  is  not  more  of  this  in  Canada  is  because  employ- 
ers do  not  encourage  it.  Most  of  them  started  on  their  own 
account  when  there  was  but  little  competition.  Prices  were  not 
cut,  and  profits  were  large.  It  was  very  easy  for  them  to  make 
headway  then,  when  they  would  probably  fail  to-day.  They  have 
not  been  trained  to  the  system  which  admits  employes  to  partner- 
ships and  very  few  of  them  have  done  so.  The  idea  is  worth  every 
consideration.  It  would  be  to  their  advantage  in  many  ways. 
Their  employes  would  not  leave  them  to  open  houses  of  their 
own,  but  on  the  other  hand  they  would  work  hard  to  deserve  a 
partnership.  The  best  would  get  it.  New  blood  would  be  con- 
stantly infused  into  the  concern,  and  many  houses  that  a  few 
years  ago  were  in  the  lead  would  not  now  be  practically  dying 
of  "  dry  rot."  There  are  some  houses  which  endeavor  to  get 
the  brightest  young  men  fresh  from  school  or  college,  and  train 
them  in  every  department  of  their  business,  in  the  hope  that  some 
day  they  will  have  a  voice  in  the  management  and  a  share  in 
the  profits  of  the  concern. 


GONE  TO  EUROPE. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Muller,  foreign  manager  of  the  dress  goods  de- 
partment of  Fitzgibbon,  Schafheitlin  &  Co.,  Montreal,  left  for 
Europe  last  month  on  the  Vancouver.  The  amount  of  orders 
taken  in  his  department  demanded  his  early  visit  to  manufactur- 
ing centres,  his  presence  being  essential  to  proper  handling  of 
orders  by  the  makers  and  to  early  delivery. 

Mr.  Muller  will  at  the  same  time  look  after  novelties  for  next 
spring  and  feels  confident  of  being  able  to  submit  this  fall  the 
choicest  and  most  up-to-date  effects  to  be  produced  for  spring  '97. 


AN    ENTERPRISING    FIRM. 

Scovil  &  Page,  Halifax,  are  enlarging  their  premises  on 
Barrington  street,  and  their  floor  space  has,  by  additions,  been 
increased  to  1,848  square  feet.  The  new  addition  has  been 
fitted  up  in  first-class  style  and  the  whole  floor  will  be  used  for 
the  display  of  men's  clothing  and  cloths  and  as  cutting  and 
fitting  rooms  for  their  custom  department,  which  is  now  opened.

LESS    SEALSKINS  THIS    YEAR. 

The  Ottawa  Fisheries  Department  has  received  returns  of 
the  spring  catch  of  seals  by  Canadian  schooners  taken  off  the 
coast  of  Washington  and  British  Columbia.  The  returns  show 
a  falling  off  of  nearly  1,000  skins,  the  figures  being  8,928  this 
year,  as  against  9,853  last  spring.  The  schooner  Favorite  is  the 
top- liner  of  the  fleet,  with  a  catch  of  844,  the  nearest  approach 
to  her  being  the  Dolphin  and  Libby,  each  with  502.  The  pre- 
sent is  the  holiday  season  for  the  sealers,  as  from  May  1  to  July 
31  they  are  debarred  from  entering  Behring  Sea.  The  returns 
for  vessels  which  wintered  in  Japan  and  have  been  following  the 
coast  seals  up  the  coast  to  Behring  Sea  have  not  yet  been 
received.  It  is  not  a  little  singular  that  two  schooners  owned  by 
Indians  failed  to  secure  a  single  skin  the  whole  season.  An 
important  feature  of  the  return  this  year  is  the  number  of  seals 
killed  according  to  sex,  showing  that  females  are  greatly  in  the 
minority.

OF  late  years  it  is  noticeable  what  care  and  taste  a  first-class 
house  display  in  showing  their  dress  goods  to  the  trade.  A 
special  effort  is  made  to  have  the  department  attractive,  thus 
indicating  its  importance  as  well  as  the  necessity  for  letting  pur- 
chasers see  dress  fabrics  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances. 
The  departure  is  one  to  be  commended,  because  wholesalers 
should  encourage  a  house  trade,  as  it  makes  them  personally 
acquainted  with  their  customers,  and  also  exhibits  goods  to  the 
best  advantage.

the  dust  of  the  streets,  and  the  light  is  admirable.  From  several 
large  windows  the  light  streams  in,  so  that  in  all  weathers  correct 
ideas  can  be  formed  of  the  various  shades  of  black,  and  tints  in 
colored  fabrics.  The  increased  floor  space  and  shelving  room  has 
afforded  accommodation  for  a  larger  stock  in  a  variety  of  makes, 
and  has  enabled  the  firm  to  show  this  season  a  larger  range  of  high- 
priced  fabrics  than  in  previou  years.  They  expect  for  the  latter  a 
greater  demand  than  heretofore.  The  additional  room  in  the 
department  has  also  provided  the  facilities  for  the  house  to  take 
hold  of  a  job  line  in  large  quantities  when  one  is  offering.  Already 
this  season  such  a  chance  has  been  taken  advantage  of,  and  the 
firm  have  secured  an  entire  stock  of  over-makes  in  custom  tweeds 
which  they  are  now  offering  and  delivering  for  the  early  fall  trade. 


BUSINESS  MEN  IN  PARLIAMENT. 

The  Review  takes  no  more  active  sides  in  the  party 
politics  of  Great  Britain  than  in  those  of  Canada,  but  re- 
joices whenever  a  business  man  is  returned  to  Parliament,  no 
matter  what  his  politics  are.  The  election  in  the  Frome  division 
of  Somersetshire,  Eng.,  lately,  resulted  in  the  return  of  Mr.  J. 
E.  Barlow,  a  member  of  the  Manchester  firm  of  Barlow  &  Co., 
Oriental  merchants.     Business  men  in  Parliament  constitute  a 

healthy  element. 
They  do  not  mo- 
nopolize all  the 
virtue  and  wisdom 
of  mankind,  but 
having  money  at 
stake  and  a  com- 
mercial experi- 
ence, they  are  less 
open  to  support 
wrong  measures 
than  the  profes- 
sional wirepullers 
who  live  at  the 
public  expense. 
To  the  profession 
al  politicians  we 
owe  most  of  the 
errors  of  govern- 
ment. It  is  true 
that  Governments 
supported  in  Par- 
liament by  busi- 
ness men  often 
go  as  wrong  as 
others.  But  in 
these  cases  it  will 
&  Co.,  Toronto  almost    invariably 

be  found  that  the  business  group  was  not  large  enough,  and 
were  overborne  by  the  professional  element  in  their  own  party. 
We  would  like  to  see  each  party  in  the  Canadian  House  of 
Commons  possessing  a  sufficiently  powerful  delegation  of  com- 
mercial men  that  business  interests  would  come  first  and  purely 
party  concerns  second.

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HINTS  TO  THE  PROGRESSIVE  RETAILER. 

From  The  Dry  Goods  Chronic i  i t. 

TA  K  E  your  store  just  as  it  is,  just  as  you  left  it  last  night, 
and  start  right  in.  No  need  to  wait  until  you  have  made 
this  improvement,  or  that  alteration.  Don't  set  some  time  in 
the  future,  but  start  now,  while  your  mind  is  picturing  the  pos- 
sibilities of  a  progressive  store. 

Map  yourself  out  a  plan  to  work  by.  Think  of  all  you 
ever  heard  or  read  about  successful  merchants,  and  use  the 
part  that  seems  the  best — the  part  that  you  can  apply  to  your 
business.  You  will  find  that  all  merchants  who  have  been  suc- 
cessful have  become  so  by  seeming  to  be  honest.  Be  more 
than  that.  Be  honest.  It's  hard  to  do,  but  it  pays.  Make 
your  plan  so  broad  that  it  will  cover  each  detail.  Put  yourself 
in  the  customer's  place  and  see  how  you  would  like  to  have 
this  or  that  matter  decided.  Then  make  your  plan  so  that  your 
customer  will  be  pleased.  Protect  your  customer's  interest  just 
a  little  more  than  you  do  your  own,  and  your  plan  will  succeed. 
This  don't  refer  to  prices,  although  the  prices  must  of  course 
be  right,  but  the  hundred  little  details  that  come  up  in  a  day's 
business,  that,  if  not  adjusted  right,  will  lose  more  customers 
than  a  week's  advertising  will  regain. 

See  that  the  goods  in  your  store  are  the  kind  that  people 
want.  Don't  think  they  are  ;  make  sure  of  it.  If  you  have 
any  goods  that  are  out  of  style,  or  soiled,  or  wrong  in  any  way 
— and  there  always  are  in  the  best  of  stores — get  rid  of  them 
even  at  an  apparent  loss.  It's  not  a  real  loss,  it's  a  gain,  for 
goods  are  only  worth  what  they  will  sell  for.  All  people  make  mis- 
takes— especially  buyers — but  if  you  do  make  a  mistake,  admit  it 
and  rectify  it  at  once.  Don't  wait — it's  more  money  lost  to 
wait. 

You  must  buy  cheap,  for  you  will  have  to  sell  cheap.  Not 
pretend  to  do  it,  but  actually  do  it.  People  nowadays  are  in- 
telligent. You  may  think  they  are  not  because  they  don't  dis- 
play their  knowledge,  but  the  ladies  know  when  prices  are  right 
and  you  should  see  that  yours  are  right  all  the  time.  You  must 
go  to  the  city  market  often.  Not  for  pleasure,  but  for  business. 
Even  if  you  buy  but  little,  your  expenses  will  be  paid  by  the 
added  knowledge  and  push  and  energy  you  will  gather.  There's 
a  dozen  stores  in  the  city  that  are  an  object  lesson  for  any 
country  merchant. 

Sell  your  customers  what  they  want.  Not  what  you  prefer 
to  sell.  It's  a  great  mistake  to  do  otherwise.  By  persuading 
a  customer  to  buy  goods  you  want  to  get  rid  of,  you  may  make 
an  apparent  gain,  but  it's  only  apparent ;  the  chances  are  you 
have  lost  a  customer.  Mark  the  price  by  the  piece  and  dozen 
in  plain  figures,  and  stick  to  it.  Under  no  circumstances 
should  the  price  be  changed  in  the  presence  of  a  customer.  Tell 
the  truth  about  your  store  and  goods.  To  do  this  they  must 
both  be  above  suspicion.  Don't  be  afraid  to  admit  a  fault — it 
makes  the  truth  seem  more  real. 

Make  no  distinction  between  buyer  and  looker.  Lookers 
today  will  be  buyers  some  time,  and  their  trade  is  yours  if  you 
have  made  your  store  pleasant.  The  most  tiresome  shopper  is 
the  best  advertiser  your  store  could  have.  Treat  her  so  she  can 
only  speak  well  of  you.  Make  your  store  a  regular  information 
bureau. 

Have  the  directory  handy  ;  have  some  one  who  will  gather 
information  about  the  trains  or  boats,  or  any  other  matter  that 
people  are  liable  to  ask  for.  Be  able  to  render  little  services. 
Never  mind  the  trouble — it  is  making  friends  and  customers  for 


your  store.  Show  by  your  actions  that  you  are  pleased  with  the 
patronage  your  customers  have  given  you. 

Avoid  servility — it's  offensive  and  unnecessary.  Be  gentle, 
be  respectful,  be  modest,  and  above  all  be  watchful.  Your 
customers  are  mostly  ladies  accustomed  more  or  less  to  pleasant 
surroundings  and  gentle  manners.  Your  store  should  come  as 
near  to  this  as  business  will  allow.  Do  not  show  by  your 
manner  a  haste  to  sell.  No  matter  how  long  the  customer  may 
take,  let  no  thought  of  obligation  enter  her  mind.  It  is  you 
who  are  under  obligations  to  her — she  came  into  your  store  to 
look  at  your  goods.  Whether  she  buys  or  not  it  was  a  compli- 
ment to  you,  and  you  should  treat  it  as  such.  Do  your  busi- 
ness on  generous  principles.  Goodwill  is  part  of  your  stock  in 
trade,  but  the  mean  man  never  gathers  stock  of  that  kind.  Be 
more  than  just,  give  good  measure — nothing  helps  so  much — 
rectify  errors  quickly  without  the  slightest  show  of  displeasure. 
Make  the  customer  feel  as  if  she  had  done  you  the  greatest 
favor  by  reporting  it. 

Exchange  everything  that  is  returned  in  perfect  condition, 
and  do  it  gladly  and  willingly,  with  a  smile  on  your  face,  just  as 
if  it  was  the  greatest  pleasure.  You  might  just  as  well  not  take 
back  the  article,  as  to  make  the  customer  feel  uncomfortable 
and  displeased  and  then  take  it  back.  The  good  effect  is  lost, 
and  quite  likely  you  have  lost  a  customer.  Sometimes  you  may 
have  to  say  "  No,"  but  do  it  in  such  a  way  that  the  customer's 
good  will  is  yours. 

Give  money  back  when  wanted.  Don't  ask  the  why  or 
wherefore,  but  give  it  back  quickly  and  cheerfully.  The  fact 
that  they  want  to  trade  back  should  be  enough.  There's  some- 
thing wrong,  of  course,  but  it's  time  enough  to  find  out  what 
after  the  money  has  been  returned.  Then,  if  you  manage  right, 
you'll  get  it  back. 

These  are  mercantile  principles  upon  which  large  and  suc- 
cessful merchants  have  built  their  business.

SPECIAL  ATTENTION  GIVEN  TO  LETTER  ORDERS. 
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THE    BANKS    AND    BUSINESS. 

ALL  the  leading  banks  have  been  holding  their  meetings 
during  the  past  month,  and  the  annual  reports  of  the  dif- 
ferent general  managers  are  interesting  as  a  certain  indication  of 
the  position  of  the  business  community  generally.  General 
Managers  Clouston,  Hague  and  Walker,  who  are  at  the  head  of 
three  of  the  leading  banks,  did  not  draw  a  very  bright  picture  of 
the  commercial  situation. 

Mr.  Clouston  pronounces  business  fairly  good  in  Quebec 
and  sound  in  Manitoba,  a  condition  attributable  to  a  large  hay 
and  dairy  crop  in  the  one  and  the  great  wheat  crop  and  cattle 
trade  in  the  latter  province.  It  is  not  many  years  since  the 
state  of  affairs  in  Manitoba  caused  not  a  little  anxiety  to  bankers 
and  merchants,  so  that  the  improved  condition  of  business,  as 
attested  by  the  fact  that  the  payments  in  arrears  to  the  loan  com- 
panies are  only  1.7  per  cent,  of  their  loans  is  a  most  gratifying 
circumstance.  The  position  of  affairs  in  the  United  States 
occupied  a  lot  of  Mr.  Clouston's  attention.  A  year  ago  the 
corner  seemed  to  have  been  turned  there,  but  since  December 
last  a  reaction  has  set  in  and  much  of  the  gain  has  been  lost. 
The  rebound  is  dated  from  the  time  of  President  Cleveland's 
message  on  the  Venezuelan  question,  which  produced  such  a 
panic,  and  unfortunately  the  occurrence  of  a  presidential  election 
this  fall  will  retard  the  recovery  of  business  activity  for  several 
months  yet.  Looking  over  the  whole  situation,  he  says  the  con- 
clusion is  inevitable  that  a  further  period  of  quietude  will  pre- 
vail in  commercial  circles  before  a  permanent  impetus  is  given 
to  industry  and  trade. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  encouraging  features  of  the  situa- 
tion is  that  prices  on  nearly  every  article  of  merchandise  appear 
to  have  struck  bottom.  They  cannot  well  go  lower  and  any 
change  should  be  for  the  better.  Stocks  are  not  heavy  in 
traders'  hands,  but  credits  are  strained  pretty  well  up  to  the 
safety  point.  Prudence  in  giving  and  taking  credits,  therefore, 
should  continue  to  be  a  desirable  rule  in  business  until  the  indi- 
cations of  renewed  activity  and  sustained  prosperity  have  taken 
a  more  definite  shape. 

Mr.  Walker,  in  explaining  the  situation  in  Ontario,  states 
that  a  short  crop  of  several  important  staples,  accompanied  by 
low  prices,  was  largely  responsible  for  the  discouraging  features 
visible  in  that  province.  The  development  of  electricity  cut  off  a 
large  demand  for  horses.  There  was  a  decline  in  dairy  cattle 
and  hay  products.  In  the  case  of  the  former  an  increased  export 
of  18,000,000  pounds  brought  into  the  country  half  a  million 
dollars  less  than  in  1894.  He  thinks  that  the  indications  are 
more  hopeful  for  the  province  during  the  present  season.  Crops 
promise  well  and  bad  crops  are  worse  than  low  prices. 

In  regard  to  Manitoba,  Mr.  Walker  agrees  with  his  Montreal 
confrere.  In  that  province,  where  the  crops  were  good,  debts 
were  paid  to  a  gratifying  extent,  the  record  of  failures  being  less 
than  for  the  preceding  year,  and  the  proportion  of  farmers  out 
of  debt  has  sensibly  increased.  Mr.  Hague  follows  much  the 
same  lines  in  regard  to  the  country  generally  as  his  brother 
managers.

SHORT    WEIGHTS. 

The  agitation  in  The  Review,  and  throughout  the  trade, 
against  short  weights  in  yarns  will,  if  persisted  in,  lead  to  the 
stoppage  of  the  practice.  A  well-posted  man  tells  us  that  there 
is  every  likelihood  of  this  being  the  result.  There  has  been 
some  talk  among  the  trade  and  the  manufacturers  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  a  pretty  general  acquiescence  by  the  most  responsible 
representatives  of  the  various  interests  involved  that  the  prac- 
tice is  bad  and  should  cease.  It  need  surprise  no  one,  he  says, 
if  some  legal  enactment  is  sought  shortly  to  forbid  the  selling 
of  yarns  in  spindles  that  weigh  less  than  the  full  standard  six 
pounds.

What  The  Review  said  last  month  about  ladies  soon  ceas- 
ing to  be  satisfied  with  plain  garb  on  the  wheel  is  coming  true. 
In  Paris  and  London  women  cyclists  are  eschewing  plainness 
in  their  wheel  costumes  and  devoting  considerable  attention  to 
garniture  and  attractive  colors.  The  latest  is  in  the  shape  of  fast 
cinating  silk  knickerbockers  in  fetching  colors,  some  quite  plain, 
a  few  with  lace  and  ribbon  decoration.  Some  wear  a  bright 
colored  ribbon  tied  in  a  bow  at  the  knee  as  if  used  for  a  garter 
to  support  hosiery  and  keep  "  knickers  "  in  place,     Chaussure 


and  hosiery  are  likewise  carefully  attended  to  now,  as  being  im- 
portant items  of  get-up.  The  latter  are  worn  in  silk  in  all  the 
tartan  plaids,  silk  stripes  and  silk  embroidered.  Clusters  of  cut 
flowers  are  worn  in  the  belt  at  the  waist  line  and  in  the  bodice 
to  add  chic  to  the  wearer's  costume. 


THE  USE  OF  AWNINGS. 

The  season  being  now  at  hand  when  awnings  are  a  necessity, 
a  few  words  as  to  the  proper  disposition  and  best  arrangements 
may  not  be  out  of  place.  Have  only  awnings  which  can  be 
raised  and  do  not  have  permanent  shades  for  the  windows. 
They  should  only  be  used,  says  The  Apparel  Gazette,  when  the 
sun  is  actually  shining  on  the  windows,  as  at  other  times  all  the 
light  that  is  possible  is  wanted  in  the  store.  A  tasteful  selec- 
tion of  colors  will  make  them  an  ornament  to  the  front  of  the 
store.  Awning  manufacturers  produce  hideous  combinations  of 
green  and  yellow  and  other  startling  colors  which  should  always 
be  avoided.  A  combination  of  red  and  white  will  look  fresh 
and  bright  much  longer  than  the  blue  and  white  so  ordinarily 
seen,  when  the  sun  is  shining  on  them.  It  is  well  to  have  in- 
side shades  so  arranged  that  they  can  be  pulled  up  from  the 
bottom,  so  that  if  the  store  is  exposed  to  the  sun's  level  rays 
either  in  the  morning  or  in  the  evening,  they  can  be  raised  to 
cut  off  the  light  that  would  reach  the  goods  beneath  the  awning. 
There  are  few,  almost  no  colors,  which  will  stand  the  full  heat 
of  the  summer  sun,  and  merchants  will  find  that  a  proper  set 
of  awnings  and  blinds  will  save  them  considerable  money  by 
preventing  damage  to  goods  which  would  otherwise  result.

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CRUSADE    AGAINST    SILK    HATS 

ANEW  crusade  against  tall  hats  is  being  urged  in  London 
by  Lord  Ronald  Gower,  a  prominent  leader  of  fashion 
and  of  wide  fame  as  a  sculptor.  He  opposes  the  tall  hat  on  the 
double  plea  that  it  is  homely  and  unhealthy.  He  asserts  that 
it  is  mainly  owing  to  the  chimney-pot  and  the  English  habit  of 
wearing  it  at  school — at  Eton — even  indoors,  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  for  instance,  that  England  has  a  greater  percentage 
of  young  bald-headed  men  to  show  than  other  countries.  As 
indirect  proof  of  cause  and  effect,  Lord  Ronald  instances  the 
Blue  Coat  boys — who  never  wear  a  head  covering,  and  who,  it 
is  asserted,  are  rarely  bald  in  after  life.  But  this  is  a  rare  ex- 
ception, for  though  Britannia  rules  the  waves  she  cannot  right- 
fully assert  that  her  children  never  will  be.  slaves,  when,  in  fact, 
they  are  held  in  the  bondage  of  tyrannous  custom.  Alas  and 
alack  !  there  are  moments  when  even  so  independent  a  man  as 
Lord  Ronald  Gower  himself  has  to  bend  to  public  opinion  and 
don  the  "topper."  And  the  masses  copy  the  upper  classes  in 
their  aberrations. 

"  And  as  for  the  hideousness  of  the  thing,  just  fancy,  if  you 
can,"  added  his  lordship,  "the  Apollo  Belvedere,  or  the  Hermes 
of  Praxiteles,  attired  in  a  frock  coat  and  a  silk  hat  !  " 

Even  the  Prince  of  Wales,  who  is  to  London  "  the  glass  of 
fashion  and  the  mould  of  form,"  no  sooner  leaves  the  capital 
than  he  patronizes  the  '•  bowler,"  the  "  billycock,"  and,  above 
all,  that  variety  which  is  generally  known  as  the  "  Tyrolese  ;  " 
but  His  Royal  Highness  has  a  preference  for  silk  hats  in 
"town." 

Just  before  the  marriage  of  the  Prince  Consort  the  silk  hat 
made  its  appearance  in  England,  and  forever  banished  the 
beaver.  A  London  hatter  named  Townsend  introduced  it, 
charging  for  the  new  invention  the  modest  sum  of  four  shillings 
and  ninepence.  These  facts,  historical  and  financial,  are  pre- 
served in  a  popular  song  of  the  period  : 

When  Albert  comes  to  Britain's  isle, 
We'll  dress  him  out  in  the  first  of  style, 
With  a  shirt  and  a  four  and  ninepenny  tile, 
To  marry  the  Queen  of  England.

[From  The  London  Drapers'  Record.] 

HOW  can  "  our  greatest  interest"  be  best  promoted?  The 
Imperial  Federation  League,  which  was  started  in  1884 
under  such  favorable  auspices,  was  dissolved  two  years  ago 
without  having  achieved  its  object.  A  Canadian  statesman  has 
now  proposed  that  the  Empire  and  the  colonies  should  be 
bound  together  in  commercial  association  on  the  lines  of  the 
German  zollverein;  but  there  are  practical  disadvantages  to  this 
step  which  cannot  be  overcome.  An  alternative  suggestion 
has  been  made,  and  receives  the  support  of  Mr.  Chamberlain. 
It  is  that  as  between  Great  Britain  and  her  colonies  protection 
should  disappear  and  free  trade  be  established.  This  would 
give  British  products  a  slight  advantage  over  similar  foreign 
products  in  colonial  markets,  and  would  thus  be  a  violation  of 
abstract  free  trade  principles.  But  we  cordially  endorse  Mr. 
Chamberlain's  words  on  this  point.  Though  a  convinced  Free 
Trader  in  the  sense  of  believing  that  free  trade  is  undoubtedly 
a  theory  upon  which  the  world  would  become  most  prosperous, 
yet  he  has  not  such  a  pedantic  admiration  for  free  trade  that  if  a 
sufficient  advantage  were  offered  to  him  he  would  not  favorably 
consider  a  deviation  from  the  strictest  doctrine.  This,  we  ven- 
ture to  say,  is  the  true  spirit  in  which  to  attempt  to  advance 
"our  greatest  interest,"  and  we  wish  Mr.  Chamberlain  every 
success  in  his  new  departure.

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COLORS    FOR    AUTUMN   OF    1896. 

Tl  1 1.  Parisian  color  cards  for  autumn  of  1896  contain  several 
new  shades,  with  new  names,  which  are  likely  to  be  popu- 
lar the  coming  season.  Among  the  greens  may  be  noted  : 
lourdain,  Gange,  Russe  and  Turnoi  ;  among  the  reds,  Aube 
pine  and  Pivoine  ;  purple,  Baugainville ;  yellow,  Castile  ;  dark 
blue,  Matelot  and  Marine.  Other  features  of  the  new  colorings 
are  that  rich  tones  continue  popular;  two  pinkish  shades  of 
heliotrope  have  come  in  under  the  names  of  Damoiseau  and 
Chevalier ;  the  regular  browns  show  little  change  from  last 
season. 

Perhaps  the  most  noticeable  items  are  the  water  greens, 
which  are  both  attractive  by  themselves  and,  in  the  shades 
called  ]ourdain,  Gange  and  Russe,  will  be  well  suited  for  com- 
bining with  other  colors.  The  lighter  water  greens  have  a  faint 
grayish  cast  like  water  plants  show,  and  these  are  predicted  for 
winter  evening  wear. 

Menuet  is  a  bluish  "  china  "  green  that  was  called  Cera- 
mique  last  season.  Page  is  a  light  green  of  a  slightly  yellow 
cast,  while  the  regular  yellow  greens  are  represented  by  Oasis, 
Caspienne  and  Hetman,  formerly  known  as  spring  greens.  But 
one  other  green  shade  is  shown — Tournoi — -of  a  slightly  blue  cast, 
yet  with  a  grayish  tinge  as  well. 

The  ombre  colorings  are  all  in  vogue.  Neigeux  shades 
from  white  to  deep  gray  across  the  entire  goods.  Idylle  shows 
the  same  shading  in  violet  tones.  Reve  is  a  treatment  of  the 
spring  greens  after  the  same  manner,  and  Berceuse  of  the  lovely 
cherry  pinks.  Paradisier  shows  ombre  shading  of  yellow  on 
one  end  fading  to  white  on  each  side  and  reddish  violet  on  the 


other,  also  fading  out  to  the  white,  with  a  broche  figure  as  well. 
Speranza  has  water  green  in  ombre  on  one  edge  and  cherry 
pink  on  the  other,  with  pale  green  finishing  the  outer  edge  of 
the  latter  color,  a  figure  being  thrown  up  on  both  colors. 
Japonaise  shows  a  ground  of  blue,  green,  white,  red,  yellow  and 
black  with  scrolls  showing  the  same  shades.  This  is  peculiar 
and  very  attractive,  being  different  from  Oriental  colorings  yet 
possessing  their  beauty  of  harmony  and  softness. 

The  outlook,  therefore,  is  that  fall  dress  effects  will  all 
incline  to  bright,  decided  colorings.  Yellow,  especially  Castile 
mentioned  above,  will  be  a  favorite  for  evening  wear. 


THE   PEWNY    GLOVE    AGENCY.

That  it  can  be 
cultivated  is  very  evident.  The  best  place,  however,  is  not  a 
school,  but  the  store." 

Undoubtedly,  there  is  a  great  deal  for  a  salesman  to  learn, 
and  in  this  day  of  the  general  diffusion  of  knowledge  and  the 
opportunity  for  observation,  there  is  no  difficulty  in  a  young 
man  becoming  thoroughly  competent  to  sell  goods.  At  the 
same  time  much,  if  not  everything,  depends  upon  his  own  in- 
telligence and  taste  for  a  business  career.

THE  stamped  linens  just  put  on  the  Canadian  market  by 
Belding,  Paul  &:  Co.,  Montreal,  have  the  merit  of  being 
new,  as  the  best  artists  are  employed  to  draw  them,  and  when  a 
design  becomes  common  it  is  dropped.  Each  piece  has  attached 
to  it  a  printed  slip  giving  instructions  how  to  work,  the  number 
and  color  of  the  skeins  required.  The  firm  report  the  ribbon 
trade  to  be  improving,  and  good  fall  orders  have  been  placed  the 
last  two  weeks.  Report  from  Paris  says  black  satin  ribbons 
wide  enough  for  sashes  are  being  worn  as  belts  there,  and  the 
new  fashion  has  become  a  craze. 

The  raw  silk  markets  of  the  world,  according  to  the  latest 
reports,  are  just  at   present  practically  featureless,  owing  to  the

uncertainty  about  the  new  crop,  as  to  which  there  are  various 
and  conflicting  reports,  as  usual.  Should  the  crop  be  of  about 
the  normal  volume,  very  little,  if  any,  advance  in  price  is  looked 
for,  except  in  case  of  a  general  and  marked  revival  of  the  manu- 
facture in  America.  Should  the  crop  prove  a  full  one  and  the 
business  show  no  improvement,  there  may  be  a  still  further 
decline,  but  this  is  scarcely  expected. 

Encouraging  reports  come  from  Japan,  where  the  silk  grow- 
ing is  extended  over  a  vast  area,  which  lessens  the  chances  of 
serious  failure.  The  attitude  of  the  Japanese  Government, 
which  has  advanced  money  to  the  silk  merchants  to  aid  them  in 
holding  their  stocks  for  better  prices,  has  had  a  stiffening 
tendency. 

In  Italy  the  weather  has  been  somewhat  unfavorable,  but, 


so  far  as  can  be  learned,  no  serious  damage  has  been  done  to 
the  crops. 

Considerable  stir  has  been  created  in  England  over  the  pro- 
posed erection,  near  Manchester,  of  a  factory  costing  some 
$150,000,  for  the  production  of  artificial  silk  under  the  Char- 
dormet  patents.  It  has  been  stated  that  six  large  English  firms 
have  engaged  to  take  the  entire  output,  however  large  it  may 
prove  to  be  ;  also  that  others  are  preparing  to  establish  plants 
of  their  own,  to  be  operated  on  a  royalty. 

The  future  of  the  new  silk,  however,  is  still  in  doubt,  not- 
withstanding that  dress  and  other  fabrics  made  of  this  material 
are  now  being  sold  in  the  London  market.  While  it  cannot  be 
said  that  artificial  silk  is  yet  fully  past  the   experimental  stage, 

indications  point  to  grow- 
ing confidence  in  its  ulti- 
mate perfection.  It  is  now 
something  beyond  the 
dream  of  a  visionary,  since 
it  is  being  spun  and  woven 
in  Coventry,  Manchester 
and  Macclesfield  for  the 
past  two  years,  with  good 
success.  If  it  does  not 
compete  with  natural  silk 
for  the  highest  purposes, 
it  may  supplant  it  in  the 
lower  and  coarser  uses  to 
which  silk  is  now  put,  and 
where  strength  is  not  of 
such  prime  importance  as 
rich  effects. 

That  the  artificial  silk 
can  be  produced  cheaper 
than  the  natural,  and  that 
it  can  show  as  high  a 
lustre,  seems  to  be  estab- 
lished. It  is  not  nearly  so 
strong  as  the  silkworm's 
product,  the  difference 
being  about  twenty  -  five 
per  cent.,  but  it  is  said  to 
lend  itself  to  the  dyeing 
process  even  more  readily 
than  the  latter.  Its  den- 
sity is  about  ten  per  cent, 
greater  than  the  natural 
silk,  and  the  price  in  Eng- 
land will  be  about  four  shillings,  while  natural  silk  ranges  from 
twelve  to  sixteen  shillings.

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WINDOW  DRESSING. 

NOVELTIES    AND    ODDITIES    IN    THE    WINDOW. 

AN  oddity  will  attract  a  crowd  beyond  doubt.  To  that  ex- 
tent it  advertises.  But  drawing  a  crowd  without  drawing 
any  business  out  of  them  is  poor  work.  The  primary  use  of  a 
window  display  is  to  set  forth  the  excellencies  of  the  goods  in  the 
store  and  help  to  sell  them.  Many  merchants  go  to  great 
trouble  about  eccentric  displays.  A  Toronto  druggist  lately 
converted  a  large  plate-glass  front  into  a  rivulet.  By  means  of 
piping  along  the  top  of  the  window  a  spray  from  small  perfora- 
tions constantly  played  on  the  pane  and  trickled  down  in  little 
streams  covering  the  entire  glass.  It  was  ingenious,  but  we 
question  if  it  brought  business.  An  advertising  man  who  favors 
eccentric  displays  writes  :  "  A  small  alligator  always  draws  a 
crowd.  Guinea  pigs,  pet  rabbits,  and  the  various  species  of 
squirrels  in  flying  wheel  cages  are  often  met  with  in  show  window 
ornamentation,  and  sometimes  monkeys  may  be  seen  in  their 
cute  antics,  but  all  these  require  much  care  and  attention,  and 
for  that  reason  are  not  so  desirable  as  a  large  globe  of  gold  fish 
or  an  aquarium  with  a  spraying  fountain  attached."  We  pin  our 
faith  mainly  to  displays  where  artistic  taste  draws  buyers  to  the 
window,  rather  than  antics  which  glue  the  small  boy  to  the  out- 
side of  the  glass. 


HARRY    HARMAN    ON    THE    ART. 

Harry  Harman,  the  well-known  Chicago  teacher  of  window 
dressing,  writes  to  The  Review  :  "In  dressing  show  windows 
the  ultimate  object  must  be  to  attract  the  attention  not  only  of 
the  observant  passer-by,  but  of  the  careless  and  indifferent  as 
well.  The  most  effective  way  to  dress  it,  so  as  to  attract  the  at- 
tention, is  to  have  the  goods  displayed  in  an  artistic  and  busi- 
ness-like manner.  The  window  is  to  be  an  illustrated  advertise- 
ment, in  which  are  presented  samples  of  the  goods  offered  for 
sale.  Don't  crowd  your  goods ;  give  them  plenty  of  room. 
Too  much  in  a  window  confuses  the  eye.  Your  glass  should  be 
scrupulously  clean,  as  even  the  best  display  will  not  have  much 
effect  if  viewed  through  adust-covered,  or  rain-streaked  window. 
Have  the  window  frames  and  the  woodwork  nicely  painted. 
The  front  of  your  store  should  also  be  nicely  painted  and  clean. 
Have  the  windows  partitioned  from  the  rest  of  the  store,  so  as  to 
exclude  dust  and  insects.  Have  this  partition  of  glass,  if  pos- 
sible, and  so  arranged  that  you  can  easily  enter  the  window.  If 
the  partition  is  of  glass,  people  can  easily  point  out  to  you 
goods  in  the  window  that  they  wish  to  examine,  but  cannot  des- 
cribe. 

"How  are  windows  to  be  dressed  to  draw  attention  of  the 
public  to  your  store  ?  This  may  be  classified  into  two  parts, 
first  to  catch  the  eye  of  the  passer-by,  second  to  retain  his  at- 
tention by  having  the  display  so  arranged  as  to  interest  him. 
The  fact  of  novel  windows  will  increase  sales,  advertises  the 
business,  and  a  reputation  is  established  for  being  progressive, 
enterprising  and  strictly  up-to-date." 


A    GLOVE    DISPLAY. 


of  the  window  frame,  the  distance  between  the  wires  being 
about  the  length  of  a  glove.  Over  each  side  of  the  wires  the 
gloves  were  hung,  one  row  being  of  a  light  shade,  then  a  dark, 
and  so  alternated,  and  the  floor  filled  in  with  gloves  hung  from 
nickel  stands.  A  show  card  displayed  was  worded,  "A  Glove 
Harvest  Waiting  for  Reapers." 


A    NICE    WINNIPEG    DISPLAY. 

Winnipeggers  noticed  with  appreciation  the  other  day  a 
novel  and  handsome  effect  in  dressing  in  one  of  the  Hudson 
Bay  store's  window.  A  linen  window  was  dressed  and  artisti- 
cally arranged  to  form  an  old  Roman  gateway  with  large  arches 
on  either  side.  The  taste  and  beauty  of  the  arrangement 
reflected  much  credit  on  Mr.  C.  Maggs,  the  designer  and  win- 
dow dresser  for  the  H.  B.  stores. 


WHERE    MIRRORS    ARE    AWKWARD. 

Mirrors  as  backgrounds  have  their  faults,  although  most 
operators  deem  themselves  in  great  luck  if  they  are  privileged  to 
employ  them.  Mirrors  expose  all  sides  of  the  model,  figure,  or 
whatever  happens  to  be  in  the  display,  and  so  there  can  be  no 
front  and  back,  or  no  side  which  is  not  intended  for  the  public  to 
see.  A  very  creditable  Easter  trim  was  spoiled  by  a  failure  of 
the  operator  to  observe  this  trait  of  mirrors.  A  large  and  elab- 
orately decorated  design  hung  in  the  middle  of  the  window,  and 
when  looked  at  from  straight  in  front  the  trim  was  not  bad,  but 
if  viewed  from  one  side  the  reflection  of  the  back  of  the  de- 
sign marred  the  effect  seriously. 


R.  Stritt,  La  Crosse,  Wis.,  describes  a  glove  window  which 
he  arranged  by  trimming  the  background  with  white  cheese 
cloth,  as  well  as  the  floor  in  irregular  puffings.  From  the  centre 
of  the  background  wires  were  fastened  and  brought  to  each  side 


NOTES. 

The  illustrations  for  a  window  fixture  to  show  dress  fabrics 
draped  were  taken  from  The  Dry  Goods  Chronicle. 

Green  goes  well  with  most  anything,  and  vines  entwined  in 
some  way  around  the  window  add  a  freshness  that  is  pleasing. 

In  displaying  windows  it  is  well  to  have  an  idea  of  perspec- 
tive. A  raised  floor,  balcony  or  platform  at  the  rear  always 
looks  well,  with  draperies  close  together,  the  front  being  open 
and  clear. 

If  there  is  anything  which  is  entirely  out  of  place  it  is  the 
displaying  of  goods  for  which  the  season  is  entirely  over.  It 
indicates  bad  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  merchant  or  window 
trimmer,  and  is  in  one  sense  an  injury  to  the  store.  People  will 
not  be  drawn  to  such  a  store,  for  the  impression  given  by  such 
a  display  is  that  the  store  is  not  enterprising  and  up-to-date. 

A  neat  method  of  arranging  shoes  is  on  a  series  of  steps. 
These  steps  may  be  built  diagonally  across  both  of  the  two  back 
corners  of  the  window,  small  at  the  top  and  broad  at  the  bottom. 
Cover  with  cloth  to  suit. 

In  decorating  a  window  with  puffed  cheese  cloth,  care  should 
be  observed  that  the  pins  used  to  hold  it  in  place  are  so  driven 
in  as  to  be  invisible  when  the  work  is  completed,  and  that  the 
cloth  does  not  come  in  contact  with  the  metallic  part  of  an 
electric  lamp. 

For  light  colored  spring  neckwear,  a  floor  cover  and  back- 
ground of  purple  gives  an  effective  contrast ;  the  same  result 
may  be  attained  also  by  white  drapery,  but  backing  each  scarf 
or  unit  of  scarfs  with  a  piece  of  purple  crepe  paper,  folded  in  a 
circular  shape. 
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ONE  AS  GOOD 
AS  THE  OTHER 

That  may  be  your  way  of  thinking,  but  it's  not 
the  way  by  which  you  can  make  a  success  of  your 
hosiery  department.

IN  every  mercantile  reading  room  are  filed  the   representative 
trade  and  commercial  papers. 

In  nearly  all  business  and  factory  offices  are  kept  the  trade 
papers  representing  the  industries. 

Intelligent  manufacturers  and  managers  read  their  trade 
papers  regularly  and  carefully,  and  when  they  are  through  with 
them  they  are  handed  to  the  department  heads,  and  from  there 
reach  every  class  of  employe,  except  that  of  ignorant  labor. 

The  good  trade  paper  is  not  only  a  correct  mirror  of  busi- 
ness, but  it  is  a  text  book  and   a  volume  of  successful  lessons. 

Where  you  see  success,  there  you  see  trade  papers. 

The  trade  paper  is  a  necessity,  and  is  more  and  more  being 
so  recognized,  for,  faulty  as  it  may  be,  and  there  is  nothing  per- 
fect, it  is  the  best  arena  for  the  exchange  of  thought  and  for 
practical  illustration  of  successful  making  and  doing. 

The  capitalist  should  read  the  trade  paper,  because  it  tells 
him  how  his  money  is  making  money. 

The  active  manager  should  read  the  trade  paper,  because  it 
tells  him  what  is  going  on,  and  is  constantly  furnishing  him  with 
ideas,  or  the  suggestions  which  better  enable  him  to  produce 
ideas  of  his  own.

The  workman  should  read  the  trade  paper,  because  it 
broadens  the  scope  of  his  mind,  and  lifts  him  out  of  mechanical 
ruts. 

The  trade  paper  should  be  in  every  office,  in  every  superin- 
tendent's room,  and  in  every  reading  room  for  workmen. 

If  there  be  many  employes  there  should  be  many  copies  of 
the  same  paper. 

Are  trade  papers  read  ? 

Look  at  the  crumpled  pages ;  see  how  they  show  the  effects 
of  handling  and  rehandling. 

If  you  then  doubt  that  the  trade  paper  is  read  from  begin- 
ning to  end,  put  a  little  item  about  yourself  in  the  most  obscure 
corner,  and  count  the  number  of  references  by  mail,  and  ver- 
bally, that  come  to  you  concerning  it. 

Get  married,  and  ask  the  trade  paper  to  print  the  marriage 
notice,  or  if  you  have  a  bouncing  boy,  let  the  editor  pleasantly 
speak  of  it.  Then  visit  your  cousins,  and  the  cousins  of  your 
cousins,  if  they  are  in  your  trade,  and  there  will  be  no  need  of 
telling  them  about  it. 

If  all  the  folks  in  trade  who  know  you  will  read  these 
little  social  items,  how  much  more  reason  there  is  to  believe 
that  they  will  read  the  words  which  mean  more  business  for 
them. 

Each  copy  of  a  daily  paper  may  have  but  one  reader, 
but  every  copy  of  a  trade  paper  has  from  one  to  one  hundred 
readers. 

You  will  not  have  to  make  your  employes  read  the  trade 
papers ;  you  will  not  even  have  to  suggest  it ;  you  have  simply 
to  give  them  the  opportunity. 

I  know  that  most  trade  papers  contain  a  superabundance  of 
chaff,  and  that  the  reader  must  separate  from  it  the  kernels  of 
wheat,  but  compared  with  other  publications,  there  is  more  food 
to  the  square  inch  in  the  good  trade  paper  than  there  is  to  the 
square  foot  in  any  other  publication. 


Perhaps  the  editor  of  the  trade  paper  may  not  be  correct  in 
all  that  he  says. 

If  he  were  infallible,  he  wouldn't  be  editing  a  trade  paper, 
for  there  would  be  a  place  for  him  in  some  other  and  better 
world. 

If  he  be  wrong  sometimes,  or  wrongly  expresses  himself, 
then  the  employe  can,  by  using  his  mind,  learn  manufacturing 
affirmatives,  by  reading  the  negatives. 

The  reason  that  trade  paper  advertisements  are  read  more 
than  any  other  class  of  advertisements  is  because  the  trade- 
paper  advertisement  contains  money-bringing  information,  and 
everybody  in  trade  is  interested  in  what  everybody  else  in  the 
same  trade  has  to  say  to  the  public,  and  the  trade  paper  adver- 
tisement is  the  cheapest,  easiest  and  most  sensible  method  for 
a  man  who  makes  and  sells  anything  to  tell  the  man  who  buys 
that  something,  that  he  has  that  article  for  sale.

THE  IMPORT  TRADE  THIS  YEAR. 

The  imports  of  dry  goods  into  Canada  for  the  first  five 
months  of  1896,  January  to  May,  inclusive,  show  no  particular 
signs  of  over-importation  in  those  lines,  as  compared  with  the 
same  period  last  year. 

The  value  of  the  principal  articles  affecting  the  dry  goods 
trade  imported  up  to  June  1st  this  year  is  given  in  the  Cus- 
toms'returns  at  $9,441,835,  compared  with  $9,042,312  up  to 
June  1  st  last  year.  This  is  only  an  increase  of  $400,000.  The 
returns  only  give  the  values.  As  prices  in  some  lines  are  higher 
it  is  quite  possible  that  when  quantities  are  given  later  on  we 
shall  be  found  to  have  imported  about  the  same  as  before. 

For  the  month  of  May,  1896,  the  imports  are  about  $150,- 
000  less  than  in  May,  1895,  as  the  details  show  :

This  indicates  quiet  trade  at  the  wind-up  of  the  sorting  sea- 
son, and  has  little  reference  to  fall  stuff  which  does  not  come  in 
in  any  quantity  until  after  the  1st  of  June.  In  fact,  moderate 
importing  and  low  stocks  in  May,  is  not  a  bad  condition  in 
which  to  face  fall  trade,  which  we  hope  will  be  excellent  this 
year  ;  not  very  expensive  necessarily,  but  on  a  sound,  healthy 
basis. 
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EMPLOYES    IN    BUSINESS   HOUSES. 

IN  another  column  will  be  found  an  item  about  a  prominent 
business  house,  in  which  it  is  mentioned  that  the  two  part- 
ners taken  in  during  the  last  few  years  were  previously  employes 
of  the  firm.  Such  a  course  of  action  towards  deserving  em- 
ployes is  much  to  be  commended,  and  is  in  line  with  what 
The  Review  has  several  times  advocated.  If  business  houses 
uniformly  treated  their  employes  in  such  a  way  that  each  one, 
down  to  the  office  boy,  felt  that  he  was  under  his  employer's  eye, 
and  would  be  rewarded  for  faithful  and  intelligent  service,  they 
would  find  that  their  trouble  would  be  amply  repaid  in  the 
amount  and  quality  of  the  work  rendered  them. 

One  great  fault  with  clerks,  salesmen  and  others  in  business 
houses  is  that  they  take  no  interest  in  their  employers'  work,  and 
make  no  attempt  to  advance  their  employers'  interests  unless 
paid  specially  for  it.  If  a  clerk  could  look  forward  to  a  partner- 
ship as  the  reward  of  long  and  faithful  service,  he  would  take  an 
interest  in  the  business  and  would  do  much  more  efficient  work 
than  otherwise. 

Many  of  our  modern  clerks  are  mere  machines,  and,  like 
machines,  do  only  what  they  are  compelled  to  do,  being  per 
fectly  inanimate  so  far  as  the  business  interests  of  their  em- 
ployers are  concerned.  Such  a  state  of  affairs  would  not  exist 
if  advancement  were  universally  recognized  as  the  reward  of 
merit,  and  many  a  house  would  be  saved  from  dying  of  "  dry 
rot,"  as  it  may  be  called,  by  letting  the  employes  feel  that  they 
too  have  an  interest  in  the  business. 

One  of  the  most  beneficial  effects  of  such  a  course  of  action 
would  be  in  doing  away  with  the  present  unwholesome  amount 
of  competition,  as  young  men  would  not  be  so  eager  to  start  in 
business,  and,  having  once  started,  to  cut  prices  to  make  a  living, 
but  would  prefer  to  remain  with  their  old  employer  in  expecta- 
tion of  advancement. 

That  many  business  houses  do  reward  their  employes  by 
making  them  partners  or  by  other  promotions  with  their  firm  is 
to  be  noted  with  satisfaction.  But  it  is  also  to  be  considered 
that  it  is  not  so  general  that  the  employe  feels  himself  affected 
by  it,  and  until  it  becomes  a  generally  recognized  principle  that 
an  intelligent  and  faithful  servant  may  look  forward  to  some 
such  reward  the  average  employe  will  continue  to  do  no  more 
than  he  is  compelled  to  do  to  make  sure  of  his  pay. 

With  few,  if  any,  exceptions,  the  livest  of  the  old-established 
houses  in  Canada  to-day  are  those  in  which  sons  or  employes 
have  grown  up  with  the  business,  and  are  now  practically  direct- 
ing its  affairs,  with  the  senior  partners  acting  as  advisers  when 
important  questions  are  being  considered. 


THE    USE    OF    ARCHES. 

An  arrangement  for  showing  shirt  waists,  gloves,  laces,  rib- 
bons, handkerchiefs,  straw  hats,  millinery,  wash  goods  and  other 
merchandise  in  a  very  advantageous  and  attractive  manner,  is 
by  means  of  four  arches.  The  first  one,  says  The  Dry  Goods 
Reporter,  should  be  about  one  foot  and  a  half  from  the  glass, 
and  in  a  six-foot  window  should  have  an  altitude  of  nine  feet. 
The  second  should  be  seven  and  one-half  feet  in  height  and 
enough  narrower  so  that  the  goods  fixed  upon  it  will  not  be  hid 
from  view  by  the  front  arch.  The  dimensions  of  the  third  and 
fourth  should  be  proportionally  lessened.  They  are  covered 
with  a  cheese  cloth  and  the  floor  is  also  covered  with  the  same 
material.  The  goods  are  fastened  upon  them  and  also  displayed 


in  the  centre  on  a  model,  dress  frame  or  other  device.  In  dis- 
playing millinery,  artificial  flowers  are  put  on  the  arches  and 
hats  and  bonnets  on  stands  in  the  foreground.  Wash  goods  can 
be  wrapped  about  the  arch,  a  different  color  covering  each. 
The  arches  are  easily  constructed.  Two  inches  is  a  sufficient 
width.  They  can  be  sawed  out  of  a  board,  or  common  barrel 
hoops  can  be  used. 


THE    M'KENDRY    FAILURE. 

THIS  was  due,  doubtless,  to  selling  goods  at  insufficiently 
profitable  figures.  The  competition  in  the  dry  goods  trade 
on  Yonge  street,  Toronto,  is  severe.  There  are  the  immense 
stores  of  Robert  Simpson,  the  T.  Eaton  Co.,  the  John  Eaton 
Co.,  and  J.  Sutcliffe  &  Sons — all  within  a  few  yards  of  one 
another.  The  bids  for  trade  are  keen,  and  it  requires  the  great- 
est ability  to  keep  up  with  the  race  at  a  time  when  business  is 
not  very  brisk.  These  houses  do  a  cash  business,  but,  of 
course,  cash  cannot  save  any  merchant  long  who  does  not  get 
an  adequate  profit  on  the  goods.  That  is  essential ;  and  The 
Review  reiterates  what  has  often  been  said  before,  that  the 
merchant  should  look  carefully  to  his  profits.  If  he  wants  to 
figure  down  close  so  as  to  increase  the  turn-over,  let  him  first 
know  to  within  a  few  dollars  what  his  expenses  are.  Then  he 
can  cut  profits  with  some  safety.  Otherwise  he  is  going  it  blind, 
and  shipwreck  is  sure  to  come. 


MERCHANTS    IN    PARLIAMENT. 

That  T.  E.  Kenny,  of  Halifax,  is  not  a  member  of  the  new 
Parliament  is  to  be  regretted.  He  is  a  successful  wholesale  dry 
goods  merchant  and  made  a  good  representative  in  a  House 
where  we  have  too  few  business  men  of  this  stamp.  He  has 
been  replaced  by  a  lawyer. 

H.  F.  Macdougall,  who  has  been  re-elected  in  Cape  Breton, 
N.  S.,  to  the  House  of  Commons  is  a  successful  dry  goods  and 
general  merchant  at  Grand  Narrows. 

To  both  sides  of  the  House,  we  observe  with  satisfaction, 
some  practical  business  men  have  been  elected.  Among  the 
Liberals  are :  Messrs.  Wood  and  McPherson,  of  Hamilton  ; 
Mr.  Hutchison,  of  Ottawa  ;  Mr.  Edwards,  of  Russell ;  Mr.  Frost, 
of  North  Leeds  and  Grenville,  and  Mr.  Frankland,  of  East 
York.  Among  the  Conservatives  may  be  mentioned  :  Mr.  Osier, 
of  Toronto  ;  Mr.  Henry,  of  Brantford  ;  Mr.  Rosamond,  of  Al- 
monte ;  Mr.  Maclaren,  of  North  Perth  ;  Mr.  Seagram,  of  Water- 
loo, and  Mr.  Kloepfer,  of  South  Wellington.  These  gentlemen, 
no  doubt,  are  party  men,  and  have  their  political  predelictions 
distinctly  marked.  That  is  natural  and  necessary.  But  they, 
and  others  whom  we  have  not  mentioned,  are  also  good  busi- 
ness men.  They  will  be  able  to  take  an  intelligent  interest  in 
commercial  questions  that  come  before  Parliament,  and  not  let 
the  professional  politicians  run  the  whole  show.

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CANADIAN    TWEEDS    FASHIONABLE    IN    NEW  YORK. 

RC.  WILKINS,  manufacturer  of  shirts,  Montreal,  who  was 
.  in  New  York  recently,  visited  a  number  of  fashionable 
tailoring  establishments,  and  was  delighted  to  find  that  in  a 
great  many  of  them  they  were  displaying  Canadian  tweeds. 
There  is  a  great  and  increasing  demand  for  them.  Large  quan 
tities  of  Halifax  tweeds  are  going  for  bicycle  costumes.  The 
merchant  tailors  themselves  did  not  know  where  they  were 
made,  but  they  all  expressed  themselves  as  very  much  pleased 
with  the  quality,  and  with  the  appearance  of  the  goods  made 
up. 

This  is  another  proof  of  what  The  Review  has  time  and 
again  pointed  out.  We  can  make  as  fine  tweeds  in  Canada  as 
are  made  anywhere  in  the  world,  but  there  are  many  dealers 
who  seem  to  think  that  anything  Canadian  is  inferior.  They 
will  tell  a  customer — and  are  proud  of  it  too — that  they  do  not 
handle  Canadian  goods.  When  the  best  New  York  tailors  fill 
their  windows  with  our  tweeds  and  talk  of  them  in  the  highest 
terms,  is  it  not  time  we  ourselves  took  pride  in  pushing  them  ? 

This  news  from  New  York  is  all  the  more  gratifying  because 
New  York  tailors  are  the  most  particular  in  the  world.  The 
New  York  gentleman  is  the  best  dressed  man  of  the  day,  and  is 
very  hard  to  please.  We  get  our  fashions  from  there,  and  when 
some  of  the  more  wealthy  Canadians  want  a  suit  especially  well- 
made,  and  do  not  mind  the  cost,  they  go  to  one  of  the  fashion- 
able tailors  in  New  York. 


woolens  they  can  buy.  This  would  mean  a  boom  in  these  goods 
during  the  coming  season  followed  by  a  dull  trade  here  and  in 
Great  Britain. 


ON   THE   WHOLE,    GOOD. 

The  adoption  of  a  gold  platform  by  the  Republican  party 
in  the  United  States  is  as  significant  a  business  hint,  as  the 
choice  of  a  high  protection  candidate  in  Mr.  McKinley.  The 
increase  of  the  American  tariff  would  be  no  benefit  to  Canada, 
but  it  would  not  have  the  same  evil  effect  on  our  trade  as  in 
1890,  because  since  then  we  have  found  another  market  for  our 
displaced  products  in  Britain.  The  adherence  to  sound  cur- 
rency will  benefit  both  the  States  and  Canada.  It  will  improve 
trade  there,  and  indirectly  here.  We  are  a  part  of  this  con- 
tinent, and  are  affected  by  its  general  trade  conditions.  The 
Review,  therefore,  believes  that  if  the  American  people  elect  a 
gold  standard  President  the  outlook  will  be  distinctly  favorable. 


FLANNEL  AND    LINEN    WAISTS. 

English  women  are  wearing  for  outdoor  pastimes  comfort- 
able blouses  of  light-weight  plain  or  striped  flannel  with  remov- 
able linen  accessories.  These  are  a  turnover  collar,  ditto  cuffs, 
belt  fastening  with  a  gilt  button  and  strip  for  the  centre  of  the 
blouse.  There  are  stud  holes  worked  in  the  strip  and  blouse 
beneath  so  as  to  hold  it  firm. 

The  blouse  has  only  side  and  shoulder  seams,  with  a  few 
gathers  at  the  neck  and  the  fulness  shirred  at  the  waistline,  back 
and  front.  Large  bishop  sleeves  gathered  or  plaited  into  the 
armholes.     Of  27-inch  flannel  4^  yards  will  be  necessary. 


LOOK  FOR  ACTIVITY  IN  WOOLENS. 

The  almost  unanimous  nomination  of  Major  McKinley  is 
generally  taken  in  the  United  States  to  mean  the  adoption  of  an 
extreme  protectionist  tariff.  The  woolen  men  are  looking  for  a 
much  higher  tariff,  and  private  advices  from  New  York  say  that 
as  soon  as  it  is  definitely  settled  that  the  Republicans  will  be 
successful,  importers  will   bring  in  all  the  British  and  Canadian 


USING  SASH   RIBBON. 

SEVERAL  retailers  have  lately  been  selling  off  sash  ribbon 
in  widths  of  8  to  10  inches,  says  The  Dry  Goods  Econo- 
mist, in  stripes,  plaided  and  flowered  designs,  and  gave  custom- 
ers an  idea  how  to  use  them. 

Probably  the  idea  first  originated  in  the  head  of  some 
bright  woman  having  a  lot  of  wide  ribbon  in  her  department, 
and  there  is  no  call  for  these  sash  goods  for  their  legitimate  use. 

No  matter  how  loud  or  "off"  the  colors  may  seem  they  can 
be  used  for  sofa  pillows,  and  who  can  have  too  many  pillows  in 
these  days? 

From  two  to  four  stripes  will  form  the  cushion,  depending 
upon  the  size,  and  they  may  be  of  the  same  or  different  pat- 
terns. They  are  invisibly  joined  or  lapped  and  caught  with 
feather  stitching.  Others  have  a  row  of  narrow  lace  applique  or 
gold  cord  over  the  joining. 

The  edge  is  finished  with  a  thick  silk  cord,  a  frill  of  lace,  a 
double  ruffle  of  silk,  a  gathered  frill  of  ribbon  or  a  ruffle  of  lace 
over  one  of  ribbon  or  Japanese  silk. 

The  silk  will  last  longer  if  the  cotton  pillow  is  covered  with 
silesia  before  the  ribbon  is  applied,  and  this  also  curtails  the 
particles  of  down  from  sifting  through. 

No  matter  how  striking  the  colors  may  be,  the  ribbon  will 
sell  for  this  purpose  if  the  public  know  of  it. 

One  house  in  this  city  has  two  sofa  pillows  made  up  and 
suspended  over  the  counter  where  such  ribbons  are  for  sale, 
showing  exactly  how  they  are  put  together  and  how  they  will 
appear. 

They  are  so  pretty  that  customers  are  at  once  attracted,  and 
often  buy  sufficient  ribbon  before  leaving  for  a  cushion. 


VEILS  FOR  SUMMER  WEAR. 

A  veil  protects  the  face  from  dust,  gives  a  stylish  finish  to  the 
headgear,  and  improves  the  looks  of  the  wearer  if  the  right  kind 
js  worn.  A  dotted  veil  is  usually  more  becoming  than  a  plain  one, 
but  the  dots  should  be  far  apart  so  as  not  to  come  within  the 
line  of  the  eyes.  Black  veils  are  the  first  choice,  then  black 
with  white  figures  and  border.  A  bordered  veil  must  be  worn 
with  the  border  below  the  chin.  A  double-width  veil,  having 
loose,  easy  folds  under  the  chin,  is  the  most  becoming  to  a 
slender  face.  Black  veils  are  worn  with  any  color  of  hat,  but  brown 
and  blue  ones  only  look  well  with  hat  or  trimming  of  the  same 
color.  Gray  is  worn  with  any  hat,  and  gray  chiffon  veiling  is 
very  stylish  this  season  for  traveling  wear.  Cream-white  veils 
are  becoming  to  young  and  fresh  faces  even  up  to  middle  life 
but  clear  white  nets  are  trying  to  any  woman  over  twenty-five. 
Veils  are  not  properly  worn  to  evening  entertainments. 


NEAT    CANADIAN    TWEEDS. 

The  Eureka  Mfg.  Co.,  which  is  well-known  on  account  of 
its  blankets,  does  not  confine  its  attention  to  this  line  only. 
The  summer  homespuns,  which  they  put  on  the  market  a  few 
weeks  ago,  show  some  very  effective  designs,  and  compare 
favorably  with  output  from  other  noted  manufactories.  They 
are  neater  and  quieter  in  appearance  ;  some  of  the  samples  when 
made  up  look  more  like  the  fine  west  of  Englands  than  our 
rough,  but  ever  popular,  Halifax  tweeds. 
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ANOTHER    HEAVY    TORONTO   FAILURE. 

TH  E  store  of  McKendry  &  Co.,  Yonge  street,  Toronto,  near 
Eaton's,  was  destroyed  by  fire  June  8,  and  a  few  days 
afterwards  the  firm  took  the  advice  of  their  solicitor  and 
assigned  to  Mr.  John  Macdonald,  senior  partner  of  the  firm  of 
John  Macdonald  &  Co.  A  meeting  of  creditors  was  held  Tune 
22,  and  the  following  statement  approximately  represents  the 
position  of  McKendry  &  Co.:

Mr.  Stapleton  Caldecott  took  the  chair,  and  Mr.  McKendry 
made  a  statement.  He  said  he  had  always  possessed  the  con- 
fidence of  his  business  friends  and  the  public  during  his  thir 
teen  years  in  the  trade,  and  always  paid  a  hundred  cents  on  the- 
dollar.  Everything  he  had  he  wanted  to  go  to  the  creditors. 
He  offered  55  cents  on  the  dollar,  50  cents  cash  and  5  cents 
in  cash  at  six  and  twelve  months  unsecured. 

A  discussion  took  place  on  two  subjects  connected  with  the 
failure.  One  was  an  advance  of  $25,000  made  by  some  of  the 
creditors  since  the  fire  on  the  security  of  the  insurance  policies. 
This  was  done  at  Mr.  McKendry's  request  to  enable  him  to  pay 
some  pressing  claims  and  debts  of  honor.  These  creditors  were 
not  aware  at  the  time  that  Mr.  Henry  Goulding  had  a  claim 
against  the  estate  of  $46,000,  but  understood  the  firm  was  sol- 
vent. Mr.  McKendry  stated,  in  regard  to  this,  that  Mr.  Gould- 
ing, who  was  a  personal  friend,  had  advanced  the  money  to  en- 
able the  business  to  be  enlarged,  had  asked  that  the  loan  be  kept 
private,  and  to  have  it  classed  as  Mr.  McKendry's  own  money. 

The  opinion  was  expressed  that  the  Goulding  claim  could 
not  legally  be  pressed  as  against  creditors'  claims.  Mr.  Mac- 
donald continues  as  assignee,  and  the  following  inspectors  were 
appointed  :  Messrs.  A.  F.  Lobb,  James  Roger,  Charles  Marriott, 
S.  Caldecott,  D.  A.  Ferguson  and  James  Watkins.  These  gen- 
tlemen have  power  to  wind  up  the  estate  as  speedily  as  possible.

As  to  the  new  tariff  policy,  when  it  comes,  we  hope  it  will 
be  framed  in  a  business-like  way  after  careful  inquiry  among  all 
classes  of  commercial  men.

Bright 
art  sateens  and  silkolines  take  the  place  of  the  old-fashioned, 
ugly  chintzes  which  have  always  been  used  for  coverings  ;  but 
the  most  important  change  is  in  the  filling,  which,  instead  of 
being  flock,  carded  from  the  cheapest  rags,  is  pure  white,  fluffy 
cotton.  And  yet  the  prices  do  not  seem  to  have  suffered  by 
this  change.  They  are  heavily  sold  up  on  one  grade  at  $12.50 
per  dozen,  which  seems  almost  as  soft,  and  looks  as  beautiful,  as 
some  of  their  expensive  eider  downs.       It  is  gratifying  to  know 


that  Canadian  print  manufacturers  are  getting  a  share  of  this 
business.  It  needed  courage  to  place  a  60,000  yard  order  for 
"art"  printed  goods  with  Canadian  printers  who  never  under- 
take that  class  of  work,  but  this  enterprising  concern  induced 
the  Magog  Mills  to  print  three  designs,  and  are  more  than 
pleased  with  the  results.

Again,  on  June  30  cables  were  received  directing  a  further 
advance.  Prices  are  now  30  to  33^3  per  cent,  higher  than 
those  ruling  at  the  beginning  of  June.

REPORTS  received  from  different  parts  of  the  Dominion 
just  before  going  to  press  are  more  favorable  than  for 
some  time.  Crops  everywhere  are  more  promising  In  the 
last  two  or  three  weeks  the  business  outlook  has  shown  a  steady 
improvement. 

The  dry  goods  trade  are  now  looking  forward  to  the  millin- 
ery openings.  Whether  they  will  be  August  25  or  September  1 
is  not  yet  agreed  upon.  The  latter  is  regarded  by  buyers  as 
much  the  better  date  in  many  ways.  If  the  earlier  date,  the 
August  issue  of  The  Review  will  be  delayed  about  ten  days. 
If  not  until  September  1,  the  September  issue  will  come  out 
about  ten  days  earlier,  so  that  buyers  all  over  Canada  may  have 
a  general  idea  of  what  the  houses  liave  to  offer  before  coming 
to  town.

are  cAKING  as  we  do  a  great  interest  in  all  Canadian  indus- 
havc  tries,  and  especially  those  connected  with  the  dry  goods 
thele,  we  succeeded,  after  several  applications,  in  having  a  look 
through  the  above  works.  Though  a  newspaper  man  is  sup- 
posed to  know  or  find  out  everything,  we  must  confess  that 
after  seeing  all  the  machines,  we  came  away  fully  convinced 
that  technical  knowledge,  common  sense  and  brains  were  even 
more  necessary  than  good  appliances.  It  is  now  four  years  since 
the  first  building  of  one  storey,  86  x  no,  was  erected.  In  1894 
a  second  storey  on  the  western  half  and  an  addition,  86  x  60, 
was  added,  and  last  winter  this  was  still  further  increased,  until 
the  building  has  now  a  frontage  of  216  feet,  with  a  depth  of  86. 

We  saw  the  goods,  British,  French  and  German,  just  as  they 
come  from  the  loom  in  the  grey  state  and  then  saw  them  in  the 
various  processes  until  they  were  ready  for  sale  on  the  counter. 
We  also  saw  goods  sent  to  be  re-dyed  and  a  queer  unsaleable 
lot  some  of  them  were,  and  afterwards  in  the  finishing  room 
saw  piles  of  pieces  -dyed,  and  even  the  manager  could  not  tell 
which  were  re-dyes  and  which  were  goods  dyed  for  the  first 
time  without  reference  to  the  piece  number  and  the  register. 
We  were  struck  with  the  evenness  of  color  and  the  beautiful 
scheen  on  all  the  goods,  even  the  lowest,  and  were  told  that  it 
came  from  combining  the  best  points  in  the  British,  French 
and  German  modes,  both  of  dyeing  and  finishing,  according  to 
the  cloth  to  be  treated.  The  French  dyers  are  noted  for  the 
fine  bloom  on  the  color  when  the  goods  are  held  between  your 
eyes  and  the  light,  and  this  is  apparent  on  the  goods  dyed 
here  ;  while  the  German  are  noted  for  their  fine  finish.  And 
we  saw  Canadian  work  combining  these  two  qualities. 

Like  new  industries,  it  has  taken  time,,  money  and  plucky 
peiseveran^  to  surmount  the  incidental  difficulties  and  preju- 
dices, but  the  lustres,  Sicilians,  hennettas,  serges,  figures,  etc., 
that  we  inspected  simply  astonished  us,  and  we  considered 
them  equal  to  anything  we  ever  saw.  There  was  nothing  to 
indicate  the  ownership  of  anything  shown,  as  every  piece  gets  a 
number  on  arrival  and  is  registered  with  the  name  of  the  owner 
and  color  desired,  in  a  private  book,  so  that  the  employes  don't 
know  whose  goods  they  are  handling.  Neither  did  we  get  any 
information  other  than  that  they  were  working  for  many  of  the 
best  firms  in  the  country.  There  is  a  general  impression  that  we 
cannot  produce  in  Canada  as  good  colors  as  in  Europe.  Some 
people  ascribe  it  to  the  water,  some  to  the  climate,  etc.  We  were 
assured  that  these  are  old  fictions  which  reigned  under  the  old 
method,  when  things  were  done  by  practice  and  the  rule  0/  thumb. 
During  the  last  ten  years  especially  has  chemical  science  changed 
all  this.  As  to  water,  no  locality  where  dress  goods  are  dyed  whe- 
ther in  Britain,  France  orGermany,  has  such  an  abundance  of  pure 
water  as  we  have  at  our  doors  from  the  largest  fresh  water  lakes 
in  the  world — and  as  to  climate  and  atmosphere,  Toronto  cer- 
tainly excels  Yorkshire,  beats  Saxony  and  quite  equals  the  Dept. 
of  the  Nord  in  France.  We  were  assured  that  only  the  best 
qualities  of  all  dyes  and  chemicals  and  the  newest  methods 
were  used,  and  therefore  the  results  must  be  good.  Hermsdorf 
is  known  the  world  over  for  his  famous  fast  black  on  cotton 
hosiery,  and  so  this  concern  is  now  dyeing  a  fast  black  on  both 
all  wool  and  cotton  mixed  goods  that  does  not  crock  and  is  fast 
even  to  muriatic  acid,  as  we  saw  with  our  own  eyes.  They  have 
made  a  specialty  of  dress  goods  of  all  sorts,  but  will,  no  doubt, 
develop  other  articles  as  time  goes  on  and  the  openings  occur. 


Although  we  are  not  engaged  in  the  dry  goods  business  we 
could  easily  understand  two  important  advantages  which  were 
pointed  out  to  the  visitor:  First,  in  Europe,  the  division  of  labor 
is  carried  out  fully  (not  as  here,  where  one  concern  tries  to  buy 
its  wool,  spin  its  yarn,  weave  its  cloth  and  then  dye  and  finish 
it),  and  wool  dealing,  yarn  spinning,  cloth  weaving,  and  dye- 
ing and  finishing  are  all  separate  trades  carried  on  by  separate 
concerns.  So  the  buyer  who  buys  his  goods  dyed  and  finished 
must  buy  from  the  converter  or  merchant,  while  those  who 
buy  the  goods  grey  and  themselves  send  them  out  to  dye  and 
finish,  can  come  to  first  hands.  Then,  secondly,  if  the  goods 
are  imported  grey  they  can  be  dyed  on  the  spot  to  the 
colors  wanted,  thus  saving  the  heavy  losses  usually  made  on 
bad  colors — and  keeping  the  stock  fresh  with  salable  colors. 
One  came  away  impressed  with  the  size  of  the  place,  the  com- 
pleteness of  the  outfit  and  the  excellence  of  the  work  done,  and 
feels  assured  that  this  new  departure  is  in  the  front  rank  and 
only  needs  to  be  properly  tested  to  ensure  its  extensive  adop- 
tion and  patronage.  We  might  add  that  the  company  don't  buy 
or  sell  any  goods  whatever.  They  simply  dye  and  finish  for 
any  concern  that  will  send  them  work  and  pay  their  price — just 
exactly  as  similar  business  is  conducted  in  Britain,  France 
and  Germany.

Beavers  and  meltons  are  the  leading  lines. 


For  overcoatings,  Wyld,  Grasett  &  Darling  expect  that 
beavers  and  meltons  will  hold  their  own  in  this  market.  The 
vicunas,  so  popular  in  England,  may  hardly  be  dressy  enough 
for  our  trade.  For  suitings,  tweeds  will  have  a  good  lead.  The 
house  has  some  very  handsome  patterns,  mixtures  of  brown  and 
green  with  an  invisible  check,  also  tans,  browns,  and  greens 
mixed.  These  tints  are  striking  and  the  goods  salable.  In 
trouserings,  neat  effects  in  wool  and  worsteds  are  selling,  and 
twill  worsted  suitings,  dressed  and  undressed,  will  prove  good 
for  coats  and  suitings.  This  house  is  showing  some  very  fine 
branded  serges — Venus,  Trilby  and  Elcho — the  material  re- 
sembling worsted  and  tweed,  both  in  blacks  and  blues. 

John  Muldrew  &  Co.  are  showing  the  latest  specialties  in 
Canadians  and  imported.  They  will  send  samples  free  of  cost 
to  the  trade  who  wish  to  see  some  of  the  novelties  secured  by 
the  firm.  Special  attention  is  directed  to  the  suitings  in  cheviot 
finishes  and  worsted  curls.  

W.  R.  Brock  &  Co.  are  ready  this  year  for  the  trade  in  tweed 
suitings  with  a  large  range.  Scotch  makes  have  slightly  bolder 
effects,  and  there  is  a  disposition  to  return  to  over-checks. 
Neat  patterns  prevail  for  suitings,  and  in  colors  the  browns  and 
greys  are  taking  well.  Both  rough  and  soft  finish  effects  go 
equally  well.  In  trouserings,  this  season's  variety  is  larger,  and 
a  nice  range  of  imported  colored  goods  are  increasing  in  popu- 
larity. For  overcoatings,  a  new  cloth  for  better  trade  is  a 
heavy  vicuna,  in  blacks,  blues  and  dark  mixed  shades,  for  the

large  line  with  them.  In  cloakings,  the  travelers  are  now  out 
with  samples  of  new  fancy  cheviots,  of  which  the  firm  are  show- 
ing a  very  large  assortment  this  fall.

WOOLEN    CREDITS    SHORTENED. 

Representatives  of  all  the  woolen  manufacturers  in  Canada, 
at  a  meeting  held  in  Montreal,  decided  unanimously  to  shorten 
their  terms  of  credit  one  month.  This  move  on  the  part  of  the 
manufacturers  should  be  of  material  assistance  to  the  jobbing 
trade,  as  formerly  under  the  old  terms  of  accommodation  one 
season's  goods  overlapped  another's.  The  disadvantages  to  this 
are  obvious.  Under  the  old  arrangements  the  woolen  manu- 
facturers sold  goods  practically  at  five  months,  that  is,  the  spring 
goods  were  delivered  in  March  and  dated  four  months  from 
April,  and  the  fall  goods  in  September  and  dated  four  months 
from  October.  Now,  according  to  the  agreement  just  signed  by 
all  the  manufacturers,  spring  goods  are  sold  at  four  months, 
spring  goods  being  dated  four  months  from  March  and  fall 
goods  four  months  from  September.

The  Government  authorities   have 
tested  its  value  for  use  in  the  uniforms    for  the  army,  postmen, 
etc.,  and  they,  as  well  as  many  railroad  companies  and  other 
large  organizations,  are  adopting  it  as  an  interlining   for  such 
uniforms.     It  certainly  offers  magnificent  worth,  as  it  gives  the 
necessary  warmth  without  adding  weight  or  bulk,  and  can  be 
had  for  such  a  trifling  cost  that  it  is  attainable  by  every  one.

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HALIFAX    LETTER. 

THE  great  political  battle  is  over,  and  a  leading  wholesale 
dry  goods  merchant  of  this  city  has  gone  down  in  the 
fight— Mr.  T.  E.  Kenny,  of  T.  &  E.  Kenny,  Halifax,  and  Kenny, 
Mahon  &  Co.,  London. 

I  dropped  into  some  of  the  wholesale  houses  this  week  to 
ascertain  what  effect  the  elections  were  likely  to  have  on  busi- 
ness. T.  M.  Jenkins,  manager  of  Murdock's  Nephews,  says  a 
modification  of  the  tariff  will  be  acceptable  to  them,  but  that 
the  country  is  not  prepared  for  any  radical  change.  He  strongly 
favors  a  reciprocity  treaty  with  the  United  States,  believing  that 
even  the  announcement  of  such  would  double  their  business. 

Messrs.  Wellner,  Moore  &  Partridge,  wholesale  milliners, 
are  by  no  means  fearful  of  a  change  in  the  tariff.  When  asked 
about  the  present  state  of  trade  in  their  line,  they  said  that  they 
had  no  cause  to  complain.  The  outlook  for  the  fall  and  winter 
trade  is  not  too  bright.  Dealers  throughout  the  provinces  are 
well  stocked  from  last  year,  and  consequently  will  not  order 
heavily.  The  great  run  on  straw  sailors'  caused  a  great  falling 
off  in  the  demand  for  higher  grade  hats.  Collections  in  this 
line  are  fair.  Messrs.  Wellner,  Moore  &  Partridge  thought 
the  elections  had  the  effect  of  keeping  travelers  off  the  road 
who  try  to  force  business  before  the  trade  is  prepared  for  it. 

Messrs.  Barnstead  &  Sutherland,  who  were  burned  out 
last  winter,  are  having  their  new  premises  rapidly  pushed  to- 
wards completion.  The  new  store  will  be  on  the  site  of  the  old 
one  on  Barrington  street.  It  will  be  of  brick  with  large  plate 
glass  front.     At  present  they  occupy  quarters  on  Granville  street. 

That  an  electric  tramway  can  infuse  new  life  in  a  dead  busi- 
ness street  is  shown  in  the  case  of  Granville  street.     This  street 


was,  a  few  years  ago,  the  dry  goods  centre  of  the  city,  but  the 
advent  of  the  horse  railway  took  the  trade  to  other  parts,  and 
the  street  assumed  a  deserted  appearance.  Business  premises 
rented  for  half  what  they  formerly  commanded.  To-day  there 
is  a  change.  The  electric  cars  go  through  the  street  and  business 
is  once  more  booming  and  the  merchants  are  correspondingly 
happy. 

W.  B.  Freeman,  of  the  firm  of  McPherson  &  Freeman,  has 
gone  to  England  to  make  fall  purchases. 


GLOVES   AT    LOW    FIGURES. 

A  departmental  store  has  been  selling  a  kid  glove  at  50c.  a 
pair.  This  glove  actually  costs  the  manufacturer  83c.  to  lay  it 
down  in  Canada,  and  the  50c.  quotation  has  occasioned  a  good 
deal  of  comment.  These  prices  are  cutting  into  the  retail  trade 
in  distant  parts  of  the  country,  where  buyers  are  sending  the 
money  to  this  city  store.  They  have  asked  the  glove  importers 
for  a  line  to  compete,  but  none  of  them  can  supply  one.  It  is 
suggested  that  the  departmental  store  may  have  a  lower 
Customs'  valuation  on  its  goods  than  the  regular  glove  im- 
porters, who  are  now  specially  watched  and  sometimes  have  to 
pay  a  higher  valuation  than  the  goods  cost.

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THE    LATEST    FASHIONS    IN    FRANCE. 

Tl  1  E  present  season  in  France  indicates  not  only  the  fashions 
of  to-day,  but,  as  far  as  Canada  is  concerned,  some  of 
those  which  are  to  come.  Paris,  writes  Jeanne  in  The  Drapers' 
Record,  reaches  the  zenith  of  her  season  with  the  Grand  Prix, 
although  it  may  be  said  that  within  the  last  two  months  the 
city  has  been  a  perfect  whirl  of  gaiety.  The  weather  was  mag- 
nificent on  Sunday,  for  if  the  sun  was  hot,  the  breeze  was  de- 
lightful. The  toilettes  displayed  were  most  elaborate,  linons 
and  muslins  being,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  exquisitely  em- 
broidered. It  is  well  known  that  the  toilettes  at  the  Grand 
Prix  not  only  give  the  keynote  for  the  dress  of  the  remaining 
season,  but  also  for  autumn  fashions.  The  great  couturiers 
send  out  models  on  that  day  on  the  backs  of  their  best-looking 
show  room  ladies,  and  they  go  out  themselves  to  witness  the 
effect. 

First  of  all,  let  us  see  what  the  great  ladies  of  fashion  wore 
in  the  grand  stand,  which  presented  a  most  brilliant  aspect,  the 
toilettes  almost  vying  in  brilliancy  with  nature.  The  Duchesse 
de  Rohan  had  on  a  black  and  white  foulard,  the  front  of  the 
corsage  being  of  cream  silk  muslin,  framed  with  handsome 
revers  in  black,  and  embroidered  with  true  lover's  knots  in 
cream  ;  the  collar  was  of  black  satin,  with  a  small  collar  over 
it  of  the  application  lace,  the  corners  standing  up  on  the  sides. 
The  large  black  hat  in  Louis  XV.  style  was  trimmed  with  cream 
feathers  and  white  and  black  roses.  The  sunshade  was  of  cream 
moire,  lined  with  black,  with  Louis  XV.  handle.  The 
Duchesse  wore  dark  grey  kid  gloves,  stitched  with  black,  and 
fastened  with  very  large  black  buttons. 

The  Duchesse  de  Morny  was  in  a  silver  grey  taffeta  dress, 
with  pompadour  ceinture,  yellow  manilla  straw  hat  in  Louis 
XV.  style,  trimmed  with  a  panache  of  black  feathers  and  tea 
roses.  A  yellow  batiste  dress  was  trimmed  with  entre-deux  of 
lace  to  match,  high  ceinture  collar  and  sleeve  poigne  of  mais 
taffeta  glace  mauve.  The  manilla  black  straw  hat  in  Louis 
XV.  style,  with  a  yellow  crown,  which  accompanied  this  cos- 
tume, was  trimmed  with  black  aigrette  and  tea  roses.  A  white 
foulard  had  small  blue  spots,  and  another  batiste  dress  was 
covered  with  bright  pink  designs  and  was  trimmed  with  cream 
lace.  The  Comtesse  Mimerel  wore  a  beige  etamine,  with  cein- 
ture forme  corselet  in  green  taffeta  glace  beige  and  white  hat, 
trimmed  with  black  wings  and  violet  pavots.  The  Comtesse 
Pillet-Will  was  in  grey  alpaca,  with  small  coat  in  the  same  ma- 
terial, lined  with  cream  satin,  with  iron  grey  moire  revers,  flat 
giletof  the  same,  trimmed  with  long  flat  revers  of  coffee-colored 
lace,  draped  waistband  of  black  velvet  and  draped  collar  of  vel- 
vet, with  a  small,  short  sailor's  knot  of  black  velvet,  finished  off 
with  a  gold  fringe.  This  style  of  front  is  the  latest  novelty,  and 
I  can  recommend  it  to  my  readers  as  being  most  stylish  and 
becoming.  The  black  velvet  over  the  grey  is  also  a  novelty  and 
exceedingly  effective.  With  the  above  dress  was  worn  a  paillas- 
son  violet  hat  covered  with  flowers. 

A  white  foulard  dress  was  trimmed  with  wide  entre-deux  of 
black  lace  over  shrimp-rose  satin.  It  had  a  large  ceinture  in 
two  shades  of  rose,  and  the  hat  was  trimmed  with  roses  and 
black  feathers.  A  grey  foulard  dress  had  a  lightning  pattern  in 
white,  and  a  vest  in  Louis  XV.  style  opening  over  a  white  gilet. 
With  this  was  an  electric  green  straw  hat,  with  cache-peigne 
of  roses.  A  very  pretty  blue  foulard  had  white  polka  dots  and 
long  blue  satin  sash  and  collar  to  match,  the  bodice  being  fur- 

d  with  beige  lace  revers  on  either  side  Qf  a  blue  satin  pleat, 


on  which  were  three  lovely  strass  buttons.  A  curious  blue 
taffeta  was  striped  with  the  new  green,  and  was  made  entirely 
in  the  Louis  XVI.  fashion.  The  hat  was  of  the  same  period,  in 
black  tulle.  A  white  taffeta  skirl  was  worn  with  a  mauve  silk 
corsage  trimmed  with  black  silk  muslin  ;  the  mauve  straw  hat 
was  trimmed  with  black  silk  muslin  and  mauve  flowers. 
Madame  de  Beardaky  was  in  faille  mauve,  with  a  mauve  capote 
trimmed  with  cream  feathers,  and  the  Duchesse  de  Brissac  had 
a  white  taffeta  skirt  corsage  in  changeable  green,  covered  with 
handsome  lace,  which  formed  revers;  the  hat,  in  Louis  XV. 
style,  had  a  panache  of  white  feathers. 

I  noticed  one  or  two  very  pretty  blue  muslins  laid  under 
white,  which  gave  a  changeable  appearance.  These  were  made 
up  quite  plain,  with  high  ceinture  of  cornflower-blue  satin,  and 
draped  collar  to  match.  Perhaps  the  linons  in  beige  predominated. 
These  were  beautifully  embroidered  with  white  in  Louis  XV.  and 
XVI.  designs.  They  were  nearly  all  decollete,  the  centre  of  the  de- 
sign having  a  true  lover's  knot ;  the  filling  in  and  collar  being 
of  cream  silk  muslin  or  some  pretty  light  taffeta.  With  these 
thin  dresses  no  collars  are  made,  the  neck  being  left  bare,  ladies 
preferring  to  fasten  the  ribbon  collars  themselves  with  a  pretty 
pin  back  and  front.  Some  of  these  ecru  linons  had  black  col- 
lars ceintures,  and  although  they  cannot  be  said  to  be  so  stylish 
as  those  furnished  with  bright  colors,  they  are,  nevertheless, 
very  pretty.  I  only  saw  one  check  dress.  This  was  in  mauve 
and  white,  with  a  black  straw  hat  trimmed  with  red  roses  and 
black  feathers. 

The  Duchesse  d'Uzes  was  in  ecru  colored  batiste  over  a  rose 
underskirt.  The  high  ceinture  was  in  rose  taffeta,  and  the  large 
fine  straw  hat  was  trimmed  with  yellow  roses.  The  Duchesse 
de  Morny  had  a  grey  silk  taffeta  dress  shot  with  white,  the 
ceinture  being  in  white  faille  covered  in  flowers.  The  black 
tulle  Trianon  hat  was  trimmed  with  roses  all  round  the  back. 
There  were  several  blue  and  white  foulards,  and  electric  blue 
straw  Amazone  hats.  There  were  also  foulards  with  white 
designs.  The  prevailing  colors  were  yellow,  blue  mauve  and 
violet,  and  white.  Some  of  the  ceintures  were  in  the  new 
material  called  Panne,  which  is  a  silk  plush,  resembling  that 
used  for  hats,  but  of  a  finer  quality,  the  colors  in  these  being 
truly  exquisite. 

THE  LATE  SIR  AUGUSTUS  HARRIS. 

The  death  of  Sir  Augustus  Harris  has  brought  to  light  the 
fact  that  that  famous  impressario  started  life  in  connection  with 
the  silk  trade.  Another  point  in  his  career,  and  one  that  should 
interest  our  readers,  is  that  the  actor  who  advised  young  Harris 
to  adopt  the  stage  as  a  profession  was  old  John  Ryder,  who  was 
in  early  life  employed  by  Messrs.  Leaf,  in  Old  Change.  Ryder, 
who  "slept  in,"  had  in  his  youth  a  great  passion  for  "play-act- 
ing," and  more  than  once  was  "  carpeted  "  at  Leafs'  for  being 
late  in  getting  to  his  bedroom.  He  was  eventually  asked  by  his 
employers  whether  he  preferred  to  remain  in  their  service  or  to 
still  indulge  in  his  habit  of  visiting  the  playhouse.  Ryder  select- 
ed the  latter,  and  was  promptly  dismissed.  The  death  of  Sir 
Augustus  Harris  is  a  great  loss  to  the  stage,  while  it  will  be  very 
deeply  regretted  by  the  theatrical  costumiers  of  London,  with 
whom  he  annually  spent  a  vast  sum  of  money.  Not  the  least 
important  of  the  deceased  gentleman's  assets  will  be  the  exceed-

ANYONE  of  an  observing  nature  who  has  opportunities  of 
traveling  around  through  the  rural  districts  cannot  but  be 
impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  country  merchants  are  not  as 
prosperous  as  they  might  be. 

It  is  true  we  are  passing  through  hard  times.  Bad  crops 
and  low  prices  have  diminished  the  purchasing  power  of  the 
farmers,  and  city  departmental  stores  have  been  sucking  a  good 
deal  of  the  life  blood  out  of  the  country  trade.  But,  notwith- 
standing these  difficulties,  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  trade  to 
be  done,  and  a  fair  living,  at  all  events,  if  not  more,  could  be 
made  by  the  majority  of  country  storekeekers  if  they  conducted 
their  business  on  such  principles  as  are  absolutely  essential  to 
ensure  success  in  these  times,  whereas  it  is  very  doubtful  if 
more  than  a  small  minority  are  making  the  two  ends  meet  at  the 
close  of  their  business  year. 

We  live  in  a  fast  age.  Recent  inventions,  such  as  the  tele- 
phone, trolley  car,  electric  light,  yea,  even  the  bicycle,  have 
quickened  the  pace  of  modern  civilization  to  such  an  extent 
that  people  can  no  longer  afford  to  travel  in  the  old  ruts.  The 
public  are  continually  on  the  look-out  for  new  ideas.  Old 
shop-worn,  musty,  moth-eaten,  dog-eared  ideas  are  passed  over 
with  contempt,  and  only  that  which  is  new  and  attractive  com- 
mands attention. 

The  present  generation  in  the  country  districts  are  far  better 
educated  than  their  fathers  and  mothers  were.  Any  one  can 
see  that  who  looks  at  the  intelligent  countenances  of  the  young 
men  and  women,  more  especially  the  young  women,  who  do  the 
most  of  the  shopping  for  the  family,  and  the  system  of  centrali- 
zation that  seems  to  pervade  the  present  era,  which  gathers  the 
people  like  hives  of  bees  into  the  large  trade  centres,  has 
drawn  so  many  from  the  farm  to  the  city  that  there  is  scarcely 
a  family  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land  which 
has  not  an  opportunity  of  keeping  more  or  less  in  touch  with  the 
ideas  of  the  most  progressive  business  establishments. 

The  country  merchant  who  wishes  to  cater  successfully  to  a 
capricious  public  must  throw  all  old  ideas  aside,  and  conduct 
his  business  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  age. 

Departmental  stores  in  the  larger  business  centres  conduct 
their  business  mainly  on  a  cash  basis,  paying  cash  for  what  they 
buy  and  receiving  cash  for  what  they  sell.  The  few  who  give 
credit  keep  the  amount  of  their  book  debts  down  to  a  reasonable 
figure  by  rendering  their  accounts  frequently  and  curtailing  the 
credit  of  all  customers  who  do  not  pay  promptly. 

The  country  merchant  who  cannot  pay  cash  for  what  he 
buys  is  badly  handicapped  in  the  race.  The  cash  discounts 
will  go  a  long  way  towards  paying  his  expenses.  A  man  of 
limited  capital  cannot  possibly  pay  cash  for  what  he  buys  unless 
he  gets  cash  for  what  he  sells,  but  on  the  contrary  has  his  capi- 
tal locked  up  in  book  debts,  and  in  consequence  has  to  pay  in- 
terest on  renewals  to  the  wholesale  houses,  which  is  a  heavy 
drain  on  his  profits  and  frequently  leads  to  disastrous  results. 

The  argument  used  most  commonly  by  the  country  mer- 
chant on  the  credit  system  is  that  bad  crops  and  low  prices 
have  made  the  farmers  so  hard  up  that  business  would  fall  off 
and  profits  diminish  if  credit  were  stopped  or  even  curtailed.  If 
the  farmers  are  hard  up  there  is  all   the  more  reason  why  the 


merchant  should  curtail  his  credits  even  if  his  business  should 
decrease. 

Prompt  collection  of  outstanding  accounts  in  hard  times  is 
of  more  importance  than  selling  goods. 

Do  our  banks  keep  on  giving  out  their  money  as  freely  in 

hard  times  as  in  times  of  prosperity  ?     No;  they  call  in  a  large 

portion  of  their  loans,  lock  the   money  up   in  their  vaults,  and 

only  give  accommodation  to  those  who  present  gilt-edged  paper. 

Their  profits  may  diminish  and  they  may  pay  smaller  dividends, 

but  they  try  to  keep  their  capital  and  reserve  intact  by  sailing 

close  to  the  wind  until  times  improve. 
...» 

The  man  who  refuses  to  have  his  limb  amputated  to  save  his 

body  will  soon  be  a  fit  subject  for  the  undertaker,  likewise  the 

merchant  who  has  not  the  courage  to  lop  off  the  diseased  part  of 

his  business  to  save  his  capital  will  soon  be  a  fit  subject  for  the 

assignee,  who  will  conduct  the  funeral  and  pocket  the  expenses 

thereof  before  anyone  else  gets  a  share  of  the  remains. 

Another  of  the  old  ruts  that  the  country  merchant  does  not 
appear  to  be  able  to  get  out  of  is  that  of  taking  in  exchange  for 
goods,  butter  and  other  produce  that  is  often  of  very  inferior 
quality,  and  for  which  he  gives  the  highest  market  price  that  is 
given  for  the  very  best  quality,  and  large  quantities  of  the  poor- 
est quality  of  butter  are  received  at  a  time  of  the  year  when  the 
bulk  of  his  output  is  composed  of  goods  that  bear  the  smallest 
of  profits,  such  as  sugar  for  the  preserving  season  and  the  neces- 
saries of  life  required  to  feed  the  hands  in  harvest  time. 

The  butter  question  is  a  delicate  and  slippery  one  to  handle. 
No  doubt  the  refusal  to  take  bad  butter  often  gives  offence  to 
a  customer,  but  at  the  risk  of  giving  offence  it  should  be  re- 
fused. There  are  many  farmers'  wives  and  daughters  who  do 
not  take  the  same  trouble  over  the  butter  they  make  for  the 
store  as  they  do  over  the  butter  they  sell  to  cash  customers,  and 
yet  the  farmer  and  his  wife  and  daughter  will  very  soon  trans- 
fer their  patronage  to  another  store  if  the  merchant  gives  them 
an  inferior  article.  The  anxiety  that  many  country  merchants 
show  to  exchange  staple  goods  which  are  worth  ioo  cents  on 
the  dollar  for  job  lots  of  farm  truck  is  surprising  in  these  days 
of  small  profits. 

Another  old  rut  that  should  be  got  out  of  is  that  of  the  open 
till.  An  accurate  account  should  be  kept  of  all  sales,  even  to 
the  most  minute  details.  Many  a  leak  will  be  stopped  by  at- 
tending carefully  to  this.  Temptation  should  not  be  placed  in 
the  way  of  young  clerks  who  commence  their  career  mere  boys 
with  characters  scarcely  formed,  by  allowing  them  to  handle 
cash  without  any  safeguard.  Some  who  would  yield  to  the 
temptation  so  recklessly  placed  before  them,  under  stricter  dis- 
cipline would  grow  up  honest  men  with  systematic  business 
ideas  that  would  enable  them  to  become  successful  merchants 
in  the  course  of  time. 

Very  many  of  the  failures  may  be  attributed  to  the  early 
training  received  in  stores  where  business  was  done  in  a  hap- 
hazard manner.  Too  much  time  is  often  wasted  in  country 
stores  talking  over  the  counter  with  local  gossips  on  politics, 
municipal  or  other  matters,  which  might  be  profitably  employed 
in  cleaning  up  the  stock  and  making  it  look  more  attractive,  or 
attending  to  the  bookkeeping,  which,  alas,  is  often  sadly  neg- 
lected. 

The  country  merchant  has  certainly  a  hard  battle  to  fight. 
The  Granger  attacked  him,  the  Patron  attacked  him,  and  now 
the  departmental  store  has  attacked  him,  but  he  is  not  dead  yet

No  agitation  or  attempted  legislation  will  be  of  any  avail 
against  the  departmental  store. 

Any  attempts  at  coercion  will  only  give  it  a  better  advertise- 
ment and  increase  its  trade.  It  has  come  to  stay.  The  best 
way,  therefore,  to  fight  against  it  is  to  adopt  some  of  its  busi- 
ness principles.  Buy  for  cash  and  sell  for  cash  or  its  equiva- 
lent as  nearly  as  possible,  and  if  any  credit  is  given  it  should  be 
given  on  the  same  basis  as  the  wholesale  houses  give  to  their 
customers  and  the  accounts  as  carefully  looked  after. 

The  stock  should  be  kept  new  and  fresh  by  purchasing 
often,  and  in  such  quantities  only  as  the  amount  of  business 
done  will  warrant.  All  goods  that  are  sticking  on  the  shelves 
should  be  reduced  in  price  and  got  rid  of.  There  is  no  difficulty 
in  getting  a  good  profit  on  new  and  fashionable  goods,  but  when 
goods  lie  on  the  same  shelves  day  after  day  and  week  after  week, 
customers  become  too  familiar  with  them  and  "  familiarity 
breeds  contempt." 

The  country  store  is  a  departmental  store,  on  a  small  scale

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READY-MADE  CLOTHING. 

THE  fall  trade  this  year  in  ready-made  clothing  has  shown  a 
satisfactory  increase  over  last  year,  both  in  the  Maritime 
Provinces  and  in  the  west,  though  prices  were  never  lower  in 
Canada  than  they,  are  this  season.  The  excitement  over  the 
elections  caused  a  slackness  in  the  trade,  which,  however,  was 
only  temporary,  and  sales  are  again  on  the  increase. 

There  has  been  a  general  tendency  in  clothing  towards  a 
rougher  class  of  goods,  and  overcoats  of  rough  cloth,  and  pea- 
jackets,  will  have  quite  a  run  this  year.  As  in  the  last  few  sea- 
sons, Canadian  frieze  overcoats  will  be  in  great  demand,  though, 
on  account  of  the  competition  among  the  various  manufacturing 
houses,  the  prices  have  been  cut  so  low  that  there  is  but  little 
profit  for  either  wholesaler  or  retailer.  The  box  back  in  over- 
coats has  gone  out  completely,  and  in  its  place  we  have  the 
three-seam  back.  Rigby  porous  waterproof  garments  are  in  de- 
mand, especially  for  bicycle  suits,  and  seem  to  have  a  definite 
hold  on  the  market.  Both  overcoats  and  ordinary  coats  will  be 
a  trifle  shorter  this  year,  and  trousers  a  shade  narrower  in  the 
leg,  but  in  other  respects  there  is  but  little  change  from  last  sea- 
son. Ready-made  clothing,  of  course,  does  not  follow  the  fash- 
ion to  either  extreme.  Green,  especially  the  olive  shade,  will  be 
the  most  prevailing  color  this  fall,  and  even  darker  shades  of 
green  will  be  much  in  vogue.  A  novelty  this  season  will  be 
coats  and  vests  in  all  kinds  of  tweeds  made  with  a  fly.  This 
style,  though  not  expected  to  be  universal,  yet  shows  signs  of 
having  a  fairly  large  demand.

BEAVER     LINE    OF    STEAMSHIPS. 
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A  HINT  TO  LARGE  RETAILERS. 

A  NOVEL  plan  for  giving  employes  in  a  large  establishment 
a  holiday  in  summer  has  been  followed  by  Bloomingdale 
Bros  ,  of  New  York,  for  the  last  six  years.  The  store  being  on 
the  east  side,  was  obliged  to  keep  open  till  10  o'clock  Saturday 
evenings,  to  allow  the  working  people  to  make  their  purchases. 
To  offset  this  the  firm  devised  the  plan  of  sending  the  500  or 
600  young  girls,  then  in  their  employ  as  cash  girls  and  parcellers, 
to  the  country  for  a  week,  paying  all  their  expenses.  About  25 
were  sent  each  week  throughout  the  summer.  Although  now 
closing  at  6  o'clock,  the  firm  still  continues  to  give  their  young 
employes  an  annual  outing,  and  find  that  they  are  well  repaid 
by  the  increased  respect  and  willingness  of  their  little  army  of 
workers.  Under  their  improved  cash  system  only  about  350 
are  now  employed,  and  last  year  these  were  sent  to  Belwar  on 
the  Jersey  coast.  This  year  the  place  chosen  will  likely  be  in 
the  Atlantic  Highlands.  This  week  of  freedom  is  looked  for- 
ward to  by  the  girls  as  the  event  of  the  year,  and  the  excitement 
of  leave-taking  is  as  great  as  if  they  were  going  to  Europe. 

The  following  advertisement,  which  appeared  in  a  New  York 
morning  paper  last  Sunday,  tells  the  whole  story  in  a  few  words: 

"Board  wanted  for  about  300  young  girls  in  parties  of  25 
each  week,  running  through  the  summer ;  must  be  an  attractive 
place,  ocean  preferred ;  board  and  rooms  must  be  good.  Ad- 
dress Superintendent's  office,  Bloomingdale  Bros.,  3rd  avenue, 
59th  and  60th  streets." 

Could  not  other  large  establishments  which  have  long  hours 
devise  schemes,  though  perhaps  on  a  smaller  scale,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  their  employes  ?

We  noticed  one 
small  loom,  says  The  Cobourg  World,  the  cash  value  of  which 
was  $1,000.  The  hands  are  now  engaged  in  preparing  goods 
in  many  beautiful  designs  for  present  and  future  orders.  There 
is  in  store  on  the  premises  an  abundance  of  raw  material — some 
$18,000  worth  and  a  large  consignment  of  the  finest  yarns  will 
reach  Cobourg  in  a  few  days  via  New  York  from  the  Malabar 
coast  of  India.

THE   MILLINERY  OPENINGS. 

THIS  issue  of  The  Review  is  specially  devoted  to  the  new 
ideas  and  styles  of  fall  millinery,  owing  to  the  openings 
which  are  to  take  place  on  the  31st.  The  illustrations  of  Paris 
and  London  hats  will  be  found  of  value,  and  have  been  import- 
ed specially  for  this  paper.  The  novelties  and  special  lines  in 
the  general  dry  goods  houses  of  the  country  have  also  been 
studied  by  representatives  of  The  Review,  with  special  refer- 
ence to  matters  that  interest  millinery  and  other  buyers,  who 
are  accustomed  to  visit  the  larger  centres  at  this  season. 


BUSINESS    MEN    IN    PARLIAMENT. 

A  MERCHANT  told  The  Review  the  other  day  that  he 
had  voted  in  the  last  Dominion  election  for  the  first  time. 
When  asked  to  explain,  he  said :  "  I  have  always  been  care- 
ful to  exercise  the  franchise  in  Municipal  and  provincial  con- 
tests, but  in  federal  contests  I  never  did  till  June  23rd  last. 
The  reason  was  because  the  candidates  never  represented  the 
business  community  before.  The  men  put  up  were  not  suited 
to  represent  business  interests,  and  I  simply  declined  to  counten- 
ance the  kind  of  nominations  which  were  made  for  years.  As 
soon  as  competent  business  men  came  out,  I  voted  with  satis- 
faction." This  is  a  remarkable  proof  of  what  The  Review  has 
been  saying  for  a  long  time,  that  the  business  men  are  tired  of 
being  run  by  professional  politicians.     The  latter  are  often  glib 


talkers,  no  doubt,  and  not  easy  men  to  tackle  on  a  public  plat- 
form. But  the  fact  is,  the  country,  as  a  whole,  is  getting  sick  of 
them.  They  degenerate  quickly  into  mere  office  seekers,  and 
become  selfish,  if  not  corrupt,  in  time.  The  political  parties 
must  bear  this  in  mind.  They  must  put  down  the  present 
enormous  influence  of  the  party  machine,  the  wire-puller,  the 
caucus.  Elections  are  far  too  expensive.  Why  should  they 
be?  The  law  limits  expenditures  to  a  certain  figure,  yet  every- 
one knows  that  large  sums  are  spent  outside  of  the  legitimate 
cost  of  holding  the  election. 

This  is  one  of  the  chief  reasons  why  we  can't  get  more  busi- 
ness men  into  Parliament.  A  merchant  would  often  sacrifice 
the  time  necessary  to  serve  his  fellow  citizens  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  but  the  prospect  of  having  to  pay  heavily  in  cash  in 
addition  to  what  in  itself  is  a  valuable  donation — i.e.  his  time 
and  intelligence — deters  him.  The  Review  can  vouch  for  the 
truth  of  this  story  :  A  well-off  business  man,  now  dead — and 
no  wonder  ! — sat  in  Parliament  for  some  years.  A  strong  can- 
didate was  put  up  against  him  at  one  election,  and  his  friends 
assured  him  that  more  elaborate  preparations  and  more  expen- 
sive organization  were  necessary.  Being  honest  himself  and 
believing  his  political  supporters  were  likewise,  he  gave  them  a 
blank  cheque  signed,  with  a  general  understanding  of  the 
amount  to  be  filled  in.  This  was  to  depend  entirely  upon  the 
actual  necessities  of  the  case.  When  he  looked  at  his  bank 
balance  after  the  election  he  was  amazed  and  horrified.  When 
another  five  years  had  gone  by  and  a  new  election  loomed  up  he 
declined  to  run,  retired  from  Parliament  and  his  party  lost  the 
seat.  The  person  who  told  The  Review  this,  giving  names 
and  dates,  thought  it  was  one  of  the  best  jokes  of  the  campaign. 

This  bleeding  of  rich  candidates  is  one  of  the  greatest 
dangers  of  the  representative  system.  It  means  profuse  expen- 
diture of  money  and  therefore  more  or  less  corruption.  It  is  a 
well-known  fact  that  in  some  constituencies,  where  poor  men  run 
whose  personal  qualities  earn  the  suffrages  of  the  electors,  the 
expenses  are  often  very  low.  The  candidate,  it  is  known,  has 
no  money  ;  is  liked,  and  willing,  unpaid  workers  are  eager  to 
help. 

But,  some  one  will  ask,  why  are  these  large  expenditures  not 
exposed  in  election  trials  ?  Occasionally  they  are.  More  often 
the  lawyer  for  the  petitioner  just  proves  enough  to  unseat  the 
member — the  unlawful  expenditure  of  a  few  dollars  will  do  this 
— the  suit  is  dropped  since  the  political  aim  in  view  has  been 
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achieved,  and  die  public  never  know  the  extent  of  the  corrup 
tion  which  prevailed.  The  daily  expenses  of  court  proceedings 
are  heavy  and  neither  party  wants  to  continue  them. 

In  1887  the  election  in  Kingston  only  resulted  in  the  return 
of  the  late  Sir  John  Macdonald  by  about  a  dozen  votes.  A  pro- 
test was  entered  and  the  case  came  to  trial.  After  hearing  the 
evidence  the  judge  said  it  was  one  of  the  cleanest  elections  he 
had  ever  investigated.  Why  ?  Because  the  organizers  on  each 
side  had  publicly  agreed  to  co-operate  in  putting  down  corrup- 
tion in  their  respective  parties.  It  seems,  therefore,  that  if  both 
parties  are  honestly  anxious  to  keep  politics  clean  then  they  can 

do  so.  

THE  FLANNELETTE  WAR. 

THE  leading  subject  of  conversation  in  the  trade  during  the 
past  ten  days  has  been  the  cut  in  flannelettes.  The  facts, 
briefly,  are  that  when  the  mills  of  Wm.  Parks  &  Son,  Ltd.,  de- 
cided to  manufacture  flannelettes  some  time  ago,  the  price  of  the 
Colored  Cotton  Co.  for  the  same  was  quoted  at  6  5  8c.  The 
Parks'  makes,  being  of  lighter  weight,  were  put  on  the  market 
at  6c,  and  large  orders  were  at  once  placed,  as  the  goods  were 
exceedingly  fine,  and  promised  to  sell  well.  The  Cotton 
Co.,  it  was  understood  by  the  trade,  would  meet  the  price  of 
the  rival  mill,  and  even  go  a  little  under.  When  the  company, 
however,  cut  the  price  of  32-inch  flannelettes  to  5c,  the  sur- 
prise was  great.  Wholesale  houses  began  immediately  to  quote 
lower  figures  on  these  lines,  and  retailers  who  had  bought  at 
the  old  figures  complained  that  it  was  not  fair  to  them.  So 
general  was  the  feeling,  that  a  meeting  of  the  dry  goods  section 
o(  the  Toronto  Board  of  Trade  was  held,  Mr.  Andrew  Darling, 
the  chairman,  presiding,  and  the  leading  members  being  present. 
The  subject  was  thoroughly  discussed,  and  the  board,  believing 
that  in  this  matter  it  represents  both  the  wholesale  and  retail 
trade,  formulated  a  strong  protest  against  the  cut  in  prices,  as 
being  an  unwise  move,  and  not  warranted  by  the  firm  prices  for 
raw  cotton  now  prevailing. 

The  Review  voices  the  opinion  current  on  all  sides  in  de- 
precating a  cut  like  that  to  5c,  which,  there  is  every  reason  to 
suppose,  means  a  dead  loss  to  the  mills.  The  result  is  to  para- 
lyze a  good  many  staple  lines,  while  the  net  effect  to  trade  all 
round  is  injurious.  The  retailer  feels  it  difficult  to  buy  at 
present  figures,  because  one  break  may  lead  to  another,  and,  al- 
though the  prices  on  raw  materials  afford  no  warrant  for  such  a 
thing  just  now,  how  can  a  retailer  be  sure  of  this? 

The  opinion  is  freely  expressed  that  the  cut  is  a  war  be- 
tween the  two  mills,  and  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  Parks  & 
Son,  Ltd.,  have  the  sympathy  of  the  trade  in  what  is  apparently 
an  attempt  to  cut  away  below  profitable  values  and  concentrate 
the  making  of  Canadian  flannelettes  in  one  company.  In  the 
west,  too,  we  hear  it  said  that,  while  all  were  prepared  for  the 
Colored  Cotton  Co.  to  meet  a  rival's  price,  the  5c.  quotation 
was  unwise,  and  that  Parks  &  Son,  Ltd.,  are  in  no  way  respon- 
sible for  the  break.  The  Review  has  always  taken  the  ground 
that  business  must  be  done  on  a  profitable  basis,  and  this  is 
just  as  true  when  applied  to  a  manufacturer  as  a  wholesaler  or 
retailer. 

Of  course,  if  unduly  high  prices  have  been  charged  for  flan- 
nelettes, that  is  another  matter,  and  the  trade  would  welcome 
rather  than  resent  a  reduction  in  these  goods.  But  it 
is  generally  believed  that  5c.  does  not  represent  a  profit 
to  the  mills,  and  is  only  a  temporary  incident  in  a  fight 
between    rival    makers,       If,     however,    the     new     price    is 


defended  as  sound  and  reasonable,  will  the  question 
not  be  raised  whether  profits  in  the  past  were  not  swollen  far 
beyond  legitimate  figures,  and  will  not  merchants  be  forced  to 
consider  the  utility  of  a  policy  that  permitted  such  a  condition? 
Surely  the  cotton  companies  are  not  anxious  to  raise  this  point 
at  the  present  juncture.  Other  things  being  equal,  we  have  al- 
ways favored  Canadian  industries,  and  regret  exceedingly  any 
occurences  that  tend  to  create  the  idea  that  our  mills  do  not  de- 
serve fair  treatment  in  tariff  legislation.  There  is  no  reason 
why  flannelettes,  or  any  class  of  cottons,  should  be  confined  to 
one  mill,  and  any  attempt  to  force  a  concern  like  the  Parks  Co. 
out  of  the  market  is  not  merely  unnecessary,  but  cannot  succeed. 
The  proper  policy  is  to  put  prices  on  a  living  basis,  and 
stick  to  that. 

KEYS  TO  SUCCESS. 

BE  systematic  in  your  advertising  and  window  dressing  if 
you  wish  to  be  successful.  You  don't  take  your  meals 
just  when  you  happen  to  be  near  home.  Nor  do  you  take  in 
five  minutes  enough  to  last  you  a  week  or  a  month.  Yet,  how 
many  men  of  your  acquaintance,  yourself  perhaps  one  of  the 
number,  take  only  a  few  minutes  to  scribble  off  an  advertise- 
ment which  is  to  stand  for  a  week  or  a  month.  Besides,  they 
have  not  thought  of  it  before,  and  have  to  put  down  what  oc- 
curs to  them  at  the  moment,  when  there  is  no  time  to  look  up 
material  for  a  good  advertisement. 

A  much  better  way  would  be  to  have  a  book  in  which  to 
enter  any  good  catchy  idea  in  advertising.  Often  in  ordinary 
conversation  something  may  come  up  which  would  be  the  foun- 
dation of  a  good  advertisement.  Put  it  down  in  black  and 
white.  No  matter  how  large  your  head  is  it  can't  hold  every- 
thing. From  a  hundred  different  sources  suggestions  may  be 
got.  Keep  your  eye  open  for  them.  Write  them  down.  They 
will  be  useful.  You  can't  write  an  ad.  off-hand  any  more  than  a 
cook  can  prepare  a  dinner  at  the  last  moment  with  no  time  to 
get  the  proper  materials.  You  would  kick  lustily  at  such  a 
scrub  dinner.  Yet  you  expect  the  public  to  swallow  your  hasti- 
ly gotten-up  ad.,  prepared  Justin  time  for  the  press,  and  grumble 
if  there  are  no  results. 

The  same  suggestion  applies  to  window-dressing.  Get  a 
book  in  which  you  can  enter  any  ideas  on  attractive  window 
display.     Don't  be  content  with  getting  the  book.     Use  it. 

In  these  days  advertising  and  window-dressing  are  the  keys 
to  success  in  business.  Pay  attention  to  them  or  not,  as  you 
like.  Only,  if  you  neglect  them  don't  grumble.  Do  some 
work,  and  do  it  systematically. 


CONTINUOUS  ADVERTISING. 

Many  a  man  who  feels  he  must  do  something  to  keep  up  his 
business  goes  into  advertising  in  a  half-hearted  way.  He  spends 
a  little  money  and  gets  no  results.  He  is  firmly  convinced  that 
advertising  does  not  pay.  So  he  sits  down  and  waits  for  the 
end.  He  is  much  like  the  man  who  is  at  the  foot  of  some  cliff 
with  the  tide  coming  in.  A  rope  is  hanging  down.  He  takes  a 
strand  or  so  and  can  break  them.  So  he  says  the  rope  is  no 
use  and  calmly  awaits  his  fate.  Because  you  can  break  a  single 
strand  is  no  reason  for  saying  the  rope  will  not  bear  your  weight. 
Because  a  single  insertion  of  an  advertisement  brings  no  results 
is  no  proof  that  either  the  medium  or  the  advertisement  is  bad. 
A  single  insertion  may  bring  results.  It  very  often  does.  But 
you  can't  be  sure.  Carefully  choose  your  medium.  Carefully 
prepare  your  advertisements.     Results  must  and  will  follow. 
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OUR  TRADE  WITH  THE  STATES. 

NATURALLY  enough,  the  United  States  manufacturers  are 
enquiring  into  the  possible  trade  openings  afforded  in 
Canada  for  their  goods  owing  to  the  change  of  Government 
here.  The  Industrial  Record,  of  Boston,  an  able  advocate  of 
the  interests  of  the  textile  manufacturers  in  the  States,  says  : 

"Previous  to  187S,  and  before  the  Canadian  cotton  mills  had 
become  such  extensive  producers  as  they  now  are,  our  manufactur- 
ers of  coarse  sheetings,  ginghams,  denims,  ticks,  cheviots,  low 
grade  prints  and  other  similar  productions,  found  quite  an  extensive 
market  across  the  border  for  'job  lots,'  even  against  English  com- 
petition. On  prints  and  other  colored  goods  this  preference  was 
accorded  the  American  article  more  on  account  of  style  than  price, 
although  there  was  little,  if  any,  difference  as  against  the  States. 
As  to  woolens  for  men's  or  women's  wear  we  never  had,  and  pro- 
bably never  will  have,  any  chance  at  all  at  the  Canadian  market. 
Our  northern  neighbors  are  great  wearers  of  tweeds,  and  if  they 
did  not  themselves  beat  us  at  the  manufacture  of  that  class  of 
woolens,  we  should  stand  no  show  whatever  against  the  English. 
On  woolens,  then,  we  have  little  to  hope  for  in  the  coming 
change  of  tariff  duties.  On  cottons,  too,  the  situation  has 
changed  considerably  since  1878,  owing,  as  above  intimated,  to  the 
great  growth  of  domestic  cotton  manufacture  in  Canada.  On  the 
other  hand,  our  southern  mills  have  nearly  all  been  built  since  1878, 
and  in  the  lines  formerly  sold  Canadian  merchants  by  northern  mills, 
have  distanced  the  latter  in  economy  of  production.  Even  as  the 
Canadian  tariff  now  stands,  our  shipments  of  cotton  cloth  to  that 
country  are  not  entirely  insignificant.  In  the  first  nine  months  of 
the  present  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1896,  our  exports  across 
the  border  amounted  to  13,451,385  yards,  valued  at  #812,502. 
With  the  present  40  per  cent,  duty  reduced  to  10  or  15  per  cent,  the 
probable  result  seems  very  obvious.  It  looks  to  us,  therefore,  as 
though  the  mills  of  the  south  had  the  fair  prospect  of  a  somewhat 
larger  market  being  shortly  opened  to  them,  although  the  5,000,000 
of  Canadians  are  by  no  means  such  large  consumers  of  cotton  goods 
as  the  same  number  of  Americans  would  be.  This  fact  is  partially 
due  to  a  colder  climate  and  partially  to  a  smaller  purchasing  ca- 
pacity. Wages  are  much  lower  in  Canada  than  in  the  States,  al- 
though there  is  less  difference  now  than  before  the  protective  tariff 
of  1878  stimulated  Canadian  industries  to  such  a  large  extent.  We 
think  our  northern  neighbors  will  realize  within  the  next  year  or  two 
that,  in  returning  their  free  trade  party  to  power  they  have  made 
the  same  tremendous  mistake  which  we  did  in  1892.  But  it  be- 
hooves our  manufacturers  to  take  advantage  of  their  economic  and 
political  error  none  the  less.  That  is  something  the  foreign  manu- 
facturers have  not  been  at  all  slo\v  to  do  in  our  own  case,  and  we 
should  have  learned  the  lesson  by  this  time." 

From  our  contemporary's  last  remark  we  infer  that  it  favors 
protection.  But  protection,  as  such,  was  hardly  as  clear  an 
issue  in  the  campaign  as  an  outsider  might  imagine.  The  new 
Government  in  Canada  has  stated  definitely  that  no  sudden 
shock  to  trade  need  be  expected.  No  change  in  duties  will  be 
made  this  year,  and  those  decided  on  eventually  will  only  be 
enacted  by  Parliament  after  careful  inquiry.  If  this  investiga- 
tion, as  The  Dry  Goods  Review  hopes  and  advocates,  as- 
sumes the  form  of  a  thorough  business  enquiry,  conducted  by 
business  men,  the  trade  of  the  country  stands  in  small  danger 
of  injurious  disturbance. 

It  is  quite  true  that  during  recent  years  imports  into  Can- 
ada from  the  United  States,  in  certain  lines  of  manufactured 
articles  subject  to  duty,  have  tended  to  increase.  We  have 
compiled  a  few  of  these  which  may  prove  interesting  at  the 
present  moment  :

There  is  no  doubt  at  all  that  freer  trade  in  manufactured 
goods — supposing  both  countries  decided  to  try  a  measure  of 


reciprocity— would  greatly  benefit  United  States  mills  and  fac- 
tories, for,  though  the  Canadian  market  is  only  5,000,000,  while 
the  United  States  have  one  of  over  60,000,000,  their  competi- 
tion is  keener.  In  fact,  the  wonder  is  that  so  shrewd  a  business 
nation  have  not  long  ago  seen  the  value  of  the  Canadian  market, 
which  is  so  much  nearer  to  them  than  a  number  of  petty  South 
American  republics. 

THE  CONDUCT  OF  CLERKS. 

IT  is  a  fact  familiar  to  all  merchants  that  there  are  clerks  who 
are  continually  changing  their  locations  and  are  out  of  work 
a  great  portion  of  the  time.  It  has  often  been  stated  that  a 
good  workman  can  always  secure  a  job  and  we  think  this  same 
is  true  of  clerks,  except  perhaps  under  extraordinary  conditions 
when  a  great  depression  in  trade  compels  the  curtailment  of 
help. 

No  doubt  every  purchaser  of  goods  has  had  experiences  with 
clerks  which  explain  clearly  why  the  services  of  some  are  dis- 
pensed with.  Even  in  the  great  department  stores,  says  The  Dry 
Goods  Reporter,  where  it  is  supposed  the  clerks  are  under  the 
eye  of  some  floor-walker,  a  buyer  is  met  with  the  most  complete 
indifference  by  a  clerk  who  seems  to  be  without  any  desire  to 
sell  goods.  Only  a  few  days  ago  the  writer  was  in  one  of  the 
departments  of  a  big  store.  While  waiting  for  a  clerk  three 
young  women  stood  unconcernedly  chatting,  no  doubt  about 
their  adventures  of  the  preceding  night,  and,  after  waiting  a 
reasonable  time,  the  writer  left  without  making  any  purchase. 
Some  years  ago  we  remember  going  into  a  hardware  store  in  a 
New  Tersey  town  to  purchase  some  necessary  article  and  the 
only  inmate  was  a  clerk  who  was  sitting  with  his  feet  upon  the 
counter  reading  a  paper.  He  continued  reading  without  asking 
if  anything  was  wanted.  We  started  to  leave  the  store  ;  he 
made  a  motion  as  of  getting  up.  We  told  him  to  excuse  us, 
that  we  had  no  desire  to  interrupt  him  in  his  amusement,  that 
we  only  wished  to  purchase  some  small  article  and  we  supposed 
that  he  did  not  consider  it  his  duty  to  wait  upon  us. 

We  have  no  doubt  that  every  purchaser  at  retail  stores  has 
met  with  any  number  of  cases  where  clerks  are  singularly  care- 
less as  to  the  wants  of  customers.  Yet  these  same  clerks  who 
find  themselves  without  work  complain  of  not  receiving  just 
treatment  at  the  hands  of  their  employers.  The  fact  is,  the 
trouble  is  wholly  with  themselves.  An  employe  who  shows  that 
he  is  interested  in  his  employer's  business  and  anxious  to  ad- 
vance his  interests  and  is  willing  to  take  hold  and  do  hard  work, 
is  not  apt  to  be  out  of  a  job.  While  there  are  hard  employers, 
they  yet  are  not  indifferent  to  real  merit  in  anyone  in  their  em- 
ploy and  they  do  not  like  to  dispense  with  the  services  of  any 
first-class  help.  Permanence  in  any  position  depends  upon 
whether  the  labor  is  profitable  or  not.  If  it  is  not  profitable  he 
should  not  expect  to  be  retained. 


DEATH    OF    MR.    DAVID     FLEMING. 

David  A.  Fleming,  one  of  the  oldest  commercial  travelers 
on  the  road,  was  found  dead  in  his  bed  in  Belleville  Tuly  24. 
Mr.  Fleming,  who  was  56  years  of  age,  was  born  in  Stanley, 
Perthshire,  Scotland,  coming  to  Canada  twenty-five  years  ago. 
After  being  in  the  employ  of  several  prominent  Montreal  firms, 
some  twenty  years  ago  he  engaged  with  Messrs.  Gault  Bros,  as 
commercial  traveler,  in  which  capacity  he  continued  until  his 
death,  being  highly  respected  by  all  with  whom  he  came  in  con- 
tact. 
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WINDOW     DRESSING. 

THE   SIZE   OF    THE   WINDOW. 

MANY  a  man  neglects  window  dressing  because  he  is  not 
able  to  afford  the  elaborate  displays  of  some  of  his  com- 
petitors. It  is  a  poor  reason.  It  is  little  better  than  none  at 
all.  Size  certainly  makes  a  difference.  A  large  window  is  more 
striking  than  a  small  one,  provided  that  one  is  as  skilfully  draped 
as  the  other.  But  a  window  is  by  no  means  twice  as  striking  as 
one  half  the  size.  Choose  a  subject  in  keeping  with  the  size  of 
your  window.  A  large  window  partly  draped  is  about  as  attrac- 
tive as  a  house  partly  built.  That  kind  of  a  window  doesn't  sell 
goods.  Neither  does  a  window  with  too  much  draping.  Per- 
fection is  always  attractive.  A  small  thing  can  be  perfect  as 
well  as  a  large  one.  Both  are  objects  of  admiration.  Make 
your  window  as  perfect  as  possible.  Small  as  it  is,  it  will  pay. 
It  may  as  well,  in  proportion,  as  the  large  one. 


A    CHAT     ON    WINDOW    DRESSING. 

"  We've  seen  all  this  before,  dozens  of  times."  Of  course 
you  have.  Like  most  good  things  the  suggestions  here  are  not 
new  by  any  means.  But  still  the  fact  remains  that  too  many  of 
our  stores  are  remiss  as  regards  attractive  display  in  their  win- 
dows. Especially  in  the  hot  months  of  the  year,  when  even 
spending  money  is  too  great  an  exertion,  it  is  necessary  for  the 
merchant  to  make  his  store  attractive  outside  and  in.  First  of 
all,  the  display  outside  must  be  attractive  in  order  to  get  people 
inside ;  then  the  interior  must  be  pleasing  to  retain  their 
custom.  In  walking  down  the  street  of  your  town  notice  the 
places  which  pay  attention  to  this  line.  Are  they  not  the  best 
houses  in  the  town,  and  do  they  not  carry  on  a  large  business? 
Are  they  not,  as  a  rule,  among  the  most  wealthy  of  the  men  in 
the  trade  ? 

Many  say  it  costs  money  and  time,  and  that  they  cannot 
afford  it.  What,  not  afford  to  increase  your  business  !  It  is 
rather  the  other  way.  The  large  merchant  cannot  afford  to  do 
without  it.  It  pays  him.  He  is  not  spending  money  for  fun,  as 
the  expression  is.  He  has  built  up  his  business  in  this  way. 
Then,  why  not  follow  in  his  footsteps  ?  What  he  has  done  you 
also  can  do  if  you  only  believe  so  and  apply  yourself  towards 
that  end. 

To  be  effective  a  window  display  must  not  remain  too  long 
unchanged.  People  get  tired  of  seeing  the  same  thing  in  the 
same  place  and  are  apt  to  think  that  you  have  no  other  goods 
to  display.  Change  frequently.  It  is  not  necessary  to  make  a 
complete  change  of  the  material,  as  a  limit  would  soon  be 
reached,  but  alter  the  arrangement,  make  another  color  more 
prominent  or  some  such  change,  so  as  to  give  the  whole  a  differ- 
ent appearance. 

Another  point  worth  noticing  is  not  to  put  too  much  in  a 
window  at  once.  No  one  demands  of  you  to  put  your  whole 
stock  on  exhibition.  There  is,  of  course,  a  danger  in  having 
too  little,  but  the  most  common  error  is  in  having  too  much. 
There  is  a  happy  medium  which  a  little  thought,  together  with 
ordinary  common  sense,  will  enable  each  merchant  to  find  out 

for  himself. 

COSY  CORNERS. 

Fashion  has  decreed  that  every  well-appointed  home  shall 
possess  a  "  cosy  corner,"  and  no  wonder,  for  there  is  nothing 
more  inviting  than  one  of  these  luxurious  coiners.  The  To- 
ronto Feather  &  Down  Co.  claim  to  be  headquarters  for  all 
kinds  of  cushions,  etc.,  for  this  purpose. 


THE    WOOLEN    CREDITS. 

THE  following  is  the  circular  referred  to   in  the  last  issue  of 
Tin.    Review  regarding  the  shortening  of  credits  in  woolen 
goods : 

Montreal,  July  n,  1896. 

Dear  Sir, — I  have  been  instructed  by  the  committee  of 
the  Woolen  Manufacturers'  Association  to  inform  you  that  at  a 
meeting  of  woolen  manufacturers  held  here  on  the  19th  May 
last,  the  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved  : 

1.  "That  in  future  the  terms  for  the  wholesale  trade  be  4 
months  from  March  1,  and  4  months  from  September  1  respec- 
tively, and  four  months  from  the  first  day  of  the  month  follow- 
ing delivery  for  goods  delivered  after  these  dates,  this  arrange- 
ment to  come  into  force  for  spring  orders  of  1897. 

2.  "  That  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  allowed  for  prepayment 
shall  not  exceed  9  per  cent,  per  annum. 

3.  "  That  the  giving  of  sample  ends  for  the  purpose  of  tak- 
ing orders  should  be  discouraged  to  the  utmost,  and  that  in  no 
case  should  sample  ends  be  given  without  double  price  being 
charged." 

An  agreement  binding  the  members  of  the  association  to 
adhere  strictly  to  these  terms  has  been  signed  by  the  following  :

Concerning  this  agreement,  now  supposed  to  be  in  force, 
The  Montreal  Shareholder  says  :  "  At  several  meetings  of  the 
dry  goods  section  of  the  Board  of  Trade  the  credit  question  * 
was  earnestly  discussed  and  a  definite  arrangement  to  shorten 
credits  from  six  to  four  months  was  arrived  at.  Had  this  ar- 
rangement been  honestly  carried  out  by  all  in  the  trade  the  suc- 
cess which  was  aimed  at  would  have  been  reached,  but  it  now 
transpires  that  while  some  houses  stood  firmly  by  it  and  refused 
orders  rather  than  violate  it,  others  were  found  to  have  broken 
it  and  to  have  sold  goods  at  six  months,  the  old  rate,  instead  of 
adhering  to  the  terms  agreed  upon  by  the  trade.  The  delin- 
quents referred  to  are  among  those  who  are  still  protesting 
against  the  evils  of  the  long  credit  system." 
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ENGLISH    AGENTS-GENERAL    FOR    THE  COLONIES. 

AN  interesting  letter  has  appeared  in  the  London  press  upon 
the  subject  of  improving  the  commercial  relations  be- 
tween the  United  Kingdom  and  the  greater  colonies  of  the 
Empire.  The  writer  quotes  the  remarkable  fact  that  while  the 
commercial  interests  of  England  are  represented  in  every  foreign 
country  under  the  sun  by  ministers,  consuls  and  vice-consuls, 
the  great  self-governing  colonies  are  in  this  direction  entirely 
neglected,  and  that  if  information  on  matters  commercial  in 
Australia  be  required  by  the  Home  Government,  the  Colonial 
Secretary  has  to  ask  the  Colonial  Government  to  be  good 
enough  to  obtain  the  information  for  him.  Briefly  put,  the 
position  amounts  to  this,  that  there  is  not  in  any  of  the  self-gov- 
erning colonies  an  official  of  any  kind  paid  by  the  United  King- 
dom to  safeguard  or  study  its  interests  ;  while  the  colonies,  on 
the  other  hand,  have  Crown  agents  in  this  country,  whose  duty 
it  is  to  devote  themselves  to  the  commercial  and  other  interests 
of  those  who  appointed  them.  And  those  who  have  been 
brought  in  contact  with  the  various  agents-general  for  the 
colonies  know  full  well,  says  The  Drapery  World,  what  benefits 
these  officials  have  been  able  to  confer  upon  the  trading  com- 
munity of  their  respective  colonies.  The  suggestion  put  forward 
is  that  the  United  Kingdom  should  be  officially  represented  in 
all  the  self-governing  colonies  in  the  same  way  as  the  colonies 
are  represented  in  England,  and  as  we  are  represented  by  con- 
suls in  foreign  countries.  In  order  to  avoid  placing  the  colonies 
in  the  same  category  as  the  latter,  these  officials  might  be  called 
commissioners  or  agents  instead  of  consuls.  They  should  not 
be  in  any  way  attached  to  the  Governor  of  the  colony,  but 
should  have  a  separate  office,  in  the  same  way  as  the  foreign 
consul  in  London  has  functions  and  an  establishment  quite 
distinct  from  those  of  his  Embassy.  They  should  obviously  be 
men  of  experience  in  public  affairs,  and  should,  of  course,  be 
well  paid,  and  have  funds  at  their  disposal.  The  scheme  is 
essentially  practical  ;  it  is  free  from  castle-built  theory,  and  is  in 
every  respect  well  worthy  of  the  mature  consideration  of  Her 
Majesty's  present  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies.

It  is  by  attention  to  the  details,  which  some 
disregard  as  of  no  consequence,  that  the  man  builds  up  his  busi- 
ness, it  may  be  from  former  customers  of  a  rival  in  the  trade. 


DRAWING  CUSTOMERS  IN  SUMMER. 

THE  hot  months  in  summer  are  often  very  dull  in  trade  cir- 
cles. People  are  not  in  the  best  humor  for  buying,  con- 
sequently more  effort  is  necessary  on  the  part  of  merchants  if 
they  wish  to  keep  up  anything  like  their  average  business. 

Special  sales  and  similar  attractions  are  frequently  used, 
while  some  details  of  store  management  which  might  promote 
trade  are  left  unnoticed.     Some  of  these  are  mentioned  here: 

To  attract  people,  make  the  store  as  comfortable  as  possible. 
It  is  very  warm  outside;  see  that  it  is  cool  inside.   Why  not  have 
the  floor  sprinkled  with  water  ?     It  will  help  to  make  the  air 
fresher. 
{  Ladies  would  certainly  appreciate  a  dressing  room  where  they 

could  rearrange  their  costumes  and  rest  a  moment  before  con- 
tinuing their  "shopping." 

Iced  water  placed  conveniently  for  customers  would  not  drive 
trade  away,  to  say  the  least.  It  would  give  a  good  impression 
and  a  pleased  customer  means  larger  orders. 

Darken  the  store  somewhat  and  have  it  free  from  flies.  It  is 
restful  to  enter  a  darkened  room  after  the  glare  of  the  sun  on 
the  streets.  If  more  light  is  needed  to  show  the  goods  it  can 
easily  be  obtained  when  wanted. 

Have  plenty  of  seats  placed,  so  that  customers  may  sit  when 


THE  LATEST  THINGS  IN   DRESS  GOODS. 

THE  fashions  in  dress  goods  for  this  fall  will  show  a  consid- 
erable change  frcm  those  of  last  season.  Rough  stuffs  in 
from  two  to  four  colorings,  together  with  high-grade  Scotch  mix- 
tures, bright  silk  flock  effects  in  the  following  tones,  being  the 
most  fashionable  :  Green  and  gold,  eveque  and  black  ;  eveque, 
black  and  gold,  brown  and  black,  matelot  and  black,  cardinal, 
matelot,  gold  and  black,  also  fraisier,  shrimp,  parrot  and  black. 
Similar  combinations  of  colorings  in  broken  plaids  with  the  silk 
flock  effect  replace  the  plaids  of  the  last  two  seasons. 

Semi-plain  effects  in  twist  corkscrew  and  coverts,  with  faint 
flecks  of  colorings,  which  by  their  nature  are  particularly  appro- 
priate for  tailor-made  suits,  may  be  classed  as  beautiful, 
quiet  effects,  and  they  will  be  deservedly  popular.  Black  crepons 
in  good  qualities,  black  mohair  curls,  black  mohair  and  wool, 
black  silk  and  wool,  and  black  pierolas  will  be  largely  in  demand 
for  the  better  class  trade,  while  mohair  and  Sicilian  figures  and 
heavy  plain  black  Sicilians,  leaders  at  present,  will  hold  their 
place  throughout  the  season. 

Velvets  and  velveteens,  both  plain  and  printed,  will  be 
largely  used  in  combination  with  other  textures  as  well  as  for 
blouses  and  full  costumes. 

Blouse  silks  will  be  much  used,  the  Dresden  effects  holding 
first  place.  Among  the  new  taffeta  are  taffeta  Pekin,  Pekin 
broche,  Pekin  velour,  Pekin  glace  velour,  warp-print  velour  and 
shaded  Pekin  velour.  The  velour  stripes  are  always  in  har- 
mony with  the  ground  color,  but  are  darker  in  tone,  occasion- 
ally even  appearing  in  black. 

In  trimmings,  jets  will  be  as  much  used  as  ever,  while  se- 
quins in  all  colors  will  be  in  demand  for  both  insertions  and 
edging.  The  buttons  this  year  will  be  large  and  of  exquisite 
design,  Rhinestone  and  medallion  effects  being  among  the 
most  common.  Small  gilt  buttons  are  also  coming  in  again, 
and  in  some  cases  as  many  as  a  gross  will  be  used  on  a  single 
dress. 

IT    PAYS    TO    ADVERTISE. 

Mr.  H.  G.  Marr,  the  enterprising  milliner,  is  one  of  The 
Times'  foremost  patrons,  and  believes  that  it  pays  to  advertise. 
Mr.  Marr  started  out  a  year  or  so  ago  in  the  determination  of 
ascertaining  whether  advertising  paid.  The  result  of  his  experi- 
ment, it  is  needless  to  say,  has  been  eminently  satisfactory. 
Yesterday  Mr.  Marr  took  great  delight  in  handing  over  to  a 
Times  representative  his  cash  book,  with  the  request  to  com- 
pare the  cash  receipts  of  the  busy  months  in  1895  and  1896. 
The  comparison  at  once  revealed  the  grounds  for  Mr.  Marr's 
faith  in  advertising.  In  one  or  two  instances  it  was  found  that 
the  cash  receipts  in  1896  were  well  on  to  double  those  in  the 
corresponding  months  of  1895,  and  this,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  two  more  millinery  stores  have  been  opened  up  in  the 
city  within  the  period  mentioned.  Mr.  Marr's  solution  of  the 
problem  is  a  reasonable  one.  Keep  goods  the  people  want, 
advertise  them  and  give  the  people  what  you  advertise. — Monc- 
ton  Times. 
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A  WORD  TO  THE  EMPLOYER. 

CLERKS  are  but  human.  You  can't  expect  them  to  stand 
up  all  day  in  the  heat  and  look  cool  and  keep  their 
tempers.  Vou  couldn't  do  it  yourself.  Why  expect  others  to 
do  it  day  after  day,  especially  when  they  are  not  directly  inter- 
ested in  the  business. 

The  position  of  a  clerk  is  no  easy  one  in  summer.  Cus- 
tomers require  more  attention  the  hotter  it  becomes.  In  justice, 
then,  to  the  clerks,  more  thought  should  be  given  to  their  wants. 
Provide  chairs  which  they  can  use  when  not  otherwise  engaged. 
At  the  same  time  let  them  distinctly  understand  that  this  move 
on  your  part  does  not  mean  that  they  are  at  liberty  to  develop 
their  latent  laziness. 

If  you  keep  your  store  open  Saturday  afternoon  and  evening 
try  and  arrange  to  let  some  of  your  employes  off  each  week. 
It  is  not  lost  time  by  any  means,  as  those  testify  who  have  tried 
it.  A  New  York  firm  gives  its  employes  one  week  free  at  the 
seashore.  This  costs  several  thousand  dollars  and  vet  the  firm 
says  it  pays. 

In  many  ways  the  employer  can  arrange  to  have  the  clerks 
more  comfortable.  In  their  turn  the  clerks  serve  the  customers 
with  more  care  and  attention,  and  the  good-will  of  the  cus- 
tomers is  the  result.  Old  customers  are  more  satisfied  than 
ever,  and  chance  customers  become  regular  ones.  Take  care 
of  your  employes  ;    it  pays. 


THE  FUR  SEASON. 

The  Review  had  a  chat  with  Mr.  J.  D.  Allan,  of  A.  A. 
Allan  &  Co.,  regarding  the  outlook  for  furs.  The  house  has 
prepared  for  a  good  trade,  and  expects  a  greater  demand  for 
really  good  stuff  than  the  present  supplies  warrant.  An  enor- 
mous trade  is  now  being  done  in  electric  seal,  and  The  Review 
saw  some  beautifully  made  garments  in  this  fur,  especially  ladies' 
jackets,  in  the  most  fashionable  mode  and  finished  in  the  per- 
fection of  taste.  Here  were  also  seen  sets  of  Russian  sables  and 
every  other  fur ;  in  fact  there  is  nothing,  from  rabbit  skins  to 
Russian  sables,  that  cannot  be  got  from  the  Messrs.  Allan,  whose 
establishment  is  not  excelled  in  this  country  both  for  its  com- 
pleteness and  the  quality  of  the  work  done  in  it.  The  repre 
sentative  of  this  paper  was  courteously  accorded  a  view  of  the 
fur  room,  where  many  skins  of  enormous  value  are  carefully 
stored,  showing  that  Mr.  Allan  looks  ahead,  knows  his  market 
and  is  prepared  for  the  future.  A  glimpse  was  got  of  the  new 
dye  seal,  which  bids  fair  to  revolutionize  the  seal  trade  in  time. 
After  a  long  period  in  opposition,  the  grebe  has  been  taken  up 
in  the  English  fashions,  and  when  its  turn  arrives  here  Mr. 
Allan  will  not  be  caught  napping.  In  muffs  and  skating  caps 
the  grebe  looks  charming.  There  are  some  very  handsome 
coon  jackets  for  ladies  and  a  host  of  other  specialties  well  worth 
looking  into. 

A    GOOD    STORY,    IF    TRUE. 

A  London  paper  tells  a  story  which  may  or  may  not  be 
true,  but  is  amusing  enough  to  be  believed.  It  concerns  a 
trick  played  on  the  Chicago  newspapers  by  a  firm  designated 
as  P.  F.  R.  &  Co.  some  years  ago.  One  of  the  partners  went 
into  court  and  asked  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  other 
partner  from  sacrificing  the  goods  in  their  store  at  figures  far 
below  first  cost.  The  plaintiff  said  his  partner  had,  with  some 
insane  desire,  marked  all  the  goods  in  the  store  down  below 
cost.     Then    he    went  into   details  and   showed   how  different 


articles  were  being  sacrificed,  notwithstanding  his  protest,  and 
asked  the  court  to  issue  an  injunction  and  restrain  the  Iractious 
partner.  It  was  a  strange  fight,  and  the  newspapers  took  it 
up  and  devoted  columns  to  the  novel  case.  The  result  was 
that  people  on  the  look-out  for  bargains  flocked  to  the  store 
and  purchased  goods.  Day  after  day  the  hearing  for  an  injunc- 
tion was  delayed,  and,  finally,  when  the  free  advertisement  had 
been  worked  to  its  end,  the  suit  was  dismissed  without  prosecu- 
tion, the  whole  cost  to  the  firm  for  hundreds  of  dollars  worth  ol 
advertising  being  about  $25. 


THE     EDMONTON     FUR     MARKET. 

LAST  month  (July)  The  Review  paid  a  visit  to  Edmonton, 
Alberta,  the  northern  terminus  of  the  C.  &  E.  railway, 
and  while  there  had  a  look  through  the  establishment  of  John 
A.  McDougall  &  Co.,  wholesale  and  retail  jobbers. 

This  firm,  besides  doing  a  large  retail  trade,  supplies  a  num- 
ber of  traders  who  do  business  with  the  halfbreeds  and  Indians 
of  the  Peace  River  country.  They  have  a  separate  warehouse 
for  inspecting  and  packing  furs,  and  The  Review  was  shown  a 
number  of  bales  ready  for  shipment,  containing  about  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  worth.  They  ship  direct  to  England,  and  last 
year  had  over  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  worth  on  the  Lon- 
don market. 

Messrs.  Larne  &  Pickard  and  the  Hudson  Bay  Company 
are  also  large  dealers  in  furs.  Other  buyers  are  annually  attracted 
to  this  market.  The  Review  had  for  traveling  companion 
from  Calgary  to  Edmonton  Mr.  Rose,  of  St.  Paul,  wholesale  fur 
merchant,  who,  besides  paying  a  yearly  visit,  has  a  local  buyer. 
Edmonton,  the  outlet  of  the  immense  northern  fur  producing 
country,  with  large  deposits  of  coal  in  the  immediate  vicinity, 
placer  miniig  in  the  Saskatchewan,  and  a  surrounding  country 
unsurpassed  for  grazing,  is  destined  to  become  a  commercial 
centre.

MR.    BOISSEVAIN'S   RETURN. 

R.  KAREL  BOISSEVAIN,  of  the  Alaska  Feather  & 
Down  Co.,  returned  last  week  from  Europe,  where  he 
spent  four  weeks  of  combined  business  and  pleasure.  He  visit- 
ed several  of  the  chief  business  centres  in  England,  Holland, 
and  Germany.  He  reports  making  some  good  business  connec- 
tions while  away. 

Mr.  Boissevain  says  that  the  silk  houses  in  Germany  are 
doing  a  very  large  business.  Trade  in  Manchester  is  also 
very  good.  A  cheap  silk  centre  is  springing  up  in  Germany, 
however,  which  will  hurt  trade  in  other  places. 

In  regard  to  the  markets,  Mr.  Boissevain  leports  good  goose- 
down  as  very  scarce,  and  the  prices  are  very  firm.  Chinese 
feathers  are  scarce  also,  probably  owing  to  the  late  war.  Prices 
generally  have  an  upward  tendency.

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THE    MILLINERY    OPENINGS. 

THE  large  houses  in  the  trade  this  year  agreed  upon  a  common 
date  for  the  Fall    Millinery  Openings— Monday,    August    31 
and  following  days.     This  is  the  opening  day  for  the  Industrial 
Exhibition  in  Toronto,  while  the   Montreal    Exhibition  follows  the 
week  after,  so  that  the  attendance  in  both  cities  promises  to  be  large. 


RIBBONS. 

As  in  many  other  lines,  the  tendency  is  to  a  plainer  line  of 
goods.  Plain  satin  ribbon  will  be  much  worn  and  will  take  the 
place  of  many  of  the  fancy  styles.  One  of  the  most  popular,  and 
also  one  of  the  very  latest,  things  in  ribbon  trimming  is  an  edging  of 
velvet  on  ribbons  used  for  trimming.  A  variation  of  the  moire  effect 
is  to  have  the  watering  lengthwise  instead  of  crosswise  as  heretofore. 

FEATHERS. 

As  usual,  ostrich  feathers  will  be  well  to  the  front,  especially  for 
the  late  autumn.  More  of  the  short  tips  will  be  used.  In  many  of 
the  imported  hats  clusters  of  tips  of  different  lengths  are  seen 
arranged  irregularly,  some  standing  and  some  drooping  about  the 
crown.      Black  will  be  the  favorite  color. 

Paradise  birds'  plumes  will  be  used  again  and  will  be  the  correct 
thing.  They  will  be  perhaps  the  most  popular  of  all.  They  are 
used  in  pairs  in  all  colors. 

The  regene  wing  also  will  be  much  in  evidence  this  autumn. 

The  use  of  cocks'  feathers  will  be  revived  this  season. 

FLOWERS. 

The  use  of  artificial  flowers  is  too  general  to  be  done  away  with. 
Besides,  the  practice  of  trimming  the  under  brim  of  hats  necessitates 
the  use  of  flowers.  Roses  continue  to  hold  a  very  prominent  place. 
Violets  also  are  reappearing  in  many  of  the  models. 

COLORS. 

The  tendency  in  millinery,  as  in  other  lines,  is  to  quieter  effect. 
Black  will  be  used  as  much  as  in  the  summer  hats.  White  in  com- 
bination with  it  is  seen  in  many  of  the  newest  models.  Green  will 
be  popular  in  all  shades,  the  yellowish  green  and  the  very  dark 
green  being  seen  most  frequently.  Grey,  as  always,  will  be  fairly 
prominent.     In  blue  the  deep  marine  is  most  common.

and  will  be  worn  with  a  decided  tilt  over  the  face,  and  a  slight  raise 
in  the  shape  at  the  back.  Bonnets  are  rather  larger  than  usual, 
come  over  further  on  the  hair,  and  are  full  in  the  sides.  Shot  effects 
in  ribbons  are  common,  and  feathers  are  used  in  great  quantities. 
Ribbons  bound  with  narrow  ribbon  velvet  are  a  feature,  and  piece 
velvet  is  used  for  trimming  with  raw  edges. 

Several  of  the  new  styles  are  very  striking.  One,  a  turban, 
with  cream  velvet,  edged  with  black  in  ruching,  had  many  fancy 
feathers.  Another  was  a  chenille  hat  in  green  and  white,  with  the 
ruching  effect  in  velvet  and  a  black  feather.  Another  in  two 
shades  of  green  has,  as  a  feature,  velvet  folds  on  the  brim.  A 
stylish  hat  has  a  band  of  high-standing  wings  round  the  crown.

Crowns  are  decidedly  growing  higher,  and 
that  particular  shaped  crown  known  as  the  jam-pot,  from  its  simil- 
arity to  that  article  turned  upside  down,  is  a  sure  seller  and  from 
the  fact  that  aigrette  and  upright  trimmings  are  entirely  the  right 
thing,  these  high  crowns  suit  such  adornment. 

On  the  next  flat  can  be  seen  the  choicest  Paris  creations  in 
feathers,  flowers,  jets  and  fancy  trimmings  and  ornaments  of  every 
kind.  The  newest  colorings  are  euphrate,  jourdain,  gange  and 
caspienne  greens,  and  pourpoint  and  venitien  in  purples.  The 
green  shades,  almost  emerald,  are  a  decided  change  and  vary  in 
tone  as  a  leaf  from  tender  age  to  maturity;  the  purples  are  beautiful 
and  elegant  in  combination.  In  feathers,  the  paradise  plumage, 
which  is  the  most  graceful  and  elegant  of  birds,  will  add  the  greatest 
and  costliest  charm  to  the  ideals  of  fashion.  They  come  in  the 
natural  or  gold  color,  in  black,  white  or  pale  emerald,  and  in  some 
cases  blended  colorings.  But  the  bird  of  paradise  is  not  alone,  the 
plumage  and  heads  of  many  rare  and   handsome  birds   made  into 


elegant  wings  and  dainty  aigrettes  in  a  hundred  designs,  soft  in  tone 
and  charming  to  the  eye,  are  to  be  seen,  fans  of  feathers  and  pointed

Then  come  those  Parisienne  novelties,  which  in- 
clude hand-made  ornaments  of  every  description,  horse-hair  mixed 
with  chenille  in  braids,  laces  and  ornaments.  The  hair,  for  Lightness 
and  staying  powers,  has  no  equal,  as  any  milliner  will  appreciate,  and 
the  chenille  and  sequin  effects  give  it  a  handsome  effect.  We  no- 
ticed beautiful  crowns,  wings  and  quills  of  the  same  materials,  and 
elegant  velvet  crowns  studded  with  gem-like  sequins  in  pretty  de- 
signs ;  also  cabachons  of  steel,  and  paste,  and  gilt,  and  green, 
and,  in  fact,  everything  to  make  a  milliner's  eye  sparkle  in  admira- 
tion.

Comparing  previous  lists,  it  appears  that  in 
January,  1895,  Baldwin's  yarns  were  at  20s.  per  spindle  ;  in  July, 
1895,  they  were  at  21s.,  and  in  March,  1896,  at  22s.,  and  thus  are 
now  firm  at  the  latter  figure.  This  would  mean  $7.70  net  laid 
down  here  to  fully  cover  the  importer.  But  we  understand  that 
merchants  have  been  able  to  buy  locally  all  this  class  of  fingering  at 
#7.50,  subject  to  a  cash  discount  of  5  per  cent.,  which  would  net 
$7.12^  as  against  S7.70.  Does  this,  an  experienced  buyer  asked 
The  Review,  favor  direct  importing  ?

OUR     SILVER    ALL     RIGHT. 

IN  going  round  among  the  business  men  of  Canada  it  is  not- 
iceable that  some  of  them  are  paying  their  bills,  as  far  as 
possible,  in  silver.  This  tendency  evidently  arises  from  the 
silver  scare  south  of  us.  It  is  a  natural  desire  to  dispose  of  all 
American  silver  while  it  still  can  be  disposed  of,  but  the  feeling 
of  uneasiness  in  regard  to  our  own  silver  is  surely  without  rea- 
sonable foundation. 

To  Canadians  and  to  most  citizens  of  the  United  States  also 
the  free  silver  cry  is  somewhat  childish.  The  free  coinage 
advocate,  with  his  fifty-cent  dollar,  is  much  like  the  child  who 
would  rather  have  five  coppers  than  a  five-cent  piece.  That 
part  of  the  question  Canadians  are  settled  on.  What  does  in- 
terest Canadians  is  what  effect  the  election  of  the  free  silver 
candidates  would  have  on  our  currency.  It  can  be  answered  in 
one  word — none.  Silver  passes  for  its  stamped  value,  not  be- 
cause of  the  value  of  the  silver,  but  on  account  of  the  Govern- 
ment stamp,  which  practically  means  that  the  Government  will 
redeem  the  silver  with  gold  if  so  desired.  As  long  then  as  a 
Government  does  not  issue  more  silver  than  it  can  redeem, 
silver  coin  is  well  worth  its  stamped  value.  The  Canadian 
Government  can  redeem  its  silver.  The  action  of  the  people  in 
the  United  States  cannot  affect  the  standing  of  our  own  Gov- 
ernment in  this  respect  in  the  slightest  degree. 


THE    SENATE. 

A  DOZEN  first  class  business  men  added  to  the  Senate 
would  tend  greatly  to  remove  the  dis-esteem  in  which 
that  body  is  held.  The  choice  of  Mr.  Thibaudeau  is  in  the 
right  direction.  If  the  Senate  contained  men  like  Mr.  Gault, 
Mr.  Brock,  Mr.  Greenshields,  and  others  of  the  same  kind,  the 
country  would  look  with  interest  to  hear  what  they  would  say 
on  great  commercial  issues.  But  think  of  the  present  condition 
of  things.  Next  year  the  tariff  question  comes  up.  Does  any- 
one expect  a  debate  of  any  moment  on  tariff  policy  in  the 
Senate  ?  Although  the  second  chamber  cannot  veto  a  financial 
measure  under  our  constitution,  the  views  of  its  members  ought 
to  have  great  weight  in  the  country.  At  present  it  carries  no 
influence  whatsoever.  The  death  of  Sir  David  Macpherson 
created  an  Ontario  vacancy  the  other  day,  and  a  man  who  has 
just  come  from  Ottawa  tells  The  Review  that  the  lobbying  for 
the  position  by  professional  politicians  is  appalling.  As  matters 
stand,  the  tariff  debate  in  the  Commons  next  year  will  be  con- 
ducted chiefly  by  lawyers  and  professional  politicians.  We 
would  like  to  know  how  long  the  merchants  of  the  country  ate 
going  to  stand  this  sort  of  thing  ?  The  remedy  is  in  their  own 
hands. 


THE   LOCAL   MERCHANT. 

WE  have  heard  more  complaints  than  usual  this  summer 
from  readers  in  different  parts  of  Canada,  of  local  resi- 
dents going  to  large  cities  to  buy  retail.  In  towns  which  have 
steamboat  as  well  as  train  connection  with  the  larger  centres  a 
great  many  boat  excursions  are  organized  during  August,  and 
these  have  been  productive  of  much  city  buying.  Not  only  do 
people  purchase  for  themselves,  but  they  will  undertake  to  do 
so  for  friends  who  remain  at  home,  and  thus  they  come  back 
laden  with  parcels. 

This  practice  is,  of  course,  grossly  unfair  to  the  local  mer- 
chant, who  has  a  right  to  expect  the  local  trade.  He  is  supposed 
to  pay  his  taxes  promptly,  to  keep  a  good  store,  to  promote  the 
various  interests  of  the  town  in  which  he  lives.  Yet,  in  return, 
his    townsmen   are   not   willing   to   do   their  share.     No  doubt 
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there  are  cases  where  city  buying  is  reasonable  enough.  People 
on  a  visit  to  the  city  will  naturally  buy  something.  Hut  for  an 
organized  system  of  making  purchases  for  friends,  no  good  word 
can  be  said. 

A  partial  remedy,  at  least,  is  for  the  merchant — who  is  gen- 
erally an  advertiser — to  lay  the  whole  matter  before  the  editor 
of  the  local  newspaper.  Have  the  question  thoroughly  ven- 
tilated in  a  courteous  way,  appealing  to  the  fairmindedness  of 
the  community.  Many  will  respond  to  this,  especially  those 
who  own  property  in  the  place  and  realize  that  the  more  busi- 
ness done  there  the  better  for  them. 

THE    FLANNELETTE    WAR. 

NOTHING  has  occurred  in  this  matter  since  The  Review's 
last  article  to  shed  any  new  light  on  the  policy  of  cutting 
mill  prices  below  cost  and  disturbing  the  trade  in  staples  gen- 
erally. Nor  has  the  general  opinion  against  the  policy  under- 
gone any  alteration.  The  wholesalers,  some  of  them  at  least, 
followed  suit,  and  cut  prices  down,  until,  we  hear,  some  orders 
were  placed  at  5c.  We  cannot  see  that  anyone  benefits  from 
this  kind  of  thing,  or  that  it  is  based  on  sound  business  prin- 
ciples. 

The  fact  that  the  Parks  Company  put  lighter  makes  on  the 
market  at  6c,  was  no  justification  for  the  Canadian  Company 
dropping  their  heavier  weights,  quoted  previously  at  6^3,  to  5c. 
It  bears  every  appearance  of  an  attempt  to  freeze  out  the  St. 
John  mills  in  the  lines  of  flannelettes  they  started  to  make,  be- 
cause we  hear  of  no  general  reduction  in  flannelettes,  such  as  in 
those  lines  where  there  is  no  domestic  competition.  If  the 
goods  were  being  sold  too  high  we  might  expect  a  reduction  all 
round,  but  this  has,  up  to  the  present,  not  taken  place.  What 
other  inference  can  be  drawn  than  that  the  cut  was  a  pure 
squeeze,  undertaken  without  consideration  of  the  orders  placed 
by  wholesale  houses,  who  in  turn  had  sold  to  merchants  on  the 
understanding  that  prices  would  in  any  event  go  no  lower  than 
6c  ?  Credit  notes  have,  therefore,  been  one  way  out  of  the 
difficulty. 

It  transpires  that  the  decision  of  the  Canadian  Company 
was  announced  when  Mr.  A.  F.  Gault,  a  prominent  member  of 
the  board,  was  absent  from  Canada.  It  does  not  seem  pro- 
bable that  his  view  would  have  been  in  favor  of  so  enormous  a 
cut  at  the  time  it  came.  Mr.  Gault's  judgment  is  sought  by 
the  commercial  community  generally  because  he  is  known  to 
be  a  safe  man,  with  long  experience  and  full  knowledge  of 
business  conditions,  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  so  serious  a  step 
should  have  been  taken  without  his  being  at  hand  at  the  mo- 
ment it  was  decided  upon.  It  does  not  look  like  good  policy 
to  raise  the  tariff  issue  in  this  form  just  now,  and  if  the  manu- 
facture of  textiles  in  Canada  is  to  get  a  fair  chance  in  the  com- 
ing tariff  revision,  as  it  ought  to  do,  we  cannot  see  that  pro- 
claiming to  the  country  that  32-inch  flannelettes  can  be  sold 
down  to  5c.  is  going  to  help  this  result. 


EMPLOYES    AND    LONG    SERVICE. 

IT  always  speaks  well  for  a  house  that  it  keeps  its  employes  a 
long  time.  Such  a  condition  of  affairs  indicates  a  good 
selection  at  the  start,  fair  treatment  and  faithful  service.  In  the 
Old  Country  long  connection  between  employer  and  employe 
is  regarded  as  a  favorable  omen  on  both  sides,  and  a  man  likes 
to  quote  lengthy,  continuous  service  as  showing  steady  merit  on 
his  part  and  the  permanence  and  stability  of  the  house.  * 

Though  we  have  not  in  Canada  firms  as  long-established  as 
those  across  the  ocean,  we  seem  to  be  in  a  fair  way  of  following 
the  safe  old  ways  of  British  trade  in  this  respect.  The  other 
day  The  Review  had  the  curiosity  to  enquire  of  Messrs.  John 
Macdonald  &  Co.  what  the  experience  of  this  big  house  was  in 
the  matter  of  long  terms  of  service.  The  answer  showed  that  a 
careful  record  was  kept  of  the  dates  when  employes  entered  the 
office  or  the  warehouse,  and  that  an  accurate  statement  could, 
if  desired,  be  made  up.  Thinking  the  result  would  be  of  gene- 
ral interest,  the  courteous  offer  was  accepted,  and  the  details 
are  here  presented. 

Taking  the  cases  of  employes  who  have  been  ten  years  and 
longer  with  the  firm,  the  list  begins  with  one  man  who  has  been 
there  for  27  years.  This  is  a  long  record.  Two  have  been  in 
the  house  for  22  years;  two  for  17  years;  one  for  16  years  ; 
four  for  15  years;  six  for  14  years  ;  one  for  13  years  ;  eight  for 
12  years,  and  six  for  10  years.  Men  like  this  must  naturally 
grow  to  be  a  part  of  the  house,  share  the  pride  in  its  success, 
and  make  their  own  and  their  employers'  interests  identical. 

The  shorter  records — short  only  by  comparison — indicate 
the  same  permanence  of  connection.  Five  employes  have  been 
with  the  firm  for  9  years  ;  five  others  for  8  years  ;  two  for  7 
years  ;  seven  for  6  years  ;  four  for  5  years  ;  seven  for  4  years ; 
two  for  3  years,  and  two  for  2  years.  Not  less  remarkable 
is  the  fact  that  of  the  eighty  employes  now  with  John  Macdonald 
&  Co.  thirty-seven  have  never  been  in  any  other  house. 

Taken  altogether,  this  is  a  striking  and  creditable  record,  one 
from  which  neither  the  firm  nor  its  staff  need  shrink,  and  Tut; 
Review  would  be  glad  to  chronicle  others  if  they  are  forth- 
coming. 

THE    TRADE    IN    CYCLING    GOODS. 

OWING  to  the  craze  for  bicycling  in  England  and  the  ten- 
dency to  use  the  bloomer  costume,  it  was  expected  that 
the  divided  knicker  would  prevail  extensively.  The  illustrated 
papers  contain  actresses  and  others  riding  bicycles  in  full 
bloomer  and  sweater  costume,  but  the  average  woman  is  not  ^ 
doing  much  with  attire  so  masculine.  However,  the  English 
retail  merchants  report  an  enormous  trade  in  requisites  for  lady 
cyclists,  and  the  divided  knicker  is  shown  in  several  materials, 
including  washing  zephyrs,  tweeds,  serges  and  alpacas.  The 
Review  has  not  altered  its  opinion,  expressed  some  time  ago, 
that  the  trade  in  specialties  for  lady  cyclists  would  continue 
profitable.  A  woman  will  more  and  more  desire  to  be  as 
dressy  on  the  wheel  as  on  the  street.     The  new  autumn    hats, 
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we  observe,  are  close-fitting,  so  that  the  bicyclist  need  not  leave 
all  her  millinery  behind  her.  Every  new  idea  in  ladies' costumes 
tends  to  greater  taste  and  display  for  wheel  use.  This  is 
natural.  The  salesman  should  gently  point  out  to  his  cus- 
tomer that  the  day  of  severely  plain  dress  for  cycling  is  going 
by,  and  a  reasonable  amount  of  adornment  is  necessary. 


A    HINT    TO    THE    COTTON    MEN. 

A  MEMBER  of  the  Laurier  Government  in  conversation 
with  a  reader  of  this  paper  and  one  who  happens  to  be  a 
strong  Liberal  and  a  friend  of  the  Ministers,  declared  that  the 
coming  tariff  revision  was  to  be  searching  and  thorough.  "  It 
is  not  proposed,"  he  said,  "to  inflict  needless  injury  upon  any 
branch  of  trade.  But  as  for  these  combinations,  they  will  have 
to  show  a  pretty  clear  case,  or  they  will  get  it  in  the  neck." 


GIVE  PARTICULARS  IN  YOUR  ADS. 

AFTER  the  result  of  the  recent  general  election  was  known, 
the  papers  were  full  of  such  items  as  this  :  "  Mr.  Laurier 
breakfasted  at  the  Windsor  and  afterwards  drove  to  St.  James' 
Club."  Did  you  notice  how  eagerly  they  were  "  devoured  ?  " 
Not  by  politicians  merely,  but  by  everyone,  yourself  included. 
And  the  example  of  the  same  tendency  is  seen  in  the  popular 
novel.  In  the  life  of  some  of  the  characters,  five,  ten  or  fifteen 
years  is  slipped  over  with  a  few  words  and  in  general  terms.  On 
the  other  hand  the  minutest  details  of  some  parts  of  the  life  are 
given,  and  in  this  consists  the  attractiveness  of  the  book. 

Considerable  use  may  be  made  of  this  in  retail  advertising, 
especially  in  dry  goods,  where  the  appeal  is  to  the  ladies,  who 
have  more  time  to  read  the  papers  than  have  their  husbands. 
Don't  tell  details  of  all  your  stock.  That  would  simply  be  weari- 
some without  gaining  anything.  Pick  out  something  interesting, 
something  new,  and  describe  it  in  detail.  The  ladies  will  read 
it  with  interest,  just  as  political  and  other  particular  items  are 
eageily  read  by  the  public.  This  has  been  tried  by  up-to-date 
business  men  and  is  no  mere  untried  theory. 


TARIFF    CHANGES    IN    THE    STATES. 

THE  elections  in  the  United  States  take  place  of  Tuesday, 
November  3rd.  The  general  opinion  in  Canada  is  that  a 
victory  for  McKinley  would  mean  a  higher  tariff.  The  New 
York  Dry  Goods  Economist  controverts  this  view.  It  points 
out  that  the  McKinley  tariff  of  1890  was  passed  through  Con- 
gress by  means  of  a  compromise  with  the  silver  element.  Con- 
>  sequently,  it  argues  :  "  There  is  now  not  the  slightest  reason  to 
believe  that  Mr.  McKinley  would,  if  President,  countenance 
any  similar  concessions,  and  yet  unless  a  sufficient  number  of 
States  can  be  carried  by  the  Republicans  this  fall  to  reduce  the 
strength  of  this  silver  element  any  tariff  legislation  unaccom- 
panied by  something  on  behalf  of  silver  is  certain  to  be  blocked." 
It  will  be  two  years  before  any  important  tariff  legislation  could, 
under  these  circumstances,  be  got  through  Congress.  This  is 
an  interesting  pointer  to  buyers  and  merchants  in  Canada. 


CANADIAN   WOOLENS. 

WHY  are   Canadian  woolens  not   better  appreciated    by 
Canadians,    and    why    do    they     not    command  better 
prices  ? 

These  questions  are  often  asked,  and  some  woolen  manu- 
facturers are  offended  when  plain  answers  are  given.  Yet,  if 
we  are  to  get  at  the  facts,  it  is  useless  to  mince  matters.  It  is 
well  known  that  first-class  tailors  in  Canadian  cities  decline  to 
use  domestic  tweeds,  and  if  a  customer  asks  for  them  profess 
not  to  keep  any  in  stock.  Sometimes  the  Canadian  article  is 
passed  off  as  an  imported  line.  In  any  event,  the  net  result  is 
to  assign  Canadian  woolens  to  a  place  far  below  what  their 
merits  deserve. 

Now,  what  is  the  cause  and  what  the  remedy  for  this  state 
of  things  ?  In  great  measure  we  blame  the  native  manufac- 
turer. For  years  our  mills  made  cheap,  inferior  goods  as  being 
the  more  easily  sold,  and  the  trade  and  the  public  got  the  impres- 
sion that  a  domestic  material  was  necessarily  inferior.  In 
ready-made  clothing  the  cheapest  lines  were  always  made  up  in 
native  goods,  and  the  consequence  was  that  Canadian  woolens 
failed  to  attract  the  patronage  of  the  best  trade. 

But  these  conditions  have  passed  away.  The  leading  mills 
of  Canada  are  now  making  cloths  that  cannot  be  surpassed  any- 
where ;  their  machinery  is  expensive  and  thoroughly  up-to-date  ; 
the  patterns  used  are  abreast  of  those  in  Europe  and  the 
United  States.  Still  Canadian  woolens  do  not  command  the 
price  they  should,  and  their  reputation  in  their  own  market  is 
not  what  it  might  be. 

Now,  who  is  to  blame  ?  There  may  be — there  usually  is  in 
all  lines  of  manufactures — a  foolish  prejudice  against  domestic 
goods  to  fight  against.  A  prophet  is  not  without  honor  save  in 
his  own  country.  But  vigorous  pushing,  excellence  in  manu- 
facture, and  the  adoption  of  a  trade-mark,  so  that  the  merits  of 
a  particular  line  can  always  be  distinguished,  will  in  time  over- 
come this. 

Many  manufacturers  neglect  these  precautions.  They  cut 
prices,  so  that  the  wholesale  houses  can  get  a  better  profit  on 
imported  woolens  and  therefore  prefer  to  handle  them.  They 
seldom  advertise  their  goods,  or,  when  the  utility  of  this  course 
is  pointed  out  to  them,  do  so  grudgingly  and  unwillingly.  Nine 
Canadians  out  of  ten  know  next  to  nothing  about  the  big  wool- 
en mills  of  the  country,  do  not  know  where  they  are  situated, 
and  have  only  the  vaguest  ideas  of  the  goods  being  made  there. 
Who  is  to  tell  them  ?  The  retail  trade,  who  could  do  most  to 
push  the  real  merits  of  Canadian  woolens,  never  hear  of  the  in- 
dividual manufacturer,  know  nothing  of  his  trade  mark — if  he 
has  one — and  are  consequently  quite  apathetic  in  the  matter. 
The  Review  asked  a  large  western  buyer  the  other  day  if  he 
knew  three  or  four  of  the  large  Canadian  mills  (naming  them), 
and  he  professed  entire  ignorance  of  them. 

If  the  manufacturer  wants  to  remedy  this  condition  of 
things  let  him   reflect  upon   the  impossibility  of  his  goods  com- 
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ing  into  popular  favor  unless  he  takes  the  proper  steps  to  bring 
them  before  the  trade  and  the  general  public.  These  re- 
marks do  not  apply  to  every  mill  in  Canada,  but  they  do  to 
the  great  majority,  and  if  the  old  sleepy  policy  is  pursued,  if 
the  manufacturer,  like  the  ostrich,  keeps  his  head  buried  in  the 
sand  and  imagines  that  the  wholesale  and  retail  trade  are  going 
to  push  domestic  woolens  for  pure  love  of  the  manufacturer, 
the  sooner  he  wakes  up  to  the  actual  facts  the  better.  This 
journal  has  always  championed  the  home  interests  ;  has  tried 
its  best  to  combat  prejudice  and  stimulate  demand  for  Can- 
adian goods  of  all  kinds,  and  the  remarks  we  have  felt  im- 
pelled to  make  are  intended  in  the  kindliest  spirit,  and 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  about  a  better  state  of 
things. 

CANADIAN     FLANNELETTES. 

SINCE  our  last  advices  the  mill  price  of  32-inch  flannel- 
ettes has  continued  at  5c,  and  jobbers  are  asking  very 
little  advance  on  this  figure.  A  new  feature  is  that  D.  Morrice 
&  Co.  have  placed  orders  for  spring  delivery  of  these  goods  at 
5c,  showing  a  determination  to  continue  the  cut-rate  war. 
Wm.  Parks  &  Son,  Ltd.,  have  followed  suit  and  are  now  taking 
orders  for  spring  delivery  at  the  same  figure. 

INTERVIEW    WITH    MR.    PARKS. 

In  conversation  with  The  St.  John  Sun  Mr.  John  H.  Parks 
stated  that  the  cutting  was  done  by  the  combine.  His  company 
a  short  time  ago  bought  out  aline  of  flannelettes  of  designs  and 
colors  different  from  any  other  mills.  They  placed  it  on  the 
market  at  the  price  of  goods  of  similar  weight  turned  out  by 
the  combine.  A  demand  set  in,  and  the  combine  cut  the  price 
of  that  line  of  their  goods  which  was  nearest  in  weight  and  sell- 
ing price  to  that  made  by  the  Parks  company.  They  did  not 
cut  the  price  of  either  their  lower  or  higher  priced  grades — but 
just  this  one  line.  And  that  caused  trouble  among  the  dealers, 
for  nobody  would  buy  the  cheaper  makes — say  a  4>^c.  article — 
when  a  6^jc.  article  was  being  offered  at  5c.  Mr.  Parks  says 
he  had  no  intention  of  cutting  prices,  but  marked  his  goods  at 
what  he  considered  equivalent  to  what  the  combine  was  charg- 
ing for  similar  goods,  though  different  in  designs  and  colorings. 
The  cut  was  therefore  a  great  surprise  to  him.  He  had  met 
the  reduction,  and  that  was  all  there  was  about  it.  The  com- 
bine had  cut  the  price  of  gray  cotton  when  he  was  in  that  line, 
and  he  had  gone  out  of  it.  They  had  also  lately  cut  the  price 
of  cotton  yarns,  which  he  manufactures  quite  extensively,  al- 
though the  cotton  market  has  been  steadily  advancing  of  late. 

Speaking  of  the  cotton  industry  in  general,  Mr.  Parks  re- 
ferred to  a  proposition  he  had  made  to  the  late  Government,  and 
which  he  purposed  bringing  to  the  new  Government's  attention. 
There  is  only  one  print  mill  in  Canada,  that  at  Magog,  and 
owned  by  the  combine.  One  print  mill  can  keep  a  number  of 
other  mills  employed.  Their  products,  in  the  form  of  print 
cloths,  are  taken  to  it  to  be  finished.  Now  Canada  in  the  last 
fiscal  year,  despite  the  existence  of  the  Magog  mill,  imported 
over  30,000,000  yards  of  prints,  an  increase  of  8,000,000  over 
the  previous  year.  Mr.  Parks'  proposition  to  the  Government 
was  that  he  be  permitted  to  send  print  cloths  either  to  the 
United  States  or  England  to  be  finished,  and  on  their  re-entry 
he  be  required  to  pay  duty  on  the  improvement  only.  He  had 
made  arrangements  with  a  mill  near   Boston  to  have  the  work 


done,  and  had  arranged  with  the  United  States  Government  to 
get  a  refund  of  the  duty  he  paid  there,  when  the  goods  were 
brought  away  again,  the  Treasury  Department  agreeing  with  his 
proposition  that  print  cloths  were  raw  material  for  their  print 
mills.  Mr.  l'arks  claims  that  if  Canadian  mills  were  allowed  to 
do  that  they  could  do  a  much  larger  business  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  print  cloths,  in  addition  to  their  present  line  of  cotton 
goods.  The  late  Government  could  not,  at  the  last  session  of 
Parliament,  take  action  in  the  matter,  but  the  new  Government 
may  take  it  up. 

With  regard  to  flannelettes  Mr.  Parks  was  in  Lowell  the 
other  day  and  saw  a  mill  working  night  and  day  on  flannelettes, 
and  even  in  the  face  of  the  present  depression  there  getting 
higher  prices  than  he  gets  for  the  same  class  of  goods. 


PROSPECTS    IN    NEWFOUNDLAND. 

MR.  BEGG,  woolen  buyer  for  John  Macdonald  &  Co.,  re- 
turned last  week  from  his  usual  continental  purchasing 
trip.  He  came  by  way  of  Newfoundland,  which  he  had  not 
visited  for  28  years.  Mr.  Begg,  for  three  years  after  leaving 
Scotland,  was  a  resident  of  St.  John's  with  one  of  the  old  com- 
mercial houses  there,  now  gone  out  of  existence,  and  came  to 
Canada  from  the  Island.  St.  John's,  Mr.  Begg  says,  owing  to 
the  fire  and  the  financial  panic,  has  not  made  the  progress  since 
he  saw  it  that  one  might  expect.  However,  there  are  some  new 
buildings — over  20  dry  goods  stores  altogether  in  all — and 
trade  is  fair,  depending  a  good  deal  at  present  upon  the  results 
of  the  fisheries.  The  railway  is  still  under  construction,  and 
about  6,000  people  are  employed  upon  it.  If  union  with  Can- 
ada carries,  a  good  many  Canadian  goods  will  go  to  the  Island 
and  displace  imported  goods,  which  are  now  the  rule.  The 
present  tariff  is  as  high  as  Canada's,  30  per  cent.  Prices  of 
produce  are  high,  and  farming  does  not  develop  much.  "You 
will  pay,"  said  Mr.  Begg,  "as  much  as  25c.  for  a  cabbage,  for 
instance."  He  spent  a  day  in  Halifax  on  the  way  to  Toronto, 
and  reports  a  perceptible  improvement  in  that  fine  city.  The 
new  electric  street  service  is  excellent,  and  Halifax  seems  to  be 
forging  ahead. 

KID    GLOVE    NOTES. 

BUSINESS  continues  quiet,  as  usual  at  this  season  of  the 
year.  No  activity  can  be  expected  till  signs  of  cooler 
weather  and  autumn  costumes  are  being  considered.  Those 
buyers  who  have  not  fully  placed  their  fall  requirements  are  be- 
ginning to  make  enquiry  as  to  local  sources  of  supply,  which 
we  think  will  be  more  than  usually  limited  this  fall,  as  jobbers 
and  glove  houses  have  not  had  sufficient  encouragement  to  dis- 
count the  prospects.  Consequently  should  a  fairly  good  trade 
eventuate  there  will  likely  be  little  choice  left,  even  in  standard 
lines  of  well-known  French  makes.  Meantime  some  heavy  lots 
have  already  been  received  by  agencies  here,  and  deliveries 
have  already  commenced.  No  change  in  foreign  prices  is  ad- 
vised, though  skins,  French,  remain  firm.  Colors  continue  much  * 
as  last  fall,  tans,  gold-tans,  browns,  etc.,  being  in  favor  ;  suedes, 
in  good  qualities,  are  in  demand  ;  a  pique,  sewn,  with  two  large 
black  lock  fastners,  black  trimmed,  sold  by  the  Eugene  Jammet 
people,  has  been  much  appreciated  by  fall  buyers.  Ladies'  kan- 
garoo, 4  horn  buttons,  has  also  been  a  decided  success  in  the 
same  hands.  We  think  gloves  of  this  character  very  safe  stock 
for  autumn  and  winter  requirements.  Thoughtful  dealers  have 
already  anticipated  the  demand.  The  others  must  risk  supply 
from  stock. 
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CHINESE   COTTON    COMPETITION. 

JUDGING  from  recent  advices  from  China,  the  cotton  manu- 
facturers here  will  soon  have  a  formidable  rival.  The  area 
suitable  for  the  cultivation  of  cotton  is  almost  unlimited.  This, 
together  with  the  cheapness  of  labor,  will  make  the  large  pro- 
duction of  cotton  in  China  only  a  matter  of  time  till  the  mills 
get  in  shape  to  turn  out  an  article  to  compete  against  American 
and  European  goods.  In  Shanghai  alone  45  new  manufactur- 
ing plants  have  been  started  in  the  last  six  years.

The  appointment 
is  looked  on  generally  with  much  favor  as  one  of  the  proper 
kind.  The  men  who  are  carrying  on  extensive  enterprises  are 
surely  the  men  to  look  after  the  business  of  the  country.

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THE    DUTIES    OF    SALESMEN. 

Editor  Dry  Gi  iods  Revii  n  : 

WE  find  some  very  strange  statements  in  the  Dry  Goods  Re- 
viK\v,andit  is  evident,  to  one  trained  to  the  business,  that 
these  statements  do  not  come  from  one  who  has  had  a  practical 
counter  training.  Some  time  ago  you  had  an  article  on  the 
duty  and  necessity  of  salesmen  or  women  having  a  knowledge 
of  the  stocks  under  their  charge.  This  you  illustrated  by  a 
highly  colored  pen  picture  of  the  lady  matching  the  ribbon. 
If  that  article  was  inspired  it  must  have  come  from  some  very 
smoky  corner  in  dreamland.  In  your  last  issue  you  have  an 
article  "  Hints  to  Employes,"  where  you  pen-picture  a  New 
Jersey  episode.  Mr.  Editor,  is  that  not  overdrawn  and  too 
thin  ?  You  can  just  fancy  this  New  Jersey  store  with  only  one 
salesman,  who  seems  to  be  perfectly  indifferent  to  all  his  sur- 
roundings, and  more  particularly  to  the  wants  of  his  customers. 
I  think  that  the  writer  of  that  article  must  have  gone  into  some 
tobacconist's  at  some  cross-roads,  away  from  civilization. 

After  rapping  the  employes  over  the  knuckles  in  that  pecu- 
liar fashion,  embellishing  your  remaiks  with  such  artistic  pen 
pictures  as  your  New  Jersey  experience,  you  must  have  a  fling 
at  the  employers,  taking  them  to  task  for  their  apparent  inhu- 
manity. 

In  your  hints  to  employers  you  have  drawn  a  wet  blanket 
over  the  article  to  employes,  by  its  inconsistency.  You  asked 
to  have  chairs  provided  for  employes  when  they  have  nothing  to 
do.  You  might  have  added  lounges,  cigars  and  dime  novels  to 
make  the  thing  complete,  and  then  have  Parliament  petitioned 
to  enact  a  law  for  the  carrying  out  of  these  reforms. 

Now  sir,  who  ever  heard  of  a  dry  goods  clerk  who  has  been 
trained  to  the  business,  that  during  his  hours  of  labor  needs 
ever  be  without  something  to  do  ?  The  selling  of  goods  must  be 
paramount  in  the  minds  of  every  dry  goods  clerk,  but  that  is  not 
all.  He  has  his  stock  to  keep  in  saleable  shape.  He  has  to 
learn  the  values  of  the  different  goods  entrusted  to  his  care,  and 
literary  idiosyncrasies  only  tend  to  hurt  young  men  and  poison 
their  minds  with  other  matter  than  their  duty  to  themselves  and 
their  employers. 

I  am  sure  even  you  would  consider  a  farmer  insane  who 
would  provide  chairs  and  umbrellas  for  his  hands  in  the  harvest 
field. 

They  are  laborers  in  the  battle  of  life,  and  deserve  the  same 
maternal  nursing  as  the  dry  goods  clerk.  I  am  sure  salesmen 
of  spirit  would  not  thank  any  employer  for  introducing  chairs 
for  their  use.  How  effeminate  it  would  make  them.  It  is  a 
well-known  fact  that  the  less  work  you  have  to  do  the  less  you 
want  to  do,and  the  introducing  of  chairs  would  soon  so  demo- 
ralise the  business,  that  indolence  would  be  at  a  premium.  If 
this  will  bring  out  an  intelligent  discussion  on  the  duties  and 
relative  relation  of  employer  and  employe  it   will   have  attained 

a  very  desirable  end.

IN  looking  over  the  columns  of  a  Chicago  contemporary  the 
other  day,  the  following  item  caught  the  eye:  "It  cannot 
be  too  emphatically  stated  to  the  dry  goods  merchants  of  the 
west  that  they  will  make  the  mistake  of  their  lives  if  they  fail  to 
give  full  and  prompt  attention  to  buying  fall  stocks.  Their  very 
act  of  buying  freely  will  be  enough  to  re-open  the  cotton  and 
woolen  mills  and  create  the  coveted  link  of  confidence." 

This  is  intended  to  meet  the  situation  in  the  States,  where 
business  is  bad,  and  dealers  are  doubtless  afraid  to  purchase  to 
the  usual  figure  in  view  of  the  threat  to  alter  the  currency 
system. 

But  the  remark  has  interest  for  us,  too.  In  this  country 
there  has  been  noticeable  in  some  quarters  a  tendency  to  buy 
less  than  usual  this  season.  Caution  is  a  good  thing  in  its  way, 
and  The  Review  is  no  friend  to  overloading.  But  the  merchant 
must  take  care  not  to  fall  into  the  other  trap.  Remember  that 
holding  back  is  a  game  that  the  customer  can  play  at  as  well  as 
the  dealer.  If  you  haven't  the  goods  when  the  notion  to  buy 
seizes  the  customer,  the  chances  are  against  a  sale  later  on.  The 
season  changes,  and  the  man  who  wanted  underwear,  or  the 
woman  who  wanted  something  bright  for  a  blouse,  may  decide  to 
do  without.  Catch  the  early  trade,  especially  in  dull  times,  is  a 
good  rule. 

BIG  SALARIED    TRAVELERS. 

The  salaries  earned  by  some  of  the  foreign  travelers  of  the 
Bradford  houses  are  very  laige.  A  gtntkman,  says  The  Drapers 
Record,  who  had  a  dispute  with  his  present  principals,  made 
overtures  to  another  Yorkshire  house  to  represent  them  through- 
out the  world,  and  the  terms  asked  were^6co  expenses,  ^1,000 
salary  and  1  per  cent,  commission.  He  produced  proofs  that 
his  average  annual  turnover  was  ^90,000,  and,  pio\ided  he  was 
able  to  do  the  same  turnover  for  his  new  fiim  as  for  his  old, 
which  there  was  no  reason  to  doubt,  both  being  old-established 
houses  of  similar  standing,  his  net  income  would  not  have  been 
less  than  ^,1,900  per  annum.  The  gentleman  referred  to  speaks 
seven  languages  fluently,  including  English,  German,  French, 
Italian  and  Spanish.  He  asserts  that  as  safe  a  trade  can  be 
done  in  Persia  as  in  Birmingham  by  one  who  knows  the  ropes. 


A    CHINESE    DRUMMER. 

It  is  announced  that  a  British  firm,  which  does  a  consider- 
able business  with  the  far  east,  is  about  to  try  the  experiment  of 
appointing  as  a  commercial  traveler  a  Chinaman.  It  is  said 
that  this  native  "trade  drummer  "  will  spend  the  next  winter  in 
exploiting  the  Celestial  Empire  on  behalf  of  the  firm  in  ques- 
tion, and  that  he  will  carry  with  him  a  well  chosen  assortment  of 
British  textiles.  The  experiment  will  doubtless  be  watched  with 
interest. — Textile  Mercury.

BE    ADVISED    IN   THIS    MATTER. 

IT  takes  time  to  keep  the  window  dressed,  and  perhaps  your 
staff  is  not  large  enough,  you  think,  to  spare  the  hours 
required  to  keep  changing  the  display.  But  remember  that  the 
well-dressed  window  is  simply  an  addition  to  your  list  of  clerks. 
It  sells  goods  just  as  they  do.  The  stores  of  a  town  where  the 
windows  are  brightly  and  tastefully  dressed  keep  trade  at  home. 
If  you  don't  want  the  townspeople  to  go  away  to  the  cities  to 
buy,  see  that  your  store  is  attractive.  No  successful  dry  goods 
man  that  we  ever  heard  of  neglects  the  display  of  his  stock.  Did 
you  ever  notice  how  well  even  the  wholesale  warehouse  is  made 
to  look  at  exhibition  season  or  at  times  of  cheap  excursions  when 
the  country  merchant  is  expected  to  visit  the  houses  he  buys 
from  ?  The  retailer  has  far  more  need  of  these  tactics  than  the 
jobber.  The  merchant  has  many  lady  customers,  and  all 
women  have  more  or 
less  taste,  principally 
more.  It  pays  to  at- 
tract them. 


AUTUMN    PROGRAMME. 

A  window  during 
the  coming  months 
should  be  warm  and 
bright  in  tints.  The 
new  dress  fabrics  in- 
clude many  warm, 
rich  colors  and  can  be 
used  freely.  These, 
with  gloves,  umbrellas 
with  their  new,  bright 
handles,  a  few  trim- 
mings and  some  Swiss 
handkerchiefs  can  be 
combined  into  a  lovely 
window.  Change  often, 
even  if  the  same  goods 
are  used,  though  it  is 
better  to  change  both 
the  order  of  display 
and  the  goods  employed 
goods,  of  course

The  central  idea  should  be  to  sell 
This  may  necessitate  your  not  crowding 
the  window  with  too  many  goods,  but  that  is  a  good  general 
rule  to  keep  in  mind  at  any  time.  It  need  not  hinder  an  artis- 
tic display. 


A  contemporary,  The  Dry  Goods  Economist,  of  New  York, 
has  the  accompanying  simple  display  of  nicely  draped  dress 
goods. 

a  practical  man's  experience. 

A  Pennsylvania  window  dresser,  writing  to  The  Economist, 
has  some  very  sensible  things  to  say  : 

"  My  experience,  both  in  this  country  and  abroad,  has 
taught  me  that  window  dressing  should  be  closely  allied  to 
newspaper  advertising,  one  acting  as  a  help  to  the  other  I  do 
not  consider  that  a  truly  artistic  window  is  productive  of  good 
results  during  the  entire  twelve  months  of  the   year,  but  the 


foundation    of  window   dressing   rests   upon   the    ability  of  the 
decorator  to  turn  out  artistic  displays  at  a  moment's  notice. 

"  What  the  merchant  wants  to-day  is  buyers  for  his  merchan- 
dise. How  to  obtain  that  result  should  be  the  constant  thought 
of  the  window  trimmer  and  he  can  receive  no  praise  so  great  or 
beneficial  as  the  knowledge  that  his  windows  have  sold  goods. 
They  should  be  the  silent  salesmen  and  the  more  practical  they 
are  the  better  for  the  interests  of  the  merchant. 

"  I  have  in  my  work  here  10  show  windows  elaborately  con- 
structed and  built  strictly  in  accordance  with  modern  ideas.  I 
find  at  certain  periods  of  the  year — especially  during  the  time 
when  silks  and  dress  goods  are  to  be  worn — that  my  windows 
must  form  a  picture  of  the  styles  prevalent  at  that  season.  I  do 
not  think  it  good  form  to  mix  ribbons,  laces  and  dress  trimmings 
through  the  display.  The  forms  should  be  draped  in  the  pre- 
valent style,  presenting  a  true  impression  of  the  dress  or  gar- 
ment as  it  would  appear  when  made  up,  and  this  dress  should  be 

accompanied  with  all 
accessories  placed  in 
their  proper  positions. 
"  Strictly  mechani- 
cal windows  should  be 
employed  only  during 
the  holiday  season.  A 
window  trimmer,  in 
preference  to  dressing 
his  windows  in  strict 
rotation,  should  suit 
them  to  each  emer- 
gency as  it  arises.  If 
a  house  has  a  steady 
trade,  peculiar  to  itself, 
neither  adding  to  nor 
diminishing  its  cus- 
tom, it  ;s  well  to  have 
a  rotation  of  artistic 
pictures  showing  the 
best  articles  as  they 
are  received  from  the 
markets,  but  in  a  de- 
partment store  my 
habit  has  always  been 
to  watch  the  advertising  of  the  house  and  to  illustrate  as  nearly 
as  possible  the  kind  of  sale  that  is  about  to  take  place.  If,  for 
instance,  the  house  advertised  a  clearing  sale,  my  windows 
would  be  made  up  of  a  general  assortment  of  merchandise, 
with  prices  marked  on,  for  in  my  opinion  the  '  cut-price  '  card 
has  never  failed  toprove  an  attraction  to  the  general  public. 

"  Original  ideas  in  window  decorations  are  attractive  and 
insure  popularity  for  the  firm  fortunate  enough  to  possess  a 
window  dresser  endowed  with  original  ideas.  Sometimes  the 
effect  of  these  windows  is  not  at  once  felt,  but  sooner  or  later 
the  public,  having  received  an  impression  from  such  windows, 
is  again  attracted,  just  as  a  lover  of  the  arts  might  receive  a 
lasting  impression  from  a  painting  by  a  noted  artist. 

"  I  agree  with  my  co-laborers  that  a  successful  window  dresser 
must  be  a  good  business  man  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  and 
should  be  informed  of  every  enterprise  contemplated  by  the 
establishment  wherein  he  is  employed.  He  should  show  the 
same   consideration    to  every-day,   homely   merchandise  as   he

moderately,  and  go  on  improving  every  week.  I  have  found  in 
my  experience,  and  I  am  sure  many  window  dressers  will  say 
the  same,  that  neither  the  novice  nor  expert  is  seen  in  his  best 
form  if  the  master  is  hanging  around  and  worrying  him.  Many 
a  good  window  dresser  loses  his  patience  and  ideas  through 
being  called  out  of  a  window  to  serve  customers.  This  inter- 
ruption should,  if  possible,  be  avoided."

THE  openings,  which  began  on  the  31st  of  August  and  con- 
tinued throughout  the  first  week  of  September,  have  been 
unusually  successful.  There  was  a  good  attendance,  and 
buyers  spoke  in  a  more  hopeful  tone  of  future  prospects. 
Stocks  were  splendidly  assorted  and  thoroughly  up-to-date,  and 
a  good  house  trade  is  being  done  in  the  second  week  of  Sep- 
tember. 

The  Toronto  houses  complain  that  buyers  from  the  Mari- 
time Provinces  were  not  able  to  get  cheap  railway  rates  through 
to  Toronto  until  after  the  openings  had  taken  place,  although 
tickets  at  reduced  fares  prevailed  to  Montreal  before  the  31st.

This  house  had  a  most  successful  opening,  and  though 
parcels  are  not  as  large  as  last  year,  there  are  more  of  them. 
The  staff  are  now  busy  day  and  night  getting  goods  out,  and 
the  best  efforts  are  being  put  forth  to  oblige  customers  with 
early  deliveries.

HAT   HINTS. 

One  of  the  new  hats  seen  in  the  west  end  of  London,  the 
other  day,  by  a  Canadian  visitor,  was  in  fawn  felt  with  band  of 
green  velvet,  veiled  with  lace  applique.  On  each  side  was  a 
bunch  of  pansies  and  three  black  wings  sticking  out.  The  effect 
was  neat  and  dainty.  Another  was  a  white  felt  sailor,  a  bunch  of 
violets  in  front,  two  smaller  ones  at  the  side,  and  a  bow  in  green 
velvet  behind. 


RECENT    TRIMMINGS. 

Our  Canadian  houses  are  thoroughly  up-to-date  in  trim- 
mings, and  the  very  latest  English  advices  show  that  chenille 
and  straw  and  chenille  and  shot  cord  are  the  favorites.  Velvet 
edged  ribbon  is  being  used  with  charming  effect.  Bicycling 
hats  in  England  are  green  felt  trimmed  with  black  velvet  bands 
round  the  crown,  and  set  off  with  quills,  wings  or  coque  and 
satin  ribbon.  White  felts  with  black  velvet-bound  brims  are 
popular,  with  bands  of  black  velvet  around  the  crown  and 
white  ostrich  feather  mounts  at  the  sides.  White  ostrich 
feathers,  and  coque  and  feather  mounts,  and  quills  of  all  sizes 
in  colors  decorate  every  kind  of  English  walking  hat. 


pronounced.  Twenty-six  inches  is  the  length  which  seems  to 
have  the  preference  of  capable  and  experienced  buyers. 

Another  question  of  great  perplexity  is  the  question  of  the 
backs.  The  general  decision  is  to  have  less  fullness  in  the 
skirt.  As  large  bustles,  so  much  talked  of,  have  not  yet  come 
to  stay,  the  backs  are  being  made  much  less  full  than  was  ex- 
pected. 

The  sleeve  has  come  to  stay  in  much  less  voluminous  form 
than  heretofore.  It  is  growing  tighter  and  tighter.  For  out- 
door garments,  sleeves  too  tight  are  to  be  avoided,  though  sleeves 
decidedly  less  full  than  those  of  last  year  will  be  acceptable. 

An  especially  novel  and  pretty  sleeve  has  a  very  full  puff  at 
top,  and  is  very  tight  from  elbow  to  wrist.  The  puffs  are  held 
in  place  by  elastics  or  bands. 

Jackets  are  nearly  all  made  high  at  the  throat,  with  high 
Medici  collars. 

A  word  about  these  collars.  Some  manufacturers  are  mak- 
ing them  in  one  piece  with  back  of  jacket,  but  they  are  more  prac- 
tical and  more  easily  altered  in  stock  if  made  separate.  Manu- 
facturers and  buyers  should  pay  attention  to  this 

Jackets,  as  previously  noted,  are  high,  and  many  buttoned 
only  on  one  side  with  large  buttons. 

One  very  jaunty  garment  has  one  very  large  handsome  pearl 
button,  and  three  tiny  ones  put  on  perpendicularly  below. 
Another  double-breasted  garment  has  three  cloth  tabs  that  but- 
ton over  the  shoulder  on  one  side,  these  little  tabs  serving  to 
close  the  garment  at  the  top,  and  the  rest  closing  under  a  fly. 

An  exquisite  light  tan  kersey  jacket  has  a  tight-fitting  back, 
heavily  corded  on  seams  and  on  the  lower  part  of  sleeve. 

A  handsome  green  short  jacket  is  made  in  the  prevalent  and 
desirable  loose  box-plaited  front  effect.  From  a  yoke  two  full 
box  plaits  fall,  these  being  held  in  place  with  tabs  buttoned 
across. 

Some  backs  are  tight-fitting,  with  four  small  box  plaits  in 
skirts  ;  others  are  made  with  loose  watteau  from  neck  down. 
These  loose  jackets  are  especially  pretty  in  smaller  sizes,  be- 
cause they  are  so  youthful  looking. 

Some  of  these  box  plait  effects  are  entirely  braided  on  plaits  ; 
others  have  arabesques  of  cloth  and  velvet  to  form  yokes.  The 
latter,  in  tan  and  brown  or  green  and  black,  are  exceptionally 
pretty. 

Some  very  handsome  capes  are  shown  in  cloth.  They  will 
be  somewhat  less  full  than  last  year's,  and  made  with  high  Stuart 
and  Medici  collars.  Some  very  pretty  ones  of  plush  are  em- 
broidered in  braid  and  silk  and  also  in  jet. 

A  very  pretty  style  of  cape  is  entirely  made  of  box  plaits  from 
yoke  around,  these  box  plaits  being  drawn  together  and  held  in 
place  by  straps  of  passementerie  heavily  beaded,  and  caught  by 
jet  rosettes.     Many  have  yokes  all  jetted  and  embroidered.

NEW    YORK    HATS    AND    BONNETS. 

As  a  rule,  the  hats  are  on  the  plane  of  the  summer  hats, 
says  The  Millinery  Trade  Review,  while  the  crowns,  if  stiff,  are 
usually  distinctly  taller  than  was  the  general  line  of  crowns  in  the 
hats  of  the  summer,  and  in  some  cases  they  are  quite  tall  and 
more  or  less  tapering.  Varying  the  shapes  indicated,  however, 
we  find,  in  collections  of  untrimmed  models,  hats  with  low, 
small  oval  crowns  in  contrast  with  hats  of  medium  tall  and 
very  broad  square  crowns,  and  trimmed  models  with  the  low

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broad  cap,  or  mushroom  crown.  The  hats  filling  this  descrip- 
tion are  medium  large,  and  large  in  the  circumference  of  the 
brim.  The  medium  small  hats  are  generally  of  a  fanciful 
character,  with  the  low,  soft  mushroom  crown  and  undulating 
brim,  the  small  hats  being  after  the  idea  of  the  Oxford  and 
English  tourists'  hats,  distinguished  by  the  narrow  brim  curled 
closely  at  the  sides,  with  both  plain  and  indented  crowns. 

Bonnets,  even  of  the  smallest  shapes,  are  larger  than  they 
have  been  for  the  last  several  seasons,  while  in  the  grand- 
mother's poke  they  reach  dimensions  as  imposing  as  the  bon- 
nets of  the  time  of  Charles  X.  in  France,  the  shape  referred  to 
being  indeed  a  revival  of  that  of  the  bonnet  worn  by  the 
fashionable  women  of  that  period  in  French  fashions.  Some  of 
the  small  bonnets  have  a  definite  crown  and  a  definite  brim,  the 
crown  square  or  ridged  as  the  case  may  be  ;  but  as  a  rule  the 
small  bonnet  finds  shape  according  to  the  fancy  of  the  milliner, 
becoming  a  dainty  little  trifle  of  no  particular  form  or  character. 
As  frequently  as  otherwise  it  is  fashioned  of  a  square  of  velvet 
shirred,  thus  giving  both  the  cap  crown  and  the  frill  brim,  the 
square  being  faced  with  velvet,  the  points  held  up  by  jewels, 
and  bows  and  feathers  constituting  the  trimming.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  it  is  difficult  now  to  imagine  what  a  bonnet  is  to  be  un- 
til it  emerges  from  the  hands  of  the  modiste.  Squares  of  rough 
camel's  hair  cloth  are  also  used  for  crowns. 


TRADE  IN  THE  SOUTH  POOR. 

New  York  millinery  in  August  was  very  dull  and  the  open- 
ings not  very  successful.  The  Millinery  Review  says  :  "August 
did  not  show  any  great  improvement  in  millinery  business 
circles  over  the  preceding  month.  On  the  contrary,  the  month 
opened  with  forebodings  and  predictions  that  seemed  to  dampen 
the  ardor  of  every  stray  buyer  that  happened  to  come  to  the 
market.  That  same  uncertainty  that  hampered  the  importer 
and  manufacturer  the  opening  month  of  the  season  was 
carried  over  to  the  succeeding  month  and  handed  down  to 
the  jobbers  to  dispose  of,  and  they  are  now  grappling 
with  the  momentous  question,  '  What  shall  the  harvest  be  ?' 
The  jobbers'  openings  were  not  the  harbingers  of  good-fellow- 
ship, good  bills,  and  reunions  of  old  friends  that  they  were  wont 
to  be  in  years  past.  As  one  of  our  popular  salesmen  expresses 
it,  '  We  had  a  magnificent  lot  of  lookers,'  but  it  may  be  pre- 
sumed that  the  '  takers  '  were  not  over  numerous.  There  was 
some  complaint  from  early  buyers  that  stocks  were  not  replete 
with  such  large  assortments  of  novelties  as  they  were  in 
the  habit  of  seeing,  and  yet  in  all  candor  they  confessed  that 
they  would  have  purchased  no  larger  bills  even  if  they  had 
much  larger  stocks  to  select  from." 

THE    WORKROOM. 

The  heart  of  the  millinery  department  is  the  workroom.  Its 
head  may  be  bright  enough,  in  the  shape  of  a  competent  buyer 
and  manager,  but  if  the  workroom  is  not  put  on  firm,  sound 
economic  principles,  as  well  as  having  capacity  to  promptly 
produce  artistic  and  popular  goods,  then  thorough  success  is 
not  possible. 

There  still  remains,  even  in  best  conducted  departments,  a 
tendency  to  ignore  the  wants  of  the  trade,  the  disposition  being 
to  trim  and  design  goods  that  please  the  head  milliner's  indi- 
vidual taste. 

This  is  the  grand  mistake  of  millinery.  The  public  must 
be  pleased  and  not  the  milliner.  The  salespeople  know  and 
understand  most  thoroughly  the  wants  and  dislikes   of  their 


trade  and  should  be  consulted  as  early  as  possible  as  to  the  de- 
sirability of  designs  made  and  presented  for  sale. 

Even  here  the  house  opinions  may  be  at  variance  with  gen- 
eral preference  of  the  buyers  and  wearers  of  hats.  The  profit 
in  millinery  is  in  the  hats  which  take  in  quantity.  Prejudice 
must  not  cloud  the  business  sight.  Listen  to  the  early  pre- 
monitions and  see  that  no  class  of  trade  is  unprovided  for  in 
stock  preparations. — N.  Y.  Economist. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Marr,  proprietor  of  Le  Bon  Marche,  millinery,  of 
Halifax,  N.S.,  and  Mr.  H.  G.  Marr,  milliner,  of  Moncton,  N.B.. 
came  to  Toronto  from  the  Lower  Provinces  to  buy  pattern  hats 
and  bonnets  and  novelties  in  millinery.  Messrs.  Marr  had  a 
chat  with  The  Dry  Goods  Review.  They  are  both  bright  up- 
to-date  business  men,  the  true  type  of  the  successful  merchant. 


THE  VIENNA  MILLINERS. 

The  Vienna  milliners  charge  excessively  high  prices  for  their 
confections.  They,  however,  know  how  to  keep  their  customers. 
Recently  their  business  was  threatened  by  a  cheap  form  of  straw 
hat,  for  which  a  reigning  queen  of  fashion  had  created  a  passing 
craze.  It  required  but  little  trimming,  and  its  cost  was  trifling.  The 
milliners  at  once  called  a  secret  meeting  to  consider  the  situation.  A 
few  days  afterwards  all  the  workwomen  in  Vienna  appeared  in  the 
obnoxious  cheap  hats.  The  wily  milliners  had  bought  them  up, 
and  distributed  them  gratuitously.  The  noblesse,  driven  at  bay, 
soon  returned  to  the  costly  bonnet  shown  them  with  smiling  alacrity 
by  their  autocratic  providers,  one  of  whom  told  the  secret. 

PRINCESS    MAUD'S    MILLINERY. 

Toques  reigned  triumphant  in  the  Princess's  millinery.  The 
travelling  headgear  is  a  burnt  straw  toque  with  fluted  brim,  soft- 
ened with  shaded  pink  roses.  Emphasising  the  popularity  of  this 
style,  a  second  is  of  brown  satin  straw,  with  a  Tyrolese  crown 
trimmed  with  brown  tulle  and  tea  roses,  and  a  third  brown,  in 
rough  wood  straw,  has  brown  quills  at  the  side,  and  is  trimmed 
with  tea  roses.

THE  British  Columbia  gold  mining  boom  lias  struck  the 
province  of  Ontario,  and  judging  from  the  glittering 
advertisements  that  appear  in  our  leading  daily  papers,  as  well 
as  from  the  apparently  very  prosperous  business  done  by 
numerous  gold  mining  brokers,  the  disease  seems  to  have  be- 
come epidemic. 

The  public  would  do  well  to  remember,  however,  that  "all 
is  not  gold  that  glitters,''  and  that  anyone  who  embarks  in  an 
enterprise  with  a  prospective  big  profit  always  takes  the  risk  of 
a  big  loss. 

Around  Rossland  is  the  principal  field  of  operation  for  the 
gold  mining  companies,  in  which  a  small  investment,  accord- 
ing to  the  accounts  of  interested  parties,  is  said  to  "  lead  on  to 
fortune." 

There  no  doubt  is  gold  around  Rossland,  and  very  probably 
large  quantities  of  it  too,  but  that  the  richest  gold  mines  in  the 
world  are  there  has  not  as  yet  been  demonstrated  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  unprejudiced  practical  business  men,  and  it  certainly  is 
strange  that  the  richest  gold  mines  in  the  world  were  not  dis- 
covered years  ago  when  a  live  gold  boom  existed  in  British 
Columbia  and  prospectors  from  all  the  gold  fields  in  the  world 
scoured  the  country  in  search  of  the  precious  metal. 

Judging  from  maps  of  the  situation,  every  acre  of  ground  for 
miles,  north,  south,  east  and  west  of  Rossland,  has  been  taken 
up  as  gold  mining  land,  and  mining  companies  are  floated  so 
fast  that  from  present  appearances  there  will  soon  be  several 
hundreds  of  them.  If  all  these  adventures  prove  successful 
certainly  the  richest  mines  in  the  world  are  around  Rossland, 
but  it  is  absurd  to  suppose  that  all  will  turn  out  bonanzas,  and 
no  proper  estimate  can  be  formed  of  the  mineral  wealth  of  that 
locality  until  further  development  has  been  carried  out,  for  at 
present  there  are  not  more  than  three  or  four  of  these  mines 
paying  dividends,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  there  are  many  more  even 
turning  out  ore  at  all. 

■  The  manner  in  which  these  gold  mining  companies  are 
launched  gives  every  chance  for  smart  adventurers  to  pocket  the 
shekels  of  unwary  people  with  very  little  prospect  of  value  be- 
ing given  in  return.  Anyone,  therefore,  who  wishes  to  invest  his 
money  in  shares,  should  study  carefully  the  names  of  the  men 
who  control  the  company. 

According  to  the  mining  laws  of  British  Columbia  any  pros- 
pector can  get  a  mining  claim  of  1,500  feet  square  (50  acres) 
by  paying  $5  and  doing  $100  worth  of  development  work  on  it 
every  year,  or  he  can  purchase  the  claim  out  and  out  for  $500 
cash. 

The  prospector,  after  securing  the  claim,  goes  to  a  capital- 
ist and  sells  it  for,  say,  $5,000,  or  he  may  give  him  an  option  to 
purchase  at  that  figure  for  30  days  or  more.  The  capitalist 
then  forms  a  syndicate  of,  say,  10  men,  including  himself,  who 
put  in  $1,500  each,  making  in  all  $15,000,  so  that  he  gets  $13,- 
500  for  what  only  costs  him  5,000  and  has  one-tenth  interest  in 
the  syndicate  besides. 

The  next  move  is  to  form  a  joint-stock  company,  capitalized 
at,  say,  $1,500,000,  the  members  of  the  syndicate  usually  be- 
coming directors,  trustees,  etc.,  or  if  they  wish  to  secure  a  more 
influential  man  than  any  of  themselves  as  president  they  may 
give  such  a  man  a  number  of  shares  for  the  use  of  his  name.. 

They  then  put,  say,  $500,000  of  what  they  call  treasury 
stock  on  the  market  at,  say,  10c.  in   the  $,  which  will   bring  in 


$50,000,  and  this  money  is  to  be  used,  they  say,  in  developing 
the  mine,  but  before  any  of  it  is  used  for  that  purpose  the 
$15,000  is  paid  back  out  of  it  to  the  syndicate,  and  probably 
$10,000  or  more  is  spent  in  brokers'  commissions,  advertising, 
etc.,  leaving  only  $25,000  or  less  to  develope  the  mine. 

All  the  money  put  into  the  venture  comes  from  the  pur- 
chasers ol  the  treasury  stock,  who  now  own  $500,000,  while  the 
syndicate  who  floated  the  company  have  got  $i,ooo,coo  in 
shares  for  nothing. 

The  $25,000  left  in  the  treasury  may  not  be  sufficient  to 
develope  the  mine,  and  if  that  is  the  case  the  money  put  up  by 
the  purchasers  of  treasury  stock  is  in  all  probability  completely 
lost,  for  the  members  of  the  syndicate  can,  if  they  wish,  sell  out 
their  stock  at  whatever  it  will  bring  and  put  the  money  in  their 
pockets. 

The  whole  thing  is  a  lottery  in  which  the  syndicate,  or 
ground  floor  men,  hold  two-thirds  of  the  tickets,  which  have  cost 
them  nothing,  but  as  the  gambling  spirit  is  strong  in  human 
nature,  thousands  of  people  of  limited  means  who  cannot  afford 
to  lose  the  money  will  be  tempted  to  take  tickets,  in  the  hope 
of  bettering  their  condition  in  life. 

Some  of  these  mines  in  the  hands  of  good  men  will  probably 
turn  out  good  paying  investments,  and  the  object  of  the  writer 
is  not  to  throw  cold  water  on  the  legitimate  development  of 
what  may  turn  out  a  source  of  wealth  to  a  great  many  individuals, 
as  well  as  to  the  whole  country,  but  to  show  people  the  risk 
they  run  of  investing  their  money  in  gold  mining  companies 
they  know  nothing  about,  and  have  no  means  of  acquiring  cor- 
rect information  about,  at  such  a  distance  from  the  field  of  ope- 
ration. 

There  is  a  very  big  boom  on  at  present  in  British  Columbia 
gold  mining  investments,  and  there  is  every  danger  that  the 
boom  will  increase  for  some  time  instead  of  diminishing,  and 
it  is  to  be  feared  a  large  amount  of  money  will  go  out  of  the 
province  of  Ontario  into  worthless  companies  that  are  simply 
the  owners  of  50  acres  of  ground,  on  which  a  prospector  has 
dug  a  few  holes,  from  which  he  has  abstracted,  or  pretends  to 
have  abstracted,  some  specimens  of  ore. 

The  companies  which  have  already  placed  their  treasury 
stock  on  the  market  should  be  allowed  to  develope  their  mines 
and  show  whether  they  are  likely  to  become  paying  concerns  or 
not  before  the  stock  of  new  companies  is  taken  up  by  the  people 
of  Ontario.  As  soon  as  these  companies  show  they  have  real 
paying  gold  mines  any  amount  of  English  capital  required  can 
be  got  into  them.  The  English  capitalists  say,  let  you  Canadians 
go  on  and  develope  your  mines  and  show  us  that  they  are  likely 
to  become  paying  concerns  and  we  will  furnish  all  the  capital 
you  want  to  work  them,  but  you  must  do  your  own  develop- 
ment. 

Would  it  not  be  better  to  develope  a  few  at  a  time  in  place 
of  trying  to  develope  the  whole  mining  region  around  Rossland 
and  other  places  at  once  ? 

If  mining  companies  are  floated  at  the  rate  they  are  going 
at  present,  the  bubble  will  burst  before  very  long,  and  many 
people  will  be  sadder  but  wiser  from  the  experience  :  nor  will 
the  loss  thus  sustained  be  the  only  loss  to  the  country,  for 
English  capitalists  will  be  afraid  to  invest  their  money,  and  mil- 
lions may  be  diverted  into  other  channels,  which  might  other- 
wise be  sent  here  to  work  the  mines. 

It  appears,  also,  that  the  smelting  works  in  the  vicinity  of 
Rossland  cannot  do  more  than  handle  the  ore  of  two  or  three 
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mines,  and  as  these  works  are  very  expensive  and  not  likely  to 
be  built  very  fast,  what  is  going  to  become  of  the  ore  from  the 
mines  of  the  large  number  of  companies  being  brought  into 
existence  ?  This  feature  of  the  question  simply  leads  to  the 
conclusion  that  for  some  years  ore  will  be  taken  out  from  only 
a  few  mines,  and  from  many  of  them  none  at  all  at  any  time. 

There  have  been  booms  in  this  country  before  now,  such  as 
the  Winnipeg  and  Toronto  real  estate  booms,  by  which  many 
people  of  moderate,  and  some  even  of  considerable,  means 
have  been  impoverished,  and  this  Rossland  mining  company 
boom  may  turn  out  the  worst  boom  of  all,  coming  on  us  at  a 
time  when  the  people  of  this  country  should  keep  their  capital 
available  for  any  emergency  that  may  arise  through  the  un- 
settled state  of  monetary  affairs  in  the  United  States.

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HOW    COUNTRY    MERCHANTS    CAN    HOLD    TRADE. 

A  STOCK  grievance  with  merchants  doing  business  in  the 
villages  and  towns,  says  The  Canadian  Grocer,  is  the  habit 
a  large  number  of  the  consumers  in  the  respective  places  have  of 
going  or  sending  to  the  larger  cities  for  a  great  deal  of  the  goods 
they  require. 

The  practice  of  people  going  outside  for  what  they  can  pur- 
chase at  home  is  regrettable.  Every  dollar  spent  outside  a  town 
means  a  dollar  less  for  the  merchants  of  that  town.  And  the  loss 
is  not  borne  by  the  merchants  alone.  One  of  the  component 
parts  of  a  town  is  its  merchants.  Consequently,  whatever  affects 
the  merchants  affects  the  town,  favorably  or  unfavorably,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

While  the  evil  in  question  arises  from  an  outside  source,  the 
remedy  for  this  condition  of  affairs  is  at  home. 

People  cannot  be  prevented  from  going  to  the  city  for  their 
wares.  The  arm  of  the  law  cannot  be  invoked.  It  is  next  to 
useless  to  tell  the  people  that  they  should  be  loyal  to  their  own 
town.  Let  them  only  imagine  that  they  can  purchase  this  and 
that  article  cheaper  at  a  city  store  than  they  can  at  any  of  the 
local  stores,  and  loyalty  is  forgotten  altogether. 

People  will  buy  where  they  can,  or  think  they  can,  buy  to 
the  best  advantage.  And  the  same  law  governs  the  merchant 
as  well  as  the  consumer.  Nearly  every  merchant  will  purchase 
his  goods  in  London  or  New  York  if  he  can  do  so  to  better 
advantage  than  he  can  in  one  of  the  Canadian  cities. 

There  is  only  one  thing  that  will  induce  people  to  make 
their  purchases  in  the  local  stores.  That  is,  make  them  realize 
that  they  can  do  just  as  well  or  better  at  home.  And  this  can 
only  be  accomplished  by  live  and  up-to-date  methods. 

Country  stores  must  be  bright  and  attractive.  Country 
merchants,  like  the  departmental  men,  must  be  ever  on  the 
alert  for  lines  which  they  can  push  as  leaders.  Show  the  people 
that  they  can  get  bargains  at  home  as  well  as  abroad  ;  and  a 
little  sermon  on  loyalty  to  the  local  stores  can  be  appropriately 
sandwiched  in  at  the  same  time. 

Before  you  plead  with  a  starving  woman  to  trust  in  Provi- 
dence you  want  to  give  her  potatoes  ;  and  you  can  only  effec- 
tually preach  loyalty  to  home  stores  when  you  are  in  a  position 
to  give  buyers  as  good  bargains  as  the  departmental  stores. 

Have  the  windows  dressed  well  and  have  bright  and  oblig- 
ing clerks  behind  the  counter.  Advertise  systematically  and 
liberally.  Make  the  advertisement  bright  and  readable,  and 
change  it  with  every  issue  of  the  journal  in  whose  columns  you 
place  it.  Do  not  attempt  to  put  into  your  "  ad."  everything 
that  is  in  your  store.  Advertise  specialties  as  much  as  possbile. 
-  Departmental  stores  can  be  competed  with,  even  by  small 
storekeepers,  and  even  by  small  stores  that  are  within  easy 
reach  of  these  big  stores.  The  Canadian  Grocer  could  give 
evidence  of  this.  These  stores  not  only  exist  but  grow  in  spite 
of  departmental  store  competition.  But  they  are  managed  by 
live,  energetic  men  ;  men  who  have  ideas  and  know  how  to  use 
them.  The  people  in  the  vicinity  of  these  stores  are  realizing 
that  they  can  do  as  well  there  in  certain  lines  as  they  can  at  the 
down-town  departmental  stores,  besides  saving  car-fare  and 
time.  Consequently,  they  are  purchasing  there  many  goods 
which  they  formerly  went  down  town  for. 

Stores  of  this  character  are  educating  the  people  ;  are  re- 
moving misconceptions  as  to  the  department  stores  being  the 
place  to  go  for  everything  from  a  needle  to  an  anchor. 

Country  merchants  who    desire  to    hold   their  local    trade 


must  work  along  the  same  lines.  It  is  their  only  hope.  And 
the  satisfaction  about  it  is  that  it  is  not  an  impossible  task. 
All  that  is  demanded  for  its  accomplishment  are  live,  up-to- 
date  methods.     These  every  merchant  who  will  can  cutivate. 


GERMAN    TEXTILE    REPORTS. 

THE  textile  trade,  generally  speaking,  enjoys  good  pros- 
perity, though  some  departments,  through  dulness  of  trade, 
afford  a  striking  contrast  to  others,  where  orders  steam  in  with- 
out interruption.  The  woolen  business  had  been  very  quiet,  in 
expectation  of  the  wool  markets,  which  are  now  going  on,  and 
which  at  this  time  of  the  year  always  contribute  to  the  advance  of 
money  rates.  Wool  prices  were,  however,  firm  all  the  time, 
though  the  demand  for  worsted  and  for  wool  residue  was  small. 
Woolen  yarn  showed  firmness  of  prices,  to  the  disappointment 
of  buyers.  Trade  in  manufa  ctures  seems  also  on  the  increase. 
Since  then  the  reports  from  the  wool  markets  tend  to  show 
a  spreading  business  with  a  corresponding  advance  of  prices. 
In  Rhineland  and  Westphalia  the  spinneis  are  doing  a  very 
large  and  profitable  business.  In  the  district  of  Crefeld,  and  in 
other  parts,  where  the  depression  in  the  velvet  trade  was  very 
much  felt,  it  is  now  intended  to  start  new  spinning  companies  to 
employ  the  hands  in  a  way  profitable  to  all  parties.  In  Crefeld, 
a  company  with  a  capital  of  about  1,600,000  marks  is  to  be 
started  soon.  At  a  recent  meeting  or  congress  of  the  spinners  in 
Rhineland,  Westphalia,  it  was  stated  that  large  orders  are  still  on 
the  books,  and  that  the  stocks  on  hand  are  small.  In  other  de- 
partments also  the  present  state  of  affairs,  as  well  as  the  outlook, 
are  good;  and  for  some  time  past  it  has  been  reported  thatthe  con- 
sumers' trade  is  also  improving.  It  has  never  been  bad,  but  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  it  suffered  through  the  effects  of  a  well- 
known  and  ill-considered  political  manifestation,  and  later  on, 
through  the  unfavorable  change  of  prospects  in  the  United 
States,  as  well  as  through  the  strikes  here.  In  regard  to  the 
latter,  it  does  not  appear  yet  that  the  trade  is  out  of  all  diffi- 
culties, for  there  is  still  some  quarrelling  about  wages.  It  is 
evident  that  the  public  on  this  question  sides  with  the  men  and 
women  who  insist  on  the  higher  wages  arranged  in  February  on 
mutual  understanding.  One  of  the  salient  features  of  this  trade 
is,  that  it  thrives  chiefly  on  the  extraordinary  cheapness  of 
labor.  On  the  other  side,  the  profit,  especially  on  the  export 
business,  is  large  enough  to  admit  of  a  moderate  rise  in  wages. 
This,  at  least,  is  the  view  supported  by  public  opinion. — Kuh- 
low's  Review. 


THE    CORSET    IS    ALL    RIGHT. 

The  silly  season  paragraphist  has  been  exercising  his  mind 
on  the  "  wasp  "  waist  question.  "  Wasp  "  waists,  we  are 
solemnly  informed,  are  going  out,  and  in  future  the  ample  waist 
of  the  Venus  of  Milo  is  to  be  regarded  as  the  recognized  type 
of  feminine  beauty.  The  change  is  entirely  due  to  the  bicycle 
"  boom,"  for  those  who  pretend  to  know  all  about  it  de- 
clare that,  when  it  became  a  question  of  tight  lacing  or 
easy  cycling,  ladies  went  full  tilt  for  the  latter.  All  of 
which  is  doubtless  very  interesting,  but,  at  the  same  time, 
very  silly.  Tight  lacing  is  going  out.  When,  of  late  years,  may 
we  ask,  did  it  come  in  ?  Corset  manufacturers  may,  perhaps, 
be  considered  to  know  something  of  the  matter,  and  they  are 
very  generally  of  the  opinion  that  anything  like  abnormal 
tight-lacing  has  not  been  generally  practised  by  the   women  of 
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this  country  for  some  years.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  now- 
adays, thanks  to  the  scientific  principles  upon  which  the  modern 
corset  is  constructed,  there  is  very  little  necessity  for  tight-lacing 
to  be  indulged  in  by  women  desirous  of  appearing  to  have  a 
more  or  less  small  waist.  The  corset  of  to-day  is  able  to  pro- 
duce a  slender  appearance  without  the  slightest  danger  to  health. 
The  end  of  the  nineteenth-century  corset,  it  should  be  remem- 
bered, is  not  the  stern  unbending  article  in  which  our  grand- 
mothers used  to  encase  themselves.  It  is  manufactured  by  men 
who  have  studied  it  from  every  point  of  view,  with  the  result  that 
women  who  have  athletic  ambitions  can  ride,  golf,  play  tennis, 
or  cycle  with  corsets  on,  and  experience  little  or  no  discomfort. 
— Drapery  World. 


HOW    BRITISH    TRADE    IS    UNDERMINED. 

FOR  many  years  past  British  manufacturers  and  merchants 
have  been  in  the  habit  of  "  taking-in "  foreigners  in  a 
sense  very  different  from  that  usually  associated  with  the  phrase. 
That  is  to  say,  they  have  opened  their  factories  and  warehouses 
to  visitors  from  abroad  who  have  marked,  learned,  and  carefully 
remembered  what  they  saw,  and  then  gone  home,  and  with  the 
knowledge  thus  accumulated  have  started  an  opposition  business. 
This  process  was  rendered  all  the  easier  when  the  foreign  observer 
could  place  a  son  in  the  counting-house,  who,  besides  picking  up 
useful  odds  and  ends  of  information,  could  at  the  same  time  get 
hold  of  asufficient  numberof  skilful  workmen  tolay  thefoundation 
of  the  rival  business  on  foreign  shores.  The  popularity  of  German 
clerks  is  due  to  their  knowledge  of  one  or  two  languages  besides 
their  own,  and  their  willingness  to   make   salary  no  object  ;   the 


fact  being  that  their  real  purpose  in  many  cases  is  the  acquisi- 
tion of  knowledge  which  can  subsequently  be  turned  to  emi- 
nently profitable  account.  So  far  as  the  giving  away  of  trade 
secrets  to  occasional  visitors  is  concerned,  we  are  perhaps 
wiser  than  formerly  ;  but  when  shall  we  be  rid  of  the  foreign 
clerk?  Certainly  not  until  one  of  the  first  essentials  of  com- 
mercial education  in  this  country  is  the  acquisition  of  a  know- 
ledge of  foreign  languages. 

But  our  continental  imitators  are  being  surpassed  in  this 
respect  by  the  Japanese,  according  to  our  contemporary,  The 
Textile  Mercury.  Not  only  have  they  copied  American  methods 
of  securing  samples  of  our  manufactures,  and  specifications  of 
the  appliances  used  in  their  productions,  but  have  gone  one 
better.  They  are  visiting  the  manufacturers  of  textile  ma- 
chinery, and  making  themselves  familiar  with  every  crank 
and  wheel,  of  which,  in  most  cases,  they  obtain  photographs  ; 
they  are  even  getting  samples  of  the  tools  with  which  such 
machinery  is  made,  and  thoroughly  master  all  the  detail  of  its 
manufacture,  fitting  up,  and  working.  Then  they  return  to 
their  own  country,  and  prove  the  truth  of  an  estimate  of  their 
ability  formed  by  a  writer  twenty  years  ago,  who  says  :  "  They 
are  excellent  workers  in  metals,  and  there  is  no  piece  of  foreign 
machinery  which  they  cannot  re-duplicate  and  imitate  ;  even 
their  sword  blades  are  more  finely  tempered  than  those  of  Bir- 
mingham and  Sheffield."  Thus  the  Japanese  are  ceasing,  not 
only  to  be  customers  for  our  textiles,  but  also  for  the  machinery 
by  which  they  are  made.

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COATS    IN    LONDON    JUST    NOW. 

Tl  I  E  lower  corners  of  jackets  are  usually  cut  square  just 
now,  and  the  fashion  will  catch  on,  if  jackets  supersede  to 
any  extent  the  prevailing  frock  coat,  which  is  seen  with  such 
"damnabie  iteration"  everywhere  at  present,  says  the  London 
correspondent  of  The  Haberdasher.  This  square  cut  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  compromise.  It  is  allied  to  the  frock  coat  (jackets 
are  cut  a  little  longer  than  they  used  to  be,  also),  and  it  gives  a 
decidedly  more  dressy  look  to  the  jacket.  If  anything  could 
remove  the  incongruity  of  a  chimney-pot  hat  worn  with  a  jacket, 
these  square  corners  might  be  said  to  do  so  ;  and  indeed,  seen 
from  in  front,  a  man  attired  in  this  combination  (particularly 
with  trousers  alien  to  the  jacket)  looks  reasonable  enough.  From 
the  rear,  though,  the  effect  is  still  (to  me)  rather  grotesque,  but 
it  may  be  that  my  own  taste  obtrudes  into  this  judgment 
unduly.  Anyway  it  is  a  combination  that  will  grow  apace  this 
fall,  and  you  know  who  started  it,  because  I  have  told  you. 
Not  that  the  frock  coat  is  dead.  They  are  still  excessively 
numerous  at  the  west  end  of  the  town,  and  the  morning  coat, 
despite  a  most  determined  effort  on  the  the  part  of  some  tailors 
to  revive  its  vogue,  is  rare.  The  frock  coat  is  cut,  just  now,  to 
the  knee,  and  the  skirts  are  not  too  full  in  cut.  The  lapels  are 
moderately  liberal  and  are  silk-faced,  the  facings  being  brought 
exactly  to  the  end  of  the  button-hole,  still  made  on  the  left  lapel. 
Three  is  the  proper  number  of  buttons,  which  are  covered  with 
bright  silk  twist,  and  the  material  of  the  garment  is  more  often 
smooth  than  rough. 


STYLISH    AUTUMN    CLOTH  FROCK. 

A  very  smart  autumn  frock  is  made  of  a  smooth-surfaced 
cloth  that  shows  a  dove-grey  background  with  a  hair-line  of  dark 
blue  traversing  it.  The  skirt  is  moderately  wide,  the  upper  part 
being  fitted  closely  to  the  figure,  though  the  lower  has  a  decided 
flare.  The  bodice  is  a  fitted  coat  having  a  waistcoat  of  blue 
cloth  matching  the  blue  stripe  set  in  the  front,  and  but- 
toned down  on  each  side  with  small  silver  buttons.  The 
collar  is  a  high  plain  one  of  blue  satin,  with  overlapping 
points  of  the  blue  satin  outlined  with  a  silver  cord.  The 
sleeves  are  moderately  full,  shape  in  to  fit  the  arms  and  have 
points  of  blue  satin  larger,  but  the  same  shape  as  those  on  the 
collar,  turning  back  in  cuff  fashion  on  the  lower  part  of  each 
sleeve,  and  being  fastened  to  place  by  a  silver  button  on  the 
extreme  of  each  point.  The  hat  is  a  soft  grey  felt  with  a  band 
of  grey  about  its  crown,  and  a  bunch  of  blue  feathers  at  one 
side.  The  gloves  are  grey  undressed  kid. — Ladies'  Home 
Journal. 

THE    POPULAR    WATTEAU    COATS. 

THE  Watteau  effect  in  coats  continues  in  vogue,  and  while 
it  cannot  be  spoken  of  as  having  the  natty  air  peculiar  to 
a  close-fitting  jacket,  it  possesses,  in  its  looseness,  a  special  style 
of  its  own,  particularly  when  worn  by  a  slender  woman.  One 
of  the  Watteau  coats  has  a  double  box-plait  starting  from  the 
neck ;  another  has  two  box-plaits  that  come  from  under  a  fitted 
yoke,  while  one  occasionally  sees  the  double  box-plait  flaring 
from  under  a  yoke,  though  when  this  style  is  chosen  for 
the  back  of  a  jacket  the  front  is  a  simple  sacque  shape  with  no 
plaits.  Sleeves  are  sufficiently  large  to  slip  easily  over  those  in 
the  new  bodices,  and  this  means  that  the  sleeves  are  rather 
smaller  than  they  were.  The  box-plaited  sleeve — that  is,  the 
one   with  its  fullness  arranged  in  a   double  box-plait  on    the 


shoulder — is  given  the  greatest  vogue,  as  it  can  be  made,  even 
in  the  heaviest  cloths,  to  fit  well. —Isabel  A.  Mallon,  in  Ladies' 
Home  Journal. 

THE     POPULAR     MILITARY    JACKET. 

A  popular  jacket  is  of  blue  cloth  and  fitted  both  in  the  back 
and  front,  fastening  in  front  with  hooks  and  eyes  that  are,  of 
course,  invisible.  An  elaborate  braiding  in  black  soutache  is 
down  each  side  of  the  front  and  extends  well  across  the  bust, 
shaping  in  toward  the  waist,  while  seven  rows  of  soutache  braid 
are  the  edge  finish.  The  high  collar  is  the  usual  military  one 
of  blue  cloth,  overlaid  with  seven  rows  of  the  black  braid.  The 
sleeves  are  full  puffs  gathered  in  to  fitted  cuffs,  on  which  is  the 
braiding  pattern  in  long  designs  to  harmonize  with  that  on  the 
front.

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SIR    ROBERT    PEEL. 

ONE  of  the  most  notable  names  in  the  development  of  the 
great  cotton  trade  of  Lancashire  is  that  of  Robert  Peel. 
Robert  has  been  a  favorite  name  in  the  family.  From  the  yeo- 
man farmer  of  Blackburn  in  the  middle  of  last  century,  and  we 
believe  even  longer,  there  has  been  an  unbroken  succession  of 
Roberts,  counting  seven  from  the  farmer  named,  to  the  present 
bearer  of  the  title.  The  son  of  the  farmer,  himself  a  farmer, 
became  known  afterwards  as  "  Paisley  Peel  "  from  the  design  of 
one  of  his  prints  derived  trom  the  leaf  of  that  garden  plant. 
I  Ie  became  a  great  calico  printer  as  well  as  a  manufacturer.  His 
son,  the  third  Robert,  became  a  greater  and  was  made  a  baronetfor 
raising  and  maintaining  a  regiment  of  soldiers  during  the  Napol- 
eonic wars.  The  next  in  descent,  Robert  IV.,  was  trained 
for  political  life  and  became  the  distinguished  Prime  Minister 
who  repealed  the  Corn  Laws.  He  was  succeeded  by  a  Sir 
Robert  in  whom  the  fortunes  of  the  family  in  the  main  line  be- 
gan to  decline,  both  in  means  and  influence.  The  late  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  who  has  been  raised  to  the  peerage, 
was  his  youngest  brother.  This  Robert  died  a  few  years  ago, 
and  his  son,  another  Robert,  recently  followed  him  to  the 
grave.  "An  Amurath  to  Amurath  succeeds,"  and  we  have 
Robert  VII.  to  day.  He  is  a  young  man  so  far  as  we  know,  of 
estimable  character,  and  whose  name  just  now  is  somewhat 
prominent  in  the  press  and  before  the  public  notice.  The 
nature  of  the  matter  which  has  given  this  promin- 
ence will  be  gleaned  from  the  following  announce- 
ment, which  will  be  interesting  in  Lancashire  beyond 
even  the  circle  of  the  ladies  :       "Sir  Robert  Peel's  engagement 


to  the  Hon.  Ella  Williamson,  Lord  Ashton's  elder  daughter, 
has  been  rumored  for  sometime,  though  it  is  only  now  so  far 
settled  as  to  be  announced.  Several  weeks  ago,  in  one  of  his 
candid  speeches  in  his  own  locality,  Sir  Robert  expressed  the 
hope  that  Drayton  Manor  would  shortly  welcome  a  lady  whose 
position  and  wealth  would  make  her  welcome  to  his  Tamworth 
tenants  and  neighbors.  The  lady  in  question  will,  no  doubt, 
be  made  welcome  for  her  own  sake  as  well,  and  more  than 
merely  local  satisfaction  may  be  felt  that  no  break  will  now  be 
necessary  in  the  historic  association  between  Drayton  Manor 
and  the  name  of  Robert  Peel."  Cotton  has  come  back  to  cot- 
ton, for  it  will  be  remembered  that  Lord  Ashton  is  a  successful 
cotton  manufacturer  in  the  nominal  capital  of  the  county.  We 
wish  the  young  people  every  happiness  for  old  associations' 
sake. 

Since  The  Textile  Mercury  published  the  above  the  engage- 
ment has  been  broken  off. 


QUICK    DESPATCH. 

How  close  is  the  connection  between  Chicago  importers 
and  European  dry  goods  manufactures  was  shown  this  week, 
when  an  important  order  cabled  by  a  leading  jobber  was  actually 
filled  and  the  goods  on  his  shelves  within  ten  days  from  the  day 
of  ordering.  The  goods  included  an  invoice  of  laces,  gloves, 
dress  goods  and  silks  from  England  and  France,  amounting  to 
$20,000.  It  would  keep  New  York  hustling  to  fill  an  order  for 
domestic  goods  as  quickly  as  this,  while  it  would  be  impossible 
for  a  western  merchant  to  get  such  prompt  import  service  with 
reshipment  through  an  eastern  house. — Chicago  D.G.  Reporter.

THE  accompanying  cut  represents  a  few  of  a  handsome  col- 
lection of  handles  for  the  holiday  season.

The  collection  gotten  together  is  one  of  which  the  Irving 
Co.  may  be  proud,  and  stamps  the  concern  as  aggressive  as 
well  as  being  progressive.  The  samples  were  just  arriving  when 
The  Review  called,  the  variety  being  sufficient  to  strike  an 
ordinary  person  with  wonder  as  to  where  the  amount  of  differ- 
ent styles  came  from.       Suggesting  this,  we  were  told  that  this 


silver  trimmings,  and  all  stamped  with  the  Hall  mark,  beautiful 
china  and  horn  combinations,  with  sterling  mounts  with  natu- 
rals trimmed  with  silver  and  gold  in  endless  variety.

LISLE    THREAD. 

LISLE  thread  proper  is  prepared  from  pure  cotton,  the  finest 
staple  that  can  be  had,  the  best  quality  of  Sea  Island  being 
generally  used.  However,  of  late  years  it  has  been  found  by 
observation  and  experience  that  the  softness  and  pliability  ne- 
cessary to  the  easy  and  safe  working  of  this  yarn  or  thread  in 
hosiery  and  glove  frame,  as  well  as  in  the  machinery  making 
fine  imitation  laces  of  it,  are  best  secured  by  the  use  of 
South  American  (Pernambuco)  cotton,  the  latter  being  less 
harsh,  softer,  more  elastic  and  regular  in  fibre,  as  well  as 
being  very  fine  in  quality.  The  peculiarity  of  this  thread,  says 
The  Economist,  is  its  hard  finish  and  the  peculiar  twist  or 
manipulations  which  it  undergoes  before  being  ready  for  use. 
Each  thread  or  strand  passes  through  a  flame,  which  divests  it 
of  all  attaching  fibre.  This  thread  is  also  more  elastic  than  the 
finest  linen  thread  and  breaks  less.  It  also  gives  the  finished 
article  a  more  brilliant  appearance,  and  is  less  costly  than  the 
latter.  It  derives  its  name  from  Lisle,  a  town  in  France, 
where  it  was  first  manufactured  to  a  large  extent, 
and,  like  many  of  the  industrial  arts,  was  originally 
brought  from  the  east.  It  is  now  not  only  extensively 
produced  in  France,  Belgium,  and  in  other  portions  of  contin- 
ental Europe,  but  in  Great  Britain  as  well,  and  is  sometimes 
called  "  Scotch   thread,"  when   made  in  that  country  in  contra- 


distinction to  that  made  on  the  Continent.  It  is  not  only  used 
largely  forgloves,  hosiery  and  trimmings,  but  also  quite  extensively 
in  the  manufacture  of  imitation  laces,  embroideries,  etc.  We  be- 
lieve some  few  years  ago  a  suit  was  before  the  United  States  Court 
which  involved  the  question  of  what  constituted  Lisle  thread 
gloves,  and  was  decided  in  favor  of  the  importer,  who  proved  that 
Lisle  thread  proper  was  made  of  the  purest  and  finest  cotton,  and 
not  of  flax,  as  some  maintained  who  had  not  investigated  the 
subject  of  its  manufacture.  As  far  as  we  can  learn,  none  of 
this  thread  is  made  in  America,  although  attempts  have  been 
made  to  manufacture  it,  but  from  the  cost  and  light  demand 
prevailing  were  abandoned.  The  imports  of  it  are  also  light, 
being  confined  chiefly  to  a  few  of  our  hosiery  manufacturers. 

En  passant  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  state  that  all  the  diction- 
aries fail  to  give  a  definition  to  the  word  "  Lisle,"  which  is  not 
in  reality  the  proper  word  after  all,  but  a  corruption  of  L'Isle 
Ryssel,  in  the  French  Netherlands  (called  the  island,  from  its 
standing  in  a  kind  of  lake  formerly  ;  but  the  waters  are  now 
drained  off),  situated  in  east  longitude  3  deg.,  latitude  50  deg. 
42  min.,  on  the  river  Deule,  25  miles  north  of  Arras,  and  12 
miles  from  Tournay.  It  is  a  large  populous  city,  the  capital  of 
French  Flanders,  beautifully  built,  and  was  once  strongly  forti- 
fied. It  has  been  noted  for  its  silk  manufacture,  and  fine  linen 
or  cambric,  which  have  been  made  to  great  perfection  there,  as 
well  as  for  its  camlets,  which  are  much  admired.

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WHO    IS    LOSING    BY    THE    BICYCLE? 

IN  The  Forum  some  interesting  data  have  been  collected  by 
J.  B.  bishop  to  show  the  economic  and  social  influence  of 
the  bicycle.  He  estimates  that  since  the  passion  for  wheeling 
got  under  full  headway,  less  than  five  years  ago,  at  least  $100,- 
000,000  have  been  spent  in  the  purchase  of  bicycles  in  the 
United  States  alone.  The  output  for  the  present  year  is  com- 
puted at  from  750,000  to  1,000,000  machines,  at  an  average  re- 
tail price  of  $80  each.  Obviously,  a  million  people  cannot  buy 
bicycles  at  the  average  price  named  and  continue  to  supply 
themselves  with  as  many  other  things  as  they  would  otherwise 
have  bought.  What  are  the  other  kinds  of  business  which  have 
been  most  seriously  affected  by  the  remarkable  development  of 
the  new  branch  of  manufacturing  ? 

The  makers  of  watches  and  jewelry  are  said  to  have  been 
the  first  to  feel  the  effects  of  the  diversion  of  money  to 
bicycles.  It  seems  that  fo  rmerly  on  Christmas  day  or  a 
birthday  the  favorite  present  to  the  male  members  of  a  family 
was  a  watch  ;  now  it  is  a  bicycle.  The  young  girls  on  their 
part  were  accustomed  to  save  their  pin  money  for  the  purpose 
of  buying  earrings  or  a  breastpin ;  now  they  hoard  it  for  a 
bicycle.  The  grown-up  daughter,  who  used  to  look  forward  to 
the  purchase  of  a  piano,  now  concludes  that  she  will  wait  no 
longer  and  gets  a  bicycle  instead.  It  is  reported  that  the  piano 
trade  for  the  current  year  has  fallen  off  fifty  per  cent.  Accord- 
ing to  the  furniture  dealers,  young  women,  when  allowed  by  their 
parents  to  choose  between  a  new  set  of  parlor  furniture  and  a 
bicycle,  always  choose  the  latter.  Undoubtedly,  however,  the 
worst  sufferers  are  the  horse  and  carriage  trades  and  the 
auxiliary  lines  of  business.  Saddle  horses  are  a  drug  in  the 
market ;  the  livery  stable  business  has  been  cut  down  from  a 
half  to  two-thirds ;  for  new  carriages  the  demand  has  been  so 
much  reduced  that  several  leading  manufacturers  have  gone  to 
the  wall.  The  saddle  and  harness  makers  have  been  forced  to 
turn  their  attention  to  the  making  of  bicycle  saddles.  Riding 
academies  have  been  turned  into  bicycle  schools. 

So  far  only  the  direct  economical  consequences  of  the  bi- 
cycle craze  have  been  considered.  Mr.  Bishop  proceeds  to  dis- 
cuss some  of  its  indirect  effects.  The  journals  of  the 
tobacco  trade  assert  that  the  consumption  of  cigars  has 
fallen  off  during  the  present  year  at  the  rate  of  a  million 
cigars  a  day ;  this  they  ascribe  to  the  fact  that,  as  a  rule, 
wheelmen  do  not  smoke  while  riding.  Saloon  keepers  say 
that  they  also  suffer,  because  their  rooms  are  deserted  on 
pleasant  evenings  ;  even  the  wheelmen  who  visit  them 
avoid  strong  drink,  because  riding  requires  a  steady  head.  A 
large  restaurant  in  New  York  which  makes  a  specialty  of  table 
d'hote  dinners  has  incurred  this  summer  a  loss  of  half  its  busi- 
ness through  the  desertion  of  wheelmen.  Railway  and  steam- 
boat men  report  that  excursionists  prefer  to  go  to  the  country  or 
seashore  on  the  bicycle  rather  than  by  rail  or  water.  Trolley 
and  other  street  car  lines  from  cities  to  their  suburbs  have  had  ' 
their  receipts  sensibly  diminished.  In  cities  the  theatres  are 
said  to  be  injured  by  the  bicycle  even  in  winter,  and  to  be  ruined 
in  summer.  On  the  other  hand,  in  country  villages,  the  churches 
are  fast  losing  the  attendance  of  the  young  people  on  Sunday, 
and  are  trying  to  lure  them  back  by  providing  storage  room  for 
their  wheels.  Shoemakers  complain  that  they  suffer  materially 
because  persons  who  formerly  got  their  exercise  by  walking  have 
taken  to  the  wheel,  upon  which  they  ride  in  low-priced 
shoes,  which  are  subject  to  little  wear   and   tear.      The  hatters 


say  they  are  injured  because  bicyclists  wear  cheap  caps.  The 
tailors  aver  that  their  business  has  been  damaged  at  least  25  per 
cent,  because  their  customers  do  not  wear  out  clothes  as  rapidly 
as  formerly,  spending  much  of  their  time  in  cheap,  ready-made 
bicycle  suits.  Dealers  in  dry  goods  say  that  the  predilection 
of  young  women  for  the  wheel  has  reduced  their  sales  of 
dress  goods  and  expensive  costumes  from  25  to  50  per 
cent,  because  so  many  girls  prefer  an  evening  ride  in 
bicycle  garb  to  sitting  at  home  in  more  elaborate  ap- 
parel. Finally,  the  booksellers  declare  that  much  riding  pre- 
vents much  reading,  and  that  their  trade  suffers.  One  great 
news  agency  in  New  York  city,  which  deals  in  novels  and  peri- 
odicals, asserts  that  its  loss  in  trade  this  year  from  bicycle  com- 
petition does  not  fall  short  of  a  million  dollars. 

Some  of  the  economical  effects  of  the  widely  extended  use 
of  the  bicycle  will,  no  doubt,  be  lasting,  but  others  are  certain 
to  be  transitory.  As  Mr.  Bishop  remarks,  people  are  not  going 
to  get  on  permanently  without  pianos  or  watches  because  they 
ride  upon  bicycles.  As  soon  as  a  given  community  becomes 
stocked  with  bicycles  and  the  changes  and  improvements  be- 
come so  unimportant  as  no  longer  to  require  the  purchase  of 
new  machines  every  year,  money  will  begin  to  flow  back  into 
some  of  its  former  channels. 


JAPANESE  SILK  ON  BELTS. 

A  new  idea  in  leather  belts  is  to  cover  them  with  Japanese 
silk  of  delicately  tinted  floral  patterns.  This  silk  is  overlaid  with 
a  transparent  film  of  celluloid,  which  is  said  to  be  washable  and 
durable.  For  these  1 }/?.  inch  girdles  there  is  a  buckle  of  light 
design,  square,  round  or  oblong,  of  silver  or  gold,  through 
which  the  belt  end  slips  and  doubles  over,  being  held  together 
by  a  common  pocketbook  clasp. 


FROM  THE  ORIENT. 

Mr.  Togou,  the  Canadian  manager  for  Messrs.  K.  Ishikawa 
&  Co.,  has  just  arrived  from  Japan,  and  has  brought  out  with  him 
a  large  assortment  of  white  hemstitched  silk  handkerchiefs,  these 
goods  being  manufactured  under  his  personal  supervision, 
especially  for  the  Canadian  trade.  It  will  pay  to  examine  these 
goods  before  placing  Christmas  orders. 


THE    SEASON    FOR    CARPETS. 

The  Gault  Bros.  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  just  to  hand  a  full  assort- 
ment of  cork  carpets,  inlaid  linoleums,  printed  linoleums,  all 
widths  and  various  qualities,  also  new  effects  and  colorings  in 
floor  oil  cloths.

In  men's  furnishings,  neckwear  was  active — 
black  and  fancy  bows,  clubhouse,  graduated  derbies  and  puff 
shapes.  A  two-tone  effect  in  puffs  is  very  attractive.  Green 
shades  are  in  favor.  In  woolen  underwear  plain  is  preferred  to 
ribbed.  Suspenders  in  medium  qualities,  men's  and  boys',  are 
asked  for  both  in  farmers'  heavy  webs  and  fine  fancy  jacquards.

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LONDON    AUTUMN    FASHIONS. 

A  NUMBER  of  autumn  model  hats  and  toques  are  now  on 
view,  and  white  felt  is  destined  to  play  an  important  part 
in  the  fashions  of  the  immediate  future.  One  of  this  material, 
a  large  shape,  has  the  high  crown  encircled  by  a  broad  band  of 
black  velvet,  and  above  this  is  a  full  double  frill  of  white  gauze. 
At  the  left  side  is  a  three-black  feather  mount,  with  a  touch  of 
cherry  color  introduced  into  the  knot  of  velvet  lifting  the  hat  at 
the  left,  but  towards  the  front.  Scarlet  straw  was  the  piece  de 
resistance  for  a  handsome  model  trimmed  with  scarlet  and 
black  poppies  on  the  brim,  with  an  aigrette  of  these  flowers  at 
the  side  and  two  twisted  bands  of  black  velvet  round  the 
crown.  Among  toques  there  is  a  very  becoming  one  of  shot 
pink  and  green  straw,  with  mauve  chenille  introduced  with 
effect  into  the  plaid.  The  crown  is  immoderately  high,  and 
displays  three  bands  of  pea-green  velvet  at  intervals,  while  cov- 
ering entirely  the  straw  brim  are  pink,  mauve  and  white  sweet 
peas  and  their  foliage.  A  finish  is  given  to  the  left  side  by  an 
ombre  aigrette,  and  to  the  right  with  a  rosette  of  green  velvet. 

Plush  and  velvet  enter  largely  into  the  creation  of  autumn 
gowns,  trimmings,  mantles,  and  children's  cloaks.  Juveniles  are 
having  great  attention  paid  them,  and  very  charming  are  the  new 
winter  models.  Taking  useful  dresses  first  into  consideration, 
there  is  a  pretty  blue,  lavender  grey  tweed,  with  a  line  of  scarlet 
in  it,  employed  in  the  production  of  a  smart  little  schoolgirl's 
frock.  It  has  a  full  front,  and  straps  of  i  }4-inch  blue  braid  over 
the  shoulders,  with  a  gold  button  at  the  points  as  a  finish.  The 
bodice  and  skirt  are  made  up  separately,  but  joined  with  a 
waistband,  showing  braid  straps,  trimmed  with  buttons  at  the 
side.  A  braided  band  finishes  the  neck,  as  well  as  the  cuffs  of 
the  small  bishop  sleeves.  Another  pretty  frock  in  hussar-blue 
cloth  is  trimmed  with  open  braid  passementerie  over  scarlet  silk, 
one  row  round  the  skirt,  and  on  the  bodice  in  two  straps  from 
the  waist,  back  and  front.  Alpaca  has  not  been  discarded 
either.  I  have  seen  several  Havannah  brown  and  blue  frocks 
in  this  material  with  embroidered  grass  lawn  over  silk  fronts,  also 
with  plush  yokes  and  fronts.  A  cape  for  young  folks'  wear  in 
blue  cloth  has  a  rounded  skirt  with  three  rows  of  stitching  at  the 
edge  and  two  inches  above.  The  collar  and  revers  are  of  tan 
cloth,  finished  with  stitching,  and  the  former  is  fastened  with 
two  square  pearl  buttons. 

The  greater  number  of  the  newest  cloth  capes  are  double- 
breasted,  with  round  or  long-pointed  ends  in  front,  and  orna- 
mented with  triple  rows  of  stitching.  One  in  a  tan  shade  of 
this  design  has  flap  pockets  stitched  across  the  points  in  the 
fronts.  A  high  collar,  faced  with  velvet,  fastens  with  four  large 
fancy  pearl  buttons,  and  the  back  is  set  in  two  pleats.  Other 
models  in  tweeds  and  plaids  have  pleated  cape  sleeves,  making 
them  a  sort  of  compromise  garment  between  coat  and  cape. 

Skirts  are  much  narrower,  four  yards  being  the  fashion- 
able width,  and  the  very  newest  have  only  two  seams.  Four 
and  three-quarter  yards  is  the  width  for  the  majority,  who  are 
disinclined  to  the  immediate  disposition  of  the  full  sleeve.  It 
will  be  with  great  reluctance  that  the  tight-fitting  sleeves  are 
adopted,  as  the  happy  medium  which  was  hit  upon  for  a  few 
weeks  during  the  transition  period  is  the  choice  of  the  million. 

Paletots  of  fine  smooth  face  and  covert  cloths  and  capes  will 
be  much  worn  this  autumn,  and  the  former  have  seamless  or 
fitted  backs,  loose  fronts,  and  large  flap  hip  pockets.  I  have 
seen  one  of  this  description  in  a  blue-grey  cloth,  trimmed  with 
black  braid,  and  high  reversible  collar,  fastening  with  large  pearl 


buttons.  Another  handsome  paletot  of  sage-green  cloth,  with 
sleeves  of  the  latest  cut,  viz.,  full  and  pleated  at  the  shoulders, 
and  narrow  below  the  elbow,  is  trimmed  with  smoked  fox — a  fur 
we  shall  be  very  intimately  acquainted  with  this  season. 

Braid  will  be  an  important  factor  this  autumn  for  the  trim- 
ming of  walking,  traveling  and  cycling  gowns,  which,  be  it 
noted,  are  shorter,  and  have  no  linings,  but  separable  founda- 
tions, cut  a  little  narrower  than  the  skirt  proper.  The  new  skirt 
appears  in  the  creation  of  a  tailor-made  in  sage-green  cloth,  the 
hem  being  adorned  with  a  narrow  row  of  black  tubular  mohair 
braid,  outlined  with  a  gold  cord,  plain  on  one  side  and  curled 
on  the  other.  A  zouave  bodice,  similarly  trimmed,  exhibits 
coat  sleeves  of  the  most  moderate  dimensions,  with  simulated 
cuff  braided,  and  a  front  of  delicate  rose-pink  satin,  partially 
covered  with  application  effects  in  black  and  ecru  guipure,  with 
high  black  satin  waistband. 

For  present  wear  is  a  pretty  dress  of  fawn  canvas  over  a  pale 
blue  satin  foundation  underskirt.  The  bodice  has  a  vest  of 
blue  chiffon  met  on  either  side  by  shaped  bands  of  blue  satin, 
covered  with  beautiful  ecru  embroidery  which  finishes  four 
inches  below  the  waist.  Double  frills  of  chiffon  complete  the 
canvas  sleeves  with  their  butterfly  shoulder  bows  of  wide  blue 
silk  ribbon,  which  is  successfully  employed  for  the  sash  ribbon. 
Accompanying  this  costume  is  a  black  straw  hat,  with  wide  band 
of  blue  ribbon,  overlaid  with  ecru  insertion,  and  bow  on  one 
side.  On  the  other  side  of  the  hat  is  an  aigrette  of  black  ostrich 
feathers,  whilst  underneath  the  brim  is  a  cluster  of  pink  roses 
with  their  foliage. — -Drapers'  Record.

INTHeiNTGReSTS  OF  TH£DRY  GOODS,  MILLIN6RY;  CLOTHING  AND  HATTRADG 
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TARIFF   TALK. 

ACCORDING  to  gossip  about  tariff  changes  there  will  be  some 
surprises.  Of  course,  every  one  looks  for  reductions,  but  some 
Liberal  importers,  with  a  knowing  smile,  say  that  on  high-class  dress 
goods,  laces,  ribbons,  velvets,  and  such  goods  as  may  be  classed  as 
luxuries,  the  duties  will  be  advanced.  On  cottons,  prints  and  cheap 
lines  of  this  sort,  the  talk  is  big  reductions.  In  this  connection  there 
is  a  story  that  the  cotton  combinations  made  themselves  solid 
by  contributing  to  the  Liberal  campaign  funds  and  that  their  inter- 
ests will  be  protected. 

Mr.  Hodgson,  of  Hodgson,  Sumner  &  Co.,  differs  from  the  rest 
of  the  trade  on  the  advisibility  of  asking  the  Government  to  an- 
nounce that  any  tariff  changes  will  not  come  into  force  before  July. 
*  He  says  it  may  embarrass  the  Government  to  present  such  a  re- 
quest, but  does  not  deny  that  it  is  decidedly  embarrassing  to  im- 
porters not  to  have  any  assurance  from  the  Government.  Mr. 
Hodgson's  views  would  do  credit  to  a  ward  politician  looking  for  a 
Government  job,  but  as  he  is  above  that,  his  opinions  are  difficult  to 
account  for.      He  should  be  made  a  Senator. 

Talking  of  embarrassing  the  Government.  This  is  nothing  com- 
pared with  the  trouble  they  have  before  them  in  endeavoring  to  ad- 
just the  tariff  to  suit  all  interests.    If  they  deal  with  it  in  the  interests 


of  the  country  and  its  industries  they  will  have  a  strong  support. 
But  if  they  try  to  work  it  in  the  interests  of  their  friends  the  future 
will  be  decidedly  unfavorable.  A  remark  made  by  Mr.  Fielding 
some  months  ago  is  re-assuring.  He  said  he  believed  in  encour- 
aging industries  that  developed  the  natural  resources  of  the 
country. 


NEW   STYLES    IN    MEN'S    SHIRTS. 

THERE  is  an  increased  sale  for  next  spring  in  shirts  with  cuffs 
detached.  In  fact,  during  a  round  of  the  manufacturers  we 
saw  very  few  excepting  the  best  lines  with  attached  cuffs.  They 
are  also  making  preparations  for  a  greater  demand  for  open-back 
shirts  in  the  lower  qualities,  to  retail  at  75c.  to  #1.25,  for  middle- 
class  trade.  Dress  shirts  are  made  mostly  with  one  button,  but  we 
notice  some  makers  are  sending  them  out  assorted  one  and  two 
button. 

In  collars  it  is  quite  evident  that  the  new  style  of  high,  deep, 
turned-down  will  sell  more  freely  than  ever. 

We  are  following  the  American  style  in  loud  effects  with  a  ven- 
geance. Some  buyers  do  not  seem  to  be  able  to  get  them  loud 
enough,  but  we  can  hardly  conceive  of  some  of  them,  such  as  the 
Paisley  shawl  effects,  ever  becoming  popular  in  Canada,  excepting 
on  the  breast  of  a  negro  minstrel.  These  are  made  from  American 
cloths  manufactured  in  squares  specially  for  shirts,  which  makes 
them  more  serviceable.  Samples  of  the  Royal  blue,  of  which 
we  saw  this  season  a  good  many,  are  more  numerous  for  next 
spring's  trade.  In  stripes  and  plain  effects  they  look  like  a  popular 
line.  The  Glasgow  house  which  made  the  cloth  last  year  could 
not  supply  the  unexpected  demand. 

The  past  season  showed  that  in  Quebec  there  was  a  poor  sale 
for  white-bodied  shirts  with  colored  front  and  cuffs,  but  elsewhere 
in  Canada,  where  there  was  a  good  deal  of  American  travel,  the 
demand  was  sood. 


RUMORED   CHANGE    IN    FIRM. 

It  is  reported  in  pretty  reliable  circles  that,  one  of  the  partners 
in  a  wholesale  house  in  Montreal  will  retire  very  shortly.  It  is  not 
definitely  known  yet  what  the  future  arrangements  will  be,  and  no 
announcement,  it  is  said,  will  be  made  for  a  month. 
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THE    UNCERTAINTY    ABOUT    PRICES. 

A  VALUED  correspondent  of  The  Review,  at  present  in 
France,  gives  a  very  instructive  picture  of  the  present  uncer- 
tainty abroad  regarding  prices.  The  letter  appears  in  another  part 
of  this  issue,  and  we  commend  our  readers  to  peruse  it.  The  un- 
cert. tints  alluded  to  prevails  both  on  this  continent  and  in  Europe. 
Canadian  buyers  have  a  double  reason  for  being  puzzled  regarding 
the  future.  There  is,  first,  the  idea  of  coming  changes  in  the  Cana- 
dian tariff;  secondly,  what  effect  the  Presidental  election  will  have 
upon  American  trade  and  the  world's  prices. 

The  possibility  of  a  commercial  "  reign  of  terror  "  in  the  States 
in  the  event  of  the  silver  candidate  being  elected,  is,  in  our  opinion, 
vastly  exaggerated.  Evil  predictions  of  this  kind  always  loom  up 
bigger  than  they  turn  out  to  be  when  realized.  Again,  if  McKinley 
wins  and  a  higher  tariff  follows  trade  is  not  going  to  be  paralyzed. 
No  matter  what  happens,  trade  must  improve.  Prices  have  been 
down  to  bed  rock.  Mills  have  been  running  short  time.  Import- 
ations are  the  reverse  of  heavy.  Dealers  both  in  Canada  and  the 
States  have  been  buying  in  a  hand-to-much  fashion  for  a  long  time. 

Already  prices  of  staples  in  the  States  tend  to  rise.  The  price 
of  wheat  is  also  increasing.  As  our  correspondent  wisely  says, 
"  clothes  are  being  worn  still,"  and  if  there  has  been  some  economy 
in  individual  expenses  during  the  last  year  or  two,  and  the  volume 
of  trade  has  not  swelled,  we  think  the  effect  is,  on  the  whole,  bene- 
ficial, and  that  moderate  living,  moderate  buying  and  moderate 
credits  indicate  a  healthier  condition  of  things  than  if  we  were  on 
the  upward  end  of  a  big  boom,  with  a  certain  drop  before  us. 

As  to  an  anticipated  break  in  Canadian  trade,  due  to  tariff 
changes,  we  deal  with  that  elsewhere,  and  need  only  repeat  here 
that  with  ordinary  care  and  consideration  for  the  business  commun- 
ity by  the  Laurier  Government  no  great  alarm  should  be  felt. 


WHY    DO   CITY    STORES    SUCCEED? 

THE  big  departmental  stores  not  only  do  a  large  city  trade. 
They  reach  out  giant  arms  into  the  country,  and  try  to 
capture  all  who  read  their  advertisements  and  receive  their  circu- 
lars. From  far  up  in  the  Northwest,  it  is  said,  orders  come  to  city 
stores. 

Without  going  into  the  merits  or  demerits  of  this  system,  let  us 
point  out  one  fact  which  partially  explains  why  orders  come  from  a 
great  distance,  and  why  big  city  stores  are  able  thus  to  do  business 
at  long  range  without  travelers  or  samples. 

They  make  a  point,  it  is  claimed,  of  trying  to  oblige  the  dis- 
tant customer.  The  instructions  are  carefully  read,  and  followed 
to  the  letter  whenever  possible.  When  an  article  is  ordered  which 
the  store  has  not  got,  does  the  letter-order  clerk  substitute  some- 
thing nearly  like  it,  or  else  write  back  that  the  particular  thing 
wanted  is  not  in  stock  ?  By  no  means.  One  Toronto  store  keeps 
a  young  woman  who  does  nothing  else  but  buy  from  a  jobber  or 
some  other  retailer  articles  asked  for  in  letter  orders  but  not  in 
stock. 

Sometimes  the  missing  articles  cannot  be  got  at  the  advertised 
price.  It  is  claimed,  however,  that  these  stores  will  pay  the  price 
necessary,  and  lose  money  on  it,  sooner  than  disappoint  a  customer 
at  a  distance  who  has  ordered  in  the  expectation  of  being  satisfied, 


but  would  probably  never  order  again  if  absolute  faith  were  not 
kept. 

A  lady  shopper  who  visits  big  city  stores  frequently  and  buys 
extensively  said  to  THE  REVIEW  :  "One  thing  I  notice  there  is, 
that  regular  customers  are  kept  posted  as  to  what  is  going.  They 
do  not  use  the  stereotyped  expression  :  'Isn't  there  something  else 
I  can  show  you  ?'  but  '  You  will  find  something  good  in  such  and 
such  a  department  to-day,'  and,  from  experience,  I  know  those 
hints  are  based  on  fact,  so  I  always  follow  the  hint." 

Now,  The  REVIEW  gives  these  details  as  a  suggestion  to  the 
local  merchant.  Our  town  and  country  stores  have  a  right  to  the 
trade  of  their  own  locality.  To  send  tens  or  hundreds  of  miles 
away  from  home  for  articles  of  ordinary  utility  is  not  natural.  By 
adopting  the  cash  system,  in  buying  as  well  as  selling,  a  local  mer- 
chant can  sell  as  cheaply  as  a  city  competitor.  But  he  must  acquire 
and  retain  a  hold  on  his  customers.  He  should  practise  every 
legitimate,  honest  method  for  doing  the  trade  of  his  locality,  and  we 
are  convinced  he  will  succeed. 


THE   SMALL   SALE. 

THE  importance  of  a  sale  does  not  depend  always  on  the 
amount  of  profit  on  that  particular  sale.  Your  best  custom- 
ers have  a  five-cent  want  sometimes.  So  don't  despise  the  small 
sales  or  allow  the  salespeople  to  treat  a  customer  making  a  small 
purchase  in  a  contemptuous  way.  Who  knows  what  they  may  buy 
later  on  if  well  and  pleasantly  served  ?  A  great  many  of  those 
giving  larger  orders  are  people  who  buy  but  seldom,  and  of  course 
buy  more  at  a  time.  Their  custom  is  not  any  more  to  be  sought 
after  than  the  custom  of  those  who  are  buying  in  smaller  lots  every 
day  or  so. 

For  the  same  reason  the  plainly-dressed  people  should  receive 
every  bit  as  much  attention  as  their  gayer  neighbors.  Your  best 
customers  are  not  always  among  the  dressy  class.  Very  often  the 
opposite.  Take  the  country  people,  for  instance.  Yet  their  trade 
is  very  desirable. 

How  easily,  too,  they  may  be  offended  by  a  pert  salesman — by 
a  smile,  by  the  tone  of  the  voice  !  Of  course,  there  are  other  rea- 
sons for  attending  to  all  alike.  The  reason  given  here,  though, 
appeals  to  the  pocket,  which  is  generally  a  sensitive  part  of  a  man's 
anatomy. 

LITTLE    THINGS. 

IT  is  worth  while  selling  little  things.  It  draws  people  to  the 
store,  and  then  it  is  the  fault  of  the  goods,  or  of  the  salesmen, 
if  the  customer  does  not  comeback.  To  push  the  small  articles 
pays.  Dress  a  window  in  that  line  occasionally.  How  would 
it  look  to  display  buttons,  say,  which  are  an  important  article  now- 
adays ?  A  striking  display  might  be  arranged  by  fastening  bright  ' 
buttons  on  dark  cloth  to  form  some  words  or  sentence.  The  name 
of  the  firm  might  attract  a  good  deal  of  attention  arranged  in  this 
way.  The  name  of  some  specialty  might  be  advertised.  A  lot  of 
trouble  to  sell  a  few  buttons,  you  say!  Yes,  of  course  it  is. 
Nothing  comes  without  trouble.  Get  people  in  to  buy  buttons. 
Treat  them  well.  Let  them  see  it  is  no  trouble  to  show  the  stork 
whether  they  buy  or  not,  and  you  may  secure  a  few  new  customers. 
Anyway.it  is  worth  trying.  One  customer  secured  would  many 
times  over  pay  for  the  trouble  it  cost  you. 
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THE    PRESENT    STATE    OF    TRADE. 

IT  is  difficult  to  state  exactly  what  the  present  condition  of  the  drj 
goods  trade  is.  From  the  retailers,  the  report  comes  that  in 
certain  sections  of  the  country  the  demand  for  fall  goods  has  opened 
up  sharply.  Other  districts  rind  that  the  low  prices  of  farmers' 
produce  retard  business,  though  even  there  a  more  hopeful  feeling- 
is  manifested.  In  underwear,  and  the  staple  demands  for  fall  and 
early  winter  needs,  a  good  trade  is  being  done.  At  the  moment, 
the  merchant  tailors  are  not  as  forward  with  orders  for 
overcoatings  as  usual,  though  this  is  attributed  partly  to  the 
taste  of  the  consumer  not  having  declared  itself.  In  ready-made 
clothing  business  is  active,  and  the  superior  lines  being  turned 
out  this  season  by  leading  houses  are  taking  wonderfully  well.  In 
overcoats  especially  retail  trade  is  good,  and  the  outlook  for  spring 
goods,  which,  from  samples  inspected  by  The  Review,  are  equal, 
if  not  ahead  of,  the  lines  produced  in  Canada  before,  is  excellent. 
Spring  overcoats  and  suits,  ready-made,  are  likely  to  be  first-rate 
property.  In  the  big  cities  we  cannot  find  that  trade  is  unusually 
brisk,  but  it  is  well  up  to  the  average. 

The  wholesale  houses,  in  a  number  of  departments,  are  doing 
well.  The  September  trade  has,  in  most  instances,  been  ahead  of 
last  year.  Many  firms  assure  us  that  last  month,  during  the  Exhibi- 
tions and  since,  trade  was  better  than  it  was  during  several 
years  past.  Customers  have  come  to  the  house  in  large 
numbers,  and  their  reports  are  cheerful.  A  leading  banker 
was  asked  by  The  Review  as  to  reports  that  some  notes  were  re- 
newed by  merchants  who  were  putting  their  cash  into  mining  in- 
vestments in  Ontario  and  British  Columbia.  In  some  cases,  he 
replied,  this  was  true,  but  in  the  main  he  believed  the  trade  were 
acting  with  moderation  and  not  plunging  into  investments  which, 
even  if  safe,  would  not  give  a  direct  return  to  the  investor  for  a  long 
time  to  come. 

October,  so  far  as  we  hear,  has  opened  up  well,  and  there  is, 
on  the  whole,  a  good  sorting  trade  in  progress.  Buyers  are  return- 
ing from  Europe  every  day  with  reports  of  firm  prices  and  brisk 
trade  abroad,  and  this  tends  to  impart  confidence  in  Canada. 


he  hail  gone  to  a  London  tailor  to  order  an  evening  suit.  He  ex- 
pressed a  preference  for  broadcloth.  Said  the  tailor,  witheringly  :

FANCY    VESTINGS. 

ROYALTY  is  sometimes  called  into  requisition  to  push  certain 
fashions  which  are  good  for  trade.  The  cable  announces  that 
the  Prince  of  Wales  has  just  been  asked  to  wear  fancy  vests,  which, 
under  his  patronage,  will  be  worn  by  men  of  society.  This  should 
put  these  goods  into  a  strong  position  for  the  spring.  The  fancy 
vest  is  one  of  those  revivals  of  the  dress  of  former  days  which  bids 
fair  to  remain  with  us.  Men's  dress  has  the  fault  of  being  severely 
plain.  Bright  neckwear  is  the  only  relief.  The  taste  for  a  fancy 
vest  is  perfectly  natural,  and  if  confined  within  reasonable  limits  is 
as  suitable  as  any  current  fashion.  We  have  seen  some  nice  goods 
in  corduroy  and  other  materials  with  small  bright  spots,  which  look 
tasty  and  are  not  loud.  The  idea  of  a  fancy  vest  is  not  confined 
to  street  costumes.  Of  late  years  the  regulation  evening  clothes  for 
men  have  been  relieved  by  a  white  vest,  and  this  tendency  to  de- 
part from  a  style  severely  plain  is  also  seen  in  the  substitution  of 
rougher  faced  material  in  dress  clothes  for  the  old  broadcloth.  A 
young  society  man  of  Montreal  was  telling  The  Review*  lately  how 


THE    MONTREAL    EXHIBITION. 

THE  Montreal  Exposition  was  not  so  well  attended  this  year  as 
in  previous  years.  A  fair  number  of  outsiders  was  attracted, 
however,  and  the  retail  trade  report  some  improvement.  The 
wholesale  houses  report  the  usual  number  of  buyers,  a  few  of  them 
from  the  extreme  east  and  extreme  west.  Most  of  the  houses 
report  about  as  many  sales  as  previously,  but  not  for  such  large 
amounts. 

In  regard  to  the  Exposition  there  has  been  some  dissatisfaction. 
Many  of  the  people  blame  it  on  the  management.  The  directors, 
on  the  other  hand,  blame  the  people  lor  lack  of  interest.  Both  are 
true  to  a  certain  extent.  No  success  can  be  attained  without  the 
active  interest  of  the  people.  Nor  can  it  be  attained  without  untir- 
ing effort  on  the  part  of  the  directors. 

Without  desiring  to  attach  any  blame  to  any  of  the  directors, 
yet  it  seems  that  some  things  might  have  been  done  differently.  It  is 
the  work  of  the  management  to  canvas  the  manufacturers  for  their 
exhibit,  personally  or  by  letter.  Some  manufacturers  say  they 
received  no  notice  of  any  kind.      Surely  this  might  be  remedied. 

Another  point  which  it  might  be  well  to  notice  is  that  many  of 
the  exhibits  were  not  in  place  till  some  time  after  the  opening  day. 
Consequently  on  the  opening  days  there  was  considerable  confusion 
in  connection  with  getting  many  of  the  exhibits  into  shape.  The 
impression  given  by  the  opening  is  reflected  in  the  press  and  has 
considerable  to  do  with,  the  success  of  the  whole  undertaking. 

It  is  complained,  too,  that  it  was  not  sufficiently  advertised,  and 
that  means  of  advertising  were  put  aside  as  too  expensive,  which 
much  smaller  places  found  they  could  afford. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  was  plainly  lacking  that  hearty  support 
on  the  part  of  the  people  which  is  so  necessary  to  the  success  of  any 
public  undertaking. 


KEEP    MOVING. 

IN  advertising  and  in  window  dressing  good  use  may  be  made  of 
local  events,  or,  for  that  part  of  the  matter,  provincial  or  fed- 
eral events.  There  are  lots  of  good  ideas  in  connection  with  such 
events  as  the  great  provincial  expositions.  People  are  interested 
in  them.  Good  catchy  allusions  to  them  would  be  read.  Try  it 
and  see.  Anyway,  do  something  ;  keep  moving.  The  way  to 
keep  money  stationary  with  you  is  to  keep  yourself  and  your  brains 
on  the  move. 


CANADIAN    WOOLENS    AND    SHORTER    CREDITS. 

THERE  has  been  some  difficulty  in  maintaining  the  policy  of 
shorter  credits  adopted  by  the  woolen  men  some  time  ago.  In 
some  quarters,  it  is  reported,  the  sale  of  spring  goods  is  affected  by 
the  new  terms.  In  Toronto  three  wholesale  houses  are  said  to  be 
delaying  purchases  of  domestic  woolens  altogether  through  not  lik- 
ing the  new  terms.  A  head  of  a  large  firm  said  to  The  Review  : 
"The  mills  find  some  difficulty,  no  doubt,  in  securing  adhesion  to 
the  shorter  terms  of  credit.  The  long  as  the  banks  discount  any  sort 
of  paper  at,  say,  6  per  cent,  it  will  be  hard  to  shorten  credits.      At 
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present  rates  that  is  only  '_.  pei  cent,  a  month,  and  the  wholesaler 
will  prefer  to  extend  the  time  to  Ins  customer.  Two  or  three 
months'  extension  looks  a  good  deal  to  the  retailer,  and  only  adds 
i  ! ,   per  cent,  to  the  purchase  price." 


CANADIAN    TWEEDS    IN    THE    HOME    MARKET. 

WHAT  has  been  said  by  The  Review  previously  regarding 
domestic  woolens  is  intended  to  be  a  candid  but  fair  out- 
line of  the  situation,  and  if  the  manufacturers  are  wise  they  will  not 
consider  that  the  day  has  gone  by  for  straight  honest  criticism. 

Surely,  the  present  condition  of  things  calls  for  some  explana- 
tion :  Some  mills  arc  making  goods  of  the  best  quality  ;  the  patterns 
are  up  to  date,  and  fully  abreast  of  current  tastes  ;  the  manufactur- 
ers have  gone  to  great  expense  in  equipping  their  mills  ;  they  can 
sell  specialties  abroad,  and  find  them  appreciated.  Yet  what  have 
they  to  face  in  the  home  market  ?  A  reluctance  on  the  part  of 
many  wholesalers  to  push  domestic  makes,  because  the  retailers 
claim  that  customers  are  apathetic,  and  remunerative  prices  can- 
not be  obtained. 

The  plain  truth  is  that,  except  the  mills  and  their  agents,  there 
is  no  one  to  say  a  good  word  for  domestic  stuff.  No  steps  are 
taken  to  push  the  goods  in  popular  estimation.  The  wholesale 
trade,  with  some  courageous  exceptions,  lean  to  the  imported  lines. 
The  retailer,  in  many  cases,  does  not  like  to  preach  up  Canadian 
material,  because  he  is  not  sure  of  it,  and  because  he  is  naturally 
loath  to  quarrel  with  his  customer  who  has  a  fixed  notion  that  do- 
mestic good  are  inferior.  The  mills  seldom  advertise.  Every 
industry  in  Canada  is  better  known  to  the  retail  trade  than  the 
woole.i.  The  large  mills  do  not  sell  direct,  and  who,  therefore,  is 
to  lay  the  excellence  of  their  makes  before  the  trade  ?  The  Dry 
Goods  Review  has  often  had  a  good  word  to  say  on  behalf  of 
Canadian  woolens,  but  that  is  about  all. 

We  still  think  the  manufacturer  is  slow  in  this  matter.  Once 
upon  a  time  a  large  mill  which  advertised  in  The  Review 
declared  that  enquires  for  samples  from  retail  readers  of  this  paper 
were  numerous,  but  as  the  mill  sold  only  to  the  wholesale  trade 
the  enquiries  were  referred  to  leading  jobbers.  Now,  this  seems  cor- 
rect, but  see  what  it  involves  ?  As  most  of  our  big  mills  place  no 
mark  on  their  goods,  how  will  the  retailer  ever  see  those  samples  ? 
He  may,  or  he  may  not.  Indirectly,  of  course,  the  result  will  be 
good,  because  the  wholesaler,  finding  his  customer  asking  frequent- 
ly for  makes  of  a  certain  mill,  will  be  inclined  to  buy  more  from 
that  mill.  At  the  same  time  so  confident  are  we  that  domestic 
tweeds  turned  out  by  certain  mills  in  Canada  can  hold  their  own 
with  any  in  the  world  of  the  same  class,  that  we  would  like  to  see 
them  pushed  on  their  merits.  A  wholesaler  might  resent  a  mill 
sending  samples  to  a  retailer,  even  though  no  orders  were  booked. 
Net  the  Canadian  mills  now  producing  the  best  tweeds  should  not 
hesitate  to  blow  their  own  trumpet.      No  one  else  will  do  it  so  well. 

Tin.  Review  proposes  to  keep  at  this  matter  until  Canadian 
goods  get  their  fair  share  of  honor.  The  retailer  can  convince  the 
customer.     No  one  else  can. 


mostly  like  sheep  ;  they  look  for  their  leaders  and  then  follow. 
All  eyes  are  towards  the  United  States  to  see  vv  hat  is  to  he  the  result 
of  the  elections.  Meantime,  as  civilized  people  don't  go  naked, 
clothes  are  being  worn  still,  and  will  wear  out  just  the  same  as 
usual,  if  not  quicker,  when  they  are  all  after  cheap  stuff,  and  they 
will  have  to  be  renewed. 

Employment  is  good  in  Britain,  France  and  Germany,  so  trade 
does  not  languish  in  these  countries,  though  buyers  are  buying  as 
little  as  possible  and  reducing  stocks.  The  opinion  is  gaining 
ground  that  McKinley  will  be  elected,  and  if  that  takes  place  every 
buyer  will  be  on  the  alert  to  order  so  as  to  get  delivery  in  time,  and 
we  may  see  then  a  repetition  of  the  rush  of  last  year,  though  it  is  to 
be  hoped  for  the  good  of  all  that  it  will  not  be  on  such  a  scale  as 
last  year. '  On  the  other  hand,  many  think  that  if  Bryan  is  elected 
we  may  have  such  a  panic  in  the  States  as  was  never  yet  seen,  ex- 
tending, of  course,  also  to  Europe  to  some  extent. 

But  will  "  the  heavens  fall  "  if  Bryan  is  elected  ?  The  Germans 
have  a  proverb  that  "it  is  so  arranged  that  the  trees  cannot  grow 
up  into  the  skies,"  and  it  is  probable  that  in  the  event  of  Bryan's 
election  other  forces  might  come  into  play  that  we  know  not  of. 
In  the  first  place,  it  would  be  twelve  months  at  least  before  any- 
thing would  be  done.  Meantime  gold  would  go  to  a  premium  and 
prices  in  the  States  adjust  themselves  accordingly.  Then,  it  is  held 
by  some  of  the  U.S.  consuls  in  Europe,  that  the  constitution  pro- 
vides against  anything  but  gold  being  made  a  legal  tender  where 
gold  has  been  promised  ;  so  that  repudiation  on  a  silver  basis  seems 
very  unlikely.  Further  ;  would  free  coinage  of  silver  do  what  is 
expected  of  it  by  its  friends  ?  Free  coinage  means  that  everyone 
who  wishes  can  take  silver  to  the  U.S.  mint  and  have  it  coined. 
But  it  can  only  be  coined  into  United  States  coins.  It  cannot  be 
turned  into  British,  French,  German,  Indian,  Chinese,  Japanese, 
Mexican  or  other  coins,  so  that  it  will  only  make  a  sort  of  irredeem- 
able currency,  limited  also  by  the  capacity  of  the  U.S.  mint,  and 
not  a  legal  tender  in  any  other  country.  It  would  raise  the  price  of 
commodities  in  the  States  in  silver,  but  the  capitalists  of  that 
country  would  suffer  most,  as  it  would  be  legal  to  pay  them  their 
interest  in  silver,  while  their  indebtedness  abroad  is  now  payable  in 
gold.  As,  therefore,  free  coinage  does  not  mean  compulsory  pur- 
chase by  the  Government,  but  only  compulsory  coinage,  the 
upheaval  might  be  much  less  than  expected. 

In  any  case,  when  the  election  is  over — whichever  way  it  goes — 

business  must  go  on.      So  the  man  who  will   not  buy  when  prices 

are   very   low,  fearing   that  prices  will  go  lower,    may   be   caught 

napping  after  all.      The  time  to  buy    must   come — and  it   can  be 

delayed  too  long.

WANTS    FREE    YARN.

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THE    DATE    OF   TARIFF   CHANGES. 


A  Strong   Plea  Thai-  the  Government  Should  Consider 
Importers — The  Dry  Goods  Trade 

r*p*HE  position  which  the  Government  will  take  on  the  tariff  ques- 
1  tion  is  ol  great  moment  to  importers  at  the  present  time,  and 
is  causing  a  good  deal  of  anxiety.  It  is  the  expressed  intention  of 
the  Government  to  readjust  the  tariff  at  the  session  which  will  be- 
gin early  next  year,  making  reductions  where  it  is  possible.  The 
practice  of  the  late  Government  was  to  have  any  changes  made  in 
the  tariff  take  effect  as  soon  as  thev  were  read  in  the   House. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  present  Government  will  not  follow 
this  precedent.  The  evil  effects  have  been  seen  in  the  past.  The 
very  essence  of  good  government  is  to  profit  by  the  mistakes  of 
the  past.      This  is  why  history  is  written. 

Under  the  late  Government  duties  were  advanced  as  frequently, 
or  more  frequently,  than  they  were  reduced.  In  the  case  of  the 
present  Government,  on  the  contrary,  the  majority  of  the  changes 
it  is  expected  will  be  reductions.  So  that  in  these  changes  the  im- 
porters stand  to  lose.  Why  ?  Because  the  anticipated  changes 
would  take  place  immediately  after  the  bulk  of  spring  goods  were 
received  and  the  duty  had  been  paid  under  the  present  tariff. 

Xo  class  gains  when  the  importers  lose  by  a  sudden  reduction  in 
the  duty.  If  one  class  gained  what  another  lost  there  might  be 
some  excuse  for  a  sudden  change.  But  that  does  not  apply  here. 
No  one  gains.  Many  lose,  and  lose  heavily.  Then  why  should 
such  a  system  be  maintained  ? 

This  contention  is  supported  by  a  comparison  with  the  method 
employed  in  the  United  States.  In  fact,  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment gives  sometimes  as  much  as  two  years  notice  when  the 
changes  are  of  such  a  nature  that  the  effects  will  be  wide-spread. 

Going  into  the  situation  more  minutely,  it  will  be  seen  that 
changes  made  in  January  or  February  next  would  be  especially  ill- 
timed.  Buyers  are  now  in  the  European  markets.  Under  usual 
conditions  goods  purchased  would  be  delivered  here  and  duty  paid 
in  December  or  January.  Then  in  February  comes  a  reduced 
tariff,  which  would  mean  a  heavy  loss  to  importers.  And  what  is 
there  to  counterbalance  this  loss  ?     Nothing,  absolutely  nothing. 

Changes  in  the  tariff  without  reasonable  notice  are  extremely  ill- 
advised,  especially  at  this  juncture.  Nothing  is  lost  by  delay. 
Much,  very  much,  is  gained.  Then  why  not  give  due  notice  of  all 
changes,  and  give  the  merchants  a  chance  to  prepare  for  them  ? 
Why  not  have  the  tariff  readjusted  in  January  or  February  come 
into  force  on  the  ist  of  June,  or  even  July  ?~ 

There  seems  to  be  only  one  natural  way  out  of  the  difficulty, 
and  that  is,  to  have  the  changes  in  the  tariff  come  into  effect  only 
after  the  spring  trade,  wholesale  and  retail,  is  practically  over. 
This  would  not  injure  the  spring  trade.  Moreover,  it  would  give 
all  classes  ample  time  to  prepare  for  the  change,  and  would  have 
the  least  hurtful  influence  on  the  trade. 

Nor  is  it  sufficient  to  announce  when  passing  the  changes  in 
the  House  that  such  changes  will  not  come  into  force  for  six  months. 
It  is  not  enough  to  have  the  changes  take  effect  only  after  six 
months.      It  must  be  known  now,  immediately.      It  must  be  known

while  the  buyers  are  still  on  the  market.  If  it  is  not  thoroughly 
understood  immediately  that  no  change  will  come  into  effect  before 
the  1st  of  June  or  July  the  spring  trade  will  be  nil. 

The  Government  itself  would  be  a  heavy  loser.  Owing  to  the 
uneasiness  among  importers  the  Custom  duties  would  decrease  tre- 
mendously. The  spring  trade  would  be  demoralized.  The  Gov- 
ernment would  be  left  without  a  revenue.  Hardly  a  condition  of 
affairs  to  be  desired. 

Moreover,  owing  to  the  present  uncertainty,  it  is  the  expressed 
intention  of  the  buyers  not  to  ship,  as  heretofore,  in  December  and 
January,  or,  if  done,  to  bond  all  goods  until  the  January  session 
makes  known  the  changes  that  are  to  take  place.  By  referring  to 
the  amounts  imported  during  December  and  January  in  the  past  it 
will  be  at  once  seen  what  a  serious  injury  delaying  shipments  or 
bonding  goods  would  be  to  the  spring  trade. 

And  that  is  not  all.  The  Canadian  manufacturers  would  come 
in  for  their  share  of  the  loss.  At  present  many  of  the  mills  are 
closed  down.  In  the  present  uncertainty  they  cannnot  start  up 
again  and  turn  out  the  usual  spring  goods.  This  is  another  inroad 
on  the  spring  trade.  Truly  one  can  well  foresee  that  unless  the 
Government  speaks,  and  speaks  quickly,  spring  trade  will  be  com- 
pletely paralyzed. 

It  is  not  the  change  in  tariff  that  is  feared.  It  is  the  sudden 
change  coming  in  the  middle  of  the  spring  trade.  The  present 
condition  of  affairs  is  ruining  the  trade.  To  verify  this  it  is  only 
necessary  to  interview  the  wholesale  men.  Most  of  them  have  cases 
to  report  where  orders  have  been  cancelled.  We  have  before  us  a 
letter  cancelling  an  order  of  $5,400.  As  January  approaches  things 
will  get  worse,  until  the  culminating  point  is  reached  when  the 
trade  is  without  life  and  the  Government  is  without  revenue. 

WHAT    THE    MONTREAL    TRADE    THINK. 

Gault  Bros.    Co.,    Ltd.  :       "  In  expressing  an  opinion  relative 

to  the  tariff  changes  as  affecting  the  wholesale  dry  goods  trade  I 
would  say  it  is  not  so  much  the  changes  of  the  tariff  as  the  date 
on  which  the  changes  take  effect,  and  this  really  forms  the  vital 
question  that  is  agitating  the  entire  mercantile  community,  creating 
an  uncertainty  which  is  paralyzing  business,  and  our  Government 
may  not  thoroughly  realize,  through  pressure  of  business  at  Ottawa, 
that  the  wholesale  dry  goods  merchants  are  almost  face  to  face  with 
the  coming  spring  business  and  that  the  enormous  imports  of  dry 
goods  pass  our  Customs  for  duties  during  the  months  of  December 
and  January.  We  are  pressed  for  dates  of  delivery  of  our  purchases 
from  Great  Britain  and  the  Continent,  and  in  the  face  of  a  possibil- 
ity of  a  reduction  in  the  tariff,  it  would  be  suicidal  to  pass  our  goods 
in  the  above  two  months  at  present  rate  of  duties.  With  the  pro- 
bability of  a  reduction  taking  place  the  very  next  month  it  would 
mean:  either  suffer  a  severe  loss  or  keep  your  goods.  It  also  has 
the  effect  of  preventing  orders  for  spring  goods  being  taken.  Now, 
if  the  Government  would  take  the  interest  of  this  valuable  portion  of 
the  mercantile  community  into  its  consideration  and  give  the  assur- 
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ance  that  whatcvei  changes  they  may  make  in  the  tariff  they  will 
not  come  into  effect  until  June  or  July,  1897,  it  would  carry  both 
the  wholesale  and  retail  spring  business  t<>  an  end  without  the  pre- 
sent disturbing  clement.  The  Government  would  also  be  in  receipt 
of  the  present  rate  of  duties  until  the  date  asked  for  and  everyone 
would  be  happy.  If  this  assurance  is  not  speedily  given  the  imports 
for  spring  will  decrease  to  almost  nil,  and  business  generally  be 
stagnant." 

S.  Greenshields,  Son  &  Co.:  "We  hope  the  Government  will  see 
their  way  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  trade  by  fixing  istofjuneas  the 
date  for  tariff  changes.  It  is  well  known  that  the  bulk  of  the  dry  goods 
for  the  spring  and  summer  are  imported  in  January  and  February, 
and  to  give  the  retailer  a  chance  to  sell  them  under  present  tariff 
values  no  change  should  be  made  before  1st  of  June.  To  leave  the 
date  for  alterations  in  uncertainty  means  to  spoil  the  spring  trade  and 
to  reduce  the  imports  to  the  lowest  figure.  The  consequence  of  this 
will  be  a  greatly  reduced  revenue  to  the  Government  as  well  as  a 
season's  business  spoiled  for  the  importers." 

Tooke  Bros.  (Mr.  B.  Tooke)  :  "Both  from  an  importing  and 
manufacturing  standpoint  I  am  convinced  that  no  change  in  the 
present  tariff  is  desirable  until  after  the  coming  spring  trade  is  over. 
Arguments  have  been  advanced  already  by  some  to  curtail  legiti- 
mate business  which  would  be  injurious  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
trade  and  I  feel  sure  that  an  announcement  from  the  present  Gov- 
ernment, stating  that  contemplated  changes  would  not  take  place 
until  the  1st  of  May  or  June,  '97,  would  meet  with  general  favor." 

Brophy,  Cains  &  Co.:  "The  petition  from  the  Dry  Goods  Asso- 
ciation of  the  Board  of  Trade,  which  is  referred  to  by  the  press  to- 
day, and  which  was  submitted  to  the  council  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
at  their  weekly  meeting  yesterday,  will  strengthen  the  hands  of  the 
Government.  Similar  petitions  will,  we  believe,  be  sent  to  the 
I  Ionorable  Premier  and  his  Cabinet  by  the  Boards  of  Trade  through- 
out the  Dominion. 

"  By  announcing  at  once  that  any  changes  which  may  be  made 
in  the  tariff  relating  to  dry  goods  and  millinery  next  session  will  not 
take  effect  before  June  1,  the  Government  will  do  more  to  revive 
and  assist  trade,  both  at  present  and  for  the  incoming  season,  than 
by  any  other  act  of  legislation  that  could  be  enacted 

"  We  believe  the  Government  will  accede  to  the  demands  of  the 
trade,  and  so  soon  as  the  announcement  is  made  buyers  will  be 
cabled  to  ;  then  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  them  to  restrict  their 
purchases  or  delay  shipments,  which  they  will  otherwise  be  com- 
pelled to  do.  The  value  of  dry  goods  and  millinery  entered  at  the 
port  of  Montreal  in  December,  1895,  and  January,  1896,  was  $1,- 
724,439.  The  duty  paid  amounted  to  #509, 661.  If  Jul)-  1  is  de- 
cided upon  it  will,  we  think,  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  trade 
generally,  as  wholesale  and  retail  stocks  can  be  about  as  low  then 
as  at  any  other  time  of  the  year  " 

Mr.  Cheesbrough,  of  Kyle,  Cheesbrough  &  Co.,  was  too  busy 
to  discuss  the  matter  at  length.  He  said,  however,  that  he  was 
strongly  in  favor  of  such  a  delay  as  has  already  been  mentioned. 
The  only  way  to  allay  the  uneasiness  among  the  trade  was  to  have 
it  definitely  known  when  the  changes  would  take  place. 

Mr.  Brais,  of  Glover  &  Brais,  expressed  himself  very  strongly 
on  the  question,      It  was  due  to  the  business  men,  he  said,  to  take 


into  account  their  opinions,  and  the  whole  trade  was  in  favor  of  a 
delay  in  enforcing  the  changes  in  tariff.  As  regards  the  Govern- 
ment's present  attitude,  Mr.  Brais  considers  it  their  plain  duty  to 
make  some  such  announcement  immediately. 

Mr.  Fisher,  of  John  Fisher,  Son  &  Co.,  expressed  the  same 
opinion.  The  first  of  June  was  none  too  late,  in  his  opinion,  for 
any  changes  in  tariff  to  come  into  force.  If  the  Government  would 
only  make  an  announcement  to  that  effect,  the  uneasiness  existing  at 
present  among  the  trade  would  be  dispelled  and  a  great  loss  pre- 
vented from  falling  on  the  importers. 

Another  firm  spoken  to  on  this  question  was  Lonsdale,  Reid  & 
Co.  Together  with  the  rest  of  the  trade,  they  were  of  the  opinjon 
that  it  was  the  plain  duty  of  the  Government  to  delay  any  change 
in  the  tariff  until  June.  Moreover,  the  Government  should  an- 
nounce that  fact  immediately  in  order  to  prevent  serious  losses  to 
importing  houses. 

Mr.  Thibaudeau,  president  of  the  dry  goods  section  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  and  head  of  the  firm  of  Thibaudeau  Bros.  &  Co., 
declined  to  say  more  than  that  he  was  heartily  in  favor  of  the 
changes  coming  into  force  only  in  June  next. 

Silverman,  Boulter  &  Co.  wished  merely  to  say  that  they 
considered  the  course  outlined  above  the  best  course  for  the  Govern- 
ment to  pursue,  and  of  the  most  benefit  to  the  trade. 

The  only  firm  who  were  opposed  to  the  merchants  taking  any 
action  in  the  matter  were  Hodgson,  Sumner  &  Co.  Mr.  Hodgson 
thought  such  action  would  only  embarrass  the  Government. 

Mr.  Kissock,  of  Caverhill  &  Kissock,  said  he  was  in  thorough 
sympathy  with  the  attitude  of  the  dry  goods  trade  in  Montreal. 
While  not  fearing  that  any  great  change  will  be  made,  at  least  at  the 
present  time,  he  was  convinced   that  only  good  results  would  follow

considered  that  it  was  their  duty  so  to  do. 

.Mr.  I-'.  1".  Kelly,  of  F.  F.  &  C.  B.  Kelly  :  "  Regarding  the  pro- 
posed or  possible  change  in  the  tariff,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  say- 
ing that  any  one  at  all  conversant  with  the  way  that  business  is  now 
conducted,  should  see  the  absolute  necessity  of  the  Government 
making,  as  soon  as  possible,  a  frank  and  positive  statement,  when, 
at  the  very  earliest,  any  change  may  be  expected,  as  the  uncer- 
tainty has  already  had  a  disastrous  effect  on  the  business  arrange- 
ments for  the  spring  season,  and  if  such  statement  is  still  withheld, 
the  delay  will  have  the  same  effect  on  the  trade  for  next  fall,  as 
buyers  are  already  making  their  arrangements  for  another  season. 
Whatever  effect  such  a  statement  may  have  on  the  political  situa- 
tion, it  is  due  to  the  business  community,  as  well  as  the  public 
generally,  that  it  should  be  forthcoming  at  once." 

Mr.  Matthews,  of  Matthews,  Towers  &  Co.,  said  he  heartily 
agreed  with  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  dry  goods  men.  The 
Government  should  state  when  the  changes  would  come  into  force. 
That  was  just  what  the  trade  needed.  He  expressed  the  same  feel- 
ing in  the  matter  as  the  importers  already  mentioned.  He  pointed 
out  also  a  considerable  loss  as  regards  travelers.  The  retail  trade 
is  unsettled.  The  merchants  give  no  order  to  the  travelers,  or  re- 
duce their  order.  It  costs  just  as  much  as  ever  to  send  out  the 
traveler,  while  he  does  not  get  as  many  orders  as  otherwise.  In 
fact,  with  some  who  give  no  order,  and  even  with  those  who  give 
an  order  as  usual,  though  reduced  in  amount,  it  is  necessary  to 
have  the  traveler  call  again.  Such  a  course  simply  means  a  loss 
to  the  wholesale  house  of  the  entire  expenses  of  the  traveler. 

Mr.  Hoctor,  of  Thos.  May  &  Co.,  considers  that  on  no  account 
should  the  change  be  made  suddenly.  No  matter  whether  the 
change  is  a  reduction  or  an  advance,  the  importer  is  going  to  lose. 
This  could  be  prevented  by  the  Government  making  a  statement 
that  the  changes  would  not  come  into  force  till  June  or  later.  In 
view  of  the  loss  which  the  present  uneasiness  is  causing  he  con- 
sidered it  was  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  make  such  a  state- 
ment. 

Mr.  Robt.  Harrower  said  he  was  confident  no  radical  changes 
would  be  made  in  the  tariff.  The  present  uncertainty  was  to  blame 
for  a  great  dec:  ease  in  trade.  He  thought  that  if  the  changes  came 
into  force  July  1st  instead  of  June  1st,  as  was  asked  for  in  the  reso- 
lution, it  would  be  all  the  better  for  the  trade. 

Wm.  Agnew  &  Co.  :  "  While  it  is  our  opinion  that  any  heavy 
reduction  of  the  tariff  on  foreign  dry  goods  at  the  season  indicated, 
when  Parliament  meets  again,  would,  no  doubt,  disturb  the  trade  in 
that  line  very  materially  and  cause  a  loss  to  importers,  yet  we  have 
confidence  in  the  wisdom  of  the  present  Administration,  that  they  will 
not  precipitate  such  a  condition  of  things  before  first  consulting  all 
interested  parties.  The  trade,  we  may  say,  has  more  than  once 
had  assurances  that  no  sudden  radical  change  would  be  made  which 
would  materially  affect  mercantile  interests." 

THE   TORONTO   TRADE   SPEAK. 

As  The  Review  was  just  going  to  press  when  the  question 
came  up  it  was  only  possible  to  secure  the  views  of  a  few  leading 
merchants  in  Toronto. 

Mr.  John  Macdonald,  of  John  Macdonald  &  Co.,  said  it  was 


certainly  a  Government's  duty  to  put  tariff  changes  in  force  at  a 
season  which  was  convenient  to  the  trade  of  the  country.  The 
best  month  for  such  a  thing  was  December,  but  as  that  seemed  im- 
practicable under  present  circumstances,  June  was  undoubtedly  the 
time  to  put  the  new  duties  in  force. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Brock,  of  W.  R.  Brock  &  Co.,  said  that  no  doubt, 
from  the  dry  goods  standpoint,  June  was  the  proper  time.  The 
Government,  however,  had  undertaken  to  make  an  inquiry  into  > 
tariff  conditions  before  legislating,  and  he  supposed  the  date  of 
putting  the  changes  in  force  would  be  one  of  the  matters  dealt  with. 
If  other  branches  of  trade  would  unite  the  Government  would 
doubtless  yield.  There  was  no  doubt  about  the  necessity  of  select- 
ing a  suitable  date  if  tariff  changes  were  resolved  on. 

Mr.  Alexander,  of  Alexander  &  Anderson,  declared  that  while 
the  nature  of  the  changes  intended  to  be  made  should  be  announced 
earlier  than  June,  the  actual  duties  should  not  be  enforced  until 
then.     Otherwise  it  would  be  very  embarrassing  to  trade. 

Mr.  J.  Short  McMaster,  of  McMaster  &  Co.,  said  it  was  evi- 
dently a  very  difficult  question  to  deal  with,  and  many  considera- 
tions entered  into  the  calculation.  As  the  changes  would  probably 
tend  towards  a  reduction  in  the  present  scale,  and  the  trade  of  the 
country  would  be  effected  to  a  considerable  degree,  a  fixed  date  was 
certainly  advisable.  As  to  that  date,  June,  he  thought,  was  suitable. 
Mr.  Stapleton  Caldecott,  of  Caldecott,  Burton  &  Spence,  said  he 
favored  fixing  July  ist  next  as  the  date  for  bringing  the  new  tariff 
changes  into  force.  "  I  think  it  most  important  for  the  interests  of 
commerce  that  the  present  Government  should  not  put  into  force 
the  revised  duties  earlier  than  July  1st,  as  the  date  must  consider 
the  various  interests  that  are  concerned.  A  change  of  tariff  in 
February  or  March  would  have  a  disastrous  effect  and  be  injurious 
to  all  concerned,  it  being  the  middle  of  the  spring  season,  and 
naturally  there  would  be  much  delay  in  giving  orders  and  in  cancel- 
ling orders  already  placed.  The  result  would  place  the  importing 
trade  in  great  confusion.  July  is  naturally  the  beginning  of  the 
fall  trade,  and  people  could  then  buy  and  sell  with  a  clear  percep- 
tion of  the  changes,  and  could  do  their  business  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.  While  strongly  in  favor  of  revising  the  tariff  to  a  revenue 
basis,  I  am  much  pleased  with  the  care  that  Mr.  Laurier  has  shown 
in  not  entertaining  anything  of  a  revolutionary  character." 

Mr.  Wyld,  of  Wyld,  Grasett  &  Darling,  declared  without  hesi- 
tation that  a  sudden  break  in  the  rates  of  duties  would  be  a  most 
unjust  policy  and  due  notice  should  be  allowed  importers.  There 
was  the  United  States'  precedent  to  guide  the  Government,  where  a 
fixed  date  was  always  selected  for  new  tariff  rates.  Then,  in  the 
interests  of  revenue,  the  Government  would  be  foolish  to  introduce 
fiscal  changes  in  the  middle  of  the  sprjng  season.  Mr.  Wyld  said  . 
he  favored  June,  or  even  July,  as  a  suitable  date  for  new  duties 
going  into  force. 

Mr.  Blackley,  of  D.  McCall  &  Co.,  asserted  that  the  millinery 
trade  had  a  vital  interest  in  tariff  changes,  and  any  policy  which 
would  catch  the  importing  houses  with  large  stocks  would  dislocate 
trade  arrangements.  He  thought  between  the  ist  and  15th  June 
would  be  a  date  ruitable  to  the  various  branches  of  the  dry  goods 
business. 

Mr.   Muldrew,  of  John  Muldrew   &  Co.,    said  that  as  regards

He 
could,  however,  see  the  importance  ol  the  matter  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  general  trade. 

Mr.  Auld,  of  Hutchison,  Nisbet  &  Auld,  said  that  after  January 
and  February  a  tariff  change  going  into  force  would  not  affect  the 
woolen  importer  very  much,  even  if  the  duties  were  lowered.  It 
was  a  change  that  was  prepared  for  by  a  woolen  house,  and  with 
winter  trade  over  the  effect  was  not  important. 

PREVIOUS    REVISIONS. 

The  two  most  important  recent  revisions  of  the  Canadian  tariff 
were  those  of  1887  and  1894. 

In  1887,  as  extensive  changes  were  made  in  the  duties  on  wool- 
ens and  other  lines  of  dry  goods,  the  trade  were  greatly  interested 
in  the  date  of  enforcement.  According  to  the  Tariff  Act,  as  passed 
by  Parliament,  May  13  was  fixed  as  the  date  of  its  application. 
Representations,  however,  were  made  against  this.  On  May  19, 
accordingly,  the  Government  passed  an  order-in-Council  providing 
that  all  imported  goods  actually  contracted  for,  ordered  and  sold 
prior  to  May  12,  with  delivery  promised  for  that  date,  should  be 
entered  at  the  old  rate  of  duty  until  June  13.  To  enjoy  this  privi- 
lege the  importer  had  to  produce  written  contracts  and  indisputable 
evidence  that  the  goods  were  really  contracted  for  prior  to  May  12. 

In  1894  the  situation  was  peculiar.  The  first  draft  of  changes 
was  announced  March  27.  But  many  alterations  were  subse- 
quently made,  and  for  several  weeks  there  was  great  confusion 
among  importers.      Finally,  the  Government  set  a   new  precedent, 


and  decided  that  goods  imported  after  Man  h  27,  when  duty  was 
paid,  should  not  be  subject  to  any  additional  duties  on  these  par- 
tii  ulai  entries,  even  when  increases  had  subsequently  been  made. 
On  the  whole,  the  trade's  experience  in  1894  was  very  unsatisfac- 
tory and  a  repetition  of  the  condition  in  1897  should  be  avoided. 


BIG    DEMAND    FOR    BLOUSES. 

CANADIAN  ladies  seem  to  be  rapidly  adopting  the  American 
fashion  of  buying  their  blouses  ready-made.  In  the  past  the 
better  trade  bought  the  cloth  and  had  their  dressmaker  cut  and  fit 
them.  Manufacturers,  as  in  the  case  of  men's  and  boys'  clothing, 
have  made  great  improvements  in  the  cut  and  style,  and  now  all 
but  the  fine  silk  goods  are  ready-made. 

The  present  season's  demand  has  been  so  good  that  retailers 
are  buying  more  freely  for  next  summer.  From  one  small  place  in 
Quebec  we  saw  an  order  come  in  last  week  for  $1,500.  The  com- 
ing season's  style  will  have  a  medium  sleeve,  neither  a  Bishop's  nor  a 
tight  one.  The  better  grades  will  have  collars  and  cuffs  detached, 
but  the  cheap  lines  show  no  change  in  this  respect.  An  improve- 
ment in  the  style  of  collars  will  give  the  ladies  a  less  masculine 
appearance  than  the  fashions  this  and  previous  seasons  have  given 
them.  They  are  more  distinctly  characteristic  of  ladies'  dress. 
Many  of  them  are  the  high  turned-down  collar  similar  to  the  men's 
new  shape.  An  improved  clerical  w  ith  two  buttons  at  the  back 
should  be  popular.  Cuffs  generally  have  turned-back  bands.  Both 
collars  and  cuffs  are  shown  in  all  colors  and  shades,  in  plain  effects 
and  blacks,  and  bound  in  other  colors.

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THE    SANDWICHMAN    UP    TO    DATE. 

THERE  lately  appeared  in  Montreal  a  very  unsophisticated 
rustic  who  spent  his  time  in  frantic  efforts  to  reach  John 
Allan's.  He  made  no  pretensions  in  the  way  of  dress.  Mis  hat 
was  the  ordinary  straw  affair  used  in  the  fields.  His  coat  was 
something  after  the  style  of  a  barber's  white  coat,  and  appealed  to 
have  suffered  some  contraction  in  the  wash.  As  regards  pants,  he 
was  more  pretentious.  He  had  several  pairs  which  he  wore  in  ro- 
tation. One  pair  was  a  "high-water"  pair  of  brown  derry.  A 
large  handkerchief,  red  of  course,  was  stuffed  into  one  of  the 
pockets.  A  huge  watch  and  corresponding  chain  added  to  the 
charms  of  his  person.  A  pair  of  blue  and  white  socks,  together 
with  tan  shoes,  completed  his  outfit.  In  one  hand  he  carried  a 
satchel,  and  in  the  other  an  "abbreviated"  umbrella.  On  the 
satchel  were  several  phrases  pointing  out  the  value  of  John  Allan's 
as  a  place  for  purchasing  hats.  An  inscription  on  his  back  read  : 
"  If  I  get  lost  take  me  to  Allan's."  To  complete  the  description  of 
his  personal  appearance  it  is  necessary  to  mention  his  spectacles, 
and  a  considerable  growth  of  red  whiskers. 

Some  of  the  mishaps  that  befell  our  country  friend  are  worth 
noting.  While  making  a  thorough  examination  of  John  Allan's  store 
he  got  in  the  wav  of  a  car,  but  paid  no  attention  to  it.  When  the 
gong  sounded,  however,  h'n  attention  was  attracted  to  the  car,  and 
like  a  true  countryman  proceeded  to  make  a  minute  inspection. 
The  wheels  and  bottom  of  the  car  were  intently  examined.  The 
motorman  also  came  in  for  a  share  of  his  attention.  By  this  time  a 
small  army  was  following  him.  He  entered  The  Witness  office  to 
buy  a  paper  and  duly  paid  for  the  same  from  a  long  stocking  in 
which  he  kept  his  wealth.  Turning  to  come  out  he  walked  against 
one  of  the  big  plate  glass  windows,  to  the  great  amusement  of  the 
crowd  outside. 

Wherever  he  went  he  created  a  sensation.  Among  other  things 
he  would  take  a  notion  to  get  his  shoes  shined  and  then  leave  with 
only  one  done.  Occasionally  he  would  eat  fruit  on  the  street.  In 
the  intervals  he  amused  himself  with  a  very  well  meant  attempt  to 
whistle  "  Yankee  Doodle  "   or  some  other  such  sublime  melody. 

Whether  or  not  we  agree  as  to  this  being  a  profitable  mode  of 
advertising,  all  who  saw  "Norman  the  Rube,"  agree  as  to  this 
being  the  best  thing  of  the  kind  seen  in  Montreal.  The  character 
assumed  was  realistically  carried  out. 

Regarding  the  advertising  value  of  such  a  scheme  opinions 
differ.  One  difficulty  is  that  the  expense  is  considerable.  It  is  easy 
enough  to  get  a  man  to  walk  the  streets  for  a  dollar  or  a  dollar  and 
a  half  per  day.  But  to  get  one  who  can  act  the  part  assumed  is  not 
so  easy.  Mr.  Allan  says  he  is  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  results  of 
his  outlay,  which  was  #25  for  five  days  work  of  four  hours  per  day, 
two  in  the  forenoon  and  two  in  the  afternoon.  Mr.  Allan  believes 
that,  judging  by  results,  this  is  one  of  the  best  advertising  schemes 
he  has  yet  tried. 

Norman  Herstfield,  or  Norman  the  Rube,  as  he  is  called,  has 
been  in  this  line  of  business  for  three  years,  and  has  had  almost 
steady  employment.  This  goes  to  show  that  a  good  many  people 
believe  in  this  as  a  good  means  of  advertising.  Before  this  he  took 
a  similar  part  on  the  stage,  so  that  he  has  had  some  training,  and 
is  in  a  position  to  act  the  part  with  some  degree  of  success.  He 
says  his  usual  rates  are  from  #7  to  $10  a  day,  or,  if  engaged  by  the 
week,  from  $30  to  $40  a  week.  He  has  made  a  contract  with  S. 
1  )a vis  &  Sons  to  "  do  "  most  of  the  towns  of  importance  in  Ontario 
and  ( (uebec.  The  contract  is  for  one  month,  and,  if  satisfactory  to 
both  parties,  a  longer  contract  will  be  made. 

He  has  several  other  roles,  the  principal  being  that  of  a  tramp, 
in  which  capacity  he  rides  out  of  a  second  storey  window  on  a 
bicycle  down  a  ladder  to  the  street.  A  political  role  is  also  on  his 
book.      In  St.  Louis  he  create!   somewhat   of  a   sensation    by   or- 


ganizing a  rube  band  and  meeting  McKinley  at  the  station  when  lie 
arrived  for  the  convention.  l'p  town,  too,  he  had  the  pleasure  of 
shaking  hands  with  Mr.  McKinley,  and  the  crowd  below  had  some 
interesting  mottoes  displayed  to  view,  advising  them  to  bin  some- 
body's $\o  suits. 

He  works  only  four  hours  per  day,  finding  that  to  keep  up  good 
acting  longer  is  beyond  human  powers.  In  this  way  he  has  trav- 
eled all  over  the  States  and  will  likely  see  a  large  portion  of  Can- 
ada this  winter.

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PARIS    HATS    AND    DRESSES. 

THE  autumn   materials  arc  all   English  when  they  are  not  in 
English  style.     The  woolens  and  cloths  are  exquisite,  especi 
all)  the  colorings  of  the  former.     Tailor  i  ostumes  are  to  be  "  classi- 
cal."     La  Ligne  is  to  be  considered  in  all  its  rigeur. 

In  fur,  it  is  rumored  that  astrachan  and  seal  will  take  the 
lead,  but  it  is  too  early  to  make  any  positive  assertion  in  this 
direction. 

As  far  as  millinery  is  concerned,  writes  Jeanne,  the  Paris  cor- 
respondent of  The  Drapers'  Record,  it  is  certain  that  tight  sleeves 
and  narrow  skirts  will  produce  hats  in  proportion,  but  it  is  a  ques- 
tion if  these  miniature  hats  will  "  take  on."  My  opinion  is  that 
they  will  last  only  as  long  as  the  models — which,  by  the  way,  are 
seen  in  felt  only — that  is,  until  the  middle  of  September.  The  felt 
hat,  which  will  be  repeated  in  straw  and  is  sure  to  hold  its  own,  is 
a  sort  of  tricorne,  in  the  style  of  Louis  XVI.,  with  the  back  round, 
the  sides  turned  up  en  round,  and  the  front  pointed.  The  sides  of 
this  hat  are  rather  wide,  otherwise  the  hat  is  small.  I  have  seen  it 
in  black  straw,  smartened  up  with  a  folded  upright  loop  bow,  held 
together  to  represent  an  aigrette — in  shot  ribbon.  This  hat,  worn 
with  a  costume  in  Louis  XVI.  style,  say  in  black  cloth  trimmed  with 
robings  on  the  corsage  and  turnovers  on  the  skirt,  both  placed 
down  the  front,  and  gauntlets  in  tan  leather,  with  a  double-breasted 
waistcoat  to  match,  "incroyable"  collar  and  jabot  in  embroidered 
silk  muslin,  gives  a  perfect  idea  of  the  future  fashion.  These  cos- 
tumes and  the  "  Madame  Roland,"  as  seen  at  the  Comedie  Fran- 
caise  in  the  play  of  that  name,  will  be  the  grand  chic.  Hats 
pertaining  to  the  period  mentioned  will  naturally  form  part  of  the 
tout  ensemble  ;  the  French  are  too  artistic  for  it  to  be  otherwise. 
We  shall,  therefore,  see  many  silk  felt  hats  as  worn  by  Madame 
Roland  with  high-pointed  crown,  the  sides  curved  up,  and  for  sole 
trimming  a  broad  black-ribbed  ribbon  and  very  handsome  buckle 
in  the  centre.  The  trimming  of  the  dresses  and  corsages  will  fol- 
low this  line;  that  is  to  say,  everything  will  be  central,  and  buttons 
and  leather  passemeterie  embroideries  will  form  a  most  important 
part  of  their  trimming. 

But  to  return  to  present  fashions.  A  stylish  autumn  mantle,  in 
quite  a  new  shape,  covers  the  dress  entirely,  leaving  a  small  open- 
ing down  the  front.  It  is  in  plain  cloth,  the  new  shade  known  as 
cafeine,  a  kind  of  brown,  which  is  neither  light  rtor  dark  ;  a  dark 
cafe  au  lait  I  should  call  it.  The  originality  of  the  mantle  consists 
in  the  sleeves,  which  are  neither  large  nor  small,  but  bouillonne, 
the  same  width  the  whole  length,  which  will  permit  of  any  kind  of 
sleeve  being  introduced — a  proof  that  everyone  will  not  adopt  the 
tight-fitting  sleeve.  The  high  collar  is  held  together  by  two  hand- 
some buttons,  and  the  wide  braces,  which  fall  a  little  below  the 
waist,  are  also  furnished  with  buttons. 

I  should  mention  that  a  great  many  buttons  will  be  worn  with 
the  velours  applique,  which  promises  to  be  the  rage.  The  extrem- 
ity of  the  appliques,  ribbons,  pattes,  and  braces  will  be  held  down 
with  a  pretty  antique  button,  either  en  fantasie  or  a  real  jewel.  It 
is  said  that  later  on  many  sleeves  will  be  seen  with  small  buttons 
passing  along  the  seam  of  the  elbow  to  the  shoulder. 

With  the  mantle,  as  above  described,  will  be  worn  a  Madame 
Roland  hat,  trimmed  with  a  torsade  of  ribbon  and  an  aigrette  of 
black  cock's  feathers. 

Another  novelty  are  the  bag  purses,  which  are  to  take  the  place 
of  the  reticule  of  this  winter.  They  represent  a  long  narrow  en- 
velope and  have  a  leather  strap  handle.     The  price  is  25  francs.

GOOD    LAUNDRY    WORK.

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F  have  made  arrangements  for  the  largest  season  in  shirts 
in  our  experience,"  said  Mr.  Tooke,  of  Tooke  Bros., 
as  he  walked  down  the  sample  room  with  Tin.  Review  and  gazed 
admiringly  on  the  unusually  large  display  of  styles  and  patterns. 
A  number  of  these  designs  are  exclusively  their  own.  In  striking 
effects  from  American  markets  they  have  some  decidedly  loud  ones, 
and  if  the  taste  continues  to  run  as  it  is  at  present,  on  the  loudest 
possible  effects,  they  have  made  a  hit  in  their  selections.  Reference 
was  made,  on  a  former  occasion,  to  the  improved  laundrying  of 
the  goods  turned  out  by  this  firm  and  it  is  strikingly  illustrated  in 
the  collars,  cuffs  and  shirt  bosoms  shown  this  year.  There  is  more 
in  this  than  most  dealers  will  credit,  but  it  is  a  fact  that  a  customer 
is  attracted  to  a  richly  laundried  article,  and  he  will  pay  more 
money  for  it  than  he  would  for  one  of  equally  good  quality  but  in- 
ferior finish.  There  is  a  marked  difference  between  many  of  the 
makes  on  this  market  in  this  respect. 


A    BIG   THING    IN    BLOUSES. 

TOOKE  BROS,  should  do  well  in  ladies'  blouses  if  the  season 
is  up  to  what  it  is  expected  to  be.  They  have  made  a  hit  in 
securing  the  control  for  Canada  of  a  line  of  silk  effects  in  cotton 
made  in  France.  They  have  about  250  ranges,  in  all  about  1,000 
patterns.  When  Mr.  Tooke  was  in  Paris  he  spent  nearly  a  month 
looking  at  the  styles  and  visiting  the  designers  and  manufacturers. 
He  found  representatives  of  several  of  the  best  American  houses  on 
the  same  errand,  and  since  returning  they  have  exchanged  styles 
and  patterns,  and  he  finds  that  in  both  he  will  offer  to  the  Canadian 
trade  much  the  same  as  will  be  sold  by  two  or  three  American 
houses  who  will  cater  to  the  highest  class  of  trade.  The  designs 
are  quite  different  from  the  plain  checks  and  stripes  of  last  season, 
and  are  of  a  more  striking  character.  He  has  mounted  his  entire 
lot  of  samples  on  cards  covered  with  celluloid  designs,  so  that  a 
buyer  can  see  at  once  how  the  pattern  will  look  when  made  up. 
They  are  now  in  the  travelers'  hands,  and  dealers,  even  if  they  do 
not  order,  will  find  it  worth  while  looking  over  the  ranges.

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THE    FLANNELETTE   PRICE-WAR. 

NEW  light  is  being  thrown  on  the  origin  of  the  enormous  cut 
in  flannelettes  by  stories  that  are  circulating  throughout  the 

track-.  The  lines  on  which  the  cut  was  made  are  turned  out  in  the 
Gibson  mill  in  New  Brunswick,  and  the  agreement  which  binds 
that  mill  to  the  Canadian  Colored  Cotton  Co.  is  said  to  be  of  such 
a  character  that  it  can  dictate  terms  as  to  the  selling  rate  in  a  war 
of  prices  like  the  present.  It  is  further  rumored  that  as  Mr.  (lib- 
son  was  resolved  to  cut  away  under  the  makes  of  the  Parks  mill, 
he  was  quite  willing  to  share  half  the  loss  incurred  by  the  Colored 
Cotton  Co.     This,  it  is  said,  is  being  done. 

The  friends,  therefore,  of  the  Cotton  Co.  and  the  selling  agents, 
D.  Morrice  &  Co.,  are  asserting  that  it  is  a  war  between  Messrs. 
Parks  and  Gibson,  and  are  quite  willing  that  Mr.  Gibson  should 
bear  the  onus  of  having  disturbed  trade  and  "panicked"  the 
whole  market  in  low-priced  cotton  goods.  We  are  not  so  sure  that 
Mr.  Gibson  deserves  to  be  the  scapegoat.  At  the  time  the  cut  to 
5c.  on  32-inch  flannelette,  was  made,  the  circular  also  announced  a 
large  cut  in  cotton  yarns  and  carpet  warps,  in  one  case  fr.om  15c.  to 
10c.  and  the  other  from  16c.  to  14c,  and  it  is  not  contended  that 
the  Gibson  mill  is  interested  in  these  goods.  The  situation  seems 
to  be  about  the  same,  namely,  that  an  attempt  has  been  made  to 
squeeze  out  the  Parks  Co.,  a  policy  at  any  time  absurd,  but  at  the 
present  position  of  affairs  foolish,  inexpedient  and  injurious  beyond 
all  sane  limits. 

Because,  assuming  that  the  Gibson  mill  were  at  the  root  of  the 
matter,  how  can  the  Canadian  Colored  Cotton  Co.  get  rid  of  the 
responsibility  ?  Is  it  wise  that  a  large  concern  like  this,  some  of 
whose  directors  are  safe  men,  in  whose  hands  is  entrusted  the  sta- 
bility of  the  present  tariff  system,  should  be  held  up  to  the  mer- 
chants of  the  country  as  ready  to  wreck  prices  and  unsettle  trade 
without  a  thought  of  the  consequences  ?  We  doubt  if  these  direc- 
tors approve  of  the  course  followed.  It  was  a  foolish  proceeding. 
All  classes  in  the  commercial  world  at  present  are  deprecating 
radical  fiscal  changes.  In  this  issue  of  The  Review  we  print 
opinions  of  some  of  the  leading  business  men  in  Canada  urging  the 
Government  to  consider  the  commercial  interests  in  the  matter  of 
proclaiming  the  new  duties.  No  one  that  we  can  find  is  advocating 
severe  measures.  Even  Mr.  Stapleton  Caldecott,  of  Toronto,  who 
has  never  concealed  his  free  trade  views,  and  remains  a  staunch 
adherent  of  the  old  Cobden  school,  expresses  satisfaction  that  the 
new  Government  propose  to  do  nothing  revolutionary. 

But  the  new  Government  will  find  that  pressure  will  be  exerted 
by  consumers  if  the  industries  cut  prices  away  down  out  of  propor- 
tion to  the  protective  duties  accorded  them.  The  whole  cotton 
tariff  will  go  as  unnecessary  if  prices  can  thus  be  diminished,  and 
the  manufacturer  live.  What  The  Review  wants  is  stability  of 
trade.  That  is  what  the  merchants  want.  And  actions  like  the 
present  war  in  cotton  goods  are  calculated  to  prevent  this.  The 
Canadian  Company  should  get  together  speedily  and  stop  the 
present  policy,  or  it  can  only  mean  disaster  to  the  whole  cotton 
industry. 

Both  the  wholesale  and  retail  trade  have  a  genuine  grievance 
in  this  matter,  which  grows  stronger  as  time  goes  on.  The  retailer 
has  placed  orders,  tempted  by  the  extraordinarily  low  prices  and 


the  widespread  talk  created,  and  now  the  mills  cannot  supply  the 
goods.  Some  of  the  trade  feel  as  if  the  deliveries  were  being  pur- 
posely delayed,  and  that  a  dog-in-the-manger  policy  was  being 
pursued.  The  trade  would  be  willing  to  see  prices  raised,  as  the 
strong  cotton  situation  abroad  certainly  justifies  an  advance.  Any- 
way, the  goods  should  be  forthcoming. 

It  is  reported  that  communications  have  passed  on  the  flannel- 
ette subject  between  the  Montreal  and  Toronto  dry  goods  associa- 
tions. When  asked  to  confirm  this  Mr.  Andrew  Darling,  chairman 
of  the  Toronto  section,  did  so,  although  reticent  as  to  details.  On 
the  general  question,  however,  he  said  the  trade  in  Toronto  and 
Montreal  were  united,  and  that  probably  another  meeting  of  the 
trade  in  Toronto  would  be  held. 


ADVANCES    IN    COTTONS. 

THE  cotton  market  is  strong  and  advancing.  In  the  States 
there  is,  however,  an  undercurrent  of  uncertainty  on  ac- 
count of  the  elections.  The  success  of  McKinley  would  mean 
almost  certain  higher  prices.  Local  buyers  who  have  been  among 
American  manufacturers  the  last  two  weeks  are  coming  home 
with  strong  talk.  Boston  and  New  York  dealers  say  there  is  a 
shortage  in  the  American  crop  of  about  3,000,000,  making  the 
crop  7,000,000  against  10,000,000  last  season.  There  is  not  over 
1,000,000  bales  in  sight  at  the  present  time  in  Europe  and  the 
States.  The  mills  say  they  are  carrying  no  accumulation  of  stocks, 
and  are  talking  independently  when  buyers  approach  them.  In 
ginghams  they  assert  most  positively  that  there  are  100,000  less 
cases  held  by  the  mills  than  a  year  ago,  when  prices  dropped  50 
per  cent,  under  heavy  offerings. 

On  this  market  there  are  several  advances  asked,  and  refer- 
ence to  which  is  made  in  another  column.  Since  then  fancy 
denims  are  up  yzz.  a  yard,  and  makers  are  talking  of  higher 
figures  in  all  numbers  of  whites. 

A  circular,  issued  by  the  Dominion  Cotton  Mills  Co.,  dated 
October  2,  gives  these  revised  prices  of  bleached  sheeting  :  No.  10 
quality,  plain,  No.  20  quality  twill,  best  plain,  best  twill,  extra 
best  twill,  all  advanced  y2z.  per  yard  over  September  1  prices. 
Seamless  cotton  bags  have  gone  up  50c.  per  bale  ;  crash  toweling 
increased  %z.  per  yard. 

On  October  5  foulards  were  advanced  2X/Z  per  cent.  A  general 
advance  on  American  cottons  is  expected,  but  depends  on  the  elec- 
tions. If  sound  money  wins  the  advance  will  likely  be  about  1  5 
per  cent.  Canadian  goods  competing  with  these  will  also  be  ad- 
vanced, but  not  to  such  an  extent.

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AN     IMPORTANT    NEW     FIBRE. 

ANEW  ami  important  point  in  textile  history  has    just   been 
bed.     For  many  years  chemists  and  machinists  have  been 

eavoring  to  solve  the  problem  of  the  manufacture  of  Rhea 
fibre.  The  use  of  Rhea  fibre  is  centuries  old,  being  found  as  a 
covering  for  mummies.  In  those  days  it  was  all  manufactured  by 
hand  by  the  wives  and  daughters  of  the  husbandmen.  Small 
quantities  only  were  made,  and  that  at  great  cost. 

In  India  the  whole  country  is  covered  with  the  fibre  in  the 
rough.  It  is  simply  a  kind  of  wild  grass.  The  Indian  Govern- 
ment, recognizing  its  value,  has  offered  at  different  times  rewards 
for  a  machine  or  process  which  would  manufacture  this  fibre 
cheaply.  The  rewards  offered  were  as  high  as  $25,000.  In  re- 
sponse to  these  inducements  several  machines  were  invented,  but 
did  not  carry  out  the  condition  of  cheapness.  The  chemists  also 
devised  several  methods  of  treating  the  fibre,  but  in  all  cases  it  was 
found  that  the  chemicals  affected  its  strength. 

The  difficulty  is  to  separate  the  silky  fibre  from  the  outer  coat- 
ing, which  is  full  of  a  resinous  gum.  In  some  of  the  processes 
hitherto  used,  even  after  the  fibre  had  been  made  up  into  cloth,  the 
gum  would  show  itself.  To  remove  all  the  gum  and  still  to  pre- 
serve the  great  strength  of  the  fibre  was  the  problem  so  long  un- 
solved. 

Mr.  Gomess,  an  English  chemist,  has  at  last  elaborated  a  pro- 
cess, which  the  Government  has  pronounced  a  success.  He 
employs  zincate  of  soda  to  remove  the  resins.  After  being  placed 
in  several  baths  and  dried,  it  appears  as  long  silky  filasse,  free 
from  resin  and  quite  white.      It  is  then  ready  for  the  spinner. 

Official  tests  have  been  made,  and,  taking  it  weight  for  weight, 
it  is  about   one  and  three-quarter  times  as  strong  as   linen.     This 


fact,  taken  in  connection  with  the  fact  that  the  rough  fibre  is  to  be 
found  in  India  in  almost  unlimited  quantities,  and  that  it  can  now 
be  manufactured  cheaply,  points  to  a  great  future  for  this  new  tex- 
tile substance.  It  is  made  up  in  all  forms.  It  makes  the  best  of 
sailcloth.  It  is  used  for  curtains  and  upholstery  work.  For  finer 
work,  such  as  lace  work,  it  is  also  employed. 

A  company  has  been  formed  to  manufacture  the  fibre  according 
to  the  Gomess  process,  called  the  Rhea  Fibre  Treatment  Co.,  which 
has  branches  all  over  Europe.  Last  April  they  got  their  patent  in 
the  United  States,  and  by  August  a  company  had  been  formed, 
with  a  capital  of  $4,000,000.  The  representative  in  Canada  is  Mr. 
John  Schultze,  of  Ed.  Schultze,  Son  &  Co.,  166  McGill  street, 
Montreal,  where  samples  of  the  fibre  can  be  seen  both  in  the  rough 
and  manufactured  states.

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OUR  RELATIONS  WITH  JAPAN. 

k.  TOGOU,  who  represents  K.  Ishikawa  &  Co.  in  Canada, 
.is  latelj  returned  from  a  trip  to  Japan,  and  'I'm-:  Review 
got  some  instructive  particulars  from  him  about  the  state  of  trade  in 
fapan,  and  the  chances  of  developing  business  with  Canada.  He 
found  trade  there  vei\  active,  as  money  has  been  plentiful  since  the 
war,  and  the  military  and  other  classes  are  spending  freely.  The 
home  demand,  therefore,  for  silk  goods  is  heavy,  and  on  this  ac- 
count the  Japanese  are  less  anxious  at  the  moment  to  cater  for  ex- 
port orders.  Prices  tend  to  be  stiffer,  and  the  recent  tidal  waves 
affected  the  silk  districts,  injuring  dyeing  factories,  etc.,  so  that 
home  trade  is  brisk,  and  all  factories  are  working  full  time,  some 
day  and  night. 

There  is  great  expansion  going  on  just  now,  especially  in  rail- 
way building  and  cotton  spinning,  and  new  enterprises  are  being 
floated  constantly.  The  rate  of  living  is  higher,  and  wages  are 
going  up.  Some  classes  of  workmen,  coolies,  for  instance,  are 
getting  50  per  cent,  more  wages.  "You  can  hardly  understand," 
remarked  Mr.  Togou  with  a  smile,  "  how  odd  it  seems  to  a  Japan- 
ese to  hear  of  a  coolie  getting  $1  a  day.  A  rate  of  25c.  or  50c. 
for  coolie  labor  was  formerly  common  enough."  But  these  men 
have  been  in  demand  for  transport  and  other  services  connected 
with  the  war,  and  are  therefore  comparatively  scarce. 

Manufacturing  in  Japan,  he  continued,  can  be  carried  on  under 
advantageous  conditions.  The  Japanese  make  good  workmen,  and 
when  kindly  and  fairly  treated,  are  easily  managed.  They  are  not  so 
anxious  about  the  rate  of  pay  if  well  treated,  and  strikes  do  not  bother 
the  capitalists.  The  power  of  money  in  the  ranks  of  labor  in  Japan 
is  not  nearly  so  great  as  it  is  with  us  on  this  continent.  Then  water 
power  is  enormous,  and  factories  can  be  worked  day  and  night  by 
a  double  staff.  The  Japanese  are  now  going  into  woolen  manufac- 
turing, importing  the  raw  material  from  Australia.  Raw  wool  has 
lately  been  exempted  from  taxation  with  the  view  of  aiding  the  wool- 
en industry,  which  has  hitherto  been  confined  to  making  cloths  for 
the  use  of  the  Government. 

Japan  means  business  in  foreign  trade  and  subsidized  lines  of 
steamers  are  now  running  to  London  and  Antwerp,  to  Australia  and 
to  Seattle,  with  a  monthly  service.  "Our  exports  from  Canada  to 
Japan  should  be  larger.  At  present  there  is  a  developing  trade  from 
Seattle  in  lumber,  and  we  ought  to  send  that  article  from  British 
Columbia.  Wheat  and  flour  too,  and  other  products  can  be  export- 
ed by  Canada  to  Japan.  I  saw  no  Canadian  merchants  there.  The 
Japanese  have  an  entirely  wrong  conception  of  Canada.  They  know 
all  about  the  Hudson  Bay  Co.  and  the  Eskimos,  and  think  this  is  a 
land  of  snow.  They  have  also  seen  pictures  of  our  ice  palaces  and 
winter  costumes,  and  they  infer  that  a  country  which  can  have  a 
house  built  of  ice  blocks  must  have  a  daily  temperature  far  below- 
zero." 

Mr.  Togou  is  a  thoroughly  intelligent  and  up-to-date  merchant, 
and  is  wide-awake  to  the  desirability  of  developing   a  mutual  trade 
between  the  two  countries.      He  mentions  the  appearance  in  Mem 
treal  shortly  of  a  new  journal  "Japan-Canada,"  by  Mr.  Takahashi, 
the  well-known  bookseller. 


THE  CASH  SYSTEM  AGAIN. 

ROSS  BROS.,  of  Whitby,  arc  among  many  REVIEW  readers 
who  have  decided  to  endorse  the  cash  system.  On  October  1 
they  notified  their  customers  that  on  that  date  they  intended  to 
open  their  doors  to  do  a  strictly  cash  business.  In  a  clear  and  well- 
expressed  circular,  which  shows  that  they  have  gone  thoroughly  in- 
to the  matter,  they  say  :  "  Every  merchant,  no  matter  how  careful, 
makes  large  losses  annually  by  the  credit  system.  The  cost  of 
book-keeper,  books,  postage,  stationery,  long  overdue  and  bad  ac- 
counts amounts  to  a  very  large  sum.      The  customer  who  pays  cash 


for  his  goods  under  the  credit  system  pays  his  share  of  this  loss. 
Business  ways  and  business  ideas  have  changed  wonderfully  in  the 
past  few  years,  and  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  times  and  suc- 
cessfully compete  with  the  altered  conditions  under  which  business 
is  being  done  in  the  large  cities,  it  behooves  us  to  get  a  move  on 
and  adopt  the  cash  system, that  being  the  only  means  by  which  we  can 
be  in  the  race  with  city  competitors. ' '  Naturally  desiring  to  retain  the 
friendly  feeling  of  local  patrons  thev  add  :  "Now,  just  a  word  to 
those  who  have  been  our  valued  customers  for  many  years,  and  have 
always  paid  prompt  and  satisfactorily.  We  would  be  very  sorry  to 
lose  your  highly  esteemed  patronage,  and  if  we  thought  the  cash 
system  would  have  that  effect,  we  would  be  slow  to  adopt  it,  but  we 
have  too  much  confidence  in  the  good  sense  of  the  purchasing  public 
to  believe  it  will.  Hoping  that  you  will  see  that  this  change  is  for 
the  best  interests  of  both  buyer  and  seller,  and  by  fair  dealing,  keep- 
ing good,  reliable  goods,  and  selling  them  at  closest  cash  prices,  to 
retain  not  only  your  trade  and  that  of  all  our  old  customers,  but  to 
secure  many  new  ones  as  soon  as  the  fact  becomes  known  that  a 
dollar  will  buy  as  much  here  as  in  any  other  store  in  Canada." 

This  is  a  very  tasteful  way  of  putting  the  thing  and  may  be 
commended  to  other  merchants.  Attached  to  the  circular  is  an 
example  of  how  the  credit  system  works  and  which  is  doubtless 
intended  for  any  customer  who  is  dubious  about  it.  Ross  Bros, 
say  :  "  Suppose  a  firm  commencing  a  cash  and  credit  business  do 
a  credit  business  of  $15,000  the  first  year.  During  the  year  they 
receive  by  payments  on  account  $5,000,  which  would  leave  them, 
when  the  year  closed,  with  $10,000  on  their  books.  From  our  own 
experience  we  can  say  that,  with  no  increase  in  the  amount  of  busi- 
ness done,  this  firm,  in  future,  would  never  have  less  than  $10,000 
out,  for  in  the  second  year  they  would  send  goods  out  on  credit  as 
fast  as  the)-  would  collect  their  previous  year's  accounts. 

"Now  see  the  cost  in  a  year  doing  this  $15,000  credit  business  : 

Interest  on  $10,000  at  8  per  cent,  bank  rate.  .  $800 

Losses  from  bad  debts    400 

Stationery,    postage,    etc 1 50 

Value  of  time  taken  in  care  of  books    400 

51,750 
Or,  to  do  the  $15,000  business  on  credit,  there  is  an  extra  cost 
of  about  $1,750,  or  nearly  12  per  cent.  When  marking  goods  we 
have  to  figure  on  the  cost  of  giving  credit,  just  the  same  as  we  do 
for  rent,  taxes,  freight,  cartage,  etc.  We  believe  a  cash  business 
will  be  mutually  beneficial.  Every  person  is  looking  for  the 
cheapest  market  to  buy  in,  and  where  goods  are  sold  on  credit 
cannot  be  the  cheapest  place.  It  is  an  undoubted  fact  that  the 
man  who  sells  the  cheapest  is  the  man  who  sells  for  cash.  We  in- 
vite you  to  call  and  compare  prices  under  the  cash  system,  as  we 
feel  confident  it  will  be  to  your  benefit  as  well  as  to  ours."

TRADE  AT  THE  CANADIAN  SAULT. 

MAYOR  THOMPSON,  of  Thompson  &  Co.,  Sault  Ste.  Marie, 
Ont.,  was  in  Toronto  last  week,  and  while  renewing  The 
Review,  was  asked  regarding  the  trade  of  the  district.  Mayor 
Thompson  spoke  favorably  of  the  prospects,  and  in  the  course  of  a 
necessarily  brief  chat,  for  he  was  in  haste,  made  some  interesting 
remarks.  Regarding  American  silver,  he  said  it  was  taken  at  his 
store  readily,  and  owing  to  the  situation  of  the  Sault  there  was  no 
difficulty  in  using  it  at  par.  The  new  paper  mill  was  of  value 
to  the  local  trade,  although  some  merchants  might  overlook  it, 
as  the  purchases  of  the  men  on  the  pay  roll  were  an  offset  to 
the  declining  expenditures  on  the  canal  in  recent  years.  Like- 
most  business  men,  Mr.  Thompson  is  opposed  to  the  exemption 
from  garnishees  of  the  salaries  of  public  officials.  Regarding  trade 
with    the   opposite    state   of   Michigan,    it    appears    that    under     fret- 


wool  the  Americans  do  not  come  over  to  bu)  <  lotbing  as  much  as 
thej  used  to  do  in  the  <  anadian  Sault,   but   the  election   of   M< 
Kinley  and  a  higher  tariff  would,  doubtless,  revive  this  trade,   which 

years  ago  was  considerable.      He  approved  of  the  cash  system  ; 

"in  fact,"  he  added,    "  no  other  basis  of  doing   business  is  possible 

in  our  distrii  t,  for  everyone  who  has  tried  it  finds  credit  impossible 

to  maintain  and  do  a  prosperous  business." 


NEW    YORK    FASHION    NOTES- 

Fl  »R  the  moment  Paris  and  London  milliners  are  making 
round  hats  of  lustrous  corded  silk  or  taffeta  shirred  in  rows 
about  an  inch  apart  on  the  brim,  with  conical  velvet  crowns  sur- 
rounded with  flowers,  full  plumes  and  autumn  flowers  in  shaded 
velvet.  Quaint,  demure  little  bonnets  arc  made  of  shirred  repped 
or  Chine  silks  in  fawn,  gray,  heliotrope,  dark  green  and  black  ; 
and  the  odd  little  crowns  are  trimmed  round  with  loops  of  gray 
gros  grain  or  satin  ribbon,  jewelled  buckles,  and  close  bunches  of 
violets,  wallflowers  or  nasturtiums. 

The  conical  crown  continues  to  appear  on  the  newest  round  hats 
of  the  season.  It  was  hoped  that  this  shape  would  come  up  only  to 
disappear,  as  do  many  other  erratic  and  exaggerated  styles,  but  it 
seems  to  gain  ground  as  the  autumn  advances.  It  is  a  style,  as  a 
whole — laden  with  its  weight  of  superfluous  garnitures — that  is  cer- 
tainly not  in  accordance  with  the  present  elaborate  spreading  effects 
in  dress.  The  steeple-crowned  hat  of  the  typical  Welsh  woman 
looks  in  unison  with  the  rest  of  her  national  garb — the  aspiring  hat 
making  up  by  its  height  for  the  shortness  of  her  scant  skirts,  so  that 
proportion  is  duly  maintained.  Some  of  the  new  Mother  Goose 
styles  of  hats  for  dress  wear  have  sugar-loaf  crowns  and  immense 
brims,  flat  all  round,  or  curved  at  the  sides.  These  shapes  would 
prove  trying  to  the  most  beautiful  face  or  the  most  regular  features. 
Many  are  of  cream-white  felt,  over  decorated  with  white  plumes, 
tips,  breast  feathers,  beaded  galloons,  or  black  and  white  effects  in 
ribbon,  lace,  and  plumage. 

There  is  every  indication  that  fine  qualities  of  French  and  Ger- 
man broadcloth  and  Venetian  and  ladies'  cloth  will  be  in  great 
use  during  the  fall  and  winter  for  entire  costumes,  princesse  dresses, 
redingotes,  capes  and  jackets.  The  finish  of  these  textiles  this 
year  is  the  finest  that  has  ever  been  produced.  Amazon  cloth  is 
another  fashionable  material.  These  goods  differ  from  broadcloth 
in  having  a  semi-twilled  surface  which  is  not  distinct,  and  which 
does  not  permit  of  the  lustrous  finish  characteristic  of  the  high- 
grade  broadcloths.  They  are  from  fifty  to  fifty-four  inches  wide, 
and  cost  from  #1.40  to  St. 75  a  yard.  The  taste  for  soft,  delicate 
woolens  like  India  cashmere  and  Henrietta  cloth  is  never  wholly 
lost,  although  their  attractions  may  be  temporarily  obscured  by  the 
more  pronounced  novelty  of  rough,  shaggy,  crinkled,  or  repped 
goods,  not  a  few  of  which  are  rather  deceptive  as  to  durability,  as 
many  have  discovered.  The  refinement  that  is  chara  te;  istic  of 
these  soft  woolens  now  marks  the  fashionable  dyes  among  textiles 
noted  above. — N.Y.  l'o^t. 


A    TARIFF   DISPUTE    IN    THE    U.  S. 

In  the  United  States  Circuit  Court,  Philadelphia,  Judge  Lutler 
appointed  George  II.  Sharp  as  examiner  to  take  additional  testi- 
mony in  a  suit  between  the  United  States  and  Janes  Bros.,  involv- 
ing the  rate  of  duty  on  imported  handkerchiefs.  It  is  said  the  find- 
ing will  have  a  bearing  on  cases  of  similar  character  throughout  the 
country,  in  which  are  involved  >6oo,ooo  in  duties.  'The  suits  are 
known  as  the  initial  handkerchief  cases.  'The  Government  con- 
tends that  the  handkerchiefs  are  embroidered  and  hemstitched,  on 
which  the  duty  is  60  per  cent  ail  valorem.  The  importers  claim 
that  they  are  simply  initial  handkerchiefs  and  are  dutiable  at  50  per 
cent  ad  \alorem.  The  difference  of  10  per  cent  duty  is  the  matter 
in  control  ersy.

THE    LATEST    IDEAS    IN    LONDON. 

Itrupt  r»     Bi 

I  HAVE  seen  some  extremely  pretty  theatre  blouses  this  week, 
one  of  which  had  a  zouave  of  pale  blue  plush,  patterned  with 
white  and  pink  tulips.  This  material  also  created  the  tight  under- 
arm sleeves  with  puffs  of  white  chiffon.  The  vest  and  bodice 
proper  was  of  the  same  material,  with  straps  of  lovely  pearl  and  jet 
insertion  coming  partially  across  the  front,  with  rosettes  of  pale  blue 
velvet  as  a  finish.  Then  a  lovely  opera  cloak  was  made  of  golden 
and  white  silk  and  wool  mixture,  with  a  basket  ground  of  white 
with  golden  silk  design.  Very  handsome  indeed  it  looked,  with  its 
trimmings  of  white  lambswool.  1  saw  this  material  in  several  ex- 
quisite combinations,  and  also  some  exquisite  brocalette  chinees, 
with  chintz  flowers  on  different  grounds,  and  chine  grenadines, 
which  are  destined  to  hold  an  important  place  in  our  affections, 
While  looking  at  a  number  of  beautiful  passementeries,  and  in 
particular  at  the  embroidered  evening  tulles,  I  came  across  a 
double-faced  reversible  black  satin  and  its  qualities  seem  excellent. 
Both  silk  and  wool  poplin  gowns  will  be  worn  this  winter,  and 
a  simple  but  stylish  dress  of  the  latter  in  rich  claret  shade  had  a 
basque  bodice  and  vest  of  white  silk  poplin,  trimmed  with  bands 
of  }4 -inch  velvet,  arranged  in  zig-zag  fashion  down  it  in  two  lines, 
and  on  the  loose  fronts  were  some  handsome  jet  and  silk  orna- 
ments, with  a  satin  waistband  as  a  finish.  Altogether  novel,  too, 
were  the  sleeves,  which  fitting  to  the  armholes  were  slashed  with 
white  silk,  each  slashing  repeating  the  design  in  velvet  ribbon 
seen  on  the  vest. 

Shot  ribbed  cloths  and  checks  with  curl  effects  are  to  the  fore 
again  this  season,  but  neither  are  novelties  ;  in  fact,  as  far  as  I 
have  seen,  excepting  the  tinsel  and  wool  broches,  haidly  a  fabric 
can  be  described  as  absolutely  new,  and  some  thousands  of  pat- 
terns have  passed  through  my  hands. 

Canvas  ground  cloths  with  various  designs  in  silk  make  up  into 
stylish  gowns  for  those  who  are  no  longer  in  their  first  youth,  but 
they,  and  the  ottoman  ground  broches,  will,  I  think,  never  have  a 
large  following,  as  they  are  distinctly  old-looking.  Young  people 
will  affect  plain  cloths,  homespuns,  and  small  designs. 

Velvet,  as  a  trimming,  will  be  much  used.  One  of  the  prettiest 
dresses  I  have  come  across  this  week  is  made  in  a  green  silk  and 
wool  mixture,  the  design  being  small  and  straggling,  not  unlike  the 
water  in  moire  silk.  It  had  a  yoke  of  lemon  chine  taffetas,  from 
which  hung  a  series  of  deep  Vandykes  made  of  dark  green  velvet, 
and  edged  with  a  narrow  jet  insertion,  into  the  pattern  of  which 
macrame  threads  were  introduced  with  excellent  effect.  Underneath 
these  points  the  bodice  overhangs  a  black  satin  waistband.  The 
sleeves,  collar,  and  cuffs  are  of  velvet,  with  a  short  puff  of  the  ma- 
terial, while  the  plain  skirt  has  a  narrow  band  of  velvet  round  the 
hem,  surmounted  by  the  insertion.  Accompanying  this  stylish  gown 
was  a  large  green  felt  hat,  trimmed  with  three  black  velvet  bands 
round  the  crown,  yellow  chrysanthemums  on  the  brim,  and  four 
ostrich  plumes  at  the  left,  with  a  kind  of  velvet  as  a  finish  drawn 
through  a  lovely  pearl-jet  buckle. 

Capote  bonnets  are  again  fashionable.  They  are  trimmed  with 
velvet  bows  and  coque  and  ostrich  mounts,  so  as  to  give  breadth  to 
the  face.  White  felts  abound,  and  many  are  spotlessly  white 
trimmed  with  white  glace  ribbon,  and  either  white  wings  or  plumes. 
For  morning  wear  the  high  boat  shape  felts,  displaying  parrot  and 
black  bird  of  Paradise  mounts  as  a  termination  to  the  velvet  band, 
and  side  bow,  are  as  new  as  anything  to  be  seen. 

In  tailor-mades  I  can  recommend  a  suit,  the  skirt  of  which  is  of 
a  green  frieze  cloth  with  narrow  black  lines  forming  a  large  check, 
and  which  has  a  coat  of  green  doeskin,  and  a  double-breasted  waist- 
coat of  white  corduroy  velvet,  to  show  a  smart  red  silk  tie  and  spot- 
less linen  collar. 

Face  cloths  have  a  future  before  them,  and  for  coats  and  skirts, 
striped  Venetians  in  black  and  grey  and  claret,  and  black  combina- 


tions, reign  supreme,  though  for  those  tailors  who  can  afford  to  use 
them  new  doeskin  fancy  mixtures  are  particularly  smart.  Mixed 
cheviots,  in  reseda,  brown,  green,  red,  and  blue  shades,  friezes, 
homespun  mixtures  for  cycling  and  ordinary  wear  will  all  be 
popular. 

CANADIAN    COTTON    PRINTS. 

THIS  year  the  cotton  print  agreement  is  working  more  smooth- 
ly, and  it  is  understood  that  the  wholesale  trade  generally 
have  agreed  to  sell  strictly  up  to  the  schedule  of  prices.  One  large 
firm  in  Toronto,  said  to  be  Messrs.  John  Macdonald  &  Co.,  have 
not  signed  the  agreement.  The  principal  objection  last  season  was 
that  the  mills  sold  to  certain  large  retailers.  Now  jobbers  alone 
receive  the  goods,  and  agree  not  to  retail  them.  The  price  list  for 
the  spring  of  1897  is  as  follows  :

BRADFORD    VIEWS. 

Now  that  the  London  wool  sales  have  once  more  opened  it  is 
possible  to  ascertain  the  real  values  of  colonial  wools,  which,  owing 
to  the  absence  recently  of  continuous  transactions  of  moment,  has 
been  a  somewhat  difficult  matter  Fine  merino  wools  are  quoted 
from  par  to  5  per  cent,  down  from  the  end  of  the  previous  series  of 
sales,  but  it  must  not  be  assumed  that  there  is  a  decline  on  prices 
which  have  recently  been  ruling  in  this  market,  as  the  lowest  point 
reached  some  three  weeks  ago  was  fully  7 ]/z  per  cent  below  the 
rates  of  last  sales  and  none  of  the  wool  yet  purchased  at  the  present 
sales  could  be  made  up  into  tops  within  5  per  cent,  of  the  prices 
which  have  of  late  been  freely  accepted  here. 

Cross-bred  wools  have  never  shown  the  same  shrinkage  as  the 
finer  wools  between  the  sales,  and  there  appears  to  be  a  good  de- 
mand for  this  class  of  wool  at  practically  the  same  prices  which 
ruled  at  the  end  of  the  July  sales.  English  wools  have  not  yet 
shown  any  real  advance,  but  holders  here  are  encouraged  by  the 
fi  rm  rates  of  cross-breds  in  London,  and  are  not  at  all  anxious  to 
accept  the  low  prices  recently  ruling.  In  English  wools  of  a  lustrous 
character  there  has  been  a  better  demand  for  wethers,  which  are 
particularly  suitable  for  braid  yarn  purposes  — Drapery  World.

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COTTON   STILL    KING. 

Till.  REVIEW  had  an  interesting  chat  on  the  subject  of  cotton 
this  week  with  one  of  the  most  experienced  men  in  the  dry 
goods  trade.  He  pointed  out  the  improvement  in  the  prices  of 
cotton  abroad,  not  only  in  manufactured  lines,  but  also  the  raw 
material.  This  might  at  present  be  due  to  a  disappointment  in  the 
American  crop,  "but,"  he  continued,  "a  point  that  should  not  be 
forgotten  is  the  constant  demand  for  cotton  in  directions  where 
formerly  it  was  not  employed  as  a  material.  There  is  the  case  of 
cotton  blankets,  for  example,  in  which  a  large  trade  is  done." 

"Then,  cotton  is  also  used  in  many  of  the  strongest  threads, 
and  manufacturers  say  that  its  use  in  this  respect  has  been  found 
perfectly  satisfactory.  Ingenuity  has  been  taxed  to  suggest  many 
other  uses  for  cotton.  The  hard  times,  inducing  a  demand  for 
cheaper  fabrics,  has  brought  cotton  into  requisition  for  purposes 
hitherto  unthought  of  in  connection  with  this  matter.  In  silk  goods 
it  is  now  commonly  employed,  replacing  silk  to  a  certain  extent. 
In  tweeds,  flannels,  in  fact  these  very  flannelettes  the  prices  of 
which  are  causing  so  much  commotion  in  the  Canadian  trade,  cot- 
ton is  either  partly  or  wholly  the  material.  Now,  as  in  times  past, 
cotton  is  king."

IMPORT    DUTY    ON    COCOONS. 

A  campaign  has  been  commenced  in  the  silk-producing  depart- 
ments of  the  south  of  France  to  induce  the  Government  to  put  an 
import  duty  on  cocoons  and  raw  silk.  The  moment  is  considered 
a  favorable  one  to  obtain  this  favor,  as  protection  to  agriculture  is 
the  chief  article  in  the  programme  of  M.  Meline's  Ministry.  Co- 
coons are  already  protected  by  a  bounty  on  production,  but  silk 
producers  consider  it  insufficient,  as  raw  silk  is  on  the  free  list.  Any 
measure  to  raise  the  price  of  the  raw  material  would,  however,  be 


WINDOW    DRESSING. 

ONE  feature  of  the  liquidation  of  Hilton,  Hughes  &  Co.,  New 
York,  is  interesting  to  window  dressers.  The  late  A.  T. 
Stewart,  who  made  a  fortune  out  of  the  business,  never  dressed  his 
windows.  The  same  system  was  followed  by  his  successors.  It  is 
clear  that  the  methods  of  thirty  years  ago  will  not  do  to-day.  If 
Mr.  Stewart  had  lived  until  now  he  would  cither  have  reversed  his 
policy  in  this  respect,  or  made  up  for  it  by  some  other  line  of  enter- 
prise. The  fact  is  generally  admitted  by  the  best  dry  goods  men 
of  our  time  that  window  dressing  is  a  paying  investment.  In  the 
most  aristocratic  shopping  quarter  of  London — in  bond  street 
Regent  street  or  Oxford  street — the  window  displays  are  a  distinct 
feature  of  the  shops.  All  the  big  department  stores  in  Canada  and 
the  States  follow  the  same  course.  They  advertise  largely  also,  but 
do  not  on  this  account  neglect  their  windows. 

One  thing  at  a  time  is  a  good  motto  in  window  dressing,  as  in 
other  things.  Don't  attempt  too  much.  You  have  several  years 
ahead  of  you.  You  ought  to  change  your  window  every  week  at 
least.  If  you  do  this  you'll  soon  be  willing  to  pay  money  for  an 
idea.  Even  a  very  small  idea.  So  if  you  happen  to  have  several 
ideas,  either  about  one  line  or  several  lines,  don't  rush  them  all  in 
the  window  at  once.  Write  them  down  ;  they'll  keep.  Devote  the 
whole  window  to  one  line,  and  your  whole  energy  to  making  that 
the  best  display  which  ever  appeared  in  your  town.  Of  course, 
you'll  not  attain  to  your  ideal,  but  you  will  make  such  a  good  at- 
tempt at  it  that  increased  trade  will  result,  and  some  few  of  us  have 
such  an  end  in  view.

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NOTES     FOR     THE     TRADE. 

THIS  i^  what  .1  Liberal  contemporary  oi  The  Review  says: 
"  Aberdeen  check  i^  a  very  fashionable  cloth  these  days,  but 
there's  no  danger  of  Sir  Charles  Tupper  ever  wearing  one.  He  got 
an  Aberdeen  check  some  months  ago,  and  has  been  kicking  about 
it  ever  since." 

A  wholesale  house  in  Chicago  has  adapted  to  the  convenience 
of  modern  business  life  the  old  style  of  printing  in  the  margin  of  a 
book  a  digest  of  each  paragraph,  such  as  is  to  be  seen  in  "The 
Rime  of  the  Ancient  Mariner."  All  the  letters  passing  between 
the  house  and  the  factory  have  in  the  margin  opposite  each  para- 
graph a  summary  of  its  contents.  The  value  of  this  arrangement, 
in  answering  letters  or  in  referring  to  letters  which  have  been  fded, 
is  obvious. 


The  type  of  woman  who  worries  assistants  and  bins  little  or 
nothing  has  been  re-christened.  She  is  now  described  as  a 
'*  counter-irritant." 

The  steamer  Danube,  which  reached  Victoria,  B.C.,  a  few  days 
ago  from  northern  points,  carried  a  very  valuable  cargo,  among 
which  was  a  lot  of  about  ioo  bales  of  furs,  valued  at  about  £50,000, 
shipped  by  the  different  Hudson's  Bay  posts  in  the  interior,  and 
carried  to  Port  Simpson  by  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company's  steamer, 
Caledonia. 


A  London  editor,  who  used  to  live  in  Hamilton,  writes  thus  in 
his  paper  regarding  the  reported  intention  of  the  Sanford  Co.  to 
remove:  "The  reported  early  removal  of  the  Sanford  Manufac- 
turing Co.  from  Hamilton  to  Toronto  has  probably  a  good  deal  of 
truth  in  it,  for  the  reason  that  the  step  has  been  in  contempla- 
tion for  several  years  past.  The  company  employs  a  small  army 
of  work  people  who  would  probably  follow  it  to  Toronto  in  case 
it  should  be  decided  to  go  there.  Hamilton's  lack  of  proper  rail- 
way facilities  and  the  falling  off  in  the  number  of  out-of-town 
shoppers  are  the  chief  causes  of  complaint."  The  editor  is  mis- 
taken in  some  respects,  because  in  groceries  and  dry  goods  Ham- 
ilton continues  to  occupy  a  leading  place. 


Over  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  the  dry  goods  stores  are  said  to  be 
visited  regularly  by  a  dog  which  clears  out  any  stray  rats  around, 
and  then  departs.  "He  comes  in  here  often,"  said  one  of  the 
clerks.  "  Watch  him  run  behind  the  counters.  Pretty  soon  he'll 
make  a  dive  for  the  basement,  and  you  can  depend  upon  it  there 
will  be  four  or  five  dead  rats  there  pretty  soon.  The  dog's  a  daisy 
on  catching  rats,  though  perhaps  you  noticed  he's  not  a  thorough- 
bred. He's  a  smart-looking  dog,  though,  isn't  he?  I've  been  in 
other  stores,  and  the  clerks  have  noticed  that  he  comes  there  as 
regularly  as  he  does  here.  No  one  seems  to  know  who  he  belongs 
to  or  what  his  name  is.  He  doesn't  behave  to  have  a  name, 
either,  for  he  attends  strictly  to  his  business  of  catching  rats,  and 
when  he  thinks  he  has  caught  all  that  will  show  themselves  in  one 
store  while  he's  there  he  goes  to  another." 

The  big  retail  stores  in  United  States  cities  send  buyers  over  to 
Paris  in  August  to  get  the  latest  costumes.  An  English  authority 
considers  that  these  buyers  occasionally  get  taken  in.  "  This  class 
of  buyer,"  he  writes,  "  is  always  a  very  sharp  individual,  but  as  a 
rule  he  has  a  limited  knowledge  of  French,  barely  sufficient  to  say 
'  je  prong,'  and  to  calculate  the  amount  of  the  bargain  in  dollars. 
He  generally  wears  a  frock  coat,  of  which  he  buttons  the  top  button, 
keeps  one  hand  in  his  trousers  pocket,  and  never  removes  his  hat 
from  his  head,  and  he  is  always  accompanied  by  his  double,  who 
sits  beside  him  and  notes  the  purchases  in  a  black  book.  This 
book  has  a  particular  fascination  for  the  young  ladies,  and  possibly 


for  the  dressmaker,  as  oik  c  closed,  With  its  elastic  band  snapped 
around  it,  it  has  never  been  known  to  reopen  ;  the  skirt  may  be  of 
the  most  eccentric   make,   even    covered    with    embroideries,    the 

young  lady  may  walk  her  most  graceful  walk,  the  American  will 
not  be  tempted,  business  is  over.  Hut  with  all  his  sharpness  he  is 
nol  a  match  for  the  Parisian  couturier.  1  have  seen  the  veriest 
nightingales — the  technical  term  for  the  last  year's  goods — sold  to 
him  as  the  novelty  of  the  season  ;  the  intelligent  dressmaker  but 
adds  a  feu  spangles  here,  and  puts  a  puff  there,  and  the  trick  is 
done." 

Neepawa,  like  other  Manitoba  towns,  shows  constant  store  im- 
provements. Simpson  &  Co.,  furniture  and  upholstery,  have 
moved  into  a  fine  newr  building.  J.  J.  Wood  has  taken  the  vacant 
premises,  and  opened  out  in  men's  furnishings  Jas.  Mcintosh, 
tailor,  is  building  a  new  place  for  his  establishment. 


Messrs.  Wm.  S.  Case  and  K.  E.  Simpson,  for  many  years 
travelers  for  Robinson,  Little  &  Co.,  London,  have  rented  a  store 
in  Aylmer,  where  they  will  conduct  a  business  in  dry  goods  and 
ready-made  clothing.      They  are  bright  men  and  should  do  well. 

Mungo,  as  a  textile  word,  has  an  interesting  derivation.  The 
following  is  an  extract  from  an  address  by  Swire  Smith  before  the 
Ossett  Technical  School,  which  was  published  in  The  Wool  Manu- 
facturers' Bulletin:  "The  weary  and  perplexed  Dewsbury  opera- 
tive, on  one  occasion,  as  the  story  goes,  went  to  the  counting  house 
and  assured  his  employer,  who  was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  the 
shoddy  industry,  that  this  terrible  material  would  not  go  through 
the  machines.  'Oh,  Maister,'  said  he,  'it  winna  go.'  But  the 
employer,  with  a  will  like  iron,  that  no  resistance  could  break, 
grinding  his  teeth,  said,  '  Does  ta  say  it  winna  go,  but  I  say  it  mun 
go  ! '  And,  gentlemen,  it  did  go,  and  '  Mungo,'  for  thus  it  got  its 
name,  has  been  going  ever  since."

INTEREST  in  this  department  in<  reases  as  the  season  advances 
ami  the  trade  has  latch  been  rather  active.  Deliveries  have 
been  fairl)  well  accomplished,  and  though  the  volume  of  business 
lias  been  below  the  average  yet  an  encouraging  feature  is  that  the 
quality  of  goods  imported  lias  been  higher.  The  latter  fact  tends  to 
rather  reduce  the  value  of  turn-over  than  otherwise,  as  it  proves  the 
public  are  realizing  that  a  good  <,rlo\e  at,  say,  $i  or  $1.25  wears 
out  two  worth,  say,  25  per  rent.  less.  In  fact,  very  low  lines,  while 
always  finding  a  market,  do  not  now  excite  dealers,  though  offered 
at  prices  which  two  years  ago  would  have  done  so.  Good  German 
lamb  and  si  hmaschen,  however,  remain  firm  in  price,  in  spite  of 
the  recent  small  demand,  and  we  believe  that,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  makers'  prices  have  been  held  firm  all  along,  an  advance  will 
occur  with  a  revival  in  glove  trade  here  and  in  the  United  States. 
Meantime,  over-careful  buying  for  the  home  market  has  resulted 
in  a  decided  shortage  of  novelties  in  various  styles,  and  it  is 
doubtful  whether  jobbers  will  have  anything  other  than  ordinary 
staples  when  the  snow  flies. 

Samples  for  spring  are  now  being  prepared  ;  a  feature  will  be 
bicvele  gloves  with  perforated  palms  in  white  and  natural  suedes. 
Contrast  effects  in  glace  and  in  French  suedes  with  two  large  black 
and  gold  dome  fastners  will  be  in  order,  while  blacks  with  white 
points  in  glace  are  certain  to  be  required  this  winter  and  next  spring. 
Christmas  trade  must  be  anticipated  now  and  moderately  fancy 
effects  in  good  staple  lines  ought  to  be  looked  after. 


WILL    NOT    BE     DELAYED. 

A  serious  fire  occurred  last  week  in  the  premises  of  J.  Coristine 
&  Co.,  wholesale  hat  and  fur  merchants,  Montreal.  The  hat  fac- 
tory and  power  house  are  totally  destroyed.  The  loss  on  machinery 
and  stock  was  about  $30,000,  which  was  covered  by  insurance. 
The  fur  factory  was  slightly  damaged  by  smoke  and  water,  but  the 
loss  was  fully  covered  by  insurance.  As  this  is  about  the  time 
when  travelers  are  going  out  with  hat  samples  it  was  thought  the 
fire  would  delay  them,  but  Mr.  Coristine  said  to  The  Review  : 
"  You  can  tell  our  customers  that  it  will  not  ;  we  have  made  arrange- 
ments for  a  new  plant,  and  our  orders  will  be  filled  as  usual."

owned  by  Messrs.  Coats,  of  Paisley  and  elsewhere,  and  that  the 
managerand  assistant  manager  bear  the  English  names  of  Had- 
field  and  P.  J.Moore,  and  both  hail  from  Lancashire  —  Hadfield 
from  Preston  and  Mr.  Moore  from  Bolton.  Only  the  labor  is 
Russian.  It  is  believed  that  Mr.  Hadfield  will  be  decorated  by 
the  Russian  (Government. — Manchester  Correspondent.

At '( )K R l.sl'i  >\ l >ENT  to  Printers'  Ink  mentions  something  new 
in  the  advertising  line.  The  Columbia  bicycle  manufac- 
turers  take  a  full  page  in  many  of  the  papers.  Only  a  portion  of 
this  is  used  for  advertising  purposes.  The  remainder  of  the  space 
is  taken  up  with  the  latest  cycling  news.  If  the  idea  is  well  carried 
out  it  should  lead  to  good  results.  The  advertisement  will  be  news 
just  as  much  as  the  rest  of  the  page.  It  will  be  read  quite  as  dili- 
gently if  properly  written  and  should  yield  the  best  of  results.  He- 
sides,  if  the  news  space  is  properly  used,  there  is  the  moral  advan- 
I  having  the  name  of  the  firm  known  in  the  cycling  world  as 
the  means  of  obtaining  the  most  reliable  and  up-to-date  news. 
This  method  is  far  ahead  of  the  old  plan  of  sending  broadcast 
through  the  country  a  paper  made  up  of  news  and  advertising  com- 
bined. People  got  those  sheets  for  nothing  and  valued  them  at 
nothing.  In  the  case  of  the  Boston  firm,  however,  the  readers  pay 
for  their  paper  and  value  it.  Consequently  such  advertising  should 
pay. 


The  Drapers'  Record  says;   ••  The  business  that  is   not  advertised 
can  i  mi  along  for  a  rime.     So  can  a  dog  with  three  legs." 


A  paragraph  entitled  "  Keep  a  Stiff  Upper-Lip,"  appeared  in 
The  Dry  Goods  Review  two  issues  ago.  Along  the  same  line  is 
the  advice  an  old  man  gives  to  his  son  in  The  Detroit  Free  Press  . 
"  Ye  hev  ter  bear  lots  o' things  in  this  life.  But's  work  ez  counts. 
Remember  the  little  busy  bee.  He  jes'  keeps  a-workin'  an'  a- 
workin'  day  in  an_  day  out.  But  remember  that  he  don't  never 
'low  nobody  ter  sit  on  'im." 

What  Shylock  says  in  the  "  Merchant  of  Venice  "  applies  to  the 
advertising  of  to-day  :  "  You  take  my  house,  when  you  do  take  the 
prop  that  doth  sustain  my  house."  Take  away  the  advertising 
prop  and  the  whole  structure   is  insecure.     Though,  as  a  writer  in 


A  chance  customer  is  like  a  boy  with  jam.  He  tries  it.  If  his 
taste  is  suited,  not  even  fear  of  punishment  can  keep  him  from 
going  back  for  more.  This  is  the  way  a  chance  purchaser  becomes 
a  regular  customer. 


Don't  forget  that  people  are  not  as  much  interested  in  your  stock 
as  you  are.  They  are  not  going  out  of  their  way  to  find  out 
whether  you  have  what  they  want  or  not.  You  must  let  them 
know  that  you  have  the  very  things  they  need  if  you  want  to  have 
their  custom.  You  can't  blame  people  for  not  coming  to  you  for 
something  which  they  don't  know  you  have,  when  some  more 
enterprising  merchant  has  told  them  through  the  papers  and  in 
other  ways  that  he  has  the  very  thing  they  need.  I  suppose  there 
must  be  a  certain  satisfaction  in  saying  that  you  don't  believe  in 
advertising,  but  it  must  be  somewhat  marred  by  seeing  a  competi- 
tor who  advertises  judiciously,  gradually  forging  ahead.  Truly  the 
day  is  passed  when  a  successful  business  can  be  conducted  without 
a  free  use  of  printers'  ink.

Dull 
times  have  never  been  continuous,  and  never  can  he,  and  if  their 
duration    is  limited   they   must   he  followed  by   good  times. 

Comparatively  few  manufacturers,  wholesalers  and  retailers 
have  a  right  to  expect  business  of  continuous  equability. 

The  hrisk  selling  seasons  are  followed  by  depression,  due  to  the 
season,  and  to  known  and  unknown  influences. 

The  present  depression  in  business  is  from  a  lack  of  public  con- 
fidence, and  the  original  cause  for  this  condition  was  created  by 
the  very  people  who  object  to  it. 

Because  dull  times  have  usually  preceded  a  presidential  election, 
whether  there  be  cause  or  not,  people  have  learned  to  expect  a 
depression  every  four  years,  and  justifiably,  or  by  mere  coincidence, 
place  a  part  of  the  blame  upon  political  uncertainty. 

The  fundamental  bottom  of  all  depression,  except  that  due  to 
the  state  of  the  weather,  is  what  might  be  considered  an  unwilling 
willingness  on  the  part  of  business  men  in  general  to  assume  that 
the  times  are  bad,  and  to  continue  to  talk  bad  times. 

The  first  man  tells  the  second  man  that  times  are  bad,  and  the 
second  man,  although  enjoying  good  business,  is  given  the  incen- 
tive to  watch  for  bad  business,  and  that  which  a  man  expects  he 
frequently  receives,. or  imagines  he  does,  which  commercially  is  the 
same  thing. 

The  second  man,  who  was  not  thinking  of  bad  times,  begins  to 
stimulate  bad  times,  because  someone  told  him  to,  and  the  bad  he 
has  received  he  hands  to  the  next,  and  down  the  line  it  goes,  a 
breathing,  speaking  epidemic,  destroying  the  sufferer,  and  carrying 
the  disease  to  his  neighbor. 

There  are  reasons  for  business  depression,  and  political  un- 
certainty must  contribute  to  that  end. 

The  question  of  money,  and  the  unknown  complexion  of  a  com- 
ing Congress,  must  bear  its  bad  fruit  in  advance,  but  with  all  these 
existing  excuses,  and  even  valid  reasons,  the  most  of  the  hard  times 
owe  their  origin,  and  their  stimulation,  to  the  collective  influence  of 
the  many  individual  minds  which  talk  about,  and  seem  to  revel  in, 
the  discomfort  of  which  they  are  a  part. 

The  advertiser  begins  to  economize,  and  by  some  unknown 
method  of  unreasoning,  he  runs  the  knife  of  reduction  into  the  vitals 
oFhis  business. 

He  knows  that  he  depends  upon  outsiders  for  his  living,  and 
that  the  advertisement  is  the  connection  between  his  goods  and  the 
buyers  of  them,  and  yet  he  deliberately  weakens  that  connection, 
or  cuts  it  away  altogether. 

The  cutting  of  advertising  space  or  the  absence  of  the  advertise- 
ment is  documentary  evidence  that  the  advertiser  is  not  able  to  do 
a  good  business,  and  is  forced  by  conditions  or  by  his  own  fault  to 
reduce  expenses. 

Artificial  glitter  is  not  business,  but  the  appearance  of  business 
means  business. 

It  is  nobody's  business  how  poor  the  advertiser's  business  may 
be,  provided  he  attends  to  his  business  and  pays  his  bills,  and  he 
is  dishonest  to  himself  if  he  publicly  announces,  as  he  must  by  the 
cutting  of  his  advertising,  that  something  is  the  matter  with  him. 

In  dull  times,  more  than  in  good  times,  people  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  read,  and  they  do  read,  and  further  than  that  the  hard- 
time  growler,  between  his  growls,  fixes,  in  his  own  mind,  what  he 
will  do,  and  what  he  will  buy,  when  conditions  permit. 

When  a  man  can't  have  a  thing,  or  thinks  he  can't,  he  wants 
what  he  doesn't  get  more  than  when  he  can  have  it,  and  he  is  in  a 
receptive  mood,  when  advertising  can  reach  him  and  enter  him. 

Dull  time  advertising  is  profitable  because  it  is  a  sign  of  pros- 
perity, and  everybody    likes  to  buy  of  the  man- who  is  prosperous, 


fin   the   prosperous  man    is   generally    better   able   to   serve   his   cus- 
tomers. 

Dull  time  advertising  is  valuable  because  it  reaches  the  readers 
of  advertising  who  have  time  to  read,  and  who  will  be  the  buyers 
of  the  good  times  to  come. 


ART    DRAPERIES. 


The  demand  for  this  class  of  goods  is  decidedly  on  the  increase, 
stimulated,  no  doubt,  by  the  fall  "house-cleaning"  season.  The

HONORS    WON    BY    CANADIANS. 

THREE  young  Canadians  have  done  credit  to  their  country  and 
themselves  by  carrying  off  honors  in  the  Old  Country.  They 
are  the  the  Messrs.  Allen,  sons  of  Mr.  Joseph  Allen,  managing 
partner  of  the  British  American  Dyeing  Co.  In  1887,  J.  D  Allen, 
the  eldest  son,  entered  for  examination  in  the  theory,  practice  and 
chemistry  of  dyeing  at  Yorkshire  College,  Leeds,  England,  and 
came  out  first  of  all  competitors.  He  then  entered  at  the  City  and 
Guilds  of  London  Institute  and  again  came  out  first,  winning  the 
first  prize  and  silver  medal.  He  is  now  with  Messrs.  Jack  and  Rob- 
ertson in  charge  of  the  chemical  department.  The  second  son,  W. 
R.  Allen,  then  decided  to  follow  the  same  course,  and  his  history  in 
this  connection  is  almost  identical  with  that  of  his  elder  brother  at 
Yorkshire  College.  He  took  the  second  position,  being  very  con- 
siderably in  advance  of  the  third  man.  Immediately  after  his  ex- 
amination at  the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institute  he  returned  to 
Canada,  only  to  learn  that  he  had  won  the  first  prize  and  silver 
medal  and  also  the  Dyers'  and  Colorists'  Association  of  Great 
Britain  first  prize  of  £2.  He  remains  with  his  father  as  right-hand 
man.  Yet  a  third  son,  G.  Y.  Allen,  decided  to  follow  his  brothers, 
and  at  Yorkshire  College  he  won  first  prize  and  a  scholarship  of  the 
value  of  £20,  and  at  the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institute  he  won 
first  prize  and  silver  medal,  and  the  Dyers'  and  Colorists'  Associa- 
tion first  prize  of  £2.  He  is  about  returning  to  England  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  his  scholarship.  Each  of  these  young  men  commenced 
their  chemical*studies  at  Bishop's  College,  under  Professor  Donald, 
and  are  certainly  a  credit  to  their  Alma  Mater.

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CHANGES    IN    CHINA'S    SILK    TRADE. 

CHANGES  are  taking  place  in  the  China  silk  trade  which 
are  destined  to  have  a  very  important  effect  upon  the 
growth  of  the  fibre  in  Europe.  Of  late  years  the  number  of 
steam  filatures  in  Shanghai  for  silk  reeling  has  grown  very  rapid- 
ly, and  there  are  now  25  distinct  establishments,  against  two  or 
three  a  few  years  ago,  the  productive  capacity  being  1,866,000 
pounds  per  annum.  The  result  of  this  will  be  to  largely  increase 
the  output  of  China  silk.  The  native  method  is  to  reel  from 
the  fresh  cocoons,  and  this  must  be  done  between  the  time 
when  the  worm  has  finished  spinning  the  cocoon  and  when  the 
moth  would  be  hatched-about  ten  days.  The  period  cannot  be  ex- 
ceeded, as  the  moth  would  eat  its  way  out  and  the  cocoon  spoiled. 
The  natives,  therefore,  never  produced  more  cocoons  than  they 
could  reel  in  ten  days,  and  as  a  consequence  a  limit  was  put 
upon  the  output  of  silk  in  China.  All  this  has  been  altered  by 
the  establishment  of  steam  filatures,  while  the  cocoons  are  baked 
or  sun-dried  so  as  to  kill  the  moth,  so  that  reeling  practically 
goes  on  all  the  year  round.  The  filatures  buy  their  cocoons  in 
the  country  districts,  and  their  operations  must  greatly  increase 
the  production  of  China  silk,  with  what  results  upon  the  Euro- 
pean sericulturist  time  will  soon  show.  The  raw  silk  markets 
of  the  world  are  no  longer  controlled  by  the  European  crop, 
but  by  that  of  China  and  Japan,  and  the  probabilities  are  that, 
with  the  increased  production  promised,  in  the  future  silk  will 
be  cheaper  than  ever.  It  will  be  the  fault  of  the  silk  manufac- 
turers themselves  if,  with  this  fact  in  their  favor,  they  do  not 
succeed  in  enormously  increasing  the  consumption  of  silk 
fabrics. — Warehouseman  and  Draper. 


SALE    OF    TRIMMED     HATS. 

A  branch  of  the  millinery  trade  which  has  developed  along 
with  the  modern  department  store  is  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  the  trimmed  hat.  Just  as  ready-made  dresses,  waists, 
clothing,  underwear  and  shoes  are  taking  the  place  of  the  made- 
to-order  article,  so  is  the  trimmed  hat  growing  in  favor.  The 
increased  demand  for  such  goods  is  directly  traceable  to  the 
cry  for  something  cheap,  and  owing  to  the  excellent  values  to 
be  obtained  in  ready-trimmed  millinery,  general  merchants  all 
over  the  country  find  such  profitable  lines  to  handle. — Chicago 
I).  G.  Reporter.

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TARIFF  CHANGES

THE    BRITISH    IDEA    OF    PROFIT. 

"f  1  7E  have  shown  that  the  British  merchant's  idea  is  to  make 
V  V  a  good  profit.  He  is  not  eager  to  sell  goods,  unless  there 
is  a  profit  in  the  transaction.  With  us  the  idea  seems  to  be  to  clear 
out  the  goods  at  any  price,  as  long  as  they  go,  and  let  reckoning 
day  take  care  of  itself.  This  is  all  wrong.  It  means — ultimately 
— insolvency.  You  cannot  long  sustain  a  business  where  adequate 
profits  are  not  the  rule. 

The  British  merchant  tickets  his  bargains  in  the  window,  but 
when  the  customer  is  attracted  inside  the  best-priced  goods  are 
shown,  and,  unless  the  customer  specially  asks  for  the  bargain  line 
exhibited  in  the  window,  he  never  sees  it  at  all.  Here  the  policy 
is  to  push  the  cheap  lots,  and  little  effort  is  made  to  cultivate  the 
demand  for  superior  grades.  Our  advertisements  literally  shriek 
with  talk  of  "  sacrifice,"   "  below  cost,"  and  all  the  rest  of  it.    The 


customer's  ideas  of  value  are  utterly  demoralized  by  this  kind  of 
thing.      And  trade  suffers. 

Now,  remember  this,  heavy  reduction  in  price  affects  the  people 
who  make  the  goods.  These  people — artisans,  workmen,  etc. — 
are  the  customers  of  the  retail  merchants,  so  that  cutting  into  their 
share  of  the  profits  of  labor  tends  directly  to  the  impoverishment  of 
the  merchant's  customers.  What  you  call  a  "snap,"  therefore, 
gets  back,  in  the  long  run,  to  the  injury  of  the  very  class  of  people 
you  sell  to. 

No  business  without  a  profit  ;  that  is  the  British  idea,  and  it 
ought  to  prevail  here. 


INSURANCE  RATES  IN    NEW  TOWNS. 

ONE  of  the  things  that  handicap  a  merchant  in  a  new  town — 
and  in  some  old  towns,  too — is  high  insurance  rates.  Fire 
protection  is  poor  often  in  these  new  settlements,  and  the  merchant 
must  pay  a  big  premium  for  an  insurance  policy,  if  he  gets  one  at 
all. 

In  cases  where  there  are  practically  no  municipal  appliances  to 
put  out  fires  it  is  hard  for  a  merchant  to  get  insured.  This  affects 
his  buying  opportunities,  as  wholesalers  are  naturally  unwilling  to 
send  goods  into  a  town  on  credit  when,  no  matter  how  good  a  mer- 
chant is  individually,  the  chances  of  his  stock  being  destroyed  are 
many. 

A  common  thing  in  the  history  of  a  new  town  is  poetically 
termed  "  a  baptism  of  fire."  But  there  is  no  poetry  about  the 
reality.  A  bad  fire  wipes  out  stocks,  disarranges  trade,  often  ruins 
individual  merchants  and  destroys  outside  confidence  in  a  thriving 
new  place. 

This  should  be  avoided,  and  our  advice  to  merchants  is  to 
press  for  fire  protection  from  the  local  authorities  the  very  first 
thing.  You  want  to  see  nice  residences  and  substantial  men  settle 
in  your  locality.  Who  will  erect  solid  structures  when  their  lia- 
bility to  be  destroyed  by  fire  without  insurance  is  so  imminent  ?  A 
rushing  temporary  trade  can  no  doubt  be  done  in  a  wooden  shanty 
with  a  cellar  for  a  storehouse,  but  in  settlements  like  our  new  min- 
ing districts  the  local  merchant  should  aim  at  a  permanent  business. 
Efficient  facilities  for  putting  out  fires  is  a  big  factor  in  this  and  must 
not  be  neglected. 
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THE  PRESENT  DRESS  GOODS  TRADE. 

WHOLESALERS  saj  of  the  dress  goods  trade  for  1896  thai  it 
has  been  phenomenal  in  the  demand  for  fancies,  a  leading 
feature  being  the  large  sale  of  boucles,  which,  though  not  a  material 

wearing  very  well  and  not  especially  adapted  to  this  climate,  are  in 
demand  right  up  to  the  present.  An  Ottawa  house  which  does  a 
large  local  dress  goods  trade  has  just  placed  an  order  for  a  quantity 
of  this  class  of  fabrics,  and  thinks  that  for  present  trade  they  are 
about  right. 

The  demand  for  Canadian  tweeds  in  wide  widths  is  also  good. 
The  patterns  are  up-to-date  this  season,  and  the  material  is  well 
adapted  to  our  autumn  and  winter  weather.  They  are  reasonable 
in  price.  In  plaids  there  are  some  excellent  French,  German  and 
Scotch  goods  in  the  market,  though  some  retailers  hesitate  about 
buying  just  now.  The  silk  over  checks,  however,  are  good  pro- 
perty, and  a  large  city  dealer  reports  that  plaids  are  all  right  as  far 
as  his  trade  is  concerned. 

In  mantle  cloths  a  good  demand  is  reported  for  curls,  both  in 
black  and  scarlet,  and  the  nigger-head  effects  in  assorted  colors — 
browns,  blues  and  yellows  mixed.  Plain  beaver  mantlings  in  black 
and  fawn  colors  are  good,  and  a  steady  trade  is  done  in  golf  cloak- 
ings.  The  latter  suit  any  style  of  sleeve,  and  the  class  of  people 
who  can  wear  them  is  large. 

For  spring  bright  effects  are  certain  to  prevail.  This  is  con- 
firmed by  reports  of  Canadian  buyers  just  back  from  Europe,  and 
is  accepted  both  in  England  and  on  the  continent.  The  Bradford 
correspondent  of  The  Drapers'  Record,  for  instance,  says:  "The 
great  run  for  spring  seems  likely  to  be  for  the  various  fancy  styles 
of  the  silk  order,  and  for  the  beautifully  tinted  mixture  costume 
cloths  which  are  now  being  so  successfully  made  and  finished  here. 
Some  mohairs  and  some  crepons  will,  no  doubt,  be  wanted,  but  up 
to  now  most  buyers  are  pinning  their  faith  on  the  classes  of  goods 
above  mentioned."  Canadian  purchases  have,  we  learn,  been 
moderate  owing  to  present  conditions,  they  having  followed  the 
general  policy  now  prevailing.  There  will,  however,  be  some  ex- 
cellent stuff  shown  for  spring  in  this  market,  and  with  reviving 
business  in  the  States,  it  would  be  strange  if  Canada  has  not  a  first- 
class  trade. 

EXHIBITS    OF    DRY    GOODS. 

OUR  Government  has  received  a  communication  from  the 
Imperial  authorities  regarding  the  Belgian  Exhibition,  and 
the  propriety  of  Canada  sending  an  exhibit  there.  Every  Canadian 
realizes  the  advantage  of  advertising  this  country  and  its  products 
abroad.  All  are  united  on  this  point.  Whether  exhibits  at  Inter- 
national Expositions  are  in  all  cases  the  best  means  is  another 
question  about  which  the  Bradford  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  a 
decided  opinion.  At  least,  certain  kinds  of  goods  are  not  benefited 
thereby. 

The  Bradford  Chamber  held  a  meeting  last  month  to  discuss  the 
matter  of  an  exhibit  of  dress  goods  at  Brussels.  The  manufacturers 
mostly  stayed  away  from  the  meeting,  and  the  subject  dropped. 
The  president  of  the  Chamber,  Mr.  Duncan,  supported  the  idea, 
and  so  did  some  other  members.  The  views  of  those 
opposed  to   the     idea    seemed    to   prevail.      One   of  these,    Mr. 


II.  I).  Sichel,  went  into  the  general  utility  of  dry  goods 
exhibits,  and,  as  reported  in  The  Drapery  World,  said  : 
"He  believed  that  at  an  exhibition  the  people  who  lingered  in 
front  of  the  glass  case  wherein  the  Bradford  goods  were  stored 
were  not  the  people  who  dealt  in  those  goods.  They  were  merely 
casual  sightseers,  to  whom  the  goods  conveyed  no  meaning.  He 
attached  no  importance  to  the  old  impression  that  an  exhibit  of 
Bradford  goods  would  simply  educate  the  foreigner.  The  foreign 
manufacturer  was  sufficiently  educated  to  be  able  to  make  his 
own  goods,  and  the  boot,  if  anything,  was  on  the  other  leg.  He 
saw  no  harm  whatever  in  Bradford  combining  to  form  a  good 
exhibit  of  its  own,  but  he  failed  to  see  how  any  good,  either  direct 
or  indirect,  would  accrue.  They  might  have  an  exhibit  in  a 
glass  case,  consisting  of  goods,  either  in  rolls  or  made  up  into 
dresses  as  in  a  draper's  window,  but  the  persons  who  would 
linger  before  that  case,  without  a  chance  of  feeling  or  handling 
the  goods,  were  not  the  persons  whose  trade  came  to  Bradford." 
This  bears  out  the  opinion,  often  expressed,  of  The  Dry 
Goods  Review,  that  manufacturers  should  reach  the  trade. 
Whatever  else  they  do,  that  one  thing  they  should  attend  to. 
Even  when  they  don't  sell  direct  to  the  trade,  the  men  who  sell 
the  <roods  to  the  consumer  are  the  men  to  reach. 


MINING  EXPANSION  BRINGS  TRADE. 

rPHERE  has  been  a  pretty  large  investment  in  British  Columbia 
1  and  Rainy  River  mining  enterprises  by  Ontario  merchants. 
Many  have  doubtless  gone  in  for  small  sums.  This,  we  hear,  has 
stimulated  trade  quite  a  bit  by  money  going  forward  into  the  dis- 
tricts named  in  the  shape  of  goods.  This  is  all  right.  Anything 
legitimate  that  stimulates  trade  is  satisfactory.  It  is  not  our  pro- 
vince to  advise  our  readers  about  mining  investments.  One  word, 
however,  as  to  the  general  policy  may  be  said.  No  merchant  should 
invest  money  that  ought  to  go  into  his  business.  If  he  has  a  sur- 
plus over  the  requirements  for  that  purpose  he  can  do  what  he  likes 
with  it.  Everyone  in  Canada  has  a  direct  interest  in  developing 
the  rich  gold  fields  of  the  country.  Nothing  is  gained  by  a  few  men, 
perhaps  foreigners,  making  millions  and  spending  the  money  out  of 
Canada.  But  the  enlargement  of  the  actual  mining  population  is 
what  we  all  want :  men  who  work  in  the  mines,  who  eat,  who  wear 
clothes.  The  mills,  the  jobbers,  the  merchants,  the  farmers,  the 
factory  hands,  all  benefit  from  enlarged  development  of  this  kind. 
And  when  all  these  benefit  who  else  need  we  consider  ? 


THE  PRICE  OF    WOOL. 

THERE  is  some  speculation  as  to  why  the  wool  market  is  so 
firm.  Stocks  in  Yorkshire  are  supposed  to  be  large,  and  it  is 
believed  that  cancels  from  the  United  States  have  been  extensive. 
During  the  last  six  months  imports  via  New  York  have  been 
smaller,  and  it  is  claimed  that  American  jobbers  are  well  stocked, 
though  the  retailers  are  not.  Vet  prices  on  all  but  lower  grades 
have  been  maintained  at  the  London  wool  sales,  and  the  outlook 
for  spring  is,  therefore,  not  is  the  direction  of  lower  prices.  The 
whole  situation  would  seem  to  show  that  there  is  no  over-supply 
in  raw  material.

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FLANNELETTES--A  RETROSPECT. 

THE  price-war  is  over,  for  the  present.  Both  the  Parks  mill 
and  the  Canadian  Company  have  withdrawn  their  32-inch 
makes  from  the  market.  Jobbers  complain  that  orders  placed  are 
not  beint;  filled,  and  retailers,  in  turn,  are  lacking  supplies  to  meet 
the  demand  created  by  the  flurry  in  prices. 

Now  that  the  whole  thing  is  over,  who  has  benefitted  ?  We 
cannot  find  that  anyone  has.  When  the  absurd  break  to  5  cents 
took  place,  the  jobbers  cut  prices  all  round  and  the  big  department 
stores  in  cities  promptly  followed  suit,  so  that  not  one  branch  of  the 
trade — the  mills,  the  jobbers,  or  the  retailers — got  any  profit  out  of 
the  transaction.  The  cut  worked  evil  to  all  concerned.  Just  as 
surely  as  the  man  who  plunges  wildly  into  a  debauch  wakes  up 
next  morning  with  a  racking  headache,  so  the  trade  of  the  country 
are  feeling  the  wholly  evil  effects  of  this  latest  commercial  jam- 
boree. Men  who  believe  in  doing  business  on  a  sound  basis  must 
be  heartily  sick  of  this  affair.  It  bears  every  appearance  of  an 
attempt  to  force  Wm.  Parks  &  Son  out  of  the  manufacture  of  flan- 
nelettes, and  it  has  failed,  as  such  a  selfish,  reckless  and  short- 
sighted policy  deserved  to  fail.  It  has  done  harm  to  the  stability 
of  domestic  manufacture  and  will  not,  rest  assured,  escape  the  lynx 
eyes  of  the  Ministers  now  about  to  visit  sections  of  the  country  on 
a  tariff  enquiry. 

A  retail  reader  of  The  Review  wishes  to  know  if  this  paper  is 
specially  concerned  to  keep  up  prices.  We  will  tell  him.  This 
paper  desires  to  see  a  legitimate  profit.  That  is  the  only  true  busi- 
ness principle — not  an  extortionate  profit  (no  one  gets  that  nowa- 
days), but  a  reasonable,  living  profit.  This  paper  pins  its  faith  to 
that  rule,  and  applies  it  equally  to  one,  as  to  another,  branch  of 
trade.  It  will  not  do  to  preach  the  doctrine  to  a  retailer  and  not  to 
a  manufacturer.  What  is  sauce  for  the  goose  is  sauce  for  the 
gander,  says  the  proverb,  and  in  this  case  the  trouble  has  been 
caused  by  a  wilful  neglect  of  a  wholesome  principle  of  business. 


THE    TARIFF. 

IT  is  not  the  province  of  The  Dry  Coons  Review  to  take  sides 
on  the  tariff  issue — that  is,  between  free  trade  and  protection. 
We  leave  that  to  the  party  papers.  The  readers  of  this  journal 
from  Nova  Scotia  to  British  Columbia  get  their  politics  from  other 
sources. 

There  are  several  points  in  the  proposed  new  tariff,  however, 
which  interest  the  trade  as  a  business  community  and  may  legiti- 
mately be  discussed.  The  first  is  that  the  date  of  the  changes 
should  be  fixed  about  July  1st  so  as  to  avoid  disarranging  the  spring 
trade,  both  wholesale  and  retail.  That  we  have  already  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Government,  as  have  one  or  two  boards  of 
trade  also.  Sir  Charles  Tupper,  at  the  Conservative  convention  in 
Toronto,  October  27,  referred  to  the  interviews  with  business  men 
in  The  Dry  Goods  Review,  and  assented,  generally,  to  their 
point  of  view.  The  Government  is  naturally  more  reticent  than  an 
Opposition  requires  to  be,  but  we  hope  to  hear  from  the  Ministers, 
shortly,  an  announcement  that  they  too  recognize  the  propriety  and 
justice  of  a  fixed  date  in  June  or  July  for  the  changes. 

Another  point  is  the  nature  of  the  revision.  It  cannot  be  a 
radical  one.  The  country  needs  a  revenue,  and  the  tariff  provides 
520,000,000  of  it  yearly.      Xo  one  wants  to  dislocate  trade.      Even 


Mr.  Caldecott,  of  Toronto,  an  uncompromising,  perhaps  the  most 
advanced,  advocate  of  the  free  trade  theoi  \ ,  recognizes  the  pru- 
dence of  a  moderate  measure.  There  are  also  the  domestic  indus- 
tries which  deserve,  and  will  doubtless  receive,  the  greatest  con- 
sideration. This  journal  has  readers  in  all  the  towns  of  the  country 
where  mills  are  situated,  and  knows  from  personal  opinions  priv- 
ately conveyed,  that  no  policy  which  would  shut  down  the  mills 
would  be  acceptable.  We  believe  the  Government  sees  this,  and 
will  act  with  sense  and  discretion.  Our  industries  are  a  vital  part 
of  the  Canadian  commercial  system,  and  any  policy  that  ignored 
them  or  ruined  them  would  be  little  short  of  criminal.  We  do  not 
anticipate  any  such,  and  need  not  grow  excited  about  what  may 
never  happen.  It's  a  good  rule  for  a  man  not  to  jump  a  fence  till 
he  comes  to  it. 

The  third  point  is  quite  as  important  as  the  others.  The  tariff 
when  decided  upon,  must  be  fairly  and  sensibly  administered. 
Any  tariff  tyrannically  administered  becomes  oppressive.  The 
importers  must  not  be  treated  as  so  many  robbers.  In  an  anxiety 
to  get  revenue,  there  should  be  no  attempt  to  fleece  the  importer  by 
every  possible  exaction,  just  as  if  he  were  a  sheep  about  to  be  sheared. 
Once  adopted  by  Parliament,  the  tariff  should  not  be  administered 
in  any  party  spirit.  Before  adoption,  it  should  not  be  framed  under 
the  influence  of  ward  politicians  who  want  to  get  a  ' '  whack  ' '  at 
this  industry  or  that. 

The  whole  revision,  from  start  to  finish,  must  be  honestly  and 
wisely  conducted.  We  merchants  are  not  all  hide-bound  party 
men.  Party  ties  are  not  as  strong  as  they  were  ten  or  fifteen  years 
ago.  We  want  honest,  economical  government  and  are  going  to 
have  it,  or  know  the  reason  why.  There  has  been  too  much  hum- 
bug in  politics,  federal  and  provincial,  the  last  thirty  years. 

The  new  Government  has  a  chance  before  it,  in  the  tariff  issue, 
to  do  good  work  ;  to  ignore  the  wire-pullers  and  take  a  broad  view 
of  a  national  business  question. 


WE    BLUSH. 

One  of  the  buyers  just  returned  from  the  English  market  says  he 
heard  The  Canadian  Dry  Goods  Review  referred  to  several 
times  while  there.  It  was  always  spoken  of  favorably  as  a  good 
up-to-date  business-like  paper. 


RICHES    WELL     EMPLOYED. 

IE  a  man  makes  a  fortune  he  should  use  it  well.  By  doing  so 
he  strengthens  the  position  of  capital,  which  is  apt  to  be  looked 
on  with  a  jealous  eye  by  the  crowd.  One  of  the  menacing  features 
of  the  struggle  in  the  United  States  is  the  fierce  onslaught  by  the 
mob  on  the  propertied  class.  The  rich  man,  therefore,  who  re- 
moves this  feeling  of  suspicion  and  dislike  by  showing  that  he  can 
generously  devote  part  of  his  surplus  to  the  common  good  performs 
a  real  service  to  the  state.  He  helps  to  assuage  envy,  to  encourage 
benevolence  and  to  give  riches  a  better  name  in  the  community. 
Mr.  A.  F.  Gault's  unobtrusive  yet  princely  gifts  to  the  educational 
institution  of  his  church  at  Montreal  come  under  this  classification. 
There  ought  to  be  no  reason  for  the  bitter  carping  at  well-off  men 
•  which  is  so  prevalent  nowadays.  If  all  capitalists  had  the  same 
reputation  for  integrity  and  kindliness  which  Mr.  Gault  has  ac- 
quired during  a  long  and  arduous  career,  there  would  be  far  less 
hostility  to  wealth  among  the  democracy  than  there  is. 
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AN    IMPORTANT   PRECEDENT. 

A  REPRESENTATIVE  of  The  Dry  Goods  Review  met  Mr. 
Petter,  of  the  firm  of  Peek,  Frean  &Co. ,  London,  England, 
one  of  the  largest  biscuit  manufacturing  concerns  in  the  world,  and 
which  does  a  trade  in  every  part  of  the  globe.  Mr.  Petter  has  for 
the  last  forty  years  been  a  frequent  visitor  to  the  colonies  and  foreign 
countries  in  the  interests  of  the  firm.  Speaking  of  the  probable 
changes  in  duties,  he  referred  to  his  experience  in  New  South 
Wales  in   1887  when  many  articles  were  placed  on  the  free  list. 

He  says  that  the  Parliament  of  that  colony  passed  a  tariff  agreeing 
to  place  a  large  number  of  goods  on  the  free  list.  The  Government 
made  an  announcement  in  March,  he  thinks,  that  the  new  tariff  would 
come  into  operation  in  the  following  August.  In  other  words,  they 
gave  six  months  notice  of  the  changes  that  would  be  made  in  the 
tariff  This  is  what  the  Canadian  importers  are  asking  the  Dominion 
Government  to  do. 

The  Government  has  made  no  announcement,  but  friends  of  the 
party  in  power  apologize  for  them  by  saying  that  there  is  no  precedent 
for  such  a  course,  and  that,  therefore,  they  cannot  do  so.  Here,  then, 
is  an  excellent  precedent  for  them  to  follow.  Mr.  Petter  says  he 
arrived  in  New  South  Wales  late  in  June,  and  found  all  the  mer- 
chants there  had  a  list  of  the  articles  which  would  be  admitted 
free  of  duty,  or  on  which  the  t  riff  would  be  reduced  in  August, 
and  business  men  were  prepared  for  the  change.  They  made  their 
arrangements  beforehand.  It  was  fair  to  every  one.  None  of 
them  lost  money  by  being  caught  with  a  heavy  stock  of  goods 
brought  in  at  high  tariff,  and  the  course  of  business  was  not  inter- 
fered with  in  any  way. 


RETAIL    ADVERTISING. 

A  whetstone  gives  an  edge  but  cannot  cut.  Yet  the  whetstone 
is  necessary.  It  is  the  same  thing  in  business.  Advertising  facili- 
tates sales,  but  seldom  sells  goods  itself.  Yet  advertising  is  neces- 
sary. Many  things  are  necessary  to  make  sales.  The  goods  must 
be  of  the  right  sort.  They  must  be  effectively,  displayed.  They 
must  be  judiciously  advertised.  They  must  be  in  the  hands  of  good 
salesmen.  Neglect  any  one  of  these  and  the  tie  which  binds  the 
customer  to  the  merchant  is  weakened.  Of  course,  you  can  do 
business  without  advertising  ;  but  you  have  about  as  much  chance 
of  ultimate  success  as  the  farmer  who  insists  on  cutting  his  grain 
with  the  old-time  reaping  hook. 


SPRING    IDEAS. 

The  buyers  who  have  been  over  on  the  European  markets  forthe 
last  month  are  now  returning.  Among  the  things  they  bring  back 
with  them  are  the  latest  ideas  about  the  goods  to  be  used  in  spring. 
All  bright  stuffs  will  be  fashionable,  as  will  also  silk  and  wool 
effects.  For  early  spring  wear  for  ladies  the  tweed  effect  will  be 
much  worn.  Fancy  boucles  will  hold  their  own  and  be  quite  the 
thing.  Braid  will  be  much  worn  this  spring.  The  principal  braid 
manufactories  are  in  Germany  where  mohair  is  being  sent  in  large 
quantities.  The  demand  in  this  direction  is  likely  to  influence  the 
price  of  mohair. 

It  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  Bradford  manufactories  are  more 
than  holding  their  own  against  the  Germans.    In  late  years  much  has 


been  said  about  the  German  houses  beating  out  the  Fnglish  manu- 
facturers, even  in  their  own  markets.  Canadians  generally,  and 
dry  goods  men  in  particular,  arc  interested  in  hearing  from  a  reli- 
able source  that  the  tide  has  turned  and  that  the  Fnglish  manufac- 
turers are  turning  out  goods  which  can  compete  with  the  greatest 
success  against  the  productions  of  any  other  country. 


FAST    FREIGHT    FOR    CANADA. 

Says  the  Manchester  correspondent  of  The  London  Drapers' 
Record  :  "I  have  of  late  been  making  enquiries  into  the  method  of 
despatching  urgent  goods  for  Canada,  and  find  that  large  quantities 
are  now  sent  by  the  fast  New  York  boats.  For  instance,  last  week 
there  were  shipped  for  Toronto,  via  Liverpool  and  New  York,  2 
packages  of  cotton  goods,  3  packages  of  lace,  and  4  packages  of 
silks  ;  while  for  London,  Ont. ,  there  left  one  package  each  of 
hosiery,  lace  and  cottons,  besides  consignments  for  Hamilton." 
This  is  a  valuable  piece  of  information.  A  Canadian  fast  line  must 
be  as  fast — for  freight — as  the  New  York  boats.  Otherwise  it  can- 
not successfully  compete. 


M'KINLEY'S    ELECTION. 

The  Republican  victory  will  have  certain  immediate  effects. 
These  are  of  vast  concern  to  Canadian  merchants.  Some  of  them 
may  be  : 

A  revival  of  trade  across  the  border  and,  therefore,  more  de- 
mand for  Canadian  products,   such  as  lumber,  farm  stuff,  fish,  etc. 

A  renewal  of  confidence  amongst  the  owners  of  capital,  and 
therefore  activity  in  investments,  new  factories,  etc. 

A  tendency  towards  firm  prices,  perhaps  higher  prices,  the  world 
over,  as  the  United  States  are  a  big  factor  among  the  family  of  com- 
mercial nations. 

There  are  other  possible  effects,  such  as  a  higher  tariff  on  Can- 
adian products,  a  possible  treaty  with  Canada,  which  we  need  not 
consider,  since  they  are  far  off. 

The  present  results  will  be  a  hopeful  and  healthy  stimulus  to 
trade. 


EXPECTED    ADVANCE    IN    COTTONS. 

As  The  Review  is  in  the  press  report  comes  of  an  expected 
meeting  of  both  the  Dominion  Cotton  Co.  and  the  Merchants' 
Cotton  Co.,  with  the  intention  of  advancing  prices  of  grey  cottons 
and  sheetings  in  this  market,  owing  to  the  result  of  the  American 
elections. 

DIRTY    BANK    BILLS. 

A"  MANAGER  "  writes  to  The  Montreal  Gazette:  "Last 
week,  owing  to  the  absence  of  our  superintendent,  I  had  oc- 
casion to  handle  a  considerable  sum  of  money  in  paying  wages. 
The  amount  in  question  had  been  received  from  one  of  our  leading 
banks  a  few  hours  previous  to  its  reaching  my  hands,  and  amongst 
other  packets  was  one  hundred  Si  and  S2  Dominion  notes.  These 
packets,  which  were  of  a  brown  tobacco  color,  emitted  an  odor 
which  would  indicate  there  was  Dominion  money  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, even  though  a  man  might  be  blind,  and  were  so  filthy  as  to 
make  it  almost  dangerous  to  handle  them,  as,  in  my  opinion,  in- 
fection is  carried  through  this  medium  under  the  present  system  to 
a  very  large  extent.  I  would  be  glad  to  be  informed  whether  this 
is  a  result  of  carelessness  on  the  part  of  our  bankers,  or   if  there  is 
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any  other  reason  for  this  most  disgraceful  state  of  affairs.  Surely 
the  Department  of  Finance  must  realize  that  the  better  the  currency 
that  is  put  in  circulation  the  more  anxious  the  people  will  be  to  get 
it,  and,  therefore,  the  larger  circulation  this  money  will  have." 

This  matter  has  already  been  ventilated  in  The  Dry  Goods  Re- 
view, and  merchants  ought  to  enter  a  vigorous  protest  through  their 
local  M.  P.  It  is  well-known  that  where  Government  notes  are  returned 
to  the  Receiver-General's  offices  in  the  various  cities,  in  the  regular 
way,  they  are  allowed  to  go  out  again  dirty.  Unless  absolutely  in 
tatters  thev  are  not  destroved  bv  the  Dominion  officials. 


THE    ENGLISH  SILK    INDUSTRY. 

A  RECENT  meeting  of  the  English  Silk  Association  drew  forth 
some  hopeful  remarks  regarding  the  future  of  that  industry, 
which  has  suffered  from  decline  of  late  years.  A  correspondent  of 
The  Dundee,  Scot.,  Advertiser  has  been  visiting  the  English  silk 
districts,  and  thus  writes  of  the  Cheshire  and  Staffordshire  silk 
group  : 

In  Macclesfield  and  Leek  Queen  sink  reigns  supreme,  and  in 
Congleton,  although  it  has  declined  greatly,  its  position  is  still  im- 
portant. The  power  loom  exists,  of  course,  but  there  is  a  peculiar 
interest  attached  to  silk  in  that  the  hand  loom  still  lingers,  not  only 
in  the  factory,  but  in  the  weavers'  "  garrets  "  at  home.  In  Maccles- 
field there  are  probably  a  couple  of  thousand  hand  looms,  and 
•scattered  over  the  surrounding  portion  of  the  fertile  plain  of 
Cheshire  there  exist  little  communities  of  weavers  at  Prestbury, 
Woodford  and  Hazel  Grove.  Eight  miles  from  Macclesfield  lies 
Congleton. 

The  staple  trade  of  Macclesfield  is  the  throwing  and  weaving  of 
silk  goods.  Thi ;  is  no  place  for  elementary  technical  details,  but 
it  may  briefly  be  mentioned  that  "throwing"  is  the  process  by 
which  the  silk,  reeled  from  the  cocoon,  is  prepared  for  the  loom. 
The  throwing  branch  of  the  trade  suffers  more  keenly  from  foreign 
competition  than  that  of  weaving,  the  cheap  Italian  and  other  for- 
eign goods  arriving  in  this  country  in  large  quantities.  There  have 
been  times  in  the  recent  history  of  the  trade  when  English 
"  throwns,"  as  they  are  called,  could  have  been  bought  for  the 
value  of  the  raw  material,  plus  the  cost  of  the  labor,  without  any 
margin  for  profit,  and  although  matters  are  not  so  bad  as  that  just 
now,  the  trade  is  capable  of  improvement.  A  glance  at  the  statis- 
tics bearing  on  the  subject  of  the  fluctuations  in  the  silk  trade  since 
the  French  Treaty  may  easily  deceive  outsiders,  and,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  figures  have  been  the  cause  of  most  misleading  inferences 
in  the  London  press  during  recent  references  to  the  Spitalfields 
trade  and  the  absurd  attempt  to  revive  it  by  inducing  the  Prince  of 
Wales  to  wear  figured  silk  waistcoats. 

I  have  before  me  a  series  of  silk  brokers'  circulars  from  185 1 
to  the  present  time.  They  show  that  44  years  ago  we  imported 
46,000  bales  of  silk,  and  that  from  1853  to  1863  the  quantity  was 
never  less  than  54,000  bales,  while  the  average  was  a  good  deal 
higher,  the  figures  in  1857  being  1 12,700  bales.  Of  late  years  the 
figure  has  been  as  low  as  1  5,600  bales.  To  put  it  another  way,  in 
1862  the  raw  silk  imports  were  10,295,000  lbs.,  and  last  year  they 
had  fallen  to  1,585,000  lbs.  What  is  the  cause  of  this  remarkable 
decline?  Some  will  at  once  jump  to  the  conclusion  it  is  entirely 
attributable  to  the  decay  of  the  English  silk  trade.  That  is  not 
altogether  true,  for  to  influences  of  this  kind  must  be  added  the 
circumstance  that  London  is  no  longer  the  silk  market  of  the  world. 
In  the  days  of  guilds  and  monopolies  she  enjoyed  a  supremacy 
which  was  acknowledged  everywhere  ;  to-day,  vast  though  the 
shipping  trade  of  the  Thames  may  be,  London  is  only  one  amongst 
other  cities,  many  of  which  surpass  her  in  certain  important 
branches  of  commerce. 

The  greatest  silk-producing  centres  in  the  world  are  on  the 
continent,  Lyons,  of  course,  leading.      For  many  years  a  large  pro- 


portion of  the  requirements  of  foreign  throwsters  was  imported  from 
the  East  by  way  of  the  Thames.  Now  they  are  importing  direct, 
largely  by  way  of  Marseilles,  which  received  55,500  bales  of  China 
and  Japan  silks  in  1880,  against  only  23,000  ten  years  before. 
This  is  a  result  which  must  naturally  be  expected,  owing  to  the 
heavy  subsidies  granted  to  foreign  steamship  companies  by  their  re- 
spective Governments,  and  which,  to  mention  one  instance  out  of 
many,  enables  a  French  company  to  maintain  a  regular  service  with 
the  Persian  Gulf  at  an  actual  loss  on  each  voyage  as  far  as  that 
branch  of  their  itinerary  is  concerned. 

After  making  allowances  for  this  circumstance,  however,  it 
must  be  admitted  that  there  has  been  a  decline  in  the  British  silk 
trade  since  the  sixties.  Thirty-four  years  ago  we  managed  to  ex- 
port £1, 122,000  worth  of  throwns,  twist  and  yarn.  Last  year  the 
value  was  ^296,000.  The  imports  of  foreign  silk  manufactures 
previous  to  i860  did  not  exceed  in  value  three  millions.  There  has 
been  a  steady  growth  since  then,  and  last  year  the  imports  exceed- 
ed fifteen  millions,  the  principal  supplies  coming  from  Crefeld,  St. 
Etienne,  Lyons,  Basle  and  Zurich.

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THE    TORONTO    TRADE    IN    SESSION. 

THE  Dry  Goods  Section  of  the  Toronto  Hoard  of  Trade  has  form- 
al!) endorsed  the  proposition  for  a  fixed  date  on  which  to 
put  tariff  changes  in  force.  At  a  meeting  on  Monday,  Oct.  19th,  the 
trade  were  well  represented.  Mr.  Andrew  Darling,  chairman  of 
the  section,  presided,  and  amongst  those  present  were  :  W.  R. 
Brock,  F.  Wyld,  S.  Caldecott,  J.  S.  McMaster,  W.  Rlackley,  Chas. 
Cockshutt,  etc.  A  gratifying  feature  was  that  the  resolution  passed 
was  unanimously  agreed  to.      It  reads  : 

"  That,  as  the  time  for  the  chief  importations  of  dry  goods  for  the  spring  trade  is  dur- 
ing the  months  of  January,  February  and  March,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Dry  Goods  Sec- 
tion of  the  Hoard  of  Trade  that  any  reduction  in  the  duties  upon  dry  goods  that  may  be 
d  and  carried  by  tile  Government  of  the  Dominion  should  not  take  effect  earlier 
than  the  ist  day  of  July,  1897-  any  earlier  date  for  reduction  of  duties  would  have  a  dis- 
turbing effect  upon  the  business  of  the  country,  and  work  a  great  injustice  not  only  to 
importers  but  to  the  retail  merchants  of  the  Dominion  generally." 

The  date  selected,  therefore,  July  ist,  is  fixed  upon  (and  The 
Review  notes  this  with  satisfaction)  to  suit  the  retail  trade  as  well  as 
the  wholesale.  The  Board  has  not  selfishly  consulted  the  interests 
of  one  branch  of  the  trade,  but  both.  This  date  covers  the  selling 
period  as  well  as  the  buying,  so  that  the  retailer  has  a  chance  to 
clear  out  his  stocks  before  the  anticipated  drop  in  the  duties  takes 
place.  The  drop  may  turn  out  to  be  trifling.  Yet  it  will  lean  in 
the  direction  of  reduction,  and  thus  the  necessity  for  a  fixed  date  is 
all  the  clearer.  A  merchant  who  has  bought  under  a  35  per  cent 
duty  will  naturally  be  forced  to  drop  prices  if  the  duties  on  a  par- 
ticular line  go  down  to  32^  per  cent,  hence  the  most  suitable  sea- 
son for  the  change  must  be  chosen. 

THE    CREDIT    SYSTEM. 

A  short  discussion  on  the  question  of  shorter  dates  developed  a 
pretty  general  agreement  in  favor  ot  reducing  time.  The  Review's 
position  on  the  whole  credit  system  is  well  known.  It  is  felt  by  all 
who  study  business  conditions  just  now  that  the  nearer  the  mer- 
chant gets  to  cash,  and  the  closer  he  can  buy,  the  better  his  chances. 
The  good  men  will  naturally  favor  shortening  credits,  because  a 
weak  man  who  can  get  long  terms,  may  continue  in  business  for  3 
or  4  years,  going  behind  each  season,  till  finally  he  succumbs — to 
the  injury  of  his  competitor  who  is  doing  business  on  a  sound  basis. 
The  experience  of  wholesalers  who  have  tried  shorter  periods  is  also 
satisfactory  and  they  regard  it  as  a  wholesome  movement.  One  firm 
reports  that  when  it  inaugurated  the  change  only  three  of  its  cus- 
tomers raised  any  objection.  Things  are  tending  away  from  long 
credits.  The  wholesaler  gets  to  know  where  his  customers  are,  and 
as  wide-awake  management  is  the  feature  of  the  dry  goods  trade 
to-day,  shorter  credits  helps  this.  The  desire  is  to  do  away  with 
supply  houses,  and  the  good  merchant  favors  this. 

The  Toronto  section  also  discussed  the  question  of  local  taxation. 
Mr.  W.  R.  Brock  called  attention  to  the  English  system,  which,  be- 
ing based  on  property  values,  is  less  subject  to  change  than  taxation 
on  stocks.  The  matter  is  one  of  municipal  government,  and  as  a 
new  City  Council  for  Toronto  will  be  elected  in  two  months,  it  was 
postponed.

3.  "  That  the  giving  of  sample  ends  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
orders  should  be  discouraged  to  the  utmost,  and  that  in  no  case 
should  sample  ends  be  given  without  double  price  being  charged."

Several,  numbers  of  jobs  and  seconds  in 
white  hemstitched,  that  are  shown,  would  be  a  drawing  card  for 
merchants  who  cater  to  this  growing  demand  at  the  approaching 
season  for  the  nasal  organ's  requirements.

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SENTIMENT   IN    BUSINESS. 

IT  is  a  trite  and  common  saying  that  there  is  no  such  thing  as 
friendship  in  business.  This  is  based  upon  the  assumption  that 
the  principles  governing  the  transactions  of  trade  are  purely  and 
rigidly  mathematical,  and  so  necessarily  antagonistic  to  the  softer 
humane  motions  and  amenities  of  lite.  It  is  simply  a  question  of 
buying  at  a  low  price,  adding  the  correct  ratio  for  expense  and 
profit,  and  selling  at  the  result  obtained.  Thus  the  typical  mer- 
chant becomes  a  Gradgrind  whose  sentiments  are  buried  under  the 
weight  of  unfeeling  reason  and  demonstrable  exactness.  Now  that 
there  is  a  total  absence  of  friendliness  in  demeanor,  there  are  few 
who  are  lacking  in  geniality  to  customers,  but  this  is  made  purely 
a  matter  of  business.  Not  that  it  is  an  affectation  ;  it  may  be 
genuine  enough,  but  it  is  manifested  strictly  in  the  interest  of  trade, 
and  it  is  never  wasted  where  it  will  not  yield  its  returns  in  visible 
profits. 

The  development  of  the  type  of  character  here  indicated  is  not 
always,  or  even  usually,  the  result  of  premeditated  intention.  In 
the  mental  and  moral  equipment  for  a  business  career  most  men 
find  themselves  suffering  from  various  deficiencies.  Thus  there  are 
natural  weaknesses  of  disposition  which  they  must  set  themselves  to 
correct.  A  very  common  weakness  of  this  kind  is  the  tendency  to 
be  too  easy,  too  slack  in  business  matters,  or  too  lenient  with  the 
slackness  of  others — a  hesitation  to  hurt  sensitive  feelings,  which 
may  either  be  the  result  of  a  naturally  kind  disposition,  or,  as  hap- 
pens more  frequently,  the  result  of  natural  laziness.  The  first  pro- 
ceeding of  the  successful  business  man  who  finds  himself  thus 
hampered  is  to  take  steps  to  correct  the  tendency.  In  thus  dealing 
with  the  disposition  to  be  too  easy  he  is  apt  to  go  to  the  opposite 
extreme,  and  a  degree  of  hardness  results  that  is  not  conducive  to 
his  own  happiness  or  to  that  of  his  associates  and  dependents. 
Frequently  there  are   developed,  from   the  natural  tendencies,   the 


qualities  of  a  tyrannical  disposition,  and  a  questionable  pleasure  is 
found  in  asserting  the  will  of  a  master,  all  without  intention. 

The  best  ideal  for  the  merchant  is  neither  that  of  a  Gradgrind 
nor  a  tyrant.  The  development  of  such  qualities  indicates  either 
the  meanness  of  a  narrow  nature,  the  acquirement  of  a  thoughtless 
habit  or  a  mistaken  idea  as  to  what  constitutes  business  method  and 
exactness. 

There  are,  properly,  sentiment  and  friendship  in  business.  The 
frank  and  hearty  recognition  of  that  fact  is  the  characteristic  of 
those  making  the  greatest  success.  They  acquire  a  genial  positive- 
ness  which  results  is  the  most  efficient  work  from  subordinates, 
securing  their  hearty  goodwill  and  esteem  while  conducing  to  the 
happiness  of  all  concerned. 

Hearty,  sincere,  whole-souled  friendship  to  all  deserving  it  is 
one  of  the  most  valuable  equipments  of  the  successful  business 
man,  as  it  is  of  everyone.  There  is  nothing  in  it,  nor  in  its  free 
manifestation,  in  the  least  derogatory  to  the  widest  success — 
indeed,  it  is  essential  to  it.  The  surly,  selfish  Gradgrinds  may 
achieve  an  apparent  success  by  the  accumulations  of  intense,  persist- 
ent effort,  but  it  is  not  worth  the  cost  and  might  have  been  better 
achieved  on  the  broader  plan. 

It  does  not  follow  that,  because  there  should  be  friendship  in 
business,  there  should  be  less  of  either  positiveness  or  exactness. 
When  it  is  said  that  friendship  should  not  be  permitted  to  interfere 
in  the  slightest  degree  with  correct  business  methods,  the  saying  is 
pertinent.  Friendship  may  prompt  to  acts  of  business  accommoda- 
tion and  kindness,  to  doing  a  good  turn  at  every  proper  opportunity  ; 
but  when  it  becomes  a  factor  in  the  question  of  credits  it  is  most 
pernicious  and  ceases  to  be  true  friendship. — Exchange.

In  chatting  with  Mr.  J.  D.  Allan  regarding  the  fur  season,  The 
Review  was  informed  that  sales  of  Alaska  sable  had  been  good, 
also  Persian  lamb,  the  price  of  the  latter  abroad  having  risen  15  per 
cent.,  but  not  affecting  this  market.  As  to  raw  furs,  it  was  exceed- 
ingly difficult  to  know  what  furs  will  run  next  year,  hence  people 
had  to  be  careful.  If  Canadian  furs  were  not  popular  next  season, 
those  who  had  bought  would  of  course  have  to  put  up  with  it.  There 


seems  evident  that  spring  business  in  ready-mades  will  be  brisk  in 
all  lines  of  well-finished  <  lothing  and  the  firm,  seeing  the  current 
taste,  make  a  specialty  of  this.

was  no  demand  for  bear,  even  prime  stuff  being  neglected.  The 
recent  London  sales,  being  chiefly  of  held-over  stuff  are  no  great 
indication,  although  Australians  had  brought  good  prices. 

Mr.  Allan,  in  discussing  the  business  situation,  referred  to  one 
or  two  matters  of  general  interest.  For  example,  some  dealers 
thought  nothing  of  complaining  that  goods  sent  were  not  up  to  sam- 
ple, and  returning  the  goods.  This  was  a  charge  which  no  first- 
class  house  cared  to  have  made  against  it,  and  he  thought  it  never 
s'lould  be  made  unless  on  good  ground.  Another  practice  he 
thought  opposed  to  sound  methods  was  coaxing  buyers  with  little 
gifts  so  as  to  secure  sales.  This  was  opposed  to  the  true  interests  of 
the  principals  of  both  firms,  and  should  be  frowned  upon.  Two 
firms  having  a  business  transaction  should  get  the  profits  out  of  that 
transaction,  without  the  cost  of  presents  to  the  officials  giving  the 
order. 

Mr.  Allan,  in  reply  to  an  enquiry,  said  that  of  the  cheap  furs 
advertised  in  the  newspapers  one  could  not  say  anything  with  cer- 
tainty. They  might  not  be  skins  at  all.  In  point  of  fact,  prices  for 
superior  lines  were  really  higher,  not  lower,  and  a  trade  in  the  better 
lines  was  what  was  wanted  by  all.

IRISH   AND  GERMAN    LINENS. 

Till!  London  Daily  News  has  been  investigating  the  statement 
that  the  linen  industry  has  been  seriously  affected  by  German 
competition.  It  says  that  the  production  of  linens  in  Ireland  has 
decreased,  but  the  same  may  be  said  of  England,  Scotland  and 
Germany  as  well.  This  decline,  in  which  all  linen-producing 
countries  have  participated,  is  due  solely  to  the  fact  that  a  formid- 
able rival  to  linen  has  been  found  in  cotton.  The  days  have  gone 
by  when  a  linen  shirt  was  the  mark  of  a  gentleman.  Nowadays, 
the  body  of  even  the  best  shirts  is  composed  of  cotton,  and  thus  the 
production  of  shirting  linens  has  been  very  greatly  curtailed.  In 
many  warm  countries  also,  where  linen  was  once  the  only  wear,  in 
addition  to  cotton  light  woolen  textures  have  taken  the  place  of  the 
product  of  flax. 

A  consideration  of  the  number  of  spindles  in  operation  in  the 
various  countries  will  show  that  Ireland  has  held  her  own  as  a 
linen-producing  country.  In  1875  the  total  spindles  of  the  world 
numbered  3,250,979,  of  which  Ireland  had  887,587,  or  27^  per 
cent.,  while  in  1895  the  total  spindles  had  declined  to  2,673,753, 
and  Ireland  had  849,410,  or  31  #  percent.  Ireland,  it  will  be 
seen,  has  improved  her  relative  position  in  a  measure  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  English  and  Scottish  industries.  In  the  former,  the 
number  of  spindles  in  1895  w-as  75,000,  against  291,735  in  1875,  a 
decrease  of  74  per  cent.,  while  in  the  latter  country  the  number  of 
spindles  was  187,755  m  1890,  against  275,119  in  1875,  a  decrease 
of  32  per  cent. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Germany  industry  also  shows  a  decrease. 
The  number  of  spindles  in  German)-  was  299,089  in  1895,  against 
326,538  in  1875,  a  decrease  of  8  percent. 

Belfast  manufacturers  consider  that  the  most  acute  phase  of  their 
conflict  with  the  Continental  manufacturers  is  past,  wages  in  the 
countries  of  their  opponents  being  more  likely  to  rise  than  to  fall  and 
working  hours  being  more  likely  to  be  curtailed.  It  also  seems 
probable  that  cotton  has  reached  its  limit  in  supplanting  linen.

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WINDOW  DRESSING. 

INTERIOR    DECORATING. 

Till",  decorations  on  the  interior  of  the  store,  above  the  shelves, 
in  the  show  cases  and  every  place  there  is  an  opportunity  to 
please  the  shopper's  eye,  is  the  work  of  the  window  trimmer.  It  is 
work,  too,  that  is  often  poorly  done  and  frequently  neglected  alto- 
gether. And  yet  it  is  of  prime  importance  that  the  interior  of  the 
store  shall  be  trim  and  tasty,  and  on  a  par  at  least  with  the  window 
displays. 

Show  windows  are  of  doubtful  efficacy  if  they  are  made  to  so  far 
outclass  what  is  to  be  seen  upon  entering  the  store.  It  should  be 
remembered  that  only  a  very  small  per  cent,  of  those  who  see  the 
window  display  are  buyers,  while  perhaps  a  majority  of  those  who 
pass  through  the  doors  will  purchase  something,  if  that  something  is 
presented  to  their  gaze  in  an  artistic  manner  and  all  its  environ- 
ments are  pleasing.  The  space  over  the  shelving  is  valuable  in  giv- 
ing the  goods  an  attractive  showing  and  should  not  be  left  bare  if 
there  was  nothing  to  be  considered  but  the  appearance  of  the  store. 
Samples  of  the  goods  on  the  shelves  should  be  displayed  above  them. 
This  is  not  a  difficult  matter  with  most  lines.  There  are  numerous 
devices  that  assist  in  the  draping  of  dress  goods,  and  it  is  only  ne- 
cessary to  make  them  appear  tasty.  Well  printed  cards  calling  at- 
tention to  the  goods  are  a  profitable  investment. 

In  a  millinery  store  or  millinery  department  the  show  cases 
should  be  given  the  best  efforts  of  the  operator.  Ribbons,  artificial 
flowers  and  other  trimmings  are  excellent  materials  to  work  with,  and 
should  not  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  boxes  or  be  stacked  up  in 
unsightly  piles. — Chicago  D.  G.  Reporter. 

HISTORIC     RELICS     IN    A    WINDOW. 

The  Review  while  in  Parry  Sound  recently  noticed  a  rather 
uniquely  dressed  window  in  the  establishment  of  Messrs.  E.  C. 
Crompton  &  Co.  The  window  was  trimmed  with  sporting  goods, 
and  its  leading  feature  was  the  number  of  historical  relics  it  con- 
tained, and  which  were  all  neatly  labelled.  We  give  a  list  of  the 
principal  articles  as  follows  :  An  English  cavalry  pistol  and  a  num- 
ber of  lead  bullets  from  the  field  of  Waterloo  ;  field  glass  picked  up 
on  the  battlefield  of  Toulouse,  1814  ;  French  chassepot  rifle  and 
sabre  bayonet  from  the  battlefield  of  Sedan  ;  a  French  Crimean 
sabre  ;  iron  shot  used  at  the  bombardment  of  Alexandria,  and  seve- 
ral swords  and  bayonets  having  been  in  service  at  the  Crimea.  A 
window  containing  such  relics  would  certainly  attract  attention,  and 
the  beholder  could  see  at  a  glance  the  difference  between  the 
weapons  of  the  past  and  present,  l'arry  Sound  is  a  prosperous  town, 
and  contains  several  handsome  and  well  stocked  stores,  including 
those  of  George  E.  Gladman,  E.  J.  Vincent,  the  Waltons  and  E. 
C.  Crompton  &  Co. 

AS    TO    FIXTURES. 

The  question  of  window  fixtures  is  one  which  is  important,  says 
The  Chicago  Apparel  Gazette  ;  they  are  a  necessary  part  of  store 
equipment  and  their  cost  is  trivial  compared  with  other  forms  of 
advertising.  Window  dressing,  as  an  aid  in  drawing  trade,  now 
ranks  with  the  ablest  productions  of  the  expert  who  writes  the  daily 
announcements  for  the  newspapers,  and  no  accessory  is  unworthy 
of  the  merchant's  consideration  if  thereby  he  may  secure  something 
which  will  assist  the  proper  display  of  goods.  In  selecting  fixtures 
it  should  be  the  determination  from  the  start  to  subordinate  them  to 
the  goods.  It  is  not  fixtures  which  the  proprietor  has  on  sale,  it  is 
merchandise,  and  the  appliances  which  he  uses  in  the  window 
should  therefore  be  made  as  unobtrusive  as  possible.  For 
metal  fixtures  black  nickel  is  most  approved,  though  oxidi/ed 
copper  is  satisfactory.  Bright  nickel  or  brass  needs  constant 
polishing  and  either  is  conspicuous.  A  furnishing  goods  window 
is  fitted  best  if  the  selection  is  of  the  straight  bar  fixtures, 
with  uprights  on  a  solid  base,  which  will  not  be  necessary  to  fasten 


to  the  floor.  When  they  are  thus  movable  the  shape  of  the  window 
can  be  frequently  and  easily  changed.  The  rods  may  be  brought 
close  to  the  glass  or  placed  in  an  octagonal  shape  and  otherwise 
varied.  If  some  curved  rods  are  possessed  the  trim  can  be  arranged 
in  a  concave  or  convex  form  ;  some  trimmers  advocate  this  style, 
as  it  requires  much  less  goods  and  seems  very  well  adapted  for  the 
purpose  of  showing  a  small  quantity  of  rich,  handsome  articles.  It 
is  advisable  to  make  careful  examination  of  the  mechanism  on  the 
adjustable  arm  ;  the  joint  should  be  perfect  if  the  arms  are  to  be  set 
all  exactly  level  and  remain  so.  It  is  a  fault  frequently  seen  that 
the  rods  are  not  level  ;  they  cannot  be  placed  true  unless  the  arms 
on  which  they  rest  are  also  set  exactly  in  a  horizontal  plane.  Some 
people  prefer  having  the  uprights  suspended  from  the  ceiling  in 
order  to  leave  the  floor  entirely  clear.  This  is  effected  by  having  a 
rod  fixed  at  the  top,  on  which  the  upright  may  slide  back  or  forth 
and  be  secured  by  a  set  screw  at  the  desired  spot.  Small  haber- 
dashery stands,  as  they  are  called,  are  useful  on  the  floor,  and 
branching,  tree-shaped  standards  are  also  made  for  the  same 
purpose.

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FASHIONS    FROM    PARIS. 

Tl  1 1,  newest  ideas  in  Paris  are  outlined  in  Jeanne's  letter  to  The 
Drapers'  Record.  She  says  :  "  Of  the  novelties  I  have  seen 
in  corsages  for  dinner  wear  which  will  go  with  skirts  a  different 
shade  or  material,  one  is  a  kind  of  demi-long  vest  velvet  feu  color, 
tight-fitting  in  the  back  and  lined  with  cream  satin  duchesse,  high 
collar  with  velvet  points  over  a  white  satin  collar,  and  cream  jabot 
in  valenciennes  and  silk  muslin  falling  over  large  supple  revers 
bordered  with  satin,  and  held  down  on  either  side  by  two  large 
buttons.  The  other  corsage  is  in  black  lace,  entirely  gathered  and 
trimmed  with  a  most  original  bolero  fuchsia  velvet.  Round  the 
waist  is  a  pleated  ceinture  of  black  satin,  fastened  with  a  large  but- 
t<  fly  lace  bow  at  the  back.  The  large  sleeve  bouillonnes  fall  over 
the  hand  with  a  gathering  of  lace.  The  creneaux  of  the  collar  are 
in  fuchsia  velvet  like  the  bolero,  which  fits  tightly  on  the  back, 
forming  a  round  corselet  in  the  front. 

"  Skirts  are  very  much  trimmed  in  all  ways,  but  those  likely  to 
become  popular  exhibit  several  rows  of  zig-zag  trimmings  of  fur. 
The  new  corsages  have  no  basques  for  day  wear,  and  many  bodices 
are  displayed  with  points  over  the  skirts.  Even  in  cloth  this  effect 
is  seen,  but  whether  this  new  mode  will  "  take  on  "  or  not  remains 
to  be  proved.  I  myself  doubt  it,  as  it  is  not  anything  like  so  be- 
coming as  the  corsages  we  have  been  wearing.  Jackets  are  much 
longer.  All  the  fur  mantles,  jackets,  etc.,  have  taken  quite  a  new 
shape,  so  that  it  will  be  quite  impossible  to  wear  out  last  year's 
models.  The  demi-saison  paletots-sacs  are  in  thick  silk,  with 
flowers,  in  velvet  and  plush,  or  cloth  with  applications  of  passe- 
menterie or  embroidery.  These  jackets  are  not  to  be  compared 
with  those  worn  this  summer.  The  cut  has  been  modified,  and  is 
far  more  graceful  and  elegant.  Sleeves  are  voluminous  to  the  eye 
only  ;  that  is,  a  trimming  of  some  kind  is  placed  on  the  shoulder  to 


give  the  illusion  of  a  full  sleeve;  but   in    reality  the  sleeve  is  tight- 
fitting  the  whole  way  up. 

"  A  handsome  walking  dress  is  in  rusty-colored  cloth.  It  has  a 
plain  skirt,  with  corsage  bolero  formed  of  three  deep  pleats  placed 
one  above  the  other,  with  a  row  of  buttons  running  up  each  side. 
The  small  pleated  plastron  is  of  white  silk  muslin,  and  the  high- 
pleated  ceinture,  in  black  satin,  passes  under  the  belero  at  the  bust. 
There  is  a  large  double  bow  of  satin  ribbon  at  the  neck.  Accom- 
panying the  costume  is  a  rusty  red  felt  hat,  bordered  with  black 
velvet,  and  a  panache  of  black  feathers  on  the  side  to  the  back. 
Round  the  crown  is  a  twist  of  black  velvet,  fastened  down  with  a 
buckle  on  the  side.  A  pretty  visiting  dress  is  in  blue  cotton  velvet. 
The  whole  dress,  with  sleeves,  forms  fourreau.  Over  this  fourreau 
is  a  kind  of  tunic  in  mastic  cloth.  The  whole  front  is  open  to  show 
the  blue  skirt.  The  corsage  is  decollete  in  V,  and  there  are  creves 
on  either  side  from  the  waist  to  the  bust.  The  tiny  epaulettes  are 
also  cut  up  the  centre.  A  broad  ceinture  in  the  same  cloth  forms 
echarpe,  and  is  tied  under  the  left  arm,  the  broad  ends  of  which 
fall  to  the  end  of  the  skirt  and  are  fringed.  The  blue  velvet  collar 
is  edged  with  a  fall  of  white  lace.  With  this  costume  is  a  small 
blue  felt  hat  with  the  brim  turned -up  in  blue  velvet,  trimmed  with 
a  drapery  of  velvet  to  match,  and  two  handsome  blue  feathers 
standing  erect  at  the  back  with  a  cache-peigne  of  winter  roses.  A 
walking  costume  for  a  young  girl  has  a  skirt  in  black  serge  and  a 
corsage  in  wine-red  cotton  velvet.  The  upper  part  of  this  corsage 
is  covered  with  a  very  short  bolero  in  black  serge,  crossed  at  the 
chest  with  two  rows  of  black  mother-of-pearl  buttons.  At  the  bot- 
tom of  the  bolero  and  at  the  neck  is  a  ruche  of  black  silk  muslin. 
The  sleeves  are  slightly  draped  in  red  velvet.  The  hat  is  in  wine- 
red  velvet,  and  is  turned  up  at  the  side  with  a  black  velvet  bow, 
and  crown  draped  with  black  velvet."

SKIRTS  are  said  to  be  much  narrower,  but  so  far  there  is  hardly 
any  perceptible  difference,  except  for  country  and  tailor-made 
suits.  I  have  seen  a  number  of  new  models  this  week,  which  differ- 
ed little  as  regards  the  width  of  the  skirt  with  those  of  last  season. 

An  afternoon  dress  of  black  satin  brocade  had  the  design  on  a 
pin-spotted  ground,  with  a  plain  full  skirt  lined  with  silk.  The 
bodice,  also  of  brocade,  was  full  in  front,  over-hanging,  of  the  pouch 
character,  and  was  edged  with  a  double  row  of  ostrich  feather  trim- 
ming. The  high  Medicis  collar,  lined  with  green  velvet,  embroid- 
ed  in  jet,  was  similarly  treated.  The  velvet  was  effectively  used  for 
a  mitre-shaped  yoke  and  waistband,  and  for  shoulder  straps. 
Sleeves  of  the  silk  were  caught  up  in  a  potif  on  the  shoulder,  and 
divided  in  the  centre  with  a  jet  embroidered  strap  of  velvet,  a  band 
of  this  same  material  with  a  double  frill  of  the  brocade  finishing  the 
cuffs. 

A  blue  canvas  gown  has  the  seams  of  the  skirt  and  plastron 
front  piped  with  brown  velvet.  The  bodice  has  revers  of  fawn 
cloth,  edged  with  the  velvet,  and  trimmed  with  several  rows  of 
blue  braid,  this  color  and  trimming  being  repeated  for  the  collar 
and  waistband.  Both,  however,  display,  in  addition,  rosettes  of 
blue  satin  ribbon. 

Silk  dresses  will  be  much  worn.  I  saw  a  very  pretty  one  of  shot 
reseda  and  gold  gros  de  Suez,  with  some  Honiton  braiding  running 
up  the  front  of  the  skirt  to  halfway,  in  racie  design.  The  bodice 
was  of  the  typical  zouave  character  of  silk,  covered  with  lovely  tape 
lace,  and  the  draped  waistband  continued  round  the  front,  which 
was  loose,  and  of  black  over  white  chiffon,  trimmed  in  lines  from 
neck  to  waist  with  the  Honiton  braiding.  The  basque,  which 
reached  only  to  the  hips,  was  closely  pleated.  The  sleeves  were 
ruched  with  puffs,  and  there  were  lace  cuffs.  In  the  same  show- 
room I  saw  a  novelty  in  trimmings  made  of  wheels  of  narrow  cream 
lace,  mounted  on  narrow  dark  iridescent  bead  trimming.  It  was 
most  effective.  Another  novelty  is  a  satin  and  lace  sailor's  knot 
for  wearing  with  a  plain  silk  front  or  blouse.  This  is  a  smart  ac- 
cessory, and  is  sold  by  a  large  Regent  street  house,  who  are  also 
exhibiting  a  lovely  black  satin  duchesse  dinner  gown,  with  double 
skirt,  the  upper  one  being  lined  with  pink  silk  and  trimmed  from 
waist  downwards  with  jet  insertion,  with  the  satin  cut  from  the 
back,  allowing  the  pink  silk  to  reflect  through.  The  bodice  is 
charming  ;  a  plain  slip  of  black  satin  is  the  foundation  for  a  pink 
brocade,  pointed  and  crossed  corselet  outlined  with  three  rows  of 
black  bebe  satin  ribbon.  At  the  back  the  brocade  takes  the  form 
of  full  and  folded  braces,  while  the  neck  is  softened  with  pink 
chiffon,  this  fabric,  in  four  frills,  creating  the  sleeves.  As  a  finish 
to  the  waist  there  is  a  band  of  black  satin,  folding  and  fastened  at 
the  side  with  a  brilliant  buckle. 

Yellow  silk  poplin  is  a  favored  color  and  material  for  dressy 
blouses.  One  model  is  shown  with  semi-yoke  small  revers  from 
yoke  to  waist,  each  trimmed  with  six  pearl  buttons.  On  either  side 
comes  a  double  pleat,  continuing  behind,  and  this  fullness,  inter- 
cepted only  by  the  waistband,  forms  the  basque.  A  draped  collar 
of  the  silk  is  finished  with  full  fans  of  cream  lace,  and  the  sleeves 
have  the  usual  puff  and  a  small  turned-back  cuff  trimmed  with 
pearl  buttons.  A  second  pretty  blouse  in  chine  silk  is  trimmed 
with  gold-spangled  cream  lace  in  zouave  fashion.  The  sleeve  has 
its  full  puff  caught  in  the  centre  with  a  band  of  lace,  this  trimming 
outlining  the  V  cuff,  which  shows  a  frill  of  the  silk  at  the  edge. 
Corduroy  dresses  and  skirts  are  being  ordered,  the  latter  with  de- 
tachable linen  collars  and  cuffs.  For  evening  wraps,  sacque  coats  in 
cherry  velvet  and  brocatelle,  lined  with  satin  and  trimmed  with 
chinchilla  or  white  Thibet,  will  be  in  evidence,  while  bengaline 
cloaks,  with  fur-trimmed  capes,  are  popular,  one  house  showing  a 


number  at  £2  3s-i  a  price  which  ensures  a  ready  sale.  Long  coats 
of  beaver  trimmed,  and,  in  many  instances,  lined  with  fur,  are  in 
great  demand,  while  a  few  are  being  made  of  the  fancy  silk  and 
wool  cloths  and  of  velvet. 


THEY  EXPECT   LINENS   OUT  WEST. 

JUDGING  from  import  lines  of  wash  goods  already  inspected, 
says  The  Chicago  I).  G.  Reporter,  it  becomes  evident  that 
linen  fabrics  as  dress  material  will  meet  with  the  same  favor  next 
spring  as  has  greeted  them  this  year.  The  linen  fabric  is  so  en- 
tirely different  from  other  cloths  that  the  ultra  fashionable  have  not 
tired  of  them  as  readily  as  might  be  supposed,  and  as  this  class  of 
trade  still  approves  of  flax  cloth,  we  may  next  season  expect  a 
parallel  of  the  season  of  '96.  An  absence  of  any  particular  leader 
will  again  characterize  the  new  line,  as  the  new  linens  are  as  varied 
as  the  wool  fabrics  have  been  this  fall.  Of  course,  it  is  useless  to 
say  that  this,  that  or  the  other  will  be  the  prime  favorite,  so  far  in 
advance  of  the  time  of  their  consumption,  but  if  indications  are  not 
misleading,  the  general  line  will  be  favorably  looked  upon.  Both 
sheer  and  heavy  weights  are  in  evidence.  The  sheer  creations  are 
notably  dainty  and  well  colored,  while  the  lines  of  heavier  weights 
show  many  effects  popular  this  season  with  new  ideas  in  weave  and 
design.  As  the  new  goods  are  inspected  it  becomes  more  evident 
that  manufacturers  have  made  an  effort  to  bring  the  open  work  and 
grenadine  effect  into  prominence.  The  first  productions  of  this 
kind  are  on  the  expensive  order,  but  later  cheaper  lines  will  de- 
velop. The  floral  effects  so  popular  will  be  in  part  displaced  by 
scroll  and  conventional  patterns. 


BLUE    SILVER    FOX. 


It  is  now  reported  that  blue  fox  is  to  be  more  fashionable  in 
Paris,  in  consequence  of  the  fact  that  it  was  recently  worn  as  a 
mantle  trimming  by  the  Czarina.  There  will  also  be  a  brisk  de- 
mand in  Canada  for  blue  silver  fox  for  trimming  purposes.  The 
headquarters  for  those  skins  is  undoubtedly  Mr.  Z.  Paquet,  of 
Ouebec  and  Montreal. 

FIGURED    LUSTRES. 

The  Review  saw  at  Caldecott,  Burton  &  Spence's  this  week  a 
line  of  their  Congo  black  figured  lustres  for  spring  trade.  The 
same  pattern  is  also  shown  in  a  range  of  two-tone  effects.  These 
lustres  will  retail  from  25c.  up,  and  are  wonderful  values  in  dress 
goods. 

NOVELTIES   OF  THE    SEASON. 

For  the  Christmas  trade  S.  Greenshields,  Son  &  Co.  are  showing 
a  larger  assortment  than  usual  of  novelties,  to  retail  at  popular 
prices.

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WINTER    DRESS   GOODS. 

NEW    STYLES    NOTED    IN    THE    ENGLISH    MARKET. 
N.  V.  Dry  Goods  Economist. 

Manchester,  Oct.  6,  1896. 

FOR  the  present  demand  dress  fabrics  in  which  ribbed  weaves 
are  the  chief  feature  are,  perhaps,  the  leading  line  in  most 
of  our  home  trade  warehouses. 

Mixtures  and  fancy  yarn  effects  are  also  much  in  vogue.  These 
are  in  many  cases  simply  variations  on  fabrics  seen  during  the  sum- 
mer, and  which  are  now  made  in  heavier  weights  in  worsted  and 
woolen  dress  goods,  which  are,  of  course,  more  in  evidence  than 
fancy  cotton  dress  goods  at  the  present  season. 

One  very  choice  line  I  noticed  selling  at  a  trifle  over  50c.  a 
yard  had  a  black  ribbed  weave  in  the  ground  running  lengthwise  of 
the  fabric,  the  ribs  or  cords  being  rather  fine,  viz.,  about  ten  cords 
to  the  inch.  An  extra  (colored)  silk  warp  in  various  bright  colors 
— Indian  red  being,  perhaps,  the  most  effective — was  interwoven  so 
as  to  produce  an  all-over  floral  or  geometrical  effect,  the  extra  warp 
being  brought  up  to  the  face  of  the  fabric  through  the  centre  of  the 
cords  in  the  ground  weave.  This  formed  an  excellent  wearing  fab- 
ric at  a  low  price.  Many  other  novelties  in  worsteds  are  to  be  seen, 
among  which  are  several  fancy  armures  of  the  broken  twill  class. 
These  are  small  fancy  weave  effects,  most  of  which  possess  excel- 
lent wearing  properties  and  are  effective  and  novel  at  the  same 
time. 

LUSTROUS    FIBRES    AGAIN. 

Silk-striped  worsteds  are  also  much  in  vogue,  dark  grounds 
and  colors  such  as  maroon,  chocolate,  dark  blues,  verging  on  to 
purples,  and  similar  shades  being  in  the  majority.  The  brighter 
colors  and  effects  will,  no  doubt,  be  seen  in  spring  goods,  as  the  use 
of  silk  and  other  lustrous  fibres  is  on  the  increase  in  worsted  as  in 
cotton  dress  goods. 

MOHAIRS    AND    ALPACAS. 

A  good  many  makers  of  figured  mohairs  and  alpacas 
are  reported  fairly  busy  in  the  Bradford  district,  and  another 
good  season  may  be  expected  in  this  class  of  goods. 
Special  styles  are  being  brought  out  and  are  confined  to  indi- 
vidual firms  in  the  distributing  branch.  Many  of  these 
have  the  figures  or  broche  developed  in  some  novel  fancy  weave, 
which  gives  a  distinctive  character  to  the  design  and  enables  it  to 
be  protected  by  registration. 

In  cotton  goods  there  is  a  fair  trade  doing  in  light  fabrics  for 
ball  dresses  and  similar  purposes,  a  trade  which  always  crops  up  at 
this  time  of  the  year.  The  goods  mentioned  consist  of  satin  stripes, 
combined  satin  and  leno  stripes,  leno  brocades,  dyed  canvas  stripes, 
and  lappet  effects  of  all  kinds.  The  latter  goods  are  increasing  in 
favor.  One  manufacturer,  who  has  200  looms  on  these  goods,  is 
making  arrangements  for  laying  down  another  hundred  or  two. 
The  same  manufacturer  has  900  looms  weaving  leno  dress  goods. 

NEW    DESIGNS. 

I  saw  a  new  range  of  very  choice  designs  in  a  class  of  fabric 
best  known,  perhaps,  as  broche  pique.  The  ground  weave  is,  of 
course,  a  pique  cord,  upon  which  small  dobby  spots  are  distributed 
in  regular  arrangement. 

Some  very  choice  effects  are  now  being  produced  in  dobbies, 
which  are  effects  smaller  than  are  usually  produced  by  jacquards. 
The  pique  ground  being  one  which  only  requires  three  lifts  or  shafts 
to  weave  it  is  one  which  on  this  account  is  well  adapted  for  designs 
to  be  woven  on  these  looms,  as  small  figures  only  are  possible  under 
the  most  favorable  circumstances,  and  the  less  the  loom  is  required 
to  do  in  the  ground  weave  the  better  chance  there  is  of  obtaining  a 
good  figured  effect. 

Embroidered  muslins  also  are  doing  very  well  considering  that 
this  period  of  the  year  is  somewhat   an   off-season   for  this   class  of 


goods,  but  the  uses  of  this  material  are  increasing.  Printed  mus- 
lins are  now  being  used  for  hangings  of  various  kinds  in  consider- 
able quantities. 

Printed  crimps  is  another  style  which  is  doing  well.  Allover 
crimps  are  printed  in  stripes  of  many  colors.  Some  of  the  effects 
in  dark  shades  are  very  rich. 

A  style  in  lappet  muslin  printed  with  an  allover  pine  pattern, 
the  prevailing  colors  being  rose,  sap  green  and  gamboge,  but  with 
one  or  two  blues  in  it  as  well,  was  one  of  the  most  effective  prints 
seen  for  some  time. 

In  cotton  vestings,  another  class  of  fabric  which  has  come  to 
the  front  recently,  are  seen  several  new  ranges  of  patterns. 

In  some  of  these  silk  stripes  and  spots  are  being  introduced 
more  extensively.  Matt  grounds  are  in  most  cases  used,  but  can- 
vas and  other  fancy  weaves,  such  as  fancy  twills  and  dice  weaves, 
are  also  used.  Spots  produced  from  extra  welt  and  extra  warp  in 
bright  colors  form  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  patterns.  One 
pattern  has  a  buff  and  white  matt  ground,  the  small  squares  of  the 
matt  being  alternately  buff  and  white.  Upon  this  a  sky-blue  spot 
effect  is  obtained  by  making  the  extra  blue  weft  take  the  place  of 
the  white  in  the  ground  fabric. 

Another  pattern  is  an  effective  arrangement  of  weave  and  color 
by  which  a  dark-blue  cross  effect  is  produced  upon  a  pale  blue  and 
white  matt  ground.  Some  of  the  better  class  patterns  would  retail 
here  at  from  3s.  to  4s.  per  yard,  narrow  width,  but  the  average  is 
much  lower  than  that. 

NOVELTIES    IN    PRINTED    VELVETS. 

The  velvet  trade  is  reported  rather  quiet,  but  some  manufactur- 
ers are  giving  their  attention  to  novelties  even  in  this  class  of  goods. 
There  will  be  some  choice  novelties  in  printed  velvets  for  next 
spring,  and  as  our  velvet  manufacturers  have  found  out  the  benefit 
of  advertising,  they  will  spare  no  expense  in  the  production  of 
novelties  if  they  can  get  something  which  they  can  advertise  with- 
out fear  of  competition  in  the  same  line. 

The  broche  velveteens  so  largely  made  a  few  years  ago  under 
the  name  of  "velveteen  damasse,"  "guild  velveteen,"  etc.,  may 
again  be  put  upon  the  market  in  an  improved  form.  There  has 
always  been  an  objection  to  figured  woven  velveteens  on  account  of 
the  cottony  appearance  of  the  ground  after  being  dyed.  This  will 
have  to  be  overcome  before  the  goods  can  successfully  compete  with 
silk  velvet  damasse,  which  is  now  a  cheap  material  compared  with 
a  few  years  ago. 

Cretonnes  and  heavy  printeds  are  selling  well,  and  flannelettes 
are  in  good  demand  in  most  classes. 

Some  choice  curtains  are  being  shown  made  from  cotton  and 
wool  and  raised  afterwards  by  the  same  process  as  flannelette. 
These  have  large  printed  designs  upon  them  in  both  allovers  and 
stripes,  and  they  have  generally  a  warm,  comfortable  appearance 
well  suited  for  the  season.

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THE    FUR    TRADE. 

THERE  is  a  good  demand  in  most  lines  ol  furs  .it  present. 
Sable  skins  are  much  sou-lit  after  for  neck  ruffs  and  boas.  In 
the  New  York  market  coon  skins  are  getting  scarce,  followed  by  an 
upward  tendency  in  prices.  Persians  are  always  in  good  demand. 
This  year  the  percentage  of  really  first-class  skins  is  much  lower 
than  usual.  This  is  partly  clue  to  the  skins  not  turning  out  as  well 
this  year,  and  also,  as  the  trade  say,  to  the  Russian  dealers  keeping 
bat  k  the  best  lots  in  order  to  raise  the  market.  As  usual,  however, 
the  medium  grade  is  quite  common.  Fashionable  trimmings  this 
season  will  be  imitations  of  silver  fox  made  from  wolf.  Black  woll 
makes  a  splendid  imitation  of  cub  bear,  and  has  even  a  better 
appearance.  It  is  likely  to  be  much  used.  Another  fashionable  fin- 
is Thibet  lamb,  in  black,  blue  and  white. 

DRESS    GOODS- 

Notwithstanding  the  heavy  demand  upon  their  dress  goods  de-

SI'.  M(  KTNNON  &  CO.  say  that  their  October  trade  has 
.  been  good,  also  that  they  predict  a  good  turnover  in  Novem- 
ber, although  murmurs  of  discontent  have  been  heard  in  some  quar- 
ters, for  the  past  two  weeks,  at  the  slowness  of  trade  occasioned  by 
the  remarkably  mild  state  of  the  weather.  Speaking  from  a 
milliner)  standpoint,  the  weather  has  been  all  that  could  have  been 
desired.  "  No  doubt,  however,  we  will  have  colder  weather  soon, 
when  we  will  see  a  general  bounce  upward  in  trade,  when  all  kinds 
of  heavy  winter  goods  will  spring  into  more  active  demand,  and, 
as  we  believe  retail  stocks,  generally  speaking,  are  light,  a  good 
assorting  trade  through  November  may  be  expected.  We  have 
made  liberal  provision  for  such  a  trade,  and  buyers  can  depend 
upon  getting  the  right  goods  from  our  stock.  Speaking  of  colors 
for  the  winter,  we  think  cardinal  and  cardinal  combinations  will 
come  well  to  the  front,  notably  perhaps  in  veilings  and  hat  trim- 
mings.

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U.  S.    PRINT    CLOTHS. 

rPWi  i  weeks  ago  we  made  brief  editorial  mention  of  the  unsat- 
1  isfactory  condition  of  the  Fall  River  print  cloth  market. 
Having  treated  the  situation  to  still  further  careftd  consideration  we 
feel  justified  in  declaring  that  in  all  New  England  no  class  of  <  otton 
workers  is  actively  conducting  its  industry  under  such  adverse  cir- 
cumstances as  at  present  beset  the  print  cloth  industry  .Almost  all 
the  mills  engaged  in  that  line  of  manufacture  are  in  full  operation 
producing  per  week  approximately  the  average  quantity  of  cloth. 
The  current  demand,  while  at  times  brisk  and  resulting  in  large 
transfers  of  cloths,  is  by  no  means  equivalent  to  the  output  of  the 
mills,  and  the  accumulation  of  unsold  goods,  already  of  unusually 
large  proportions,  constantly  increases.  Values  rule  extremely  low 
with  softening  tendency,  and  this  year,  for  the  first  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  iudustry,  manufacturers  are  operating  their  mills  at  a 
direct  and  very  considerable  loss. 

To  the  excess  of  supply  may  be  fairly  attributed  the  depression 
of  values  and  the  consequent  losses  to  manufacturers.  The  course 
of  the  Fall  River  market — the  leading  centre  of  production  and  dis- 
tribution in  the  United  States — offers  irrefutable  proof  of  this.  Even 
since  the  opening  of  the  year  the  demand  for  cloths,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  occasionally  temporary  rallies,  has  been  light,  far  below  the 
full  production  which  came  forward  from  week  to  week.  Stocks  in- 
creased gradually  but  steadily,  and  prices  softened  to  correspond. 
In  July  the  manufacturers  sought  to  re-establish  the  market  upon  a 
profitable  basis  by  concerted  curtailment  of  production,  and  for 
several  weeks  the  output  of  the  mills  was  limited  to  30  and  50  per 
cent,  of  the  average  quantity.  The  sole  merit  of  this  "  restrictive  " 
movement  lay  in  that  it  prevented  a  further  accumulation  of  cloths  ; 
but  sales  were  of  insufficient  volume  to  clear  out  the  warehouses. 
The  late  rise  in  the  price  of  staple  cotton  was  communicated  to 
every  quarter  of  the  cotton  cloth  market.

A^    the  days   begin    to   get    shorter,   and    artificial    lakes   the 
place  ol  natural   light,  it  is  onlj  reasonable  in  the  ordinary 
course  oi  things  to  expe<  t  an  outbreak  of  that  extraordinarj  disease 

known  tii  us  as  kleptomania.  Its  meaning  is  bettei  appreciated 
among    tradesmen    as    shoplifting,    though    a    generous    vocabulary 

and  a  too  considerate  law  recognize  the  less  vulgar  synonym.  At 
Liverpool  a  day  or  two  ago  a  mother  and  daughter,  highly  respect- 
able, of  course,  were  suddenly  discovered  to  have  in  a  capacious 
bag  a  quantity  of  goods  which  they  had  abstracted  from  various 
counters  during  their  morning  inspection  of  certain  shops.  This 
detection  caused  the  one  to  faint  and  the  other  to  run  for  brandy. 
Hut  they  were  brought  together  again,  and  at  the  Police  Court,  as 
usual  in  these  cases,  it  was  pleaded  that  the  elder  prisoner  had 
acted  under  "some  extraordinary  influence,"  and  the  other  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  thefts.  The  magistrate,  after  observing  that 
these  cases  had  been  rather  frequent  of  late,  and  it  was  not  much 
compensation  to  shopkeepers  to  be  told  that  a  "sudden  impulse" 
was  the  cause  of  their  losing  goods,  bound  the  daughter  over  not  to 
do  it  again,  and  fined  the  mother  ,£5,  including  costs.  We  agree 
with  the  magistrate  in  his  remarks,  but  not  with  his  method  of  con- 
veying their  import.  A  small  fine  is  too  easy  an  alternative  for  an 
offence  for  which  badly  dressed  people  would  get  imprisonment, 
and  we  are  afraid  that  so  long  as  this  leniency  is  shown  towards  the 
victims  of  "extraordinary  influence"  the  prevalence  of  "sudden 
impulse  "    is  not  likely  to  grow  less.

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HOW     PEOPLE     DRESSED     IN     1800. 

1\  the  r.iily  part  of  the  i  entury  dress,  under  the  patronage  and 
through  the  exampleofthe  Prince  Regent  (afterwards  George 
l\.i,  was  ol  a  verj  exaggerated  and  striking  character.  The  head 
and  neck  were  so  muffled  up  that  the  faces,  either  of  men  or  of 
women,  could  not  be  seen.  Powdered  hair,  pigtails  and  Hessian 
boots  were  common  in  the  streets.  Gentlemen  wore  padded  and 
buckramed  coats,  expanding  into  an  arch  in  front,  and  scarcely 
descending  below  the  region  of  the  heart,  while  behind  they  ter- 
minated in  long  but  sharp  and  narrow  swallow-tails,  with  balloon- 
like trousers,  whose  length  and  ample  volume  were  in  ridiculous 
contrast  to  the  pinched  and  short-waisted  coat.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  present  reign  the  loose  and  easy  surtout  and  frock-coat  were 
worn,  with  black  stocks  or  black  ties.  The  clergy,  however,  re- 
tained the  white  neckcloth,  and,  strange  to  say,  it  also  became  the 
necessarv  distinction  of  footmen,  butlers  and  hotel  waiters.  The 
old  court  dress  coat  had  disappeared  from  dinner  parties  and  balls, 
its  place  being  usurped  by  the  swallow-tailed  dress  coat. 

The  style  of  ladies'  dress  had  been  revolutionized  about  the  end 
of  William  IX'.'s  reign.  The  unshapely  short-waisted  robe  was 
succeeded  by  one  of  larger  dimensions,  longer  and  fuller,  with  a 
moderate  amount  of  crinoline,  and  long  pointed  stomachers.  This 
was  the  prevailing  fashion  when  Victoria  commenced  her  reign, 
with  this  slight  difference,  that  a  sleeve  puffed  at  the  shoulder,  and 
called  the  "leg  of  mutton  sleeve,"  had  been  introduced.  Ball 
dresses  by  this  time  were  very  much  like  those  of  our  own  day, 
except  that  they  were  made  of  heavy,  rich  materials.  Of  ladies' 
costume  at  the  beginning  of  the  reign  the  most  ugly  and  uncouth 
part  was  the  multiform,  but  generally  preposterous,  bonnet  with 
which  their  faces  were  concealed.  The  crown  was,  in  itself,  large 
enough  for  a  modern  hat  of  reasonable  proportions  ;    and   from  it 


the  leaf  grew  out,  expanding  round  the  face,  in  shape  somewhat 
like  a  coal  scuttle,  and  trimmed  elaborately  with  feathers  and 
flowers.  The  dressing  of  the  hair  was,  of  course,  as  the  form  of 
the  bonnet.  Sometimes  it  was  worn  in  a  pyramid  six  inches  in 
height,  and  stiffened  by  a  plate  of  tortoiseshell,  but  it  was  generally 
arranged  in  short  curls  around  the  face. 

Dress  no  longer  distinguished  the  aristocracy  from  the  middle 
class,  and  the  only  difference  in  the  case  of  the  working  class  was 
that  the  material  was  coarser.  In  the  country  districts  old  women 
still  went  to  church  with  a  scarlet  or  tartan  plaid  over  the  head,  on 
which  was  a  nicely-starched  "  soo-backit "  mutch;  and  old  men 
were  to  be  seen  in  knee-breeches,  blue  home-made  coat,  with 
ribbed  wire-wrought  stockings  and  stout  shoes.  Shoes  cost  from 
lis.  to  15s.  a  pair,  and  even  those  made  for  Sunday  use  were  of 
great  thickness  and  weight.  Except  in  a  few  large  towns,  there 
were  no  shoe  or  tailors'  shops.  The  tailors  and  clothiers  were  two 
distinct  callings.  The  customer  went  to  the  clothier  for  his  cloth, 
then  took  it  to  the  tailor  to  be  made  up.  All  boots  were  then  made 
to  measure,  for  it  was  not  till  the  sewing  machine  era  that  ready- 
made  boots  were  introduced.  What  shops  there  were  made  no  at- 
tempt at  display.  The  window-panes  were  small  and  the  show 
within  nowise  brilliant.  There  were  no  tempting  tickets  of  "  Latest 
style,  3s.  1 1  ^d."  Customers  went  to  the  shop  for  what  they  want- 
ed, and  the  absence  of  a  price  ticket  afforded  wider  latitude  for  hag- 
gling.— Drapery  World.

The  floral  designs  are  in  white  and  pink  and  white  and  blue.  The 
counterpanes  are  reversible  and  good  value  to  retail  at  $3  and  54. 


In  the  large  range  of  chenille  curtains  there  are  likewise  certain  holi- 
day snaps.  The  shelia  material  is  finer  in  texture  and  is  shown  for 
the  first  time  this  season.  These  curtains  are  in  plain  colors,  with- 
out dados,  and  set  off  a  room  with  marked  taste. 


ITEMS  OF   NEWS. 


Mr.  (ieo.  L.  Cains,  of  S.  (ireenshields,  Son  &  Co.,  returned 
Saturday  from  his  wedding  trip.  His  marriage  to  Miss  Aimee 
Cowan  took  place  early  last  month.  Mr.  Cains  was  one  of  the 
most  popular  bachelors  in  Montreal  and  will  be  much  missed  in 
Benedict  circles.  Just  at  present  he  is  receiving  the  congratulations 
of  the  trade  on  all  hands.  A  more  substantial  testimony  to  the  re- 
spect in  which  he  is  held  was  a  dinner  at  St.  James'  Club,  tendered 
to  him  by  his  bachelor  friends. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Strome,  dry  goods  merchant,  of  Brandon,  Man.,  has 
sold  to  Mr.  Tassmore,  late  ot  Ontario,  his  branch  store  in  Rapid 
City. 

The  employes  of  the  W.  E.  Sanford  Manufacturing  Co.,  Hamil- 
ton, have  been  notified  that  a  reduction  in  wages  will  take  place, 
beginning  on  November  1,  and  to  amount  to  10  per  cent,  all 
around.  To  a  correspondent  Mr.  Sanford  stated  that  the  reduc- 
tion was  necessary,  owing  to  the  constantly  increasing  demand  for 
cheap  clothing.  The  cut  will  be  applied  to  about  150  employes, 
but  the  people  employed  in  the  outside  shops  will  not  be  affected. 

John  Barr,  one  of  the  oldest  and  best-known  commercial  travel- 
ers in  Toronto,  died  Nov.  2nd  at  the  age  of  jy  years.  Deceased 
was  a  native  of  Scotland,  and  had  for  many  years  represented  in 
Canada  well-known  English  houses.

CALDECOTT,    BURTON    &    SPENCE    are    meeting    with 
success   in  their   clearing   lines  of  women's   and   children's 
underwear. 

Lonsdale,  Keid  &  Co.  are  showing  a  beautiful  range  of  laces 
for  spring  import. 

John  Macdonald  &  Co.  have  some  blouse  silks  in  new  designs 
for  the  Christmas  trade. 

A  cable  from  Germany,  October  26,  stated  that  prices  in  hosiery 
and  gloves  were  advancing. 

Wyld,  Grasett  &  Darling  are  jobbing  some  lines  in  men's  winter 
underwear,  top  shirts  and  suspenders. 

John  Macdonald  &  Co.  are  showing  special  lines  in  Japanese 
silk  handkerchiefs  and  motto  handkerchiefs.

&  Spence  always  keep  their  regular  lines  well  stocked  in  every 
size. 

Mr.  John  Fisher,  of  John  Fisher.  Son  &  Co.,  Montreal,  who 
spends  the  greater  part  of  his  time  at  the  Huddersfield  (England) 
house,  is  now  spending  a  few  months  in  Canada.  He  says  that 
worsted  and  woolen  cloths  as  a  whole  were  very  low  twelve  months 
ago,  but  they  have  never  been  cheaper  nor  have  manufacturers 
ever  shown  better  value  than  they  are  doing  at  present.  The  im- 
pression in  England  is  that  if  McKinley  is  elected  in  the  States  it  is 
very  probable  that  some  goods,  especially  worsted  coatings,  may 
advance  immediately  after  the  election,  as  the  impression  is  that  the 
tariff  will  be  increased.  Speaking  of  the  prospect  of  the  woolen 
trade  generally,  both  here  and  in  England,  Mr.  Fisher  does  no 
think  that  prices  are  likely  to  change  much  in  the  near  future.

AS  to  advertising  in  dull  times  it  does  not  seem  necessary  to  say 
more  than  thatthe  most  successful  men  in  business  kept  their 
names  mos!  prominently  before  the  public  in  season  and  out  ol  sea- 
son. It  is  pist  as  reasonable  for  a  man  to  expect  to  secure  employ 
i lit- 1 it  without  seeking  it,  says  The  St.  Louis  D.G.  Reporter,  as  it  is 
for  a  firm  to  expect  to  secure  business  without  advertising  for  it.  No 
matter  how  well  known  a  name  may  become,  the  majority  of  people 
will  forget  all  about  it  in  a  single  year's  time  if  it  ceases  to  be 
brought  to  their  attention.  A  familiar  proof  of  this  statement  is 
found  in  the  names  of  defeated  candidates  for  high  office.  How 
thoroughly  well  acquainted  the  public  becomes  with  their  names, 
and  yet  ho.v  soon  these  same  names  vanish  from  the  memory  !  No 
matter  how  little  a  name  may  be  known,  it  can  quickly  be  given 
wide  publicity  by  a  judicious  use  of  printers'  ink.  Advertise  liber- 
ally and  continually  that  your  business  may  prosper  and  your  name 
be  remembered  and  honored  both  in  your  own  and  other  countries. 
There  is  a  great  temptation  when  times  are  dull  for  merchants 
to  neglect  their  insurance.  Hut  this  is  the  very  worst  sort  of  econ- 
omy. Insurance  against  fire,  says  The  Chicago  D.  G.  Reporter, 
has  come  to  be  as  necessary  an  expense  as  the  payment  of  rent  or 
taxes.  To  go  uninsured  is  merely  to  go  into  the  insurance  business 
for  yourself  on  a  small  scale.  But  the  whole  modern  idea  of  in- 
surance is  founded  on  the  spreading  of  risks  over  a  large  area. 
Only  the  owner  of  enough  buildings  to  make  a  small  town  can 
afford  to  carry  his  own  fire  risks.  For  the  dry  goods  merchant  one 
business  is  enough.

THE  CASE  OF  THE  COUNTRY  MERCHANT. 

N.Y.  Dry  Goods  Chronicle. 

COUNTRY  merchants,  who  are  denied  the  advantages  of  a 
city  press,  must  resort  to  circulars  or  communications  by 
mail.  The  customary  circular,  while  it  is  unquestionably  a  good 
thing,  becomes  after  a  time  an  old  story  ;  it  is  apt  to  grow  monot- 
onous and  is  too  often  disposed  of  by  the  recipient  with  a  perfunc- 
tory scanning,  cast  aside  and  forgotten. 

To  create  an  active  interest  in  the  goods  offered,  one  should  first 
of  all  strive  to  create  an  individual  interest  in  the  announcement. 
To  this  end  I  suggest  that  your  next  issue  of  this  class  of  advertising 
take  the  form  of  a  stereotype  letter,  printed  in  script  or  typewritten 
form,  the  communication  to  be  of  a  friendly,  personal  character,  as 
of  a  personal  letter  coming  from  an  acquaintance  or  friend.  For 
instance,  the  supposed  letter  is  written  lrom  "Springfield,  Ohio," 
and  properly  dated,  the  usual  conventionalities  being  duly  observed  ; 
the  letter  goes  on  to  say  : 

"My  DEAR  FRIENDS, — I  arrived  here  in  due  time  and  have 
spent  my  time  since  in  getting  acquainted  with  the  place,  visiting 
points  of  interest  and  looking  through  the  principal  stores,  etc.  I 
spent  all  day  yesterday  shopping  in  Blank's  dry  goods  store,  '  The 
Old  Stand  '  they  call  it.  Vet  it  is  as  moderate  a  store,  as  promptly 
up  to  date,  and  as  good  a  place  to  trade  as  I  ever  put  a  foot  in. 
The  goods  I  saw  were  exceptionally  choice  and  the  prices  surpris- 
ingly low." 

After  this  may  follow  a  description  of  various  articles  or  depart- 
ments, together  with  prices,  the  story  to  be  told  in  the  same  fashion, 


the  letter  form  and  its  confidential  character  to  be  continued 
throughout  and  closed  in  the  usual  style  of  a  personal  communica- 
tion : 

"With  kind  regards,  yours  very  truly, 

"  Evangeline." 

The  person  receiving  such  an  epistle  will  read  it  from  "  Dear 
Friend,  "  to  "  Yours  truly."  Not  only  that,  but  will  be  interested 
for  a  time,  at  least,  in  trying  to  recall  who  "  Yours  truly  "  may  be. 
I  will  not  venture  the  guess  that  one  reading  will  not  end  the  mat- 
ter, but  that  the  communication  will  be  gone  over  again  and  again 
in  an  effort  to  recall  the  writer,  and  the  items  therein  chronicled 
will  fix  themselves  in  the  pockets  of  the  reader's  cranium,  and  take 
root  there,  and  will,  I  believe,  exert  an  influence  in  your  favor  upon 
that  person  long  after  the  letter  writer  has  been  found  out. 

Country  people  love  a  letter  with  an  appreciation  that  city  peo- 
ple, more  actively  engaged  among  throngs  of  their  fellow  creatures, 
scarcely  realize.  They  will  pocket  a  communication  of  the  kind  I 
submit,  take  it  home  and  make  a  family  affair  of  it,  and  after  they 
do  uncover  the  writer — if  they  do — they  will  not  forget  him  nor 
what  he  wrote. 

Again,  there  is  no  danger  of  such  a  missive  miscarrying  ;  it  goes 
straight  to  its  destination,  every  line,  and  if  there  is  a  trifle  more 
expense  attached  to  it  there  is  no  waste  of  material,  as.  there  cer- 
tainly is  in  the  case  of  common  circulars.  Of  course  it  should  be 
gotten  up  on  a  good  quality  of  paper,  not  necessarily  linen  letter 
paper,  but  a  fair  grade  of  calendared  stock.  In  no  sense  should  it 
be  a  sham  in  appearance.    »

RIPLEY'S   "PIRLE"  FINISH. 
INTERESTING    FACTS    FOR    CANADIAN    DRV   GOODS    MEN. 

ARECEN  T  visitor  toCanada  hasbeen  Mr.  II.  Sutcliffe  Smith, 
who  represents  the  great  dyeing  bouse  of  Edward  Ripley  & 
Son,  Bradford,  England.  His  mission  to  this  continent  is  partly  in 
nection  with  Ripley's  new  "  Pirle''  finish  on  woolen  and  wors- 
ted goods,  a  question  he  has  discussed  with  the  wholesale  trade  in 
Canada,  and  possessing  a  practical  interest  for  the  retail  merchant 
and  the  tailor  as  well. 

In  England  "  Pirle  "  finish  has  just  been  heralded  as  a  very 
important  contribution  to  modern  dyeing  methods.  Its  various 
qualities  are  of  vital  consequence  in  the  sale  and  reputation  of  the 
materials  finished  by  this  process.  For  example,  "  Pirle  "  finish  is 
permanent  and  unalterable.  It  does  not  spot  with  rain,  and  even 
complete  saturation  in  water  does  not  spoil  it.  In  the  appearance 
and  handle  ol  the  cloth  the  finish  is  quite  apparent,  and  the  bright, 
clear  look  of  the  fabric  enhances  its  value.  When  used  in  wool 
mixtures,  black  Venetians,  black  corkscrews,  etc.,  "Pirle"  finish 
presents  a  remarkable  feature,  both  in  touch  and  look,  when  com- 
pared with  similar  materials  not  so  treated,  and,  most  important  of 
all,  goods  treated  by  this  method  will  stand  the  application  of  the 
hot  iron  without  the  finish  being  affected.  These  are  some  of  the 
merits  claimed  for  "Pirle"  finish,  and  no  doubt  when  this  new 
dyeing  and  finishing  process,  which  is  already  arousing  great  in- 
terest, is  regularly  introduced  into  this  market  and  regularly 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  trade,  it  will  arouse  much  greater 
discussion.

The  Bowling 
Dyeworks  of  Edward  Ripley  &  Sons  have  been  in  existence  for 
three-quarters  of  a  century  without  change  in  the  name  or  pro- 
prietorship, except  that  son  has  succeeded  father,  and  younger 
members  of  the  family  fill  the  places  left  vacant  by  the  older  genera' 
tion.  The  growth  of  the  works  has  been  coincident  with  the  ex- 
pansion of  Bradford  itself.  Early  in  this  century  George  Ripley 
and  a  partner — later  on  replaced  by  his  own  son,  Edward  Ripley — 
started  a  small  dyehouse  near  the  site  of  the  present  works. 
Edward  Ripley's  son  became  Sir  Henry  Wm.  Ripley,  Bart.,  was 
sometime  M.P:  for  Bradford,  and  by  his  vigor  and  ability  enlarged 
the  scope  of  the  enterprise.  The  dyeing  business  rapidly  developed 
as  a  great  industry  after  1835,  on  the  introduction  of  cotton  warps. 
The  Ripley  establishment  acquired  a  great  reputation  in  fast  blacks 
and  navy  blues,  and  successfully  undertook  many  experiments  in 
perfecting  the  color  and  finish  of  the  goods  dyed.  Under  Sir 
Henry  Ripley  the  Bowling  Dyeworks  expanded  greatly.  As  a  public 
man  he  was  well  known  for  his  charities  and  munificence  in  various 
ways.  He  passed  away  in  1882,  being  succeeded  in  the  baronetcy  by 
his  eldest  son,  Sir  Edward  Ripley.  Mr.  Wilson  Sutcliffe,  one  of  the 
partners,  was  associated  for  over  30  years  in  the  management,  retiring 
in  1883,  and  during  his  time  devoted  great  energy  to  perfecting  the 
finish  of  mixed  fabrics.  The  principal  partners  to-day  are  Mr.  Henry 
Ripley,  J. P.,  son  of  Sir  H.  W.  Ripley,  Bart.,  and  Mr.  Henry  Sut- 
cliffe, the  eldest  son  of  Mr.  Wilson  Sutcliffe,  J. P.  The  establish- 
ment is  the  largest  dyeing  works  in  the  world.  A  few  figures  will 
illustrate  its  magnitude:  The  annual  value  of  the  dyewares  con- 
sumed alone  is  ,£30,000.  About  100  tons  of  coal  are  consumed 
each  day.  Over  460,000  pieces  of  cloth  and  dress  stuffs  pass 
through  the  works  per  annum,  or  about  23,000,000  yards.  The 
employes  number  1,200,  and  of  these  many  have  spent  a  lifetime  in 
the  place.  The  area  covered  by  this  large  establishment,  including 
reservoirs,  is  about  35  acres.  One  can  always  rely  on  goods 
turned  out  by  this  firm,  and  bearing  their  stamp,  as  reaching  the 
highest  standard  of  excellence. 

Mr.  Smith  is  delighted  with  Canada,  and  thinks  there  is   a  very 
great  future  before  the  country,  and    regrets  that  English  capitalists 


<lo  not  invest  more  money  here,  as  lie  feels  confident  that  eventually 
nils  would  be  more  than  the  most  sanguine  could  anticipate. 
I  [e  has  now  gone  on  a  visit  to  the  United  States 

HIGH-CLASS    CORSETS. 

Konig  &  Stuffman,  Montreal,  had  just  received  a  shipment  of  cor- 
sets when  The  Review  called  on  them.  Speaking  of  the  prices  paid 
for  corsets,  Mr.  Konig  showed  some  which  cost  as  high  as  Si  1  and  51  2  1 
each,  wholesale.  In  spite  of  the  high  price  the  firm  considers  that 
the  Canadian  market  is  a  good  one  for  their  goods,  and  says  that 
the  demand  for  the  higher  priced  lines  is  continually  increasing. 
The  cost  is  mainly  due  to  the  scarcity  of  good  whalebone.  In  fact, 
they  say  it  costs  as  much  to  use  first-class  whalebone  as  it  would 
to  use  silver. 


TALKING  MACHINE    FOR    THE    HOLIDAYS. 

The  King-Jones  Co.,  of  this  city,  write  us  that  the  demand  for 
talking  machines  is  on  the  increase.  Every  date  in  November  is 
now  filled,  as  well  as  a  number  of  dates  through  December,  and 
orders  are  now  coming  in  rapidly  for  the  holidays.  One  thing 
noticeable  about  these  orders  is  that  the  greater  number  of  them 
come  from  towns  where  a  machine  has  already  been  on  exhibition. 
This  shows  that  the  machines  have  given  satisfaction,  and  that  even 
for  a  return  trip  there  is  no  better  drawing  card. 

The  company  has  just  put  in  a  new  stock  of  records,  including 
all  the  latest  songs  and  music.  Any  merchant  securing  the  loan  of 
one  of  these  machines  for  the  holidays  has  a  drawing  card,  sure. 


CHRISTMAS    PARASOLS. 

THE  Irving  Co.  report  very  favorably,  and  are  well  pleased 
with  the  results,  of  their  holiday  novelties,  the  retail  trade  hav- 
ing taken  up  with  the  idea  well.  The  fine  assortment  of  handles 
being  almost  a  collection  of  art,  has  never  been  seen  before  in  the 
Canadian  market.  Spring  orders  are  coming  in  well,  although  at 
present  the  factory  are  working  on  orders  for  December  1st  deliv- 
ery. The  smallest-rolling  mixture  umbrella  yet  turned  out  was 
shown  The  Review,  the  half  dozen  measuring  8%  inches  in  cir- 
cumference in  the  thickest  part,  about  the  size  of  one  umbrella  of 
two  or  three  years  ago.  The  umbrella  is  of  the  tube  variety,  and  a 
specially  patented  rib  is  used  to  obtain  this  result,  as  well  as  the  fin- 
est cut  runner  and  notch.  The  price  quoted  :  $24  to  $27,  accord- 
ing to  the  handle  put  on,  including  cases.  Samples  of  novelties  in 
some  stylish  combinations,  in  bordered  and  striped  effects,  also  on 
the  tubes,  were  seen.  These  were  just  being  turned  out.  Leather- 
cased  goods  are  in  demand,  but  considerable  trouble  has  been  ex- 
perienced in  getting  leather  that  is  satisfactory.  A  small  lot  has 
been  purchased,  and  is  expected  this  week,  and  a  further  lot  is 
being  tried  for.

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THE    SANFORD    CO.'S     REMOVAL. 

SENATOR  SANFORD  has  stated  lately  that  he  has  been  con- 
templating the  removal  of  his  great  clothing  manufactory  from 
Hamilton  to  Toronto.  He  said  he  had  two  possible  locations  in 
Toronto  in  view,  but  he  had  not  decided  whether  he  would  leave 
Hamilton  or  not.  He  said  if  his  firm  were  located  in  Toronto  a 
much  bigger  jobbing  business  could  be  done  than  is  done  at  pres- 
ent, and  in  the  manufacture  of  overalls  he  could  more  successfully 
compete  with  his  rivals  in  Toronto,  where  the  price  paid  for  making 
this  class  of  goods  was  a  good  deal  lower  than  in  Hamilton.  If  the 
Sanford  Manufacturing  Co.  remains  in  Hamilton  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  get  in  machinery  for  the  manufacture  of  overalls,  so  as  to 
make  it  possible  for  the  company  to  do  its  share  of  the  overall  busi- 
ness. The  Senator  said  he  was  considering  not  only  the  extension 
of  the  clothing  trade  which  he  has  at  present,  but  branching  out 
into  the  manufacture  of  ladies'  mantles  and  costumes.  At  present 
the  mantle  supplies  come  chiefly  from  England  and  Germany,  and 
the  supplies  of  ladies'  made-up  gowns  from  the  United  States. 
Toronto  being  a  more  important  distributing  point  than  Hamilton, 
the  Senator  thought  it  better  adapted  for  these  contemplated 
branches  of  his  big  business,  and,  taking  everything  into  consider- 
ation, it  would  be  to  his  interests  to  remove  to  the  Queen  City.  He 
said  he  paid  25  per  cent,  higher  wages  than  his  rivals  in  Toronto 
pay. 


debts  forces  merchants  to  keep  up  prices  higher  to  paying  custom- 
ers than  they  would  otherwise  need  to.  This  may  not  be  done  con- 
sciously always  by   merchants,  but  that  is  the  inevitable  result. 

Another  thing.  Unless  retail  merchants  begin  to  do  a  thoroughl) 
safe  business,  and  as  far  as  possible  a  cash  business,  they  cannot 
hope  to  hold  out  against  the  departmental  stores.  In  all  the  larger 
cities  the  departmental  stores  are  selling  for  cash  only.  It  is  stated 
that  in  one  of  the  largest  department  stores  in  Toronto  the  other 
day,  the  wife  of  the  proprietor,  although  she  was  known  to  the 
clerk,  was  refused  credit.  The  clerk  said  his  orders  were  so  strict 
that  he  would  have  to  have  authority  from  the  proprietor  himself  to 
make  an  exception  even  in  such  a  case.  The  firm  keeps  no  books 
for  its  retail  business  except  a  cash  book.  This  cash  business  is 
one  of  the  secrets  of  the  cheapness  which  the  departmental  stores 
are  able  to  show.  If  the  ordinary  retail  merchants  are  to  have  any 
chance  of  existence  against  these  huge  competitors,  they  must  get 
rid  of  bad  debts. 


A    WORD    TO    THE    RETAILER. 

[Ottawa  Journal.] 

If  the  Retail  Merchants'  Association  will  put  in  practice  a  system 
of  refusing  credit  to  unsafe  customers,  they  will  benefit  themselves 
and  they  will  benefit  the  general  public.  It  should  not  be  for- 
gotten that  the  paying  public  is  the  sufferer  always  by  the  dead- 
beats  who  get  credit.     The  necessity  of  providing  for  losses  by  bad

HOW    TO    SELL    UMBRELLAS. 

DON'T  have  the  silver  or  gold  trimmings  black  and  tarnished  ; 
make  somebody  responsible  for  the  department  and  insist 
upon  having  the  stock  in  first-class  condition  at  all  times.  It  is  not 
much  trouble  and  you  will  sell  more  umbrellas  than  you  imagine, 
writes  T.  H.  Burchell,  in  Dry  Goods  Economist. 

Don't  have  umbrellas  in  your  stock  with  broken  buttons  or  torn 
cases. 

Sticks  will  break  and  so  will  ribs  ;  buttons  will  come  off  and  so 
will  ties  and  ferrules. 

Keep  a  drawer  for  such  goods,  for  if  a  customer  happens  to  get 
her  hand  on  an  umbrella  out  of  order,  and  she  will  if  it  is  in  sight, 
you  will  find  it  difficult  to  make  that  sale. 

The  majority  of  merchants  make  the  mistake  of  having  too 
many  prices.  Our  experience  is  that  buyers  who  do  not  have  too 
many  prices  generally  sell  the  most  goods. 

In  this  way  you  will  find  that  your  sales-people  will  be  better 
posted  and  can  more  easily  effect  a  sale. 

We  do  not  mean  that  you  should  not  have  lots  to  sell  at  different 
prices.  We  are  speaking  of  your  regular  stock.  Keep  a  lot  of  good, 
sightly  stuff,  say  from  25  pieces  up  to  200,  according  to  the  amount 
of  your  business. 

At  the  first  sign  of  rain  put  them  on  a  centre  counter  near  your 
main  entrance,  put  on  a  price  ticket  and  you  will  find  that  you  will 
make  sales  that  you  now  lose. 

Do  this  religiously  when  it  begins  to  rain  and  you  will  get  better 
results  from  that  counter  than  you  imagine. 

In  advertising  use  cuts.  Any  cut  of  one  or  more  umbrellas  will 
answer. 

Keep  your  stock  clean  in  a  glass  case  out  of  the  dust,  but  not 
out  of  sight. 


Have  a  few  blocks  on  the  counter  with  about  a  dozen  in  each, 
with  price  ticket. 

Only  one  price  in  a  block.  Keep  a  line  of  school  umbrellas 
and  see  that  they  are  shown — they  must  be  schools  with  short 
handles  and  tops.  Don't  think  that  people  will  not  pay  more  than 
50c.  for  a  child's  umbrella.      Nothing  is  too  good  for  the  little  ones. 

In  dressing  your  windows  put  in  a  few  slick  umbrellas.  You 
can  put  them  in  with  millinery,  dress  goods,  etc.  Our  best  city 
retailers  find  that  a  few  nice  umbrellas  look  well  with  all  kinds  of 
dry  goods. 

Properly  bought  and  managed  you  will  find  it  one  of  the  most 
profitable  departments  in  your  store. 

The  sales  of  umbrellas  for  November  and  December  are  very 
heavy,  and  if  you  do  it  right  you  will  be  pleased  with  the  result.

({  r^oKtlu-  winter  wardrobe  all  shades  of  brown,   clear  dark 
1       green,    navy  and  grayish  blue,   clear  gray,   not  a  steely 
shade,  and  reddish  violet  arc  suitable  for  the  street,"  writes  Emma 
M.   Hooper,  in  The  Ladies'  Home  Journal.      "Black   is  also  very 
fashionable  in  smooth  and  rough  gopds  for  street  costumes.    Among 
the  latter  are  English  and  Cravenette  (waterproof)  serges  in  large 
and  small  cords  at    one   to    two    dollars    a    yard  ;   silk-warp    Eudora 
from  a  dollar  and  a  half  up  ;  cheviot-finished  serges  from  a  dollar  ; 
mohair  figured  goods  from  a  dollar  and  a  quarter,   and   plain  mo- 
hairs from  seventy-five  cents.      All    of  these    goods   are   of  double 
width,  and  eight  yards  forms  the  usual   dress  pattern.      In   colored 
goods  the  plain  ladies'  cloths  are  worn  again,  and  these  should  be 
sponged  before  making  them  up  to  prevent  spotting.   The  merchant 
selling  the  dress  can  be  requested  to  send  it  to  the  city  where  pro- 
fessionals do  the  sponging  for  about  fifty  cents  a   dress   and  retain 
the  gloss  as  no  one  else  can.      Ladies'  cloth,  like  velvet,  should  be 
made  up  all  one  way  of  the  cloth  or  the  pieces  will  shade  different- 
ly.     Seven  yards  of  cloth  is  a  good  pattern.      Rough  boucle  fabrics 
having  curls  of  hair  will  be  selected  for  visiting  and  church  wear, 
making  them  up  with  velvet  or  plain  cloth   accessories.      Silk  and 
wool  mixtures  require  velvet  or  silk  combinations." 


STICK    TO    THE    OLD    CUSTOMERS. 

"A  bird  in  the  hand  is  worth  two  in  the  bush,"  any  day. 
Hang  to  your  old  customers.  When  one  of  them  gets  in  a  huff 
and  thinks  he  is  an  injured  party,  look  into  the  matter  and  see 
where  the  trouble  lies.  Don't  let  him  get  out  to  air  his  opinions 
among  his  friends  until  you  have  tried  to  bring  him  back  into  the 
fold.  Usually  incidents  of  this  sort  are  based  on  grounds  that  are 
too  frivolous  for  a  quarrel,  and  certainly  not  sufficient  for  a  retailer 
to  lose  trade  over.  If  you  are  at  fault,  make  amends.  If  the  cus- 
tomer is  the  guilty  party,  meet  him  half  way.  Independence  is  a 
valuable  quality,  but  pigheadedness  is  enough  to  ruin  any  business. 
Independence  does  not  prohibit  a  man  from  getting  at  the  truth 
and  illustrating  it,  by  any  means.  Every  old  customer  who  trans- 
fers his  patronage  elsewhere  must  be  replaced  by  a  new  one,  and  it 
is  easier  to  hold  the  old  one  if  the  proper  means  are  employed  at 
the  right  time.

RETAIL    TRADE     PROSPECTS. 

DESPITE  reports  of  quiet  trade  from  some  quarters  the  fall 
season  has  been  quite  fair  throughout  the  country.  Whole- 
salers say  the  sorting  trade  has  been  good  on  the  whole.  The  city 
merchants  have  done  well,  and  everywhere  a  better  Christmas  trade 
is  expected  than  that  of  last  year. 

A  good  deal  will  depend  on  the  weather  as  to  Christmas  trade, 
and,  therefore,  it  is  more  or  less  uncertain.  Of  spring  prospects 
this  much  can  be  said  :  The  outlook  is  far  better  than  it  was 
twelve  months  ago.  The  increase  in  the  prices  of  wheat,  cheese, 
and  pork  has  put  millions  to  the  credit  of  farmers.  Where  farmers 
have  not  sold,  of  course  they  have  not  realized.  But  they  will  sell 
later  on  and  the  money  will  get  to  the  stores. 

We  look,  therefore,  for  a  good  spring  trade.  Buying  so  far  has 
been  cautious,  but  not  unduly  so.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  as  well 
not  to  hold  off  too  long,  as  it  is  necessary  to  push  business  these 
days,  and  if  you  haven't  the  goods  you  can't  push  it,  that's  all. 

The  spring  styles  shown  by  travelers  thus  far  are  promising,  and 
when  December  is  over  the  real  campaign  will  begin,  as  nearly*  all 


the  houses  send  out  their  representatives  again  the  first  week  in 
January.  The  merchant  who  feels  he  can  do  the  business  may 
count  on  a  good  spring  trade. 


INTEGRITY     IN     BUSINESS. 

SOME  recent  cases  under  discussion  have  shown  up  merchants 
in  a  dishonest  light.  Crooked  methods  in  trade  are  poor 
policy.  It  is  not  our  province  to  take  up  the  moral  side  of  the 
question,  but  looking  at  it  purely  from  the  standpoint  of  practical, 
everyday,  ordinary  results,  there  can  be  no  doubt  at  all  that  honesty 
always  pays  best. 

The  merchant  who  tries  to  play  double  is  sure  to  get  caught 
some  day.  He  may  escape  for  a  long  time,  but  eventually  he  gets 
into  the  trap  and  is  caught.  Then  he  loses  not  merely  the  dishonest 
gains,  but  often  everything  else. 

But  there  are  some  men  who  do  not  get  caught.  They  play 
sharp,  as  the  saying  goes,  and  pretend  that  if  they  didn't  the  other 
fellow  will.  The  house  they  buy  from,  the  customer  they  sell  to, 
are,  with  such  people,  fair  game  for  plunder. 

This  kind  of  business  dealing  is  a  huge  mistake,  and  invariably 
recoils  on  the  head  of  those  who  pursue  it.  The  straight  road  is 
always  the  safest,  and  a  merchant  who  has  so  many  opportunities  of 
being  honest,  or  the  reverse,  should  lay  it  down  as  an  invariable 
rule  in  his  store,  for  clerks  and  all  to  obey,  that  all  transactions 
should  be  conducted  on  a  square  basis. 

Otherwise  your  store  gets  a  bad  name,  you  are  shunned  by  peo- 
ple whose  confidence  may  some  day  be  of  the  highest  importance, 
and  whose  opinion,  once  having  sacrificed,  you  can  never  regain. 

The  trade  as  a  body  in  this  country  is  honest,  we  have  no  doubt. 
But  there  are  black  sheep  in  every  flock  and  we  have  them  as  well 
as  other  countries. 


THEY  TALKED  SENSE. 

WITHOUT  under-rating  the  capacity  of  those  manufacturers 
who  laid  their  several  cases  before  the  Cabinet  Ministers 
in  Toronto  last  month,  we  must  award  the  palm  for  plain  common 
sense  to  the  deputation  of  the  dry  goods  trade.  This  deputation 
consisted  of  intelligent  business  men.  Two  of  their  suggestions 
were  of  a  nature  to  commend  themselves  to  any  reasonable  body  of 
persons.     The  necessity  of  a  definite  date  for  the  going  into  force 
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of  tariff  changes  is  no  selfish  claim,  but  is  of  vital  importance  to  the 
entire  trade  of  the  country,  wholesale  and  retail.  Secondly,  the 
wisdom  of  doing  away  with  ports  of  entry  where  incompetent  offi- 
cials allow  variations  in  the  rates  of  duty  paid,  to  the  injury  of  the 
trade  elsewhere,  must  also  commend  itself.  There  ought  to  be 
uniformity  in  the  duties  levied.  To  get  in  goods  at  30  per  cent,  at 
one  port,  and  import  the  same  class  of  goods  at  5  per  cent,  more 
(or  less)  at  some  other  port  is  monstrous.  These  are  reforms  which 
any  C.overnment  ought  to  be  eager  to  carry  out.  In  demanding 
them  the  dry  goods  men  are  striking  at  the  root  of  tariff  difficulties 
and  are  entitled  to  prompt  answer  and  relief. 


STRENGTH    IN   WOOL. 

INDICATIONS  all  point  to  firm  values  on  all  woolen  fabrics  this 
season,  both  imported  and  domestic.  The  main  reason  oper- 
ating in  this  direction  is  the  sharp  advance  which  has  been  estab- 
lished on  raw  material.  As  already  noted,  the  wool  sales,  both  in 
London  and  Antwerp,  opened  firm,  and  the  fact,  coupled  with  other 
conditions,  has  produced  a  very  confident  feeling  among  holders  of 
wool  on  this  side  the  Atlantic.  Imported  wools  have  advanced  re- 
cently 1  to  i_^c.  per  pound,  Cape  stock,  which  was  available  a 
month  ago  at  \^y2z.  per  pound,  being  held  firm  to-day  at  15c. 
Other  descriptions  of  foreign  wool  are  equally  strong,  the  average 
advance  being  fully  7  to  10  per  cent,  on  all  fine  stock.  This  strength 
has  been  reflected  on  the  domestic  raw  material,  for  Canadian 
fleece  is  from  1  to  2c.  per  pound  higher  than  it  was. 

A  Montreal  house  last  week,  considering  wool  a  good  specula- 
tion, sent  a  buyer  up  into  Ontario  to  try  and  gather  in  from  300,- 
000  to  400,000  pounds  of  wool.  When  this  gentleman  started  out 
he  had  the  idea  that  he  would  be  able  to  do  so  around  19c.  per 
pound,  but,  when  he  got  into  the  country,  holders  would  not  nego- 
tiate under  21c.  The  majority  of  the  selections  offered  also  at  this 
price  were  not  of  the  very  best  grade,  and  the  latter  can  scarcely 
be  bought,  with  holders  in  their  present  temper,  under  22c.  Ex- 
pectation of  a  heavy  demand  from  the  United  States  for  all  kinds  of 
textiles  seems  to  be  the  chief  foundation  for  the  strong  feeling. 


HOTEL    TRADE. 

By  an   Advertiser. 

THE  traveling  public  now-a-daysis  large,  and  has  large  wants. 
The  trade  of  this  class  is  uncertain.  At  the  same  time  it  is  not 
to  be  despised.  Travelers  are  not  on  the  look-out  for  bargains,  and 
pay  the  best  prices  for  what  they  suppose  are  good  articles. 

There  are  several  advertising  mediums  designed  to  catch  this 
class  of  trade.  The  hotel  register,  city  directory,  cards  hung  up 
over  the  desk,  all  are  used  to  try  to  catch  the  eye  and  the  trade  of 
the  traveler.      Even  the  bill  of  fare  is  often  pressed  into  service. 

Without  wishing  to  make  any  disparaging  remarks  about  these 
mediums,  or  those  who  use  them,  I  must,  nevertheless,  say  that  in 
my  opinion  such  mediums  are  worthless.  Money  spent  on  them  is 
money  thrown  away.  A  traveler  naturally  asks  at  the  desk  when 
he  wishes  to  know  where  to  buy  anything.  If  the  hotel  manager  is 
looking  after  his  own  business  he  will  certainly  send  him  to  the  best 
house  in  the  particular  line  his  guest  requires.  If  he  were  to  give 
the  name  of  some  second  or  third-rate  house,  he  himself  would  be 
the  sufferer.     He  would  be  in  danger  of  losing  his  guest's  patron- 


age.      So  that  the  proprietor  is  bound  to  send  his  guests  to  the  best 
stores  in  each  line,  whether  they  are  advertising  with  him  or  not. 

I  have  found  by  experience  that  the  best  way  to  catch  this  class 
of  trade  is  to  make  your  store  the  best  in  its  line.  I  never  had  a 
result  from  the  kind  of  advertising  mentioned  above,  though  I  tried 
it  for  some  years,  nor  do  I  know  of  any  results  which  others  have 
had. 


IMPORTED    DRY    GOODS. 

THE  fiscal  year  of  Canada  began  July  1st. ,  and  the  returns  of 
imports  for  the  first  four  months,  that  is  up  to  Oct.  31st.,  are 
now  complete. 

By  the  first  of  July  the  spring  trade  is  over,  and,  therefore,  as 
far  as  dry  goods  are  concerned,  it  is  rather  interesting  to  compare 
the  first  four  months  of  one  year  with  another.  We  have  gone  over 
the  figures  of  imports  from  July  to  October,  1895,  and  present  the 
result  of  the  comparison  in  the  accompanying  table. 

The  result  indicates  a  very  cautious  policy  on  the  part  of  dry 
goods  importers.  Using  round  numbers — the  exact  figures  will  be 
found  below — the  imports  this  year  are  about  $6,920,000,  compared 
with  $6,220,000  last  year,  or  a  decrease  of  $700,000,  or  about  10 
per  cent,  for  the  four  months.  This  may  be  due  to  several  causes, 
and  the  period  is  too  brief  for  drawing  any  general  conclusions. 
One  thing,  however,  may  fairly  be  inferred,  that  Canadian  jobbers 
have  not  imported  for  early  autumn  trade  as  freely  in  1896  as  in 
1895,  and  as  values  are  about  the  same  as,  or  if  anything  a  little 
higher  than,  last  year,  we  may  assume  that  the  importing  trade  pre- 
pared for  less  demand  in  foreign  goods.  It  does  not  necessarily 
mean  that  the  turn-over  by  Canadian  houses  has  been  less,  as  the 
shortage  might  be  made  up  by  domestic  makes,  which  have  sold 
freely  this  year.  But,  in  the  main,  the  decrease  in  imports  is  seen 
in  nearly  all  the  principal  items,  as  follows  :

There  are  some  increases,  of  course.  Dyed  cottons  have  in- 
creased, and  this  item  may  cover  a  certain  amount  of  slaughtering 
in  American  prints  which  came  into  this  market  during  the  sum- 
mer. The  imports  of  lace  collars,  nettings,  etc.,  which  have  been 
and  continue  so  fashionable  this  season,  show  an  increase.  Woolen 
clothing  is  also  responsible,  for  a  small  increase.  But  the  other 
items  are  in  the  line  of  diminished  buying.  Even  dress  goods,  in 
which  so  satisfactory  a  trade  is  reported  on  all  sides  this  season, 
have  fallen  off. 

Of  the  total  import  and  export  trade  of  Canada  during  the  four 
months  in  question  nothing  but  expansion  is  to  be  recorded.  The 
exports  are  $47,933,898  in  1896,  compared  with  $45,760,049  in 
1895,  an  increase  of  over  $2,000,000  this  year,  covering  principally 
farmers'  produce — which  is  satisfactory  to  the  business  houses 
generally. 
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CURRENT  NOTES. 
TIT' HEN  Wanamaker  purchased  the  Hilton,  Hughes  &  Co. 
V  V  estate  in  New  York  some  people  thought  there  would  be  a 
big  slaughter  of  the  stock.  But  there  wasn't.  Mr.  Wanamaker 
knows  too  well  not  to  overdo  cheapness.  Part  of  the  stock  was 
quietly  removed  to  his  Philadelphia  store  and  there  worked  off 
without  demoralizing  the  New  York  retail  trade. 

*  *         * 

Most  merchants  will  feel  that  it  is  well  to  hold  the  tariff  enquiry 
in  public.  There  ought  to  be  no  wire-pulling  in  secret  over  tariffs. 
The  Ministers  can  discuss  and  make  up  their  minds  in  private. 
That  is  enough  of  the  secrecy  element  in  the  matter. 

*  *         * 

Will  there  be  a  new  American  tariff  bill  this  month  at  Washing- 
ton ?  That  is  the  question  everyone  is  asking.  There  is  a  big 
deficit  in  the  revenue  which  must  be  met.  Last  session  of  Congress 
what  was  called  the  Dingley  Bill  to  lay  on  more  taxes  was  pro- 
posed. It  suggested  a  duty  on  raw  wool  equal  to  60  per  cent,  of 
the  McKinley  wool  tariff;  an  increase  in  the  present  duties  on 
manufactured  woolens  to  60  per  cent,  of  the  specific  duties  of  the 
McKinley  tariff;  and  an  all  round  increase  of  15  per  cent,  on 
other  articles  now  dutiable.  This,  it  was  estimated,  would  give 
the  required  revenue.  Mr.  Dingley  does  not,  since  the  election 
last  month,  favor  the  revival  of  this  bill.      It  was  only  to  be  in  force 

till  August,  1898. 

*  *  * 

In  golf  and  bicycle  hose  the  experience  in  the  States  this  past 
season  favors  medium-priced  and  fine  goods.  The  low  grades 
have  not  repaid  the  retailers,  and  for  spring  they  will,  it  is  believed, 

handle  the  better  lines. 

*  *         # 

The  telegrams  which  passed  between  the  successful  and  defeated 
candidates  in  the  recent  Presidential  election  call  to  mind  an  inci- 
dent of  a  few  years  ago.  In  an  election  it  happened  that  the  de- 
feated candidate  had  been  the  incumbent  ot  the  office  the  previous 
period.  His  telegram  of  congratulation  to  his  successful  rival  read 
thus:    "When   shall   I  send  you  my  shoes  ?" 


THE    AUCTION    NUISANCE. 

THE  auction  nuisance  seems  not  to  be  affected  by  dull  times. 
At  the  auction  rooms  in  our  larger  cities  are  sold  rugs  and 
portieres  at  prices  with  which  the  regular  dealer  cannot  compete. 
And  the  reason  is  plain.  The  dealer  pays  high  rent,  a  big  gas  bill, 
taxes  and  other  city  rates.  In  the  case  of  goods  sold  by  auction, 
the  consignor  pays  nothing  but  the  auctioneer's  fee.  This,  of 
course,  pays  its  share  of  city  taxes  through  the  auctioneer's  license, 
but  the  vast  difference  between  this  and  the  regular  rates  is 
obvious. 

Besides,  these  goods  are  sent  direct  from  the  manufacturer  to 
the  auction  room.  This  being  the  case,  the  auction  room  prices 
are  so  low  that  they  must,  and  do,  hurt  the  ordinary  retail  prices. 
This  way  of  selling  goods  is  all  right,  for  instance,  in  the  case  of 
Canadian  apples  shipped  to  England.  But  it  must  be  remembered 
that  in  that  case  the  whole  lot  is  sold  to  one  man,  and  is  not  dis- 
posed of  in  retail  lots.  What  a  howl  from  the  retail  fruit  men 
there  would  be  in  England  if  each  man,  woman  and  child  could  go 


to  the  dock  and  buy  a  barrel  of  apples  at  the  jobbing  price,  or 
thereabouts  ! 

Nor  could  this  system  be  denounced  in  articles  which  were  not 
handled  by  retail  men.      It  would  be  no  injury  to  the  trade. 

It  is  a  great  pity  if  our  law  does  not  afford  some  protection  to 
our  merchants  in  this  respect.  Surely  these  men  should  pay  their 
share  of  the  city  taxes  to  maintain  institutions  from  which  they 
derive  so  much  benefit.  As  yet  nothing  has  been  done.  It  is  a 
question  if  anything  can  be  done.  Conversation  with  the  dealers 
shows  that  the  trade  feel  the  results  very  much.  All  would  be 
pleased  to  have  it  stopped,  but  have  not  been  able  as  yet  to  devise 
any  scheme  to  put  an  end  to  this  inroad  on  legitimate  trade. 


TASTE  FOR  BETTER  FURNISHINGS. 

IN  no  department  of  dry  goods  has  a  more  marked  development 
taken  place  during  the  last  twenty  years  than  in  men's  furnish- 
ings. 

People  are  more  particular  about  their  dress  than  they  were. 
The  working  people  are  neat  and  dressy  where  formerly  they  cared 
little  about  personal  adornment.  They  wear  a  necktie  where  once 
none  could  be  seen.      Their  Sunday  costume  is  as  good  as  need  be. 

The  rural  population  is  also  far  more  particular  in  dress  than 
once  was  the  custom.  A  man  does  not  drive  into  town  looking 
like  a  backwoodsman.  He  looks  "fit  to  be  seen,"  even  if  he  is 
only  going  to  the  blacksmith  at  the  "Corners,"  or  to  the  village 
after  the  mail. 

Men's  furnishings,  therefore,  are  a  promising  branch  of  trade, 
and  as  they  appeal  so  largely  to  the  luxurious  side  of  man's  nature 
they  afford  a  good  opening  for  a  profit.  The  item  of  underwear, 
for  example,  indicates  how  taste  has  gradually  come  to  favor  a 
superior  grade  of  comfort,  and  money  is  spent  on  the  inner  cloth- 
ing which  ten  years  ago,  even,  would  have  been  thought  reckless 
extravagance. 

But  it  is  not  extravagance.  It  is  because  men  make  their  living 
under  conditions  more  trying  to  the  nervous  system  than  their 
forefathers,  and  they  need  comforts  in  dress  which  would  have 
been  deemed  effeminate  long  ago. 


SOMETHING   SPECIAL.

A    HINT    IN    SMALLWARES. 

The  secret  of  success  in  business  is  good  buying.  In  these  days 
of  competition  the  knowledge  of  the  best  market  for  purchasing 
trade  commodities  is  of  paramount  importance.  Many  a  merchant, 
lacking  this  knowledge,  is  content  to  go  on  in  the  good  old  way, 
paying  long  prices,  and  buying  the  same  lines  from  year  to  year, 
without  looking  about  to  see  what  is  new.  This  is  especially  appli- 
cable to  smallwares  and  dressmakers'  supplies.  In  these  depart- 
ments, James  Johnston  &  Co.,  Montreal,  claim  to  be  second  to  none 
in  the  Dominion,  and  up  to  date, 
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TARIFF  ENQUIRY— WHAT  IT  BODES. 

THE  Ministers  of  the  Crown  are  now  on  their  hunt  for  tariff  in- 
formation. They  have  visited  Hamilton,  Toronto  and 
various  other  places,  and  heard  evidence  mostly  in  public.  Some 
surprise  has  been  expressed  that  the  deputations,  which  waited  on 
the  Ministers,  all  represented,  in  some  way  or  other,  a  manufactur- 
ing industry.  This  is  not  so  very  strange.  The  duties  now  in  force 
are  admittedly  for  the  express  purpose  of  fostering  home  industries, 
and  where  capital  is  invested  the  greatest  anxiety  is  naturally  felt 
to  know  what  changes  the  Government  contemplates. 

There  are  two  theories  at  present  floating  about  as  to  what  the 
Ministers  will  do.  One  is  that  the  revision  will  be  radical.  "I 
think,"  said  a  Liberal  to  The  Review,  "that  the  Government  is 
bound  to  carry  out  the  promises  made  in  public  speeches  prior  to  the 
election,  and  frame  a  revenue  tariff.     You  hear   people  talk   about 

present  expenditures  being 
too  heavy  to  allow  of  much 
reduction.  But  they  forget 
our  party  are  pledged  to 
cut  down  that  expenditure. 
Look  at  Mr.  Mulock,  who 
has  begun  to  economise  in 
his  Department  without 
impairing  the  efficiency  of 
the  mail  services.  That  is 
what  we  look  for  all  round. 
For  years  we  have  been 
talking  revenue  tariff.  Are 
we  simply  to  put  on  the 
Tory  clothes,  and  abjure 
the  principles  contended 
for  in  past  years  ?  That  would  be  most  disappointing  to  many  of 
us.  We  look  for  a  reduction  of  the  annual  expenditures  sufficient 
to  allow  for  a  cut  in  tariff  rates."  This  gentleman,  it  is  fair  to 
say,  is  a  lawyer,  not  a  business  man,  and  The  Review  cannot 
find,  on  enquiry,  that  his  opinions  are  those  of  any  considerable 
section  of  the  commercial  community. 

By  far  the  most  general  opinion  is  that  the  revision  will  be 
moderate.  The  Ministers,  we  are  told,  have  taken  counsel  in  pri- 
vate, as  well  as  in  public.  In  all  cases  they  have  refrained  from 
giving  any  hint  of  their  ultimate  intentions.  Their  bearing  has, 
however,  reassured  those  who  feared  that  the  Government  ap- 
proached the  enquiry  in  a  mood  antagonistic  to  the  industries  of 
the  country.  Said  one  manufacturer  to  The  Review  :  "I  found 
the  Ministers  courteous,  and  anxious  to  hear  rather  than  to  talk. 
Sir  Richard  Cartwright,  whom  I  had  not  previously  met  personally 
(though  1  had  heard  of  him),  was  as  satisfactory  to  deal  with  as  the 
others.  Of  course,  I  cannot  tell  what  they  will  do;  but  surely, 
with  the  facts  before  them,  they  can  hardly  smash  the  tariff  in  a 
reckless  way.  You  know  I  am  a  protectionist,  but  there  are  cer- 
tain changes  which  even  a  protectionist  could  suggest  in  our  pre- 
sent system.  If  the  Ministers  can  solve  the  difficult  problem  of 
raw  material  and  apportion    fairly  the  amount  of  protection  to  be 


given  to  one  man    whose  finished  product  is  the   raw  material  of 
another,  they  will  have  achieved  a  great  task." 


*  These  illustrations  have  no  bearing  on  the  artic'e  in  which  :hey  are  embodied  ;  nor 
does  it  mean  that  the  Ministers  won't  hit  the  mark. 


The  importers,  as  a  body,  are  not  clamoring  for  much  of  a  cut 
in  tariff  rates.  They  are  naturally  demanding  reductions  in  their 
own  interests,  but  not  to  a  very  marked  degree.  Perhaps  the  most 
extreme  on  this  point  are  Mr.  Chouinard,  of  Quebec,  whose  views 
have  appeared  in  a  long  communication  to  The  Toronto  Globe,  and 
Mr.  Caldecott,  of  Toronto,  who  has  long  been  known  as  an  ardent 
free-trader.  Mr.  Caldecott  gives  his  opinions  to  The  Dkv  Goods 
Review  as  follows  : 

"  I  am  speaking  now  purely  from  the  business  standpoint  and 
not  on  the  question  of  whether  protection,  revenue  tariff,  or  free 
trade  is  most  beneficial  to  Canada.  I  have  read  Mr.  Chouinard' s 
views  on  tariff  changes  and  approve  his  division  of  the  various 
classes  of  dry  goods  imports  into  :  cottons,  woolens,  jutes  and 
linens,  silks,  notions  and  haberdashery,  carpets,  knitted  goods,  hats 
and  caps,  clothing.  This  is  a  natural  classification  for  purposes  of 
duty,  and  if  it  were  carefully  carried  out  it  would  do  much  to  ameli- 
orate the  collection  of  duties  in  small  ports  of  entry,  as  being  clear 
and  understandable. 

"  I  agree  that  the  duty  on  grey  cottons  should  be  20  per  cent,  at 
the  outside  ;  if  made  15  per  cent,  there  would  be  a  possibility  of 
some  grades  of  goods  coming  in,  thus  yielding  revenue.  A  reduc- 
tion on  white  cottons  from  25  to  20  per  cent.  I  also  think  rea- 
sonable, but  the  latter  should  be  the  maximum  rate,  and  un- 
doubtedly, if  it  were  made  15  per  cent.,  a  number  of  goods 
now  excluded  could  come  in.  A  duty  of  25  per  cent,  on  dyed, 
printed  and  colored 
cottons  should  be  the 
maximum  rate.  The 
fact  that  sales  of 
Canadian  cotton  are 
made  in  China,  and 
that  mills  are  run  for 
that  trade,  where 
they  have  to  compete 
against  the  world, 
shows  that  a  1 5  per 
cent  rate  would  be 
ample  even  for  pro- 
tective    purposes.  • 

That  cut  on  flannel-  No.  2. 

ettes,  to  which  The  Dry  Goods  Review  has  referred,  was  an 
unfortunate  move  for  the  Canadian  merchant,  and  resulted,  not 
only  in  selling  these  at  about  cost  price,  but  also  in  reducing  the 
relative  value  of  similar  goods  and  turning  trade  into  unprofitable 
channels,  the  motive,  apparently,  being  to  prevent  another  mill 
from  doing  business  in  these  goods.  It  was  universally  condemned 
by  the  whole  trade,  from  Halifax  to  Vancouver. 

"As  to  woolens,  1  agree  with  the  view  that  the  specific  duty 
should  be  abandoned  and  a  maximum  rate  of  25  per  cent,  levied. 
A  higher  duty  might  prevent  revenue.  A  25  per  cent,  rate  would 
prevent  blankets  and  all  coarse  grades  coming  in,  and  if  at  pre- 
sent some  manufacturers  find  business  unprofitable,  internal  com- 
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petition,  not  want  of  protection,  is  the  cause.  As  to  meltons,  I  be- 
lieve that  whether  iS  inch  or  54  inch,  they  should  be  subject  to  one 
duty,  not  over  25  percent. 

"  There  are  lew  linen  and  jute  goods  made  in  Canada  at  pre- 
sent. Linen  bags  are  made  up  here,  and  Hessian  comes  in  free  to 
the  manufacturer.  It  would  be  wise  to  cancel  all  such,  and  give 
the  maker  no  privileges  over  the  ordinary  purchaser,  as  it  leads  to 
a  species  of  fraud.  This  applies  to  all  goods  entered  free  for  manu- 
facturers only.  If  free,  the  goods  should  be  free  to  all.  The  same 
duties  should  apply  to  linen  and  jutes,  as  they  are  hard  to  distin- 
guish. 

'  'The  duty  on  silks  need  not  be  over  30  per  cent.  As  to  trimmings, 
millinery  men  complain  that  the  classification  is  unsatisfactory.  The 
duties  should  be  uniform.  They  are  not  made  here,  and  the  duty 
may  be  30  or  35  per  cent,  as  the  revenue  may  require.  The  specific 
duty  might  come  off  hosiery  and  a  uniform  rate  of  30  per  cent,  put 
on.  If  this  were  reduced  to  20  per  cent,  a  large  quantity  of  low- 
class  goods  now  excluded  would  come  in  and  form  a  revenue  basis. 
The  present  specific  duty  is  severe  on  all  low-grade  goods.  The 
present  duty  on  collars,  cuffs  and  shirts  should  be  30  per  cent. 
Owing  to  intense  competition  shirts  of  all  kinds  are  sold  at  a  low 
point.  The  duty  on  umbrellas  and  parasols  is  excessive,  and  25 
per  cent,  would  admit  some  now  excluded  and  add  to  the  revenue. 

"  The  Tariff  Commissioners  should  aim  to  have  a  clear  division 
of  all  classes  of  goods  made,  one  so  plain  that  collectors  at  small 
ports  who  are  deficient  in  experience  would  know  how  to  pass 
entries  intelligently.  I  regard  the  number  of  ports  of  entry  as  ex- 
cessively large  and  unnecessary.  This  leads  to  immense  expendi- 
ture of  money  altogether  inadequate  to  the  returns.  The  present 
Government  should  close  the  small  ports,  especially  those  not  pay- 
ing the  running  expenses.        The  importer  favors  a  revenue  tariff 
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sidered  the  extreme  view  of  that  school  of  thought.  The  Ministers 
will  hardly  deem  it  expedient  to  take  extreme  free-trade  ground, 
any  more  than  extreme  protection.  If  wise,  they  will  take  a  middle 
course,  giving  invested  capital  its  proper  appreciation.  No  policy 
that  will  shut  down  the  mills  will  be  acceptable.  And  when  we 
find  free-trade  importers  who  are  willing  to  stand  duties  varying 
from  20  to  35  per  cent.,  according  to  the  class  of  goods,  it  may 
fairly  be  inferred  that  adequate  protection  to  established  industries, 
which  ought  naturally  to  exist  in  Canada,  will  not  be  resented.

The  good  of  all  good  is  in  the  good  way  of  handling  it. 

A  good  thing,  badly  presented,  may  be  as  poor  as  a  bad  thing 
well  presented. 

Too  little   office  room   is  extravagant  economy. 

Too  much  office  room  is  wasteful  extravagance. 

Enough  is  plenty. 

A  large  business,  and  a  large  office,  generally  go  together. 

A  hundred-dollar  man  does  not  often  wear  a  ten-dollar  overcoat. 

In  the  equilibrium  of  the  parts  of  the  business  is  the  success 
of  the  whole  of  it. 

The  successful  house  has  enough  room,  enough  clerks,  and 
enough  of  everything. 

By  your  surroundings  so  will  you  be  commercially  judged. 

Extravagance  and  economy,  like  the  extremes  of  heat  and  cold, 
act  the  same. 

There  are  several  reasons  in  favor  of  full-page  advertisements  in 
trade  papers. 

To  logically  and  practically  present  them,  allow  me  to  give  them, 
number  by  number: 

First — -The  full-page  advertisement  stands  for  progress. 

Second — The  full-page  advertisement  represents  success. 

Third — The  full-page  advertisement  must  be  seen. 

Fourth — -The  full-page  advertisement  is  exclusive — nobody  else 
occupies    the  page  with  you. 

Fifth — The  full-page  advertisement  gives  you  individual  indentity ; 
you  stand  by  yourself  on  your  own  ground. 

Sixth — The  full-page  advertisement  may  not  be  a  guarantee  of 
respectability,  but  few,  except  the  most  reliable  of  houses,  use  full 
pages. 

Seventh — The  full-page  advertisement  admits  of  the  boldest 
typographical  display. 

Eighth — The  full-page  advertisement  allows  ample  room  for 
comprehensive  illustration. 

Ninth — More  than  four  times  as  many  people  see  and  read 
the  fu41-page  advertisement  than  see  and  read  the  quarter-page 
advertisement,  and  the  full  page  does  not  generally  cost  quite  as 
much  as  four  times  the  cost  of  the  quarter  page. 

The  traveling  salesman  should  never  be  obliged  to  initiate  the 
buyer,  for  the  first  time,  with  the  name  of  the  house  he  represents.' 

The  full-page  advertiser  knows  that  the  name,  and  the  business 
he  does,   are  familiar  to  every  possible  buyer. 

The  advertiser  of  smaller  space  generally  finds  that  his  advertise- 
ment pays  him,  and  if  he  finds  it  to  be  so,  there  is  no  reason  why 
his  reason  should  not  furnish  reason  to  make  the  good  thing 
that  paid  him  well,  pay  him  better. 

There  are  exceptions,  for  no  invariable  rule  ever  existed,  but 
no  man  of  sense  dares  risk  his  dollars  in  following  the  law  of  ex- 
ception, when  the  rule  of  average  leads  on  to  success. 

So  long  as  99  per  cent,  of  the  most  progressive  and  successful 
houses  use  full  pages,  have  used  full  pages,  and  always  expect  to 
use  full  pages,  the  argument  in  favor  of  full  pages  lifts  itself  from 
out  of  the  sea  of  doubt,  on  to  the  rock  of  successful  safety,

THE  following  recipe  is  said  to  make  a  remarkably  good  quality 
of  ink  for  ticket  writing.  "Take  four  ounces  of  white  wax 
and  one  ounce  and  a  half  of  white  soap.  Melt,  and  when  well 
amalgamated  add  of  lampblack  half  an  ounce.  Mix  well,  heat 
strongly  and  add  of  shellac  one  ounce.  Again  heat  it,  mix  it  well, 
cool  and  bottle  for  use.  You  will  find  that  with  this  ink  lines 
may  be  drawn  from  the  finest  to  the  fullest  without  danger  of  its 
spreading." — School  of  Window  Dressing.

But 
men  appre- 
ciate them, 
and  it  is  their 
trade  you  are 
looking    for. 

Window 
No.  i  is 
dressed  with 
great  skill 
and  elabora- 
tion, The 
ordinary 
window 
might  not  re- 
quire quite 
as  much  de- 
tail. Yet  it  is  well  to  aim  at  the  best.  The  background  here  is  of 
light  green  cheese  cloth,  pleated  neatly  from  top  to  bottom.  In  the 
centre  of  the  window  at  the  back  a  large  star  is  formed,  pleated 
over  with  pink  cheese  cloth  bordered  with  yellow.  Shirts,  ties, 
cuff  buttons,  etc.,  are  fixed  to  the  star,  which  is  made  to  revolve. 
On  each  side  of  the  star  a  bracket  is  fixed,  on  which  are  placed 
pants  forms  ;  the  remainder  of  the  background  is  filled  in  with 
white  shirts,  with  a  coat  form  at  each  side  of  the  star.  A  sloping 
platform  from  the  front  to  the  back  of  the  window  is  built  and 
covered  with  pink  cheese  cloth.  Two  small  platforms  are  fixed  on 
this  sloping  platform,  one  at  each  side  of  the  window,  and  on  them 
are  placed  brass  stands  trimmed  with  gloves  and  silk  handkerchiefs. 
Behind  this  are  three  forms,   on  which  are  displayed    frock  coats 


and  dress  suits.  The  raised  platform  is  trimmed  with  men's  fur- 
nishings, as  may  be  seen  in  the  illustration.  The  star  may  be  kept 
moving  with  a  small   water  or  electric  motor. 

Window  No.  2  (on  page  14)  is  a  Christmas  display.  It  is  well 
worked  out  and  is  hard  to  reproduce  in  a  photograph.  The  bottom 
is  a  snowy  ground  made  of  batting  and  flake.  A  small  mirror 
represents  a  pond  frozen  over.  The  background  is  of  evergreens 
with  "  snow  "  piled  about  them  in  mounds.  The  cabin  is  an  early 
settler's  house.  Santa  Claus  has  his  sleigh  loaded  and  is  descend- 
ing the  chimney.  The  top  is  made  of  sky  cambric,  with  gold 
spangles  as  stars,  and  the  moon's  crescent,  lit  up  with  electric  light 
above  and  through  the  cambric,  lends  a  realistic  effect.  The  snake 
fence  completes  the  illusion.  This  window,  dressed  in  Mr.  Bollert's 
store  at  Guelph,  created  great  interest  in  that  city  when  displayed.

TORONTO 
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BATH    ROBES. 

Hath  or  house  robes  are  items  of  a  furnishing  goods  stock  which 
are  bulky  and  difficult  to  display  ;  they  are  articles  of  luxury  which 
will  seldom  sell  unless  they  are  shown.  Usually  they  are  either 
placed  on  the  floor  of  the  window,  heaped  up  carelessly,  or  else 
hung  up  as  one  would  put  them  away  in  a  closet.  An  improved 
way  of  exhibiting  them  is  to  lay  the  garment  over  a  rod  with  the 
neck  hanging  downwards  ;  the  girdle  is  then  loosely  tied  and  the 
sleeves  fastened  under  in  a  festoon  shape.  This  does  away  with 
the  awkwardness  referred  to  and  even  makes  a  desirable  unit 
should  a  solid  window  be  wanted.— Apparel  Gazette. 

SOME    HOLIDAY    HINTS. 

Holiday  displays  might  be  subdivided  into  two  classes — the 
spectacular  show,  with  complicated  mechanical  devices,  and  the 
fixed  trim  that  may  either  exhibit  holiday  goods  or  some  fancy 
subject.  So  many  stores  now  use  incandescent  lamps  that  the 
introduction  of  special  lighting  and  other  features  which  re- 
quire the  use  of 
power  has  been 
greatly  simpli- 
fied. 

One  small 
motor  drawing 
jts  power  from 
the  electric  wires 
in  the  store  is 
frequently  suffi- 
cient to  keep 
half  a  dozen  re- 
volving stands, 
wheels  or  other 
pieces  in  mo- 
tion. Anything 
which  involves 
the  use  of  power 
involves  con- 
stant attention 
and  care,  and 
the  window 
dresser  must 
watch  the  ma- 
chine carefully 
to  see  that  it 
doesn't  break 
down  when 
most  needed. 

If  possible,  the  arrangement  of  the  lights,  where  not  already 
perfected,  should  be  given  considerable  attention.  There  is  no 
better  time  than  the  Christmas  display  season  to  have  this  trouble- 
some matter  permanently  disposed  of. 

We  suggest  that  a  window  decorator  could  not  find  a  better  way 
to  arrange  his  lights  than  to  observe  the  rule  followed  on  the  stage 
of  all  theatres.  Let  there  be  lights  at  the  top  reflected  down  and 
lights  from  below  reflected  up,  the  source  of  light  being  concealed 
from  the  onlooker,  and  the  arrangement  will  then  be  right. 

In  arranging  fixed  holiday  displays  a  few  unique  features,  if 
carefully  planned  and  carried  out,  cannot  but  help  to  make  the 
shows  more  than  ordinarily  successful.  For  instance,  have  made  a 
lot  of  artificial  sunflowers,  stalk  and  all.  But  instead  of  the  large 
black  centre  occupied  by  the  seeds  in  the  plant  fasten  a  pretty  little 
doll's  head  and  raise  the  side  petals  by  invisible  wires  so  that  the 
head  is  apparently  growing  out  of  the  (lower.  If  well  done  this  is 
an  extremely  fetching  conceit.      The  sunflowers  can  be   used  as 


lavishly  as  is  necessary  on  the  floor  and  sides  of  the  window. 
Combining  them  with  a  yellow  background  adds  greatly  to  the 
effect.  Of  course,  these  sunflowers  are  only  part  of  the  accessories 
to  make  the  window  look  well.  Other  things  must  also  be  put  in. 
Solid  displays  of  cheap  toys  arranged  on  straight  shelves  in  the 
window  are  not  to  be  encouraged.  The  arrangement  of  goods  in 
this  fashion  presents  a  curious  jumble  to  the  eye.  If  toys  are  to  be 
shown  don't  crowd  the  window.  At  this  point  it  might  be  well  to 
add  a  word  of  caution.  If  you  use  electric  appliances  of  any  kind 
be  mindful  of  the  danger.  More  than  one  costly  fire  has  originated 
in  carelessly  arranged  Christmas  displays  which  were  not  protected 
from  the  lamps.  —  Economist.

KID    GLOVES. 

iUSINESS  in  this  line  continues  fairly  satisfactory,  though  the 
volume  is,  to  a  marked  extent,  less  than  at  last  year's  corre- 
sponding dates.  This  may  be  partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
owing  to  a  very  early  advent  of  summer,  '96,  and  an  almost  en- 
tire absence  of 
spring  weather, 
the  sale  of  kid 
gloves  at  that 
time  was  much 
influenced,  and 
sales  stopped 
short  before 
stocks  were  any- 
thing like  brok- 
en. This  has 
led  to  careful 
buying  for  fall, 
and  many  deal- 
ers are  making 
efforts  to  clear 
out  surplus 
stocks,  which, 
even  a  t  large 
discounts,  is  a 
difficult  matter 
in  this  up-to- 
date  a  g  e,  if 
colors  and 
styles  are  un- 
seasonable. Un- 
fortunately, one 
or  two  import- 
ers have  assist- 
ed in  lowering  prices  by  some  cheap  importations  which  appear 
attractive,  but  are  not  anything  like  first-class.  However,  this  sort 
of  thing  can  only  be  temporary  and  a  general  return  to  reliable 
standard  qualities  is  hoped  for. 

One  of  the  chief  kid  glove  firms  here  with  whom  we  have  talked 
claims  to  have  had  a  fairly  good  spring,  '97,  placing,  but  largely 
confined  to  reliable  French  goods,  fancy  effects  in  the  same,  and 
better  grades  of  German  lamb.  The  lower  qualities  of  glace  and 
suede  were  little  noticed. 

Colors  for  spring  are  running  rather  lighter  in  tans,  while  white 
and  straw,  and  a  few  pearls,  with  black  trimming  and  large  oxydized 
lock  fasteners,  are  the  leading  favorites.  These  styles  are  being 
sought  after  for  present  use,  but  are  not  likely  to  be  obtained  by 
those  who  failed  to  anticipate  the  demand. 

This  is  an  age  of  effect,  and,  unfortunately  for  the  glove  itself, 
fit  is  a  secondary  consideration.  But  it  seems  necessary  to  con- 
sider the  details  of  every  line  more  than  ever  in  order  to  meet  the 
ideas  of  an  exacting  custom. 

Christmas  trade  will  likely  find  many  dealers  short  of  attractive 
goods.  Jobbers  are  very  low  in  anything  but  staples,  and  not 
over-stocked  in  them.

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FAST  LINE— MR.   GARNEAU'S  OPINION. 

HON.  I'.  GARNEAU,  of  Quebec,  has  written  to  the  Premier  a 
practical  letter  on  the  fast  steamship  question.  There  has 
been  so  much  humbug  talked  by  politicians  about  this  question  in 
recent  years  that  it  is  refreshing  to  read  the  views  of  a  business  man 
who  speaks  from  the  commercial  standpoint. 

The  key-note  of  Mr.  Garneau's  view  is  struck  in  this  sentence  : 

"In  the  first  place,  I  am,  as  stated,  in  favor  of  steamers  of  at  least 
20-knots  speed,  so  that  Canada  may  avail  herself  of  the  great  bene- 
fit of  her  geographical  position,  which  gives  her  the  advantage  of  a 
day's  voyage  (500  miles)  less  than  New  York.  It  would,  in  my 
opinion,  be  foolish  to  lose  this  very  great  advantage  by  using  slower 
boats. 

The  sense  of  this  is  evident.  It  is  the  basis  of  the  whole  scheme. 
What  on  earth  would  be  the  use  of  Canada's  pretending  to  talk 
"fast"  line,  if,  as  some  people  want,  she  went  in  for  a  "slow" 
line  ? 

Now,  as  to  the  cost.  Mr.  Garneau  feels,  as  we  all  feel,  that  a 
yearly  subsidy  of  $750,000  is  a  large  item.  But  he  points  out  that 
a  fast  Atlantic  line  is  a  necessary  link  in  the  chain  of  swift  com- 
munication already  established  by  Canada  on  the  Pacific  to  Japan, 
China  and  Australia.  Without  the  Atlantic  service  we  cannot 
fully  utilize  the  money  spent  on  the  other  services.  This  is  only 
common  sense.  Besides,  the  British  Government  will  give  a  large 
subsidy  itself  to  the  Atlantic  line,  which,  however,  to  obtain  this, 
must  be  up  in  speed  and  equipment  of  vessels  to  the  British  require- 
ments. As  we  don't  pay  any  naval  tax  for  the  protection  of  our 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts  by  the  Imperial  fleets,  the  subsidy  of 
$750,000  is  no  more  than  a  just  discharge  of  this  claim,  while  in 
addition  we  derive  solid  business  advantages  from  having  fast 
vessels. 

Mr.  Garneau,  as  a  Quebec  man,  puts  in  a  special  plea  for  that 
city.  Yet,  it  seems  to  us,  he  is  very  reasonable  in  his  demands, 
not  absolutely  insisting  on  Quebec  as  the  final  terminal  port,  but 
stating  the  following  requirement  as  an  absolute  necessity  : 

"I  do  think,  however,  that  in  the  interest  of  the  country  the 
Government  should  insist  that  in  consideration  for  this  immense 
subsidy  the  steamers  should  be  ready  to  sail  from  Quebec  punctu- 
ally at  the  hour  fixed,  so  that  business  men  may  depend  upon  their 
letters  reaching  Liverpool  or  London  with  equal  punctuality  to,  as 
well  as  shorter  time  than,  those  by  the  New  York  lines.  This  is 
not  the  case  under  present  arrangements,  as  steamers  are  often 
delayed  by  fogs  or  tides  between  Montreal  and  Quebec,  and  to-day 
the  bulk  of  European  mail  matter,  even  from  Quebec,  is  sent  via 
New  York." 

He  also  asks,  fairly  enough,  that  Quebec  be  not  discriminated 
against  either  as  to  passenger  or  freight  rates,  and  concludes  in 
these  words  : 

"  I  do  not  approve  of  the  17-knot  service,  though  I  quite  appre- 
ciate the  objection  that  Mr.  Dobell  raises  to  the  small  cargo  space 
available  in  20-knot  boats.  Perhaps  it  might  be  worth  while  for 
the  Government  to  consider  an  alternative  plan,  to  meet  this  ob- 
jection, by  putting  on  a  ten-years'  contract  only  two  of  the  steam- 
ers, say  like  the  Lucania  and  Campania,  of  20  or  21,  instead  of  20 
knots.  And  let  the  other  two,  say  for  five  years,  be  18-knot  steam- 
ers of  very  large  carrying  capacity  (I  understand  the  North  Ger- 
man Lloyds  have  just  launched  a  steamer  to  carry  20,000  tons  of 
freight.)  This  would  probably  be  much  cheaper  to  the  Govern- 
ment than  four  20-knot  boats,  and  it  would  help  the  freight 
business  and  the  export  trade  of  the  country.  In  this  way  two  of 
the  boats  would  be  a  day  faster  than  the  New  York  line,  and  the 
other  two  a  few  hours  faster." 

This  is  all  practical,  and  contemplates  speedy  action  of  some 
kind,  which  is  what  the  country  desires  on  this  or  any  other  big 
question.  Since  the  death  of  Sir  John  Macdonald,  in  1891,  Canada 
seems  to  have  suffered  from  a  sort  of  paralysis  on  all  large  issues. 
The  politicians  have  been   fumbling  with   nearly  every  large  prob- 


lem that  came  up.  The  new  Government  has  a  chance  to  show 
what  it  can  do,  and  if  it  takes  the  advice  of  sensible  business  men 
like  Mr,  Garneau  it  will  be  wise. 


STRENGTH    IN   WOOLENS. 

Reports  from  the  English  markets  indicate  that  there  is  likely 
to  be  an  advance  in  woolens.  Mr.  Fisher,  of  John  Fisher,  Son  & 
Co.,  says  that  advices  from  Huddersfield  say  that  wool  has  gone  up 
in  price  1  farthing  to  id.  per  lb.,  according  to  quality.  He  says  r 
the  expectations  are  that  prices  will  experience  a  slight  and  gradual 
increase.  The  advance  in  the  raw  material  of  course  means  an  ad- 
vance also  in  the  made-up  goods.  The  advance  will  be  felt  more 
in  worsted  cloths  than  in  woolen  tweeds.  As  soon  as  the  new  year 
is  entered  on  there  is  likely  to  be  a  more  decided  advance. 

There  has  just  been  recorded  an  advance  of  7  y2  per  cent,  due  to 
strong  demand  in  Europe  and  America.

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CANADIAN   WOOLENS    PLAIN   WORDS. 

THE  woolen  industry  is  an  old  and  creditable  one  in  this  coun- 
try. We  hope  it  will  receive  every  consideration  at  the  hands 
of  the  tariff  framers.  Let  them  consider  conditions  rather  than 
theories,  and  the  woolen  schedules  of  the  tariff  will  be  better 
framed. 

Hut  before  passing  our  esteemed  friends,  the  woolen  manufac- 
turers, over  to  the  tender  mercies  of  the  commissioners,  Tin-:  Re- 
view wishes  to  say  one  or  two  things.  The  small  mills  which  run 
on  cheap  stuff  solely  ought  to  consider  whether  digging  gold  in 
Ontario  or  British  Columbia  or  wheat  farming  in  the  west  are  not 
occupations  better  suited  to  their  mental  and  physical  healths  than 
the  present  system  pursued  by  them.  If  they  have  not  the  capital 
to  be  enterprising,  why  keep  at  the  business  at  all  ?  Low-priced 
stuff  at  cut  prices  is  a  losing  game.  It  tends  to  lower  the  reputa- 
tion of  Canadian  woolen  goods  as  a  whole,  and  the  better  class 
materials  find  it  hard  to  make  a  name  and  a  living.  This  is  unfor- 
tunate, and  should  be  met  by  some  policy  which  will  differen- 
tiate the  low  from  the  high  in  the  eyes  of  the  trade. 

Of  course,  the  big  mills  are  not  faultless  either,  yet  we  do  think 
it  rather  hard  that  when  they  turn  out  such  good  stuff  as  one  gets 
nowadays  from  Oxford,  Rosamond,  Paton,  Brodie  and  half-a- 
dozen  others,  they  should  not  get  full  credit  for  their  enterprise. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  to  take  one  instance,  Canadian  tweeds  have 
usually  an  up-hill  time  of  it.  Who  is  to  help  them  ?  The  whole- 
saler will  push  lines  that  he  makes  the  best  profit  on  ;  that  is 
natural.  The  retail  merchant  also  feels  the  same  way,  and  he 
hears  nothing  from  the  jobber  to  think  the  contrary.  The  con- 
sumer is  pretty  much  governed  by  what  his  tailor  tells  him.  Be- 
tween them,  the  Canadian  material  gets  the  go-by.  We  can  quite 
understand  that  the  large  mills  would  not  find  it  profitable  to  sell 
direct  to  the  retailer.  The  stuff  is  more  conveniently  handled  in 
large  lots  by  the  jobber.  But  the  retailer  should  know  the  merits 
of  the  goods.  That  is  the  manufacturer's  business,  and  therefore 
we  cannot  agree  with  a  mill  which,  once  having  used  The  Review 
as  a  medium,  on  receiving  queries  for  samples  from  the  retail  trade, 
politely  referred  the  enquirers  to  the  wholesale  houses.  The 
chances  are  these  people  would  never  take  the  trouble  to  write  a 
second  time,  and  might  feel  hurt  besides.  But  the  wholesalers 
might  not  like  a  mill  they  buy  from  sending  samples  out  to  mer- 
chants ?  Well,  let  them  get  over  their  dislike.  A  mill  that  is 
making  prime  material  at  a  selling  price  can  afford  to  ignore  the 
small  etiquette  of  these  things.  Get  at  the  trade,  make  them  think 
well  of  your  goods,  and  these  goods  will  sell. 

Now,  a  word  to  our  friends  the  tailors.  As  a  rule,  you  discour- 
age the  home-made  stuff,  partly  because  a  suit  of  imported  tweed 
fetches  a  better  price.  Be  careful  that  you  don't  overdo  the  thing. 
You  will  notice  that  some  people,  even  very  fastidious  persons,  who 
would  have  fallen  over  in  a  dead  faint  at  the  proposition  a  year  or 
two  ago,  are  now  wearing  ready-made  clothing.  It  is  being  well 
turned  out  these  days,  and  such  concerns  as  Small,  Sanford,  Chal- 
craft  Simpson,  Shorey  and  others  report  an  increasing  trade.  They 
use  Canadian  material  very  largely.  Take  care  that  the  tailoring 
business  in  Canada  is  not  eaten  into  as  it  has  been  in  the  States. 
If  you  can  make  a  fair  profit  out  of  Canadian  suits,  make  them. 
Once  people  get  the  impression  that  there  is  an  immense  saving  in 
ready-mades,  that  they  look  pretty  well,  then  custom  tailoring — 
which  is  a  great  art  in  itself,  and  ought  to  thrive  forever — will  per- 
manently lose  a  great  wedge  of  its  support.

Reference  has  already  been  made  in  The  Miner  to  the  opening 
up  of  two  or  three  good  showings  on  the  St.  Paul  by  the  graders  on 
the  Columbia  &  Red  Mountain  railroad.  In  some  places  where  the 
railroad  cuts  through  the  base  of  the  hill  on  which  the  St.  Paul  is 
situated,  very  strong  iron  stain  was  observed  and  it  was  evident 
there  were  one  or  two  mineral  bodies  close  at  hand. 

Mr.  Moynahan,  in  charge  of  the  development  on  the  St.  Paul, 
put  some  men  to  work  several  days  ago  on  these  showings  along 
the  railroad  grade.  Excavations  were  made  at  three  places  within 
a  distance  of  500  feet.  The  one  furthest  down  the  grade  was  com- 
menced Thursday  morning,  and  immediately  a  body  of  almost 
solid  ore  fully  two  feet  wide  was  exposed. 

It  was  a  sight  to  rejoice  the  heart  of  any  good  miner.  There 
was  a  clear  division  of  the  ore  from  the  country  rock  on  either  side, 
the  vein  widening  as  it  came  down  from  the  surface.  When  a 
representative  of  The  Miner  saw  it,  the  face  of  the  hill  had  been  cut 
down  and  squared  up  so  that  there  was  a  full  exposure  of  the  ore 
body.  Some  of  the  ore  was  brought  up  to  the  office  of  Moynahan 
&  Campbell,  and  attracted  much  attention. — Miner. 

The  main  vein  is  a  strong  one,  and  I  think  it  is  the  great  vein 
of  the  Le  Roi,  which  passes  through  the  Black  Bear.  We  have 
proved  this  vein  across  the  Black  Bear  by  diamond  drill,  and 
found  it  strong,  continuous  and  of  an  average  width  of  twenty- 
eight  feet.  We  are  now  opening  it  up  by  means  of  a  tunnel  to 
connect  with  the  main  working  levels  of  the  Le  Roi,  and  are  erect- 
ing our  new  and  extensive  plant  on  the  Black  Bear  ground.

whose  inhabitants  all  work  in  the  mill.  This  is  particularly  the  case 
in  the  south  of  England,  where  whole  families  will  work  a  life-time 
with  one  master.  Generally  speaking,  a  maker  will  confine  himself 
to  one  or  two  woods  which  grow  most  abundantly  in  the  section  in 
which  he  is  situated,  and  from  this  growth  manufacture  many  styles, 
although  using  the  same  wood.  Many  are  the  operations  the 
ordinary  umbrella  handle  will  undergo  before  it  is  fit  for  use,  the 
natural  woods  requiring  all  the  way  from  eight  to  twelve  operations 
before  they  are  finished.  Natural  styles  are  usually  country  made; 
the  finer  work  in  gold  and  silver  are  of  town  or  city  make,  where 
the  work  people  are  more  used  to  quick  changes  of  style.  Horn 
handles  come  chiefly  from  Austria,  and  are  made  by  the  peasants, 
being  farmed  out  by  the  big  holders  of  horned  stock.  To  keep  in 
touch  with  the  varying  styles  is  a  matter  requiring  much  attention, 
large  manufacturers  employing  buyers  continually  on  the  spot.  This 
plan  is  adopted  by  the  Irving  Co.,  who  have  a  buyer  situated  in 
London,  continually  in  touch  with  the  market  and  as  to  what  is  going 
at  home,  supplying  the  firm  on  this  side  with  up-to-date  information, 
and  the  newest  things  in  the  way  of  novelties  in  stock,  which  are 
continually  coming  to  hand.  This  firm  has  done  a  large  business 
in  umbrellas  for  holiday  trade.

Canadian  carpets  are  being  introduced  in   Europe.       James  P. 

Murray,  of  the  Toronto  Carpet  Co.,  has   recently  had  letters  from 

two  well-known  firms  regarding  their  Axminsters.       One  of  them  is

samples  and  prices.  Both  houses  said  that  they  would  command  a 
large  and  ready  sale  in  Great  Britian  and  on  the  Continent.  One 
of  them  points  out  that  he  thinks  they  could  successfully  compete 
with  English  manufacturers,  as  W.  &  J.  Sloan,  New  York,  are  now 
doing  with  carpets  made  by  Smithers,  of  Yonkers,  N.J. 

We  see  no  reason  why  the  Toronto  company  could  not  secure 
a  share  of  this  trade  as  well     g^  Fig.  3 

as  American  manufacturers. 
It   would    be  necessary,    of  F" 
course,    for   the    Canadian  E 

Government  to  give  a  rebate  of  99  percent,  on  the  import  duty  paid 
on  the  raw  material  off  all  exports  of  the  manufactured  article. 

It  has  often  been  said  that  the  reason  why  so  many  American 
carpets  were  being  sold  in  Canada  is  that  they  get  such  a  large 
rebate  on  the  goods  they  exported.  It  is  extremely  difficult  for  the 
American  Customs  Department  to  keep  a  correct  trace  of  the 
wool  imported  in  the  raw  state  and  then  exported  in  the  manufac- 
tured article.  Perhaps  only  15  per  cent,  of  the  product  imported 
enters  into  the  manufactured  carpet,  and  it  is  said  that  they  get  a 
rebate  on  the  entire  weight  of  the  carpet. 


THE    REPUTATION    OF    A    STORE. 

There  are  many  stores  which  seek  by  advertisements,  and  in 
many  other  ways,  to  gain  a  reputation  for  cheapness.  Whether  it 
is  a  good  thing  for  a  store  to  have  such  a  reputation  is  a  question 
that  will  admit  of  considerable  doubt.  A  reputation  for  cheapness 
is  not  quite  the  same  as  a  reputation  for  selling  close.  In  the 
former  case  the  public  gets  the  opinion,  and  generally  a  correct 
one,  that  this  cheapness  consists  in  selling  cheap  goods,  and  people 
who  are  in  search  of  merchandise  of  good  quality  give  such  places 
a  wide  berth.  They  are  not  apt  to  trust  a  store  when  they  desire 
some  really  meritorious  articles. 

But  for  a  store  to  have  the  reputation  of  selling  at  close  figures 
is  quite  a  different  matter,  and  one  that  does  not  necessarily  carry 
the  idea  that  a  cheap  quality  of  goods  constitutes  the  stock  in  trade. 


To  be  sure,  this  is  but  another  version  of  the  "  small  profit  "  idea 
and  has  its  peculiar  objections.  The  majority  of  consumers  are 
slow  to  believe  otherwise  than  that  merchants  make  a  good  profit 
on  their  goods,  and  the  remark,  "  Oh,  you  don't  do  business  for 
nothing!"  has  greeted  the  ears  of  most  merchants  in  the  retail 
trade.  This  belief  among  consumers  is  a  very  natural  one,  and,  as 
they  do  not  know  the  cost  of  goods,  there  is  no  reason  for  them  to 
change  their  opinion.  No  amount  of  buying  can  teach  them  that 
the  profits  of  the  merchant  are  small. 

But  there  is  one  point,  a  reputation  for  which  is  of  undoubted 
value.  This  point  is  the  keeping  of  goods  of  first  quality.  This  is 
something  that  consumers  can  find  out  by  experience,  and  is  a  fact 
that  impresses  them  very  favorably.  When  a  person  buys  a  piece 
of  cloth  and  gets  three  times  the  service  out  of  it  that  he  does  of 
another  purchase,  the  fact  is  powerful  in  determining  his  future 
purchases.  Though  the  money  cost  to  him  might  at  first  have 
seemed  large,  this  feeling  wears  away,  and  the  satisfaction  derived 
is  such  as  to  outweigh  the  price  paid  ;  in  truth,  he  realizes  that  the 
article  was  cheap  instead  of  dear.  It  is  in  this  way  that  a  store  of 
any  kind  that  deals  in  first-class  goods  will  build  up  a  most  excel- 
lent reputation,  and  one  that  will  grow  with  time.  There  are 
numerous  stores  throughout  the  country  which  have  built  up  a  first- 
cla.ss  trade  by  strict  attention  to  the  quality  of  the  goods  sold.  Not 
only  is  there  satisfaction  given  to  customers  in  selling  first  quality 
goods,  but  there  is  a  good  profit  made  by  the  merchant,  and  this 
latter  is  a  very  attractive  point  of  business. — St.  Louis  D.  G. 
Reporter. 


WATERPROOFING    TEXTILE    FABRICS. 

A  PATENT  has  been  issued  for  a  novel  process  for  waterproof- 
ing textile  fabrics.  In  carrying  out  the  process  the  fabric  to 
be  treated  is  wetted  with  water  and  placed  between  sheets  or  rollers. 
One  of  these  sheets  or  rollers,  which  is  preferably  of  tin  or  alumi- 
num, is  connected  to  the  positive  pole  of  an  electric  generator  and 
the  other  sheet  or  roller  to  the  negative  pole.  By  employing  such 
a  dissolving  positive  electrode  and  passing  current  through  the  wet 
fabric  the  fibres  are  made  water-repellent.  The  inventor  states 
that  the  waterproofing  is  due  to  the  formation  on  the  positive  con- 
ductor of  a  metallic  oxide  of  some  kind,  produced  by  the  liberation 
of  nascent  oxygen  on  the  positive  conductor,  due  to  the  electrolytic 
action  of  the  current  on  the  water  with  which  the  goods  are 
saturated,  and  which  oxide  enters  into  the  fibres  of  the 
goods,  aided  by  the  current,  and  probably  is  combined  partly 
chemically  and  partly  mechanically  with  the  fibres,  making  the 
same  waterproof  by  the  presence  of  the  oxide  in  or  on  the  fibre. 
The  strength  of  the  current  applied  depends  upon  the  character  of 
goods  submitted  to  treatment,  but  care  must  be  taken  not  to  carry 
the  process  too  far.  The  nascent  hydrogen  on  the  negative  side 
will,  if  the  time  of  treatment  is  too  long,  accumulate  and  then  begin 
to  act  as  a  reducing  agent,  and  in  case  the  period  of  treatment  is 
prolonged  beyond  the  proper  time,  then  the  nascent  hydrogen  will 
reduce  the  oxide  of  the  metal  in  the  goods  to  the  metallic  state  and 
the  combination  or  union  of  the  oxide  with  the  fibres  will  be  de- 
stroyed by  the  reduction  of  the  oxide  to  a  metallic  state.  This 
process  is  said  to  have  the  great  merit  of  making  the  individual 
fibres  and  threads  water-repellent,  while  the  pores  of  the  goods  are 
in  no  way  stopped  up  or  closed.  Consequently,  if  used  on  clothing, 
it  would  not  prevent  evaporation  taking  place  through  the  inter- 
stices between  the  threads.

Till',  writer  has  made  his  tour  of  the  European  markets,  and 
has  Found  manufacturers  of  tissues  busy  everywhere.  No  ex- 
isting branch  of  textiles  now  receives  greater  attention  than  dress 
goods,  and  dress  goods  were  never  a  closer  stud)-  than  they  are  to- 
day. 

1m  class  there  is  this  season  the  same  boundless  and  bewildering 
variety,  and  from  all  sides  the  question  comes,  What  is  going  to 
sell?  Why,  everything  that  is  pretty  will  sell.  No  doubt,  some 
things  will  sell  more  than  others,  and  happy  is  the  man  who  has 
struck  some  of  the  coming  favorites.  To  have  the  right  thing  at 
the  right  time  is  everything.  That  now  constitutes  the  sole  criter- 
ion of  value.  If  an  article  is  right  no  dealer  grudges  another  a 
decent  profit,  because  all  do  well  with  it.  If  it  is  not  right,  then 
with  50  off  it  will  be  dear. 

Certain  things  have  a  pretty  good  chance  in  the  ensuing  season 
in  the  race  for  favor.  Silk  and  wool  fancies  in  pretty  designs  will 
be  a  leading  feature,  so  will  black  and  white  in  line  stripes  and 
figures.  Plain  alpacas,  which  took  the  fancy  of  the  "  upper  ten  " 
last  season,  will  sell  again,  and  on  a  more  extended  basis.  The 
same  applies  to  mohair  figures,  which  should  be  in  more  medium 
designs  than  last  spring.  Black  jacquards  in  small  and  medium 
designs  on  plain  and  crepe  grounds  will  go  well.  Despite  the  long 
run  on  tweed  effects  the  fashionable  public  still  clamor  for  them. 
Pretty  plaids  for  blouses  and  other  purposes  will  not  be  neglected. 
Very  beautiful  things  are  shown  in  printed  linen  effects  and  Scotch 
muslins,  which  are  sure  to  receive  the  attention  they  merit  in  the 
better  class  of  trade.  Velveteens,  which  have  almost  become  a 
staple  article,  will  command  more  than  their  usual  share  of  atten- 
tion. This  will  specially  apply  in  the  case  of  blacks,  myrtles, 
navies  and  browns. 

In  the  silk  division  of  the  dress  department  black  peau  de  soies, 
black  surahs  and  other  varieties  of  black  silks  are  still  good. 
Blouses  will  engross  a  good  part  of  the  choice  novelties  in  colored 
silks. 

In  connection  with  the  above  there  is  one  very  comforting  fea- 
ture to  the  whole  trade,  and  that  is  the  assurance  that  in  all  that 
relates  to  price  the  market  will  not  be  lower.  Even  in  August  and 
September,  when  some  of  the  large  Montreal  firms  gave  their  con- 
tracts at  the  low-water  mark  of  the  season,  the  great  depression  in 
the  States  had  to  no  material  extent  affected  values  in  Europe.  On 
that  side  of  the  Atlantic  raw  material  has  continued  firm,  demand 
active  and  work  plentiful.  With  the  influx  of  business  into  Europe 
from  the  States  after  the  3rd  of  this  month  it  will  be  a  most  abnor- 
mal thing  if  all  along  the  line  there  is  not  a  sharp  bound  upward.

The  latter  is  just  as 
much  out  of  place  on  a  window  card  as  anywhere  else,  and  inas- 
much as  the  dignity  of  the  store  and  business  is  at  stake  it  is  one 
of  the  first  places  from  which  it  should  be  debarred. — Chicago  D.  G. 
Reporter.

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MEN'S  FURNISHINGS'  WINDOW  DISPLAYS. 

'"fill',  handsome  and  artistic  display  of  goods  in  shop  windows 
I  now-a-days  incline  sone  to  believe  that  window  dressing  is  a 
real  art.  In  importance  it  comes  next  to  newspaper  advertising.  In 
fact,  much  of  the  effect  of  the  advertising  would  be  lost  were  it  not 
for  the  effect  of  a  well-dressed  window.  This  is  becoming  more  and 
more  the  case,  for  people  figure  more  on  first  impressions  than  a 
few  years  ago. 

Advertising  and  window  dressing  should  go  hand  in  hand.  I 
have  always  believed  in  a  bright  ad.  in  the  daily  papers,  backed 
up  with  a  bright,  catchy  and  tasteful  window  display,  and  cheerful 
clerks  that  are  polite  and  courteous  at  all  times. 

1  do  not  believe,  however,  in  dressing  windows  to  deceive;  by 
that  I  mean,  do  not  put  in  a  window  an  article  marked  below  its 
real  selling  value.  It  would  be  very  injurious  to  have  a  customer 
enter  the  store  and  ask  for  a  certain  article  in  the  window  marked 
at  a  price  which  was  never  intended  as  its  sale  price,  and  to  have  to 
tell  them  that  it  was  the  only  one  in  stock,  and  simply  placed  in  the 
window  for  display,  and  could  not  be  removed.  I  have  always 
made  it  a  practice  to  have  plenty  in  the  shelves  the  same  as  in  the 
window. 

Our  windows  are  changed  as  conditions  of  the  trade  require. 
We  do  not  believe  in  any  cast-iron  rule  like  once  or  twice  a  week. 

Care  should  be  taken  to  have  the  goods  seasonable.  It  would  be 
bad  taste  to  have  lined  gloves  exposed  in  the  windows  when  the 
mercury  is  registering  50  or  60  degrees,  just  as  it  would  be  to  dis- 
play dress  kid  gloves  when  it  stands  ten  or  tourteen  degrees  below 
zero. 

I  believe  if  merchants  would  devote  more  time  to  their  windows 
better  selling  results  would  follow.  I  am  also  a  firm  advocate  of 
not  crowding,  not  putting  too  many  articles  in  a  window.  Many  a 
window,  otherwise  very  well  designed,  is  made  unattractive  by 
overcrowding.  How  to  put  this  and  that  together  to  make  an 
effective  display  is  learned  only  by  practice.  Any  men's  iurnishing 
dealer  in  Canada  can  become  to  a  certain  degree  expert  at  it  if  he 
will  only  try. 

When  you  have  your  goods  laid  out  attractively  for  inspection, 
the  chances  are  much  bnghter  ior  sales.

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WHAT    A   STORE   SHOULD   BE. 

HINTS    PROM    A    FINE    MEN'S    FURNISHINGS    ESTABLISHMENT. 

ONE  of  the  best  appointed  men's  furnishings  stores  on  this  side 
of  the  Atlantic  is  the  new  branch  opened  by  R.  J.  Tooke,  of 
Montreal,  last  April.  Everything  is  arranged  in  the  neatest  and 
newest  style.  Perhaps  the  most  striking  feature  is  the  absence  of 
counters  groaning  under  their  load  of  goods,  as  is  too  often  seen. 
A  description  of  the  arrangements  may  not  be  uninteresting. 

THE    EXTERIOR. 

The  building,  which  is  27  feet  by  102  feet,  is  on  the  corner  of 
Peel  and  St.  Catherine  streets.  There  is  an  entrance  on  each 
street,  the  one  on  St.  Catherine  street  being  the  front  entrance. 
Both  the  front  and  the  side  are  composed  entirely  of  glass  panels, 
sixteen  in  num- 
ber, giving  ample 
opportunity  for 
window  display. 
These  are  sup- 
ported by  small 
steel  uprights. 
J^Jo  pillars  are  to 
be  seen.  They 
are  encased  in 
plate  glass  mir- 
rors, so  that  their 
presence  is  not 
noted.  At  the 
back  of  the  win- 
dow are  mirrors 
extending  its 
whole  length.  All 
the  fixtures  for 
display  are  nickel 
plated  and  of  the 
latest  design. 

The  name 
plates  are  of  black 
mahogany,  which 
takes  a  beautiful 
polish.  The  name 
is  in  gold  letters 
and  shows  up 
very  distinctly 
against  the  black 
background.  The 
plates  are  cover- 
ed with  plate 
glass  for  protection.  They  were  manufactured  especially  for  this 
building  in  Birmingham,  England. 

THE    LIGHTING    OF    THE    WINDOW. 

Perhaps  the  most  noteworthy  feature  in  the  window  is  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  lights.  Looking  from  the  outside,  no  lights  can 
be  seen,  although  the  whole  window  is  brilliantly  illumined.  The 
two  hundred  lights  in  the  window  are  the  ordinary  16  candle-power 
incandescents,  with  straight  globes  instead  of  the  ordinary  pear- 
shaped  ones.  They  are  placed  at  the  top  of  the  window.  Behind 
them  is  a  semi-circular  silver  reflector,  which  throws  the  light  down 
on  the  goods  in  the  window.  Part  of  the  light  is  again  reflected 
from  the  mirrors  at  the  back  of  the  window.  The  lights  are  on 
several  different  circuits,  so  that  the  various  sections  of  the  window 
may  be  lighted  or  not,  as  desired  ;  also  each  section  may  be  more 
or  less  brightly  lighted  by  turning  on   or  off  the  various  switches.

The  great  utility  of  this  system  is  that  the  spectator  outside  does 
not  have  a  glare  of  light  in  his  eyes,  and  can  see  the  goods  as  well 
as  in  daylight. 

THE    WINDOWS    Will.    Mil'    PREEZE. 

Another  feature  of  the  windows  will  be  more  noticed  when  hard 
frost  sets  in.  The  window  is  practically  a  long  room.  That  is,  it 
is  closed  off  from  the  rest  of  the  store  by  partitions  of  glass  above 
and  of  wood  below.  In  the  partition  are  a  number  of  doors  which 
shut  very  closely.  The  idea  is  to  prevent  the  warm  air  of  the  store 
from  coming  in  contact  with  the  cold  windows  and  the  formation  of 
moisture,  which  would  cause  the  windows  to  freeze  up.  It  also 
prevents  the  goods  in  the  window  from  becoming  dusty. 

For  convenience  in  dressing  the  windows  a  narrow  passage  is 
left  between  the  partition  mentioned  above  and  the  mirrors  which 

form  the  back- 
ground. This  pas- 
sage extends  from 
one  end  of  the 
window  to  the 
other,  giving  easy 
access  to  all  parts. 
In  this  passage 
there  are  several 
ventilators  con- 
nected with  the 
cellar  to  insure  a 
supply  of  fresh 
air  and  prevent 
the  goods  d  i  s- 
played  from  be- 
coming musty. 

THE  INTERIOR. 

Entering  the 
store,  one  is 
struck  immedia- 
tely with  the  way 
in  which  the  in- 
side is  finished. 
The  floor  is  of 
greyish  Mosaic, 
with  a  dark  bor- 
der just  outside 
the  show  cases. 
The  ceiling  is 
white.  The  walls 
are  tinted  with  a 
delicate  shade  of 
yellow.       All  the 


panelling  and  other  woodwork  is  of  red  mahogany  with  gilt  facings. 
The  cases  in  which  the  goods  are  displayed  are  also  of  mahogany. 
Behind  the  cases  are  shelves  of  the  same  wood.  In  the  front  of  the 
store  there  are  two  large  mirrors,  one  at  each  side  of  the  entrance. 

The  heating  is  by  steam.  All  the  coils  are  concealed,  and  the 
heat  enters  the  store  through  gratings  below  the  shelves. 

The  store  is  lighted  by  two  rows  of  electric  lamps,  hung  on  long 
brass  rods.  The  globes  are  of  ground  glass,  modelled  on  a  design 
made  especially  for  these  lights.  In  the  centre  is  a  large  chandelier 
of  sixteen  lamps,  which  throws  a  very  brilliant  light. 

THE    DEPARTMENTS. 

The  show  cases,  in  red  mahogany  and  glass,  are  in  two  rows, 
one  on  each  side  of  the  store.  The  one  row  is  broken  by  the  Peel 
street  entrance  :  the  other,  by  the  office,  which  is  exactly  opposite 
this  door.     From   the  front  door  up  to  the  office  there  is  a  row  of 
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tables  in  the  middle  of  the  store.  There  are  four  departments. 
That  part  of  the  store  immediately  to  the  left,  on  entering  the  front 
door,  is  devoted  to  gloves,  collars  and  cuffs.  Opposite  this  are  the 
ties  and  handkerchiefs.  A  little  higher  up  are  umbrellas,  and  all  kinds 
of  collar,  cuff  and  shirt  buttons.  Beyond  the  Peel  street  entrance, 
on  the  lelt,  is  the  underwear  and  hosiery  department.  Opposite 
this  is  the  shirt  department.  The  stair,  which  goes  from  the  out- 
side to  the  next  floor,  is  behind  the  underwear.  Advantage  is 
taken  of  this  to  have  a  storeroom  for  reserve  stock  of  underwear 
under  the  stair.  This  takes  away  the  necessity  for  having  the  stock 
piled  up  on  the  counter.  The  tables  in  the  middle  of  the  store  are 
mostly  confined  to  a  display  of  ties  and  scarfs. 

Mr.  Tooke  began  business  in  1869  on  St.  James  street.  Aftera 
few  years  he  moved  to  a  more  commodious  store  on  the  same  street. 
About  12  years  ago  he  opened  up  a  branch  in  the  French  part  of 
St.  Catherine  street.  Last  April  he  opened  the  west  end  branch 
described  above. 
In  preparing  the 
plans  he  visited 
Europe  and  the 
United  States , 
getting  together 
all  the  hints  he 
could  on  store  ar- 
rangement. As  a 
result  he  has  one 
of  the  finest  stores 
in  its  line,  of 
which  Canadians 
generally  can 
justly  be  proud, 
as  showing  what 
Canadian  enter- 
prise can  accom- 
plish.

From  The  St   John  (N.B. )  Gazette. 

THE  Gazette  is  glad  to  be  in  a  position  to  say  that  the  New 
Brunswick  and  St.  John  cotton  mills,  run  and  owned  by  W'm. 
Parks  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  this  city,  are  so  crowded  with  orders  that  it 
is  necessary  to  work  overtime,  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  orders 
coming  in.  This  is  particularly  gratifying  when  it  is  known  that 
the  mills  in  other  parts  of  Canada  controlled  by  the  combine  are 
mostly  working  half  time.  It  shows  that  the  people  of  this  Do- 
minion appreciate  the  efforts  of  those  men  who  do  not  attempt  to 
throttle  trade  by  forming  combines.  There  are  four  cotton  mills  in 
New  Brunswick  ;  two  of  them  are  owned  by  the  cotton  combine, 
while  the  Gibson  Mills  at  Marysville  sells  all  its  products  to  the  com-

tans  and  greys  are  the  newest.  In  the  lined,  the  newest  things  are 
the  reindeer  with  a  wool  or  a  tur  lining,  and  kid  with  a  seamless 
lining.  The  advantage  in  this  is  that  all  sides  of  the  finger  are 
covered,  being  woven,  and,  so  to  speak,  like  a  double  glove,  while 
the  old  style  of  lining  merely  covered  the  fingers  at  two  sides. 

Handkerchiefs  are  almost  time-honored  as  a  Christmas  present. 
These  are  in  linen  or  silk,  and  can  be  procured  with  the  initial 
letter  nicely  woven  in  the  corner,  usually  nicely  boxed. 

The  muffler  is  again  to  the  fore,  in  cashmeres  and  in  silks.  The 
newest  patterns  are  paisleys,  plaids,  spots  and  stripes.  In  neckwear 
the  leading  shapes  are  "The  Lombard,"  to  tie  in  the  bow,  and 
are  in  dark  and  fancy  Dresden  effects.  "The  Spa,"  or  flowing 
end,  is  still  worn.  These  are  in  dark  shades,  greens  predominant, 
and  large  checks  and  plaids.  "  The  Joinville,"  or  square  end. 
This  can  be  worn  in  almost  any  shape.  The  colorings  are  light 
and  medium,  and  the  patterns  are  Dresden  effects.

It  contains 
photographic  reproductions  of  the  interiors  of  leading  stores  in  each 


bine  under  contract.  Therefore,  while  Mr.  Gibson  controls  his  own 
property,  so  far  as  the  manufacturing  of  cotton  is  concerned,  he 
has  nothing  to  do  with  its  sale,  his  only  customer  being  the  com- 
bine. Under  Mr.  Gibson's  contract  he  is  able  to  run  his  mills  all 
the  time,  but  in  doing  this,  the  goods  turned  out  at  Marysville  have 
so  stocked  up  the  selling  agents  of  the  combine  that  they  are  com- 
pelled to  shut  down  their  own  mills.  This  is  a  very  good  arrange- 
ment for  Mr.  Gibson,  but  it  is  rather  rough  on  the  combine.  The 
determined  effort  on  the  part  of  the  cotton  kings  to  close  up 
Mr.  Parks'  mill  by  reducing  the  price  on  a  staple  line  of 
goods  to  somewhere  near  the  cost  of  production,  has  failed  in  its 
purpose.  Mr.  Parks  has  not  only  withdrawn  this  line  of  goods  from 
the  market  and  is  supplying  other  goods  the  prices  of  which  have 
not  been  cut,  but  he  is  obtaining  orders  for  these  goods  in  such 
quantities  that  it  is  necessary  to  work  overtime  to  keep  pace  with 
the  demand.  Neither  the  wholesale  dry  goods  trade  nor  Mr.  Parks 
desire  that  these  cut  prices  should  be  continued  and  there  are  ru- 
mors from  Montreal  that  the  combine  is  anxious  to  get  the  price 
back  to  where  it  was.  There  has  already  been  a  large  advance  in 
raw  cotton  and  it  is  more  than  probable  that  cotton  will  go  still  high- 
er in  the  next  few  months.  The  reduction  in  price  on  a  staple  line 
of  goods,  therefore,  can  scarcely  be  called  good  business,  and  there 
could  have  been  but  one  reason  for  it.

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A  MODEL  TAILORING  ESTABLISHMENT. 

PERHAPS  the  finest  tailor  shop  on  the  continent  is  R.  J. 
[nglis1  new  store  at  2385  St.  Catherine  street,  Montreal. 
Mi.  1  nglis  has  broken  away  from  old  customs  in  many  ways.  He 
believes  a  place  of  business  is  not  necessarily  unattractive  or  un- 
worthy of  being  adorned.  On  the  contrary,  the  arrangements  show 
care  for  artistic  effect. 

The  front  consists  of  two  windows,  8  l/2  feet  wide,  with  the  door 
between  them.  The  name-plates,  which  are  placed  just  below  the 
windows,  are  of  black  mahogany  very  highly  polished,  with  gilt 
letters.  The  whole  is  covered  with  plate  glass.  These  name- 
plates  were  made  specially  for  this  building,  in  Birmingham,  Eng- 
land. The  windows  are  sustained  by  light  steel  supports,  and  no 
pillars  are  to  be  seen,  as  they  are  covered  with  plate  glass  mirrors. 

The  chief  feature  of  the  window  is  the  lighting.  Fourty-four 
electric  lamps  are  placed  at  the  top  of  the  window.  Behind  the 
lamps  is  a  semi-circular  silvered  mirror,  arranged  so  as  to  throw  the 
light  down  on  the 
goods  placed  in 
the  window.  To 
a  person  stand- 
ing outside,  no 
lights  are  visible, 
while  a  s  o  f  t , 
though  bright, 
light  falls  on  the 
goods  displayed. 
There  are  ventil- 
ators all  round 
the  window  to 
prevent  it  freez- 
ing up. 

The  interior  of 
the  store  fully 
bears  out  the  idea 
formed  from  the 
outside  view. 
The  main  store 
is  25  ft.  by  60  ft. 
The  walls  and 
ceiling  are  paint- 
ed with  an  at- 
tractive design  in 
bronze.  The 
background  in 
the  case  of  the 
ceiling  is  quite 
light  ;  the  walls  being  slightly  darker.  The  floor  is  of  oiled  oak. 
The  larger  part  is  covered  with  a  carpet  made  especially  for  this 
store,  leaving,  however,  a  strip  of  the  oak  all  the  way  round  about 
two  feet  wide.  The  carpet  is  fastened  down  with  brass  pins,  which 
have  corresponding  brass  sockets  in  the  floor.  With  this  arrange- 
ment it  requires  but  a  few  minutes  to  remove  the  carpet  for  clean- 
ing purposes.  A  wainscotting  of  oak  about  four  feet  high  extends 
all  round  the  room. 

A  noticeable  feature  is  the  absence  of  the  old-fashioned  counter. 
Along  the  walls  are  several  oblong  oak  tables  which  match  the 
wainscotting.  These  tables  are  handsomely  carved  by  hand.  In 
the  middle  of  the  store  are  two  smaller  square  tables  of  the  same 
material,  one  near  each  end  of  the  store.  Several  chairs  and 
divans,  in  oak  and  leather,  add  to  the  pleasing  appearance  as  well 
as  to  the  comfort  of  the  store. 

The  most  striking  part  of  the  store  is  the  fireplace.  Half  way 
up  the  right-hand  side  is  a  large  fireplace  with  all  the  modern

accompaniments.  All  the  woodwork  round  the  fireplace  is  beauti- 
fully carved.  On  the  mantel-piece  above  are  two  large  vases  and 
several  pieces  of  fine  china.  Beside  the  grate  are  two  cosy  chim- 
ney seats,  which  add  greatly  to  the  effect.  The  effect  is  increased 
by  several  pictures  hung  round  the  room.  All  is  fitted  up  in  the 
most  tasteful  fashion,  everything  being  good,  without  being  gaudy. 
The  ceiling  is  18^  feet  high,  which  gives  a  chance  for  good 
ventilation.  The  store  is  lighted  from  the  front  and  back,  which 
are  entirely  glass.  In  addition  to  this  a  skylight  runs  along  part  1 
one  side,  with  prismatic  glasses  to  throw  the  light  well  into  the 
room.  The  electric  lamps  are  grouped  in  threes,  at  intervals  down 
both  walls,  and  in  the  middle  there  is  a  row  of  chandeliers.  The 
lamps  are  arranged  on  different  circuits  so  that  the  lighting  may  be 
regulated  as  required. 

The  steam-heating  apparatus  is  entirely  covered.  The  coils  are 
placed  along  the  walls  behind  the  wainscotting.  The  panels  are 
so  arranged  as  to  be  easily  removed,  allowing  free  access  to  the 
pipes  in  case  any  repairing  is  necessary.     All  the  stop-cocks  are  in 

the  basement, 
where  they  are 
always  free  of 
access. 

At  the  back 
corners  of  the 
main  store  are 
two  small  offices. 
The  one  to  the 
left  is  the  private 
office,  the  one  to 
the  right  the  gen- 
eral office.  Be- 
tween these  in 
the  middle  of  the 
back  end  of  the 
store  is  a  full 
length  mirror. 

The  dressing 
rooms  are  im- 
mediately behind 
the  main  store. 
There  are  two  of 
them,  one  to  the 
right,  one  to  the 
left.  The  one  to 
the  left  is  finished 
in  white  mahog- 
any, the  one  to 
the  right  in  red 
mahogany.  Both  are  liberally  provided  with  seats.  Fine  full- 
length  mirrors  are  placed  in  convenient  positions.  The  lights  are 
placed  so  as  to  cause  no  inconvenient  glare  for  evening  use. 

Behind  the  dressing  rooms  is  the  cutting  room.     Behind  that  is 
the  work  room.     In  both,  the  ceiling  is  the  same  height  as  the 
main  store,  which  ensures  good  ventilation.     All  the  partitions  be-  , 
tween  the  various  rooms  are  of  varnished  oak,  the  same  as  the 
wainscotting. 

While  arranging  this  new  store,  Mr.  Inglis  went  through  all  the 
principal  tailor  stores  in  London,  Eng.,  to  gather  up  all  the  best 
and  latest  ideas.  After  his  return  to  this  country,  he  took  a  run 
through  the  prominent  stores  in  the  United  States  to  see  if  there 
was  anything  he  could  change  for  the  better,  before  it  was  too  late. 
He  returned,  however,  satisfied,  as  well  he  might  be,  with  all  his 
arrangements,  which  have  since  been  carried  out.  Many  of  the 
trade  when  in  Montreal  have  called  to  see  it,  and  all  agree  that 
there  is  no  better  equipped  store  on  the  continent.

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A  WORD  TO  THE  CLERK. 
III.  ideal  educated  man  is  the  one  who  knows  something  aboul 
everything  and  everything  about  some  one  thing.  The  ideal 
business  education  is  that  which  combines  a  wide  general  know- 
ledge of  trade  with  a  complete  technical  knowledge  of  one  depart- 
ment. In  these  days  it  is  not  enough  that  a  man  be  well  informed  ; 
he  must  also  be  an  expert  in  something. 

Herein  lies  the  key  of  success  for  the  young  country  clerk  who 
is  dreaming  of  a  larger  place  in  some  city  establishment,  says  The 
Chicago  Dry  (ioods  Review.  Herein  is  the  passport  that  will  carry 
the  village  merchant  to  larger  fields  if  he  wants  to  find  them.  The 
first  requisite  for  every  man  who  is  ambitious  is  to  become  a 
specialist. 

Would  that  we  might  impress  on  every  young  dry  goods  clerk 
who  is  seeking  a  city  position  that  unless  he  is  a  specialist  in  some 
line  he  had  better  stay  in  the  country.  The  city  is  constantly  re- 
cruited from  the  country,  but  the  city  clerk  must  be  an  expert,  and 
the  only  legitimate  way  to  secure  such  a  place  is  to  qualify  for  it. 
The  general  trade  of  the  country  store  is  an  excellent  school.  All 
that  is  necessary  is  ambition  and  perseverance  to  become  thorough 
master  of  one  line.  Whether  it  be  dress  goods  or  gentlemen's  fur- 
nishings, or  any  other  specialty,  let  it  be  mastered.  Become  an 
authority  on  the  subject.  Before  you  know  it  you  will  be  invalu- 
able to  your  employer  and  will  be  ready  for  the  next  opportunity  for 
advancement  that  offers. 

Whatever  the  slothful  pessimist  may  say,  promotion  in  the  busi- 
ness world  goes  mainly  by  merit.  The  jobber  is  always  on  the 
lookout  for  a  clever  salesman.  It  is  often  surprising  how  swiftly  an 
obscure  specialist's  fame  can  travel  beyond  his  own  store  and  his 
own  town.  Many  a  country  merchant  who  has  become  a  local  ex- 
pert has  been  invited  to  sell  out  and  take  charge  of  a  great  city  de- 
partment. Many  an  unknown  country  clerk  has  become  a  pros- 
perous road  salesman,  and  ultimately  a  partner  in  a  city  house, 
simply  because  he  made  himself  a  specialist  and  thus  fitted  himself 
for  the  wider  field. 

Study  your  business.  Find  out  what  branch  you  are  best  fitted 
to  master.  Then  keep  pegging  away  at  that  until  you  know  more 
about  it  than  any  other  man  in  town.  Read  the  trade  papers. 
Learn  all  you  can  from  traveling  men.  Keep  your  specialty  always 
in  mind,  and  group  your  other  knowledge  around  that  central 
point.  Don't  neglect  the  useful  general  knowledge  that  can  no- 
where be  secured  so  well  as  in  the  country  store.  But  arrange  it 
all  with  a  proper  bearing  upon  the  central  subject.  Then  do  your 
best  wherever  you  happen  to  be,  and  the  promotion  will  be  pretty 
likely  to  take  care  of  itself  in  good  time.  There  is  always  room  at 
the  top,  and  the  best  men  are  shoved  upward  by  the  natural 
squeeze  of  competition. 

It  will  do  no  harm  to  do  some  shoving  on  your  own  account, 
but  rest  assured  it  will  do  no  good  if  you  are  not  fit  for  the  higher 
and  more  specialized  field  you  seek.
